The memorial record of the past yea 
reminds us that | 

«Time like an ever-rojling stream 

Bears all its sons away,” 
and admonishes ministers and people alike 
to work while it is called day. Presby- 
terianism has lost many staunch friends,. 
and the Church of God, some of its most 
useful ministers, during the year that is 
now uumbered with the past. Such 
were Dr. Robert Buchanan and William 
Arnot, of the Free Church ; Dr. Maxwell 
Nicholson and Professor Crawford, of the 
Established Church of Scotland ; Charles 
Kingsley, eminent in English Literature, 
and Tichendorf, the learned Theologian 
of Leipsic. 

A great company, too, of earnest 
workers, unknown to fame, have crossed 
the bourne. Let us who remain and 
who shall be privileged to enter upon the 
year 1876, resolve to be more zealous and 
faithful than ever before, so that, when 


‘the Master cometh, whether “at even, or 


at midnight, or in the morning,’ we may 
be found waiting and watching—“ lest 
coming suddenly he find us sleeping.” 
There is much in the review of the 
past year to call forth thankfulness, It 
was a time of unusual public tranquility. 
The word of the Lord had free course 
in many lands, and was glorified in the 
conversion of sinners, and christian people 
in our own, and other countries, were 
brought under the influences of religious 
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revivals, such as the world has seldom 
seen. Calling to mind but one of many 
sivnificant changes that transpired dur- 
ing the year 1875—the annexation of 
Fiji to the British Empire—may it not 
be said in very deed, that Christianity

THE RETROSPECT. 


‘“‘RoME was not built in aday.” Neither 
do churches attain maturity, like Jonah’s 
gourd, in anight. Itis more than a cen- 
tury since the blue banner of Presby- 
terianism was first unfurled in British 
North America, and we judge it not out 
of place to take if it be but a short look 
through that vista of years, and to occupy 
a few sentences in the first number of 
the Presbyterian Record, in tracing the 
successive steps by which the new point 
of departure was reached on the fifteenth 
of June, 1875—the Birthday of Tr 
PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH IN CANADA. 

In the Upper Provinces, the Church 
of Scotland was first in the field. As 


early as 1765—six years after the con-. 


quest—The Rev. Georze Henry, com- 
menced his stated ministry at the ancient 
canital of Quebec. St. Andrew’s con- 
gregation there was organized in 1784, 
when the Rev. Dr. Sparks was inducted to 
the charge. Shortly afterwards the Rev. 
John Bethune began his ministry in 
Montreal, where he remained not quite a 
year, and then took up his residence, in 
1787, at Williamstown in the county of 
Glengarry, where he was the means of 
forming a number of congregations, and 
among “whom he laboured with zeal and 
fidelity until his death in 1815. In 


1803 these two ministers, with ir Dun- 
can Fisher, elder, constituted themselves 
into the first ‘‘ Presbytery of Montreal.” 
By slow degrees their numbers were 
increased through oceasional arrivals from 
~cotland, and, in 1851, the representa- 
tives of the Scottish Hstablishment re- 
solved to form themselves into an orga- 
nized body under the name of “the Pros. 
byterian Church of Cana 
with the Church of Scotland.” This 
Synod, divided into four Presbyteries, 
began with 25 ministers on its roll of 
membership. But in the meantime cer- 
tain other ministers of the Presbyterian 
order had come to Canada. Some of 
them hailed from the Secession Church 
in the old country: otlers belonged to 
“the Relief ” Church, and with them 
came to be associated one or two Congre- 
gational brethren, In the year 1818 these 
formed themselves into ‘the Presbytery 
of the Canadas.”’ and next year assumed 
the name of ‘‘ the United Synod of Upper 
Canada,’ which continued to meet at 
intervals till 1840, when its ministers, 
eighteen in number, were received by the 
synod in convection with the Church 
of Scotland. ‘This accession to its mem- 
bers, brought the roll of that Synod to 
include the names of eighty-two ministers. 

In 1832-3, a third body had arisen, 

who, not seeing their way clearly to con 
nect themselves with either of the exist- 
ing Synods, became known as “the Synod 
of the Unit byteri: 
Canada.”’ Of those who had to do with 
the formation of this Synod, the venerable 
Dr. Taylor of Montreal, is now the only 
survivor. 

‘The- wave of disruption that rolled 
across the Atlantic in 1844, gave rise to 
the next important epoch in the l’resby- 
terial history of Canada, In the begin- 
ning of that year, the Church of Scotland 
Synod had ninety-one Ministers; in July 
1845, it had only fifty-four. with twenty- 
two vacant congregations. Then began the 
struggle for pre-eminence between three 
vigorous branches of the church, each of 
them having established a school of the 
prophets in accordance with their several 


polities—Queen’s College at Kingston, 
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Knox college at Toronto, and the United 


Presbyterian college at-Landan, of which 
r, A. Proudfeot, futher of the present 


minister of that name, was the theological 
teacher, and which at his death was re- 
moved to Toronto. 

At the end of seventeen years the re- 
lative numbers of these churches were as 


follows :—-the Church of ~cotland had just 
one hundred ministers: the Presbyterian 


Church of Canada, commonly called the 
Free Church, had a acted and fifty- 
one: the United Presbyterians had sixty- 
eight. Then it was, in 1861, that the 
union of the last two was consummated 
under the name of ‘ the Canada Presby- 
‘terian Church,” which now entered upon 
a career of unexampled prosperity, with a 
staff of two hundred and _ nineteen 
ministers. At the end of fourteen years, 
which brings us to the date of that 
grandest of all the unions, and in which 
so many of us were privileged to take a 
part, the Canada Presbyterian church 
had come to number three hundred and 
thirty-eight ministers, as compared with 
a hundred and forty-one in the Church 
-of Scotland Synod, all told? 

ln the Maritime Provinces, similar 
results were reached by only a slightly 
different process. In Nova Scotia ‘ the 
Associate Synod of Scotland” had the 
advantage at the outset. Only four years 
after Mr. Henry had begun his regular 
ministrations at Quebec, we find three 
ministers of the Burgher Synod, Messrs. 
Smith, Cock, and Graham, organizing 
themselves into the first Presbytery of 
British North America at Truro. In 
1794, Dr. James McGregor, representing 
the Anti-Burgher Synod, was joined by 
two ministers of his own persuasion. who 
constituted themselves ‘‘ the Associate 
Presbytery of Nova Scotia.” These two 
Presbyteries after a separate existence of 
twenty-three years, at length agreed to 
unite together, which they did in 1817, 
when they were called ‘‘ the Presbyterian 
Church of Nova Scotia.” This was the 
‘first colonial union of churches of which 
there is any record, and it bid fair at the 
time to have been completely unaminous 
But a handful of leaveu had been inserted 


the year previous by the Rev. Donald 
Allan Fraser, a popular minister of the 
Church of Scotland, who bad landed at 
Pictou in 1816. From this time the 
adherents of that church grew and multi- 
plied. ‘The Synod of the Church of 
Scotland_in Nova Scotia and the adjoin- 
ing provinces’ was formed in 1833. and 
when the era of division came, in 1844, 
it had outnumbered all the rest. In that 
year the standard of the Free Church 
was raised in the Maritime Provinces ; 
so that until 1860 there were three 
churches there also aspiring to the supre- 
macy. And thus we are brought to the 
state of matters immediately prior to the 
union of 1875, when after lengthened 
negotiations, ‘‘the Presbyterian Church of 
the Lower Provin itish_ North 
America,” bringing its contingent of one 
hundred and twenty-four ministers, and 


“the Synod in connection with the Church 
of Soatand” with thirty-one ministers on 
its rcll, met their brethren from the west, 
in the city of Montreal, and, in the exer- 
cise of their constitutional powers, through 
their respective supreme courts, each 
declared itself to be identical with THE 
PRESBYTERIAN CourRcH IN CANADA— 
which. may the Great King and Head of 
the church long continue to bless and 
prosper |

Dear Sir.—According to promise, I send 
you a brief statement of the present position 
of the Church in this Province, hoping it 
may prove of some interest to our friends in 
Eastern Canada. 
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I may say thatI arrived in Victoria, about 
about the beginning of 1870. Atthat time 
Presbyterianism was represented in this Pro- 
vince by two Ministers of the Canada 
Presbyterian Church, the Rey. Mr. Aitken, 
who was then in charge at Nanaimo, 
and the Rev. Mr. Jamieson at New West- 
minister. The former returned to Scotland 
some two years ago. The Kirk of Scotland 
had only one respregentative in the country, 
the Rev Mr. Sommerville, who also returned 
to Scotland about five years ago, and is 
now the Minister of the College Church 
Glasgow. Consequently, for some time past 
until quite recently, Presbyterianism in this 
Province had only two representatives in the 
Ministry, Mr. Jamieson at New Westminister, 
and myself here in Victoria. I need scarcely 
say that we both felt our position to be a lonely 
one; so far removed from our brethren, 
and, with none to help us in building up 
the church in this distant West. We looked 
for fellow-labourers, but none came. Other 
Denominations were receiving additions to 
their missionary staff, but ours remained 
stationary. Our Countrymen and Members 
of our Church scattered through the country, 
asked for services which we could not grant, 
orgrantbutseldom. ‘To follow them to their 
new homes with the means of Grace was our 
wieh, but one which could not be accomplish- 
ed, as many of them were settled in very re- 
mote parte of the country. 


For two or three years past I had an 
earnest desire to visit Scotland, and lay the 
state of the Mission before the parent Church, 
but could not well leave St, Andrew’s vacant 
for so long a period. Fortunately this 
difficulty was removed by the arrival in 
Puget Sound of the Rey. A. B. Nicholson, 
an old student of Queen’s College, and a 
Licentiate of the church. Mr. Nicholson 
consented to occupy St. Andrew’s pulpit 
during my absence. And I accordingly left 
for Scotland early inthe present year. Pre- 
vious to my leaving I had an opportunity of 
visiting the country East of the Cascade 
Mountains, of preaching the Gospel and 
baptising the children of Presbyterians in 
Nicola Valley, Kamloops, Clinton, and Car- 
riboo, and of ascertaining the numbers and 
circumstances of our people. Petitions for 
Ministers were forwarded to me from Nicola 
Valley, from Langley, from Nanaimo, and 
from the Districts on Vancouver nearer to 
Victoria. 

Crossing the continent, I spent a short 
time among my old friends in Pictou, Nova 
Scotia, and then proceeded to Scotland, and 
submitted my scheme to the Colonial Com- 
mittee. Never shall I nor the friends of our 
church in British Columbia, forget the cor- 
diality with which our proposal was received, 


and the generosity which marked the con- 
duct of the Committee. ‘The most excellent 
convener, with characteristic earnestness re- 
ceived our proposal, and gave every assist- 
ance to see it carried out, The Colonial 
Committee voted us a grant of £1000 sterlg. 


pe annum, for thesupport of fouradditional . 


inisters, and rendered every assistance in 
securing the right men. And for our suc- 
cess in the latter particular we have every 
possible reason to thank God; forwe do not 
think that any four more able, zealous and 
rudent Ministers than the four who have 
ately cast in their lot with us, have ever gone 
to lay the foundations of the Church in a 
new country. With the blessing of God upon 
their labours, we expect the best possible 
results to the Church and country. Im- 
mediately upon their arrival, we formed 
ourselves into a Presbytery in connection 
with the Church of Scotland. And let me 
assure you that we all felt the occasion to be 
a very interesting and important one. For, 
hitherto, we had no Presbytery in the Pro- 
vince, and a Presbyterian Church can 
scarcely be felt to exist, without this im- 
portant and distinctive court. 


The members of our first Presbytery were 
all present, and also the Rev. Mr. Jamieson 
of New Westminister, of the Canadian Pre- 
byterian Church, one of the Pioneer Ministers 
of British Columbia, who has long and 
zealously upheld the Presbyterian banner 
in the Province. . He was invited to sit and 
deliberate with the Court, and gave it the 
benefit of his wise counsel. 

The Presbytery met on the following 
evening to ordain Messrs Dunn and Nichol- 
son, both being Licentates of the Church, 
but without Ordination. This being the 
first Act of Ordination in the Scotch Church 
in British Columbia, St. Andrew’s was well 
filled on the occasion. Mr. Clyde preached 
an admirable sermon, and the Ordination 
prayer and address to the Ministers were 
assigned to me as Moderator of Presbytery. 
Mr. Jamieson also gave an able address on 
the nature and validit of Presbyterian Or- 
dination. Immediately afterwards the Pres- 
bytery adjourned to meet at Nanaimo to 
examine into the state of the Congregation, 
and to introduce Mr. Clyde to his people. 
Everything was found satisfactory and the 
people much delighted. Already the charch 
has been put in thorough repair, a small 
organ purchased, a vestry is being built, and 
& manse is to be commenced next Spring. 
We feel sure that Nanaimo will in a short 
time become wholly self-sustaining. 

A fter the settlement of Mr. Clyde, I accom- 

anied Mr. Dunn to his station at Langley. 
his is a prospering and promising District 
on the Fraser River, where the zeal and 


rs 
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prudence of Mr. Dunn will soon make them- 
selves felt. in gathering around him an at- 
tached and devoted people, as Mr. Nicholson 
is doing in his Districts in Vancouver. 

From Fort Langley, Mr. Murray and my- 
self proceeded to hie stations in Upper 
British Columbia, East of the Cascade 
Mountains. The journey was a long but 
pleasant one: first by steamer on the Fraser 
from Westminister,to Fort Yale, thence by 
coach to Cook’s Ferry on the Thompson and 
and thence on horse-back to Nicola Valley 
and Kamloops. In the beautiful country 
in which Teens labours he has a most 
important work to do, and we know of none 
better fitted to accomplish it. 

Such then is our present position in this 
land of the Occident. We feel that the pre- 
sent year has brought us comparative pros- 
perity. We began it with only two Presby- 
terian Ministers, now we number six. The 
most is ae points in the Province are 
occupied. As new fields open up we trust 
to be abletosupply them. Many important 
questions lie before us, some of them which 
time alone can solve. There is the question 
of Union, and the equally important one of 
Education for the work of the Church. 
Present duty we believe we can see, and 

leave the future in the hands of the Head of 
the Church. 

During the last nine months I have tra- 
yelled over fifteen thousand miles to secure 
Ministers for this Province, and'to settle them 
after their arrival, and now that the work is 
over, feel inclined to rest for the winter in 
Victoria, and be thankful. We read the Pres- 

terian here with much interest and are 
thankful to note every good movement 
among our friends Kast of the Mountains.

LETTER FROM REV. JAS. 
D. MURRAY, 


AneEITyum, Aug. 2nd, 1875. 
Reo. P. G. McGregor, Halifax. 


Dear Brother.—Your kind, welcome and 
refreshing letter of Feb. 10th, along with 
account of salary remitted for the year 1875, 
reached me all safe, per *‘ Dayspring,” on 
her return hither from the northern islands 
of the group, on the 30th June. 

We were glad to learn that you and your 
family were well. No break, I am thank- 
ful to say, has occurred in our health here 
yet. Weare happy in our work, and have 
the satisfaction of seeing tokens of its use- 
fulness......... 

_Itis re-assuring to be informed that the 


interest cherished in this mission by its old 
firm supporters, is still unabated. Some, 
however, we regret to learn, seem to be 
dissatisfied with the results of the past, and 
to be discouraged by what appears to them 
as the dark prospect of the future of the 
mission. Well, am not accused, you 
know, of being over-sanguine in my antici- 
panene respecting the progress of New 

ebridean Christianity and civilization. 
Yet, I have no hesitation in saying that the 
results already achieved by means of mis- 
sionary agency in this field ought to incite 
us to thank God and take courage. Some 
of the friends at home are disappointed 
because, probably, their earlier impressions 
of the state of the work here were delusive, 
and their expectations immoderate : mine 
certainly were. I used to think that the 
Aneityumese were greatly more elevated, 
socially, morally RAH Seni SToualy, than they 
actually are, or are likely to be during 
the present generatiou, and so also did I 
think of the Christians we used to hear 
about as existing on Tana, Fotuna and the 
adjacent islands. We have need of greater 
patience in carrying on this great work of 
missions to the heathen. We should not 
expect, that beings so fearfully demoralized 
and degraded as these are, may be so easily 
raised and transformed, or sospeedily. It 18 
not yet much more than twenty years since 
our pioneer missionary first visited these 
shores. Now twice that period is not 
surely too long to be allowed us for even 
preparing for and laying the foundation of 
a solid and enduring superstructure of 
christianity. Would it not be well for those 
who are so clamorous for immediate results, 
to ponder a little more than they have yet 
done over God’s usual methods of accom- 
plishing His purposes? Have they forgot- 
ten that He has plenty of time, and that, 
in the execution of His plans, He takes 
time. Have they reflected as deeply as they 
ought on what heathenism is, on the one 
hand, and Christianity, on the other? Might 
it not be a profitable exercise for them to 
examine into and estimate the worth of that 
faith of theirs, which will not persevere in 
doing the Lord’s bidding, unless its obe- 
dience becrowned with signal visible suc- 
cess? Is this the example set us by the 
Great Missionary whois saying to-us. ‘‘ As 
the Father sent me, even so send I you?” 
Let us consider His unsuccessful, but ever 
faithful ministry, lest, in our apparent 
failures in His service, we ‘‘ become weary 
and faint in our minds....” We are very 
weak, truly, in ourselves; and the obstacles 
which lie in the way of the progress of the 
work of the Gospel in these regions are very 
great. Besides the ignorance, the prejudi- 
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ces, the superstitions and barbarities of the 
natives. we have what is perhaps the most 
formidable difficulty of all to contend with, 
the opposition of abandoned white men. 
But, notwithstanding all these difficulties, 
there are, in the present aspect of the mis- 
sion, as a whole, indications of real, pro- 
gress: and I shall not yet, for one, admit, 
that its prospects are dark. Dr. Judson 
was asked, what were the prospects for the 
conversion of the Burmese? His reply was, 
“‘the prospects for the conversion of the 
Burmese are as bright as the promises of 
God.’ And if you ask me, *‘ what of the 
night”? in the New Hebrides? my reply is 
<¢The morning cometh.” ‘* The dayspring 
knows his place, that it may take hold of 
the ends of the earth, that the wicked may 
be shaken out of it.” ‘* Every valley shatl 
be exalted and every movntain and hill 
shall be made low: and the crooked shall 
be made straight, and the rough places 
plain: and the glory of the Lord shall be 
revealed, and all flesh shall see it together; 
for the mouth of the Lord hath spoken it.” 

Pray for us, that we may become more 
humble, earnest and faithful as ambassa- 
dors for Christ, that we may be strong aid 
of a good courage, that we may be endued 
with power from on high, and that the 
weapons of our warfare may be made 
mighty, through God, to the pulling down 
of strongholds, casting down imaginations 
and every high thing that exalteth itself 
against the knowledge of God, and bringing 
into captivity every thought to the obe- 
dience of Christ.”

Ministers of the Presbyterian Church in 
Canada, who were formerly in connection 
with the Church of Scotland, will be for 
ever set at rest. 


The Rev. D. D. McLeod, of Ancaster,. 
has received and acceptel a call from 
Dumfries Street Church, Paris, Ontario. 

The Rev. John McEwen, late of Pem- 
broke, has been unanimously called to 
Erskine Church, Ingersoll. 

Mr. Donald, of Port Hope, has de- 
clined the call from Knox Church, Mon- 
treal. 

The Rev. Adam McKay was inducted 
to the pastoral charge of Knox Church, 
Ripley, on 30th November. Mr. John 
Fraser preached in Gaelic and presiied. 
Mr. Graham preached in English and 
gave the charge to the minister. Messrs. 
Stewart and Davidson addressed the 
people. 

The Presbytery of Peterboro ata re- 
cent meeting sorrowfully acquiesced in 
Mr. Roger’s resignation of the charge of 
the first Presbyterian Church of Peter- 
boro. Mr. Roger retires with ap annuity 
of $800, his name being retained on the 
roll of Presbytery as pastor emeritus. 

The Rev. Elias Mullan, late of Spen- 
cerville, was inducted to the charge of 
N. Augusta and Fairfield on the 16th 
ultimo. At the same time Mr. Dey, 
a probationer, accepted a call to Spencer- 
ville, and his ordination trials were 
prescribed. 

The Presbyterians of Haliburton, with 
their esteemed pastor Mr. Reeve, are 
rejoicing in their occupancy of a new 
church edifice. 

College Street Church, Toronto, has 
been re-opened after urdergoing enlarge. 
ment and embellishment. It is now 
seated for 550 and can accommodate 100 
more if necessary. The congregation 
gives promise of becoming a large and 
influential one. A soiree héld in con- 
nection with the occasion was ‘‘a great. 
success.” 

A new church, in connection with 
Knox Church, Goderich, was opened at 
Leeburn, in the township of Colborne, 
Presbytery of Huron, on 5th December. 
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Messrs. Ure and Sieveright, the colle- 
giate Ministers of the charge, officiated 
at morning and afternoon service, and 
Mr. Hartley in the evening. A social 
meeting was held on the Monday evening 
following which was largely attended. 
The proceeds of the services in cash 
amounted to $184, leaving only $50 of 
debt on the building. 

Rev. Mr. Fotheringham the other day 
received the present of a fine horse from 
the members of his congregation at Nor- 
wood, and a very handsome “ buggy ”’ 
from those residing at Hastings. Putting 
that and this together, the minister must 
be popular in these parts and his paro- 
chial visits specially agreeable. 

On the eve of the departure of Rev. 
J. Logie to the United States, for his 
health’s sake, the congregations of Fran- 
cistown and Warrensville presented him 
with a very kind address accompanied 
by a purse of $400. 

The removal of Rev. Mr. Lochead 
from N. Gower and Wellington was 
made the occasion, by the members of 
that congregation, to present their late 
worthy pastor and his wife with a com- 
plimentary address and a handsome pre 
sentation of silver plate. ‘This was fol. 
lowed by a social entertainment, en- 
livened by vocal and instrumental music, 
and fittingly concluded with some words 
of earnest exhortation and prayer. 

The Presbytery of Ottawa held its 
last regular meeting on the 9th and 
10th November, when a large amount 
of business was transacted. There 
were twenty-six ministers and six 
elders present. The Rev. James Whyte 
was loosed from his charge at Osgood, 
where he had ministered for seventeen 
years with more than ordinary acceptance 
and success, and which made the parting 
between him and his people all the more 
painful. The Presbytery is less to be 
pitied, seeing that their esteemed brother 
was only translated to another charge 
within their bounds. 

A satisfactory report was received from 
the Committee appointed to enquire into 
the present condition of the two congre- 
gations in Carleton Place and Beckwith, 


and the station of Ashton. It was agreed 
to provide ways and means for the Pres- 
bytery fund, by an assessment of twenty- 
five cents per family. Rev. Robert 
Campbell reported the steps taken in the 
way of uniting the two congregations in 
Renfrew, and the Presbytery expressed 
its satisfaction with the prevailing har- 
mony, and bade them ‘‘ go forward.” A 
very important matter also, was the re- 
arrangement of congregations in the 
neighbourhood of Buckingham and Cum- 
berland. The negotiations seem to have 
been conducted in a fine spirit. To 
facilitate matters, Mr. Home resigned 
the Cumberland part of his charge. His 
labours will conseqnently be confined to 
the northern shore of the Ottawa, and his 
comfort, in mind and boly, especially 
when ‘the crossing’’ is dangerous, will 
thereby be greatly augmented. The 
resignation of the Rev. Joseph White, of 
Wakefield, was accepted. Atasubsequent 
meeting, on 25th November, Mr. Whyte’s 
induction to Manotic and Gloucester was 
proceeded with, after the usual impressive 
manner of Presbytery, and, as is also 
usual on such occasions, avery enthusias- 
tic meeting of welcome was held on the 
evening of the induction day. 

The next meeting of this Court is to 
be held at Carleton Place, on the 8th 
February, when all session records will 
be called for. 

The l’resbytery of Guelph met on the 
24th November, at Nassagaweya, for the 
ordination of Mr. H. H. Macpherson, 
and the transaction of other business. 
After the observance of the usual 
formalities, Dr. Hogg preached an appro- 
priate sermon, and the Presbytery, by 
the laying on of hands, and prayer, set 
the candidate apart to the work of the 
Ministry and the charge of the Congre- 
gation. Suitable addresses followed, and, 
last of all, a soiree was held in the 
Church, and a cordial welcome extended 
to the Minister, 

The annual report of St.. Andrew’s 
Church, Kingston, affords evidence of 
the continued prosperity of that venerable 
congregation. The membership is now 
252. The management is evidently 
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methodical and in careful hands. About 
$6,000 was contributed for all purposes 
Jast year. 

An Association has been formed in 
Montreal under the name of ‘ The 
Hider’s and Deacon’s Evangelical Union.” 
It is open to the office-bearers of all 
evangelical churches in the city. Its 
object is stated to be *‘ for Mutual Con- 
ference, reading of+God’s word, praise 
and prayer.” 

A meeting of influential ministers and 
laymen was held in Toronto, a short time 
ago, which resulted in the formation of a 
“Church Extension Association,’ Mr. 
John Blakely was appointed President. 
Rey. D. J. Macdonnell and Rev. John 
M. King were appointed Vice Presidents. 
This is a movement in the right direction 
which other cities and towns, and Pres- 
byteries, will do well to imitate. It 
behoves the Presbyterian Church in 
Canada to come ‘to the front” in 
matters of this kind. 

We count ourselves happy that in our 


first number we are enabled to give our | 


readers such a delizhtful and interesting 
account of the work of grace which has 
been going on for some time past in the 
neighbourhood of Lanark and Middle- 
ville, as that with which we close our 
notes for the month, and which is kindly 
furnished by the Rev. William McKenzie 
of Almonte. 

‘“ About the end of August last, evan- 
gelistic meetings were begun in the village 
of Lanark. For some time previous there 
had been united prayer for a blessing from 
on high. The presence of Mr. McKay 
of Kingston, who has had large experience 
in evangelistic work, was considered a pro- 
per occasion to make a special effort. 
A meeting was theretore held in the Con- 
gregational Church, Rev. Mr. Brown’s. 
Almost at the very first the blessing of God 
was manifest. Before a week had passed, 
quite a number were awakened to deep 
spiritual concern, and some were already 
rejoicing in Christ. Greatly encouraged, 
the meetings were continued nightly, and 
the effect became visible on the whole 
community. After a time similar meet- 
ings were held in the Presbyterian 


| Middleville, Rev. Mr. Brown's. 


Church, Rev. Mr. Wilson’s. Often, in 
both churches, on the same evening, there 
were large congregations assembled, and 
always,a deep and solemn attention to the 
word of God. For nine weeks continuous- 
ly this work was carried on, and with most 
blessed results. The numbers awakened 
must have reached hundreds, and very 
many of these seem hopefully converted 
to God. 

Intelligence of this work of grace spread 
over all the region, and excited the deep- 
est interest. Strangers from adjacent 
districts came to see, and carried home 
with them salutary impressions. The 
desires of God’s people were quickened, 
and the hope and expectation of a like 
blessing formed in their hearts. In 
several localities a spirit of prayer was 
shed abroad, and earnest desires express- 
ed to have the same means tried. On the 
evening of October 20th, a meeting was 
held in the Congregational Church in 
After a 
night or two, the place was found too 
small for the audience, and thereafter the 
meetings were held in the Presbyterian 
Church, Rev. Mr. Cochrane’s, the largest 
in the place. The work here has. been 
even more striking than it was in Lanark. 
Night after night the church was throng- 
ed with an eager congregation, and the 
power of the truth was simply wonderful. 
The congregation was gathered from a 
circuit of five or six miles. Bad roads, 
and dark nights, seemed to have no effect 
in diminishing the attendance. A deep 
spiritual concern pervaded the commu- 
nity, and nothing was allowed to stand 
in the way. 

The writer was present on the 18th and 
19th November, when continuous meet- 
ings had been held for four weeks. The 
scene in the church on the evening of 
November 19th is one never to be for- 
gotten. The day was dull and stormy, 
and the night fell densely dark. It was 
discouraging. The thought would be 
suggested that it was not possible to have 
a large meeting on such a night. A few 
minutes before seven, Mr. Cochrane and 
I left the Manse, and proceeded to the 
church. When we opened the door we 
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saw a close packed mass of people filling 
the place. To say it was crowded is 
saying little; every available space in pews 
and passages was taken up. The Rev. 
Mr. Brown presided. When I marked 
the eager attention wherewith the word of 
God was heard, a painful sense of the 
solemnity of speaking to such a congrega- 
tion oppressed me. A hush came over 
the audience as the word was spoken, and 
many were bending forward as if afraid to 
lose a syllable. The Rev. Mr. Cochrane 
closed the meeting; and while a hymn 
was sung those desirous of retiring had an 
opportunity togo. Many left; but the 
eburch seemed full still of those waiting 
to the after-meeting ‘The whole centre 
seats were immediately filled with those 
under concern desiring to be conversed 
with. Another hour was spent in con- 
versation. An eager knot of listeners 
would gather around us, stating their 
difficulties, and seeking counsel. Some 
could only silently weep. When it ap- 
proached ten o’clock the presiding minis- 
ter called the meeting to order again, and 
another oportunity was given to speak a 
few earnest words of direction and ex- 
hortation to all. And then the people 
slowly dispersed. 

Intelligence has just reached to De- 
eember 7th, in a note from Mr. Cochrane. 
The work spreads. LHvangelistic meet- 
ings have been begun at Hopetown, and 
Dalhousie, with immediate, and most en- 
couraging results. In Dalhousie, the 
whole audience remained to the after- 
meeting, and quite a number were an- 
-xiously seeking Christ. 

In Middleville, as in Lanark, there 
had been a silent preparation for this 
work of grace. Some had been under 
‘spiritual concern for months before, and 
the meetings only made this manifest. 
There had been also a desire for the 
blessing, and persevering prayer to God 
for it. An admirable spirit of unity 
characterized the work in Middleville, 
the three ministers of the place, Congre- 
_gational, Baptist, and Presbyterian, all 
‘took part, in a blessed christian co-opera- 
tion. This spirit must bring about a 
great result. ‘‘I pray for them,” says 


our blessed Lord, ‘‘ that they all may be 
one; as Thou, Father, art in me, and I 
in Thee, that they also may be one in 
us ; that the world may believe that Thou 
hast sent me.”’ 

We can hardly speak of results. Per- 
haps on the whole, five hundred may be 
less than the real number of those 
awakened, of whom a large proportion 
are won over to the love and service of 
Christ. Nor can we refrain from ex- 
pressing the fervent prayer and hope, 
that, during the coming winter, scenes 
like these may be witnessed in all our 
sanctuaries throughout this great Domi- 
,nion. God says ‘‘ Ask, and ye shall re- 
ceive.” ‘Behold the Lord’s hand is 
not shortened, that it cannot save ; neither 
His ear heavy, that it cannot hear,” 
What hinders ?” 


THE MARITIME PROVINCES. 


We are pleased to observe that the 
Rev. D. McRae of St. John, N.B., 
has received a thank-offering for Presby- 
terian Union from one of his former 
parishioners in St. John’s, Newfoundland, 
amounting to $400. The donor’s name 
is not mentioned, but we trust his ex- 
ample will be the means of creating in 
the minds of very many a desire and a 
purpose to do likewise. It will not do to 
allow our rejoicing and thankfulness to 
evaporate in empty words. Let the 
people and the congregations bring the 
tithes and offerings into the store house, 
and let us prove the Lord herewith, if 
he will not pour out a blessing that there 
shall not be room enough to receive it. 


The Presbytery of St. John met in 
Calvin Church, St. John, N. B., on the 
9th November, The resignations of Rey. 
J. Simpson and Rev. J. Wallace were 
permitted to lie on the table, and com- 
missioners were appointed to visit each 
congregation and report at the next meet- 
ing of Presbytery. Rev. W. P. Begg 
accepted the call to St. Stephen, and the 
induction was appointed to take place 
on the 25th of November. The next 
ordinary meeting of Presbytery was ap- 
pointed to be held in St. David’s Church, 
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on the second Tuesday of January, 1876, 
at 11 o'clock a. m., and arrangements 
were made for holding a Presbyterial 
Subbath School Convention on the even- 
ing of the same day, with which the 
Superintendents of Sabbath Schools with- 
in the bounds of the Presbytery would 
be associated. 

In accordance with the above intima- 
tion, the induction of Mr. Begg took place 
in the presence of alarge congregation. Mr. 
McRue preuched the sermon which was 
‘ able and appropriate to the occasion.” 
The choir sang “ Jerusalem my glorious 
Home” with marked effect. ‘lhe ad- 
dresses to the pastor and the congrega- 
tion, by Mr. Miller and Mr Quinn, were 
“clear, concise and practical.”’ Wecon- 
gratulate minister and people in the 
happy circumstances in which they are 
now found rejoicing together. 

The Rev. A. McL. Sinclair was in- 
ducted to the charge of the Kast River 
congregation by the Presbytery of Pictou 
on the 10th November last. The call 
had been signed by 239 communicants. 
‘Ihe stipend promised ig $1000. &t. 
Paul’s Church was well filled on the oc- 
casion, and a deep interest was manifested 
by all in the so'emn services of the day. 
Dr, Bayne presided. Mr. McRea preach- 
ed trom the pulpit he had so often 
presched in before. Dr. Patterson ad- 
dressed the minister and the people were 
well spoken to in English and Gaelic, by 
Mr. Geo. M. Grantand Mr. Blair. 

The Presbytery met in Lochaber church 


on a subsequent day for ‘the visitation of 


the congregation.” Dr. Patterson preached 
an lustructive sermon. ‘lhe congregation 
was found to be in a most prosperous 
condition. 
revival last year 124 persons had been 
added to the Commnion Roll. During 
Mr. Forbes’ pastorate of eight years, two 
churches and a manse have been built at 
a cost of about +10,000. The stipend 
has reached $900 and is still looking up- 
wirds. In short, Lochaber is coming to 
be looked upon as a model congregation 
If they would keep their laurels their 
motto must be ‘ever onward.”

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Presbytery in James Church, New Glas- 
gow ; January 18th, at 11 a. m. 

The Presbytery of P. EH. Island met on 
the 17th November and transacted a large 
amount of business ; inter ulia, we notice 
that Mr. Melville’s demission of his charge 
at Georgetown and Cardigan was accepted, 
Mr. Duncan in introducing a motion 
anent the increase of ministers’ stipends, 
showed how utterly inadequate is the so- 
called ‘‘ support’ of many ministers. and 
dwelt on the evils resulting from this 
state of things. A committee was ap- 
pointed to grapple with the subject. We 
hope they will go to the root of the mat- 
ter, and not be too mealy-mcouthed about 
it either. A private note from Mr. Para- 
dis, our French. Missionary at Grand 
Falls, N. B., gives us a little insight to 
the difficulties under which he labours. 
Persecution and hardship attend the work 
of evangelization in a region where Pro- 
testantism is ata low ebb, and where even 
nominal Presbyterians are few and far 
between. He asks the prayers of God’s 
people. That is good, but why should he 
not receive of their silver and gold too ?

Rev. A. McLean Sinclair having re- 
signed his charge, and having been 
recalled by the United Congregations of 
East Branch, East River, has been 
inducted as pastor. 

Rev. T. Talloch has accepted a call to 
the Congregation of Ambherst. ‘This 
also is a fruit of union ; the Congregation, 
though smull, being composed of all 
sections of the Presbyterian family. 

Three boxes of mission goods were 
shipped from Halifax, N.S, last month, 
to ail the new Hetrides Missionaries of 
this Church, in their work of civilization. 

The Congregation of Rev. R. F. Junor, 
of Hemilton, Bermuda, is engaged in 
erecting a Room for Sabbath School and 
Prayer Meetings. The Congregation is 
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small, and a little brotherly aid would be 
appreciated. 


IN MEMORIAM. 


The Rev. James MoIntosna, late of Am- 
herst Island, Ontario, was a native of 
Kettens, near Cupar-Angus, in Forfarshire, 
Scotland; and was ordained to the office of 
the holy Ministry in the year 1828, in con- 
nection with the U. &. Church. After la- 
boring above twenty years, in the parish of 
Belhelvie, he turned his face towards Cana- 
da, where he landed in the autumn of 1854. 
He accepted a call from the congregation 
on Amherst Island, into which charge he 
was inducted on the 24th of May, 1855. In 
that sphere he continued to labour unremit- 
tingly up to within a few months of his 
death. 

Mr. McIntosh was unwearied in _ his 
efforts to do good; instant in season and 
out of season; faithful as a preacher, dili- 
gent as a pastor, firm and unflinching in 
his attachment as a friend. 
him that ‘even his failings leaned to vir- 
tue’s side.”? He departed this life at the 
Manse, on Amherst Island, the 3rd Decem- 
ber, 1875, leaving an aged sister, his only 
near relative, surviving. His remains were 
followed to the grave by a large concourse 
of people, and the occasion was suitably im- 
proved by the Rev. Mr. Steele, who preach- 
ed a discourse from Isaiah XL. 6-8 vs. G.W.

To tHE TeacueErRs who are familiar 
with the International series of Lessons, 
it is not needful that we say anything in 
commendation of it. To those unaccustom- 
ed to it we may say, it has been in use now 
these three years, and has been adopted 
in most of the schools on this continent 
‘and in other lands besides.

within the reach of all. No good teacher 
will lean too much on these valuable aids. 
They will make it their habit to repair, 
themselves, to the fountain-head; but at 
the same time no good teacher will esteem 
them of small importance. The four 
Gospels, and the Books of the Old Tes- 
tament, to the end of the Book of Judges, 
have already formed the subjects of

J OREIGN Mussions. 


Immediately after the Union of the four 
Presbyterian Churches of the Dominion at 
Montreal, in June last, the General Assem- 
blv decided to appoint two Foreign Mission 
Committees for the present year, the one 
representing the Maritime Provinces, and 
the other, Quebec, Ontario and Manitoba. 
In appealing, on behalf of the Western Com- 
mittee, to the liberality of the Christian 
people of their constituency, for the funds 
necessary to carry on and extend the mission- 
ary operations already commenced, it is 
proper that a briefstatement should be given 
respecting the present condition and demands 
of the work. 

The Missions which the Western section 
of the Church requires, at present, to sup- 
port, are three in number.’viz :-— 

1. Mission AMONG THE INDIANS IN THE 
Norru-West Trrritories.—In this depart- 
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ment,two ordained missionaries and an inter- 


preter are sustained. At Prince Albert, on 


the North Branch of the Saskatchewan, 
Rev. H. McKellar is labouring with vigour 
and a goodly measure of success among the 
Cree Indians. He is aided in his work, by 
Mr. John Mackay, as interpreter and mi:- 
sionary Catechist. Around this Mission, 
which is 450 miles to the North-West of Fort 
Garry,there has sprung upan English speak- 
ing settlement with a population of nearly 
400, which, until within a few months, has 
been entirely, and is yet very largely, de- 
pendent on our Mission for the ministrations 
of religion. Mr. McKellar preaches . re- 
gularly in four different stations iu this 
settlement, and is thus laying the foundations 
of a work which must tell powerfully on one 
of the finest regions of the North-West. It 
is most important that a second ordained 
missionary should be sent immediately to 
help Mr McKellarinthis work. Near Fort 
Pelly, the capital of the North-West Terri- 
‘tory, a very promising Mission has been 
commenced among the Cree Indians. Rev. 
‘George Flett, recently ordained, has charge 
of this Station. Mr. Flett, who is a native of 
Manitoba, speaks the Cree language with as 
much fluency as the English. He has 
selected as the head-quarters of his Mission,. 
one of the Reserves set apart by the Govern- 
ment for the Indians, where a considerable 
number of them is likely to be permanently 
settled. 

2. Mission TO Cuina.—Ground was 
broken in China nearly four yearsago. Rev. 
G. L. MacKay, the first representative of 
Canadian Presbyterianism to the Celestial 
Empire, sailed from San Francisco on the 
Ist November, 1871. The field which he 
selected was the northern part of the Island 
of Formosa. This Island which is nearly as 


large as Ireland, and has a population of 


about three and a half millions, has proved 
most encouraging missionary ground. Few 
Missions have yielded such early fruit. In less 
than four years, Mr. MacKay has been pri- 
vileg-d to receive 37 converts into full com- 
munion, while the applications of many more 
have been delayed. A band of nine or ten 
native helpers has been gathered, who are 
rendering valuable missionary service, while 
receiving a careful training for future work. 
Nine chapels have been built, almost with- 
out aid from Canada. These tacts proclaim 
in a manner which cannot be misunderstood, 
that Formosa is a field “‘ white to the har- 
vest.”’ 


Last year, Rev. Dr. J. B. Fraser was sent 
out to reinforce Mr. MacKay, and has en- 


tered on his labours, as a Medical Mission- 


ary at ‘l'amsui. Dr. Fraser had a full 
medical and theological training, and will be 


found equally prepared to minister to the 
bodily ailments and the spiritual diseases of 
the natives. The Committee have resolved 
to send another missionary to Formosa as 
soon as a suitable labourer can be found. 


3. Cenrrat Inp1a Misston.—In this field 
the Presbyterian Church in Canada can 
scarcely be said to havea Mission of its own. 
It is, however, represented there by Misses 
Fairweather and Rodger, who were sent out 
two years ago by the Canada Presbyterian 
Church. These young ladies have been 
labouring under the care and direction of the 
missionaries of the Presbyterian Church in 
the United States, but they have from the 
first been supported by the Canadian Church. 
The most pleasing testimony has come from 
Rev. Dr. Brodhead and other American 
Missionaries to the valuable service rendered 
by their Canadian auxiliaries. The brethren 
of the American Presbyterian Church are 
anxious to see the Presbyterian Chureh in 
Canada organize a fully equipped Mission 
in Central India, and they have suggested 
the cities of Indore and Mhow, as presenting 
important and promising centres of mission- 
ary work, which are, as yet, wholly unoc- 
cupied by any Evangelical Church. ‘There 
can be no question that there is an urgent 
demand for more missionaries in this part of 
India. The Committee have felt that the 
Canadian Church should respond to the 
earnest call which has been addressed to it 
from this quarter, and, at their last meeting 
they resolved to take steps to send an or- 
dained missionary to Central India, as soon 
as possible. When this is done, the young 
ladies who are now sustained by the Com- 
mittee in that field, will come directly under 
the control and care of their own Church. 

In order to maintain the work already 
undertaken, and extend it in the manner 
contemplated, an increased revenue will be 
required. The large balance on hand at the 
time of the General Assembly, has not only 
been expended, but the Treasurer is now 
nearly $3000,00 in debt. The erection of 
houses for our Missionaries in Formosa, and 
the current expenses of the different Missions 
have during the past five months, made very 
heavy demands on the treasury. The United 
Church has, however, ample ability to sup- 
ply the necessary funds. Last year, one 
section of what is now the Presbyterian 
Church in Canada, raised in Quebec, Ontario 
and Manitoba $12,500.00 for Foreign Mis- 
sions, and the Committee were unanimously 
of opinion that for the current year, they 
should not ask the United “hurch in these 
Provinces to give less than $25,000.00 for 
this great work. It only requires to be 
fairly presented to the Church, in order to 
insure a larger sum. The amount men- 
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tioned will only require something like 
thirty cents from each Communicant, a sum 
so trifling that the poorest congregation in 
the land can easily raise it, and the wealthier 
should be ashamed, if they do not contribute 
five times the amount. 

It has been suggested that a thank-offer- 
ing should be raised, as a Memorial of the 
recent happy Union, and thesuggestion has 
in many quarters, been favourably enter- 
tained, Whether any special effort of this 
kind is made, it is earnestly hoped that the 
4 aie will not be without practical effect. 

hy should not the Kvangelization of the 
heathen be remembered in this connection ? 
It may certainly be questioned, whether en- 
larged liberality in support of the great 
schemes of the Church, especially of the 
work of Home and Foreign Missions, is not 
the very best form such a thank-offering can 
assume. Surely there is no better expres- 
sion of gratitude to God on the part of the 
Church than an honest determination to 
throw herself more earnestly into the great 
work He has given her at home and abroad. 
1t will be a happy omen for the future of 
the Presbyterian Church in Canada, if the 
first year of her history is marked bya pro- 
founder sense of the obligations laid upon 
her by the Great Commission, and by acor- 
responding increase of Christian liberality.

Hisrory or tue Foreign MIssIons. oF 
WHAT WAS *§ THESYNOD OFTHE MARITIME 
PROVINCES IN CONNECTION WITH THE 
CuurcH oF ScoTLaND.” 


I have been asked to write for the first 
number of our New Record a short sketch 
of the Foreign Missions of our Old Synod. 
In Foreign Mission work we followed— 
longo intervallo—the sister Synod of the 
Presbyterian Church of the Lower Pro- 
vinces, and our choice of a field was deter- 
mined by the facts, that in the South Seas 
we could co-operate with them, and that 
we had the fullest confidence in their 
pioneer missionary, Dr. Geddie. We have 
no such record as that Church can point 
to. Indeed, I question if any Church in 
Canada can show a record like theirs of 
doing, and suffering, and accomplishing in 
the foreign field. Dr. Patterson has written 


for us the story of “The Martyrs of 


Erromanga”; but the fuller and more 
eventful story of Dr. Geddie’s labour still 


‘great cities of India. 


awaits a biographer; and when the time 
comes to estimate the work done among 
the Coolies in Trinidad by Morton and the 
devoted men who surround him, it will be 
found that in few places has heathenism 
been grappled with more wisely aud 
successfully. 


Our delay in entering upon Foreign 
Missions is due to the fact that our Church 
was shipwrecked in 1844, not reorganized till 
1853, and not ina position to think of outside 
work till 1862. Hven then it was deemed 
Quixotic by the very wise for us to imagine 
such a thing, but it was felt by the foolish 
that “they must give up praying for the 
heathen if they continued doing nothing for 
the ;” and in this case as in so many others 
the foolishness of God turned out to be 
wiser than men. A committee was appoint- 
ed to raise fnnds, but not till 1868 did a 
response come to our appeals for a mission- 
ary to go in our name to the dark places of 
the earth. In that year our brethern in 
New Brunswick, who had, up to 1868, 
ma ntained a separate organization, united 
with us, and the year of union was celebrated 
by one of our brethren standing up in our 
midst and filling us with holy joy as he 
otfered himself. This was the Rev. J. 
Goodwill, Minister of Roger’s Hill, one of 
our best Congregations. The Synod then 
was in a mood to separate its best men 
unto the work, if the Holy Spirit put it into 
their hearts t» offer; and accordingly, Mr. 
Goodwill was loosed from his charge, sent 
to Philadelphia to study medicine ail 
winter, and in 1869, he and his wife sailed 
for Australia on their way to the New 
Hebrides. 

About the same time that Mr. Goodwill 
was pondering the matter, Rev. Chas. M. 
Grant, Minister of St. Andrew's Church, 
tlalifax, had made up his mind to go, in 
connection with the India Mission Committee 
of the Church of Scotland, to preach the 
Gospel to the educated English speaking 
natives—young men _ especially—who are 
now numbered by thousands in all the 
His friend, the ate 
Rev. Norman McLeod, Convener of the 
Committee, after visiting India, was deeply 
impressed with the conviction that such an 
agency was the missing link in mission 
work in that vast country; and when Mr. 
Grant offered his services, they were 
promptly accepted. In the antumn of 1868, 
he demitted his charge in Halifax, and sailed 
for Calcutta. As, however, he was not one 
of the agents of our Synod, this is not the 
place to add more concerning him, except 
to say that he never tailed to keep pro- 
minently before the eyes of our Church, b 
numerous letters published in the Record, 
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its duty to India. The conversion of India, 
he saw to be the work given by God ina 
special sense to the whole British Empire. 
“Tt is all very well” he urged “ to skirm- 
ish on the outskirts, but why should not the 
whole Dominion have a mission of 1*8 own 
at the centre of the battle.” That is pos- 
sible now, thank God. 


At our Svnod meeting, in 1869, a young 
man, Mr. Hugh Robertson, was present, 
who had spent the two or three previous 
years on Aneityum with Dr. Geddie, as the 
the agent of a London Company, whose 
object was to raise cotton on the New 
Hebrides Islands for export, and thus a 
the natives steady remunerative employ- 
ment. Mr. Robertson, by tact and con- 
ciliatory manners had gained the affections 
of the natives. He was familiar with their 
customs, and had studied their character 
and languages. The missionaries had 
confidence in him, and recommended him 
as well qualified for direct mission work. 
He returned to Nova Scotia, and offered to 

o back to the islands in any capacity. 

he Synod accepted him; arranged for him 
a special course of two years study in Arts, 
Medicine and Divinity, and in the autumn 
of 1871, he and his wife sailed from Halifax 
for the South Seas. . 

Thus it came about that we planted two, 
or if we count their wives as we certainly 
should, all the more because they are not 
paid by the Church, four missionaries on 
the New Hebrides. Mr. and Mrs. Goodwill 
were stationed at his own request on Santo 
Esparitu, the largest and most northerly 
island of the group, with a population 
variously estimated at between ten and 
twenty thousand of the most degraded 
savages under thesun, naked, filthy, bestial, 
and addicted to cannibalism ; yet of the same 
race as the people christianized and 
civilized by Dr. Geddie in Aneityum. Mr. 
and Mrs. Robertson were stationed on 
Erromanga, which has attained to celebrity 
in the history of missions as the island of 
the South Seas that is most stained with 
martyr blood. 

And what as to results? In Santo, scarce 
had the Goodwill’s begun to see the fruits 
of their labours, when they were forced to 
leave, by extreme sickness, for Australia. 
Medical advice there was very decidedly to 
the effect that a return to Santo meant 
death to Mrs. Goodwill, and probably to 
her husband also. They were willing to 

o, or to undertake work in any other field 
that the Church designated; but in the 
meantime the four or ee thousand High- 
landers, in Prince Edward Island, who had 
been under the Rev. D. McDonald’s care, 
and had become acquainted with Mr. 
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Goodwill, when he was visiting the church, 
in 1869, previous to his departure, sent an 
urgent and unanimous call to him to be 
their pastor. Last June he returned, and, 

with the cordial concurrence of the Church 

and his friends, is now ministering im 

Prince Edward Island to more Gaelic 
speaking people than any other Minis- 

ter in America has. He is not so robust 
as he was five years ago, but he is 

much recruited and able todo good work at: 
home or abroad as the Master may appoint. 
No one has yet been sent to Santo to con- 

tinue his work there; but. the station built 

and prepared by him should not be deserted. 

Our own or one of the Australian Churches 

should enter upon it without delay. 


Mr. and Mrs. Robertson have enjoyed 
excellent health on Hrromanga ever since 
their settlement, and the Rev. Dr. Steele, 
of Australia, who visited the Islands last 
year, gives the following testimony to this 
work: “Mr. Robertson seems to have 
gained the confidence of the people— 
heathen as well as christian—and he has 
now a network of christian teachers all over 
the Island, &c., &c.” Mr. Robertson 
himself writes, Sept. 22nd, 1874, “ We 
have 11 teachers at work on the Islands 
and hope soon to settle 4 or 5 more. Over 
the whole Island, between 450 and 506 
attend Sabbath Service more or Jess regu- 
larly.” As the late Convener of our Mission 
wrote last June: ‘‘T'o see the Lord’s table 
spread at Dillon’s Bay, and around the 
table seated 26 Erromangans, lately brutal 
savages, now clothed and in their right 
mind, to see those hands, once accustomed 
only to the murderous javelin, take the 
memorials of the Saviour’s body broken 
even for them, was a scene fitted to thrill 
the Christian heart to its depths.”? The 
Church should pray for and hold up the 
hands of the Robertsons, in their, peculiarly 
interesting field of labour. 

Our Church before the Union was very 
small. We numbered only 31 ministers 
and about 40 congregations, but we by ne 
means thought that we had done our 

art in sending two missionaries to the 
South Seas, and keeping them there at 
an annual cost of about $2000. In 1874, 
Miss Johns, a member of St. Matthew’s, 
Halifax, and Lady Principal of the largest 
Publie School in the city, offered herself 
for mission work wherever the Church 
thought her most likely to be useful. The 
Synod that same year accepted her, and it 
was arranged that she should go to Madras 
to labour in Orphanage and Zenana work 
in connection with the Scottish Ladies’ 
Association, for promoting female education 
in India. She sailed for her destination in 
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September 1874, but having being most 
improperly put into a newly plastered 
house on her arrival, her health failed so 
completely that she was obliged to return 
last September, just after she had. given 
evidence of her entire fitness for the work. 
The expense of sending her to India ($500) 
was defrayed by the Ladies of St. Matthew’s, 
and her first year’s salary ($729) was also 
paid by the Congregation. As she is now 
at home confined to her room, the Congre- 
gation has agreed to pay her for the current 
year at the rate of $400. The prayers of 
the Church are asked on her behalf, for a 
truer missionary the Church has not. 

In 1874, another of our ministers, the 
Rey. Jas. Fraser Campbell, offered himself 
for foreign mission work, and at the Synod 
meeting in Montreal, June 1875, immediate- 
ly before the Great Union, the Synod 
accepted him, and agreed to a proposal 
made by the India Mission Committee of 
the Church of Scotland, that he should 
labour in alliance with them in Madras, 
among the English speaking native youth 
of the city. r. Campbell is now engaged 
in visiting the Congregations in the Maritime 
Provinces, while the Committee is cor- 
responding about the Mission that he is 
about to enter upon; and he expects to 
visit the Congregations in Quebec and 
Ontario early in the year, and to leave for 
India in September or October. We trust 
that he may be the organizer of a great 
and distinct mission to be carried on in 
India by our Church; a mission that shall 
include labourers of various kinds, lay and 
clerical, male and female; that shall have 
stations in the hills that shall be sanitaria 
for the exhausted labourers in the cities; 
a mission that shall dare and do great 
things for the Lord Jesus Christ. 

Such is a sketch of our little Foreign 
Mission scheme. Need I add that since 
God gave us men we never lacked money. 
The Treasurer has never had less than a 
balance of $2000 in his hands. 

Qh that the Church would trust Him 
more! Then shall the number of our 
missionaries be increased ten, yea an 


hundred fold.

Foreign Missions. 


CONDUCTED PREVIOUS TO UNION, BY THE 
PRESBYTERIAN SYNOD OF THE LOWER 
PROVINCES. 


At the last meeting of the General Assem- 
bly’s Committee or Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions in the Maritime Provinces, statements 
were submitted respecting the Mission fields, 
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the agents and the pecuniary engagements 
of the two Churches in the Lower Provinces 
now happily united; and the wish was ex- 
pressed that these or something equivalent 
might be published for the information of 
the whole church, in the first number of the 
“* Presbyterian Record.” 

Due regard to the urgent claims which 
will be made upon your columns requires 
that I should present a very brief, and in 
fact almost a statistical exhibit, of the 
fields occupied, of the number and dis- 
position of the agents employed, and of 
the financial obligations, which the work of 
the other church involved at the time of 
Union, and without much change, at the 
present time. 


Our Mission FIEups. 


These are two, the first in the new 
Hebrides, a group of the Polynesian or 
South Sea Islands, and the second in the 
island of Trinidad in the B. W. Indies. 

It is exactly 30 years to day, Nov. 24, 
since the group first named, and by “ John 
Williams” recommended for occupation to 
the U. P. Church of Scotland, was selected 
by a Committee of the Synod of the Pres- 
byterian Church of Nova Scotia; and since 
Rey. John Geddie, minister of Cavendish, 
P. E.1., offered himself, and was accepted 
as the first missionary to some one of these 
islands. Having visited the churches, com- 
municating to them as he moved round, 
some of his missionary zeal, he sailed in the 
winter of the next year for the United States, 
and proceeding via the Sandwich islands 
and Samoa, sighted Aneityum July 13th, 
1848. 

What has been done on that field, repre- 
sents two years over the quarter of a cen- 
tury, a portion of the time being years of great 
darkness and ‘discouragement, another por- 
tion being years of opposition, hostility and 
persecution, as shewn in plots, house burn- 
ing and the shedding of tie blood of some of 
the first. who favoured the new religion; but 
the results so far, have been the evangeliz- 
ation of the Aneiteumese, the introduction 
of Christianity into six other islands of 
the group, and the formation of Christian 
churches in more than half of that number. 

Before the dawn of the brighter day was 
visible, Rev. G. N. Gordon had devoted him- 
self to the work, and Rev. John Inglis of 
the Reformed Presbyterian church, came up 
to the help of the Lord’s cause. Ten have 
gone from the Lower Provinces, besides the 
two from the sister church, mentioned by 
Mr. Grant, viz: Geddie, Gordon, senr., 
Matheson, Johnson, Morrison, McCullagh, 


Gordon the younger, Murray, McKenzie and 
Annand, with nine wives, making nineteen 
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earnest labourers. Of the ten missionaries 
six are not, for God took them; Mr McCul- 
lagh, after working for a time on the mis- 
sion field, and for a long time in Tasmania, 
has returned,and is a ministerof hischurch, 
and three remained in the new Hebrides.

in Canada.”’ 

Mr. Murray has charge of half the island 
of Aneityum, a congregation of between 700 
and 800 with out-stations, anda Communion 
Roll of above 300. (The population of the 
island has been greatly reduced by measles 
and other epidemics.) 

Mr. McKenzie has a nominally Christian 
population of about 200, with a Communion 
Roll of 43. Mr. Annand is in a region of 
pure heathenism, and amidst a darkness 
which may be fe.t. Mr. Robertson’s position, 
work and prospects, having been already 
stated, I have only to present the subjoined 
tabular statement of all the missionaries on 
the groups, their location and the churches 
supporting them.

“Tue TrinipaD Mission. 


This originated in a visit of Rev. John Mor- 
ton 10 or 11 years ago, tothe island of Trini- 
dad,to recruit his health. He was surprised at 
the number of natives of India, with a sprink- 
ling of Chinese, who were labourers on the 
Estates, and grieved that sv little was done 


for their enlightenment and salvation. In 
fact scarcely any thing was being attempted 
in that direction, and it was thought useless 
to try. 


Mr. Morton returned home to his own con- 
gregation, but laid the facts about the Coolie 
population of Trinidad before his Synod, 
and urged the claims of these benighted and 
neglected people within a few weeks sail 
of ourselves, and constantly visited by our 
traders. After a year of inquiry, Providential 
events appeared to indicate the path of duty. 
Mr. Morton offered himself as the first mis- 
sionary, the offer was accepted and the mis- 
sion unanimously decided on. 


Seven years have passed since Mr. Morton 
began to lay the foundations of this mission 
in'lrinidad. For two years he laboured alone 
striving at the same time to master the lan- 
guage, which he has done. He was then 
joined by Rev.K.J.Grant,who like Mr. Mor- 
ton left an attached Congregation to devote 
himself to the instruction and salvation of 
these Asiatics; and ‘They together have 
builded,’’? with great zeal, devotion and con- 
stancy. Making San Fernando, the basis 
of their operations, they visited Hstates, and 
delivere ! the Gospel messave, over the large 
districts known asthe Naparimas andCaiva; 
and not without evidence of the Lord’s special 
presence and blessing. Many schools have 
been opened which the young Coolies attend, 
and at which they receive religious instruc- 
tion, a church numbering 30 has been form- 
ed of those who have broken away from their 
native superstitions to serve the Lord, and 
a place of public worship for Asiatics erected 
and occupied at San Fernando. 


A red:stribution of the field has lately been 
tried. Mr. Morton withdraws to a new field 
called Petit Murue. Rev. Thomas Christie 
who left us two vears ago, takes charge of 
the Couva di-trict, and Mr. Grant superin- 
tends the work at and near San Fernando. 
Mr. John A. McDonald, a young Lay Evan- 
gelist, who was sent out one year ago, acts 
as Superintendent of Schools, and native 
Evangelists have been sanctioned, one for 
each missionary, and two if not three are ap- 
pointed and at work. 


As the Union of the churches in Nova 
Scotia and New Brunswick forming the 
Synod of the Maritime Provinces issued in 
the extension of missions and the offer and 
acceptance of Mr. Goo iwill, so the Union of 
the New Brunswick churches in 1866 with 
their Brethren forming the Presbyterian 
Synod of the Lower Provinces, was speedily 
followed by the inception of the Mission to 
Trinidad, which has steadily gained on the 
aflections of our whole people. May wenct 
anticipate, and confidently expect that the 


ne el ee 
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greater Union of 1875 will be followed by a 
more glorious expansion of evangelistic zeal 
and effort, to be manifested in the devising 
and carrying out of a greater work, covering 
our land, and extending to the heathen 
world? 


It only remains that I submit an Estimate 
of the funds which will probably be required 
for the Assembly’s Foreign Missions for 
1876, as managed by its Committee in the 
Lower Provinces. In the estimate the work 
is presented as One.

BRITISH. 


THE Rey. William D. Moffat, late of Alva, 
has been inducted to the pastorate of Rose 


Street United Presbyterian congregation, 
Edinburgh. 


A THEOLOGICaL class for ladies has been 
opened in the New College, by Professor 
Blaikie, and is numerously attended. 


Av a conference, it has been agreed that 
Dr. George Cook, of Borgue, should be ap- 
pointed Moderator of the next General As- 
sembly of the Church of Scotland. 


A BUILDING erected by the Edinburgh 
Young Men’s Christian Association for the 
use of members, at a cost of about £18,000, 
was formally opened by a social meeting, 
at which the Lord Provost presided. 


At a meeting of the Commission of the 
Free Church General Assembly, reference 
was made to the death of Professor Lums- 
den, of Aberdeen. Reports regarding the 
Sustentation and Education Schemes were 
given in. Ata conference held afterwards 
it was agreed that Dr M’Lachlan, Edin- 
burgh, should be elected Moderator ot the 
ensuing Assembly. 


Tut Rev. Dr. Wilson, Dundee, reported 
that at the end of the six months the amount 
contributed to the Sustentation Fund, as 
compared with the contributions at the same 
date the previous year, was as follows:— 
1875, £70,540, 17s. 9d.; 1874, £70,909, s.2d., 
showing a decrease this vear of £368, 2s. 5d. 
This had, however, been caused by an ex- 
traordinary amvuunt from legacies last year. 

Rev. Dr. Kenxepy, of Dingwall, has 
been confined to bed in the house of the Rev. 
Dr. Begg, Edinburgh. He has been atte:d- 
ed by Professor Spence and Dr. Thomas 
Balfour, who have performed a surgical 
operation. Dr. Kennedy is slowly recov- 
ering. 

Tue Free Presbytery of Kincardine has 
moderated ina call to the Rev. Mr. Boyd 
to the pastoral charge of the congregation 
at Glenbervie. ‘The same Presbytery ap- 

roved of the proposed union between the 
Bree Church and the Reformed Presbyte- 
rians. 


St. Clement’s Established Church, Aber- 
deen, which had been closed for some time 
to allow of repairs, has been re-opened. The 
chief feature in the alterations is the i: tro- 
duction of an organ, thesecond erected in a 
Presbyterian Church in Aberdeen. 


Joun Cruicksuank, LL. D., formerly pro- 
fessor of mathematics in Marischal College 
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Aberdeen, died at the advanced age of 89 
years on the 9th Nov. He was appointed 
professor in 1817, and retired at the fusion 
of King’s College and Marischal College in 
1860. He was held in high respect as a 
professor. 


Two Lone Pasrorates.—The Rey. John 
Lamb, of Errol, who died the other day, 
and his immediate predecessor, the Rey. 
Mr. Watson, had between them the pas- 
toral care of the United Presbyterian con- 

regation in Errol for the long period of 

153 years. The ministry of Mr. Watson 
extended from 1760 to 1814, and that of Mr. 
Lamb from 1814 to 1875. 


Rey. Dr. Bruog, late of Broughty Ferry, 
thas been inducted to the Chair of Apologe- 
‘tics in the Free Church College, Glasgow. 
Rev. J. KE. Somerville, of Langholm, has 
been inducted at Broughty Ferry East Free 
Church as Professor Bruce’s successor. 
Rey. Dr. Binnie, late of Stirling, has been 
inducted to the Chair of Church History in 
the Free Church College, Aberdeen. 


THE ABOLITION OF PATRONAGE IN Scor- 
LANnD.—The Patronage Abolition (Scotland) 
Act has not, as is known, brought about 
the reunion of the Presbyterian Churches, 
which some of its promoters seemed to an- 
ticipate would be the result. But the hope, 
though dimmed, has not been extinguished, 
and further means of reviving it are, it ap- 
pears, contemplated. Itis proposed to ask 
the Government to appoint a Royal Com- 
mission to inquire into the ecclesiastical 
condition of Scotland, in the expectation 
that the light that may be cast on the sub- 
ject will in some way help to heal the eccle- 
siastical divisions of the land. 


A Roman CatnHouic Priest In A Scorcu 
Parish Cuurcu.—The Rev. John Canning, 
Roman Catholic priest of Stranraer, lectured 
in the Leswalt parish church a short time 
ago, his subject being “The Ficklenes of 
Science.” ‘I'here was a large attendance, 
and the Rev. F. J. B Johnston, minister of 
the parish, occupied the chair. It was an- 
ticipated that a Hi ieaanel would be creat- 
ed, and the superintendent of police and a 
constable from Stranraer were present. No 
disturbance, however, took place, and the 
lecture, with the exception of a few trifling 
interruptions, was listened to with attention. 
A Roman Catholic priest in a parish church 
is an event of rare occurence, if not unpre- 
cedented, and has excited some talk in. the 
parish and district, some simple-minded 

ople thinking that there should be no 
ellow- hip with Antichrist. 


THEOLOGICAL CLASSES IN THE EDINBURGH 
Universiry.—These classes were opened 
by, an introductory address which Dr. Wal- 


lace delivered. He started with a graceful 
reference to the late Professor Crawford, 
whose character and attainments he warmly 
eulogised,and then proceeded to discuss the 
alleged dangers arising from the growth 
and possible re-establishment of Romanism. 
He argued that every evidence points to 
the conclusion that Rome is going down, 
and maintained that in great part of the 
Ritualism of the English Church, there is 
nothing specially Romanising—only a long- 
ing for the beautiful ! 


St. Mary’s CoLiece, St. ANDREWS, was 
opened by an address from Principal Tul- 
loch. It was entitled, “* American Churches 
and the Theological Schools.” After deal- 
ing with a number of the churches in a 
comparative manner, he proceeded to speak 
of the general characteristics of the church- 
es. The clergy, he said, seemed to med- 
dle less with public aftairs than at home, 
and to be less concerned at the special 
course politics might take, and appeared to 
be less moved than they ought to be by the 
frightful charge of corruption bandied about 
betwixt political and municipal parties. As 
one, a highly intelligent man, said, ‘Oh, 
we don’t concern ourselves about such 
things. We know that the heart of the 
country is sound, and that its Christian 
integrity and good sense will assert itself 
when necessary. We are content to occupy 
ourselves with our religious and spiritual 
duties.” There was ne sectarian temper in 
the churches. He had found nothing of 
that ecclesiastical caste feeling which was 
so well known at home. Than this feeling 
there was none more unworthy or unchris- 
tian, and it was no small honour to the 
American churches that they appeared to 
be so free from it. 
mons he had heard were marked by great 
power and effectiveness. The Principal 
concluded by referring to the theological 
schools. 

PRESBYTERIAN OoLLEGE, BEetLFast.—At 
the opening of the session there was a good 
attendance, the Rev. Dr. Killen, President 
of the Faculty, presiding. After praise and 

rayer, the Rev. Dr. Killen read out the 
list of students to whom scholarships had 
been awarded at the recent examination. 
The Rey. Professor Rogers then delivered 
the opening address ‘On the Christian 
Ministry,” in which he denounced lay 
preaching as at present conducted, instru- 
mental music in public worship, warned 
against the heresies that were abroad, and 
ave some counsel to the students. Dr. 
Gray moved, and the Rey. D. Hunter 
seconded, that Professor Rogers be request- 
ed to publish his address. The Rev. Mr. 
Burnside hoped that as there were some 


In America all! the ser- . 
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things in it that he and many others did 
not agree with, they would not compromise 
the College Faculty or committee Hy pub- 
lishing it. Professor Rogers said he would 
take the whole responsibilit of the lecture 
on himself. (Applause.) The proceedings 
then terminated. 

THE JUBILEE SINGERS aT PAISLEY—These 
singers gave a farewell service of song in 
the Free High Church. The church was 
well filled in every part, and Sir Peter Coats 
occupied the chair. In introducing the 
singers, Sir Peter Coats remarked that the 
noble efforts of the Jubilee Singers were 


ealculated to touch the tenderest chords of | 


our feelings and sympathies. They had 
returned to Nashville in the summer of 
1874, after two seasons of concerts in the 
United States and one in Great Britain, 
bringing back with them £18,000. With 
that sum a site of twenty-five acres had 


been purchased, and on this the fine struc- | 


ture named ‘‘ The Jubilee Hall” had been 
erected. But additional funds were impe- 
ratively needed to complete the furnishing 
of the hall, and more fully to equip the 
University for its work. A varied pro- 
gramme of songs and melodies were then 
rendered by the vocalists, who, in recogni- 
tion of the warm applause with which these 
were received by the audience, sang several 
others. One of the singers at the end of 
the concert proposed a cordial vote of thanks 
to the chairman. 


Rev. Dr. Greae, vicar of East Harborne, 
Birmingham, has issued a pamphlet strong- 
ly advocating the disestablishment of the 
Church of England. 


A MEMORIAL to Bishop Butler has been de- 
eided on. It isto take the form of a tower 
to the west end of the nave now erecting to 
the Cathedral of Bristol. 


At a meeting held recently at the Man- 
sion House, London, for obtaining a peal of 
bells and chimes for St. Paul’s Sathedal, 
Dr. Stainer, organist of St. Paul’s, stated 

“that about £4,000 would be required to pur- 
ehase bells, and about as much more for a 
set of chimes. 

Tue Rev. Dr. Brock, the well-known Bap- 
tist minister of London, died recently at 
Hastings. 

THE Uongregational Union of England and 
Wales have passed a resolution unanimous- 
ly, in which they say that they cannot ap- 
prove of the clergy of the Church of England 
preaching in Dissenting pulpits unless Dis- 
‘senting ministers are also allowed to preach 
in Anglican churches. 


Tue death is announced of Rev. David 
Thomas, B. A., president of the Congrega- 


tional Union in 1865, and minister of High- 
bury Chapel, Bristol. 


At the usual monthly meeting of the Eng- 
lish Presbyterian Presbytery of London, the 
Presbytery was occupied at length with the 
consider..tion of the Sustentation Fund in 
conference, the commencement of a series of 
conferences throughout the Presbyteries and 
sessions. Rev. Dr. Fraser, as convener of 
the committee, said they must not only try 
to maintain the fund as it at present stands, 
but endeayour tocarry it forward to the divi- 
dend of £200 in addition to the £5 for the 
Widows’ and Orphans Fund. A very little 
effort throughont the Church would move 
them from the £150 dividend already at- 
tained to the £200 dividend. They hoped 
with the co-operation of the Presbyteries 
and sessions, to reach this stage in 1876. 


AMERICAN AND ForEIGN. 


THe Bible is now printed in not less than 
210 foreign languages; in 1854 it was printed 
in only 50: 

Tue Rey. Dr. Sprague of Albany has pre- 
sented the State Library with 8,000 histori- 
cal and miscellaneous pamphlets. 


Mr W.B. Astor, of New York, died on 
the 24th Noy., in the 84th year of his age. 
He is said to have been one of the wealthiest 
men in the United States, his fortune being 
variously estimated atfrom fifty to one hun- 
dred milliondollars. His funeral took place 
on Saturday morning, and was attended by 
a large concourse of friends. 


More than three hundred mission stations 
have been established in different parts of 
China, by twenty-two different societies, and 
the number of Church members added to 
the fold of Christ is variously estimated at 
from 6,000 to 10,000. 


Tur Japan Mail states that a fresh batch 
of fifteen students will shortly be sent abroad 
for instruction. Of these two will be sent to 
France, two to Germany, and eleven to the 
United States, whence they will be subse- 
quently sent to continue their studies in 

ingland. 

Rev. Doctor Witson or BomBpay.—Let- 
ters have been received regarding this vener- 
able missionary, which do not, we regret te 


state, encourage hopes of any speedy re- 
covery. Dr. Wilson was not worse, but cer- 
tainly he was not better. His mind was as 
clear as ever, and his interest in what was 
going on was hardly impaired. But he was 
very weak, and quite unable to move from 
his own house. 


| Tur first Methodist minister in British 
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Australia was a converted convict, who had 
been sentenced to death for murder, which 
sentence was commuted to banishment and 
penal servitude for life. This was a little 
over a quarter of a century ago. There are 
now three conferences, flourishing and hope- 
ful, with an aggregate of over three hundred 
ministers and a membership of over sixty 
thousand. 


Tue Prince of Wales is evidently not idle 
in India. On one day whilst in Bombay he 

aid return visits to a number of the native 
aa who had waited upon him the pre- 
vious day, then held a levee which was nu- 
merously attended, and afterwards visited a 
native school fete, where as many as 7,000 
children ‘ of all castes” were sumptuously 
entertained in honour of the Prince. Some 
Parsee girls ventured to place wreaths of 
flowers round His Roval Highness’ neck, 
and the whole youthful company sung in a 
native dialect “God bless the Prince of 
Wales.’ From this very pleasant scene, by 
which he seems to have been greatly en- 
chanted, His Royal Highness went to a 
dinner party at the Government House, and 
afterwards danced at a ball. 


THr annual meeting of the American 
Board of Foreign Missions, held at Chicago 
the other week, was largely attended, and 
was marked by many proceedings of great 
interest. Work among the Mahrattas of 
India, iong an unfruitful task, has been 
extended with excellent results. The Chi- 
nese missions are as usual reported to be 
in a prosperous condition. In Turkey the 
prospects are better than ever, partly on 
account of the newly-granted permission to 
print the Scriptures in the Turkish tongue, 
and partly because the course of the mis- 
sionaries during the faminein Asia Minor 
was such as to draw the natives closer to 
them. Among the Zulus of South Atrica, 
churches and schools are being established 
by the natives at their own expense. 


A ConGRESsS of ministers of all religious 
denominations is to be held next year in 
America, in connection with the centenarv 
celebrations. The leading idea is to assem- 
ble representatives of Christianity from all 
parts of the world, in order to receive sug- 
gestions and discuss the best means of 
spreading the Christian faith, as a broad 
system ‘of religion, without peculiarities of 
creed. The scheme is essentially evange- 
lical, and the congress will assemble at 
Philadelphia or Cincinnati. There is a 
general hope that the conference may be 
able to recommend some neutral form of 
Christianity that Missionaries can present 
to the heathen, without entering into per- 
plexities as to differing forms and doctrines. 


HISTORICAL SERMONS. 


A happy thought has occurred to the 
General Assembly of the United States, 
namely, to improve ” the occasion of the 
approaching Centennial Celebration of Ame- 
rican Independence by the delivery of His- 
torical discourses in terms of the following 
recommendation :— 


‘That the first Sabbath in July, 1876, be 
observed as a day of praise and thanksgiv- 
ing to God, for the manifold blessings with 
which he has crowned us asa people; and 
that on that day the pastor of each church 
deliver a discourse on the history of his 
church. ‘The historical discourses, herein 
directed to be delivered, shall be transmit- 
ted to the Presbyterian Historical Society 
for arrangement, and for such further dis- 
position of them as the General Assembly, 
or the Committee appointed to have charge 
of the subject, may direct.” 


Now, if our pastors are loyal to the As- 
sembly, and use proper diligence in prepar- 
ing their sermons, the future historian of 
Presbyterianism will haveampler and more 
accurate material for writing its history 
than any of his predecessors. The History 
itself will, in fact, be written.— Phila. Pres- 
byterian.

ABOUT THE JUVENILE MISSION. 


Pleasant reports of several of the Calcutta 
orphans have been received, among which 
may |e specially noticed those of Helen and 
Christina, supported by the Ottawa S. 
Schools, and Leta, supported by Miss 
McLeod of S:. John, who are descrilted as 
being specially helpful, though very young. 
Helen in particular, 1x mentioned as teach- 
ing a little Zenana school of about thirty- 
five children from four to seven years of 
age, and has also been occasionally employ- 
ed as a Zenana teacher, notwithstanding 
her tender years. Such tidings are very 
encouraging, showing that. the efforts to give 
these children a christian education, are by 
no means confined to them in their results, 
but are likely to prove a great blessing to 
many others in that dark land. Letters 
from some of the children, in reply to those 
sent by their supporters, have also been re- 
ceived, and more would proba'ly have 
arrived had more of the schools communi- 
cated with their protégées. One sad } iece 
of intellige nce comes to the 8. School of St. 
Andrew’s Church, Kingston,—that of the 
death of little Emily, supported by this 
school for the last three years. She had 
been ill for some months but was only re- 
cently known to be dangerously ill. When 
told that de th was near, she at last seemed 
to fear it a little, though saying that she 
wished to be with her Saviour, but after the 
prayers of her teacher, with and for her, 
this fear departed, and she peacefully 
departed, leaving her dying childish testi- 
mony to her belief, that the suftering she 
had been enduring had been sent not in 
anger but in love, by Him who had suffered 
so much for her. Her teacher says she is 
much missed by her little friends who did 
all that they could for her during her illness, 
willingly sitting up to nurse her. Sad 
though the intelligence of Emily’s death is, 
it is yet very pleasant for the children who 
supported her at the Urphanage, to feel that 
their willing contributions were the means 
of bringing her to know and love the Saviour, 
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who was a stay and comfort te her in pass- 
dng through the dark valley. Would not 
other schools like to be of the same use to 
some other heathen children? The last 
News of Female Missions contains several 
references to the disappointments sustained 
by the Mission at Madras, in the unavoid- 
ait departure of Miss Johns of Halifax, 
who has been forced to return home, in 
eousequence of prostrating illness. Miss 
Johns went to aie about a year ago as the 
Missionary of St. Matthew’s Church Halifax 
and was welcomed as a valuable addition to 
the Mission staff, being in every respect 
well fitted for her work. It is a mysterious 
providence that has laid her aside, and she 
will have the sincere sympathy of many in 
the enforced inactivity wwHtich is so painful 
@ discipline for those who long to ** be about 
their Hather's business,’—who may how- 
ever, at such times, take comfort in remem- 
bering that.

HE PDITORS' PANCTUM. 


Moopy anp Sankey have returned to their 
ewn country, but not to lay by in idleness. 
Very much after the manner in which they 
prosecuted their evangelistic labours in the 
old country, and with like results following, 
they have taken hold of the American peo- 

le. At Brooklyn, we are told that towards 
the end of their visit, their audiences num- 
bered from 15,000 to 20,000 daily. It is esti- 
mated that at least 100,000 persons listened 
to the words spoken by them in that city, 
and, of those who heard them once, most 
were eager to hear them again. Their 
meeting in Philadephia was commenced on 
the 21st November, in a railway depot, fitted 
up for the purpose at a cost of $25,000, and 
in which seats were provided for about 
10,000 persons. But even this accommoda- 
tion appears to have been too small for the 
numbers who pressed to hear them. The 
work is assuming proportions far beyond the 
expectations of the most sanguine, and a 
great revival seems to have begun which 


we hope will sweep over all the land. At 
one time Mr. Moody speaks terY to 
young men, at other times exclusively to 
women, and again to the impenitent of all 
classes. He has the one message for them 
all: ‘‘ YE MUST BE BORN AGAIN.” 


IT IS DISTRESSING TO HEAR OF DISPEAGE 
arising in large, wealthy and intelligent 
congregations from the introduction of in- 
strumental music— whether in the form of 
Organ or lesser Melodion. But it is be- 
coming an every day occurence. St. Paul, 
so far as we remember, never pronounced 
himself on the “organ question ;” but we 
know his mind on such matters,—* If meat 
make my brother to offend, I will eat no 
flesh while the world standeth, lest 1 make 
my brother to offend.” Peace and _ har- 
mony are of more value than many organs. 

Tue Cxyurog Service Society of Scotland 
has now been in aetive existence for up- 
wards of ten years, and it is claimed for 
it that it has justified its existence by the 
influence it has exercised in the direction of 
greater decency and decorum in the obser- 
vance of the externals of public worship. 
There are those who think with Dr. Story, 
that while it would be an unwise and dan- 
gerous thing to attempt thrusting a litur- 

ical service upon Presbyterian Churches, 
it is yet desirable to rescue the service from 
Ministers who may be incompetent to con- 
duct it, or, to put it in the milder form of 
expression used by the Marquis of Lorne, 
who “think it best that the forms of service 
should not be entirely dependent on the 
officiating minister.” On the other hand 
there are not a few who chafe under the 
dictation of a private association in no way 
amenable to the control of the General As- 
sembly or other courts of the Church, and 
who look upon the “so-called improve- 
ments” already effected, as the thin edge of 
a wedge that may cause another deadly 
breach in the church. And so an associa- 
tion has been formed ‘ for the Main- 
tenance of Purity of Worship.” ‘* Let us 
reject every thing in worship not expressly 
prescribed in Scripture,’ says the latter. 
We want an attractive service,say the former, 
and, instead ofshallow,unmeaning, and often 
misleading expressions so long used in 
prayer, let us nse and hand down to later 
generations the faith and aspirations ex- 
pressed in the venerable liturgies of earlier 
days The difficulty in the one case is to 
find a clear warrant for any mere outward 
form of worship in the Bible, and in the 
other, to assign such limits to the movement 
as would reasonably satisfy its promoters, 
and that would induce compliance with the 
injunction, ‘‘ hitherto shalt thou go, but no 
farther.’ Dr. Begg has come out very 
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strongly in.a pamphlet. entitled “ Anarchy 
in worship: or recent innovations contrasted 
with the Constitution of the Presbyterian 
Church and the vows of her office-bearers.” 
The innovations in Dunse Parish Church 
are, it is said, nothing abated since Presby- 
tery ‘“‘sat.upon them.” . How much this has 
to do with the general question, intelligent 
readers must judge for themselves. 

CHOLERA AND Rumours oF War threaten 
to cut short the visit of the Prince of Wales 
in India, which, so far, has been a magni- 
fieent ovation. Thelatest details that have 
reached us give an account of his reception 
at Poonah, where the inhabitants presented 
an address, which says :— 

«The blessings of peace and good govern- 
ment which we enjoy, have endeared to Bri- 
tish rule. all the Indian: subjects of Her 
Majesty.. We hail your Royal Highness’ 
coming as a new proof of the great interest 
taken in our welfare. Poonah is now com- 

aratively rich in historical renown,and your 
Baril Highness will nowhere find ,@ more 
loyal or closely-united community.” 

The Prince, in reply, expressed the great 
ee he felt in te a city so full of 

istorical associations, and was glad to think 
that one result of British rule in the Deccan 
was to enable students at schools and col- 
leges to benefit by the achievements of 
Western progress, whilst having reached all 
that was recorded in the most ancient lan- 
guage of the Hindoo races. 

Dr. Cumming of London, of course, re- 
gards the Royal visit to India as a fulfilment 
of Scripture prophecy. Whether that be so 
or not, all will agree in the sentiment that 
the visit of the Prince may tend to the 
ie of Christianity throughout the Indian 

mpire, and every Christian should pray 
that it will. Meanwhile, the British Nation 
from its remotest extremities, prays for his 
safe-keeping and _ safe return, and_ the 
Dominion of Canada re-echoes the petition, 
‘*Gop BLEss THE PRINCE oF WaLEs!”

THE BUDGET. 


The Conveners of the several Boards 
and Committees having respectively pre- 
sented their estimates of expenditure for 
the current year, we are now in a position 
to judge of the magnitude and importance 
of the work to which the Church is com- 
mitted. Mr. McLaren asks $25,000 for 
Foreign Missions undertaken by the 
western section of the Church, and Mr. 
McGregor, $12,726 for those under the 
dirvction of the eastern section—i. e. 
$37,726 is wanted for Foreiga Missions 
For Home Missions, Dr. Cochrane, on 
behalf of the western section asks for 
$35,000 : the eastern section may require 
say $0000, making $43 000 for Home 
Missions proper. This amount is under- 
stood to cover supplementary grants to 
congregations requiring assistance and to 
the College in Manitoba. Dr. MceVicar 
pleads for $10,000 for Freneh Evangiliza- 
tion. The amount required for Home 
and Foreign Mirsions is therefore $90, 
726 for the ecclesiastical year. If to 
this be added $28,000 for the maintenance 
of four theological colleges. we reach the 
sum total of #118,726—a fairly respect 
able amount to begin with. But it is 
nothing to boast of, much less to cause 
discouragement. It is not by any means 
to be regarded as coming up to the 
“ mark” of our ability. Those who at 
the first blush may be disposed to regard 
this sum as a burden too heavy for young 
shoulders to bear, under-estin ate the re- 
sources and cap bilities of the ! resby- 
terian Church in Canada. We are spend 
ing a million of dollars a year, and nine- 
tenths of that amount goes for the support 
of our own Ministers, for the erection of 
comm: dious, comfortable, and, in some in- 
stances, magnificent churches for our- 
selves. When all shall be found acting 
in accordance with “the golden rule,” 


yw 


congregations of average ability will be 
found giving at least as much for the 
spread of religion in this and other lands 
as they contribute for their own congre- 
gational purposes. 


But, in the mean time, if it be the day 
of small things with us, by all means let 
us make the most of it, and the best of it. 
If information is withheld from the peo- 
ple as to the wants of the Church, and as 
to what is done with money already contri- 
buted, the fault lies at somebody’s door. 
If this information is supplied in a per- 
functory manner by simply reading a 
convener’s circular from the pulpit, ‘the 
fault lies at somebody’s door. If the 
bencfactions of a congregation are made 
dependent upon a*‘ collection to be taken” 
on a given day,—let it rain or shine— 
again the fault lies at somcbody’s door. 
There must be enthusiasm in the pulpit 
before there will be much enthusiasin in 
the pew. ‘Il here must be a systematic plan 
of operations, so thoroughly worked out as 
that every individual member of a church 
shall, in relation to its finances, be of 
some acconnt. Our Philadelphian name- 
sake says truly that the church needs 
more MOMENTUM. ‘One half the pro- 
fessed Christians,’ it goes on to say, 
“ amount to nothing. They @ go to church. 
They pay pew rents. They. have a kind 
regard for all religious institutions. But 
as to any firm grip of the truth, any en- 
thusiastic service for Christ, any cheerful 
self-denial, any overmastering prayer, any 
capacity to strike hard blows for Gd, 
they are a failure. One of two things 
these half-and-half professors ought to do 
—either withdraw their names from the 
church-roll, or else go so near the fire as 
to get warm. Do you not know that 
your present position is an absurdity ?. 
You profess to be living for God and 
heaven, but all the world knows you are 
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Wake up! Dosomething before 
Kither help to pull the 


way.” 


Missronary Meertinas will be. in 
order at this season. Every congregation 
is the better of having at least 01 e good 
rousing meeting in the course of the year. 
Tt would be still better it they had one 
every month. hese afford excellent op- 
portunities for circulating imformation 
respecting all the schemes of the Church, 
and keeping up the esprit de corps that is 
so much needed. It is for the office- 
bearers in congregations to see that they 
are turned to the best possible account. 
Good speaking usually draws out good 
audiences,and there is a power in numbers. 
On such occasions the main thing is to 
impart to the people an intelligent under- 
standing of the requirements of the Church 
and to suggest the best means for each 
congregation overtaking its proper share 
of the work to be done. ‘There is no 
greater mistake than to plead “ the pecu- 
liar circumstances” of any congregation 
as areason why they should be ‘“ excused.’ 
All experience confirms the truth of the 
maxim, ‘‘ give aud it shall be given unto 
you.’ A hearty and generous support of 
our Missions, Home and Foreign, is the

Lord’s chariot, or get out of the 


best evidence that can be given that we | 


appreciate our own advantages, and is 
also the best meaus of infusing life and 
activity into congregations that are ready 
to die out for want of something to do. 
THE WEEK OF PRAYER.—We have 
reason to believe that the first week of 
this year was observed very generally by 
the Christian community throughout the 
Dominion. So far from any diminution 
of interest being noticeable, it seems to 
commend itself more and more as a most 
becoming and reasonable mode of usher 
ing in the New Year, as it certainly is a 
fitting time to call ta remembrance the 
many blessings we have received as in- 
dividuals and churches, and to renew our 
allegianee to Him whom we profess to 
serve by fresh resolutions of consecration 
to His cause. Had the Iivangelical 
Alliance done nothing more than institute 
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this now world-wide week of prayer, their 
efforts had not been in vain. 


A Hymnat for the use of congrega- 
sions in public worship is one of the im- 
mediate and importwnt wants of the 
Church. At the present time we have a 
multiplicity of collections of psalms and 
hymns and spiritual songs from which it 
would seem to be an easy matter to make 
uw judicious selection, and it would for 
many reasons be desirable to attain as 
much uniformity in regard to the service 
of praise as possible, at all events that one 
collection should receive the imprimatur 
of the Assembly and be recommended 
for general adoption. The Presbyterian 
of Philadelphia, naturally thinks that we 
might with advantage avail ourselves of 
the *¢ Presbyterian Hymnal” prepared by 
a committee of the General Assembly of 
the United States, of which Dr. Duryea 
is understood to be the leading spirit, but 
it is more likely that our own General 
Assembly will take the earliest possible 
opportunity of appointing a committec to 
attend to the matter. We have among 
us men well qualified for this duty, and 
who will be glad to avail themselves of 
the experience acquired by other 
churches. 


French EVANGELIZATION.—We in- 
vite particular attention to the statement 
of the Rev. Dr. McVicar respecting the 
work and the requirements of the com- 
mittee under his management. In so 
far as Montre| is concerned, we have seen 
and can testify of the great work that, is 
being done in this city, and there is reason 
to look for results in the not very distant 
future that will surpass the most sanguine 
expectations of to-day. Dr. MeVicar 
believes that the means will be forthcom- 
ing for the prosecution of this work, if 
not from the people ef Canada, from the 
Ministers of the Gospel. And he has 
erounds for such a belief in the contribu- 
tions of not a few “poor ministers,’’ who 
have already contributed willingly for 
this cause. Let every conzregation take 
note of this, and let the whole church 
arise and roll away the reproach that lies 
at the door. 
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GENERAL FRESBYTERIAN COUNCIL. 
Preparations are being made for the first 
meeting of the Council, to commence at 
Edinburgh on the 14th July next. Our 
attention has been directed to a circular 
issued by Dr. W. G. Blaikie of Edinburgh, 
requesting the conveners of Local Com. 
mittees to take steps for explaining the 
objects of the Council, and calling forth 
an interest in it in their respective loca- 
lities. It is important that our Church 
be well respresented at the meeting. Dr. 
Snodgrass of Kingston is convener of the 
Canadian Committee, and will be glad to 
receive suggestions from any of the breth 
ren in relation thereto, ‘he principal 
points on which he would like to have in 
formation are, (1) the suggesting of the 
names of ministers or elders who might 
be nominated by the General Assembly as 
representative members, and (2) the 
names of gentlemen who may be asked to 
write or speak on some branch or branches 
oé the topics proposed for discussion. It 
is obviously important that this should 
be done as soon as possible. The subjects 
provisionally agreed upon for considera- 
tion are as follows, — 

1, PRESBYTERIANISM.—Its Spiritual author- 
ity and principles—History, Statistics, 
and present condition of the Presby- 


terian Churches—Harmony of their 
Confessions, etc. 


2. PRESBYTERIAN ORGANISATION AND Ma- 


CHINERY.—Its Adaptation to work of 


the Church at Home. 
3, ADsPTATION TO FoREIGN Worxk.—Evan- 
gelization of the World. 


4, ADAPTATION TO PROMUTE SPIRITUAL 
Lire.—(Including the Familv, the 
Sabbath, Instruction of the Young, 
Revival, etc.) 


5. AntaGonistic Forcrs.—(Scepticism and 


Popery—Intemperance and_ other 
Social Evils.) 


6. EpvucationaL AnD Literary AppPui- 
ANnceS.—Training of the Ministry, 
etc.—Theological and Popular Litera- 
ture—Use of the Press. 

It is expected that all Deputies will be 
entertained at Edinburgh free of charge, 
and that the Vommittee will be prepared 
to pay the travelling expenses of continen- 
tal members, and of others whose pre- 
sence they may specially invite. Con-

Inpuctions. The Rev. Mr. Baikie, 
to Port Stanley, on the 28th December. 
Rev. J. Allister Murray, formerly of 
Lindsay, to St. Andrew’s Chvrch, 
London, Ont., on the 29th December. 
Rev. Adam McKay, Jate of Cape Breton, 
to Knox Church, Ri'pley, on 30th Novem- 
ber. 

The Rev. Charles J. Cameron, for 
some time a missionary in India, and 
afterwards in Australia, since his arrival 
in this country, has been the best ‘‘called”’ 
minister in the Dominion. His name has 
been published in connection with places 
too numerous to mention. The last call is 
reported to have cmanated from the 
newly organized congregation at New 
Edinburgh, a suburb of Ottawa. We 
trust that this time, the answer will be, 
‘here am I,”’ and that a successful 
pastorate will result. 

If the times are hard, and the weather 
“variable,” it is a subject of common 
remark that an unusual number ot our 
mipvisters are coming out this winter in 
costly and comfortable fur coats. Enquiry 
as to how it has come about invariably 

elicits the explanution,—‘‘a gift from 
the ladies of the congregation muvee. 
Mr. Baxter, of Stanley St. Church, and 
Kev. Robt. Laing, Assistant minister of 
St. Paul’s Church, Montreal, Rev. John 
S Lochead, of Elgin, and Rev. P.S 
Livi ngstone, of Russeltown, have to our 
own knowledge been treated in this way 
by the ladies of their respective con- 
gregations, 

Sorrers and “socials’’ and surprise 
parties, and Literary entertainments with 
the usual accompzniments, and time- 
honoured ‘donation parties,” are rife 
just now. In number and variety they 
exceed our powers of enumeration. We 
find many of ofr contemporaries depre- 
cating the tendency to overdo this sort 
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of thing, and we cannot deny that there 
is force in their arguments. But, if it 
is useless sometimes to attempt to stem 
the torrent, itis always wise to try and 
direct it into useful channels. 

By such means it cannot be doubted 
that the members of congregations have 
become better acquainted with each 
other, and in many cases increased interest 
in the affairs of the Church at large have 
followed. We always feel disposed to 
rejvice with those that rejoice, trusting 
to the good taste of ministers and office- 
bearers that on these occasions every 
thing will be done decently, and in 


harmony with the place in which such’ 


meetings are held, and the purpose they 
are intended to serve. 

A friend requests us to notice a happy 
Christmas-tree gathering in the Church 
of Finch, but really we don’t know what 
should be said about it, except that ‘a 
good choir and organ discoursed sweet 
music, and that the proceeds in cash 
amounted to $30.’ We feel sure, how- 
ever, there must have been attractions 
of another kind also, and some seed was 
doubtless sown that will yield fruit many 
days hence. Our correspondent adds 
that there are very few ‘‘ antis”’ in that 
part of the country. 

The congregation of L’Orignal and 
Hawkesbury appear to be on the best of 
terms with their minister, Mr. Fairlie, 
and determined to make him feel at 
home in this, to him, new land. The 
ladies have provided him with a fur coat, 
and other gifts, in moncy and money’s 
worth, have been showered upon him. 

From the Rev. Archibald Brown, of 
Lyn and Yonge, we had the honour of 
receiving the first order for 100 copies 
of the Presbyterian Record. A few days 
afterwards Mr. Brown received fiom the 
Jast named branch of his congregation, 
the present of a very handsome double- 
seated sleigh, worth $75. The very 
same results might not follow in every 
instance, but some other ministers might 
do worse than try the experiment. 

At an entertainment given by the 
ladies of the congregation at Uxbridge, 
the Rev. H. Cockburn, M.A., the pastor, 


received from the members of his Bible 
class, a very kind address, sccompanied 
by a more substantial token of esteem in 
the shape of a well-filled purse. 

The Rev. J. W. Smith, of Vernon- 
ville, has also received from his congre- 
gation, seasonable and useful gifts— 
harness, sleigh robes, fur mitts, &. Mrs. 
Smith was at the same time presented 
with a sum of money. 

At Metis, Quebec, the usual thanks- 
giving meeting was held in the Manse, 
on New Year’s Day, when rewards were 
given to fifteen young persons for pro- 
ficiency in Scripture knowledge. A 
report was read of the distribution of 
their missionary funds, part of which 
had been given to Miss McPherson’s 
work, and part had been devoted to the 
Assembly’s Mission in China, The 
Manse parlour was beautifully decorated 
for this occasion, and a very instructive 
and interesting gathering was brought to 
its close by singing the National Anthem. 
The night before, the Rev. 'l’. Fenwick, 
the pastor, was presented with a beautiful 
fur coat by a _ few friends—partly 
members of his congregation, and partly 
summer Visitors. 

New Cuurcues.—A new Church was 
opened for worship, at Centre Bruce, on 
29th December. It ix seated for 400. 
The Services were largely attended. 
This Church and the one at Underwood, 
form one charge under the pastoral care 
of Rev. George Maclennan. A successful 
soiree was held on the following evening, 
when interesting and instructive ad- 
dresses were delivered by a number of 
neighbouring ministers to a large ond 
appreciative audience. Another new 
church was recently opened at Appleton, 
in the Township of Ramsay, by the Rev. 
T. G. Smith, of Kingston, who preachel 
two appropriate discourses to crowded 
congregations. ‘The congregation of this 
place forms part of Mr. Bennett's charge 
in connéction with Almonte. At last 
communion dispensed in Almonte, we 
learn that twenty-six new members were 
admitted, five of whom were baptized, 
and one had been a Roman Catholic. 

A third Church was publicly opened 
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for Divine Service at Honeywood, in the 
Township of Mulmur, on the 12th 


December, when Professor McLaren, of 


Toronto, preached to 
large audiences. The Church is avery 
comfortable and well finished one, seated 
for 450 persons. The report of the 
Secretary, read at the close of a successful 
soiree held on the following evening, 
shewed that a sufficient amount had 
been subscribed to free the building 
entirely from debt. The members and 
adherents of the Church at this place, 
are to be congratulated on the happy 
results attending their efforts, and on the 
harmony which has marked all their 
proceedings in connection with the good 
work. St. Andrew’s Church, Verth, was 
re-opened on a recent Sabbath, by Prin- 
cipal Snodgrass. A thousand dollars 
have heen expended in repairs and 
embellishments, which have greatly in- 
creased the comfort and improved the 
’ appearance of the Kirk, 

After providing for its own “running 
expenses,’ we are pleased to notice that 
the Kev. John M. Kine’s congregation, 
Gould St., Toronto, contributed last 
year for educational and missionary pur- 
poses, the goodly sum of $3442, of which 
$728 went for Home Missions, $250 for 
Foreign Missions, and $60 for French 
Evangelization. The amount will be 
further largely increased by the contri- 
butions of the Sabbath Schools, connected 
with the congregation. We hope this 
commendable example will be imitated 
by many others. 

THe FirreENTH oF DECEMBER, the 
date fixed by the Ontario Union Act for 
congregations voting themselves out of 
the Union. if they desired so to do, has 
come and gone, witheut any further 
diminution of our numbers than we were 
quite prepared for. Two or three con- 
gregations in Glengarry have, it is said, 
resolved to retain their connection with 
the Church of Scotland for the present. 
The congregation of ‘Vhorah with its 
minister, Rev. David Watson, were 
unanimous in their resolution to remain 
as they were. ,St. James’ Church, Lon- 
don, and Bayfield, appear to have been

pretty equally divided on the question, 
the legality of proceedings in both cases 
having been appealed. Besides these we 
do not know of any others that have 
gone out of the Union in Ontario. 

A formal protest against the Union 
was served upon the Rev. Dr, Bain, of 
Perth, his session and trustees. which 
we regret chiefly because we have it on 
good authority, that a large number of 
the names attached toit, were obtained by 
misrepresentation and want of inform- 
ation of the nature of its contents. 
Many who signed it now heartily wish 
their names were off it again. 

In the Province of Quebec, St. 
Andrew’s Church, Montreal, as yet 
enjoys the distinction of being the only 
congregation that has manitested any 
desire to go out of the Union. In the 
meantime they have thrown us off a 
good swarm. This portion of the con- 
grezation has been holding regular 
services in the Natural History Rooms, 
Montreal, with an average attendance of 
between two and three hundred. 

A Sabbath School, under the Super- 
intendence of Mr. John L. Morris, with 
25 teachers, has been organized, and 
the number on the roll is now over 100. 
Young Men’s and Young Women’s 
Associations have also been formed. The 
first. Mr. A. T. Drummond, President, 
numbers over 50 on its roll, and the 
second has a membership of over 30. 

The first social entertainment of this 
new Union Congregation was held on 


the 12th ult., Rev.J.C. Murray, L.L.D. 


presiding, and was very largely attended. 
In regard to the rumour of the 


“$100,000 Cathedral,’’ that has been 
filling the air, we do not profess to know 
anything, but we have good authority 
for stating that it is proposed to effect 
an amalgamation with that portion of 
the Coté St. Congregation, which has 
decided to erect a new Church in the 
Western part of the city. 


MEETINGS OF PRESBYTERIES. 


Queseo. The last stated meeting of this 
Court was held in Morrin College, Quebec. 
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We have to thank Rev. Mr. MacKenzie, 
Clerk, for the following items of business 
transacted :— 


The deputation appointed to visit the 
congregations and stations in the Valley 
of the St. Francis, severully reported that 
they had fulfilled that duty to the best of 
their ability. It was stated, in reference to 
Lake Megantic, that the station consisted 
of 70 tamilies, mostly from the Island of 
Lewis, Scotland. They have built a nice 
new Church and paid for it, and for supply 
of preaching, without any extraneous aid. 
At Hampton, the station was found to 
consist of 81 families in_a scmewhat dis- 
organized and unsatisfactory condition. 
Ai Winslow, also, matters were not so 

rosperou: as was desirable. ‘here was a 
arge amount of arrears owing the minister. 
At Lingwick, a similar cause appeared to 
be retarding the prosperity of the congre- 
gation. Windsor Mills was reported to be in 
a healthier condition, under the care of Mr 
Pringle, a student of Queen’s College, 
Kingston. In Melbourne and Richmond 
and the adjoining stations, it appeared to be 
necessary to their efficient working to have 
a complete rearrangement, which it is hoped 
may be effected ere long. At Dunwich, 
the cause was being maintained very 
efficiently, but the field is a limited one, 
and therefore, the prospects of increase are 
not great. The Rev. W. B. Clark reported 
that he had not yet been able to visit the 
mission station at Kennebec, but would do 
80 as soon as possible. 


The Presbytery decerned in terms of 
the report, thanked the deputation for their 
diligence in discharge of their duties, and 
instructed the Clerk to communicate with 
the several stations, and convey to them 
the counsel and advice of the Presbytery, 
adapted to their respective circumstances. 
There was read a letter from Rev. T. 
Fenwick, ordained missionary at Metis, 
giving an account of the state of matters 
there, which was made the subject of a 
epecial recommendation by the Presbytery. 


MontreaL. The quarterly meeting was 
held in St. Paul’s Church, Montreal, on 
the llth and 12th ultimo. There was a 
fair attendance of members. A petition 
was received trom Valleyfield, praying the 
Presbytery to take steps to separate that 
charge trom St. Louis de Gonzague. It is 
understood that matters are ripe for a 
union of all the Prestyterians in the last 
named place, and there is every prospect of 
a speedy settlement of a minister, and that 
a large and harmonious congregation will 
take the place of two formerly rival stations. 
Mr. Young reported the sale, upon advan- 


tageous terms, of the Church property 
formerly belonging to the Canada Presby- 
terian Church at Ormstown, anotber sub- 
stantial trophy of the Union, and part of 
the price was laid, if not “at the Aposties’ 
feet,” at least on the table of Prceaes 

The report of the Home Mission Com- 
mittee presented by the Rev. R. Campbell,. 
was very suggestive and practical, and 
occupied the attention of the Court for a 
length of time. It proposed the immediate 
formation of a large and influential Presby- 
terian Church Society in Montreal, the 
object of which is to secure the active 
cooperation of the laity in promoting: 
Church extension, the establishment of 
Sabbath Schools in the city and neighbour- 
hood, and generally, advancing the inter- 
ests of the Presbyterian Church in Canada.. 
A petition was read from members of Free 
Church Coté Street congregation, asking 
for leave to sell their Church, with a view 
to the erection of another in aditferent part. 
of the city. Parties having been heard on 
both sides, a long and lively discussion 
followed, and eventually, we record it with 
thankfulness, a decision was come _ tos 
which met the entire approbation of all 
parties, to this effect,—that the prayer of 
the petition be granted, coupled with the 
condition that a first charge on the proceeds- 
of the sale shall be the payment of $10,000 
to the minority of the congregation who do 
not wish to follow the majority in their 
migration westward. It being stipulated 
that to entitle them to this amount, the 
minority shall consist of not less than 100 
members in full communion, who may 
either constitute themselves a separate 
congregation or unite with any of the 
existing Churches East of Bleury Street,. 
in which latter case, the amount will be 
divided between such congregations in 
proportion to the number of members who 
may join them. 

A large and enthusiastic meeting was 
held in Erskine Church, on the evening of 
the day appointed for the meeting of the 
Presbytery, when the Church Society 
above referred to, was inaugurated by the 
appointment of office-bearers, Mr. John 
L. Morris being chosen President, and Rev. 
Robt. Laing, Vice-President. The other 
officers elected were a Secretary and Trea- 
surer, and a board of twenty Directors. 


Brockxvittk. This Presbytery held its 
last meeting on the 21st December. The 
principal business was the hearing of Mr. 
Dey’s trials and the appointment of his or- 
dination and induction—which was fixed to 
take place at Spencerville, 5th January. 

There was also laid on the table of the 
Presbytery, a call frofi Morrisburgh to Mr.. 
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John C, Casey, probationer, signed by all 
the members and adherents of the church 
there, and accompanied with a very liberal 
subscription fer stipend. 

Linpsay. A meeting of this Presbvtery 
was held at Woodville, on the 50th Nov. 
Communications from the Sydney Presby- 
tery, Cape Breton, were read, intimating 
that the Rev. Mr. McDougall declined the 
call from Cambray and Fenelon, owing tu 
destitution in the Presbytery of which he is 
now amember. The Presbytery agreed to 
assist Rev. J.T. Pau] in supporting Carden 
station till the lst of March. The Presby- 
tery decided to appoint a deputation, con- 
sisting of the Rev. Messrs. Murray, Mar- 
shall and Campbell, and Mr. J. C. Gil- 
christ, elder, to make a tour through its 
entire missionary field, for the purpose of 
infusing fresh vigour, reorganizing Boards 
of managers, and effecting whatever changes 
they might deem necessary, and then pro- 
ceeded to. draft a scheme for holding mis- 
sionary meetings throughout the winter 
eeason. 


Toronto.—The meeting of this Court on 
7th Dec. was largely attended by members 
and representatives from congregations and 
Mission stations interested in the proposed 
changes in the arrangements for those con- 
gregations and stations. With scarcely an 
exception the spirit evinced was good and 
christian-like. Jt was agreed that the Pres- 
bytery having observed with great satisfac- 
tion the general disposition on the part of 
both ministers and peopl» to fall in with the 
contemplated arrangements, but having also 
ascertained that difficulties still presented 
themselves in three localities, appoint Revs. 
Messrs. Alex. MacDonnell, Cameron, Car- 
michael of King, Smith and J. M. King, 
Convener, to visit these points, and in the 
event of their obtaining the concurrence of 
the ministers of these p aces, to cite parties 
to appear for their own interests at next 
meeting of the Presbytery. It was reported 
that 19l persons had joined the Church 
Extension Society for the city of Toronto,and 
subscriptions to the amount of $340 had been 
received to its funds. 

Principal Caven, on behalfof the resident 
students of Knox College, asked the sanction 
of the Presbytery for the establishment ofa 
regular Sabbath evening service to be held 
in the College Chapel during the Session. 
The Presbytery expressed its cordial con- 
eurrence in the proposal. A plan for holding 
missionary meetings throughout the bounds 
was adopted. The deputies at those meet- 
ings will give information regarding the 
Union of the Churches and its various Mis- 
slonary operations, agreeably to the resol- 
ution of the General Assembly. 


PRESBYTERY OF Barrix.—At a special 
meeting of this Presbytery on the 6th inst., 
Mr. McKee tendered his resignation of the 
charge of First Essex and Uarluke, wholly 
with the view of completing arrangements 
formerly made by the Presbytery for the re- 
adjustment of congregations. The resigna- 
tion was accepted, and the Presbyter 
passed a resolution recording their rialt 
appreciation and cordial commendation of 
the conduct of Mr. McKee in tendering the 
resignation of his present charge without 
solicitation, for the sole purpose of enabling 
the Presbytery to re-arrange in a better form 
the congregations adjacent to said charge.” 

Owen Sounp. This Presbytery met in 
Division Street Church, Owen Sound, on 
the 21st December last. A large amount 
of business was transacted but not of much 
public importance. The following items, 
however, may be noticed. The congrega- 
tions of Kilsyth and Derby were united and 
erected into a pastoral charge; and the mo- 
derator of the session of the united charge 
was authorised to moderate in a call there 
before the next meeting of Presbytery, 
should the congregation desire it. The 
Presbytery arranged for a series of mis- 
sionary meetings to be held throughout the 
boutids during the present month. 


SAUGBEN. This Presbytery met at Mount 
Fore:t, on 14th and 15th December. 

Mr. MacNeil’s resignation of the charge 
of St. Andrew’s Church congreyzation, 
Mount Forest, was accepted, and a commit- 
tee appointed to draft a minute express've 
of the Presbytery’s regard for Mr MacNeil 
and report at next meeting. 

Appointments were made for the modera- 
tion of a call in Knox Church, Harrington 
and Cotswold united congregation, and in 
that of Osprey. 

Mr. Anderson gave notice that at next 
meeting he would move an overture to the 
Synod for the appointment of a mission to 
the Jews. 

Parts. Presbytery met on 14th Decem- 
ber, in Knox Church, Lnyersoll. 

The clerk read extract minutes of the 
Presbytery ot Hamilton, agreeing to the 
translation of the Rev. D. D. McLeod, of 
Ancaster, to Dumfries Street Church, and 
arrangements were made for his induction 
on 29th December. 

A unanimous call to the Rev. John Mc- 
Ewan, late of Pembroke. was laid on the 
table from Erskine Church, Ingersoll, and 
sustained. Mr. McHwan having intimated 
his acceptance, his induction was fixed for 
Thursdav, 30tn December. 

- Mr. Dunbar, Dr. Cochrane, and Mr. Barr, 
elder, were appointed to t ke legal advice 
in reference to thé property formerly be- 
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longing to the Church of Scotland in Wood- 
stock, and report at an eariy meeting, 


The Rev. Dr. Kemp, principal of the 
Presbyterian Ladies’ College, Brantford, 


was on certificate from the Presbytery of 


Peoria, U.8., received as a minister of the 
church. 


The Clerk was instructed to prepare a 
petition on Sabbath observance, and tran- 
mit it in the name of Presbytery, duly 
signed by the Moderator, to the Dominion 
Parliament. 

Lonpon. The court met in lst Presby- 
terian chureh, London, on the 14th De em- 
ber last. The first business taken up was 
the resignation of St. Thomas congregation 
by the Rev. George Cuthbertson. Cummis- 
sioners from the congregation w re heard, 
and a petition read asking their minister to 
withdraw his resignation. Mr. Cuthbert- 
son, however, still adhering to his resigna- 
tion, the Presbytery ayreed to accept the 
same, while expressing their deep regret in 
the matter. By a unanimous vote, Mr. C. 
was continued the clerk of Presbytery. 

The meeting was largely taken up with 
questions arising out of opposition tu the 
Union on the part of certain members of 
St. James’ Church, London, and the consi- 
deration of a request made by the Kirk- 
Session to have the vote taken over again 
in consequence of irregularities in former 
proceedings. Mr. Cowan appeared for the 
Session and detailed the circumstances 
which led to the request. He then asked 
the Presbytery to declare that the church 
continues rightfully in the Union. After 
considerable discussion, it was moved by 
Mr. Cuthbertson, seconded by Mr. Thomp- 
son : 

** hat according to the information laid 
on the Presbytery’s table, showing that op- 
portunity was affurded to St. James’ cor gre- 
gation to rectify the result of the vote on 
union, which was declared by this Presby- 
tery illegal, and by such motion thus leav- 
ing thec ngregation of St. James’ within 
the Union, the Presbytery recognise the 
minister and congregation of St. James’ as 
within the jurisdiction of the Presbyterian 
Church in Canada, and under the oversight 
of this Presbytery.”’ 

The motion was carried with only one 
dissentient— Rev. Mr. McDonald, of West- 
minster, who had previously moved, as an 
amendment, that the Presbytery take no 
action in the matter. 


A scheme for the holding of missionary 
meetings was submitted, and ordered to be 
printed and circulated. 


CuatHaM. The last stated meeting was 
held at Chatham, on 28th December. © 


An application from Rev. Samuel Hous- 
ton, of Monroe Presb., Michigan, to be re- 
ceived as a minister of the church, was laid 
on the table. Mr. Houston was asked to ap- 
pear personally at next meeting. The 
Presbytery re-affirmed their finding, and 
granted prayer of petition for organization 
trom Township of Chatham. Mr. J, Rannie 
dissented, and complained to Synod of Ha- 
milton and London. Steps were taken to 
organize 20 families in Anderson Township 
into a congregation. A church is being 
erected and services held by the minister of 
Ambherstburgh. 

Twenty-six families in Harwich Town- 
ship petitioned for regular services in con- 
nection with Blenheim. ‘The petition was 
granted ad interim, and all interested par- 
ies cited to appear at next meeting. 

STRATFORD. At last ordinary meeting of 
this Court, there were present 13 ministers 
and 6 elders. Mr. M‘Pherson reported that he 
had preached at N. Easthope, and declared 
the charge vacant by the resignation of the 
Rev. Daniel Allan. The Presbytery, in 
releasing Mr. Allan from his charge, placed 
on record a minute expressing In the kind- 
est terms their sense of the taithful and 
most valuable services of their brother, who 
had been, for the long period of 40 years, a 
pastor in this section of country, and 
assuring iim of their deep interest in jis 
welfare, and of their earnest prayer that 
when the last earthly tie is loosed, he may 
receive the welcome from the Master’s lips. 
“Well done, vood and faithful servaut, enter 
thou into the joy ot thy Lord.” 

Mr. Hamilton, on behalf of a Committee 
appointed to visit Molesworth and Listowell, 
reported that although these congregations 
had no desire to be separated, yet, in the 
interests of the Church, they were prepared 
to acquiesce in the re-arrangement pro- 
po ed. 

Manirosa. The last regular meeting of 
this Presbytery was held in Knox church, 
Winnipeg, on the 10th December; Sederunt, 
Mr. Black, Moderator, “Mr. Robertson, 
Clerk ; Messrs. Bell, Glendinning and 
Matheson; Revs. Professors Bryce and Hart. 
Mr. Sutherland, M. P. P, presented his 
commission as elder from Kildonan, and 
his name was added to the roll. The chief 
business transacted had reference to the 
Home Missionary operations of the Presby- 
tery, which extend to a large number of 
widely separated stations. 


Prof. Bryce read a paper on common 
school education in this Province. Alter 
discussion, @ Committee was appointed to 
collect information with reference to the 
present system in the Provii ce; to con- 
sider what changes may be advisable; and 
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to report fully to the Presbytery as soon as 
practicable. 
' The evening sederunt was occupied with 
a discussion on the report of a committee 
on Sabbath observance. On motion of Mr. 
Sutherland, application was made to the 
General Assembly’s Home Mission Com- 
mittee, for an additional minister for this 
Province. On the succeeding evening, a 
missionary meeting was held in the church. 
Lieutenant Governor Morris occupied the 
chair, and led off the speeches with an able 
address, in which some happy references 
were made to the Union of the Churches in 
this country and elsewhere. After sketch- 
ing the progress of missions at home and 
abroad, he directed the attention of his au- 
dience to the wants of their own mission 
fields, and urged upon all the duty of lending 
a helping hand. The Rev. George Young 
followed up the subject with an eloquent 
speech. Mr. Robertson read a statement, 
showing that last year the amount subscrib- 
ed was as follows :—Winnipeg, $3,158.59, 
Kildonan $1,199.52. The other missionary 
stations had raised for missionary purposes 
$1,713.25 making in all $6,066.13 This 
year the mission stations had raised almost 
double what they did last year. The aver- 
age of last year’s subscription was $11 per 
family, being larger than that of any other 
Presbytery except that of Montreal, where 
the average is $12.79. The whole amount 
expended in this section during the past 
year exceeded $12.000. 

After afew remarks from Mr. McMicken, 
a liberal collection was taken up, the choir 
sang another anthem, and the meeting was 
closed. 


Maritimé PROVINCES, 


Mr. Adam Gunn has accepted a eall 
to Gore and Kennetcook in the Presby- 
tery of Halifax; and Mr. H. 8. Bayne, 
son of Dr. Bayne of Pictou, has accepted 
a call to Murray Harbour, in P. EH. 
Tsland. 

St. Paul’s Congregation, Hast Branch, 
Kast River of Pictou, have unanimously 
agreed to call the Rev. William McMillan, 
of Saltsprings, to be their pastor, but “ it 
takes two to make a bargain.”’ 

Greenock Church. St. Andrew’s, N. B. 
has given a unavimous call to the Rev. 
W. Richardson, of Ontario, who preached 
here on two Sabbaths a short time since, 
with great acceptance. We hope to 
hear of his induction shortly. 

The Rey. Thomas Talloch was in- 
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ducted to the pastoral charge of Amherst, 
by the Presbytery of Wallace, on 21st 
December last. The settlement is a 
unanimous and cordial one, and the 
young minister begins his pestorate with 
most encouraging prospects of usefulness 
and success. 

PRESENTATIONS to the clergy are not 
confined to the Upper Provinces. Secing 
that the wise men of the East approve of 
this sort of thing, we may be sure that 
it is a right thing to do, as occasion 
offers. The Rev. James Bennet, of St. 
John’s Church, St. John, received on 
New Year's Day an address from his 
congregation and 8. School ‘Teachers, 
accompanied by a purse of $100; and 
the Rev. D. McRae, of St. Stephen’s 
Church, in the same city, was in like 
manoper the recipient of a similar amount. 
Dr. Waters also received a very hand- 
some present from the members of his 
Bible Class. In replying to the address 
which accompanied the gift, the Dr. 
emphatically declared that he considered 
no part of his work to be more important 
than that of the Bible Class, and there 
was none in which he took greater 
pleasure. The Rev. James Gray and 
wife were visited by a number of friends 
at the Vianse of Sussex, N. B., on Christ- 
mus Hive, and agreeably surprised by the 
presentation of a handsome time-piece. 
We notice also that the ladies of the con- 


gregation of Buctouche and Shediac 
have presented the Kirk-Session with a 
valuable Communion Service. 
~ The Rev. J. A F. Sutherland, of St. 
Croix, was recently visited by a large 
‘ Donation party’ who, after an agree- 
able evening. departed, leaving a well- 
stocked pantry and other tokens of at- 
tachment. The minister’s better half 
also received the good wishes of the 
party along with a purse of money. The 
Rev. Mr. Farquharson, too, on the occa- 
sion of his departure from Glace Bay, to 
accept a call from St. Andrew’s church, 
Sydney, was presented with a well filled 
purse and a very kind farewell address, 
from a people who sincerely lament his 
leaving them. 

A very interesting and successful 
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Christmas Social entertainment seems to 
have heen held by the people of Rev. J. 
F. Forbes’ congregation, Union Centre. 
together with friends from the neigh- 
bouring churches, who, to the number of 
three or four hundred, together sat down 
to a bountiful tea provided for the ocea- 
sion, after doing ample justice to which, 
an intellectual treat began in the shape 
of short and suitable addresses, in ter- 

spersed with excellent vocal and instru- 
mental music. All were delighted with 
the entertainment. After defraying all ex- 
penses, there remaincd over $180 towards 
liquidating a small debt on the manse. 

THe !HEOLOGICAL Hau at Halifax 
has fifteen students in attendance this 
session. lev. Professor Pollok has had 
a sharp attack of sickness, but is now con- 
valescent. 

The Presbytery of Pictou, in connec- 
tion with the Church of Scotland, have 
appointed a committee consisting of 
Revs. Messrs. MeQunn, MeMillan, and 


Coull, to enquire regarding the cost of 


printing a ‘‘ Recor1’’ in the interests of 
their own “connection.” Job has some- 
thing to say about people rushing into 
priut, but 16 does not apply in this case, 
for we are not “ enemies,” and, by the 
grace of God, never will be, of these 
brethren.

Durinz the pastorate of the Rev. John 
Stewart, of New Glaseow, Nova Scotia, 
for 33 years, from 1838 to 1871, first in 
St. Andrew’s Church, and latterly and for 
a mure lengthened period in Join Knox 
Church fifteen young men devoted them- 
selves to the work of the ministry in the 
Presbyterian Church, Of these, eleven 
are now vecupyiny posittoos of usefulness 
and power in the Master’s Vineyard. 
Three were suddenly cat down while 
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proseeuting their studies preparatory to 
their life’s work, and one has fallen asleep 
after a period of active service in the 
Church. Of the eleven who consecrated 
themselves to the service of the Church, 
the following is their pre-ent Peete al in 
the extensive vineyard of their Lord : 

From St. Andrew’s Church issued Rev, 
George Wi. Grant, pistor of St. Matthew's 
Chareh, Halifax , Rev. Charles M. Grant, 
now pastor at Partick, near Glasgow, 
Se-tland: Rev. Simon McGregor, pastor 
of St. Andrew’s Church, Victoria, 
tish Columbia; Rev. John Campbell, 
pastor of St Andrew's Church, Hatifax. 

From John Knox Church issued, Rev, 
George Sutherland, now in Australia; 
Rev. John Sutherland, Pastor of St, 
Croix and Ellerhouse, Hants Co, N.S., 
Rev. Thomas Cumming, ey of Sh: aron 
Church, Stellarton, N. 5.; Rev. Robert 
Cumming, Pastor of G ae Caledonia, 
&e., N.S.; Rev. John Morton, Mission- 
ary at Trinidad; Rev. Simon Fraser, 
TInited States; Rev. Alexunder Mclhay, 
(deceased); Rev. John Lamont, now 
retired from active work, 

We may add that during Mr. Stewart’s 
pastorate, the congregation of John 
Knox Church has contributed to the 
building up of three congregations around 
it; that this congregation could neither 
boast of wea'th, power, nor ‘ great men,’ 
as others could, and when we consider 
also the struggles and trials it has under- 
eoug since its formation, such facts as 
are mentioned above lead us to b:lieve 
that the blessing of God attended the 
congregation from first to last; and that 
His favour and protection were extended 
to it during the period of Mr. Stewart's 
ministry. Would that every congrega- 
tion in the Church could make a similar 
exhibit, avd then the Church should not 
have to complain of the dezrth of young 
men for the work of the ministry.”

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Farnham Centre, Que., and the minis- 
ter, Mr. McFarlane, was made sensible 
of the affectionate regards of his people, 
by receiving from them an address xc- 
companied by a handsome sum of money. 

The Sabbath Schools in connection 
with St. Andrew’s church, Kingston, 
celebrated Christmas Duy by a special 
Church Service, conducted by the Rev. 
Protessor Mowat,’ 1n the unavoidable 
absence of the Pastor, Rev. fT. G. Smith. 

Chalmers’ Church Sabbath School, 
Montreal, held its third annual festival 
in December, with vreat éclat, and the 
best feature about it, was the statement 
in the report that $220 had been collected 
for missionary purposes, and distributed 
amongst different missions at home. and 
abroad. 

And this reference to Montreal 
reminds us of other larve and flourishing 
Sabbath Schools in this city, which, like 
that of Chalmers’ Church, themselves 
began, as feeble mission schools, only 
a few years ago, and which have given 
rise to prosperous and well organized 
cougregations. Such are the St. Joseph 
Street Church and School, St. Mathew’s 
and St. Mark’s, and Nazareth St.. while 
others are following their example and 
keeping up the succession. Let us not 
despise the day of small thiogs, nur let 
us think lightly of our Sabbath ~chools 
v hich have dove so much already for the 
Church, and which with the blessing of 
God, will yet do much more for it. One 
of the most hopeful symptoms of the 
progress of French Mission work in 
Mouotreal at this moment, is the estub- 
lishinent of a Sabbath School, in con 
nection with the Services at Russell 
Hall, under the superintendence of 
Professor Campbell, which has already 
on its roll the names of over 120 children 


of Ireoch parents, the greater part of 


whom are recent converts from Roman- 
ism. 
In this connection it may be stated 


that the Sabbath School Associations of 


Montreal. connected with the churches 
that existed before the union, have made 
their arraneements for an amalgamation, 
by which their usefulness will be greatly 


increased. In Toronto and other im- 
portunt centres, the same process is no 
doubt going on, aithough so quietly that 
we do not hear very much about it, but 
all that we do hear and kuow as to the 
success of Sunday School work, is cual- 
culated to encoursge every teacher and 
superintendent, to diligence and perse- 
verance, und faith, in the good work 
which they have in hand. 

Amoug the wants of the Sabbath 
School, and which we hope may be soon 
supplied,, may be named that of a 
Hymn | suitable for general use through- 
out the Church. In cities and towns, 
where euch Congregation can afford to 
print its own hymu-book, the need is less 
upparent, but in mavy a country school, 
a goo collection of Hymns, supplied ata 
cheap rate, would be regarded as a gieat 
boon.

SEALKOTE ORPHANAGE, 


10th July, 1875. 
My DEAR SUPPORTERS, 


Many than's for your kind letter 
which I have received. It was very good 
of you to think of me, and as I waut. to 
write you and am not able to do so just 
yet, I have asked my kind mistress to 
write down all 1 wish to say. 1] am very 
happy in my school and my dear mistress 
is very kind tome. Our school hours are 
in the morning, from 4 past five to 4 past 
nine. IT amin the 3rd class, and have to 
study with six others; our head-master 
gives us a Bible lesson for § an hour every 
day before closing school; he is a native 
christian. We then go and have our 


breakfast, and assemble again in the school: 
room, when the bell rings at 10 o’clock. 
Our mistress conducts prayers, and then 
hears us repeat our catechism, and also 
hears us read from some pretty story book ; 
at present we are reading about the good 
women the Bible speaks of; our lesson 
to day will be about Ruth and Naomi, 
after which we all sit down to our work. 
I can make all my own clothes, and at 
present I am learning: how to knit stockings; 
we are al-o taught how to cook, as we are 
obliged to do all household work in our 
own homes. On Sunday we go to the 
Mission Church, which is quite close, to 
hear what our dear Saviour has done for 
us, and what we ought to do for all his 
goodness to us. We have no instrument 
in our Church, but we form the choir, and 
one of my companions, who is named Jane, 
leads the singing. How nice it must 
be to see the snow onthe greund! We never 
see it, as we live in the plains; we have 
had very hot weather, but to-day it is much 
cooler; it having rained this morning, 


And now I must close, as I think I have 
told you everything. 1 pray God may 
bless you all, for having us taught His 
Holy Word and trying to make us His 
children, and with love and respects to all 
my dear supporters,

fiomE Missions. 


CONVENER’S CIRCULAR. 


Western Section, Comprisinc Ontario, 
QuEBEC, ManiTroBa, AND BritisH 
CoLuMBIA. 


At a meeting of the Home Mission Com- 
mittee held in October, the Convener was 
instructed to issue a circular, setting forth 
the pressing claims of the fund, on the liber- 
ality of the members and adherents of the 
church. 

At the close of the last ecclesiastical year, 
the Elome Mission Fund of the Canada Pres- 
byterian Church was two thousand dollars 
in debt. An effort was made during the 
meeting of the Assembly to wipe out this in- 
debtedness, but it was only partially suecess- 
ful. On the Ist of October, the indebted- 
ness had increased to five thousand dollars, 
and it was found that after payment of the 
grants of the Presbyteries for the past six 
months, and meeting all liabilities to date, 
the fund was in debt stxteen thousand dol- 
lars. 

In order to keep faith with our Ministers 
and Missionaries, the Committee instructed 
the Convener to ask the agent of the church 
to borrow this amount, to meet all claims 
avainst the fund. When thisis done, it will 
leave the Committee with a burden of sixteen 
thousand dollars (with interest), until such 
time as Congregations replenish the trea- 
sury. 

After a careful estimate of the necessities 
of the fund, it was found that not lessasum 
than thirty-five thousand dollars would be 
required for the present year. It is to be 
borne in mind that twelve thousand dollars 
of this sum is appropriated for our Mission- 
aries in Lake Superior, Manitoba, and Brit- 
tish Columbia, (including Manitoba College, 
which is still supported by Home Mission 
Funds); and that since the Union, the claims 
upon the Home Mission Fund are very 
greatly increased. 

In a church possessed of the numbers and 
resources of the Presbyterian Church in 
Canada, there should no difficulty in 
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raising a much larger amount than thirty- 
tive thousand dollars. The Committee feel 
that if the urgent claims of this fund are 
only fairly laid before our congregations, 
ample means will be placed at their disposal, 
enabling them not only to liquidate existing 
obligations, but to make further grants to 
destitute localities that are clamant for the 
Gospel 

May I ask the Ministers of our Churches 
to bring this matter before their congrega- 
tions at an early opportunity, and also, thar 
such congreyations as can conveniently send 
a portion of their annual contributions for 
Home Missions, will do so at the earliest 
‘possible date to the Rev. Wm. Reid, Toronto. 


My dear Sir, 


Will you permit me to add a 
few sentences to the above Appeal} in be- 
half of our Home Mission Fund. It has 
already appeared in the Canada Presby- 
terian Record of December, and the Bri. 
tish American Presbyterian. A copy has 
also been sent to every Minister in our 
Church, but so far, the result has been 
small, compared with the urgency of the 
ease. Only a very little over $3,000 
has been received by the agent of the 
Church for this yesr’s support of our mis- 
sions in British Columbia, Manitobi, On- 
tario and Quebce, and the payment of 
our professors in the Manitoba College. 
It needs at least $35,000! Loans have 
been effected with certain banks, amount- 
ing to $17.000, the interest on which 
would have been much better devoted to 
the work itself, 

I have not a werd to say against the 
praiseworthy efforts put forth to increase 
the funds of our Foreign Mission Cominit- 
tee. and to help our brethren in Moutrial 
in the great work of French Kvangelisa- 
tion. Both are deserving of a geuerous 
suppoit from the membersh'p of our 
Church. and I trust they muy receive it. 
But surely it is evident, that unless our 
Home Missions and Church extension 
work, is carried on vigorously, every other 
fund must suffer. 
Mission Stations into regular charges, and 
the aiding of supplemented congregations, 
until they become self-sustaining we are 
indirectly helping every other fund of the 
Church. If our Home Mission work is 


By the fostering of 


crippled, the funds of cur colleges, of our 
Foreign Missions, and our Evangelisation 
of the French Canadians, must be dimin- 
ished. 

Do the members and adherents of our 
Presbyterian Church (now a hundred 
thousand members) know the extent of 
the work and the pressing necessities of 
the case ? The $35,000 needed this year 
ending June 1876, ails 150 Supplemented 
Congregutions, and over 350 preaching 
Stations! This does not include the 
Lower Provinces at all. Are they pre- 
pared to have these Churches and Mission 
stations closed, or the work curtailed and 
suspended ? Are they prepared to have 
the ulready far too small supplements and 
grants reduced at next meeting of the 
Committee 25 or 50 per cent ? This is 
the alternitive we have to face. The 
Committee cannot go on making grants, 
unless the Church sustains them in their 
obligations. 

I confess that my heart is pained to 
think of brethren who are toiling from 
year to year in destitute but most im- 
portant ficlds, and whose slender stipends 
ure ip danger ef being still further re- 
duced. I appeal to my Ministerial Bre- 
thren to do what they can to spare the 
Committee such a necessity.

FRENcH EVANGELIZATION. 


The Board of French Evangelization, 
appointed at the Jast meeting of the 
General Assembly, has under its care 
eight French Ministers, three Licentiates, 
three Missionary ‘Teachers, sixteen 
Krench Students for the Ministry, five 
French congregations, several in which 
French and English are preached, and six 
Mission Schools, some of which are open 
ouly during the summer. There are thirty- 
one mission fields, distributed through- 
out the Dominion, including St. Ann, 
Kankakee, Ill., to which the labours of 
the Missionaries of the Board have been 
extended, and other stations can be 
readily opened so soon as the Church fur- 
nishes the means of doing so. The follow- 
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ing selection of facts will show the un- 
precedented success which attends our 
work. 


Nova Scotia AND NEw Brunswick. 


Through the labours of Rev. M. Para- 
dis, a French Presbyterian Congregation 
has been organized at Grand Falls, N 
B., anda neat church erected and pid 
for. In October last Mr. E. D. Pelle- 
tier laid on the table of the Presbytery 
of VPietou, N. S., the names of 125 con- 
verts from Romanism representing some 
sixty familics. His work continues to 
prosper, and could Mr. Chiniquy pay 
him a visit, it is believed that he 
would bring over to the true faith the 
entire people of that district. But Mr. 
Chiniquy cannot leave Montreal just now, 
for reasons that will be apparent when we 
refer to his work in thiscity. Last sum- 
mer Mr. A. &. Rivard, French Student, 
was the means of doing mnch good in a 
field on the border of New Brunswick and 
the State of Maine. Lifteen heads of 
families were brought to the knowledge 
of the truth, and more than fifty families 
received from his hands copies of the 
Word of God in whole or in part. Many 
others were visited and instructed, and a 
wide spread desire kindled among old and 
young to enjoy the ordinances of the 


Gospel.

The summer before last, > “ousseau, 
student, broke groundam 1 i%4 ? rench 
Papists of this district. He followed the 
usual method, distributing the Word of 
God and teathing.the people from house 
to house. So deeply were they impressed 
by the truth that they petitioned to have 
Mr. Mousseau return to them last sum. 
mer. He did so, accompanied by Mr. 
P. Blouin, Missionary teacher. A mis- 
sion school was established in a room 
given for the purpose by Mr. Laprise, one 
of the converts, and religious services 
conducted every Sabbath. In this 
station we have some ten families who 
have received the Word of liie, while 
many others are being visited and in- 
structed by our Missionary. 


Work IN MONTREAL. 


The labours of Mr. Chiniquy in this 
city are being crowned with such 
sizpal success as calls for the deepest 
eratitude to God throughout the entire 
Church. He preaches every Sabbath 
to dense assemblies of his countrymen, 
and hundreds have already abjured 
Romanism; and should the numbers 
continue to increase with the rapidity of 
the last few weeks, we may ere long see 
thousands coming over to the side of 
truth. The following figures show what 
[T mean. On the 3rd Dee, Mr. Chini- 
quy sent to Bishop Bourget, and pub- 
blished in the brit. Amer. Presbyterian, 
the names of 157 converts. QOn_ the 
3ist Dee., 294 names were added to the 
list, and during the first fourteen days of 
Jan.,301 persons have signed their solemn. 
abjuration of popery,—making a total of 
752 within a month and a half. We 
may well say what hath the Lord wroucht! 
Such things as these have never before. 
heen witnessed in Canada: and as the 
knowledge of what ic being done spreads © 
among the people, we may see them 
rising in masses to cast off the yoke of 
oppression. 

It is scarecly necessary to say that 
Russel Hall is full; and last Sabbath 
afternoon, Mr. Chiniqny commenced ser- 
vices in St. Joseph Street Church which is 
generously placed at our disposal free of 
expense. Over three hundred French 
people assemb!ed, and listened most at- 
tentively to the preaching of the Gospel. 

The Russel Hall Church is being 
thoroughly organized. ‘The session has 
been strengthened by the addition of 
two elders; and a board of eight managers 
has been appointed. Pews ‘and sittings 
are allocated to the people, and they 
contribute weekly to the support of 
ordinances. The Sabbath School, num- 
bering 120 pupils, under the uble super- 
intendence of Rev. Prof. Campbell, is 
carried on with vigour ; but it requires a 
very much better Library than it pos- 
gesses at present.—Who will send us 
money for this purpose ? 


We have employed a missionary, Mr. 
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Alfred Millar, to visit and instruct the 
people from house to house. A pious 
and efficient Bible woman is engaved in 
the same service. Mr. Boudreau, student, 
is placed in charge of the new station in 
St. Joseph Street, and it is necessary 
without delay, to increase still further, 
the staff of workers. ‘This must be 
apparent to all from the many openings 
which we enjoy, ana the large number of 
souls who are looking to us for spiritual 
guidance. Yesterday morning I sent 
Mr. Chiniquy a request to call at my 
Office in the College, and in the evening 
he answered :—‘‘ It has been impossible 
to leave the field this afternoon. The 
crop was so large and so rich. More 
than 100 inquirers have crowded around 
me to-day to know how to he saved. 
Thirty-six have been added to the flock 
of Christ and have left the pernicious 
ways of Popery. The number of souls 
delivered from the demayogues of the 
Man of Sin since the first of Jan. is now 
three hundred and one.’ This gives 
soine idea of the labours of our inde- 
fatigable. Missionary, and of his success. 


PERSECUTIONS. 


Although we have fought the battle of 


free speech so thoroughly here that 


Mr. Chiniquy’s meetings are no longer 
molested as they were list winter, yet 
our missionaries and converts suffer many 
forms of persecution. In the beginning 
of ()ctober last, two children were taken 
by violence from under the care of Mr. 
Rivard, student, at the Railway Station 
at Point Levis, and placed in Popish 
schools, where they still remiin. About 
the sawe time similar attempts were 
made at Three Rivers in the case of 


Messrs. Mousseau and Blouin, and with 
great difficulty they succeeded in saving 


) 


the children entrusted to them from the 
hands of Romanists, while on their way 


to this city. 


On the night of the 28th Qct. last, 
the house of Regis Laprise, one of our 
converts at St. Paul de Chester, was so 
destroyed by stones and gun shots as to 
be rendered unfit for habitation, and the 
lives of the inmates were placed in the 


utinost peril. All the windows were 
smashed, and a bucket full of stones were 
gathered on the floor in the morning 
A stone weighing two pounds was found 
in the cradle near the head of an infant 
a few months old. 

Four of the perpetrators of these 
crimes were arrested, convicted in the 
Magistrate’s Court, and bound in a 
thousand dollars each to appear for trial 
on the 19th February. The Protestant 
Defence Alliance has taken the matter in 
hand, and will push it to a proper issue, 
The special design of the rioters was to 
drive our Missionary-Teacher, Mr, 
Blouin, from the Parish. He is still 
there, fearlessly doing his duty, teaching 
our people, and comforting them amid the 
persecutions which they suffer for the 
Gospel’s sake. 

In the city a favourite mode of perse- 
cution is to deprive our converts of 
employment. To meet the distress which 
arises trom this source, and otherwise, a 
Benevolent Society of Protestants speak- 
ing the French Janguage, has been 
formed. Their work is admirably con- 
ducted, and as they are much in want of 
funds, I shall gladly receive contributioas 
in their behalf. Contributions of cast- 
off clothing suitable for men and bovs, 
women, girls and infimts, and especially 
of boots and shoes. blankets and similar 
articles needed during the severe cold of 
a Canadian winter, will be thankfully 
received by Mrs. Campbe!l, Honorary 
President of the Ladies Inquiry Com- 
mittee.

FINANCE. 
Some time ago we announced that 
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ten thousand dollars would be required for 
the current year. From the rapid growth 
of our work, it is now manifest that this 
amount will be quite insufficient But we 
have faith in God and in our people that 
the me ms necessary to carry forward a 
work so thorougly missionary in its 
character, so successful, and so funda- 
mental to the weal of this Dominion, will 
be forthcoming. The contributions of the 
poor avd of our Ministers show a deep 
interest in the Mission, and we hope and 
pray that the rich may also give us in 
due proportion of their abundance. One 


Minister with a family, and a salary of 


$600 per annum, sends us $25, another 
sends us $20, another $10, and another 
the tithe of his fruit garden, $8. A 
teacher sends $5, and a poor man and 
his family in Toronto send $3. Mr. 
Gracy’s Church, at Farquhar, Ont, 
feeiing the great importance of our work, 
has taken up two collections in its behalf; 
and Mr. Burnfield’s Congregation at 
Scarboro, a country charge, proposes to 
send us two hundred dollars. 

All these offerings are accompanied 
with fervent prayers, which we value 
more highly than money. But, where the 
Lord has bestowed great abundance upon 
men, let them take care how they pray 
without being ready to communicate. 
Their prayers and offerings should go 
together. All monies should be sent to 
our ‘Treasurer, Mr. A. 3B. Stewart,

f OREIGN Missions. 


Tue TRINIDAD MISSION. 


This mission is well entitled to the sympa- 


thies and support of the christian people of 


the Dominion of all denominations. It is in- 
deed a Presbyterian mission in its support 
and management: being entirely under the 
e ntrol of our own General Assembly. It 
was designed, and commenced and is now 
prosecuted as a means of introducing and 
dittusing the leaven of the Gospel, among a 


part of India’s population brought within 
three week’s sail of our own people. The 
work which is being done by our mis- 
sionaries there is important whether the 
coolie population shall became finally re- 
sident in Trinidad or return to India. 

From the first, Mr. Morton maintained 
that a large part of the people would remain | 
and would form a heathen population, most 
injurious to the island unless immediate 
steps were taken to christianize them. There 
were there about 25000 in Trinidad, and the 
number has probably increased consider- 
ably since that time. 


The following note from Mr. Morton, 
shews that his views are being sustained by 
the course of events, of whicn he is a care- 
ful observer. 

San Fernanpo, Nov. 25, 1875. 

A week ago a vessel arrived here with 
600 immigrants; there was one birth and 
only one death on the passage. Over 80 of 
these immigrants had been immigrants 
before, some here, some in Demerara, and 
rome in Ma ritius. Over 40 had been in 
Trinidad before, and nearly all of these 40 
left here about thirteen months ago. Many 
others wished to return, but the agent re- 
fused them on account of their hea!th. 
5000 covles in Trinidad are entit.ed to a 
free passage tu India, but during the past 
year only about 100 have set down their 
uames as wishing to return. 


Nearly 2000 have settled on Crown Lands 
granted them in lieu of a return passage. 
These facts show that Trinidad is likely to 
become the permanent home of a consider- 
able Indian population ; for every immi- 
grant who settles here or returns from India 
prevents several others from going back to 
their country.

But a certain proportion will revisit In- 
dia, and if so, can we over-estimate the im- 
portance of their returning as christians to 
tell their relations in India the good news, 


In Ontario, a mission to Indore has its 
advocates, and has been almost determined 
on by the Foreign Mission Committee of the 
General Assembly, Where can more suit- 
able agents be found than among the mis- 
sionaries and evangelists of Trinidad ? 

Mr. Christie writes, “It seems a curious 
not to say providential coincidence that 
Indore, the place spoken of, is the birth 
place of Balaram, my Evangelist. It is in 
the Mahratta country, and so far as we 
know he is the only one of that people in 
Trinidad. The people speak both Mahrat- 
ta and Hindostane. His father is a big 
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Brahmin there, and owns a great deal of 
property, and one of his brothers is a land 
surveyor under government. I never saw 
him show so much excitement about any 
thing as when I asked him if he would like 
to go there and preach to them, and when 
the mail came this time he wanted to know 
if the church were going to send mission- 
aries there. 

The mission to Trinidad was commenced 
primarily for the benefit of the « oolies, who 
were long left almost uncared for, and re- 
garded as hopeless, but with a view ultim- 
ately, if successful, of leading ‘‘ on To IN- 
pra,” and unquestionably none are more 
deeply interested in such a mission, or 
better entitled to be consulted about it than 
the Trinidad Missionaries. 

Meanwhile they are attending earnestly 
to their own proper work. Rev. K. J. 
Grant will leave D. V.in January for Nova 
Scotia, and will doubtless attend the General 
Assembly while enjoying his furlough, and 
the other missionaries have assumed _ his 
work till his return. Rev. George Christie 
has probably arrived in Trinidad on a visit to 
his son, and Rev. Thomas McC. Christie 
of Couva, so far as an English speaking 
preacher can give aid, will help to fill up 
the bianks caused by the death of Rev. Mr. 
Brodie, of hallowed memory, and the ab- 
sence of Rev. Mr. Grant. 


MISSION WORK IN INDIA. 


Extracts from a letter written by Miss Fair- 
weather, dated 22nd Oet. 


‘«sWe are now approachiug the close of 
the second mission year,and every one seems 
unsettled not knowing where the home 
of each may be*tor the next term. The 
Synod will meet at Etawah, on 18th Dec. 
Ladies as well as gentlemen usually attend. 
The missionaries go out itinerating with 
their families, most of them next week, and 
Etawah is the centre to which from all parts 
they will converge. The compound will then 
be studded with white tents, pitched under 
the shadows of stately trees. I like Rakkha 
very much, and have bezome much attached 
to the dear children under my care; but it 
is terrible work for a hot climate. There 
has been much sickness and the responsi- 
bility all rested on my shoulders after Mr. 
Lucas went to the hills. Three of my 
oldest girls were so ill that the life of one 
was despaired of, and the other two were con- 
sidered next to hopeless. I had to attend to 
them myself, and, from broken rest, anxiety, 
and necessary work, became very thin and 
weak. The doctor forced me to lay aside 
all work and seek change of air. Subse- 
quently Miss Rodger and I accepted a very 


kind invitation to Ahjapure, our former 
house, and I am now much benefited by the 
change. This has been a severe New year 
to all of us, although our health has better 
than last year. One cause of extra work 
was the union of the orphanages. ‘The 
Allahabad children are more Bengali than 
Hindoo, and I feared some friction. I lived 
with them almost entirely till very lately. 

Fruit is not awanting even among our lit- 
tle orphan children. One girl came to me 
a few days ago, and after getting very close 
to me, whispered that she would like to be 
baptized and declared herself a member of 
the Christian Church. She is about 15 
years of age. JI a-ked her if she really felt 
what it was to become a Christian, and what 
itinvolves. She seems to have thought right- 
ly, seriously and lovingly. I feel sure that 
she has heard the Shepherd’s voice and hag 
been gathered into the fold. 

1 feel sorry, very sorry for Indore. It is 
a field worthy of the best efforts and talents. 


ErromanGa.—T he subjoined extract from 
the last letter of Rey. H. A. Robertson, 
Missionary of the Synod of the Maritime 
Provinces, in connection with the Church 
of Scotland, gives interesting intelligence 
of Mr. Robertson’s work and prospects. 

The letter is dated Erromanga, Aug. 2nd: 


‘The Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper 
was dispense | at this station three Sabbaths 
ago to 34 persons, namely, 30 Krromangans, 
2 Aneityumese, and 2 Europeans. On 
Saturday previous 9 adults—5 men and 3 
women—commeniorated for the first time 
the Saviour’s death. There were 5 Church 
members absent at the time, acting as 
teachers with missionaries of Nguna and 
Fate, which makes the number of Erroman- 
gan adult Church members 35. Since 
then, another married couple, both Church 
members, have gone to assist Mr. and Mrs. 
Macdonald in their work at Havannah 
Harbour, Fate; and we have sent out again 
12 teachers to districts over this island, and 
next week take another to his ola district 
quite near us. Those 13 teachers do not 
occupy as many districts, but in some 
places they are placed down two by two, 
and on Sabbath go out to as many villages 
as will hear the ospel, besides their regu- 
lar district, where they teach and preach 
Christ to their fellow countrymen. Per- 
haps from 500 to 540 natives attend Church 
more or less regularly over this Island 
now. 

We retired from two districts in the 
rainy season, because the people almost 
abandoned the teachers, but we occupy 
two pew and much more promising ones. 
Three school-houses and two large 
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churches just built here were blown down 
by the hurricane of [7th January last. The 
fae are already rebuilt and occupied. 

We are all quite well, and trusting that 
you never forget us or our work, and with 
our united kind regards to you and your 
family, we remain

A Nore From Rev. Mr. McKenzie, 
Havannah Harbour, Efate, Aug. 23rd, 1876. 


Dear Mr. MoGReGor, 


There is a man of war leaving this 
Harbour to-day for Sydney, so I embrace 
the opportunity of sending you a very short 
note. In company with Mr. and Mrs. 
Annand, we came here on the 19th inst, 
The missionaries of Nguna and Htate were 
recommended by the Mission Synod _ to 
meet four times inthe year, to consult about 
the Janguage of these two is.ands. We 
are now holding our first meeting at the 
station of the Rev. D. McDonald. We are 
all well, and nothing unusual has occurred 
since the departure of the “ Dayspring.” 
Our next meeting is to be at Nguna, the 
station of the Rev. P. Milne. 

At. our station, although encountering 
much opposition irom the heathen chiefs, 
yet our prospects are more encourayving 
than ever before. 

Oh! pray for us and for this people, that 
God may manifest his power in oyer- 
throwing the kingdom of darkness.

Misson to MapRas. 


In order that the fullest information might 
be obtained regarding the prospects of mis- 
sionary work at Madras, before designating 
the Rev. James F. Campbell to that distant 
field of labour, the Assembly’s Foreign Mis- 
sion Board in the Lower Provinces have 
been for some time in correspondence with 
the India ‘iission Committee of the Church 
of Scotland. In the last number of the Home 
and Foreign Mission Record of the Jate 
Church of the Lower Provinces we find a 
most satisfactory and encouraging statement 
from Kev. Stewart White of Blantyre, Con- 
vener of the sub-committee in Scotland 
charged with the consideration of this mat 
ter. As it is probable that Mr. Campbell 
may shortly b- appointed to this work it is 
Important that the whole church should be 


In possession of the substance at least of 


this communication, dated 4th October and 
addressed to Rev. Geo. M. Grant. We make 
the following quotations :— 


“The English speaking native youths in 
Madras are to be counted by thousands ; and 
every year sees their numbers greatly in- 
creased. For some time back a thirst for 
knowledge, or a desire after education, has 
prevailed all over India. Every young 
Hindoo, in city or country, eagerly embraces 
the opportunity, when it is given to him, to 
learn the English language. And as Govern- 
ment and Mission »chools now abound 
throughout the land, it can be truthfully 
raid that the vast majority of the Hindoo 
youths are being taught the English lan- 
guage, and are well educated in it. 
particularly true of the young men in Ma- 
dras, who are as thoroughly educated as 
the young men of the middle classes in this 
country, and consequently any preacher 
would find in them a most intel igent 
audience. But you ask, will they listen ? 
We unhesitatingly answer, yes; numbers 
will listen to the earnest, intelligent and 
attractive preaching of the Gospel. And 
we say this, not from hearsay, or the testi- 
mony of others; but from our own personal 
knowledge and experience. 3 

You ask, “Is your proposal made in your 
letter of May 13th, perfectly consist nt with 
the intention of Mr. Campbell and that of 
our Board that he should be the missionary 
of and under the supervision of the Presby- 
terian Church in Canada? and further what 
relation would Mr Campbell be expected 
to hold to the India Mission. Committee of 
the Church of Scotland, or to anv local 
council or superintending Board?” My 
reply is that my proposal to you is quite 
consistent with your desire that Mr. Campz- 
bell should continue the missionary of the 
Presbyterian Church in Canada, and under 
their supervision, Mr. Campbell would be 
held by us, to use your own words, as not 
only ‘one of our staff,’? but he would be 
allowed to conduct an independent mission, 
capable of indetinite expansion, in alliance 
with us, in a field of labour, which, for 
many years, we have g eatly desired to 
occupy, but for lack of agents have been 
unable todo so. Mr. Campbell would re- 
ceive the same status and position as our 
own missionaries ; he would bea member of 
our local Board, whose functions are con- 
fined to the temporalities and finances of 
the Mission; they having no control what- 
ever over the spiritual, ministerial or edu- 
cational work of the missionaries. Mr. 
Campbell would report direct to the Pres- 
byternan Church in Canada, as to the pro- 
gress and success of his labours, and a copy 
ot that report wonld be transmitted to our 
C. mmuittee for their information. 


The only expense which, at present, 
would fall upon the Presbyterian Church 


This is. 
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in. Canada, is Mr. Campbell’s salary. 
Your last question has reference to the ex- 
tension of the work. ‘That, as 1 have 
already hinted» at, is unbounded. It is 
great, and becomiuy greater every year, In 
Madras. It extends itself to every town 
and city, not only in the Madras Presi- 
dency, but th oughout India, where dwell 
Knglish speaking Hindoos, “ thousands of 
whom,” as the late Dr. Norman Mcleod 
has said, ‘“‘are breaking away from the 

rosser forms of worship which prevail in 
Hae: avd are casting abont for a better 
foundation on which their religious feelings 
and convictions may rest.”

The Free Church Presbytery of Glasgow, 
after a long discussion on the case, } assed by 
6l votes against 15, a resulution setting forth 
that © the Rev. Mr. Maciver, forinerly minis- 
ter of a Free Gaelic congreg ition in Gla-- 
gow,but now under call to the Pari-h Church 
of Uig, has been guilty of conduct involving 
the abandonment of the distinctive principles 
of the Free Church and fitted to encourage 
divisive courses, and, in particular, to affect 
most injJuriously the Free Church congre- 
gation of Vig: and that he is no longer a 
minister or member of the Free Church. 
Presbytery could do no more ! 


Tae Rev. Dr. Thompson, prec of 


the Fourth Presbyterian Church, New York 
city, has been reveived into the Presbytery 
of Glasgow, Kstablished Church of Scot- 
land. ; ; 

At a soiree held in the Free Church, Car- 
luke, the Rev. John White, pastor, presid- 


ing, interesting addresses were delivered 
by the chairman. and by the Rev. H. Gib- 
son, Canada, and others. 

Port-Giascow —The Rev. John Small, 
of the Free Church, Bombay —Vhis Rev. 
gentieman, who has been visiting his rela- 
tives, has been obliged to start for thescene 
of his labours in consequence of the lament- 
ed death of the late Dr. Wilson. 


Saiton, Hast Loruy1an.—The Rev. James 
Barles, late axsistant tothe Rev. Mr. Nicoll, 
Free St. Stephen’s, Glaszow, has been 
ordained to the charge of the Free Church, 
Salton. ; 

Tue Late Dr. Witson or BomBpay.—The 
announcement of the death of this veteran 
missionary, though not unexpected, was re- 
ceived with profound regret throughout 
the Empire. 


The jate Dr. Wilson was a native of Lau- 
der, where he was born about 1803. Kd- 
ucated at the University of Edinburgh, he 
was in due course ordained to the ministry 
of the Church of Scotland. . Having re- 
solved to devote himself to the missionary 
work, he, in 1828, went out to Bombay 
under the auspices of the Scottish Mis- 


sionary Society, an association akin to 
the London Missionary Society. When, 


in 1836, that organisation was broken 
up, he joined the Mission prosecuted at 
Bombay, in connection with che Church of 
Scotland, and, as one ofits agents, continued 
to labour till the Disruption, when be threw 
in his lot with the FreeChurch. This step 
led to the severance of old ties: but Dr. 
Wilson rernsained at Bombay, and, m con- 
junction with some kindred spirits—notably 
Mr. Nisbet—he founded the Free Church 
mission, of which he has ever since con- 
tinued to be the head. So long agoas 1832 
he founded an institution for the higher 
education of the native vouth, which 1s now 
affiliated with the University of Bombay. 
From the incorporation of the University in 
1867, he acted ax Dean to the Faculty of 
Arts, and in [868 he was a; pointed Vice- 
Chancellor, being the first time that such an 
‘ ftice had been beld by a missionary. On 
the whole, it seems generally admitted that 
during his long career at Bombay, Dr. Wil- 
son approved himself the ablest and most 
influential mission ry resident in the pre- 
sidencv, Six years ago, when he left for 
home, to enjoy the well-earned distinction 
of being moderator of the Free Church As- 
sembly, persons of all classes united in pay- 
ing him a tribute of respect, while the Gov- 
ernor went the length of saying that as a 
missionary he had been the first to bring 
Europeans and natives together, and pro- 
mote between them friendly: intercourse. 
itwasin May 1870 that Dr Wilsou occupied 
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the chair of the General Assembly. After 
making a considerable stay in this country, 
he returned to the land of his life-long 
jabours, at an age when most men think of 
withdrawing from active exertion. He re- 
sumed missionary work, and prosecuted it 
zealously while strength lasted ; but we un- 
derstand that for some time before his death 
he had been entirely laid aside from public 
duties.

DeatH oF Lapy Lovisa Stuart. 


By the death of the Hon. Lady Louisa 
Stuart at Traquair House yesterday (writes 
a Peebles correspondent), has passed away 
the last of the Royal House of Stuart. The 
deceased lady was in her hundredth year, 
and was sister of the eighth and last Earl of 
Traquair. Lady Louisa Stuart was a re- 
markable woman, and by her methodical 
and stately manners she maintained the 
dignity of her race. The idea of royalty 
entered into all she did, and ‘* Court’ style 
was daily observed in the house. Her 
faculties remained unimpaired to the last. 


MISSIONARY ITEMS. 


News rrom Arar.—The Presbytery of 
Japan, on satisfactory examination, have 
recently licensed two of the young men un- 
der its care as probationers to preach the 
Gospel. Several other young men are pur- 
suing studies with a view to the ministry. 

The model church has been discovered at 
last. “It is in Japan. It has but twenty 
male members, but of these, thirteen are lay 
preachers, who visit six stations per week. 
eee man not incapacitated by age or 
sickness for active work is pledged to la 
effort at his own expense, and the church 
accepts no male candidate for membership 
unless he will give such a pledge. Whata 
wonderful change such a church might 
effect in the moral condition of cven the 
best of Canadian towns! 

The Protestants have now fifty mission- 
ary stations in Japan, and many native 
preachers. A new Presbyterian chapel, 
with room for seating three hundred per- 
sons, has just been opened in the capital, 
and Dr. ena preached the sermon in 
the Japanese language. 

The Telegraph announces that the appeal 
of the King of Uganda for missionaries, to 
be sent through Mr. Stanley, has been res- 
ponded to: a gentleman, whose name is 


meanwhile withheld, haying placed the sum 
of £10,000 in the hands of the Church Mis- 
sionary Society in order to answer the in- 
vitation of King Mtesa, and to carry out 
the experiment of establishing a Christian 
centre of civilization in the heart of that 
dark Continent. It is added that the so- 
ciety in question has always united evange- 
lical labours with the arts of industry and 
commerce, thus blending moral with social 
regeneration. 

The Rev. George Cairns, of the Madagas- 
car mission, says that its wonderful success 
is owing to the aggressive pioneer work of 
the native Christians themselves. Christian 
soldiers or slaves sent into the country 
where no missionary has been, observe their 
Christian duties ; their example is observed 
and followed by the heathen, and before 
long a congregation is formed, wanting 
Bibles, hymn and spelling books, and finally 
a teacher and minister for the church that 
is sure to be formed. 

As a result of missionary work in the 
Micronesian Jslands, within twenty-five 
years the American Board of Missions re- 
ports the reduction to writing of four 
dialects, and the translation of a whole ora 
part of the New Testament into them; the 
creation of schools and the preparation of 
school-books; the compilation of half a 
thousand Christian songs; the training of a 
generation to read and write; the conversion 
to Christ during the past twenty-two years 
of about 1,200 souls, (a yearly average of 
forty-five), and the organisation of twenty 
churches. 

It is reported that the Imperial author- 
ities of China have issued a proclamation 
declaring that foreigners have a right to 
preach the Gospel throughout China, and 
must be protected in so doing. 

A friend writing from Entally, Calcutta, 
says :—‘* We are having times of blessing 
here. All the churches retain the b.essings 
of the revival resulting from the Union 
meetings iu July, and are anticipating more 
or less eagerly more blessed times still dur- 
ing tlre ensuing cold season. In this spirit 
the American Methodist Mission of Northern 
India have proposed the expansion of their 
annual special meetings at Lucknow during 
the Durgo Poojah holidays into a camp- 
meeting, to which Christians from all parts 
of India are invited. 


A Westeyan Missionary at Hankow, 
China, writes as follows :— 


You will be glad, I doubt not, to hear 
that this has been a year of grace to the 
missionaries resident in the three adjacent 
cities of Hankow, Hanyang, and Wuchang. 
During the first week of January we met for 
united prayer. The meetings were attended 
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by members of the American Episcopal Mis- 
sion, of the London Missionary Society, of 
the China Inland Mission, and of the Wes- 
leyan Missionary Society. They were all 
of them remarkable for the manifestation 
of the presence and power of the Holy 
Spirit. Men of such different Churches and 
creeds, and of different nations, were united 
together in the holiest of bonds—namely, 
those of true Christian brotherhood It was 
felt by all, that, in order to improve the 
state of our mission work, we ourselves 
must be afresh baptized with the Holy 
Ghost and with fire. 


It was decided to meet monthly to pray 
together over our own spiritual life, and 
over the spiritual life of the native churches 
committed to our care. So far these month- 
ly gatherings have been better than we 
ventured even to hope for. Indeed, the 
Lord has been present in our midst, and 
several of our number have been enabled to 
consecrate themselves afresh and fuily to 
the Master’s holy service, and have proved 
Him able to save * to the uttermost.”

9. Have any Evangelistic services been 
held in the congregation?

JHE FoITOR'S PANCTUM. 


Very painful rumours have been circul- 
ating in England for some weeks past, in 


reference to the su den disappearance of 


Mr. and Mrs. Pearsall Smith, who had been 
spending much of their time in Europe 
fur the last few years, teaching the theory 
of what they themselves call ** the higher 
Cliri tian lite,’ more generally known as 
the doctrine of Perfectionism. Mr. Smith 
is a man of polished address, and his wile 
a lady of oratorical ability, They made 
their way into the highest circles of society 
In every country they visited, and were 
pationized not only by the nobility, but by 
some of the crowned heads in Europe. 
Making due allowances for exaggerated 
reports, it seems now to be admitted that 
the opinions which they promulgated were 
unscriptural and dangerous, and that their 
private conduct was in -ome important 
respects, so inconsistent with their profes- 
sions, that it became necessary to suggest 
the propriety of their discontinuing their 
‘evangelistic labours.’? Such instances 
should admonish Christian people not to 
be carried away with every wind of doctrine, 
and to seta higher value on the ordinary 
means of grace within their reach, 


The so-called Romance of Missions has 
not yet been quite obliterated. We find a 
trace of itin the bearims of that rare oid 
missionary, Dr. Duff, who, after speaking 
eloquently and enthusiastically on the 
mission cause so near his beart for the 
space of an hour, fainted away and was 
carried into an adjoining room, and who, 
on coming to himself ayain, insisted that 
he should be carried back to the platform 
to finish his discourse, which he did by 
telling his audience that if there should be 
found anv difficulty in inducing the young 
men of Scotland to offer their services as 
missionaries tothe heathen, he knew of one 
old man who was willing to return to India,. 
and, if he could not hope to live and work 
very long, was at least “ready to die for 
the cause.” And was there not a touch of 
romance, too, in the appearance of the 
venerable Dr. Moffat, the great missionary 
of South Atrica, recounting before an 
English audience in Westminster Abhey,. 
the storv of his adventurous life. The 
London Times, referring to the missionary 
and his speech, says: 

‘For a man to tiave surrendered himself 
so completely to the interr sts of the people 
whom he desired to evang lize, that he has 
at length to apologize to an assembly ot 
his own countrymen, as Dr. Moffat did, 
tor having ceased to think in his native 
tongue, is a rare exhibition of the true 
missionary spirit. It will certainly be one 
of the most memorable incidents to be 
recounted by some future Dean Stanley, 
when supplementing the already recorded 
history of Westminster Abbey, that Dr. 
Moffat, speaking near the grave of Dr. 
Livingstone, should have described within 
its walls the principles on which he and 
his illustrious follower laid the first real 
foundation of South African Christianity.” 

The Presbyterian Churches of America, 
which for some time hesitated to identify 
themselves with the national centenial 
celebration of next year, have thrown aside 
their reserve, and are prepared to seize the 
opportunity of claiming some part of the 
enthusiasi that will be created for the 
advancement of the Home Mission work,. 
which has had so much to do with the 
prosperity of their country. ‘* How appro- 
priate,” says the Preshyterian, ‘that all 
the Churehes throughout the country should 
Labi separately as churches, or as 
clusters of churches in central places, par- 
ticularly all churches that.had ever had 
missionary aid and have: become self: 
sustaining, for special thanksgiving to God 
for what he has wrought through this arm 
of the Church, to call on each other to 
‘‘remember the days of old,” to note the 
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progress and growth of the C :urch and 
country, to strengthen our patriotism and 
faith in God, to fill the Treasury of the 
Board, to close the year and the century 1m 
triumph, and that we may step forth boldly 
into the second century, calmly looking at 
the great work to be done, and confidently 
expecting to make still greater achievements 
for the Master.” ‘ 
The great question among ourselves just 
now is that of Rericious Liperty, and a 
determination on the partof the Protestants 


of Canada, to resist the aggressions of 


Ultramontanism. The proceedings con- 
nected with the burial of Guibori, the 
destruction of a chapel erected by the 
Methodists for the use of the Indians at 
Oka, and other intrigues and acts of violence 
have aroused public indignation, and have 
opened eyes and mouths to see things in 
their true light and to derounce them as 
they deserve. The immediate result has 
‘been the formation of a ‘*Pretestant Defence 
Alliance,” having its centre in Montreal, 
and its branches all over the land, and 
which is destined to bring about a new era 
ia the history of Canada, by which our 
Roman Catholic country men will in the 
long run be the greatest gainers.

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Here AND THERE.—A certain traus- 
lantic Presbytery has resolved this winter 
to send a deputation to all the congrega- 
tions within its bounds for the purpose of 
reminding the people of the importance 
of the principles which have given rise to 
divisions in the Presbyterian family. 
We, too, are visiting all the congregations 
of the Presbyterian Church in Canada, 
with this distinction, however ; we go to 
tell our people that we have buried the 
hatchet. that we have agreed to let by- 
gones be by-gones, and, that, henceforth, 
we want no controversy but to provoke 
one another to love and good works. Let 
us be thankful for this distinction with 
such a difference. We wish the brethren 
much success in their winter campaign. 


THE POWER oF NumMBERS.—A learned 
lecturer not loug since astonished his 
audience by holding up before them a 
small piece of black shale, remarking, — 
“This pound of coal is capable of pro- 
ducing a force that can lift a weight of 
one hundred pounds to the height of one 
mile above the earth’s surface.’ And 
from this he went on to calculate the 
latent power pent up in the undeveloped 
coal-fields of the world. In like manner 
we might find representative men in all 
the Churches who have shewn in a re- 
mar kable degree the capacity of ‘‘ the one- 
man power.” Luther and Knox among 
the Reformers: Chalmers and Guthrie 
among the Preachers; John Williams and 
Bishop Pattison among the Missionary 
Martyrs; Wilberforce and Muller, the 
brothers Haldane and Crossly, among 
philanthropists: Wesley, Whitefield and 
Moody among evangelists, not to speak 
of honourable women, not a few. But 
who shall attempt to compute from such 
data the dormant power of the church, or 
the change that will come over the world 
when every nominal Christian shall be 


found doing with their might, what they 
ean for the good of their fellow-men ? 
If the attempt to convert ornamental 
office bearers, acd dead congregation: , and 
lukewarm individuals, into ardent and 
useful associations be an arduous task, it is 
not a hopeless one: at all events it is the 
life’s work to which every faithful min- 
ister stands solemnly pledged, by the help 
of God, to accomplish. 


SYSTEMATIC GIvinG.— We cannot too 
soon yield to the conviction that ‘“ Sys- 
tematic giving for Christ's Kingdom isa 
necessity of that Kingdom.” The best 
practical treatise we know of on this sub- 
ject isa compilation of five essays publish- 
ed some years ago, and since widely cir- 
culited, under the title of ‘‘ Gold and the 
Gospel.” ‘'he writer of one of these es- 
says, the Rev. John Ross of Hackney, 
London, recently deceased, did perhaps 
more in his life-time than any other man, 
by precept and his own example, to com- 
mend the gospel of giving. as a divine ac- 
cessory of the gospel of salvation. But, 
without any such aid, there is nothing to 
prevent any minister instituting a system 
adapted to the circumstances of his con- 
gregation, by which every member of his 
church, rich and poor, may be educated in 
the duty and privilege of helping on the 
Lord’s work. ‘The best exampleto which 
our short experience at present enables us 
to point, in illustration of the principle 
we contend fur, is thit referred to in 
another column, where we find one of our 
couvregations, and that by no means the 
wealthivst, contributing for the Foreign 
Missions of the Church over $1000, and 
for the different branches of its Home 
Missions not far from two thousand dol- 
lars. We recommend those who cannot 
procure acopy of Gold and the Gospel,” 
to send for a copy of the last annual report 
of Erskine Church, ‘Montreal. 
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French EVANGELIZATION.—AS will 
be seen from our long list of acknowledge- 
ments, contributions have begun to come 
in liberally. Let the stream flow on. 
The work is a great one, and continues 
to prosper. Many are being brought 
to the knowledge of the truth, and are 
rejoicing in the liberty wherewith Christ 
makes His people free. So many, indeed, 
that there seems scarcely to be room 
enough to receive them in the places of 
worship provided for them. 


Our Home Misstons.—Let the 
Churches throughout the Dominion gird 
up their loins and apply themselves with 
a will to the work given them to 
do in their Home Mission fields. No 
other work can have such claims upon 
them as that of giving the Bread of 
Life to their own children. There are 
few congregations that cannot recal the 
time—and that not so very far back— 
when they were in a position to accept 
aid to a greater or less extent from 
others. For this, if for no higher reason, 
they should be found willing to con- 
tribute to the necessities of their breth- 
ren. If we ure laying the found:tious 
of a great natiovality, how can we better 
begin than by preaching the Gospel and 
planting churches in those remote settle- 
ments where the hardy back-woods-man 
has gone to subdue the wilderness and 
prepare the way for commerce and 
civilization ? And, those of us who have 
been nourished from infancy by the 
beloved old church across the sea—the 


Mother of us all—will best evince our | 


gratitude, and justify in her eyes the 
new relationships on which we have 
entered, by shewing that we are equal 
to the responsibilities we have assumed. 
And this by the blessing of God we will 
do. 

There are many thousands of our 
countrymen, who, without our aid, must 
toil on for iong years without hearing 
the sound of the preacher’s voice. And 
there are devoted preachers who must 
either abandon fields already occupied, 
or be doomed to lives of drudgery, with 
the cheerless prospect of encountering 


“age and want, Oh! ill-matched pair!” 
Let those who occupy the watch-towers, 
proclaim the intimation, with no uncertain 
sound. Let every man, woman and 
child be invited to share in the good 
work, and we have no fear for the result. 
If this is not done—‘ Sin lieth at the 
door.” 


THE SCHEDULE SystEmM.— Without 
being accused of riding a hobby, may 
we be allowed to put in a word for the 
use of collecting cards, or schedules, as 
they are called,—one of the modern 
‘‘improvements ’’ which has been found 
advantageous wherever fairly tried. The 
schedule is a small slip of paper ruled 
into separate columns for each of the 
schemes of the Church, with this or 
similar superscription, — “ The under- 
signed desires to contribute the sums 
herein specified, and authorizes the duly 
appointed collector to call monthly (or 
quarterly, as the case may be) for the 
amount mentioned in the last column.”’ 
Say that the annual collections ordered 
by the Assembly, are for four distinct 
purposes, the amount that a party is 
willing to contribute for each is entered 
in its proper column, the sum of the 
four is carried into the fifth column, and, 
in the last column, the monthly or 
quarterly proportion thereof. No one 
is likely to put his name to a document 
of this kind without being led to ask 
himself in the first place, how much he 
ought to give. And, in the second place, 
having made up his mind intelligently 
and deliberately on this point, he is sure 
to be prepared to honour the obligation. 
The work of the collector becomes in 
this way a very easy one. The objection 
sometimes urged against this method, 
and ‘nailed with scripture,” is in many 
cases a subterfuge, for, if the left hand 
of those who scruple did know ‘ what the 
right hand doeth,” sometimes at least 
it would know very little. We could 
instance many cases in which congre- 
gations have doubled and trebled their 
annual contributions by the use of the 
schedule system, and with a great saving 
of wear and tear to the machinery. Our

A FrouitruL, Hive.— Last month, 
under this heading, we gave the names 
of fifteen ministers who emanated from a 
single congregation in Pictou County, 
N.S., in the course of 33 years. ‘Taking 
us at our word, the Rev. W. P. Walker, 
of Ancaster, has since furnished us with 
the names of a much larger number of 
ministers, hailing from the small village 
of Lochwinnoch in Renfrewshire, Scot- 
land, during less than 30 years, of whom 
10 belong to the Established Church, 
8 to the Free Church, besides a number 
of others not classified. We must admit 
that Lochwinnoch is a most fruitful hive. 


CoRRECTION.— When speaking of “ the 
United Presbyterian Church in Canada,” 
it was stated in the first number of the 
RecorD that, of “ those who had to do 
with the formation of the Synod, the 
venerable Dr. Taylor, of Montreal, is 
now the sole survivor.’’ It affords us 
pleasure to be informed that the Rev. 
William Fraser, of Bondhead, is also 
one of the surviving Fathers of that 
Church, and one, too, who, as Clerk of 
Synods and Assemblies since 1848, has 
shouldered a great deal of the hard work 
of the church.

Foreign Missions. 


Toronto, 10th February, 1876. 
Eprror Recorp. 


As many congregations make their annual 
missionary appropriations about this season, 
we desire once more to call attention to the 
claims of Foreign Missions. An additional 
labourer for the Saskatchewan Mission has 


been secured in the person of Mr. Thompson 


who, in the spring, proceeds to that field,in the 
double capacity of a teacher and missionary 
Catechist. From the high character for 
ability, prudence and zeal which Mr. Thomp- 
son bears, there is the best ground for con- 
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fidence that he will prove a valuable acces- 
sion to our mission Staff. In India and 
China, the Committee have decided to make 
a forward movement, trusting to the libera- 
lity of the Church to supply the funds. A 
third missionary must be sent to China, and 
we are glad to say there is a prospect thata 
labourer will be soon found for that ex- 
ceedingly promising field. We also decided 
to send one or two missionaries to Central 
India. Two should, if possible, be sent to 
initiate the work there. The field is open 
and most inviting. Indiaand China are both 
expensive mission fields. But when we re- 
member that more than half of the human 
race is found in these two countries, surely 
the expense will not be allowed to deter us 
from going in and seeking to win their perish- 
ing millions for Christ. 

We are happy to say that the appeal which 
we made in January has already met in 
various quarters with a very encouraging 
response. Erskine Church, Montreal, which 
has always taken a deep interest in the work, 
has sent $1000,00 as its annual contribution 
to the Foreign Mission Fund. Several con- 
try congregations have also sent liberal con- 
tributions. Mr. Joseph McKay of your city, 
who last year made a tour round the world, 
and who inspected Foreign Mission work in 
many fields on his way, has sent us a dona- 
tion of $1000. to the Fund. His letter which 
I append, will I am sure be read with inter- 
est, and I trust many more will emulate his 
noble example.

CoNGREGATIONAL Reports.—Primus ~ 
inter pures, must be ranked that of 
Erskine Church, Montreal. The con- 
tributions for all purposes ‘during the 
year 1875, amount to $17.342.82. ‘The 
ordinary revenue of the Church from 
pew rents and Sabbath collections, was 
$6167. For the building and other funds, 
there was raised $2936 ; for the poor fund 
$344. The congregational Missionary 
Society collected $3159, and the Juvenile 
Missionary Association. $459. Among 
the disbursements, we find for stipends 
of two ministers, $4200; to the Assem- 
bly’s Home Mission Fund, $1475, and to 
the Foreign Mission Fund. $1180; for 
French Mission Work, ’$333, and for the 
College, about $1000. These results 
are due to systematic agencies begun 
many years ago, and continued with 
exemplary perseverance, and by which 
every member of the congregation is 
afforded an opportunity, once a month, 
of contributing to the schemes -of the 
Church. In future. it is intended to 
make querterly distributions’ to the 
several funds. Were this plan generally 
adopted, we would be able to put a stop 
to the expensive habit of going to the 
Banks ‘or *‘ accommodation.” 

Stanley St. Church, also in Montreal, 
is not far behind alma mater. Of course, 
it had to make *‘a spurt’ in the erection 
vf such a beautiful church as they have 
built., But $3143 was paid for the support 
of ordinances, and the goodly sum of 
$1982 was handed over to the Colleee and 
Mission Funds of the Church. For the 
building fund there was contributed 
$11,971. The whole amount for the 
year was $17.386. A good illustration 
of what can be done by a willing people. 

The thirty-first annual report of the 
Knox Church, Ottawa, is also before us 
in a neat pamphlet of 22 pages. It 
recites the history of the congregation, 
records affectionate remembrance of Rey, 
Thomgs Wardrope’s ministry. extending - 
over a quarter of a century, and of that of 
his successor, Professor McLaren, under 
whose administration the present hand-_ 
some Church edifice was begun. It also 
mentions how the congregation was — 
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weakened by a considerable number of 


the people remaining hehind to worship 
in the old Church, and how, again, it 
took heart of grace, and, after a 
vacancy of two years, rallied round its 
present energetic minister, Mr. Farries 
who now reports a membership of |20 
families. and 195 communicants. The 
accompanying financial statements refer 
to a certain amount: of debt on the 
property, but a determination is also 
indicated to be rid of it as soon as 
possible. 

The report of St. John’s, Almonte, 
notwithstanding the great financial pres- 
sure of last year, is far from discouraging 
Measures for. the extinction of a small 
amount of debt have only been delayed a 
little longer. They are not abandoned. 
In higher things, the year hasbeen one 
of provress. An unusual number of 
young people have been added to the 
communion roll, which now numbers 191. 
No seat rents are tuken—members being 
expected: to contribute, according to 
their own sense of duty, to the muin- 
tenance of ordinances. 

St. Andrew’s Church at Huntingdon, 
Que.. is reported to be in a prosperous con- 
dition—no lcss than 130 new members 
having been added to the communion 
roll since the induction of its present 
minister, in May 1874. Since July last. 
the congregation contributed $120. for 
the schemes of the Church, 

- The manse at Martintown has been put 
in a' thorough state of repair. Hverythi>g 
in the way of decoration being done.in 
the best style, the Kirk and the Munse, 
tovether, are both a credit to the congre- 


- gation, and oreament the beautiful site 


they occupy. Some $800 have been ex- 
pended on the improvements. 

New Cuurcurts.—!he magnificent 
Tabernacle just completed for Rev. D. J. 
Macdonnell, ia Toronto, will come up for 
notice next month along with the con- 
gregational report of St. Andrew's Chureb. 
Besides this, we have intimation of four 
‘‘ dedications’ within amonth. . (1) St. 
John’s Church, Walkerton, was opened by 
Professor. McLaren, of Knox. College. 
This is the third church built by the Con- 


eregation and their minister, the Rev. R. 
C. Moffatt — Log—Frame—and now the 
handsume brick, costing $9000. An apt 
illustration of how we “go ahead” in 
the West. Is there not room for another 
Chureh in the Capital? Come on St. 
Andrew’s people! (2) At Meaford, 
Principal Caven, of Toronto, officiated at 
the opening of a handsome gothic struct- 
ure, 40x65, with a tower and on 120 feet 
in height, the whole costing nearly $7000, 
From the glowing accounts given in the 
*- Monitor,” the whole city must have 
been siated to enthusiasm over this 
oceasion, which others of us afsr off also 
rejoice to hear of. (3) Wherever Mr. 
Sieverightis, theredo churchesand manses 
rise up asif by mayvic. He is now one 
of the ministers. of Knox Church, 
Goderich, and officiated lately at the open- 
ing of ‘¢ the Union Presbyterian Church,” 
Goderich Township assisted by the Rev. 
J.C. Smith, of Hamilton. The collections 
at the services amounted to $300—leav- 
ing only a balance of $250 to be provided 
for, This is the fourth Presbyterian 
Church erected in this neighbourhood 
within the past five years! (4) Lyn is 
in a fair way of becoming famous. On 
the 6th instant, Principal MacViear, of 
\lontreal, preached ‘‘ powerfully ’’—as 
he always does—at the opening of a 
beautiful new church in that rising 
village. Mr.. Burton, of Belleville— 
formerly of Lyn—preached in the after- 
noon, and was followed. by the venerable 
William Smart—next to Mr. Henderson, 
of st. Andrew’s—the oldest | 'resbyterian 
minister.in the country, whose ordination 
dates from 1811, and whose address upon 
this pccasion was peculiarly touching and 
effective. Other members of Mr. Brown’s 
congregation have caught the infection, 
and purpose building a new church at 
C.intown. ‘‘Already’’ adds our corres- 
pondent, “the Union has borne fruit, 
and an impetus has been given to the 
Church which will be most beneficially 
felt. throughout the rural districts of 
Ontario.” 

PrRESENTATIONS.—We. heartily con- 
gratulate Dr. Muir, of 8, Georgetown, 
on the receipt of a very handsome present

from his people on the occasion of his 
completing the 77th year of his age, and 
the 40th of his ministry in this place, 
We also congratulate the congregation 
on their increasing activities in the 
general interests of the Church. $1000 
they have lately spent in improvements 
upon their place of worship and _ its 
belongings. Their “Women’s Board” 
reports $117 gathered for missionary 
purposes. The congregation have given 
$130 for French ‘Evangelization—the 
Sabbath School, $15 in addition for the 
same, and $20 for India Missions during 
past year. 

Another fur coat and cap, with an 
address, ‘‘ from the ladies!’ The happy 
young minister in this case is the Rev. 
James Fraser, of Litchfield. Last month, 
the managers of St. Andrew’s Congre- 
gation, Mountain and 8. Gower, purchased 
a fine manse for their minister, Rev. A. 
H. Cameron, at a cost of $1550—the 
whole amount is subscribed for, too. 
Along with this, mention is made of many 
seasonahle gifts from a warm _ hearted 
congregation. The minister of St. John’s 
Church, QMornwall, no longer resides in 
“his own hired house,” having lately 
taken possession of one of the finest 
manses in the country, erected at a cost of 
some $6000, and it, too, is in a fair way of 
being speedily paid for, if the action of 
the eleven disciples who met together 
the other day to talk the matter over, 
and who subscribed $2500 before they 
parted, be a fair criterion to judge by. 
The members of Kev. James Cleland’s 
Bible Class, Mill St. Church, Port Hope, 
have presented their teacher with a photo- 
graphic likeness of the minister of Mill 
St. Church. Rev. John J. Cameron 
received a very sensible gift of a sleigh 
and robes from members of the congre- 


gation of N. Hasthope and New Ham-: 


burgh. In equal good taste was the 
presentation of a horse “to the Rev. 
James Ferguson. of Alvinston.” Rev. 
Mr. Hislop, of Avonton, has also been 
“agreeably surprised’ by receiving a 
complimentary address and a well-filled 
purse of money. Last of all, the vener- 
able Thomas Alexander, of Mount 


Pleasant, was waited upon “‘by the young 
people, and a few of the parents, at his 
boarding place, and presented with a 
pulpit gown.” But why don’t they 
build a manse? It would make it so 
much more Pleasant. 

The Rev. F. McCuaig, of Clinton, has 
received an address and presentation 
from his Bible Class, which, we are glad 
to hear, numbers 100 scholars. 

The ladies of St. Paul’s Church, 
Middleville, presented the Rev. Wm. 
Cochrane, with a fine copy of Baxter’s 
Polyglot Bible, and the members of the | 
Dalhousie branch presented the minister’s 
horse with a magnificent testimonial in 
the shape of 114 bushels of oats! Other 
farmers may take the hint. 

SorrEES.—Pray don’t ask us to journ- 
alize soirees, They are most excellent 
institutions as every one knows. Just 
imagine one in St. Andrew’s Church, 
Fergus, with Rev. J. B. Mullan, pre- 
siding! or another in Fort Massey Church, 
Halifax, with Dr. Burns, swaying an 
andience at his will, and, from one, learn ~ 
all ! 

InpuctTions AND CALLs.— Among the 
first of our ministers to resign his charge 
in the interests of the Union, was the 
Rev. J. A. Murray, of St. Andrew’s 
Church, Lindsay. We have now to 
congratulate our friend on his induction 
to the large and influential charge of St. 
Andrew’s Church, London, Ont., which, 
by the latest statistics, embraces over 
four hundred families, and has about 
600 communicants on the roll. The 
Rev. E. B. Panton, formerly of the 
C. BP. Church at Lindsay, and who 
resigned at the same time and for the 
same reason as Mr. Murray, has received 
and accepted a call to Bradford. In 
like manner, the Rev. Elias Mullan and 
Rev. David Taylor, relinquished their 
charges at Spencerville, immediately 
after the Union, and we have now the 
satisfaction of stating that the congre- 
gations in that place are harmoniously 
united, and are also supplied with a 
pastor, the Rev. W. J. Dey, M.A., who 
was ordained and inducted on the 5th 
of January last, and has commenced his 
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labours with most encouraging prospects 
of success. The Rev. J. M. Gray, of 
Roslin and Thurlow, has accepted a call 
from the congregation of Stirling, and 
the Rev. H. D. Steele, a call from 
Amherst Island. The Rev. Thomas 
McKee has received a cail from Alliston 
and Carluke, and Mr. J. J. Cochrane, 
probationer, a call from Townline and 


Ivy. 


PERSONAL.—The Rev. James Fraser 
Campbell, lately of Halifax, N. S., 
intends shortly proceeding to India as 
a missionary of our Church. Having 
visited a large number of the congre- 
gations in the Maritime Provinces, he has 
commenced a series of meetings in this 
Western Section, under the auspices of 
the Foreign Mission Committee. We be- 
speak for Mr. Campbella hearty welcome 
wherever he goes, feeling sure that his 
visits will be appreciated, and that in- 
creasing interest in’ the great work to 
which he has devoted himself is sure to 
follow. Besides opening their houses, 
and their pulpits, the missionary’s friends 
can, by a little fore-thought, do a great 
deal for him in facilitating his movements 
from place to place, and everywhere 
giving him to understand that we know 
the meaning of ‘ purse-and-all con- 
secration.” 

The Rev. Joseph Gandier of Fort 
Coulonge, is on a missionary tour to the 
Shanties on the Ottawa and Northern 
Branches. 

The Rev. Dr. Jenkins, of Montreal, 
when last heard from, was in Scotland, 
where he preached to large congregations 
in Edinburgh and North Leith. Thence 
he intended proceeding via Paris and 
Leghorn to Rome. He will probably be 
present at the General Assemblies, in 
May, and, along with the Rev. George 
M. Grant, of Halifax, will have some- 
thing to say about the Presbyterian 
Church in Canada. 


MEETINGS OF PRESBYTERIES. 


Guenaarry. At lastregular meeting held 
in Cornwall, on the lst February, the 
names of Rev. Thomas McPherson of Lan- 


caster, Rev. Peter Watson of Williamstown, 
and the Rev. Neil Brodie, were removed 
from the roll, The Presbytery having 
been satisfied that the e¢ongregation of 
Williamstown adheres to the Union, dis- 
solved the tie between it and Mr. Watson, 
and appointed the clerk to declare the 
church vacant in the usual way. <A com- 
mittee was appointed to watch over the 
interests of the Church within the bounds, 
and to take all necessary legal steps for 
protecting the civil rights of all parties 
concerned. 

Orrawa. Twenty-four ministers and 
fifteen elders attended the last quarterly 
meeting of this Presbytery, when a large 
amount of business was transacted. The 
Rev. Mr. Stewart, of Pakenham, in defer- 
ence to the expressed wishes of his con- 
gregation, declined to accept an urgent 
call from Pembroke. A committee was 
appointed to take a general oversight of all 
matters connected with the Sabbath Schools 
in the Presbytery, and to report at next 
meeting. The Home Mission Work of the 
Presbytery, extending over a very wide 
field, occupied much of the time and 
attention of the Court. 


Kineston. At the January meeting, a 
suitable obituary minute was adopted in 
relation to the late Rev. James McIntosh, 
of Amherstglnland. Arrangements were 
made for the opening up of new stations in 
the North -eastern Section of the Presbytery ; 
a gentleman from England having offered 
encouraging assistance. The services of 
fourteen missionaries are to be sought for 
the ensuing summer. 


Toronto. This Presbytery met on Ist 
February, inter alia,—An application was 
received from members and adherents of 
our Church at Cedar Grove, to be organized 
as a congregation, under the Rev. J. Car- 
michael, of Markham. A committee was 
appointed to visit the district and to report 
to next meeting. A petition was read from 
69 members and adherents of St. Andrew’s 
Church, Toronto, praying to be organized 
as a distinct congregation, when the major- 
ity shall remove to their new Church. 
Both parties concerned having’ been duly 
heard, the petition was unanimously 
acquiesced in, Professor McLaren and Rev, 
D. J. Macdonnell being appointed to organ- 
ize the congregation in due form. It was 
also agreed that Messrs, Thomas Kirkland, 
George Wilson, and Archibald McMurchy, 
with Professor McLaren, as moderator, be 
an interim Kirk-Session. It was further 
resolved to sanction the application of Mr. 
Thomas T. Johnston—lately a minister of 
the American Presbyterian Church—to be 
received as a minister of the Presbyterian 
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Church in Canada, and that his case be 
recommended to the favourable consider- 
ation ot the General Assembly. 


Hamiutron. An important meeting of 
this Court was held at Simcog, on the 9th 
ultimo, for the purpose of dispusing of 
certain overtures anent amalyation. In 
this town there has’ hitherto existed two 
Presbyterian congregations. One has been 
without a stated pastor for several years, 
the other has enjoyed the faithful services, 
for many years, of the Rev. M. W. Living- 
stone. United, the two would constitute 
a strong and compact congregation. In 
order to facilitate this arranvement, Mr. 
Livingstone, whose eye is not yet dim, nor 
his natural force abated, has voluntarily, 
and amid many regrets, withdrawn from 
the pastorate of St. Andrew’s Church. A 
similar arrangement has been completed 
at Lynedoch, hitherto associated with 
Simcoe, the Rev. George Crystal having 
also magnanimously resigned his charge. 

The Presbytery appointed a Committee 
in each case to draft a minute of thir 
appreciation of such devotion and sacrifice. 

Lhe amalgamation was then officially 
sanctioned by the Presbytery< 

A request for moderation in a call was 
then prepared by the united congregation, 
and vranted, 

The Rev. Mr. McNeil, formerly of Mount 
Forest, is likely, we understand, to be the 
first minister. It may be mentioned that 
the congregation under the pastorate of Mr. 
Livingstone. have thoughtiully voted to 
him the use of the manse during life, as 
well as a smal] annuity. 

A special meeting of the Presbytery was 
held at St. Ann’s, County of Lincoln, for 
the ordination and induction of Mr. Janes 
Fraser into the charge of St. Ann’s and 
Wellandport. The happiest results are 
expected from this settlement. 

Wuirsy. This Court held its regular 
meeting at) Oshawa, on Tuesday, 11th 
January. There was a fair attendance of 
members. The Presbytery held a confer- 
ence on the state of religion in the con- 
gregations within the bounds, and appointed 
a committee to drafta resolution embodying 
the result of the conterence. The following 


was accepted by the | reshytery : 

“The Presbytery expresses its conviction 
of the importance of frequent conference 
upon the state of religion, with the hope 
that, by the divine blessing, we may be 
directed to those means suited to raise the 
standard of spiritual life into. closer con- 
formity with that taught in the word of 
God, than ordinarily; revails. They further 
agree that at the next ordinary meeting, 
the first hour in the afternoon be set apart. 


fur the consideration of special means for 
promotng a higher spirituality in our 
congregations.” 

Representatives from the Congregation 
at Neweastle appeared, praying to be 
disjomed trom: Newtonville. Documents 
produced showed that a sum of $750 could 
be relied on for the support of ordinances. 
The Presbytery subsequently agreed to the 
proposal. 

‘The question of Presbyterial visitation 
was introduced, and a committee appuinted 
to draw up a series of questions to be put 
to congregations. 

There was laid on the table a call from 
Bowmanville in favour of the Rev. James 
Little, Quincy, Florida, N.S. Thecall was 
sustained. 


Bruce. This Court held its quarterly 
meeting at Kincardine, in January, with a 
sederunt of sixteen ministers and three 
elders. Appointments were made for the 
moderation of calls in Tara and Allanford, 
and also in Riversdale and Itnniskillen. 
Mr. Gourlay 1ead the report of the Presby- 
terial Sabbath School Convention, hell at 
Paisley, on the 28th December fast, which 
was received and adopte The Rev. 
William Johnston, a retired minister of the 
Presbyterian Church of Canada, in con- 
nection with the ¢hurch’ of Scotland, 
applied to have his name placed on the 
roll, which was agreed to. In response to 
an application from the Pre-bytery of 
Huron, it was agreed to sanction the trans- 
ference of East Ashfield, and to have it 
united with St. Andrew’s Church, Ltuck- 
now, within the bounds of this Presbytery, 
providing all ;arties concerned are agreed 
to the proposed union. 

Huron. The last meeting of this Presby- 
tery was held at Clinton. There was a 
good attendance. 

Mr. Nieveright reported the organization 
of the Gaelic Mission Station, at Goderich, 
as directed by the Presbytery, and the 
Session of Knox Church was instructed to 
have the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper 
dispensed to the Gaehe Congregation, A 
Petition from 57 members and 55 adherents 
at Brucefield and vicinity was read, praying 
that they be recognized as a congregat.on, 
and a Cominittee was appoited to attend to 
the matter. The Presbytery then took up 
an application of Mr. Cameron, of Nippen, 
Moderator of the session’ ot Bayfiela, for 
advice as to what course he should pursue 
in the present ci cumstances.of the congre- 
gation ef Bayfield, when. the following 
motion, moved by Mr. McCuaig, and duly 
seconded, was carried, respecting the matter, 
to wit: “The. Vresbytery having heard 
Mr. Caimeron’s stateuent, as also a lengthy 
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statement of Mr. Sieveright, accompanied 
by certain protests and appeals against a 
so called congregational meeting, held on 
Dec. 13, which this Presbytery hereby 
declares to be irregular and illegal. The 
Presbytery ass-rts its rightful claim to the 
Church, property at Baytield, appoints 
Messrs. Ur :, Sieveright, McCuaig, ministers, 
and John Scott, J. Shaw and 5. Carnoch in, 
elders, as assessors, to co-operate with the 
session of Bayfield, instructing the said 
session to take such ‘egal advice as may be 
necessary to prevent all future interference 
with the public worship of God in the 


Church, and should they see cause, to 


request the Moderator to call a special 
meeting on the matter.” 


DEATHS. 


Wiutiram ALEXANDER. At. the request 
of the Kirk Session of >t. Andrew’s Church, 
Guelph, we insert the substance of a minute 
adopted in reference tothe death of a highly 


accomplished and much esteemed Elder of 


the Church : 

«‘ Mr, Alexander, a native of Morayshire, 
Scotland, emigrated to Canada in 1832, and 
settled jn the county of Wellington. He 
was connected with this. Church for the 
long period of 43 years, holding the position 
of. Elder for 283-years. .He was warmly 
attached to the Chureh of Scotland,,,and 
when many left her, he -tood firm and 
immoveable. He punctually attended the 
House 0; God on the first day of the week, 
and in this respect was pre-eminently an 
example.to the flock. By a. long life of 
consistent conduct, he earned the respect 


ofthe comm nity and of the Chure; and 


has now we trust entered intv the juy of 
his Lord.”’ . 

Mrs. Cameron, Saugeen. This estimable 
lady passed away peacefully on the 1I7th 
January, in the 76th year of her age. She 
was a native of the Island of Mull, and 
coming to Canada with her family in 1855, 
was among the early settiers in this part 
of the country. For long years, Mrs. 
Cameron was in delicate health and unable 
to take part in the public worship of God ; 
but a well-thumbed Bible bears. testimony 
to the value which she set upon the word 
of Life. The minister or missionary was 
always welcome to her house, and more 
than one of that class who read; this will 
remember her kind hospitality, her ed fying 
conversation, and her meek and quiet spirit. 

She died as she had lived, clinging to the 
Saviour. Her oft repeated words in prospect 
were, in her own expressive tongue, ‘Is 
laidir mo dhochus nach treig e mi.”’ 
«Strong is my confidence that He will not 
forsake me.”

The “ Preshy- 
terian W:tness” published at Halifax. and 
the ‘* Advocate” at St. John, N. B , have 
as usual kept us up in local matters to 
which we now refer briefly. 


CaLus, [NDucTIONS, &c,—Rev. Alex- 
ander Russel has received a unaminous 
call to Dalhousie; stipend $750. with a 
Manse and glebe. The Rev. Samuel 
Houston has accepted a unaminous call 
St. Luke’s Church, Bathurst; stipend 
$1000, with manse and glebe. The con- 
gregation of Parrsboro, N.S , is vacant by 
tue resignation of Rev. Duncan MecKin- 
non, ‘The Rev. Isaac S: Simpson has re- 
signed the charge of Neripis — inadaquate 
support, we fear, has had something to do 
with this Surely the faithful labourer is 
worthy of his hire! Ln compliance with 
a numeronsly signed requisition, the Rev. 
Peter Melville has agreed to continue his 
services at New Kincardine for another 
year. The Rev. John J. Cameron has 
resigned the charge of St: Andrew’s 
Church, St. John, N. B , with the inten- 
tion of returning to Scotland. In parting 
with him, the Presbytery feel “ that they 
are losing one of their most useful mem- 
bers, an able and faithful preacher of the 
Word, and a brother exceedingly dilizent, 
kind, and courteous in all his pastoral and 
social relations.” A call has been moder- 
ated in at Chipman, Queen's County, in 
favour of Rev. Samuel Johnson. The Rev. 
William Caven of Ontario has, we under- 
stand, been elected assistant and successor 
to the venerabie Dr. Brooke of Frederic- 
ton. 


PRESENTATIONS.—On New Year's 
Day, Rev. Dr. Burns, of Fort. Massey, 
Halifax, received a present of $630 from 
his people, We are glad to hear that the 
Doctor's many sterling qualities are duly 
appreciated in these quarters, though we 
cannot say that we ourselves are yet quite 
reconciled to the loss we have sustained 
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by the abduction of one of our foremost 
ministers. ‘lhe Haligonians had need to 
look well to their men, lest we turn the 
tables upon them and make reprisals. 
The Rev. Lewis Jack, of Springfield, has 
also received a handsome acknowledgment 
of his services from both branches of his 
congregation. The Rev. James Ross, of 
Grand River, C.B., and his wife, have alse 
been kindly dealt with by the congregation 
in a similar way, as well as the Rev. J. 
C. Burgess of Carleton, Clerk of the 
Presbytery of St. John. 


Mrrtines.—The Ministers and Elders 
of the eight Presbyterian congregations 
in Halifax and Dartmouth had a very de- 
lightful meeting in St. Andrew’s Church, 
on a recent evening. After tea served 
in the most bountiful style by the ladies 
of St. Andrew’s, two hours were passed, 
partly in devotional exercises, and parily 
in considering the interests of religion 1a 
the city. The next meeting of the same 
kind will be held in St. Matthew’s Church 
on the first Thursday of March. 

At the last dispensation of the sacra- 
ment of the Lord’s Supper in St. Andrew’s 
Church, Sydney, C.B. the attendance was, 
as usual,very large, occupying two churches 
to the full. The ministers assisting on the 
occasion were the Rev. Dr. McLeod and the 
Rev. Messrs. Wilson, Farquharson and 
Drummond. A very deep impression pre- 
vailed, and there is reason to believe that 
many were brought under serious concern. 
On the Monday evening following, the 
annual congregational missionary meeting 
was held, with more than wonted interest. 
Hvidently, the good work begun here some 
years ago, is still progressing with great 
power. The prayer meeting, the Sabbath- 
School, the Bible Class, the communion 
roll, the weekly collections, and the sub- 
scriptions for the support of ordinances, 
all indicate life and progress. From such 
congregations we naturally expect to re- 
ceive large orders for copies of the Recorp, 
but this one has exceeded our expectations. 
At the first communion at Gray’s River, 
under Rev. E. Scott, twenty-one accessions 
were made to the Church. Upper Mus- 
quodoboit congregation meets regularly 
every Sabbath for service, whether min- 
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isterial supply has been provided or not. 
Kvery vacant congregation should do the 
same. Chalmer’s Church, Halifax, reports 
a satisfactory increase to its communion 
roll during the past year, and a prosper- 
ous condition of its finances. It has no 
‘‘pew-rents,’’ but depends for its income 
on the voluntary offerings of its members. 
The total amount of its contributions for 
the year is $3496. Its missionary and 
benevolent contributions were $793., a 
considerable increase compared with the 
previous year. The stipend is $1600. 


PrREsByYTERY MretTINes.—The Presbytery 
of Pictou met in New Glasgow on the 18th 
January. Rey. George Walker, Moderator. 
13 ministers and 8 Elders were present. It 
was reported that a new congregation had 
been formed at the Vale Colliery and Suther- 
land’s River, consisting of 109 members and 
3 Elders, and that the communion had been 
dispensed there. 

Mr. Pelletier, French Missionary, gave in 
the remainder of his trials for License, and, 
was Licensed to preach the Everlasting Gos- 
pel. Mr. George, graduate of King’s Col- 
lege, Aberdeen, and classical teacher for 
many years in the Province, was received 
by the Presbytery as a Student in Theology 
under their charge, to be emploved in the 
meantime in religious work, and received 
subjects for exercises and examination. 

PRESBYTERY OF ST. JoHN met in St.David’s 
Church, St. John, on the 11th January, and, 
with an unusual large attendance of minis- 
ters and elders, remained in session two days. 
The delegation appointed to visit St. 
George was heard: also members of that 
congregation, and Mr. Wallace their minis- 
ter; whereupon the Presbytery requested 
Mr. Wallace to withdraw the resignation he 
had tabled, coupled with certain arrange- 
ments for his better support. This Mr. W. 
agreed todo. A cal] from Greenock Church, 
St. Andrew’s, in favour of Rev. William 
Richardson was sustained, and ordered to be 
forwarded to that gentleman. Dr. Waters 
reported on behalf of a Committee appoint- 
ed to draw up a scheme for the visitation of 
the congregations within the bounds, which 
was adopted, and action taken in accordance 
therewith. The Rev. Elijah Roke, a minis- 
ter of the Congregational Church, made ap- 
plication to be received as a minister of our 
Church, and it was agreed to report favour- 
ably in this behalf to next General Assem- 
bly. 

Mrramicu1.—This court metin St. James’ 
Church, Newcastle, on Ist February. 
There were seven ministers present. After 
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sermon by the Rey. J. M. Allan, enquiry was 


made intothe financial condition of the New- 
castle congregation, which was found to be 
eminently satisfactory. The stipend is 
$1000, with a manse and glebe, and paid 
with regularity. Addresses were given by 


Rev. William Wilson, on the Home work of 


the United Church, and by the Rev. John 
Robertson, on Foreign Missions. Arrange- 


ments were then made for the induction of 


Rev. S. Russel to Dalhousie and Rev. S. 
Houston to Bathurst. Rev. Wm. Scott 
tendered his resignation of the charge of New 
Carlisle, and parties were cited to appear at 
next meeting. This court is henceforth to 
meet quarterly on the first Tuesday of Feb- 
ruary, May, August, and November, alter- 
nating between Chatham and Newcastle. 


IMMIGRANTS. 


During the past year the Nova Scotia 
Government succeeded in settling several 
families of Icelanders in Musquodoboit. 
These families are now dwelling solitarily 
in the wood, and are busily engaged 
elearing the land. As immigrants they will 
form a valuable acquisition to the popula- 
tion of the Dominion in an intellectual, 
moral and religious point of view. <Ac- 
cording to their own statements, a high 
toned morality prevails in their native 
land. Nota single murder has occurred 
in Iceland for a period of 50 years. Steps 
are soon to be taken to provide a school 
for this little colony in Musquodoboit. 
They are also feeling the want of a pastor 
to go in and out and break to them the 
Bread of Life. As immigrants are thus 
attracted to our shores, our Mission Board 
will require an increase of funds to supply 
them with gospel ordinances, 


The newly formed Presbytery of New 
Foundland is taking active steps to pro- 
mote the growth of Presbyterianism on 
the Island. Stations will be opened up in 
the Spring, and the claims of the Church 
presented before the people. This is an- 
other of the fruits of Union. 


Taat Hrve.—‘‘An old man,” hailing 
from Pictou, has also taken up the glove, 
and claims that Dr. Bayne’s congregation 
there has been even more fruitful of min- 
isters than that of New Glasgow. Be it 
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so: the more the better. Our friend be- 
gins presbyterially, by removing the 
names of three from the New Glasgow 
roll, to wit, Messrs. G. M. Grant, C. M. 
Grant and S. McGregor, claiming them 
for Pictou, he then proceeds to give the 
following names given to the ministry 
during the pastorate of Dr. Baynes’ pre- 
decessor from 1824 to 1850, a period of 
26 years. Revs. R.S. Patterson of Sum- 
merside, P. H. I.: John 8S. Murdoch late 
of Windsor, Dr. Geddie of missionary 
fame, Dr. McCulloch of Truro, Dr. Pat- 
terson of Greenhill, George Roddick of 
West River, K. J. Grant of Trinidad, 
Mr. Patterson in the United States, Dr. 
Dawson of Montreal, who is as good as a 
minister, besides quite a number of others, 
including Mr. Christie, and the brothers 
McCurdy, who received the greater part 
of their religious training in Pictou. In 
such matters, let brotherly love continue— 
each esteeming others better than them- 
selves.

REMARKS ON THIS EXHIBIT. 


The balance against the Foreign Missiow 
Fund is much more serious than appears 
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on the surface. Nearly two thousand 
dollars received for India Mission, are 
included among the receipts, and should 
be in fund, whilst they have in fact been 
used, in the meantime, as ordinary revenue. 
This sum must be furth-coming by the time 
of the meeting of the General Assembly, or 
shortly after that date, and should be in 
fund by the time of closing the annual 
accounts, which will be May 20th, the same 
date as last year. 


The Dayspring and Mission Schools Fund 
is iudebted a trifle over five hundred 
dollars; but as this is the children’s fund, 
there is no danger of it. The Balance will 
be on the other side before lovg, or past 
experience is delusive. 


Viewing Home Missions and Supplement- 
ing as one work, there are over five hundred 
dollars in fund, but it must be remembered 
that a heavy draft will be made on that 
fund, at the time of the semi-annual pay- 
ments, so that the balance on hand, at the 
closing of the accounts, should be greatly 
increased. In point of fact, the Supple- 
menting Fund is jive hundred dollars in 
debt, though it got all the benefit of the 
liberal grant from the Presbyterian Church 
of Ireland, 


The contributions for Collegiate and 
Theological Education, have increased ; 
five thousand dollars having been received 
in about five months. This, however, 
is income of all sources, and if our obligations 
are to be honourably and punctually met, it 
will be needful for all the congregations to 
respond with cordiality to the claims of this 
fuad, 


Our funds for French Evangelization 
have begun to feel the benefit of Dr. Me- 
Vicar’s manifestoes, and of Mr. Chiniquy’s 
great work in Montreal; and though not 
feeling at liberty to re nit at p esent in aid 
of that movement from our funds, anything 
speciaily contributed will be cheerfully for- 
warded. 


The three funds claiming the special 
attention of the congregations in the 
Maritime Provinces are, Foreign Missions, 
Supplementing and Theological Education. 
The work of French Missions requires 
expansion, and conseyuently inereasing 
support. Our Home Missions in the Lower 
Provinces require men more than money, 
and if Dr. Cochrane and his Committee 
would send us two or three acceptable 
preachers, we might reciprocate b aiding 
with a few hundred dollars, more especially 
as the Western Congregations seem rather 
slow in relieving that Committee of its 
em barrassments. 


] HE PABBATH PCHOOL. 


Several of the Western Presbyteries 
have been l|olding conferences for the 
furtherance of Sabbath School interests. 
A very interesting meeting was that 
held in Melville Church, Guelph, under 
the presidency of Dr. Hogg, when Mr, 
Smellie read a statistical report of the 
state of the schools in the bounds, 
Superintendents reported verbally as to 
the progress and management of their 
schools. | Instructive addresses were 
delivered by ministers and others and 
discussions followed as to the best means 
of promoting the efficiency of teachers 
and of interesting scholars. A mass 
meeting of Sabbath School . children 
formed a pleasinz feature in the services, 
which were throughout deeply interest- 
ing. 

A similar convention was held at 
Paisley, under the auspices of the Pres- 
bytery of Bruce. A number of important 
considerations were brought under notice, 
such as the election of teachers, and 
the relation of the Church to the School. 
A very proper principle was affirmed in 
this connection, namely, ‘‘ that the support 
of the Sabbath School should be provided 
by the congregation to which it belonys, 
uud its pecuniary wants made one of the 
first charges upon the ordinary revenue. 
Tt is high time this reformation were 
begun. It is a shame that teachers, who 
give so much of their time to the service 
of the Church in other ways, should 
also be placed in the position of beggars 
for money. Superintendents were ad- 
monished to be brief in their reviews of 
the lesson, and teachers, to give thein- 
selves much to prayer and the study of 
the Word of God. It was also recom- 
mended that great caution be exercised 
‘‘in asking any strangers or visitors to 
take purt in any of the exercises.”’ 

The two Sabbath School Associations 
of Montreal met in the Hall of St. Paul’s 
Church, in this city, on the evening of 
the 15th ultimo, to inaugurate their 
union in the presence of a large audience. 
The nuptials were celebrated amid great 
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enthusiasm and unanimity, Judge Tor- 
rance was elected President of the New 
Association. After the delivery of suit 
able addresses, the proceedings terminated 
with a social entertainment. 


CHILDREN OF THE SABBATH SCEOOL! 


Listen to this proposal. While the older 
members of the Church are talking about 
raising a large sum of money as a thenk- 
offering to God for the Union of the 
Churches, let the children shew them 
how to doit. ‘There are nearly, if not 
quite, 75,000 of you. If each scholar 
will lay by in store only three cents a 
month, between the first of march and 
the 15th of June next, this would amount 
to $7,500 to begin with. If each teacher 
will in like manner lay by /ifteen cents 
per month, and each Superintendent 
thirty cents per month, we should be 
able on the 15th of June, the first anni- 
versary of the Union, to:pres: nt the noble 
sum of twe/ve thousund dollars to the 
Mission Funds of the Church. Come on 
children! Those of you who will do 
this thing, send in the names of your 
schools, through your superintendents, 
to the office of ruE Recorp, and we will 
gladly eater them in a book prepared 
for the purpose. 


True Covurace.—Between twenty and 
thirty years ago, three little Mnglish boys 
w. re amusing themselves together in a wood- 
lodge one summer afternoon. Suddenly 


one of them looked grave, and left off 


playing. “Ihave forgotten something,” 
heraid. ‘I forgot to say my prayers this 


morning; you must waittorme.” He went 
quietly into a corner of the plave they were 
in, knelt down, and reverently repeated his 
morning prayer. Then he returned to the 
others, and was soon merrily engaged in 
play again. This brave boy grew up to be 
a brave man. He was the noted Captain 
Hammond. He was a faithful servaut to 
his earthly sovereign, but, better still, a 
good soldier of Jesus Christ; never ashamed 
ot His service. 


Sreps To Heaven.—here once wasa man 
whose slender stock of wit scarce raised 
him above idiocy, but who had been taught 
by the Spirit a Knowledge above all human 
wisdom. <A friend, wishing ‘to find out

EASTERN SEOTION. 


A meeting of the Eastern or Maritime 
Board of Foreign Missions was held in the 
Lecture Room of the United Church, New 
Glasgow, which had been opened for public 
Worship on the previous Lord’s Day, by 
services conducted by Rey. Dr. Burns and 
Rev. G. M. Grant, associated with Rev. 
Messrs. Walker and Stuart. 

Were present, Rev. Dr. Bayne, Chairman, 
Rev. Messrs. Stewart, Walker, McCurdy, 
Thompson, Coull, McKinnon, McLean, 
Sinclair, McGregor. J. F. Campbell, and 
Drs. Patterson and Burns, with John 
Miller, Exq., of Westville. 

The Secretary explained that he had 
communicated the thanks of the Board to 
the India Mission Committee of the Church 
of Scotland for the information furnished, 
and had openrd correspondence with Rev. 
Professor McLaren, the Convener of the 
Committee of Foreign Missions of the 
General Assembly in the Western part of 
the Church, as directed by resolution of 
the Board, at its last meeting. 

It was agreed unanimously “that it is 
the opinion of the Board, that, Mr. Camp- 
bell should proceed, as soon as possible, to 
visit congregations 1n the Upper Provinces; 
the Secretary to notify Professor MacLaren, 
when Mr. Campvell will be at the disposal 
of the Western Committee, with request 
that he will make the necessary arrange- 
ments for his prosecuting the proposed 
visitation to the best advantage.” 

The Report of Rev. J. D. Murray of a 
year’s labour in the New Hebrides, was 
submitted, approved, and authorized for 
publication.

NEW HEBRIDES MISSION. 
ANNUAL Report or Rey. J. D. Murray. 


Aneityum: August 7th, 1875. 
The following 1s a brief account of the 
work in which we have been engaged during 
ihe past year. 
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THE MISSIONARY FROM HOME. 


I have been away nine weeks in all from 
Anelganhat. Of these three were spent in 
mission-work at the station of the Rev. 
Mr. Inglis, and six in deputation duty, 
when, by appointment of Synod, 1 was 
visiting the Northern Islands of the Group. 
During my absence from Aneityum, I 
entrusted the supervision of the work here 
to my native helpers, who, Iam glad to say, 
discharged their respective duties, so far as 
I have been able to ascertain, to the best of 
their ability. It must be admitted, how- 
ever, that even the bestof these natives 
make, apart from the guiding hand of the 
missionary, but very inefficient Church 
officers, either in the capacity of rulers or 
teachers. fence we have observed that, 
in our absence, while the premises were 
preserved intact, the more important in- 
terests of the station suffered. ‘he social, 
moral and religious state of the people in 
general, is tending more or less backward. 
Those who are called the leading men, in 
ehurch and state here, are able, after all, 
to exert but slight influence for good on the 
minds of their fellows; and they have so 
little strength of character that, when the 
vigilant oversight of the missionary is with- 
drawn for any considerable time, they are 
apt to succumb to evil influences. My 
experience thus far on Aneityum has con- 
vinced me of at least two things, viz,— 
that the time is not at hand, when these 
natives will be competent efficiently to 
manage the affairs which are essential to 
the continued developement of Christianity 
and civilization among them, independently 
of the administration of a missionary ; and 
secondly, that however far short of our 
ideal of success, our efforts to advance the 
eause of God here have hitherto been, their 
usefulness has been such as should encour- 
age us to devote ourselves with fresh energy 
and perseverance to the work to which we 
have been called in this part of the Master’s 
vineyard, inasmuch as we have evidently 
been instrumental by the force of precept 
and example, in restraining some from 
largely, if not entirely, yielding to their 
heathen proclivities, on the one hand, and 
of bestirring others, in a greater or less 
degree, to bethink themselves of the neces- 
sity of their seeking more earnestly than 
they have ever yet sought “the Pearl of 
great price,’ on the other hand. We are 
often saddened by the great indifference 
still manifested by many to spiritual things, 
and by the apparently doubtful conflict, 
which is being waged between the good and 
the evil; yet, we never despair of the 
ultimate success of God’s work—of the 
victory, in due time, of the cause of truth 


® 

and righteousness. It does indeed seem to 
us, often, as if we were spending our strength 
for nought and in vain when trying to pro- 
duce a change for the better, in beings so 
torpid and so frivolous as many of these 
are. Yet, we know that God’s word is 
quick, and powerful. ‘‘Is anything too 
hard for the Lord?” Pray then that we 
may be always “ steadfast, immoveable and 
abounding in the work of the Lord, foras- 
much as we know that our labour is not in 
vain in the Lord.” 


THE MISSIONARY AT HOME. 


During the part of the year which we 
have spent here, we have been, as in pre- 
vious years, variously engaged. Whatever 
missionary work may be elsewhere, we can 
testify that here it is of a decidedly un- 
romantic, and exceedingly practical char- 
acter. What Dr. Livingstone affirms with 
reference toa missionary in Africa, applies, 
I should think, with equ | force to one on 
Aneityum, viz, that he needs to be “jack 
of all trades, and his wife maid of all works.” 
My own duties may be distributed under a 
fourfold classification, thus: Ist, Evangel- 
istic, strictly so called ; 2ndly, Educational ; 
3rdly, Manual; and 4thly, Medical. Let 
not the mention of the last of these divisions 
provoke a smile. I confess that my attain- 
ments in the science and art of healing are 
of a most humble description, yet, as my 
attendance on the sick consumes such a 
large proportion of time, I deem it proper, 
in this connection, to mention it; and for 
want ofa better term, I characterize this 
work as medical. 


EVANGELISTIC. 


Under the first division are included the 
study of the native language, preaching, 
catechizing, visiting and such like. I preach 
every Sabbath, either at the central station, 
or at one of the out-stations. There areal- 
ways two services during the day, besides 
the Sabbath-School. There are about a 
dozen men whom [ employ as assistant 
preachers. Before sénding them forth to 
preach, I usually meet with them for the 
purpose of expounding to them the passages 
of Scripture which they select as texts. I 
have had, during the greater part of the year 
a class of candidates for baptism. This class 
has numbered 20 during the last six months. 
Of these, the majority were young men, 13 
of whom were recently received into the 
Church. There have been 14 in all sus- 
pended, on account of immoral conduct. 
Over against these 14 suspensions there has 
been an accession of 35 new meinbers. The 
total number of members in full communion 
amounts now to 312, being an increase of 6 
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on the total number of the previous year. 
The total n:mber received into the Chureh 
since our settlement here in 1872 has been 


61. The number of baptisms during the 
year has been 47. Of these 33 adults, and 
14 infants. The toial number of baptisms 


since our settlement has been 106. Of these, 
58 were adults, and 48 children. The 
average attendance on public worship at 
the five stations is now, on Sabbath, 
about flve hundred, and, at the Wednes- 
day prayer-meetings, about 250. Absent, as 
teachers and servants to the missionaries 
on Tana and Efate, 13: of these 6 have gone 
forth during the past year. Absent in N. 
Caledonia and Queensland, as servants to 
the traders, 17. ‘here have been 37 deaths, 
14 births and 12 marriages during the year. 
NATIVE CONTRIBUTIONS. 


The natives in general have shown us 
much more attention and kindness, in their 
own way, of late, than ever before, and we 
feel, on the other hand, that our interest in 
them is deepening. We have evidently won 
the good will and confidence of old and 
young. They have done a large amount of 
of work for us gratuitously, during the year. 
Besides the usual fencing and thatching, 
they have had a good deal of extra tab ur 
to do in house-repairiny, in consequence of 
the damages done by the severe earthquakes 
by which we were visited in March and May. 
In the course of about six weeks, more than 
200 shocks had been counted ; some of which 
were very terrific. I sent away a note to 
you a few days after the first great succes- 
sion of shocks, in which I stated the prin- 
cipal damages done then to property and 
lite. Since that time, however, we have had 
another succession of the terrific pheno- 
mena. The sharpest and heaviest shock of 
all occurred on the morning of May 5th,when 
the stone part of our house and the church 
were consilerably shattered. But both have 
already been repaired. We have also erect- 
ed a new and much-needed room, as an ad- 
dition to the mission house. Its dimensions 
are 23 ft. by 19 ft. Itis wattled and plaster- 
éd with coral lime. The natives cheerfully 
assisted in this work, in acknowledgment 
of their obligations to aid in the support of 
the Gospel. They quarried and carried the 
stones for the foundation of th house and 
helped to lay it, cut the wood for the frame, 
carried it from the forest—a distance of about 
4 or 5 miles—and put it up, made the pit of 
lime, wattled the house and plastered it, all 

ratis; except seven pounds which I distri- 
uted in presents among the principal 
workers. ‘They have prepared 1024 lbs of 
arrowroot, which is now ready for shipment 
per “Day Spring.” This, you are aware 1s 
their eA contribution towards the pay- 


amination of them than ever before. 


ment of their Bible. There would have been 
a larger crop but for the great wave caused 
by one of the earthquakes in March. The 
sea destroyed almost all that had been plant- 
ed in the lowlands along the shore. 


SCHOOLS. 


Uur afternoon school has been better at- 
tended during the past year than in the pre- 
ceding one. But we must acknowledge 
that there is not by any means astrong love 
of learning manifested by the scholars. It 
is evidently not the desire to secure their own 
mental improvement which is the motive 
impelling them to place themselves under 
our instruction, but a disposition to gratify 
our wishes; we are thankful for even this 
much. By-and-by we hope they will be in- 
spired with a real desire to learn. At pre- 
sent, very many of them seem to look upon 
all learning, beyond that of being able to read 
and write, as quite unnecessary. By dint of 
that perseverance which overcomes all 
obstacles, we hope to be able yet to create 
in them a sense of the real value and ne- 
cessity of mental improvement, and so, to 
speak more favourably of their scholarship 
than we can at present. 


NATIVE SCHOOLS. 


The morning schools taught by the native 
teachers are, I am convinced, very useful 
institutions for such a people as this. They 
exercise a beneficial influence on the whole 
population. Old and young meetevery day 
for the purpose of reading, spelling and re- 
peating the catechism, as well as for social 
worship. I found the schools in a more 
satisfactory condition during my last ex- 
The 
school-houses had been kept in good order, 
the teachers had been attending more faith- 
fully to their duties, and the people in 
general had given evidence of a more inquir- 
ing and teachable spirit. Two school-houses 
were destroyed by the tidal wave, but ar- 
rangements are being made for the erection 
of new ones. ‘The people of the various 
districts have at length agreed to make 
plantations for the support of the teachers. 
This is, of course, the only payment they 
are able to give. They have no money. 
Hitherto the teachers have been receiving 
an anual present of clothes and other goods 
from us, for their services; but now that 
their own brethren have taken the initial 
step in the direction of self reliance in the 
GUE por of their schools, we shall not hence- 
forth be expected, I hope, to bear this ex- 
pense. 

PRINTING. 

Among manual labours, I may mention 

my attempt at printing. I knew nothing of 
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this art till I got a few lessons, last year, 
from the Rev. Mr. Watt, of Tana. Now, 
however, I find no difficulty in setting type 
and working the press. I printed with my 
own hands lately, 1000 copies of 1 Sam. 
Chap. 1; which are to be distributed soon 
among the natives. My next effort in this 
department, wil be the printing of a new 
and enlarged edition of the Hymn Book. 


CHURCH BELL. 


We have received the gift of a fine new 
church bell, from the Presbyterian Church 
in New South Wales, through the Rev. Dr. 
Steel of Svdiey. 

The affairs of the station are evidently as- 
suming,asa whole, a more promising aspect; 
and, in reviewing the whole course ut the 
year, we feel that gratitude to Gud is tie 
sentiment which should be uppermost in our 
hearts.

INTERESTING EXTRACTS. 


We have been favoured with some extracts 
from private letters of the Rev. J. W. 
McKenzie, one of our missionaries in the 
New Hebrides. It may be proper to explain 
that the Island of Fate, or Hiate, as if is 
called by the natives, formerly known as 
Sandwich Islaad, being so named by Capt. 
Cook, is situated about 34 miles to the 
North of Hrromanga, and is about 75 miles 
in circumference. Mr. McKenzie isstation- 
ed on the West side of the island, where he 
has under his charge two small villages, 
named Hrakor, and Pango or Kpang. The 
Rev. Joseph Annand. also since the union, 
one of our missionaries, and the Rev. D. 
McDonald, a son-in-law of Dr. Geddie, and 
Sent by the Presbyterian Church of Victoria, 
are stationed on the same islind; the 
former at a place called icfil, the latter at 
Havanah Harbour, Till recently they 
have laboured aw:ong unbroken bheathen- 
ism, but recently, Mr. McDonald has been 
privileyed to baptize his first converts from 
heathenism. Mr. MckKenzie’s letter exhibits 
in painful colours the darkness and degra i- 
ation of tue heathen, and at the same time, 
the hehts and shaduws of the missionaries’ 
life. We need scarcely say that the details 
here present an urgent call and ample 
encouragement to earnest believing prayer 
on behalf of the work. 


Erakor, Erate, 
27th March, 1873. 


In the course of a month we expect the 
‘¢ Dayspring.”” How anxiously we are 


looking forward to her arrival, for it 
seeins such a long timesince we heard from 
you! The last letters received from you 
were written eleven months ago, and what 
changes may have taken place since. I 
am thankful to say we are all spared, and 
since writing you, have enjoyed a good 
measure of health. Still, we have not been 
altogether free from sickness. Amanda 
(Mrs. McKenzie) has had fever at last, and 
so has little Joseph, but his attacks are 
light and are owing chiefly to his teething. 
There has been a great deal of sickness 
amongst the natives, and during the year, 
titteen persons have died, nearly all of con- 
sumption. It seems to be the prevailing 
sickness on this island. 


HEATHEN CRUELTIES. 


This island is still « fullof the habitations 
of horrid crueliy.” The natives still kill 
and devour one another, and often the 
helpless, sick people and infants, are 
buried alive. 

Last week, a powerful inland chief, whom 
I had visited a month or two ago, was 
killed, and now the people of one of the 
heathen villages nearest to us, friends to 
that chief, are away taking vengeance on 
the people who killed him. In addition to 
the eleven who died at Pango, we lost nine 
young men who went away in a trading 
vessel, to gather beche-de-mer, a sort of 
animal found in the sea, which the Chinese 
eat. We heard that the vessel was taken 
at some heathen island, and all on board 
nurdered. 


Our BrotTHer MISSIONARIES. 


Mr. and Mrs. Annand are well at present, 
but have suffered a yood deal from fever. 
They have it quite often. We spent nearly 
a week with them at their station lately. 
The Milne’s and McDonald’s are well. 
Mr. Milne was round here a few days ago 
to get a teacher. He remained with us 
one night. Mrs. McDonald was confined 
of a son sometime in January. Their oldest 
child, Daniel, is quite an interestiny fellow. 
The Milnes have no tamily. It seems a 
long time since we left home, and yet the 
days glide as swiftly by as ever they did. 
We seldom f° lonely or have » longing 
for home, an@ yet a day never passes that 
we do not think about you all.

WorK AMONG THE HEATHEN. 


During the past year we have had some 
encouragement in our work. But I am 
sorry to say that among the Heathen 
villages, our efforts have not been very 
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_ almost entirely excluded from them.

succe:sful so far, and lately we have been 
The 
nearest heathen village to us is Mratap. 
The natives of this village have always 
been opposed to the Gospel. When Mr. 
Morrison was here, he sent a teacher and 
they murdered him. I again sent them 
one this year, and they threatened to kill 
him, if he did not leave them. This he 
refused to do, as there were one or two in 
favour of the worship. So when he had 
been there about a month, one Sabbath 
morning, several of them came to his house, 
and threatened to kill him and the one or 
two who were worshipping with him. The 
latter advised him tuo leave, and he did so 
immediately. Next day I went 'o see him, 
intending to remain amongst them for a 
few days. They were angry, and sent word 
to me, that I was no more welcome than 
the teacher. So, thinking I might be expos- 
ing my lite, I returned home the same night. 
Ihave not visited them .since, but inten] 
doing so as soon as their feast is over. 
Their feasts are a great hinirance to them 
in the way of receiving the Gospel. They 
know that if they embrace the worship, 
they must give up their feasting. 


HEATHEN DoInGs. 


The next nearest village is Ebuf. Their 
feast is just finished, and I am hoping to 
get an entrance there befure long. Some 
time ago the people of an inland village 
Sent word to the Ebuf people, that they 
would come and fight them, unless they 
sent something to appease their wrath. 
I don’t know what the people of itbuf had 
done to enrage them, but at all events they 
now killed one. of their own men, and 
carried his body away to this inland village 
for the people there to eat. But he had 
several sores on his legs, so they did not 


@at him. 


And now another inland tribe have 
threatened to comeand fiyht them. I heard 
they intended killing another man of their 
own village, and sending his body to them 
to be eaten. So I took one of our old men 
“¢Tsaiah ” from this v llage, and went to 
see their chief, and spo:e to him about it, 
‘telling him how bad it was, and that Jevovah 
would certainly punish them for their 
wickedness. This was three or fcur weeks 
ag>, and as yet they have not killed him. 


A teacher from Epang has been visiting 
this village, on Sabbath, for the last eight 
or nine months. I go along with him as 
often as convenient. Four or five months 
ago, I told him to remain amongst them, 
but they drove him away the same day. 
‘They, however, don’t offer any opposition 


to our visiting them if we don’t remain 
long. ; 
CONVERTS FROM HEATHENISM. 


From this village (Ebuf) a young man 
and his wife have come to our village to 
live, in order to embrace the worsh p. 
This you may be sure is very encouraging 
tous. They are the first who have come 
out since we settled here. Oh! that God 
would u e us as instruments to bring every 
village within our reach to the knowled e 
of the truth. From the same village a 
woman deserted by her husband, has come 
to live at Erakor and has embraced the 
worship. Besides these, two young men 
have come from a village farther inland. 
Their chief was the most notoricus cannibal 
on the island. His name was Temil, which 
means to swallow. The natives gave him 
this name, because he devoured so much 
human flesh [think I wrote in my last, 
about a visit.I made to his village. He 
died afew onths ago Those two young 
men only intended to remain a short time, 
but having remained for some time, they 
are unwilling to return home. So they 
have remained, and they attend church 
regularly, and one of them is learning to 
read. J’ am very sorry to say, that they 
are at war inland, and so it is not safe to 
go amongst them. 

This evening, I feel very much downcaat. 
We have just heard that two of our most 
promising y ung men have gone away in a 
vessel. It is most disheartening to see our 
voung men leaving us. About eght months 
ago, nine went away, and we heard that 
they were all murdered. We thought that 
this would frighten the rest from going, but 
it has not... A missionary’s life is a 
chequered one. One day he is elated with 
hope, the next he is sadlv disappointed, 
and almost disheartened. We find the 
natives so changeable. One day they seem 
interested in the work, but the next, they 
seem to know nothing about it. We need 
patience. We have to treat them as child- 
ren. I may say we have not found it 
difficult to acquire the language. 


ANEITYUM, 3rd June. 


I am happy to inform vou that we are all 
well. We came here to attend the Mission 
Synod, ani teeling at the same time that we 
woull be benefited by a change of scene. 
With vou the summer is just setting in, but 
it is our winter and the weather is very pleas- 
ant, delightfully cool in the mornings and 
evenings. The winter is the healthiest sea- 
son and much more pleasant than the sum- 
mer. It is during the summer that we have 
such heavy rains and severe hurricanes. 
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During the past summer the hurricanes 
were not very severe, but there was some- 
thing in their place more terrific and des- 
tructive, namely earthquakes and tidal 
waves. I am happy to say, that their effects 
were not experienced so far North as our 
island. But here on Aneityum they were 
terrific, especially at Mr. Inglis’ side of the 
island. Mr. and Mrs. I. were in danger of 
losing their lives by the tidal wave, which 
swept over their premises. Abouta quarter 
of an hour before the tidal wave, there had 
been a severe earthquake, which destroyed 
several buildings, and injured the fine stone 
church built by Dr. Geddie. It was about 
two o’clock in the morning, that the tidal 
wave came. Mr. and Mrs. I. were in bed 
when they heard it coming, so they sprang 
up and rushed away back toward the bush. 
It overtook Mr. Inglis, and, when receding, 
nearly carried him out to sea. Had they 
gone tothe front of the house, nearer the sea, 
they would have been carried away. It 
burst open their doors, and there were three 
or four feet of water in the house. No tidal 
wave and no earthquake, like that one, have 
ever been known to have visited these islands 
before. 


MEETING oF MISSIONARIES. 


We are now near the close of our meeting. 
It is a week to-day since we met. ‘I'his even- 
ing an address was presented to Mr. Inglis 
who leaves the mission this year. His succes- 
sor, Mr. McDougall, is now on his way from 
Scotland. Mr. I. will get the Old Testament 
in Aneityumese printed in London, and 
then the natives will have the whole of 
God’s word in their own language. Mr. 
Paton is going up to the colonies this year 
and will be absent from his station for more 
than a year. Mr. Neilson is also going to 
take his child to Melbourne for her educa- 
tion. He will be absent about six months. 


18th August. 


We arrived home in the * Dayspring” on 
the 15th June. During our absence all 
things went on smoothly at our station, and 
since our return the work at the Christian 
villages is going on much as usual. 

Yesterday five of our young men went 
away ina vessel. There was a lull in the 
slave trade for several months, but it seems 
to have begun again. One of these I was 
very sorry to lose. He had come from a 
heathen village away inland and had em- 
braced the worship. He attended school and 
I took great pains in teaching him, and he 
was just about beginning to read. 


ENCOURAGING PROSPECTS. 


We have still encouragement at the two 
heathen villages, which our teachers are 


visiting regularly. But Satan is not willing 
to give them up without a struggle, so we 
have to encounter a good deal of opposition 
in various ways. Some days we have 
difficulty in getting our teachers to go to 
these villages, fearing that they may be kill- 
ed. If they are afraid I generally go along 
with them. The natives of Hrakor and Pango 
are not so willing and anxious now to go and 
teach the heathen as they were when they 
came out from heathenism. 

At Eratap, the nearest heathen village, 
we had some opposition to encounter from 
the chiefs. At this village there is a young 
man, who has been friendly to the worship 
for a long time, but his wife is very much op- 
posed to it. One ofthe chiefs, in order to put 
an end to the worship, ran off with this young 
man’s wife. Amongst the heathen this 
always causes war. I advised him to restrain 
his wrath and remain strong for the good 
word. So faras I canjudge at present, God 
has overruled this for his own glory in a re- 
markable manner. The chief thought that 
by what he had done he would put an end 
to the worship at Hratap, as this young man 
was taking the lead in it, but nearly all the 
village have sided with the latter, and say 
they will now take the gospel. Last sabbath 
nearly all the men in the village came to 
hear me preach. I don’t know how it will 
end. They are not to be trusted yet. We 
may have opposition for some time, but 
God’s word must eventually gain the victory 
for it is the “‘powerof God.”? We have four 
or five at least who arein earnest. You may 
be sure we feel encouraged. Thisisthe first 
heathen village, at which we have been 
blessed in introducing the Gospel. 


A RETURNED MISSIONARY. 


Rev. R. J. Grant, missionary of this 
Church in San Fernando, Trinidad, has 
arrived in Pictou, Nova Scotia, his native 
place, with his wife and family on furlough, 
after four years of devoted service among 
the Asiatics in the Island named, and 
especially in San Fernando and surround- 
ing district. Mr. Grant’s labours have 
been acknowledged and blessed by the 
Great Master, and we think that with two 
such men as Mr. Campbell and Mr. Grant, 
visiting our Churches, there should be a 
aSehis increase of missionary zeal, effort, 
and liberality.

CHINA. 
LETTER FROM Dr. FRASER. 


A letter from Dr. Fraser, of date 27th 
Nov., has just been received. The letter 
principally gives details as to the building 
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of the mission premises. These will cost 
with the necessary outbuildings, wall, &c., 
about $10,000. Dr. Fraser says ‘this is 
a very large sum. There are, however, these 
considerations to be borne in mind. Ist The 
houses will last for generations, unless 
some severe earthquake overthrow them. 
2nd They will secure the missionaries as 
much as possible from the trying effects of 
this most trying climate. 3rd They are the 
cheapest houses of the kind ever built here. 
4th The two houses complete cost just 
what one which is being built for the En- 
glish Presbyterian mission at Taiwanfoo is 
to cost. 5th A Chinese house is no fit place 
to live in, while to build a house in Euro- 
pean style with Chinese artisans is necessa- 
rily expensive. 


PROGRESS OF THE WORK. 


Dr. Fraser explains that the increasing 
expenditure of the mission is really in con- 
sequence of the expanding nature of the 
work. He says ‘‘the expense of the mission 
in addition to the building of the houses 
will be greater this year, as our work is in- 
ereasing, and we might better go home than 
come to a stand-still. There will be this 
year the rent of the house here, the rent of 
the hospital at Ho-be, and the chapel at 
Chin-neh, some money well and economi- 
cally given to help the people themselves 
to erect places to worship in, the salaries 
of two or three teachers that we employ for 
the benefit of the sons of worshippers at 
some of our stations, the salaries of nine 
helpers at $72.00 each per annum, and 
smaller sums spent in maintaining others 
while preparing to preach, with some other 
items. ALL THIS EXPENDITURE IS OF COURSE 
THE RESULT OF THE PROSPERITY OF THE MIS- 
ston. With our work pushing us on, we 
must spend money. ~ 

Mr. McKay is away in the South fora 
few weeks, he will write as usual from time 
to time. His absence leaves me unusually 
busy, so that you will excuse my elosing 
abruptly. We are all well.”

ScoTLAND. 


THe Rev. W. M. Brack, late of St. Mark’s 
Church, Montreal, was inducted to the parish 
of Anwoth by the Presbytery of Kirkud- 
bright on the 25th January. There was a 
large attendance of the congregation and 
also of ministers, among whom we observe 
the names of Rev. Dr. Jenkins of Montreal 
and Rey. Andrew Paton of Penpont, and 
formerly of this city. 


Rey.S8.S.Srosss, bas resigned the charge 
of Lugar, Ayrshire. 


Dr. Anprew A. Bonar reports that seven 
thousand converts who were added to the 
churches as the result of Mr. Moody’s ser- 
vices in Glasgow *‘ hold out well.” This is 
a good report. 


Cuaink oF Divinity, Epinsurca.—The 
name ot Professor Flint of St. Andrew’s is 
spoken of as the probable successor of the 
lamented Dr. Crawford. 


Rev. Joun T. McLeay, late of Campbel- 
town, has been inducted to the Free Church, 
Port Bannantyne, vacant by the death of the 
Rey. A. McBride. The Rev. James S. 
McNab of Cumbrae has been elected minis- 
ter of St. David’s Hstablished Church, 
Edinburgh. 


THE Scotsman says :—** The ‘ innovations’ 
of kneeling at prayer, standing while singing, 
and instrumental music, have been intro- 
duced into Govan Parish church, by Rey. 
Mr. McLeod, late of Dunse. 


ANOTHER secession has been made to the 


‘Kstablished Churchin Scotland. The Rev. 


Mr. Fergus, of the Enghsh Presbyterian 
Church, Cardiff, has been received by the 
Presbytery of Glasgow. In assigning rea- 
sons for this step, the reverend gentleman 
states that, in his opinien, recent legislation 
has secured the privileges contended for by 
the Free Church, and that, therefore, the 
existence of separate churches is no longer 
needed. 


New Dser—DeatsH or THE Rev. Joun 
Waiace.—It is with much regret that we 
announce fhe death of this esteemed and 
talented clergyman. A lingering illness, 
brought on by the accident of being thrown 
from his phaeton two years ago, terminated 
fatally. First as assistant, latterly as min- 
ister, this gentleman had completed exactly 
nine years of ministerial labour in the parish, 
during which period. he endeared himself to 
all classes of the community, alike by the 
elegance and impressiveness of his pulpit 
ministrations, and by the assiduity, faithful- 
ness, and kindness of his pastoral labours. 
He was a man of refined tastes, scholarly 
accomplishments, and most amiable charac- 
ter. His early decease, at the age of 40, has 
cast a gloom over the parish and neigh bour- 
hood. Much sympathy is expressed for his 
widow. Mr. Wallace leaves a brother in the 
Church, the Rev. Dr. Wallace, of Greyfriars, 
Professor of Church History in the Univer- 
sity of Edinburgh. 


Cuurones To se Expowep.—We under- 
stand that at the present time there are no 
fewer than five Established churches, allin 
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the parish of Govan, ina position for endow- 
ment. They are as follows:—WhiteInch, 
Dean Park, St. Bernard’s, Kingston, and 
Kinning Park. 

REFORMED PRESBYTERIANS AND INSTRU- 
MENTAL Music.—The Rev. Dr. Goold, Edin- 
burgh, Reformed Presbyterian, preached in 
the Parish Church, Newton-Stewart, on 
Sunday evening, in connection with the 
thirty-third anniversary of the minister of 
the Reformed Presbyterian congregation in 
that town. The large church was filled, 
and instrumental music was used during the 
service. 


THe Free Caurcn Record, says, “ it is 
matter for thankfulness and congratulation 
that in our Church, at least, there appears 
no lack of candidates for the ministry. In 
the New College this session there are 126 
students in all. Of these, 100 are aiming at 
the ministry of the Free Church, but along 
with these are no less than 26 from other 
Churches. Four men came from the Dom- 
inion of Canada and five from the United 
States. In Glasgow there are 60 students 
in all, in Aberdeen, 24. 


Unitep Presspyterian.—At last meeting 
of Synod, it was resolved to elect three ad- 
ditional Professors for the Divinity Hall in 
May next. Presbyteries are now occupied 
with the 1 omination of eligible ministers : 
and we are glad to see that they have so 
many men of mark on whom the choice may 
rest. Beyond dispute, the favourite for the 
chair of Pastoral Theology is Dr. John Ker, 
His call seems sure; and should he accept 
it, we anticipate immense good for the 
students. Church History. would be well 
taught by Dr. Duff of Helensburg, or Mr. 
Graham of Liverpool, the two. most distin- 
guished of the list proposed for the post. 
For the Hebrew Tutorship there is quite a 
host of names. The younger pastors appear 
to prefer Mr. Paterson, whose career at 
Oxford University did him high credit, and 
who deserves double honour for remaining 
in the Presbyterian Church, notwithstand- 
ing tempting offers to join the Episcopal 
communion in England. 

Rev. Davin Macrea, of Gourock, has 
declined a call to the North Church, Perth. 
The Rev. Fergus Ierguson, of Dalkeith, 
has been invited to Queen’s Park Chureu, 
Glasgow. The Rev. John Brown, of Dun- 
dee, has been unanimously chosen hy the 
congregation of John Street in the Western 
Metropolis. Both gentlemen are able and 
popular preachers. 


Dr. Cottn S. VaLENTINE has been ordain- 
ed as a missionary. He has for years held 
the situation of Court Physician to the 
Maharajah of Irypore—one of the leading 


native Princes of India. In returning to 
that State, after a brief furlough at home, 
the Doctor will not only resume his medical 
duties, but combine the work of a Gospel 
teacher. May the result of his labours be 
in harmony with his heroism. Mr. Shool- 
bred. continues to work zealously in 
Rajpootana; and his graphic pictures of 
Hindoo life are touching and telling. 

Finances in the denomination are pro- 
mising, despite hard times—contributions 
for all scheme~ increase steadily. The 
stivend augmentation is a sample of what a 
willing people can do—thanks to the con- 
vener of the Committe-—Provost Morton, 
of Greenock, who, by head and hand and 
heart, has purchased for himself a good 
degree as a helper of hitherto inadequately 
remunerated brethren. Would that his 
exawwple .were copied by some elders in 
Canada. 


THe Queen AND Dr Cumminc.—The Rey. 
Dr. Cumming, Crown Court, London, stated 
to his congreyation that he recently preach- 
ed a sermon before the Queen at Balmoral 
on the doctrine of the communion of saints, 
and having stated that the souls of the 
blessed in heaven would recognise each 
other perfectly, and would speak to each 
other about. the events of the past in this 
world, on the conclusion «f the service, 
Her Majesty advanced to the steps of the 
pulpit and thanked him heartily for his 
sermon. 


MISSIONARY ITEMS. 


Miss C. M. Tucker, better known as the 
authoress “A. L. O. E.,” has gone to India, 
at her own expense to teach in the Female 
Normal School and Instruction Society 


A converted Hindoo ix evangelizing the 
city of Benares. Walking from bazaar to 
bazaar, he sings the gospel with the accom- 
paniment of his violin, and speaks with a 
Siniplicity that wins the heart. 


Mr. Narayan SuesHaDri has succeeded 
in making his mission congregations at [alna 
and Bethel among the most progressive in 
India. Henot only works hard himself, but 
has the faculty of rousing those around him 
to do the -~ame. ‘Two bodies of workers are 
engaged in evangelistic labours. The one 
confines itself to lalna and the neighbouring 
villages, going over the ground again and 
avain. Theother body of labourers carries 
the Gospel over acircuit of a hundred miles. 
Since lis return from Hurc pe upwards of 
fifty converts have been added to the Church. 
His people, formed into a home missionary 
society, support. an evangelist of their own, 
The young converts, banded into a young 
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men’s Christian association, also send out an 
evangelist among those of their own age. 


A REVIVAL of religion isreported at Moonte 
Australia, which has resulted in the conver- 
sion of about one thousand two hundred per- 
sons. In Adelaide the different churches 
had been holding special services in the city 
and its suburbs with great success. 


Formosa.—‘* When the news of the union 
of the Presbyterian Churches in Canada 
reached this Island, there was a praise and 
thanksgiving service in North Formosa. 
The sight must have been a grand one. May 
the inspiration of that day and hour never 
die out ! 


There would be few opponents of union if 
all could look at denominational differences 
and sectarian strifes from our stand-point. 
The noble army of Jehovah wasting time 
and treasure and life in faction fights, and 
the opposing hosts of the evil one in undis- 
turbed possession of the inheritance of the 
saints! A week in Formosa would do more 
for the conversion of the opponents of union 
than ten years of argument. 

Surely the United Church will give us at 
least two more men. We have a magnifi 
cient field here, and existing missions should 
be ful:y manned before others are under- 
taken.

Three of the missionaries of the American 
Board in Northern China have recently made 
a three months’ tour through the mountain- 
ous province of Shausi, and the soutnern 
part of the province of Shensi, which hes 
still farther west. The farthest point which 
they reached was the city of Hsi-au-fee, once 
the capital of China, and the centre of the 
Nestorian missions agesago. ‘They saw the 
famous Nestorian l'ablet, erected almost one 
thousand one hundred years ago by a 
Chinese emperor, in commemoration of the 
success of tis mission, and were able to get 
fac-simile copies of the Chinese and Syriac 
Inscriptions uponit. In this city they spent 
five busy days. The whole city seemed to 
turn out to receive them, and the sale of 
Christian books was so large that they were 
obliged peremptorily to close it, in order to 
retain a small portion of their stock for the 
Jong journey home. The provinces which 
they traversed are unoccupicd, and have 
scarcely been visited by modera mission- 
aries. 

One of the early converts under Dr. Jud- 
son’s ministry is still living, in extreme old 
ave, at Moulmein, Burmah, He is eighty 
two years old, and was baptized forty-seven 
years ago. ‘I'he visitor, whose interview 
with this venerable disciple is recorded in 


the Baptist Missionary Magazine, found him 
lying upon his bed, in on untidy, comfort- 
less room. His body was reduced to a mere 
skeleton, and his mind had lost its power 
on all ordinary subjects. When, however, 
something was said about the Lord Jesus, 
he suddently roused up. Seizing the hand 
of the lady who was speaking with him bet- 
ween his own withered hands, he exclaim- 
ed :—*‘ I want to testify toevery one that not 
one word of ny Saviour has been left unful- 
filled to me. He is with me, I am holding 
on to Him with both hands !’? When, in an- 
other interview, he spoke of Christ and his 
rust in Him, the old dark face was lit up with 
joy, and the aged disciple, though surround- 
ed by heathens, and deserted by his own 
wife, for his faith’s sake, delighted in the 
Lord as his portion. Phila. Presbyterian. 


Nothing to give! And the heathen are 
stretching out their hands in imploring pe- 
tition for the bread of life; and warm-heart- 
ed Christian ministers, and even Christian 
women, are standing upon the shores of our 
own land, and looking across into the dark- 
ness, and weeping for the means to carry 
them there, that they may minister to the 
spiritual necessities of those perishing mil- 
lions.

STRIKE WHILE IT IS HOT. 


Mr. Moody hit the nail on the head 
the other evening at Philadelphia, when 
he said, at the close of one of his soul- 
stirring addresses, ‘“‘ Now let us praise 
God by giving two hundred and eighty 
thousand dollars for the Young Men’s 
Association building.” Three gentlemen 
then and there became good for $70,000 ; 
a lady give her diamond ring which was 
sold for $1,000; altogether, there was 
contributed on the spot $100,226 —the 
largest amount, it is said, ever obtained 
in this country, by a single effort, for 
any purpose whatever. The secret of 
the whole matter was—and this is the 
point we want to make—the iron was 
hot. Enough hard blows are dealt, as 
we all know very well, in quest of this 
same money. ‘There is plenty of strik- 
ing. But the hammer too often falls 
upon cold steel. Let ministers be 
eloquent as they may: let every sentence 
they utter be rounded and polished to 
sult the most fastidious taste and most 
refined intellect: let each sermon have 
the finish and the fascinution of a poem ; 
after all, only ears may have been tick- 
led, while the heart has been untouched 
and the conscience unawakened. So, 
too, congregations may be faultless in 
respect of organization, yet, utterly fruit- 
less. Except the root of the matter be 
in them, their splendid appliances are 
“nothing but leaves.”’ 

** Ah! who shall thus the Master meet, 

Bearing but withered sheaves? 

Ah! who shall at the Saviour’s feet, 

Before the awinl judgment seat, 

Lay down, for golden sheaves, 

Nothing but leaves! nothing but leaves ?”’ 

Let us get “ warmed up” first, then shall 
we throw our hearts into the Lord’s work, 
and there will no longer be any difflculty 
in providing both the men and the 


money that are so much needed for carry- 
ing it on. What a glorious New Do- 
minion psalm that would be, were only 
one hundred of our merchant princes, 
following the example of one of their 
number, to give one thousand dollars 
each for the missions of the church! 
And such a thing might be. 


Sax-Penck A WEEK.—There is an- 
other way of putting the question—the 
way Dr. Norman McLeod is said to 
have put it to a labouring man at one 
of his missionary meetings :—‘‘ Will you 
vive me five shillingsa year, John, for 
the India Mission?” ‘I canna dae that, 
Sir,” replied John, ‘for I am a puir 
man and have a lairge family to provide 
for.’ ‘True, John, five shillings is a 
large sum for you to give. What would 
you say if I should ask you for sax-pence 
a week?” “TY could dae that brawlie, 
Sir,” was the ready reply. The man’s 
ability was actually five hundred per 
cent in advance of his own estimate of it! 
And it is pretty much the same with 
most of us. 


JiImEs oF BLEssiInG.—Our exchanges, 
British and American, are fiiled with 
accounts of evangelistic meetines.and bear 
united testimony that the Spirit of the 
Lord is working mightily in the hearts 
of both ministers and people of all de- 
nominations. Vast numbers have been 
gathered into the Church and made 
partakers of the heavenly gift. The 
result is that the Ohurches have been 
quickened into new life, and missions, at 
home and abroad, have reccived a fresh 
impulse. In Canada, although we are 
not able to speak of any such wide-spread 
revival as yet, there exists, what is nearly 
allied to it, a great deal of hope and 
expectancy, and much earnest prayer. 
Perhaps there has been just a little 
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too much waiting-for-Moody-and-Sankey 
among us—too little thought given to 
the fact that all the while the kingdom 
of God has been very near us, if we 
would but open our hearts to receive it 
It is now said that we may expect a visit 
of these esteemed brethren in June next. 
The work of preparation for their services 
in New York was made a distinctive 
feature in the great movement now going 
on there. The Hippodrome, the largest 


available building, was secured for three 


months, and fitted up to accommodate 
twelve thousand persons. The various 
churches prepared themselves for helping 
on the work by holding special prayer 
meetings, and offering their co-operation, 
while experienced christian ministers and 
layman were told off and instructed in 
the important duty of conducting the 
enquiry meetings. How abundantly 
their expectations have been realized. 
we gather from this brief statement of a 
New York correspondent as we find it in 
The Presbyterian ,— 


‘¢ The extreme and blustering cold of the 
last three days has tested the interest at the 
Hippodrome. But there was no diminution 
of manifested power. The earnest attendance ; 
the Clergy; the praying people, who fill- 
ed four thousand seats until ten o’clock. 
The fervid, brotherly band of Christian work- 
ers, and the usual hundreds of inquirers, 
all were there. The grand secret of power 
—this impassioned fusion of Christian mi- 
nisters, churches, denominations, and indi- 
viduals, in one continual prayer, of which 
our two beloved evangelists are the instru- 
ments—this does not vary with the weather 
or the attendance. There is also a peculiar 
permanence in the work done within the 
church, in the hearts of Christians, and a 
scale of results to which I believe the direct 
conversions can bear necessarily but a 
small proportion. Our organized and ac- 
tive workers feel it to be, as Ralph Wells 
said at their mass meeting on Monday after- 
noon in Association Hall, ‘ the grandest op- 
portunity to grow in grace that God ever 
gave usin our lives.2. You read the new 
life and joy of Christ in their faces wherever 
youmeetthem. Hundreds, ifnot thousands 
of Christians in New York must. forever 
date a higher life and a new fruitfulness 
from these meetings. 

** T appreciate all the natural gifts, and all 
the experimental acquirements and means 


with which God has equipped this Saul and 


this Barnabas for the work to which he has 
called them. But greater than allis the un- 
precedented volume of prayer on which He 
has caused them to be borne forward and 
upward. It may be doubted whether, in all 
the history of the Church, so much prayer 
ever attended the labours of any two men.” 


HE IS COMING ! 


Let our churches open their doors 
wide. Let every pew that has a gate be 
chopped down level to the aisle; let 
ushers be sent from the inmost altars of 
the sanctuary to the open streets, and out 
to the alleys and by-ways of the poor, to 
compel them to come in. The Lord 
Christ is coming, and He must have room. 
If He cannot enter the Cathedrals, He 
will meet His children in the street and 
on the hillsides and plains, as in Judea. 
Clear the way! Hide out of sight the 
rituals, the crucifixes, the phylacteries, 
and all the tapestry of religionism—Christ 
is coming! Hush all disputes about the 
letter, and quiet the rustle of the parch- 
ments! Christ, alive and mighty to save, 
iscoming ! No more discordant quibbling 
about what words shall be sung, whether 
Rouse or Wesley; or what days are the 
exact Sabbaths, or whether sectarian 
moons are waxing or waning. Christ, 
the Sun of Righteousness, is rising with 
healing in His wings! Blessed be His 
holy name for ever! He is coming! 
Make room in every heart, room in every 
home, room in every church, room in 
every denomination, room in all the 
world. Christ who fills the whole heavens 
with his glory, is coming, and let there 
be room. ‘There was no room for Him 
at the inn, no room for Him at the 
palace; but He came, and the places 
filled with tax-payers and tax-receivy- 
ers were passed by. It will be so again. 
The churches that are built as places of 
entertainment will be passed by. The 
mansions of revelry and pomp will miss 
the royal visit. The quict mangers, the 
obscure Nazareths, the hill-side Bethanys, 
the happy Canas, the Emmaus roads, will 
have Jesus. ‘To such He comes. O Thou 
Coming One, hasten Thy footsteps! We 
need Thee. We will strew Thy pathway 
with palms, and with our very apparel as 
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Thou comest again. Only come, Lord 
Jesus, and come quickly, and come to 
the poor, the weak, the lost, the dying, 
and the dead, and we will welcome Thee 
with hosannas !— Pittsburg M. Recorder. 


FRENCH WORK IN MONTREAL. 


This work goes steadily forward, spite 
of Mr. Chiniquy’s absence in the Lower 
Provinces. His zealous labours have 
given such an impetus to it that the 
preaching of others, such as the Rev. 
Messrs. Doudiet and Pelletier, and 
Messrs. Amaron, Boudreau and Cruchet, 
of the Presbyterian College, has been 
blessed to the conversion of many. 
The number of converts, including men, 
women and children is over 2,000. Many 
of these are very respectable people in 
point of circumstances, and the great 
majority, in point of morals and cha- 
racter. Mr. Chiniquy has not received 
all who came to him, but has even erased 
names from his lists of signatures when 
he has found those who signed them to 
be unworthy ; and the other gentlemen 
mentioned above have been still more 
unsparing. The converts meet in two 
places of worship. The principal one 
is St. John’s Church, or as it is generally 
called, Russell Hall. There, services 
are held twice on Sabbath at the usual 
hours and on Thursday evening. ‘There 
is a Sabbath School with eight teachers 
and aroll of over a hundred scholars. 
The church has also a small Session 
and a Board of Managers. ‘I'wo classes 
for instruction in English meet in the 
church, —the elementary, three times a 
week, under Mr. Downes, a zealous 
convert of Mr. Ohiniquy, and the higher, 
twice a week under Professor Campbell. 
The latter gentleman is in the absence 
of the Rev. Mr. ‘'anner, moderator of 
the Session, chairman of the Board of 
Managers, and superintendent of the 
Sabbath Sehool. In the latter office, 
however, Mr. Amaron, the deputy super- 
intendent, relieves him of the greater 
part of the work. ‘The other preaching 
station is in St. Joseph Street Church, 
which the Rev. Mr. Scrimger and his

people have granted the use of on 
Sabbath afternoons. It is under the 
charge of Mr. Boudreau, the senior 
French theological student. St. John’s 
Church is always well filled even at the 
weekly lecture. The St. Joseph Street 
Church has a varying congregation, 
fluctuating between forty and four hun- 
dred. 

The Board of French Evangelization 
attends to the wants of the soul, but does 
Lot expend a cent on the wants of the 
body. Much distress among the con- 
verts called however for reiief, and to 
their honour it must be said, that of 
themselves, as soon as they were assured 
of aid from without, they founded the 
French Protestant Benevolent Society, 
which from the time of its formation, 
has been enabled to relieve 350 families, 
or 1200 persons twice a week. Latterly, 
it has been much embarrassed; it had 
debts and its treasury was empty, when, 
in answer, no doubt, to many earnest 
prayers, a letter enclosing one hundred 
and eight dollars came to Dr. Mac- 
Vicar on its behalf from kind friends 
in Bowmanville. The Society has been 
the only possible means of ascertaining 
the true character of the converts, and 
its importance as a detective agency 
will be seen in the fact that it has 
rejected over two hundred and fifty 
names from its lists; these being cut off 
for immorality or imposture, The So- 
ciety which supplements so admirably 
the spiritual work of the Board, is still 
very much in need of funds. The 
appeal for clothing has been well respond- 
ed to, and contributions from Prescott, 
Ottawa, Colborne, Toronto, Guelph, 
London, Ayr, and Chatham as well as 
Montreal, have helped to clothe the 
naked and enabled many to make a decent 
appearance in the house of God. 

Dr. MacVicar and the Board have a diffi- 
cult task before them, and need the prayers 
of all God’s people on their behalf, that 
the work may not prove ephemeral, but, 
as it gives great promise, that it may 
yield abundant fruit in the future. Great 
good is anticipated from the labours of 
the Rev. Mr. Doudiet, who is exceedingly 
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acceptable to the French people, and 
whom, it is hoped, the General Assembly 
will enable to enter exclusively upon 
French work. 


(ORRESPONDENCE, 


At the outset, we made a bid for subscri- 
bers from the ends of the Dominion, and ex- 
pressed a desire to hold converse with those 
who dwell in the wilderness and solitary 
places. Our wishes have been realized much 
sooner than we expected, and in a very re- 
markatledegree,so that tromNewfoundland, 
Cape Breton, and Prince Edward Island ; 
from thedepths of the NewBrunswick forests, 
from the mines of Nova Scotia, from the 
back-woods of Quebec and Ontario, the prai- 
ries of Manitoba and the “ diggings” of Bri- 
tish (olumbia, we have already received a 
cordial welcome. Our first order from Van- 
couver Island reached us the other day with 
the following note :— 


Comox, B. C., 16th Feb., 1876. 
Dear Sir, 


We live in the most northern settlement 
of Vancouver Island, about sixty miles from 
a Presbyterian Church, and we never have 
any preaching ; so we concluded to take the 
Recorp. We did not see your Prospectus 
till last week, so we could not send sooner. 
We get a mail every two weeks. We are 
most of us from Nova Scotia and New Bruns- 
wick and belonged to different branches of 
the great Presbyterian family—becoming so 
gloriously united. We hope soon to build a 
Hall in which to hold meetings, and may yet 
have a minister of our own. In the mean 
time we will take the Recorp and start a 
Sabbath School, as the stormy weather is 
over. Yours truly,

What now follows, gives a graphic account 
of a genuine bit of Home Mission work, and 
comes to us in the form of a letter addressed 
to Rev. G. M. Grant, of Halifax, Convener 
of the Home Mission Board for the Eastern 
Section. The colony here spoken of is des- 
cribed as “a little bit of Scotland transplant- 
ed bodily into the forests of New Brunswick 
three years ago.” 


NEW KINCARDINE COLONY. 


New Brunswick, Jan. 18th, 1876. 
To the Convener of H. M. Board, 


I found it very hard to part with my par- 
ishioners in P. E. 1., more especially with 
my Cardigan congregation, which promised 


to double its contributions if I would re- 
main its Pastor. But, although all my 
longings were in favour of my congregations, 
yet, for the sake of the Church, I submitted 
to sacrifice my own wishes. Yielding there- 
fore to the urgent letters of the H. M. Board, 
I set out to occupy the field appointed for 
me in this the Presbytery of my earlier 
labours. Arriving in New Kincardine on 
the 26th November, I have remained here 
since, diligently labouring in our Divine 
Master’s cause, in this young Scottish 
Colony. During the period of seven weeks, 
I have preached twice or thrice every Sab- 
bath, and visited the whole Colony pastor- 
ally, from house to house; despite the very 
rough roads and wintry weather. 

The field is large and new, and the labour 
must be incessant; or it will fail of a suc- 
cessful harvest. The charge is anything 
rather than a sinecure, and Mr. Bayne, the 
first missionary, well observed in his report, 
that there is work enough for two or three 
Ministers in this wide region. 

New Kincardine was settled in May 1873. 
Tt is situated eastward of the St. John River, 
below its confluence with the Tobique. It 
is settled along two roads which branch oft 
at an acute angle or “ Fork,’ about two 
miles from the Railway Station of Muniac. 
Of these, the Stonehaven or Kincardine road 
extends eastward eight miles, and is allotted 
for about sixty families ; while the Kintore 
road extends twelve miles in a more norther- 
ly course along the Muniac valley and up to 
the Tobique. It is allotted for about a 
hundred families, if we include the back 
settlements,—Brooksdale on the west, and 
Frontbrook ontheeast. Several of the lots, 
however, afe vacant on both the roads. 


The Colony appears very picturesque, with 
its new clearances honey-combing the deep 
forest on either hand, and with its stately 
stumps everywhere bestudding the fields : 
even by the very windows and doors of the 
neat log houses and barns. The land is 
hilly and reminds one of some parts of the 
Scottish Grampians, excepting the tall 
forests. In the background beyond theS . 
John, the blue hills of Maine in the Ameri- 
can Republic seem close at hand. 


Such are the salient features of New Kin- 
eardine. Its soil is not sterile, but amidst 
these deep forests, the winters linger long, 
and the crops are apt to be smitten by un- 
timely frosts. As the settlers have sutfered 
heavy damage and loss from these causes, 
year after year, and as they have neither a 
Church nor School-houses built as yet, you 
will not wonder that I found them rather 
discouraged, and far from unanimous in 
their views and prospects ; more especially 
as their clothing, too, is wearing, and few of 
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them have sheep, while hire is rare and 
wages low. Still our dear Scottish kindred 
disdain to beg, although they should have to 
toil day and uight, and live very economi- 
cally. 


Some were even proposing to return to 
Scotland, as soon as they could secure their 
title-deeds and sell their farms. I saw that 
this tendency was fraught with utmost dan- 
ger and disaster if not averted in time. b’or 
the talismanic enthusiasm will pine away 
and perish, if other races and other sects are 
to be rudely thrust in for lucre’s sake. I 
therefore laboured to revive the hope, the 
courage ; the unauimity and enterprise ofthe 
Colony. The results already begin t > glad 
den our hearts, and many are now thank- 
ing God and taking new courage. The re- 

ular diets ot worship are thronged every 
Babbatt: although the houses of meeting 
are not indeed large. We have regular 
Prayer Meetings on both the roads. Already 
we have five Sabbath-Schools and three. se- 
cular Schools in active operation. The 
Elders are zealous, active and devoted ; the 
people are willing and industrious, as well 
as prudent andthrifty. Despite their severe 
privations, they have already subscribed and 
paid for one hundred copies of the ** Recorp” 
for 1876, and have unitedly petitioned the 
Presbytery that their minister may not be 
withdrawn from them, and have subscribed 
liberally of their limited means, for his sup- 
port. They are now making arrangements 
to build suitable School-houses; for the 
Schools are held in private houses, as well 
‘as the other meetings hitherto. 


The people are also resolving to do their 
utmost to erect a comely Church, as an 
Ebenezer-memorial in their midst, where 
they and their children, through the years 
to come, may devoutly assemble to worship 
the God of their fathers, and to learn of Him 
who only hath the words of eternal life. 


We are now labouring to organize the 
congregations thoroughly, with districts and 
sections, each having its own 5. School and 
Prayer-meeting, under the care of its Elder 
and Deacon. Additionul Klders and Dea- 
cons are to be ordained when there is need. 


We are also preparing a complete set of 


Sessional Revisters and Records. Since my 
arrival there have been two marriages, three 
births, four baptisms, but no death, within 
the Colony. I find the people kind and un- 
assuming,yet intelligent and talented beyond 
many who are more ostentatious. I believe 
that the best talent wil! not be lost, if it be 
bestowed upon them. We hope they have 
generally passed their darkest day; for the 
seasons have been very unpropitious here in 
their experience. 


Trusting and praying that the Divine 
Head will prosper the Cvulony and the 
Church.

The Rey. C. A. Doudiet has accepted 
an appolutment to the Chair of Sacred 
Rhetoric and Homelitics in the lresby- 
terian College, Montreal, vacunt by the 
resignation of Professor Coussirat. who 
has returned to his native la belle France. 
The General Assembly will doubtless 
ratify the nomination. ‘This will bea 
serious loss to St. Mathews Congrega- 
tion, Montreal, but a gain to the College, 
with which they may credit “the Union.” 

The Rev. John Hannie, of St. An- 
drew’s Church, Chatham, Ontario, has 
been appointed by the Colonial Com- 
mittee of the Church of Scotland to the 
vacant charge of All Saints, New Am- 
sterdam, berbice, British Guiana. Mr. 
itannie takes his departure immediately, 
and will be followed to his new home with 
the best wishes of a large number of 
warm friends, Mr. Rannie commenced 
his labours in Chatham more than 
sixteen years ago, and has during these 
years given good proof of his ministry. 
Now that he is about to remove with his 
patriarchal family, he may well say, 
‘“T came here empty and go forth full.” 
The Lord go with our brother, carry 
him safely to his destivation, and abun- 
dantly bless him in the work to which 
he is called ! 

The Kev. Joseph Gandier, of Fort 
Coulonge, in prosecuting his missionary 
tour among the lumbermen of the Upper 
Ottawa, recently experienced just exough 
of the romantic to relieve the monotony 
of ordinary mission work. Benighted, 
he reached a lake in the bick-woods 
which he wished to traverse, but he was 
not long on the ice when he ‘lost the 
track.’’ He beats a retreat, finds shelter 
amongst a clump of trees, attempts to 
kindle a fire: but wet. wood will not burn! 
He wraps up his little boy who was with 
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him in the buffalo robes, tenderly ‘“ tucks 
him in” for the night, sets to tramping 
round vigorously in the snow to keep 
his feet from freezing—and wishes for 
the day! The minister will not soon 
forget that adventurous night, nor the 
young missionary, his baptism in the 
woods. At peep of day the brave minis- 
ter was again making tracks, and even- 
tually, reached home in safety. 


The widely separated congregations 
connected with the charge of Litchfield 
“up the Ottawa,” had a pleasant and 
profitable meeting in the Church of 
Bryson one evening lately, for the 
transaction of business, combined with 
social intercourse. The report of the 
managers expressed thankfulness to God 
for the measure of success already 
attained, and hope that the systematic 
agencies that have been introduced 
might be thoroughly worked. The 
envelope system was recommended for 
general adoption. 


The minister of Georgina now dates 
his letters from “the manse.”’ Would 
that all ministers could do the same ! 
This one only cost $1500. Think of it, 
well-to-do farmers, and wealthy store- 
keepers, and thriving mechanics, whose 
ministers live in ‘‘]lodgings,”’ or in their 
‘own hired house.’’ Get up an indigna- 
tion meeting, or make ‘‘a bee.” Any- 
how, build a manse, that the man of God 
may have a Homes and “ bide’’ among 
you. 


/ PRESENTATIONS.—The Rev. James 
Pringle of Brampton, has been presented 
with a purse of money by the ladies of 
his congregation: and Mr. McClure, the 
leader of the psalmody, with a handsome 
silver service, in recognition of his long- 
continued and valuable assistance, The 
Rev. James Carmichael of Markham also 
received a tangible expression of grati- 
tude from the young people belonging to 
the neighbouring congregations of St. 
Andrew’s Church, Searboro’, and St. 
John’s, Markham, for the interest he 
manifested in their welfare during the 
vacancy, and his moderatorship of the 
Session. 


The Rev. James Patterson of Hem- 
mingford has been presented with a splen- 
did silk pulpit gown by the members of 
his Congregation. 


New Cuurcues.—A very nicely 
finished Church was recently opened at 
Bolton, Ont., by Rev. Principal Caven. 
The pastor, Rev. Peter Nicol, preached 
in the afternoon and Rey. R. D. Fraser, 
of Toronto, in the evening. The attend- 
ance was large, and the collections 
amounted to nearly $100. The Church 
and adjoining sheds cost about $3,000— 
all paid for, excepting a trifling balance. 
It is thus a model church in more ways 
than one. 


It is too bad to have to boil down 
such a magnificent enterprise as the 
erection of new St. Andrew’s Church, 
Toronto, to a brief paragraph. But 
this is of less consequence as the fame of 
it has already been spread abroad through 
the secular press. It is not the largest. 
church in the Western Metropolis, yet it 
is not a small one, being 154 feet in 
length and 83 feet in width. But, in 
grandeur of design, it is conceded that 
it is not surpassed by anything in To- 
ronto or elsewhere in the Dominion. The 
style of architecture is of the old Norman 
order, of which some fine specimens are — 
still extant in Scotland. It is massive, 
yet elegant. The Western end is flank- 
ed by two spires rising 100 feet each, 
between which are three richly ornament- 
ed arched doorways. On the south side 
is another entrance through the great 
tower, 31 feet square at the base, finish- 
ed with circular turrets at a height of 
116 feet from the ground. The interior 
is very elegant, and is seated for 1200 
persons, while 400 more can probably be 
accommodated upon an emergency. The 
windows are filled with stained glass, and 
the walls are richly iJluminated. Nor has 
the comfort of the litt/e folks been over- 
looked. The Sunday-school room with 
its fine suite of apartments has accom- 
modation for some 600 scholars. The 
cost of the edifice has been, site included, 
$110,000 or thereabouts. 


This Church was opened for worship 
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on the 13th February. The Rev. Robt. 
Campbell, of Montreal, Professor Mce- 
Laren, of Toronto, and Rev. D. M. 
Gordon, of Ottawa, preached eloquent 
discourses to overflowing congregations. 
The people stood up to praise the Lord. 
We congratulate the Rey. D. J. Mac- 
donnell and his congregation on the 
completion of their great work. 


CONGREGATIONAL Reports from St 
John’s, Cornwall, Chalmer’s, Kingston, 
and St. Paul’s, Hamilton, are before us 
in neat printed form. All these are 
“live congregations.” The other sort, 
indeed, never publish their reports, if 
any they bave. They find it “so trouble- 
some’’ to get the facts together, and 
very often their figures ‘* won’t add up;”’ 
besides, it is expensive, and ‘‘ does not 
pay.” Poor things! ‘hey are down in the 
ruts, and they don’t know it. Cornwall, 
publishes the names of its pew-holders, 
shewing who have paid and who are in 
arrears. Its annual revenues are a little 
over $2,000, out of which there is paid for 
stipend $1,250; for the schemes of the 
Church about $300, and for 120 copies 
of the Recorp, $30. They have just 
completed a very fine manse at a cost of 
$6,500. In the Kingston Church, on 
the other hand, ‘there is no pew rent.”’ 
Its ‘‘weekly offerings” amount to $1,690 ; 
the ordinary Sabbath collections to $500, 
and the special collections for the schemes 
$749; altogether the revenue is about 
$3,000. The stipend is $1,500. There 
are 169 communicants on the roll, and 
140 in the Sabbath-school. 120 copies 
of the Recorp are taken. St. Paul’s, 
Hamilton, has nearly 130 famillies, each 
of which is furnished with a copy of the 
Recorp. The number of communicants 
is 225, and of S. S. Scholars on the 
roll 158. The total receipts for 1875 
were over $5,900, of which $2,000 was 


paid for stipend, and $600 for rent of 


Church. The Ladies Missionary Asso- 
ciation raised $564. The Sabbath col- 
lections yielded $1,430. The average rate 
contributed, per member, for all congre- 
gational purposes was $22.82.

MEETINGS OF PRESBYTERIES. 


PETERBOROUGH.—At last regular meeting 
of this Court, it was agreed to apply to the 
General Assembly for leave to retain the 
name of Rev J. M. Roger on the roll of 
Presbytery as Pastor emeritus. The follow- 
ing minute was also adopted in reference to 
Mr. Roger’s resignation of the charge of 
the First Congregation, Peterborough. 

*‘In reluctantly and regretfully accept- 
ing Mr. Roger’s resignation of his pastoral 
charge, the Presbytery delight to recall 
how, for the long period of forty-two years, 
their beloved and revered father has been 
permitted to plead and: witness for their 
common Lord, with whose spirit he has 
been filled and in whose power he has 
laboured. They will long remember the 
self-sacrificing thoroughness with which he 
did the difficult work of a pioneer minister 
of the Gospel in this land, and the devoted- 
ness that made him unsparing of himself 
as a good soldier of Jesus Christ. They 
think with special interest of that tend- 
erness in sick-rooms and by dying beds 
which has won and held for him so long 
the hearts of his people. They rejoice in 
recording that they have ever found him a 
faithful friend and a prudent councillor. 
They hope that their remembrance of his 
diligence and zeal will often admonish 
indolence and indifference. They would 
express the deepest sympathy with him in 
the infirmities which have at length made 
his resignation necessary. They themselves 
feel the comfort (which he also shares) of 
knowing that a Loving Wisdom inflicts the 
troubles as well as bestows the joys of 
Christian life. They sincerely wish for 
their father the lengthened enjoyment of 
all that should accompany Christian old 
age—especially the old age of one who has 
won so honourably the position of Pastor 
Emeritus.” 


The Presbytery sustained a callin favour 
of Mr. A. F. Tully from the congregation of 
Bobcaygeon, signed by 64 communicants 
and 29 adherents, and also a call from 
Millbrooke and Centreville, in favour of 
Mr. James Cameron, M. A., signed by 202 
communicants and 150 adherents. At a 
subsequent meeting, held on the 9th Feb- 
ruary, arrangements were made for the or- 
dination and induction of these ministers to 
the respective charges. Mr.Tully was accord- 
ingly ordainedat Bobcaygeon onthe 10th, 
and Mr. Cameron at Centerville on the 29th 
February, in the presence of large congrega- 
tions, who are to be congratulated on hay- 
ing secured the services of active young 
ministers, the men of their choice, to go ou 
and in amongst them. 


‘The report of a committee on the Presby- 
terial visitation of congregations was read. 
The Presbytery expressed its 
the principle of such visitation, and decided 
that every congregation within the bounds 
should be visited once in three years, either 
by the Presbytery itself or by a commission 
thereof. 

Paris—This Presbytery met in Chalmer’s 
Church, Woodstock, on 29th Feb. There 
was a good attendance of ministers and 
Elders. The business was chiefly of a 
routine character, infer alia,—A committee 
was appointed to receive congregational re- 
ports on the state of religion. 

The Rev. John Dunbar, of Glenmorris, 
tendered his resignation of the pastoral 
charge of this congregation, Mr. Hume 
was appointed to preach in Glenmorris, 
and notify the congregation to appear 


for their interests at the next meeting of 


Presbytery. 

SrratrorD.—Twelve ministers and eight 
elders were present at last stated meeting, 
held in St. Andrew’s Church, Stratford, on 
the 7th ultimo. Three ministers from other 
ehurelies applied to be received into the 
Presbyterian Church in Canada,—Messrs. 
Wi. Hawthorne, Dugald McGregor, and 
Mr. T.G. Johnston. 

The ece’esiatical relationships of several 
congregations and stat/ons within the bounds 
were considered and committees anpointed in 
reference thereto. It was agreed to petition 
the Dominion Legislature against Sabbath 
desecration. The remit on the constitution 
of General Assembly was considered and 
with some amendments approved. 

It was agreed to urge upon all the con- 
gregzations to see that contributions be made 
to all the schemes of the church before the 
3lst of March, the close of the financial 
year. 

Moyrreat Presbytery held two prorenata 
meetings last month. At the former, a eall 
from Knox Church, Montreal, was sustained 
in favour of the Rev. James Flett, County 
of Armagh, Ireland. It is understood that 
Mr. Flett is likely to accept the call. 

At the latter meeting, arrangements were 
made to facilitate the translation of the Rev. 
Donald Ross, of Dundee, to the charge of 
the Union congregation at Lancaster, to 
which’the reverend gentleman has received 
a unanimous call. 


DEATHS. 


We regret to announce the death of the 
Rev. Dr. Jennings, of Toronto, which took 
place on the 25th February. The reverend 
gentleman was born in Scotland, in 1814, 
He graduated at St. Andrews, and was or- 


approval of 
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dained a minister of the U. P. Church be- 
fore leaving Scotland in 1838, and was in- 
ducted into the pastorate of what is now 
known as the Bay street Preshvterian 
Chureh, Toronto, in 1839. Dr. Jennings 
continued in the discharge of his pastoral 
duties in connection with that congregation 
up to 1874, when he was placed in a posi- 
tion to spend the rest of his lie in the en- 
joyment of well-earned ease, after a long and 
Jaborious ministerial career. In the cause 
of Education in Canada the deceased took 
a@ prominent part, aud was for many years @ 
member of the High School Board. His 
death has removed another of the Presby- 
terian fathers in the Dominion. 


Hamiuron has lost one of its ablest mi- 
nisters in the death of the Rev. W. H. Ren- 
nelson, pastor of Knox Church. The sad 
event took place at Toronto, last month, at 
the early age of thirty years. The deceased 
was a young man of great promise, having 
in his course of study at the Toronto Uni- 
versity and Knox College won very high 
honours. In 1874 he was indneted into the 
pastorate of Knox Church, Hamilton, his 
first charge; but, after afew months, he was 
compelled by an affection cf the lungs to. 
discontinue the active discharge of his pas- 
toral duties. Notwithstanding all that could 
be done by medical skill and change of air, 
he grew rapidly worse until his brief career 
was terminated by death. Mr. Rennelson, 
was a native of Galt. 


At Owen Sounp, on the 4th ultimo, de- 
parted this life, Jane Steele, aged 58, wife of 
tev. Duncan Morrison, minister of Knox 
Church in that place. 

The death of this Christian lady will be 
Jamented by a large circle of friends and 
especially in the community in which she 
has lived for the last ten years. She was 
truly a helpmate of her husband, beloved, 
as she was useful and kind, in every relation 
of life. We tender the bereaved minister 
the sympathies of the whole church in this 
hour of deepest sorrow. It is not the first 
time that death has invaded this Manse. 
A short time ag , Mr Morrison followed the 
remains of a beloved son to the tomb, Only 
last autumn his youngest daughter was 
taken from him. And now that the com- 
panion of his life has been laid in the grave, 
we commend him to the Father of Mercies 
and God of all comfort ; ** who comforteth 
usin all our tribulati ns, that we may be 
avje to comfort them. which are in any 
trouble, by the comfort wherewith we our- 
selves are comfortel of God.” 


Diep at his residence, in the Township 
of Innisfil, on the 24th ultimo, Francis 
Kirkpatrick, one of the oldest residents in 
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the place, and for fully thirty years an 
elder of the Church. The deceased was a 
native of Antrim, Ireland, strongly attached 
to the good old Church of his fathers. 
Twenty years ago he was struck of paralysis, 
and though his disease grew and increased 
till at last he became as feeble as an infant, 
he ever bore his great afflictions with ex- 
emplary patience and resignation. ‘The 
word of God, which he had stored up so 
largely in early life, became to him in old 
age an inexhaustible source of comfort. 


Tue MARITIME PROVINCES. 


Referring to the exhibit of the state 
of the Foreign Viission Fund, presented 
in the March fecord, the Rev. Mr. Me- 
Gregor, agent of the Church at Halifax, 
invites the special attention of all the 
congregations to the facts as therein set 
forth, and reminds them that unless a 
deeper consideration is manifested in this 
regard, ‘‘ there will be such a deficiency 
at the close of the financial year as has 
never occurred in the history of missions 
in the Maritime Provinces’”’ It appears 
that the sum of $5 000 is absolutely and 
immediately required to meet all de- 
mands. Surely it is unnecessary to add 
a single word more on this subject. 
“Up, Guards, and at them !”’ 

The local ‘‘news”’ of the past month 
may be summed up, for this time, in the 
interest created by the utterances of two 
distinguished ministers of the Presbyter- 
ian Church in Canada, though cast in 
different moulds. We refer to the lec- 
tures recently delivered by Rev. Geo. M. 
Grant, and our old friend Father Chini 
quy. The former had for his first theme, 
“The Hastern Question, and the Church 
and State trouble in Germany,” which 
he is reported to have handled in a very 
clear and able manner. His second 
lecture dealt with ‘‘ The College Ques- 
tion,’’ and educational matters in general 
In regard to the first, the Presbyterian 
Witness says, tat, in advocating very 
powerfully and cogently as he does, the 
claims of one Provincial University—as 
against the present system of maintaining 
half a dozen sectariau collezes-—-Mr Grant 
has at least a hundred and thirty thous- 
and of the people at his back. But, in

Catholics and Protestants, Mr. Grant 
speaks for himself alone.

enthusiastic minds like his, there is no 
rest on this side the river. He must 
In the County of Pictou, 
he addressed public meetings in Pictou 
town, New Glasgow, Stellarton, Hope- 
well, and other places. Perhaps the most 
interesting and important visit made by 
him, was to the I‘rench miners at Stel- 
larton and Vale Colliery, where he was 
most warmly received, and where he ap- 
pears to have given a valuable impulse to 
the work so well begun there by Mr. 
Pelletier, one of Mr. Chiniquy’s own 
young men, educated under him at St. 
Anne’s, Kankakee. Some time ago this 
devoted missionary laid upon the table 
of the Presbytery the names of 125 eon- 
verts from Romanism. Thirty-five more 
have since sent in thetr resignations to 
Priest McDonald, of Pictou. 

Proceeding to Halifax, Mr. Chiniquy 
addressed large and enthusiastic meetings 
in most of the city Churches. We are 
sorry to have to add that demonstrations 
not ereditable to the intelligence of the 
community, and not wise even from a 
Roman Catholic point of view, disturbed 
the closing meeting, which was held in 
Dr. Burns’ Church, Fort Massey : 

«©The church was crowded, and the doors 
had to be locked, A largecrowd as-embled 
outside, and some stones were thrown 
through the window. After the service, Ia- 
ther Chiniquy was followed to the Halifax 
Hotel, and as heenterec, astone and a glass 
bottle were thrown at him, but did not strike 
him. The demonstrations were the work 
of arabble of boys, and are discountenan- 
ced by all respectable Catholics.” 


Meetincs oF PResBYTERIES.—MIRAMI- 
cu1.—This Presbytery met in St. John’s 
Church, Dalhousie, N.B., on the 22nd 
February, for the ordination of Mr. Al- 
exander Russel and his induction into the 
pastoral charge of that congregation. Rev. 
Mr. Fowler, the moderator, presided. Mr. 
Anderson, of Newcastle, preached; Messrs. 
Wilson and Nicholson delivered the charges — 
to the pastor and people respectively. The 
service was solemn and appropriate, and at 
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spent $2,000 upon it last summer, and now, » 
lo! itis gone! Nothing left but the found- 
ations.... The fire broke out about half 
after two in the morning. You may guess 
what confusion there must have been. The 
wind was blowing the flames right over 
upon the manse, only about 39 yards distant. 
Twice it was on fire, but it was saved by 
the firemen, who worked nobly. Another 
danger was in case the lofty spire should 
fall upon the manse. If so, it would crush 
it to pieces. This was very likely to happen, 
and so many willing hands set to work, and 
out went the furniture, down came pictures, 
up carpets were torn, trunks were pitched 
out of the windows, &c., &c. Imagine the 
scene! ! The tall spire which was seen for 
miles around, fell vracefully forward, and, 
as it fell, strong menshed tears. For more 
than 30 years the steeple of the Kirk had 
been one of the most prominent fea‘ures in 
St. John’s, and men felt that they had lost an 
old friend. I tind myself looking for it yet. 
What are we going to do? Well, my people 
did not cry over spilt milk. Out went 
posters, calling a meeting of the congre- 
gation. It was held. It was resolved to 
rebuild, and, then and there, $8,500 were 
subscribed. Since then the amount has 
reached $13,000! Meanwhile, we worship. 
in a good Hall kindly placed at our disposal 
free for six months.” 

From other sources we learn that 
there is a strong probability of the two 
congregations in St. John’s uniting to 
form one charge. Coming as it has done 
in the very midst of negotiations to this 
end, who knows but that after all, the 
burning of the Kirk may have helped to 
remove impediments out of the way. 


the close of it, the new minister received 
the hearty congratulations of his flock. A 
public meeting was held in the evening, when 
addresses were given on the several schemes 
of the church. 

On the following day, a similar interesting 
meeting was held in St. Luke’s Church, 
Bathurst, for the induction of Rev. Samuel 
Houston to the pastorate of that charge, 
who also received a most cordial welcome 
from the people assembled. It is a great 
matter to have these two important and in- 
fluential congregations so well occupied, 
ministerially. They have been too long 
vacant. Now that they have trimmed their 
lainps afresh, we trust they will shine with 
a brighter light than ever before. 

Picrou.—The Presbytery of Pictou also 
met on the 22nd February. Rev. Geo. 
Walker, moderator. 

Mr. Daniel McDonald gave notice of a 
motion with reference to the administration 
of the Ordinance of Baptism to be taken up 
at the next meeting of Presbytery. 

The Rey. Mr. Neish gave in a report of 
his missionary labours at Sherbrooke and 
Vale Colliery which was approved. 

The Rev. Mr. Chiniquy being present, ad- 
dressed the Presbytery on the work of Evan- 

elization among the French Romanists in 
Ripon: He stated that during the past 
year about 2000 Roman Catholics in that 
city had abandoned the errors and supersti- 
tions of Rome and declared themselves Pro- 
testants. The Presbytery listened to his 
address with much pleasure and gratitude 
to God for the success which accompanies 
this evangelistic work. 


NEWFOUNDLAND. 


We regret much to hear of the total 
destruction by fire of St. Andrew’s 
Church, St. John’s. The calamity befel 
as it was most likely to do, on a Sabbath 
morning—-‘‘ very early.” How it exactly 
happened, nobody knows. That “the 
new hot air furnace’ was in some way 
or other responsible for the loss and 
harm is more than probable. We must 
let the minister describe the scene in his 
own graphic language. 

Up till the end of January all things were 
going on famously. The communion was 
to have been observed upon the last Sab- 
bath of that month. I had fifteen new com- 
municants coming forward,—a large num- 
ber for us, though I had the same number 
last communion. That morning our fine 
Kirk was burned to the ground—entirely 
burned !! Do you take it in? Its cost was 
about $20,000 when built in 1842. We 


OUR COLLEGES. 


KNOX COLLEGE, TORONTO. 


The closing lecture of the session will be 
delivered in the College Hall, by Rev. Prin- 
cipal Caven, on the 5th April, at 12 o’clock, 
noon. 

The Church will learn with pleasure that 
the session has been a very prosperous one. 
There have been forty-two students in the 
theological course, and twenty in the pre- 
paratory department. A number of students: 
preparing for the ministry of the Presbyte- 
rian Church, have, while attending the Uni- 
versity of Tcronto, availed themselves of 
the admirable accommodation supplied for 
boarding by the new buildings. The num- 
ber of boarders has been ar high as serenty- 
two. The whole building indeed has been 
occupied almost to its utmost capacity.

The total number of 
those who are known to be studying in the 
metropolis of Ontario, for the ministry of 
the Presbyterian Church, is upwards of 
ninety. 
QUEEN’S UNIVERSITY AT KINGSTON. 


Class work in the Arts closes on 4th April, 
and in Theology on the 8th. Pass and 
honour examinations begin, in Arts, on the 
10th April, in Theology, on the 17th. The 
statutory meeting of the Senate.takes place 
on 25th April, for awarding prizes and hon- 
ours, and conferring degrees. Convocation 
Day falls on the 27th, when the Session 
closes with the distribution of prizes, the 
laureation of graduates, electing Fellows, 
&c., &c. New regulations introduced this 
session are said to have worked extremely 
well. There are seventy students in attend- 
ance, of whom thirty-four are for the min- 
istry. There are ten in the Divinity Hall. 


PRESBYTERIAN COLLEGE, MONTREAL. 


The Session closes on April 5th, in Er- 
skine Church, at 7.30 p.m., when the Rev. 
C. A. Doudiet will lecture on the Walden- 
sian Church. The usual announcement of 
prizes and scholarships will be made, along 
with the investiture of the gold medal. The 
number of students enrolled at the com- 
mencement of the session was fifty, of whom 
five were partially absent through sickness, 
leaving forty-five in attendance. The num- 
ber residing in the College building is thirty- 
one. ‘lhree will be applicants for license 
during the summer. Thirteen of the stu- 
dents are Frenchmen. 


THE THEOLOGICAL HALL OF THE MARITIME 
PROVINCES. 


The Session will terminate about the 10th 
April this year, but in future, the end of 
the month will be the time of closing. The 
appointment of Rev. Allan Pollok has pro- 
ved a valuable accession to the professiorial 
staff. The work of the session has been 
steadily prosecuted, and apparently with 
much success. The number of students 
in attendance is fifteen. Three are expected 
to be licensed in spring. 


In these four colleges, it thus appears 
there are 184 young men under training for 
the ministry. Morrin College, Quebec, and 
Manitoba College, may swell the number to 
two hundred. This should give the Church 
an average of about twenty-five or thirty 
ministers annually. A fair number, but 
not enough to replenish the ranks that must 


needs be thinned by ‘“casualties,”? nor 
enough to go in and possess the land which 
the Lord has givenus. The pulpit offers to 
the highest talent in the country the best 
field for its exercise. But the Church is 
the poorest place on this earth for drones— 
even for pious drones.

J OREIGN Missions. 


If it be true, as is often said, that millions 
of heathen are annually going down to the 
bottomless pit because they know not the 
way of salvation through Jesus Christ, 
what will be the fate of those who, calling 
themselves Curistiana, can think of this 
dreadful calamity with indifference—who 
practically say, ‘let them perish !—what 
is that to us?” 

Much of the deplorable apathy which 
exists in support of Foreign Missions no 
doubt arises from imperfect knowledge of 
the actual facts of the case, both in respect 
of the magnitude of the work and the 
wonderful results already achieved. We 
are glad to be able to supply some valuable 
information relative tothe Foreign Missions 
of the Presbyterian Church in.Canada in 
the following ‘abridged report of an ad- 
mirable address on this subject delivered 
by Professor McLaren, of Toronto, at a 
meeting held in Erskine Church Montreal, 
on the Ist March. 


With reference to the mission work of the 
past, he was sorry to say t at the Presbyte- 
terian Churches in Ontario and Quebec, had 
very little to tell, but happily they had 
become allied last June to the Churches 
of the Maritime Provinces, who had 
been very active in this regard, and they 
could now cliim a share in their good 
work. Thev had done an important work 
in the New Hebridesand other of the South 
Sea Islands. That mission with which 
Dr. Geddie has been so honourably connect- 
ed, was flourishing. Then they hada mission 
in Trinidad among the Coolies, the major- 
ity of whom were from Hindostan. ‘The 
western section ofthe Church or portion of 
it in Quebee and Ontario, had three mis- 
sion fields. In the North-West they had 
two ordained missionaries—Mr. McKellar 
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of Prince Albert, and Rev. Geo. Flett at Fort 
Pelly, and Mr. MacKay as missionary and 
interpreter. Next s; ring a fourth labourer 
—teacher and catechist, would join them. 
The labours of these gentlemen presented 
many difficulties, owing to the migratory 
habits of the Indians; but when they were 
settled on the Reserves, as intended by go- 
vernment, it was to be hoped that they 
would come more within the reach of the 
missionary of the Gospel than now. Surely 
if the Canadian Christians were taking 
away their hunting grounds, it was not 
too much to expect that they would give 
them the Gospel of Christ, and the be- 
nefits of civilisation. The Church had an in- 
teresting mi-sion in China. There they had 
two ordained missionaries, Rev. G. L. Mac- 
Kay and Dr. Fraser, also a medical man. 


Mr. MacKay was the first representative of 
Canada in China,and commenced his labours 
four years ago, on the northern part of the 
Island of Formosa Formosa is nearly as 
large as Ireland, and has from three to three 
and a half millions of inhabitants. It is 
a very large and exceedingly promising 
field. Mr. MacKay learned the language, 
and was able to commence his labours in ten 
months after hisarrival. Attheend ofthree 
years,ghe had the satisfaction of re- 
porting thirty-seven native communicants 
as the first fruits of his labours, but that by 
no m ans represented the amount of work 
done there, for Mr. MacKay was very care- 


ful in the reception of converts. Hight 
or nine chapels had been built, almost 


entirely by the people themselves, as they 
had drawn on the funds to a very small 
extent. This was conclusive evidence 
of the interest with which they had _ re- 
ceived the Gospel. At Kelungin the north- 
east, the people had sent him repeated 
messages to go and preach, before he could 
do so, and after he had intimated his 
intention to go, they set to work and had 
a chapel built and ready, on his ar- 
rival. Such indications as these showed 
that the people were prepared in a very re- 
markable degree for the reception of the 
Gospel. Including trained native helpers, 
they had now a band of ten men engaged 
in Formosa. 
In China, the field was immense, embrac- 
ing a population of four hundred millions. 
Such figures as these scarcely conveyed the 
idea to our mind. Taking the entire popu- 
lation of this Dominion multiplied by one 
hundred, they would scarcely equal the 
population of China. Year after year, the 
Indications from every part of the country 
shewed that the people were becoming more 
and more willing to listen to the Gospel. 
The literary class was opposed to the Gos- 


pel, but the poorer classes were much more 
cordial and ready to receive it. He refer- 
red to the spirit of emigration manifested 
among the Chinese, and was of opinion that 
as soon as their prejudice against being 
buried in any other land than China was 
overcome, their numbers on this continent 
would augment greatly, and we would have 
a very large population of them on our own 
shores with which to deal. The speaker 
referred to their great antiquity, their stable 
government, and their intelligence. Mission 
work in China had advanced slowly at first, 
but in recent years its progress had been 
much more encouraging. When Rey. Mr. 
Morrison went out, sixty-nine years ago, 
he was almost a prisoner in Macao. He 
could do but little missionary work, and 
had to labour as translator to the Factory ot 
tlre Hast India Company, and, atter twenty- 
five’ years, the missionaries had only 
baptised ten converts; twenty years later, 
the entire number had not reached 400; in 
1863 they had not reached 2.000 ; while last 
year, or twelve years later, the number, 
according to the most accurate computa- 
tion, was about 12,000; so that within the 
last twelve years, the number of converts 
had multiptied six fold. During the coming 
summer the Canadian Church hoped to send 
another missionary to that field. 

In India,the Church was doing something. 
Two young ladies represented the Presbyte- 
rian Church in Canada in Central India, la- 
bouring under the care of the American 
Presbyterian Church, but they reported to 
this Church and were paid by it. The West- 
ern Section hoped to send to Central India at 
least two ordained missionaries, and he 
trusted the Lower Province people would 
send two more, besides Mr. Campbell. Ac- 
cording to the old estimate the population 
of British India was 180,000,000, but by 
the last census i: was 240,000,000. In ad- 
dition to that, there are the territories pro- 
tected by Britain, with a population suf- 
ficient to swell the total to 300,000,000 
people waiting for the Gospel. The great 
majority of that population were Indo- 
Europ:an stock, and although the climate 
might render them unequal to Europeans 
in phvsical strength, they possessed great 
intellectual vigour, and,if converted, would 
exercise a powerful influence in the history 
of the world. A great leavening process 
was going on, and had been for years. When 
the first missionaries went there, they found 
heathenism strongly entrenched, and it ap- 
peared almost impossible to break ground, 
but the process of leavening had gone on, 
and heathenism was beginning to lose its’ 
hold on the Indian mind, and though the 
Gospel had not been substituted for

heathenism, the way was being prepared. 
There was a large Indian population speak- 
ing the English language; and also a large 
educated population who did not speak 
that language. These were all under the 
influence of English civilization and learn- 
ing, and more and more open to the Gospel. 
It was among the educated natives, speak- 
ing the English language, that Mr. Camp- 
bell intended to labour chiefly. There had 
recently been shown among some of the 
aboriginal hill tribes a remarkable will- 
ingness to hear the Gospel. Mr. Boer- 
resen, in the short period of seven 
months, baptised no less than 1,600 con- 
verts among the Santals, The work among 
these poeple was of a remarkable kind, be- 
cause they were previously very much ad- 
dicted to strong drink. It had been a part 
of their religious worship to give themselves 
up to drunkenness for fourteen days in the 
year. They had now become total abstain- 
ers, and acted as home missionaries among 
their own people, and, at the last report, the 
Gospel had spread into 130 villages. The 
American Presbyterian missionaries wished 
the Presbyterian Church in Canada to oc- 
cupy an important position in Central India, 
and stated that, if they did so, they would 
supply the missing link which would com- 
plete an unbroken chain of Presbyterian 
missions, from one side to the other of that 
great country. He hoped the church would 
take hold of the work, and also that Mont- 
real would do its part to supply both men 
and means. 


This was what they were doing in the 
mission work, and they would hke to 
send an additional man to China, and two 
or three to India. They could then take 
the ladies there under the care of their own 
mission. In Toronto the ladies had formed 
a society, shortly to be inaugurated, spe- 
cially devoted to foreign missions, and he 
trusted that branches would be formed 
throughout the country. 

Speaking of the vast field open to us, and 
the small number of the labourers, he stated 
that there were 200 missionaries in China. 
To give an idea or the extent of the field, he 
said that if only one missionary was sta- 
tioned on the field between Montreal and 
Halifax, and another to the west, from Kins- 
ton to the Rocky Mountains, Canada would 
be better supplied than China. As to the re- 
markable growth of missions, he stated 
that eighty years ago, the Christian Church 
was represented by three missionaries in 
the foreign field, Last year England and 
Scotland had 1,705 ordained European mis- 
sionaries in the foreign field, and 2,101 
native pastors and catechists, and in the 
churches in these foreign fields were 279,000 


communicants, representing a million and 
a half of souls, and all this the result of 
work done in less than eighty years. More 
than half a million Christians are now 
found in the South Sea Islands where then 
was unbroken heathenism. Seventy years 
ago, Carey baptised his first convert; 
now there were 73,000 communicants in 
Burmah and India, representing more than 
300,000 of a Christian population. The 
Foreign Mission work was spreading into 
all lands and enlisting the sympathies of all 
living churches. Murope and America at 
the present time send forth and sustain 3500 
ordained missionaries. 

He referred to the Christ-like character 
of the work, to the dark, degraded, and 
perishing condition of the heathen, to the 
wonderful manner in which during the. past 
thirty years, nearly the whole world had 
been opened up to the Gospel, and to the 
manifest blessing with which God is now 
crowning Foreign Missions, as incentives to 
increased effort. 


SpecrAL MEETING OF THE MARITIME Boarp. 


This meeting was called at New Glasgow, 
Feb. 15th, for the transaction of business 
connected with the Trinidad Mission. 

The Board had the privilege of meeting 
with, and extending a cordial welcome to 
Rev. K. J. Grant who has returned with his 
wife and family to spend some months at 
home. Mr. Grant having addressed the 
Board on the work in Trinidad, as conduct- 
ed by himself with the aid of Mr. McDonald, 
and native Evangelists and teachers, the fol- 
lowing motion was unanimously adopted :— 

‘‘The Board agrees to express its high 
gratification at the presence of Mr. Grant, 
in the enjoyment of health and vigour, and 
its gratitude to God for the amount of labour _ 
which he and his partner have been enabled 
to undergo in promoting the Lord’s work 
among the Coolies :—And on review of the 
work and success of the last five years, unite 
in thanksgiving to the God of all grace, in- 
voking at the same time the continuance of 
the Divine blessing, and an enlarged out- 
pouring of the Holy Spirit, on all the Mis- 
sionaries and their families, and their native 
assistants in Trinidad, as well as in all the 
missions of the Church.” 

The chief business came before the Board 
in the Minutes of the Mission Council of 
Trinidad which shewed that the Missionaries 
united in recommending Mission Village as 
the best centre for the District under charge 
of Rev. John Morton. At this centre no 
suitable residence could be obtained to rent, 
nor yet by purchase; but it appeared that 
H. B. Darling, Esq., of Lothian’s Estate,

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had made to Mr. Morton the offer asa_ gift, 


mission house or Manse. 
The views of the mission Council and the 


grounds of the recommendation being ex- 


plained in a letter from Mr Morton, and 
supported by Mr. Grant, the Board decided 
with unanimity— 

Ist. To sanction the adoption of Mission 
Village, as the centre of Mr. Morton’s field 
and to accept the recommendation of the 
Council that a dwelling house should be 
erected for the Missionary. 

2nd. T’o convey to Mr. Darling the Board’s 
high appreciation of his liberality in the 
offer of a building site, and thankfully ac- 
cept it. 

3rd. To authorize Mr. Morton to take 
immediate steps to proceed with the erection 
of the manse, with permission to draw, with 
the concurrence of his Brethren, to the ex- 
tent of five hundred pounds sterling. 


A Committee having been appointed to ad- 
vise with Mr. Grant respecting the course of 
visitation which he contemplated, the Board 
adjourned to meet again a few weeks prior 
to the meeting of the General Assembly.

TRINIDAD MISSION. 
Rev. Mr. Grant’s REPorT For 1875. 


Pictou, Jan. 20, 1876. 
Rev. Dear Sir, 


Having obtained the permission of your 
Board, I left San Fernando with my family 
on the 2lst Dec. for New York,where we ar- 
rived on the 7th inst. Our passage was 
speedy, comfortable, and by this route a con- 
siderable saving to your Board. 


SCHOOLS. 


In-submitting this, my fifth annual report? 
I shall say little of School work. Mr. 
McDonald has had charge of the eight 
Estates Schools in my District: and he will 
tell of his own work. The School assisted 
by Government in San Fernando, continued 
as formerly, under my supervision. Several 
of the more advanced pupils have gone to 
work, but the daily ave:age throughout the 
year has been more than sustained by new 
pupils enrolled. The Teacher through ill- 
ness was unfit for duty for three months. 
taught half this time, and then called in the 
aid of Jacob W, Corsbie, a Chinese. Jacob 
has been a successful Teacher in an Estate 
School, aud his propriety of conduct, intel- 
ligence and zeal in Mission work augur well 
for his future usefulness. 


I 
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Mrs. Grant taught the girl’s needle work 
and was almost daily engaged in sewing up 
garments, which cost her time and nota little 
expense, as she had to provide nearly all 
the materials. Ladies at home would do usa 
good service by sending us occasionally a 
box of clothing of light material for Boys 
and girls. 


THE MAIN WORK. 


Assisted by Lal Bihari constantly and by 
C. C.Gowdeen as he had opportunity, I have 
been occupied specially in making known 
the Gospel in the town of San Fernando and 
on 21 Kstates. On Sabbath and during the 
week we laboured with all possible diligence. 
As a result we have had 28 Baptisms—18 
adults and 10 children. The severe ordeal 
through which some of our converts had to 
pass affords a strong guarantee for stabili- 
ty, and as some have begun well in the 
work of the Lord, we trust they may con- 
tinue to abound. 


s THE CHURCH. 
C. C.Nowdeen and Lal Bihari were chosen 
and ordained to the eldership. A committee 
of five manages the affairs both of the Hin- 
dustani and English speaking congregations. 
The weekly contributions amount to 
$156,98. The English speaking Asiastics 
contributed about one third of this amount. 
One of our young men contributes $35,00, a 
second $24 a year. Those in poorer circum- 
stances manifest a growing liberality. 


BIBLE READERS. 


Two of our young men, Ladaphol and 
Calipha spend a part of two days weekly as 
Biple readers, for which service they receive 
a small amount from the weekly contribu- 
tions. 

All our children and most of our adults 
are pledged to total abstinance. 


THE FIELD. 


In my District I have 25 Estates with a 
Hindoo population of 5,000 including San 
Fernando. To work this field I require 
three Catechists. Lal Bihari who is already 
favourably known to you I have always re- 
garded as a gift from the Lord. He is ever 
faithful in seeking to enlighten and save his 
countrymen, and the young men of Dr. 
Bayne’s Congregation have my sincerest 
thanks for his support. I would retain him 
in the centre. 

Then one is required for the Southern dis- 
trict, and I have madea temporary arrange- 
ment with Telaksingh, a young convert of 
zeal and influence, for work there. In the 
meantime the sum of $20. voted me by the 
Ladies’ Benevolent Society, New Glasgow, 
secures his services, and I trust that when 
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this ease is made known some congregation 
may provide for his support. * 

For the Northern Section I wish to secure 
a third, and I have a man in view if asalary 
were provided, and I believe the Lord will 
provide it. 


NATIVE YOUTHS. 


Native agents, carefully instructed and 
judiciously guided, are effective instruments 
In securing the objects which the whole 
chureh desires. 

If a few of the more advanced and promis- 
ing boys who show a decided interest could 
be retained in schoo] for one or two years 
they might prove ot great valuein our work. 
The sum of £7. 108. a year would provide 
their food. Will any gentleman or number 
of gentlemen provide for one ? 

That portion of the late James McDonald’s 
bequest placed at the disposal of the Mission- 
aries has been equally divided by your 
Missionaries amongst themselves. See ac- 
counts. 


TRINIDAD AS A MISSION FIELD. 


At the present time, when our Church is 
considering the question of occupying new 
fields, let 1t not be forgotten that proprietors 
contribute annually in Trinidad abont 
$1.700,00 for the support of your Mission 
Schools, to this add theSalary of Mr. Chris- 
tie, and we have an annual contribution to 
our Mission funds of $3200,00, a burden 
which the Church herself must bear if our 
field of operations were India instead of 
Trinidad. 

The children of our Schools are generally 
provided for by their parents, this in India 
constitutes a very heavy item in the outlay 
for Missions. 

The population is increasing. Early in 
1875 about 400 returned-to India and 3000 
arrived. This season none will leave and 
1500 are expected. 

In view of the encouragements arising 
from the nearness of the field, the rapid in- 
crease in HO Area the liberality of pro- 
prietors and the in-gathering of converts 
from Heathenism I think the church will 
look with growing favour on our Trinidad 
mission. Increase ef labourers, and devo- 
ted work, accompanied with dependence 
upon Divine aid, will doubtless be attended 
with cheering consequences.

EstaBLISHED CHurcH.—Dr. Smith, ot 
North Leith, Convener of the Endowment 
Committee, in working out this distinctive 
feature of the Established Church, is meet- 
ing with success far exceeding even his own 
sanguine expectations. 


Art last General Assembly it was reported 
that two hundred and fifteen new parishes 
had been erected since the commencement of 
the Endowment Scheme, some twenty years 
ago. Tothis goodly number there falls to 
be added other TEN which have passed the 
Court of Teinds, and are now fully equipped 
parish churches; while no fewer than 
twelve others are at this moment in 
Court with a view to erection, and may, 
before this paper meets the eyes of our rea- 
ders, have received decree and become addi- 
tonal endowed parishes. There is, in fact, 
every probability of twenty-five new parishes 
being added to the strength of our old 
National Church within the brief space of a 
single year.— Monthly Record.

Free Cuurcu.—The Rev. Walter C. 
Smith, D D., of Glasgow, has received a un- 
animous call to the Free HizhChurch, Edin- 
burgh. The Glasgow ;eople stoutly object 


’ to the Dr.’s removal on the ground that his 


present field of labour is the widest and the 
noblest in Scotland, and, that in that field he 
has pre-eminently proved his capacity to 
work to the honour of the Master and the 
benefit of the community. The Presbytery 
of Edinburgh has sustained the call. 


The Free High Church, Inverness, has re- 
solved to provide Dr. Black with an assis- 
tunt, the multifarious duties connected with 
the pastorship of so large a congregation 
necessitating such an appointment. 


Tue Rey. Dr. Kennedy, of Dingwall, has 
adressed a letter to the members of the Free 
Church in the Highlands. The Uig case 
has induced him to take up his pen, and to 
offer his views on the question whether it is 
right for Free Church congregations to re- 
turn to the Establishment. Dr. Kennndy 
adheres to the Principle that the State is 
bound to establish a church, but he is not 
yet prepared to return to the Established 
Church of Sgotlard. He declares’ that 
Woluntaryism is a “ foolish conceit,” and he 
does not approve of the conduct of his fel- 
low ministers in asking for dis-establish- 
ment. 


DeatH oF Dr. Grorce Burns.—The 
death ofthe Rev. Dr George Burns, min- 
ister of the Free Church of Corstorphine, 
has removed one of the oldest ministers in 
Scotland. He was the last of four brothers, 
all atone time ministers of the established 
Church—viz., Mr. James Burns, of Brechin ; 
Dr. Wm. Burns, of Kilsythe, and Dr. Robert 
Burns,long of Paisley,afterwards of Toronto. 
Hehad attained the patriarchal age ofeighty- 
six. In 1816 he was ordained to the charze 
of St. Andrew’s Church, St. John, New 
Brunswick, where he remained for fifteen 
years. He returned to Scotland conse- 
quent upon the presentation to him by St. 
Andrew’s University of the charge of Tweeds- 
muir, Pecbleshire, the duties of which he 
discharged till the events of “43, when he 
threw in his lot with the Free Church. 
Shortly after the Disruption he was called 
to Corstorphine, and there laboured for 
thirty years, til: failing health constrained 
him to bring to a close a long and faithful 
ministry altogether of sixty years. 


Unirep PrespyTerRtaAN.—For the year 
1875, the Home and Foreign Mission con- 


tributions exceed $300,000. This does not 
include congregational expenses; but only 
such as have been forwarded to the Synod 
Treasurer. 


Money comes in rapidly for support of 
the New Theological Chairs. A capital 
Fund is started, and already a few indivi- 
duals have provided over $50,000. 


Next Meeting of the Supreme Court will 
have many matters of mioment to settle. 
Among the rest, the union of the southern 
portion of the Church with the English 
Presbyterians. Tie Synod will adjourn from 
Kdinburgh to Liverpool, where, on the 25th 
of May, the contemplated combination is ex- 
pected to be ratified. One gentleman has 
pledged $125,000 as the commencenient of a 
Thank-otiering to commemorate the auspi- 
cious event. More than a hundred congre- 
gations will thus be severed from the Scot- 
tish connection. 


THe Rev. W. R. Thomson, of Greenock, 
has been called to the Belhaven Church in 
the suburbs of Glasgow. His power as a 
preacher of the sound stanip is certain to 
tell on the locality. Another minister of 
Greenock !resbytery has resigned on the 
score of ill-health—Mr. Thompson of Kirn. 
He goes to Australia; and if his physical 
strength allows him to resume pulpit work, 
the colony will be advantaved by his cultur- 
ed and earnest style of Gospel teaching. 
Queensland and New Zealand have secured 
the services of two well known brethren of 
this denomination—Mr. Salmond, of North 
Shields, and Mr. McSwain., of Auchter- 
muchty. 


The Rev. P. McDowall has just completed 
his fiftieth year of labour in Alloa. His 
people celebrated the Jubilee with fine 
spirit; and in token of affection for their 
venerable minister handed him a Bank 
cheque for nearly $8000. Mr. McDowall 
visited Canada some years ago and preached 
in several of our Churches. 


Tue Rev. Fergus Ferguson, of Dalkeith, 
has accepted a call from the congregation of 
Qneen’s ‘ark U. P. Church, Glasgow, in 
room of the late Mr. Sprott. 


IRELAND. 


ORDINATION OF A Mtsstonary.—The Pres- 
bytery of Armagh met in the Third Presby- 
terian Church, Armagh, for the ordina- 
tion of Mr. Thomas Chalmers Gilmour, 
who had been appointed a missionary to the 
Jews at Hamburgh. 

The Belfast Presbytery has adopted a 
resolution congratulating the Rev. Prof. 
Killen, D.D., president of the General As- 
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sembly College, Belfast, and for 35 years 
Professor of Ecclesiastical History, on the 
publication of his work, “ The Kcclesiasti- 
cal History of Ireland,’? on which, it was 
stated, he had been engaged for some eight 
years. } 

Tue Council of the National Education 
League for Ireland have forwarded to the 
Commissioners of the National Education 
League a remonstrance against some of their 
recent measures, which appear to them cal- 
culated to injure the district model schools 
—institutions which have been founded at 
the public expense under the superinten- 
dence of the Board for the promotion of the 
national svstem of education,and which the 
Leazue, therefore, conceive it is the duty of 
the Commissioners to uphold. 


GENERAL ASSEMBLIES. 


Edinburgh will be putting on its fairest 
robes by the 18th of May, when the General 
Assemblies of the Established and Free 
Church respectively commence their pro- 
ceedings. Dr. Cook, of Borgue is named for 
the moderatorship of the former, and Dr. 
McLachlan, of Edinburgh, for that of the 
latter. The Rev. John Meneely of Bally- 
macarrett has been nominated for the mo- 
deratorship of the en uing Irish Assembly 
by a large number of Presbyteries. 


Rev. G. M. Grant and Mr. John McLean, of 
Halifax, Rev. Dr. Jenkins, Montreal, and 
Professor Gregg, of Toronto, are appointed 
delegates from the Presbyterian Church in 
Canada. to the Supreme Courts of the Pres- 
byterian Churches in Great Britain and 
Ireland. The Rev. John Laing, of Dundas 
and Mr. Croil, of Montreal, goto the U.S. 
Assembly at Brooklyn. 

The Rev. J. Oswald Dykes, D. D., of 
Regent Square Church, London, will be 
moderator of the Synod of the Presbyterian 
Church in England, which is appointed to 
meet at Liverpool], on 25th May. ‘This is 

oing to be another red-letter-day in the 
ee eterian Calendar—one to which we in 
the Dominion of Canada are looking forward 
with special interest, when the long-talked 
of Union between two branches of the Pres- 
byterian Church south of the Tweed is to 
be accomplished. lf there are no “ antis,” 
the new ‘* Presbyterian Church of England” 
will begin with two hundred and fifty-eight 
congregations. A peculiarity of this Union 
will be its close relationships with the 
United Presbyterian Church of Scotland. 
A sort of Alliance, offensive and defensive, 
forms part of the treaty. They are not only 
to adopt the * mutual eligibility scheme,”’ in 
vogue in Scotland, but, subject to certain 
conditions, they are to be entitled to ‘sit 
and deliberate” in the Supreme Court of the 


U.P. Church. And itis further arranged 
that the two Synods, when they see cause, 
shall confer together on questions of com- 
mon interest through an “ advisory council’ 
of thirty-five from each side. This last is 
an element borrowed from congregational 
Church polity, new to Presbyterians, and not 
without its significance, indicating the possi- 
bility of a still more comprehensive Union 
than that now in view. We trust that the 
day is not very distant when the few English 
congregations adhering to the Church of 
Scotiand shall also join themselves with 
these brethren. The next General As- 
sembly of the Presbyterian Church of the 
United States of Aierica will be held in 
Tabernacle Church, Brooklyn, (Dr. Tal- 
mage’s) commencing on the third Thursday 
of May. Preparations are already making 
to give the Assembly an enthusiastic wel- 
come. A chief matter of business with this 
Assembly will be the question of reducing 
its membership. The propocal to substitute 
Syuodical representation for Presbyterian 
—albeit that it is an ‘ innovation”—has 
been favourably regarded by a majority of 
the Presbyteries who have voted on the 
overture. 


The General Presbyterian Council, not- 
withstanding rumours to the contrary, is 
to hold its first meeting in Edinburgh on 
the 14th July. Over one hundred delegates 
from this side of the Atlantic are expected to 
be present. 


MISSIONARY ITEMS. 


Tae Bible is now printed in no fewer than 
210 languages. 


THe Brsie 1x Rome.—The British and 
Foreign Bible Society held its inaugural 
meeting in Rome at the American Church, 
in the Via Condotti. Every Protestant 
denomination—English, Scotch, and Ame- 
rican-- was represented on the platform and 
in the audience. Mr. Law, of Dublin, pre- 
sided. 


Ir would cost more, says Christlieb, to 
give up missions than it does to sustain 
them. If London, said the Eard of Shaftes- 
bury, did not have its 400 city missionaries, 
it would have to have 40,000 more police. 
The English Governor at Natal, says one 
missionary is worth more than a battalion 
ot soldiers. 


Tue Rev. Dr. Nesbitt, of Samoa, said 
lately, that while, not very many years ago, 
every one of the South Sea Islands were 
under heathenism, there are now about 
400,000 natives who have been reclaimed 
from heathenism, and profess Christianity. 
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Forty-FIve years have passed since John 
Williams visited the Samoa_ Islands. 
There are about 250 villages on this group. 
Each village has its own chapel, built 
and maintained by the natives. The 
converts number about 8,000. There are 80 
students in the theological seminary. The 
poopie have a considerable literature, and 

esides supporting their own pastors, con- 
tribute $6,000 a year for foreign missions. 


THERE was an interesting service lately 
in the Mission church of the Free Church 
in Calcutta. A Brahmin, an ex-pupil of 
the Institut. on, was baptized, along with 
his wife and seven children The ages of 
the children range from about two to four- 
teen years. ‘I’hisis the first instance in the 
history of the mission, on this side of India, 
of a whole Hindu family being at one time 
admitted into the Church. 


Tue Rev. Dr. Caldwell, in his recent ad- 
dress tothe Prince ot Wales in India, in the 
Tinnevelly district, enumerated no lest 
than 60,000 converis in that district, of 
whom more than 10,000 are communicants, 
while nearly 8,000 are boys at schools, and 
5,000 girls, with 140 school-mistresses, 590 
male teachers, and, what is quite significant, 
54 native clergymen. 

News has been received from E. D. 
Young, in command of the Livingstone Ex- 
pediticn sent to Lake Nyassa by the Free 
and Reformed Presbyterian churches ot 
Scotland, that he reached his destination 
September 22. The expedition received an 
enthusiastic welcome from the natives, who 
appeared grateful that the mission was to 
be established there. 


In Madagascar the natives do the pioneer 
missionary work. Are Christian soldiers 
sent away on government service? They 
take their Testaments with them, and, as 
occasion offers, hold service in their families, 
and invite the surrounding heathen to join 
them. Are slaves sent away to mind their 
master’s cattle in the wilderness? They at 
once do the same thing. Soon a congrega- 
is formed, Bibles and missionaries are sent 
for, and so the Gospel has free course. 
When the Christian church shall be every- 
where permeated by the spirit that prompts 
to this kind of Christian activity, we shall 
see ushered in a-pace that glorious day which 
kings and prophets waited for, but died 
without seeing. 


Wiratrn the last five years, seven hundred 
Buddhist temples in Japan have been con- 
verted into dwelling-houses, or adapted 
to other uses than for worship. 


A Commitrer of Arrangements met in 
Shanghai on Oct. 25, 1875, for the purpose 


of organising a Conference of Protestant 
missionaries in China. From a report 
presented it appeared that 110 missionaries 
were desirous of the proposed Conference— 
these missionaries representing every part 
of the mission-tield and every form of Pro- 
testant missionaries in China—to meet in 
Conference at Shanghai on Thursday, the 
10th of May, 1877. 


Tue Foreign Missions of the Free Church 
of Scotland are carried on in India and 
South Africa. There are 89 stations, with 
28 Kuropean and 7 native missionaries, 20 
HKuropean and 135 native teachers, and 88 
catechist3 and colporteurs, making a total 
of 278labourers. The native churches have 
2,387 communicants and 1,936 baptized ad- 
herents. During the past year 236 com- 
municants were received. The Schools for 
which the Scotch Missions are, since Dr. 
Duffs day, famous, number 159, with 
11,303 scholars (3,290 girls.) 


Une of the most hopeful signs for the fu- 
ture is the great change now going on in 
English opinion, in regard to the value of 
Foreign Missions—occasioned. doubtless, by 
what bas transpired in Madagascar, and 
especially by the testimony of the Governor- 
General and other high officials of India, as 
to the place which the missionary holds in 
the vast social and moral changes, and in 
the marvellous development of trade and 
commerce now going cn in that country. 
Larger contributions are already flowing in- 
to mission treasuries in Great Britain. A 
lady supplies a steam yacht for the South 
Seas. A gentleman, as a memorial of a 
deceased son, places at the disposal of a 
missionary society $100,000 for the education 
of a native ministry. Another society has 
doubled its receipts the past year.

THE STRENGTH OF PRESBY- 
TERIANISM. 

RECENT events have directed more than 
ordicary attention to the position and 
prospects of the Presbyterian body 
throughout the world. In the first place, 
there have been the schemes for union, 
promoted in the United States, in Canada, 
and in Great Britain; and in the next 
place, there has been the little excitement 
arising from a sort of internecine struggle 
in several places on various questions, and 
foolish and unjustifiable assaults which 
have been made upon it by opponents out- 
side. 

No religious denomination occupies a 
prouder position, or has before it a bright- 
er prospect than the Presbyterian Church 
at the present time. 
years past it has steadily increased in 
number: and strength, until now, in its 
various ramifications. it is one of the 
largest and most influentia] of all the 
Prorestant churches in the world. At the 
Presbyterian Council held in London, 
Eneland, in July lest, to devise plans for 
a geners] confederation, there were repre- 
sentatives present from different Presby 
terimn churches, whose united pastors 
amounted to 13.199, and with whom there 
were not less than 15,116 congregations. 
In additiou to these there were about 
4,950 congregations, with at least 2.741 
ministers not represented on that occasion. 
According to these tables there are thus 
a total of 15,940 ministers. and 17.857 
congregations. In these there is a fair 
representation of the talent, and wealth 
and influence of the different countries ; 
and it is therefore easy to form an idea of 
what a powerful organization itis, and of 
what an amazing influence it may and does 
exert. 

The history of the Presbyterian Church 
has ever been characterized by an un- 
shrinking maintenance of evangelical 
principles; and a vigorous. enterprising 
spirit in the promotion of education and 
Christian missions. No community has 


For a number of 


done more to check the progress of in- 
fidelity, and to counteract the errors of 
Popery ; whilst in Sunday schools and 
colleges, and by home and foreign missions 
it has, and is still, promotine the diffu- 
sion of those principles by which alone 
society can be reformed. In the united 
forms which are now being brought about 
it will have still larger resources, and 
greater facilities for fulfilling its evangeli- 
cal mission ; and it will be cause for pro- 
found regret if through any feelings of 
pride or pique tne beauty of the union 
should be marred, or the efficiency of the 
body weakened. ‘hese are times when, 
above all others, unity and energy are 
needed on the part of the churches; and to 
secure these in thegreat Presbyterian body 
in a more eminent degree, and thereby to 
render it a still stronger and more efficient 
organization, every member should be 
willing to forego personal and party con- 
siderations, and to consider only that by 
which the general interests of the body 
can be best promoted. Scottish American. 


ABOUT SERMONS. 


One writer says :—A sermon should be 


twenty-five minutes long; not more, nor 
less, but rather less than more.’? Another 


is very contemptuous about “ little puffs 
of sermons, in contrast with the sermon 
that has strength enough in it to get over 
thirty minutes.’ ‘The people in the pews 
differ as much as the ministers, and the 
poor young New Hngland divine who at- 
tempts to get a rule for himself out of 
these various judyments will be sadly per- 
plexed. One plea for brevity we entirely 
accord with. Itis for brevity in intro- 
duct ons tosermons, ‘ Young men,” Dr, 
Taylor, of New Haven, was wont to say 
to his students. ‘“‘ young men, have short 
introductions ; get at your subject quick- 
ly.” If a man fails to get a grip on his 
audience in the first five minutes, the 
chances are against him through the en- 
tire sermon, and a long rambling intro- 
duction puts the grip out of the range of 
possibilities, 

On the whole, the best thing that can 
be said of a sermon is, that it leads the 
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hearer to take no note of time, until he is 
surprised, at its close, by what seems to 
him to have been its brevity. Presby- 
terian, Am. 


A celebrated clergyman said: ‘It is not 
the work I do that wears on me: it is the 
work I can’t do, and don’t do, that kills me.” 
And we venture now to say that this draft 
on sympathy and heart-power which the 
researches of benevolence lays on ministers 
in jarge centres, is more wearing than all 
their definiie work. What they see, and 
cannot do, that is what draws on their very 
life. 


New EVERY MorRnNING. 


Hers is an utterance that has the sun- 
beam in it; ‘‘ The Lord’s mercies are new 
every morning.” What an assurance this 
is, to carry with usin all our wayfarings 
through this world! The future is always 
dark to us. The shadows brood over it. 
A veil hides it from our sight. What is 
under the shadows, what is behind the veil, 
what is advancing out of the impervious 
mist, none of us can know. We have no 
anxious questions toask. This is enough 
for all that 1s coming—‘‘ The Lord’s 
mercies are new every morning.” The 
morning yet to break upon us may be 
heavy with storm. No matter; the new 
mercies will not fail. Come, live a com- 
fortable, happy, and thankful life. Don’t 
borrow trouble. Don’t be cast down 
with care or work. Take up each day 
as it comes, certain of this, that what- 
ever it lays upon you to do or to bear, it 
will bring new energy for new deeds. 


HAVING A PERSONAL INTEREST. 


In contemplating religious work and 
religious revival. We need to keep in mind 
the individuality of religion. Itis a per- 
sonal matter, we have no evidence that the 
favour of God is bestowed upon any class 
of men as such, independent of a sufficient 
reason for favour that applies to each one of 
the class individually. Every one of us 
must give account of himself to God. 
Kvery one must for himself repent or per- 
ish ; must for himself believe or come in- 
tocondemnation. The gifts of the Spirit 


are divided “‘ unto every man severally as 
He will.’”’ Now there is a wide spread 
desire for a revival of religion in our 
churches and communities. Christians 
long to see in the conversion of masses of 
men the evidence that the Redeemer is 
triumphing gloriously. 

Do you wish for a revival? Pray and 
use the means for a revival of spiritual life 
in your own heart, in your own home, in 
the walks of your life, within the sphere 
of your influence. As many as do this, it 
is safe to say, will gain what they seek, 
and if a sufficient number are moved to it, 
there will be a general movement leaving 
permanent effects in society. —Hxaminer. 


WRITERS OF ONE Hymn, 


Tue fame of many writers rests on a single 
production. Defoe was a voluminous author, 
but ** Robinson Crusoe’? is all that has come 
down to us. * The Burial of Sir John 
Moore”. has embalmed the memory of the 
Rev. Charles Wolfe, no less than that of the 
military hero. 

It is so in sacred poetry. Take most 
favourite hymns, and you will find their 
authors composed nothing else so popular. 
Their genius seems to have been exhausted 
by asingle happy effort. Let us look ata 
few illustrations :— 

*< Come, thou fount of every blessing,” was 
the earliest and best performance of Robert 
Robertson, awakened under the preaching of 
Whitefield. He was unstable, becoming Me- 
thodist, Independent, Baptist, and finally 
dying an avowed Socinian, in 1790. 

“Rock of Ages” is a glorious Christian 
lyric, and Toplady has left nothing half so 
precious. He began his ministry among the 
beautiful hills of Devon, in 1768. Tonlady 
was bitter enough in dispute, but his spirit 
lost all its harshness when he tuned the in- 
strument of sacred song. 

The Rev, Edward Perronet gave to the 
Church that grand march of the saints, ‘All 
hail! the power of Jesus’ name.” His father 
was a clergyman of the English Establish- 
ment, but he himself laboured under the pa- 
tronage of Lady Huntingdon, who died in 
1791. 

“¢ Nearer, my God, to thee,” has probably 
touched more hearts than any other modern 
hymn. Sarah Fuller Flower, its author, was 
the younger of two daughters of Benjamin 
Flower. In1834she was married to Adams, 
a civil engineer, and died in 1849, at theage 
of forty-four. She was buried near Harlow,

Ifyouare 
already intimate with them, and if they have 
already shown the beginningsof betterthings, 
you can hold a sort of experience meeting 
without Jetting them know what you are 
doing. In proportion as you get inside, you 
will be able to suit yourself better to their 
wants, and you may after a while find adapta- 
tions in Scripture lessons of which you did 
not dream before.” Many, perhaps most 
teachers under the circumstances, are tempt- 
ed to spin out the lesson to the end of the 
hour, which is a bad enough practice as 
everyone knows. By way of experiment 
they might now act on Mr. Egeleston’s hints.

Ture SECOND GENERAL ASSEMBLY 
_ OF THE PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH IN 
CANADA is appointed to meet in Knox 
Church, Toronto, on Thursday, the 
eighth of June next, at eleven o’clock 


A. M. 


In order that every minister and 
representative elder of the Church may 
have a voice in framing the Constitution 
under which they are hereafter to be 
governed, it was deemed right and 
proper that the Assembly of this year 
should not be a representative Body, but 
that it should be composed of all the 
members of the several Presbyteries. 
Having more than six hundred ministers 
in charges, besides the professors in Col- 
leges, who are entitled to a seat, the 
forth-coming Assembly will thus have a 
constituency of considerably over twelve 
hundred members. In view of the large 
amount of work that lies before it, it is 
obviously of great importance that the 
conveners of committees and all others 
entrusted with business to be brought 
before the Assembly, should cume 
thoroughly prepared with the documents 
necessary for its prosecution. In order 
to this, congregations should lose no time 
in forwarding all the contributions for 
the schemes of the Church which they 
expect to see acknowledged in the ac- 
counts and reports to be presented to 
the Assembly by the several treasurers. 
The same holds good, in even a greater 
degree, with regard to the department of 
statistics, which requires so much time 
and labour at the hands of the convener, 
after he shall have received the raw 
material from which he is expected to 
make up, what ought to be, perhaps, the 
most important and valuable of all the 
statements that will be submitted. None 
but. those who have engaged in such 


work can understand the difficulty of 
dealing with schedules carelessly and 
imperfectly filled up, and the disappoint- 
ment arising from blank columns. 


Especially, we would bring to the 
remembrance of all that, at its last meet- 
ing, the General Assembly resolved ‘to 
‘“‘ recommend to all the churches under 
‘its “care, to offer up special prayer 
‘“ during the devotions of the Sabbath 
“ preceding its annual meetings in each 
‘year, and entreat all its members to 
‘‘ continue their supplications in their 
‘¢ domestic services during its session, 
“ that God of His great mercy would so 
‘‘ vive the General Assembly the light of 
‘‘ His countenance, the power of His 
‘‘ wisdom, and the life of His Spirit, as 
“to promote His own glory, and advance 
‘the Kingdom of Jesus in the earth.” 


Ir Is TO BE HOPED that there will be 
a good muster of Lay Hlders at the 
General Assembly, and of the best that: 
ean be procured. Does a Lay brother 
know of apy reasonable cause or impedi- 
ment that is likely to prevent his 
attendance: he ought to retire from the 
representative office in favour of some 
other who can go. It is never too late 
to do this. ‘The Hlder’s commission is 
good if it be but a day old and in proper 
form, and it will be received by the 
Assembly though never ‘‘sat upon” by 
Presbytery. It is high time the elders 
should know, not only that their presence 
is desirable, but that their absence from 
church courts is becoming a matter of 
surprise, and of deep regret, to the 
brethren in the ministry. Even should 
he not ‘‘shine”’ on the floor of the House 
as others do, the elder’s influence will 
tell in the committee room where the 
real work otf the Church is done, and, 
in the end, by his well considered vote, 
he has after all just as much to do with 
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the settling of great questions as ‘the 
next man.’ 

CoNGREGATIONS WHO STUDY their 
own interests will see to it that no 
obstruction is put in the way of their 
minister’s and elder’s attendance, but 
rather that suitable provision is made 
for defraying their travelling charges to 
and from the place of meeting In this 
connection it is safe to say that the usual 
arrangements will be made with the 
railway and steamboat authorities to 
facilitate their transit at reduced fares, 
while the goed people of Toronto are 
sure to do all that can be done for the 
comfort of those who shall visit them on 
this important occasion. 


HomeE MISsSIOns. 


We would earnestly call the attention 
of our readers to the letter of Mr. 
Cochrane, regarding the present state of 
the Home Mission fund. Surely our 
church will not allow the first year of its 
existence to be marked by such a de- 
ficiency. We have still good hope that 
the Convener’s fears may be disappoint- 
ed, and that he may be able as on pre- 
vious occasions to present a gratifying 
report to the Assembly. In order to 
this, every member and minister must 
do something and that at once. In two 
weeks the financial year closes. 


WomeEn’s Boarps or MISSIONS. 


There is hope for the increasing 
prosperity of our foreign missions, now 
that the ladies of our Church are asso- 
ciating themselves for the purpose of 
lending a helping hand. A large and 
influential society has been formed in 
Toronto under the name of “ The 
Woman's Foreign Missionary Society of 
the Presbyterian Church in Canada.” 
Of this society Mrs. W. McLaren is 
president ; the vice presidents are, Mrs. 
MeMurrich, Mrs. W. Gregg, Mrs. W. 
Reid, and Miss. Haight; the Recording, 
Foreign, and Home secretaries are. Mrs. 
T. Ewart, Mrs. Harvie, and Mrs Topp; 
Mrs. J. M. King is treasurer. ‘I he 
committee of management are twenty- 


three in number. The object of the 
Society is to aid the Board of Foreign 
Missions by promoting its work among 
the women and chidren of heathen 
lands. It aims at the organization of 
similar auxiliary Associations throughout 
the Church. The managers will hold 
stated meetings once a month, and, the 
Society, its annual meeting in the 
month of April. The Foreign Secretary 
is to conduct the official correspondence 
with the Assembly’s Board, and also 
with the missionaries and teachers sup- 
ported by this Society. The Home Se- 
cretary will correspond with churches 
and individuals, wherever it may be 
possible to awaken an interest in the 
work of the Society. Auxiliary Socie- 
ties are to report annually to this Asso- 
ciation, and shall be governed by a 
model constitution provided for them, 
Hach person paying one dollar annually 
through an auxiliary, or otherwise to 
the treasurer, shall become a member. 
The payment of $25 at one time, shall 
constitute a life membership. We are 
the more particular in giving these 
details in the hope that from other 
quarters we may hear ere long of the 
formation of numerous auxiliaries, each 
having its band of earnest workers—all 
animated by the spirit of the blessed 
Master who came to seek and to save 
that which was lost. 

We have also before us the fifth 
annual report of ‘‘Tbhe Canadian Wo- 
man’s Board of Foreign Missions,—an 
auxiliary to the Americau Woman’s 
Board, having its head-quarters in Mon- 
treal. Its constitution is somewhat 
similar to the Toronto Society above 
mentioned—with this difference, that it 
works in connection with the Woman’s 
Board at Boston. Mrs. Lay is the Pre- 
cident of this Board, and Mrs. P. D. 
Browne the enthusiastic and most effi- 
cient Secretary. Its expenditure last 
year was $1,357.25—chiefly for the 
support of missionaries, mission schools, 
and scholars in India, Syria, and other 
foreign parts. The Report is an admir- 
able document, full of thankfulness, 
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hope, and encouragement, seasoned with 
such earnestness as does one good to read 
of,— 

‘‘ God works by means, and, while our 
years are gliding by, one missionary 
toils among a million souls! and the world- 
ling looks on, and says how slowly the 
work of foreign missions progresses! And 
God looks down into our hearts and sees 
how little we are doing here in Christian 
lands, while his chosen ones are toiling— 
one among a million! Yet they would not 
exchange places with us, for, as they toil 
amid discouragement, surrounded by super- 
stition and degradation, they see a fourth 
form beside them like unto the Son of 
Man. We may not all be called to go— 
are not—but let us by prayer obtain the 
Spirit of our Master, and then we shall 
know if we are called to work for Christ on 
he«then shores, or in our own Canada, for 
called to labour for Him each child of God 
assuredly is.... What might we do with 
such a noble band of  eaienhe each year 
growing stronger in our work, more tender 
in our love, one to the other, and to our 
Elder Brother,..... We do rejoice that 
the interest in this work is extending, and 
that in many towns in Canada, Christian 
ladies are beginning to feel that now is the 
time to labour and pray as never before 
for our own India.”’ 


Active auxiliaries of this Society have 
been established at Brockville, Waterloo, 
and Sarnia in Ontario, and also at 
Dundee and Georgetown in the Province 
of Quebec. Of the last named, Miss 
Muir—an accomplished daughter of the 
manse—is the indefatigable Secretary. 
Although only organized about a year 
ago, this branch has been fruitful in 
good works, having already taken a 
school and bible-reader in Etawah, India, 
and contributed towards the support of 
the most worthy Mission of Labrador. 


Wauat Youna MEN aRE Doina. 


Kvangelistic meetings of a most inter- 
esting character have been held in Mon- 
treal during the past month under the 
auspices of the Young Men’s Christian 
Association, conducted by Mr. W. P. 
Crombie, travelling Secretary for the 
Associations of Ontario and Quebec, 
assisted by the various ministers and 
by laymen of the city. | 

These meetings for two weeks were 
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held in the Association Hall, where it 
was found that the majority of the people 
who attended, were those who came 
under the influence of the Church, and in 
order to reach the masses who attend no 
place of worship, it was decided to lease 
the old “ Theatre Royal,’ Coté Street, 
for a Sabbath evening service. This 
meeting was atterded with such encour- 
aging results, that it was deemed ad- 
visable to lease the place for a few weeks, 
and during that time the attendance has 
varied from seven to twelve hundred 
nightly. 

It has been the joy of those who are 
most actively engaged in the movement, 
to find that invariably, at the after 
meetings, there has been not less than 
from fifteen to thirty anxious souls 
remaining for inquiry. 

One of the most pleasing features of 
this work of Grace is the absence of 
anything like excitement. The “old, 
old Story” of the Cross is told in sim- 
plicity and earnestness, and the Holy 
Spirit has been very manifestly present, 
carrying conviction to the hearts of the 
unsaved and quickening the children of 
God into newness of life, and more active 
service for Christ. 

Whole households have been blessed. 
Prodigals who had wandered into sin of 
the deepest dye have been reclaimed ; 
and, drunkards, who had been forsaken 
by friends and relations, as being beyond 
all hopes of reformation, are now rejoic- 
ing in the knowledge of sins washed 
away in the Blood of the Lamb. 


It would be impossible to calculate 
the number of those who have been 
hopefully converted. Hternity alone will 
reveal what good there has keen accom- 
plished in this effort to save the souls of 
men. 


NorMAan McLeEop. 


Dear Norman’s biography, written, or 
rather edited, by his brother, the Rev. 
Donald McLeod, of Glasgow, is a book of 
thrilling interest, It is the plain, unvar- 
nished, delightfully natural story of a good 


man’s life: of one who was consecrated to 


% 
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God from infancy, and was inspired by a 
hereditary veneration for sacred things ; 
who was at the same time one of the 
most large-hearted, joyous and compan- 
ionable souls that ever breathed. Dr. 
McLeod was born in 1812 at Campbell- 
town, Argyleshire, and spent the sunniest 
hours of: his life there, and in the parish 
of his uncle, ‘‘ John ’’—as he invariably 
calls the now venerable and beloved min- 
ister of Morven,—where he drank in 
that enthusiastic love of the Highlands, 
and Highland character, which he ever 
afterwards retained. Stage by stage, 
these pleasant pages present us with life- 
like pictures of the college student, the 
tutor, the ‘ probationer,’’ and then of 
the parish minister of Loudon. 

Thence we follow him to Dalkeith in 
1843, and, finally to the old Barony 
parish, Glasgow, in 1851—of which he 
continued to be the more than popular 
minister till his death, on Sabbath morn- 
ing, 16th June, 1872. We are also 
reminded how he came out to Canada in 
1845, and why he went to India in the 
evening of his days. We see him as the 
editor of ‘‘Good Words,” and, what was 
the highest earthly honour of all, ad- 
mitted to the society and friendship of 
Queen Victoria. We enter into the 
anguish of his soul when he found that 
his sentiments on the ‘‘ Sabbath question”’ 
were misunderstood, and, again, we 
rejoice with him on the occasion of his 
unanimous election by the General 
Assembly of 1869 to the dignity of 
Moderator, an honour specially valuable 
to him at that particular time as a token 
of the liberality of the Church of Scot- 
land, and as a mark of confidence in his 
personal loyalty and attachment to it. 

Appended to these volumes is an outline 
of his memorable address delivered in 
1872, on the Indian Mission, in which oc- 
eurs the passage that will ever be associat- 
ed with his name. ‘They may call me 
broad!” ‘I desire to be broad as the 
Charity of Almighty God.”

NEW TEMPERANCE COLONY. 
Beggsboro, April 7th, 1876. 
Epitor Recorp : 


Dear Sir,—In the Record for April, 2 
notice an interesting account of mission 
work in the new Kincardine colony, New 
Brunswick, and it occurred to me thata 
few particulars concerning another new 
colony—The Temperance Colony—in the 
Township of McMurrich, Parry Sound 
District, Ontario, would be acceptable to 
the 35,000 subscribers to the Recorp. 

The colony referred to, which is directly 
north of Toronto and Bracebridge,was found- 
ed by the undersigned in 1874. at the request 
of some temperance men who desired to settle 
together, away from the evil influences of 
intoxicating drinks. A road was opened by 
the government across the northern section 
of the Township, which up to that time 
was a complete wilderness, having only one 
squatter in a remote corner on Doe Lake. 
In 1875 a saw-mill was built to supply the 
building wants o! the colonists ; now there 
is a shingle mill.in operation, and a grist- 
mill ready for work, with about forty settlers 
—sober, industrious and contented. This 
spring will see a large influx of new colon- 
ists, as another road is opening northwards 
through the township, and there is a prospect 
of the northern railway being extended 
through to intersect the branch of the 
pacific railway not far from the settlement. 
Iam now on my way to Scotland to arrange 
with other intending emigrants. A mission 
house and school are proposed to be built 
this summer in the colony. The Knox 
College Students’ Missionary Society is to 
send a student to preach to us and our 
neighbouring townships of Ryerson and 
Spence. So the prospects of the colony are 


excellent. The land is given to settlers on 
the usual free grant terms. Sale or traffic 
in spirituous liquors is rigidly prohibited in 
the colony. A post office is established, 
(Beggsboro) where letters addressed for 
information respecting the colony will 
cheerfully be answered by your obedient 
servant,

The Society has increased 
every year both in means, numbers and 
efficiency. The proceeds of the fifth yar, 
amounted to upwards of $70,000, and the 
number of missionaries had increased from 
twelve to eighty. 

Nor is this all. What an amount of good 
has been accomplished, in the increasing 
interest in Foreign Missions, by bringing 
together so many of the women of the 
Chureh, who have given of their time, 
talents, and means, to forward the great 
cause, and the marked increase in prayer, 
which has ascended as incense before the 
throne of the Eternal, and brought down 
untold blessings upon their own souls, and 
the cause which is so dear to them. 

And shall we stand idly by, and not seek 
to lend a helping hand to rescue our heathen 
sisters who are sitting in the region and 
shadow of death, and whoit they are taught, 
must have Lady missionaries to go into 
their homes, and tell them of a Saviour’s 
love? Surely thereare many, very many, in 
our own beloved Church in Canada who 
will come forward and help on the great 
cause, by giving of their means, time, and 
talents, for the perishing millions in heathen 
lands. 

I hope we shall have a ‘** Woman’s Fo- 
reign Missionary Society ” organized, to be 
under the care and direction of our Presby- 
terian Church.

LETTER FROM THE CONVENER. 


BrantForD, April 8th, 1876. 
Editor Presbyterian Record. 


Dear S1r,—The Committee for the West- 
ern District met last week in Toronto, as 
your readers are already aware, and spent 
considerable time deliberating as to the 
course to be pursued in view of the large 
deficiency in our funds. The state of our 
finances at present date is as follows:

Leaving a present indebtedness of $20,500 
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It is hoped that during this month, of 
this large amount, $10,000 at least will be 
paid into the treasury, but even then there 
will remain $10,500 unprovided for. 

The Committee have reluctantly decided, 
that each Presbytery shall be paid pro rata 
according to its promised grant out of 
whatever funds come in this month, and 
that the system of borrowing at a high rate 
be discontinued, This will of necessity 
disappoint many of our poorly paid min- 
isters and missionaries, who are relying 
upon the half-yearly grant to meet urgent 
claims. But there seems to be no other 
alternative. The General Assembly and 
cnurch at large, must face the question 
now forced upon us—either to contract our 
work and disband our missionaries, or in 
some way provide the requisite funds. 

If the congregations who have as yet 
sent nothing to the Home Mission Fund, 
will but do their part, there is still hope 
that the end of April may find the treasury 
in a better state. Nearly 300 congrega- 
tions have not yet reported. Many of them 
are wealthy and able to give large contri- 
butions. 

May I ask the ministers and members of 
our Church to do what they can at once to 
enable us in some small measure to meet 
the engagements entered into for this year.

AWAKENING IN GODERICH.—Knox 
Church, Goderich, is enjoying a time of 
refreshing from the presence of the Lord. 
Soon after thr Union, the two congrega- 
tions which existed in the Town were 
united under their former vastors, Messrs. 
Ure & Seiveright, and now the Lord has 
“opened the windows of heaven and 
poured them out a blessing.” Evangel- 
istic services have been held nightly for 
several weeks past. The attendance is 
large and the people deeply moved. 
Many have remained as inquirers, and 
many already rejoice in a new found 
Saviour. 


The most recent schedule issued by 
Rey. R. Torrance, of Guelph, the Con- 
vener of the Sub-Committee on ‘ Distri- 
bution,” shews that there are at present 


about seventy-five vacant charges in these 
provinces. The nunber of Probationers 
‘on the wing” is twenty-seven. A few 
of the congregations are large, and able 
to hold out tempting inducements to the 
ministers who shall be called to the pas- — 
toral oversight of them. ‘he greater _ 
part are comparatively small country con- 
gregations, requiring patience, persever- _ 
ance, a considerable amount of self-denial, — 
and genuine love of work for the Master’s | 
sake. 

We are especially glad to hear of the | 
settlement of the Rev. James Little, late 
of Quincy, Florida, at Bowmanville. For | 
the most part we have for some time past | 
been borrowing from Peter to pay Paul 
by the transposition of ministers from one | 
place to another. This, however, is a | 
case of clear gain, and Vir. Little enters 
upov his charge under most encouraging | 
circumstances. His induction took place | 
on the 22nd March, when the church was 
filled by people of all denominations, | 
many of them having come long distances | 
to shew their hearty concurrence. Ata 
numerously attended soiree, held on the 
evening of induction, the new minister 
received the present of a handsome pulpit 
gown to begin with. 

We are informed that the Rev. Hector 
Currie, B. A., has received no less than 
three calls, all unanimously, to wit,—from | 
Tara, Wyoming, and Widder, and that 
the last named has been accepted by bim. | 
The Rev. Donald Ross, of l)undee, was 
inducted to the new Union Congregation 
at Lancaster, by the Presbytery of Glen- 
garry, on the 11th ult. The Rev. R. D. 
Fraser, who was inducted to the Charles 
Street Congregation, Toronto, only one 
year ago, already finds it necessary to take 
steps for increasing the “ sitting accommo- 
dation”’ in his church, and also adding to 
the staff of the Hldership. We are glad 
to hear that the Bay Street Church, 
Toronto, Rev. Mr. Smith’s, is also be- 
coming too small for the congregation.

In dealing with such reports, which, we 
may say, we are always very glad to 
recelve, we have no desire to criticise; 
our object i is rather to cull from them,

gations indicate the last year’s contri. 
butions, respectively, for all purposes.

upon the whole are rather less than 
last year, but there is no reason for 
discouragement. The number of the 
membership remains, notwithstanding a 
greater mortality than usual, about the 
same. There was paid fr stipend, 
$1000, for contingent fund, $318, for 
the manse fund $142, for mission 
schemes, Xc., $379, and for other pur- 
poses, $98. The subscription lists are 
given with great exactness; first the 
number of every pew, then the name of 
the occupant, opposite which the indi- 
vidual contribution for stipend, and 
missions. The manse pew comes first. 
and its occupants appear to give for 
missions many times more than the

2.20. The revenue has been steadily 
The 
average sabbath collection from 500 to 
600 persons is $20, made up as follows,— 
250 give one cent each, 250 give five cents, 
25 give ten cents, and 10 give twenty five 
cents The comment upon this in the 
report is, —‘‘ It is simply surprising that 
grown-up people who can afford better, 
and particularly heads of families, should 
think of offering one cent pieces for 
sustaining Gospel ordinances.” The 
inference deduced from the analysis— 
pass it along the line, all the way from 
Cape North to the mouth of the Fraser 
River—is, “ that a large number of people 
fail to bear their proper share of the 
expenditure of the Church.’ The number 
of families is 125, and of communicants, 
270. The stipend is $1200. The con- 
tributions for the schemes, $261 50). 
(3) Toronto (Krox Church): $11 545.35. 
A debt of $15,000, incurred in extensive 
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additions to the Church, absorbs $1100 
annually for the interest; in view of 
this the Trustees ‘strongly recommend 
the adoption of the envelope system for 
the weekly offerings.” There is a large 
staff of office-bearers—22 Elders and 20 
Deacons, each having his alloted district. 
Prayer meetings in the several districts 
are regularly held with encouraging 
results. A Ladies’ Visiting Association 
has been formed, and a large number of 
ladies have volunteered their services to 
make monthly visits throughout the 
congregation. The number of commu- 
nicants on the roll is 740. The stipend is 
$4,000, and the total contributions for the 
schemes $2,147.36. Four hundred copies 
of the REcorD are circulated. (4) Free 
Church, Coté St., Montreal: $12,656.42. 
This charge is vacant at present by the 
translation of Rev. Dr. Burns to Halifax. 
The congregation have resolved to dispose 
of their property and build a new church 
in the Western part of the city. Dis- 
trict prayer meetings are held weekly. 
The elders visit their districts quarterly. 
The missionary collectors visit their 
districts once a month to receive contri- 
butions for the schemes of the Church, 
&c. The amount disbursed by this 
department last year was $4,459.14. 
The Ladies’ Visiting and Aid Society 
meets once a week during the working 
season. (5) Ottawa: $3, 768.87. The 
Kirk-Session recommend the adoption of 
the ‘Schedule system’ as the best 
method of securing contributions to the 
schemes of the Church. They also act 
upon the belief that every family in the 
Church should be supplied with a copy 
of the Record, for their information 
regarding the work and the wants of the 
Church at large. The number of families 
is 281, of communicants, 386. ‘The 
stipend is $2,500 and the contributions 
to the schemes $536. 

In all these congregations there are 
large and flourishing “Sabbath Schools 
and Bible Classes and other appliances 
suited to their varied circumstances, and 
conducive to their thorough equipment 
as active, working churches. 

To the above may be added a neatly 
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prepared report from Lansdowne and 
Fairfax, the first issued by this congrega- 
tion, which, though, as yet, small in point 
of numbers, appears to be on the right 


track. We wish the office-bearers all 
success in their endeavours to forge 
ahead. The communion roll is larger 


than last year’s by 27: and the contribu 
tions to the schemes are three times what 
they were. Instead of two copies of the 
Record, they take thirty. The amount 
raised for all purposes during the year 
was $525.25. 

Well done Rockwood! Between the 
moderation of the call and the day of 
induction, this small congregation pur- 
chased a fine house for a manse, with 
nine acres of land attached to it for a 
glebe. It cost them $1500, and on the 
day of induction they paid their newly 
settled minister a quarter’s stipend in 
advance. 

Rev. E. W. Waits has received a 
handsome pulpit gown and cassock, from 
the ladies of St. Andrew’s Church, 
Waterdown. 

‘“ CALLED.’—Rey. D. McDonald, of 
Arthur, Ont., to the congregations of 
Cambray and Fenelon, in the Presbytery 
of Lindsay. The Rev. G. M. Clark, 
probationer, to the congregations of Kirk- 
field and Victoriaville in the same Pres 
bytery. Mr. D. McRae has received a 
call to Morrisburg. Rev. J. W. Chesnut 
was inducted to Dunbar and Colquhoun’s 
settlement on 11th April, and the Rev. 
Geo. Burnfield to First Presbyterian 
Church, Brockville, on 27th. 

A correspondent residing at Madoc 
gives usan exceedingly interesting account 
ot the rise and progress of that congrega- 
tion under Mr. Wishart, who has been 
nineteen years its minister. It began 
with a small church about to be sold for 
debt ; with a stipend less than $300, and 
with a sum total of annual contributions 
to the schemes, from four stations, of not 
quite $20. During the interval that has 
elapsed it has hived off quite a number of 
times, and at present it counts 72 families 
and 112 communicants, whose average 
contributions for the year are $33 each 
On the other hand, a church that had cost 
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$5000 was consumed by fire, three years | 
ago, and nearly half of the village laid in | 
ruins. But, in spite of the hard times, 
$100 was added to the stipend a year ago, | 
and $100 more this year, and a splendid | 
new Church is in course of erection. | 
Another, writing from Dundee, says of | 
that charge, now become vacant by the | 
translation of Rev. Donald Ross, that it 
is one of the most desirable country | 
charges within the bounds of the Synod 
of Montreal and Ottawa. Its contribu- 
tions for ordinary purposes last year were 
$1650; of which, for Home Missions | 
$106; French Missions $86; Foreign | 
Missions $70. |

MEETING OF PRESBYTERIES. 


Montreal; APRIL 44nd 5th.—There was | 
an average attendan e of ministers and | 
elders, and the usual amount’of “ routine.’ | 
The chief business was the disposal of two | 
calls, one from Napanee in favour of the | 
Rev. Alexander Young, of Valleyfield, the | 
other from the Union Uongregation at Lan- 
caster in favour of Rey. Donald Ross, 
Dundee. The Rev. John Burton, of Belle- | 
ville, was heard on behalf of the Presbytery 
of Kingston, and the Rev. John S. Burnet, | 
of Martintown, and Mr. John McLennan, of | 
Lancaster, on behalf of that of Glengarry. | 
For the congregations cited to appear in their | 
own interests there were present—Messrs. 
Crichton from Valleyfield, Brodie from St. 
Louis, and Fraser from Dundee. It being 
a foregone conclusion that their ministers | 
must go from them, there was nothing for | 
it but to submit with as good grace as pos- | 
sible. In each case the most ample testi- | 
mony was born to the happy relations which 
had always existed between these ministers | 
and their people, and sorrowful but unavail- | 
ing regrets were expressed at the prospect of | 
their departure. And sothe Presbytery reluc- | 
tantly voted “ translate,” and the invaders 
went off rejoicing in the success of their for- | 
ay, and with good reason, for in both in- | 
stances they carried off ‘ prizes.” During | 
Mr. Ross’ pastorate of 10 years at Dundee, 
the congregation has doubled its member- 
ship, and trebled its contributions. When 
he went there he found a church property | 
valued at $2000—it is now worth $17,000 ! | 
Mr. Young, too. has a claim to the blessed- | 
ness of the man who makes two blades of 
grass to grow where only one grew before.. 
The two branches of his charge have at. 
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their own request been erected into separate 
congregations, and, in one of these, the 
afore-time discordant elements have been 
blended in harmonious union. So that the 
Presbytery of Montreal may console itself 
that “ it is all for the best ” 

The Rev. John Nicholls, a minister of the 
Primitive Methodist Church, having laid 
his credentials on the table of the Presbytery, 
applied to be received as a minister of the 

resbyterian Church in Canada, and the 
Court being satisfied with the same and with 
Mr. Nicholls’ reasons for seeking admission, 
unanimously ani cordially agreed to recom- 
mend his reception by the General Assem- 
bly. 

The Report of the Home Mission Commit- 
tee which was read and received, evidenced a 
gratifying increase of interest and effort in 
this direction. A petition signed by forty- 
six persons connected with the Kast end 
mission, presently worshipping in Panet 
Street Church, under the pastoral over- 
sight of the Rev. John L. Stuart, praying to 
be placed under the charge of the Presbytery 
was also read and the prayer of the petition 
granted, The Home Mission committee were 
also charged with making arrangements for 
the maintainance of regular services at 
Laprairie, St. Lambert, Longueuil, Hoche- 
laga, and Cote St. Antoine, allin the neigh- 
bourhood of Montreal. And stens were 
taken to release the Rey.

The call was accompanied with 
relative documents guaranteeing a vearly 
stipend of $1600 and manse. 


There was also read a call from Dunbar and 
Colquhoun Settlement addressed to Mr. J. 
W. Chesnut, a minister without vharge. The 
cal] was sustained by the Pres! ytery and ac- 
cepted by Mr. Chesnut and his induction ap- 
pointed to take place at Dunbar on the 11th 
April. 

Arrangements were made for the employ- 
ment of a number of Missionaries in the 
morthern part of the Presbytery. There was 
aleo an intimation given of a petition to the 
Synod by certain of the members for a re- 
arrangement of the boundaries ; the present 


arrangements having been very upsatisfac- 
tory to those who reside in the county of 
Lanark. 


Ortawa: March’21st and 22nd. 


A call was sustained from the congrega- 
tion of Ross to the Rev. Henry Sinclair. The 
stipend guaranteed by the congregation is 
$600, and the Presbytery agree to apply to 
the Home Mission committee for a supple- 
ment of $100. The congregations of Knox 
Church, Beckwith and Ashton, were united 
as one pastoral charge, and power to mode- 
rate in a call granted to the moderator of the 
Sessions. 

The resignation of the Rev. R. Stevenson, 
of the charge of the congregation of Admas- 
ton, Douglas and Gratton was accepted, to 
take effect on the 25th April, and a suit- 
able minute expressing the feelings of the 
Presbytery thereanent was cordially adopt-

es, 


ed. 

The Rev. J. Borthwick was appointed to 
supply the congregation of Hull for the en- 
suing six months, and Mr. Joseph White ap- 
pointed to Rochesterville as an ordained mis- 
sionary at asalary of $1000 per annum, a 
supplement of $400 to be asked for that 
station for the present year, and the remain- 
der to be Paved By the people with what out- 
side assistance they can obtain. In this 
connection the congregations of Ottawa city 
were requested to give to the people of 
Rochesterville moral and pecuniary sup- 
ort. 

The Presbytery agreed to apply to the 
General Assembly for leave to put the names 
of the Rev. Joseph White and the Rev. Mare 
Ami upon the Roll of those in full mem ber- 
ship. Carp and Kinburn were associated as 
Mission stations for the summer months and 
Mr. Robertson was appointed tosupply them, 
it was also resolved that the services of a 
student missionary besecured for i\ichmond 
and Stittsville. : 


It was agreed to issue circulars in regard 
to the Presbytery Fund. requesting congre- 
gations to create a fund from which the tra- 
velling expenses of members of Presbytery 
shall be paid. 


PretEerRBorouGH, March 28.—It was agreed 
to apply to the Home Mission Committee 
for a grant of $100 per annum to the congre- 
gation of Springville and Bethany, and also 
for an increase of the supplement to Warsaw 
and Dummer. Mr. Smith gave notice that 
he would move at next meeting, that the de- 
cision come to at the last meeting anent the 
Presbyterial Visitation of congregations be 
re-considered. Mr. Bennet gave notice that 
he would, at next meeting, move that the 
Presbytery overture the General Assembly 
to take steps to establish a Sustentation 
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Fund. Mr. Smith submitted the following 
draft of an overture to the Genera] Assembly 
which was unanimously adopted :—‘ The 
Presbytery of Peterborough hereby overture 
the General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church in Canada, indicted to meet at 
Toronto in June next, to enact that the names 
of all pastors retiring from the active duties 
of the ministry from old age or infirmity, 
with consent of the Presbyteries to which 
they belong, be retained on the rolls of their 
respective Presbyteries.” Messrs. Smith and 
Cleland were appointed to support the over- 
ture before the General Assembly. The 
Presbytery agreed to signify their approval 
to the prop sed constitution of the General 
Assembly without alteration. 

It was arranged that a Presbyterial 
Sabbath School Convention would be held in 
connection with the next regular meeting at 
Cobourg on the first Tuesday of July, at Ll 
a.m. 

Toronto: April 4.—A call from Brock- 
ville to Mr. Burntield, of Scarboro, was read 
and sustained; also, a call from old St. An- 
drew’s, l'oronto, to Dr. Waters of St. John, 
N. B., offering a stipend of $2,500 in which 
the Presbytery concurred. Mr. Macaulay ten- 
dered his resignation of lis charge at Mono 
and Caledon. Mr. Dick also resigned his 
charge of Richmond Hill and Thornhill. It 
was agreed to apply for leave from the Gene- 
ral Assembly to receive as a minister of this 
church Mr. Jobn Dobbin West, formerly a 
minister of the Presbyterian Church in Aus- 
tralia. The Draft Act for the Constitution 
of the General Assem ly was considered 
and certain alterations suggested. The 3rd 
clause was recommended to be amended as 
follows: That each Presbytery shall elect 
its representatives at an ordinary meeting 


held at least 30 days before the meeting of 


the u.eneral Assembly ; and, in the event of 
any of tiese representatives resigning their 
commissions, it shall be lawful for the Pres- 
bs tery tu elect others in their place at any 
subsequent meeting previous to the meeting 
of the General As-embly. 

At the evening session the clerk read the 
following statement, handed in by Mr 
D. J. Macdonnell :— 

To the Moderator and Members of the Pres- 

bytery of Toronto. 

Fatuers AND BretTaoren,—At a meeting 
of this Presbytery, held on the 4th Novem- 
ber, 1875, a resolution was passed requiring 
me to report as to my agreement with the 
teachings of the Confession of Faith on the 
doctrine of future punishment, not later that 
the last regular meeting befure the Genera: 
Assembly. Iu accordance witi the terms 
of said resolution, I desire now to submit 
‘the following:— 


1. So far as the language of the Confession 
of Faith on this point 1s concerned, I find 
that it is almost entirely borrowed from 
Scripture, and | declare my adhesion to it. 
understanding the phrase ‘eternal tor- 
ments 7? to have the same meaning as 
“everlasting unishment ”in Matthew xxv, 


2. While I do not consider myself debar- 
red by the teaching of the Scripture from 
hoping that God may in some way put an 
end to sin and suffering, I am satisfied that 
it is not a part of the me~sage with which 
I am entrusted as a minister of the Gospel 
to hold out any hope of future pardon to 
those who have in this life rejected Christ. 
** Now is the accepted time.” What God 
may do hereafter is apparently not among 
the things revealed, or intended to be known. 


I hope this statement will prove satis- 
factory.

After a lengthened debat+, on the motion 
of Professur Mcl.aren, seconded by Mr. J. 
Brown, it was agreed to refer the matter to 
a committee named for the purpose. 


Owen Sounp.—At its last quarterly 
meeting this Presbytery adopted a minute of 
syn pathy and condolence with the Mudera- 
tor, the Rev. Duncan Morrison, in reference 
to his recent severe bereavement by the 
death of his esteemed partner in life, and 
‘commending him to the tender regards of 
our Heavenly Father who alone can turn 
darkness into light, sorrow into joy, and: 
adversity into peace and cumfort.” 

A call from the United charge of Kilsythe- 
&c., to the Rev. KE. B. Rodger , of Leith, and: 
Johnson was taken up. After parties had 
been heard, Mr. Rodgers declined the call. 
There was also produ: eda call from Carron- 
brook and Ethel, to Rev. D. B. McRae, of 
Parry Sound ; and the clerk was instructed: 
to cite parties to appear jor their interest at 
next meeting. 

At a special meeting of the Presbytery 
held at Clarksburgh, on 29th March, in ac- 
cordance with a petition to that effect, the 
congregations of Tuornbury and Heathcote 
were erected into a pastoral charge under: 
Rev. C. J. McInnis, and those of Ravenna 
and the Mountain were placed on the lit. 
of missions. This arrangement to take: 
effect after the first Sabbath in May. A 
Conmittee was appvinted to consider evan- 
gelistic work and instructed to report at next. 
meeting. 

The Ladies ot the Division Street Church,, 
entertained the members of the Court at. 
dinner and tea in the vestry of the Church, 
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and received a cordial vote of thanks from 
the Presbytery for their kindness. 
Sauceen: March 14th and 15th.—A min- 
ute expressive of the mind of the Presbytery 
towards the Rev. M. M. MacNeill, late of St. 


Andrew’s Church, Mount Forest, now of 


Simcoe, was given in by a committee and 
adopted. 

A call from Knox Church, Morriston and 
Cotswold in favour of the Rev. John Munro 
McIntyre was sustained; also a call fr. m 
Osprey in favour of Mr. Robt. Harkness, 
probationer. A call from Roxborough in 
the Presbytery of Glengarry in favour of 
the Rev. Charles Cameron, Priceville, &c., 
was accepted and the Presbytery agreed to 
the translation. There was also before 
the Court a call from Cambray and Fene- 
lon in the Presbytery of Lindsay in favour 
of the Rev. D. McDonald, Arthur. Mr. 
McDonald requested further time to consider 
the matter, which was granted. 


GueLtpH: March.—The Presbytery met at 
Rockwood, and after the transaction of 
other business, proceeded to the induction 
of the Rev. Donald Strachan, formerly of 
Hrin, as pastor of Rockwvod congregation, 
the Rey. H. H. McPherson preached and 
presided. Dr. Hogg put the usual questions 
to ministers at their inductions and there- 
after invested Mr. Strachan with the over- 
sight of his charge. Mr. Torrance addressed 
him in suitable terms,and Mr. Smith re- 
minded the people of their privileges and 
responsibilities, 

The Rey. George H. Yeomans, of Wool- 
wich, signified his acceptance of a call 
from Dunnville, and it was agreed to allow 
his transla ion to proceed. A deputation 
was appointed to confer with the two con- 
gregations at Woolwich, with a view to 
their joint supply of service in the mean- 
time, and their ultimate union. 

At a previous meeting of the Presbytery, 
on the l4th March, an overture was read 
from Chalmers’ Church, Guelph, in refer- 
ence to securing uniformity in hymn bouks 
for the Church. On the evening of that 
day a conference was heid on the state of 
religion within the bounds, when instructive 
addresses were delivered by Dr. Hogg, 
moderator, the Revs. Thomas Wardrope 
and J. Davidson and oy Rev. J. K. Smith, 
who spoke in a very impressive and inter- 
erting manner on the subject of evangelistic 
services. 

Paris: March 28th.—A call to Rev. 
William Caven, of Tilsonburgh, from St. 
Paul’s Church, Fredericton, having been 
read, and Mr. Caven having intimated his 
acceptance of the same, the Presbytery 
agreed to the translation. The resignation 
of the Rev. John Dunbar, of Glenmorris, was 
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taken up, and elicited a very interesting 
interchange of sentiments from all the 
parties interested. R: presentatives from 
the congregations of Tilsonburgh and 
Culloden were heard, who stated that while 
deeply attached to their pastor, they would 
not oppose the resignation. Mr. Dunbar, 
in taking leave of the Presbytery, referred 
in feeling terms to his ministry of more 
than twenty years in Glenmorris. When 
be went there in 1853 the membership 
numbered sixty-five persons. According to 
the last statistics, there were one hundred 
and forty-nine members on the roll; but 
only eighteen of the original number sur- 
viving! He was not only the oldest, but the 
only member remaining of the first Presby- 
tery formed in the county, and, strange to 
say, although he had be'n the minister of 
this one congregation all the time, yet he 
had been a member of four distinct Presby- 
teries. The Presbytery adopted the follow- 
ing minute in reference to this matter :— 


‘*The Presbytery cannot part with Mr. 
Dunbar without expressing their unfeigned 
regret that he has seen fit to resign his 
ch rge and sever his official connection 
with the brethren in the Presbytery. They 
desire to record their sense of his high 
character as an earnest Gospel minister, a 
faithful preacher and pa-tor—a diligent. 
student, and a brother who has endeared 
himself to every member of the Presbytery 
by his unobtrusive piety anu readiness at 
all times to serve them. They tollow him 
with their earnest prayers for his highest 
welfare and abundant success wherever in 
the providence of trod he may be called.” 

Mr. Robertson, of Chesterfield, submitted 
an interesting report on the state of Religion 
within tne bounds. Mr. Pullar tendered 
his resignution of the charge of Richwood 
and Shower’s Corners. It 1s understood 
that negotiations are in progress for a 
union of these churches with St. Andrew’s 
Church, East Oxford, under the pastorate 
of Rev. Hugh Thomson. 


CuatHam: March 28th.—At this meeting 
a request from the Detroit congregation, 
by a vote of i00 to 2, and of the Kirk Session 
unanimously, to be transferred to the Pres- 
byterian Church of the United States, was 
granted, anda committee appointed to effect 
the transfer. The congregation in question 
is known as the Scotch Church, Detroit, 
and has been under the jurisdiction «f the 
Canadian Church for some twenty years. 
Its minister, the Rev. G. M. Milligan, who 
has been a member of this Pr: sbytery since 
its formation, and whois deservedly esteem- 
ed, was on this occasion heartily commend- 
ed to the christian sympathy and fellowship 
of the brethren of the Detroit Presbytery. 
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The congregation will henceforth be known 
as the Central Presbyterian Congregation, 
Detroit. 

The Rev. John Rannie was loosed from 
the charge of St. Andrew’s Church, Chat- 
ham, in view of his appointment to Berbice. 
The minute adopted by the Presbytery 
expressed deep regret at the prospect of 
separation from a brother who had won the 
esteem of all who were acquainted with him, 
and whose ripe scholarship and mature 
judgment had made him not only a valuable 
member of the church courts, but also a 
most useful and successful minister of the 
Gospel. 

Broce: March 28th and 29th —The court 
learning from the moderator that he had, in 
ithe interim of Presbytery, in its name and 
on its behalf petitioned Parliament against 
all unnecessary sabbath labour; it was 
cordially agreed to approve of his conduct 
in this ms tter. 

It was resolved to hold a conference on 
the state of Religion within the bounds at 
the next meeting of Presbytery. 

A committee was appointed to prepare an 
overture to the Synod anent the demoral- 
izing tendency of public amusements in 
high places. 

Phere was read a resolution of the con- 
gregation praying that Mr. Wardrope’s 
jabours be confined to Teeswater, and 
should the desired change take place pro- 
mising atleast a stipend of $700 per annum. 
After hearing commissioners, it was re- 
solved to lay the resolution on the 
table and to cite all interested parties to 
appear at next meeting. 


Lonpon: April 4th.—There was a large 
attendance of ministers, elders and com- 
missioners. Dr. Proudfoot, convener of 
the Presbytery’s Home Mission Committee, 
reported eight settled congregations on the 
supplemented list for last half year,also,eight 
vacancies receiving aid. The demand made 
upon the central fund for the whole year 
by this Presbytery is altogether $2,010. 

The report further says :-—*‘ It is believed 
that the contributions of the Presbytery to 
the central fund, for the year referred to, 
about equalled what we received from it. 
It appears that we are, for the year just 
«drawing to a close, drawing from the central 
fund $539 more than we drew the previous 
year. Hence, the contributions of this 
Presbytery to that fund are not at least one 
third more than we contribute to it. Ac- 
cording to the estimate made by the Assem- 
bly’s Committee, the Presbytery should 
contribute at least as much as it receives. 
Even if it should do so, it would, of course, 
contribute not one cent to aid in the great 
and. expensive work which the Committee 


18 tat in the Lake Superior region, 
Manitoba, and British Columbia.” The Pres- 
bytery agreed to commend to the cordial sup- 
port and encouragement of the people of Lon- 
don and neighbourhood the mission recently 
commenced in London East. . 

Rev. J. M. Goodwillie, of Doon and 
Hespeler, intimated his acceptance of a call 
to Camlachie. Mr. McGregor also accepted 
a call from Kintyre. Mr. Hector Currie 
having accepted a call to Windsor, his 
trial discourses were prescribed. The Rev. 
J.5S. Eakin resigned the charge of Parkhill, 
and Rev. Alex. McNaughton that of East 
Adelaide. The. Presbytery adopted very 
cordially a minute in reference to the resig- 
nation of Rev. George Cuthbertson, late of 
St. Thomas, whose many excellent qualities, 
and his many valuable services rendered 
to the.Presbytery and the Church at large, 
both as a pe ie of the Court, and as 
clerk, have endeared him to his brethren. 
They part with him with reluctance and 
regret, commending him to the guidance 
and blessing of the great Head of the 
Church. 

Mr. Rennie, Ailsa Craig, gave in the 
report relating to the missionary meetings 
held within the bounds. It showed that 
32 meetings had been held, addressed by 26 
ministers, and attended by 1,680 persons. 
The total amount collected was $194. The 
largest meeting was in St. Andrew’s, Lon- 
don, where 300 persons attended. 


DEATHS. 


The church has lost another of its stan- 
dard-bearers by the death of Rufus Holden, 
M. D., for twenty-four years a ruling elder 
in the John Street Presbyterian Church, 
Belleville. The Doctor has been for years 
well-known in our church Courts, in which 
his interest was ever unabated. He died sud- 
denly on the morning of March 29, and was 
followed to the grave virtually by the entire 
community, all shades of politics, represen- 
tatives of all the churches, rich and poor, 
combined to pay the last sad tribute. The 
Doctor leaves a widow, his second wife. 
Two daughters remain at home, the wives 
of Prof. Gregg, and Dr. R. F. Burns are his 
children, and his only son J. Ciement Hol- 
den is the member of that name in the firm 
of Ames, Holden & Co., Montreal. 

The Doctor was well known in every phi- 
lanthropic movement. The poor of the town 
found in him a constant benefactor. He gave 
tithes into the treasury, keeping a regular be- 
nevolent fund account. Kind, punctual, de- 
voted, he has left a legacy of Christian ex- 
ample which his family will appropriate and 
many will do well to profit withal. 
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The church of Russeltown has sustained 
a heavy loss in the death of Mrs, Stewart 
wife of Mr. Robert Stewart, merchant in St. 
Jean Chrysostome, which took place on the 
23rd of last month. For many years she 
has been in an infirm state of health. Yet 
her devotion to the cause of her Master, 
whom she loved well and in whom she so 
firmly trusted, was undiminished. She was 
forward in every good work, both in the 
church, and in the neighbourhood in which 
she lived so long. The esteem in which she 
and her husband and children were held in 
the neighbourhood, was evidenced by the 
large numbers that came to convey her re- 
mains to their resting place. Often, during 
an incumbency of fourteen years, has the 
writer had cause to bless her for her warm 
friendship, and her active sympathy. Long 
will her memory be cherished by the Church 
at Russeltown, and this we hope especially, 
in their praying and labouring for the peace 
and prosperity of Zion. ‘* Blessed are the 
dead which die in the Lord.” 


MARITIME PROVINCES. 


In our notice last month of Chalmers’ 
Church report, Halifax, it should have 
been mentioned that the stipend was 
$1600, with a free manse and taxes paid. 
Mr. Pitblado, the minister of this con- 
gregation, who has been in New York 
lately, has published several very inter- 
esting and instructive papers in the Pres- 
byterian Witness, in which we find an 
admirable account of Me-srs. Moody and 
Sankey’s evangelistic labours. 


Of Calvin-Church, St. John, N. B. 
the Watchman says: 


‘‘ Dr. Maclise’s church is notable in con- 
nection with the union movement, as being 
the first in which a meeting was held. The 
effects of the interest excited have been great, 
and the church is in a singularly flourishing 
condition. At the last communion 59 per- 
sons were received into the congregation, 
and since then more have professed their 
wish to unite themselves therewith. This 
number is remarkable, being more than had 
been received in any two years since the 
opening of the church. The Sabbath 
School, with a strong staff of teachers, 
has an average attendance of 150, while 
the attendance at prayer meeting has been 
doubled. ” . 


It also refers to Rev. James Bennett’s, 
as one of the two churches in St. John 
that has participated in the movement 


for united prayer, and which has received 
thereby a great increase of religious 
interest. 

The Rey. John Murray, writing from 
Sydney, C. B., says: 

‘Our first communion in the second 
Presbyterian Congregation is past. Noone 
who had the pleasure of being present coald 
doubt any longer the entire success of this: 
new charge. Tokens of the divine favour 
were recéived at the outset, and more par- 
ticularly during the past six weeks. As 
the result, thirty-one were added to our 
membership at the late communion, rais- 
ing our number from seventeen to forty- 
eight. 

We are well able to maintain ordinances, 
but the burden of building a suitable place 
of worship without delay constrains us to 
ery for help. We expect to occupy our 
Church about the middle of October, so that 
i the aid we can get is required at an early 

ay. 

‘At the annual missionary meeting of 
the West St. Peter’s and Mount Stewart 
congregations, P. EH Island, the Rev. 
W.R. Frame preached to a very large 
audience. Notwithstanding the “ hard 
times,’’ and the expense of enlarging the 
Mount Stewart Church, the missionary. 
contributions shewed an increase over 
those of any preceding year, amounting 
in all to $286.34. 

Rev. Geo. M. Grant sailed for Britain 
on the 18th ultimo. His Edinburgh 
address will be, 54 Albany Street. 


MeETINGS OF PRESBYTERIES. HaALirax 
March 14th. The Assembly’s remit, in the 
form ofa Draft Act for the Constitution of 
a General Assembly, was taken into con- 
sideration and the principle approved of, 
that the Assembly shall comprise about 
one fourth of the ministers and elders on 
the rolls of Presbyteries, coupled, however,. 
with a number of useful suggestions re- 
specting matters of detail. 

Referring to the disgraceful riots which: 
occurred in Halifax, on the occasion of: 
Father Chiniquy’s recent visit, it was 


Resolved,—‘* That this presbytery express 
their deep sympathy with the congregations 
of St. Andrew’s ald lott Massey, and with: 
the venerable servant of Christ who was 
assailed in so cruel and cowardly a man~ 
ner—and also cordially approve of the efforts 
now being put forth to vindicate the law of 
the land, and to defend the rights and liber= 
ties of our citizens. ” 
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The demission of Rev. J. D. MeGilli- 
vray, of the charge of Newport, was then 
taken up and parties interested heard in 
reference thereto. The Presbytery having 
considered the whole case,deeply rezretted 
that Mr. McGillivray had found it neces- 
sary to tender his resignation from a con- 
sciousness of physical inability to over- 
take the whole work of the pustorate, and, 
while accepting his resignation, recorded 
their sympathy with the congregation and 
their high appreciation of the important 
work accomplished by their brother dur- 
ing his pastorate, at the same time ex- 
pressing their earnest hope for his speedy 
restoration to health and strength. 

Sr. John: March 14th.—The Presby- 
tery had no less than jive calls under con- 
sideration. That from Chipman, in 
favour of Rev. S Johnson, Harvey, was 
sustained and parties from both congre- 
gations were cited to appear at a subse- 
quent meeting for their respective inter- 
ests. <A call was also sustained from St. 
Paul’s Church, Woodstock, to Rev. 
William McCullogh, who has been preach- 
ing with acceptance to that congregation 
for several months. The third call, also 
sustained, was from St. Paul’s, Frederic- 
ton, in favour of Rev. W. Caven, of Til- 
sonburgh, Ont, accomprnied by a guar- 
antee of $1400 per annum, for stipend. 
Arrangements were made for Vir. Caven’s 
induction on 19th April. The Rev. Wm. 
Richardson having accepted the call from 
St. Audrew’s his induction was appoint- 
ed for the following day. 

The Rev. Wm Fogo laid on the table 
the demission of his charge of Nashwaak 
and Stanley, which it was agreed to con- 
sider at the next meeting. It was under 
stood that the Rev. KH. J. Roke will con. 
tinue his services in Glassville and Flo- 
renceville until the beginning of June. 

Truro: March 21st —A call was pre- 
sented from West Truro in favour of 
Rev. P. M. Morrison of Bridgewater. 
The dewission of the Rev. A. L. Wyllie 
was accepted. It was agreed to prepare 
and forward a memorial to the Premier, 
to be presented to the Dominion Govern- 
ment, craving for the suppression of Rail- 
way travelling on Sabbath. The congre- 


gation of Upper Londonderry gave 
notice that they had made arrangements 
to secure the possession of the Manse by 
the end of April. A resolution was 
passed, expressing indignation on account 
of the recent outrages perpetrated at 
Fort Massey Church, and sympathy with 
Mr. Chiniquy, and engaging to aid him 
in his work, and also approving of Dr. 
Burns’ efforts to bring the rioters to jus- 
tice. 

Tue Wrxpsor Revivau.—Last Sabbath 
was a great day i: the Presbyterian church in 
this town, for there were added to the Com- 
munion roll 104 names—102 by profession 
and 2 by certificate. The ordinance of 
Baptism was administered to 26 persons. 
Among other. persons thus uniting with 
the church were no less than 47 heads of 
families, 31 youngunmarried men, 34 young 
unmarried women. The youngest of these 
102 persons is 15 years of age, the eldest 83. 
the numbers were pretty equally divided 
between the two sexes, there being 52 
females and 50 males.— Windsor Mail.

Mr. McGregor, the 
Agent of the Church in the Maritime 
Provinces, says ‘*the Sabbath Schools in 
Halifax wii all respond favourably, and, 
probably, pretty generally throughout 
the country the same will be the case.” 
In the west, the prospect is less en- 
couraging, 

The “ British 
American Presbyterian,’ denounces the

—as a partial and premature attempt. 
the adoption of which “‘would paralyse 
all reeular systematic plans of working 
which in the end can alone be relied 
upon.” It fears that ‘‘ this meantime 
attempt by the Sabbath Schools alone 
will in the end do more harm than good.” 
With grat respect for the opinions of 
our contemporary we fail to see the force 
of his objections, but we do not intend to 
aryue the question. We are content to 
leave the matter with the Sabbath 
Schools, who of course understand that

intendents—without any authority from 
the Church Courts, and that whatever 
will be given in this way will be a purely 
free-will offering. Surely against such 
there is no law.

ABOUT THE JUVENILE MISSION. 


A word for the Children. 


The Treasurer of the Juvenile Mission 
Scheme has just had the pleasure of trans- 
mitting rather more than $1,000 for the 
Zenana and Orphanage Missions. Mure 
than half of this money goes toward sup- 
porting thirty orphans at the four Indian 
Orphanages of Calcutta, Madras, Poona, 
and Sealkote. Out of the rest, four High 
Caste Schools are supported, in which 
160 or 170 children are educated or taught 
to look to Christ as their Saviour. One is 
supported by st. Gabriel St. S. School, 
Montreal, another by a Juvenile Missionary 
Association in Montreal, and another by 
the Sabbath Schveis of Toronto, Nairn and 
South Georgetown. The tourth or ** Cana- 
dian School” is supported by the contri- 
butions of a number of other schools. 
Besides this, a Zenana teacher is employed 
to visit the heathen homes, and tell about 
the Saviour. 

By means of this money, then, more than 
two hundred children,—Hindvo girls— 
receive Christian intruction, who, otuerwise, 
might have been le t to zrow up in heathen 
ignorance. ‘Ihis large sum of one thousand 
dollars representa the contributions of 
about forty abbath Schools and a very 
few private individuals. Now if ali our 
achouls were tu contribute to missions in 
anything like the same proportion, what 
would be the results? I[f, say, fifiy schools 
give one thousand doilars, how much would 
six hundred give? Just twelve thousand 
doilars! Would pot that }e a contribution 
worth having for the cause of Christ in 
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foreign Jands? And ifthis were p*rsevered 
in for four years the amount would reach 
nearly fifty thousand dollars for missions by 
the Sabbath Scho | children of the Presby- 
terian Church in Canada! Who will help to 
bring about so desirable a result? If each 
child would give but a little the thing could 
easily be dine.

Court Room of Knox Church, Toronto, the 
beginning of last month. The amount of 
business transacted was very large. As 
the minutes in full having been printed in 
pamphlet form, and a copy forwarded to 
all the members of committee and to each 
Presbytery Clerk, it is not necessary to 
give here but a very brief summary, A 
large number of special claims for past 
services, and a considerable number of new 
applications were presented and decided on 
their merits.. 

MANITOBA. 


The resignation of the Rev. A. Glendin- 
ning on the ground of ill health, was ac- 
cepted. Rev. A. Fraser’s term of engage- 
ment has expired. Rev. Messrs. Mathieson 
and Donaldson, on the recommendation of 
the Presbytery, were re-engaged for three 
years, as was also the Rev. J. Scott, of Km- 
erson, etc. The convener and secretary 
were appointed a sub-committee to secure 
two additional missionaries for Manitoba. 

The committee resolved to recommend the 
General Assembly to withdraw the charge 
of the Manitoba College from the Home Mis- 
sion Fund. 

LAKE SUPERIOR. 


Rev. D. McKerracher was re-engaged for 
Thunder Bay. 

The term of engagement of Messrs. Cars- 
well and Kay having expired, and the for- 
mer wishing to return, the convener and 
secretary were instructed to secure, if pos- 
sible, ordained missionaries to take the place 
of these gentlemen at Silver Islet and Bate 
Ste. Marie respectively. They were also in- 
structed to secure an ordaineu missionary 
for Manitoulin Island. 


SUMMER MISSIONARIES.

New HEsBRIDES. 


Fate.—-In our March number we gave 
some extracts of letters from Rev. J. W. 
McKenzie, one of our missionaries on this 
Island. We now subjoin a few equally 


and missionaries’ 


interesting passages from a letter of the 
Rev. D. McDonald, a son-in-law of Dr. 
Geddie, and also a missionary here, labour- 
ing under the auspices of the Presbyterian 
Church of Victoria. 

Havannah Harbour, it may be mention- 
ed, is the principal harbour in this group 
of islands. Here are several trading estab- 
lishments, the largest of which is that of 
Mr. Hibblewhite, who not only imports 
such goods as are wanted in the country, 
but carries on a large manufacturing and 
export business. He grows cotton, buys 
cotton, and runs steam machinery for 
ginning it. He deals in arrowroot of the 
very best. He also manufactures matting 
and brushes from cocoa-nut fibre. Basking 
in perpetual summer, with asoil capable of 
producing every luxury belonging to these 
latitudes, it is probable that ere long other 


lished on this and adjoining islands, in- 
volving a new claim to increased efforts for 
the evangelization of the whole of their 
population. 

Mr. McDonald’s passing reference to “a 
Social’? in the South Sea Islands, makes 
us regret that he had not given us more 
of the details. That table spread by 
“‘ the ladies”! It makes our teeth water 
to think of it. The pine apples and pome- 
granites, the bread fruit and the bananas, 
the plantains; and such yams and oranges ! 
But best of all is it to know that in this 
terrestrial paradise ‘‘the Tree of Life” is 
blooming, whose leaves are “ for the healing 
of the nations.” 


HavaynaH Harzour, 
Erarte, 3lst July, 1875. 


The ‘“ Dayspring” with Mr. and Mrs. 
Inglis on board, came into harbour on 
Thursday evening, the 27th, on her return 
voyage from Santo. According to previous 
arrangement, a tea meeting was_ held 
yesterday in connexion with the new church 
for the settlers, which was opened for 
public worship on June 20th, 1875, and in 
which service is conducted every Sabbath 
at 11 o’clock in the forenoon. The great 
flag of the Mission vessel, in which there 
is a figure of the rising sun, was hoisted on 
the occasion, and H. M. S. “ Alacrity” 
also made an appropriate display of bunting. 
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A piece of land had been given for the 
Church by Mr. B. B. Hibblewhite. The 
deed of grant was now signed by the 
trustees, the Rev. John Inghs, moderator 
of Mission Synod, and Daniel McDonald, 
resident missionary and pastor, and by 
Mr. Hibblewhite—the signatures being 
duly witnessed by the representative of Her 
Majesty, Lieut. Morgan, commanding H. 
M.S. * Alacrity,’’ and Captain Jenkins of 
the ** Dayspring.” As to the arrangements 
of the table, for which the ladies were 
responsible, highly qualified judges express- 
ed unbounded satisfaction. After the tables 
were cleared, the Rev. Mr Inglis was voted 
to the chair—truly, we all felt, the right 
man in the right place. A church com- 
mittee of management was formed, and a 
treasurer and secretary appointed. Votes 
of thanks were given to Mr. B. B. Hibble- 
white, of the firm of Scott, Henderson & 
Co., for the grant of land, to Mr. Wm. 
Hibblewhite for superintending the building 
of the Church, and to the ladies. Several 
hymns wire sung during the evening, the 
harmonium being presided at by Mr. Hibble- 
white. The various speakers expressed the 
friendliest feelings, and the hope of great 
benefit from the new church, the formation 
of which is an historic event. It is the 
first settler’s church in the New Hebrides. 
It is another proof that the Anglo-saxons, 
who are the best in extending civilization, 
are also the best in extending the religion 
of Jesus. At the close, a vote of thanks 
was viven to the chairman, the Rev. John 
Inglis—who has done more than any man 
living for the s read of. christianity and 
civilization in the New Hebrides. I may 
mention that it is the intention of the 
settlers to have also a library and reading 
room as soon as practicable. 


August, 1875. 


It is now near one o’clock and we are 
just home from chu ch (English). H. M.S. 
“Sappho” came in this morning. Captain 
Digby and about sixty of his people were 
at the service. ‘he church was crowded. 

This is a great day in the history of our 
mission. I baptized this morning the firet 
natives of this harbour, who have ever been 
baptized. They are six in number. They 
have now been a long time under instruction 
and have behaved well. I do earnestly 
trust that they are new creatures baptized 
of water and of the Holy Ghost. These are 
the first fruits. It is not long since we saw 
them reckless heathens; now we see them 
clothed and in their right mind, at the feet 
of Jesus, hearkening to his word and work- 
ing his work. What hath God wrought! 
His is the glory—His all the glory. Surely 


this is a fit occasion for calling upon you to 
join with us in praismg Him and in praying 
Him to make “the little one a thousand 
and the small one a strong uation,” and to 
hasten it in His time. 


DANIEL MoDONALD. 


Rev. J. W. MoKeEwnziz, our own devoted 
missionary, it will te remembered, has on 
this island a nominally christian congre- 
gation of about two hundred natives, with 
a communion roll of forty-three. In a 
Jetter recently received from him are the 
following interesting details :— 


“T am thankful that we are beginning 
to receive encouragement from the heathen 
around us. To see one soul coming out 
from heathenism and embracing the gospel, 
is enough to reward us for many years of 
patient Jabour. We have been honoured 
of God in being the instruments in his 
hands in persuading one village (Kratap) 
to renounce heathenism and embrace the 
gospel. In some of my previous letters, I 
wrote you of the decided opposition [ met 
with at this village not very long ago. How 
true it is that God has the hearts of all 
men in his hands, and can turn them as 
the rivers of water whithersoever he will. 
About six months ago, one of the chiefs said 
to me that they would never embrace the 
worship. Since that time he has died, and 
they have embraced it. Truly “the gospel 
is the power of God.”? But when I tell you 
that they have embraced the gospel, I 
don’t mean that they wish to be baptized, 
and admitted to the Church. And when I 
say that they have renounced heathenism, 
I don’t mean that they have forsaken all 
their heathen customs. I simply mean 
that now they observe the sabbath and 
attend upon the means of grace. They 
have given up their most abominable 
customs. Indeed it will be a long time 
ere we shall get even the people of Erak or 
and Pango (the two christian villages) to 
give up all their heathen customs. With 
the heathen it is a great victory gained 
when we get them willing to listen to us. 
Two young men at the village mentioned, 
became favourable to us, and in order to 
embrace the worship, had to leave their 
village. -They removed to a small un- 
inhabited island, and built houses for them- 
selves and their wives. In a week or two 
a third man and his wife joined them, and 
gradually one after another became friendly, 
and now the whole village attend worship. 
Esei, an Erakor man, a fine old fellow, is 
living with them as teacher. They are 
care taad to him and give him plenty of 
food. I intend putting up a small house 
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there, as soon as they get through with 
their planting. This is their busy season, 
or I would get them to put it up at once.”

FORMOSA. 


Letter From Dr. McKay. 


Tamsvl, January 13th, 1876. 


Rev. William McLaren, 


My Dear Sir.—The last week of October, 
Rev. Mr. Ritchie of the E. P. Church 
arrived from the South, and the first week 
of November visited all our stations here 
in the north with me. Afterwards we pro- 
ceeded southwards with all our northern 
helpers, nine in number. Beginning at 
Lai-Sia we continued our work going from 
station to station until we passed through 
the whole southern field, and then returned 
to Tai-wan-foo to hold the first conference 
ever held in Formosa at which the northern 
and southern chur: hes were represented. 
Including missionaries, helpers, elders, 
deacons and a few menibers, there were 
nearly 100 in all. 

Atthe conference three important subjects 
were discussed, viz., lst. What are some 
conditions of the church’s spiritual progress? 
2nd. What are the qualifications to be looked 
for in our candidates for baptism and how 
are these to beascertained? and 3rd. How 
best secure the spiritual and mental train- 
ing of our church’s children? The above 
mentioned subjects were discussed in a 
brotherly spirit and our north rn helpers 
showed that the past 37 oe of training 
have not been in vain. Before separating, 
we all sat around the table of the Lord and 
commemorated His dying love. After 
bidding our brethren farewell, I started 
back with our northern men. Mr. Camp- 
bell accompanied us several days on our 
journey After leaving him we travelled 
four days and then arrived at Sin-Karig 
our own station. Three days more brought 
us to Tamsui. The following dy our 
helpers went to their respective fields and 
I started out to go around all our stations 
after two months absence. I am through 
now and have to report pers:cution and 
trial at Sin-tiam and Ke-iung. Dr. Fraser 
worked hard and maintained his ground 
-manfully during my absence. We know 
too that all things will work together for the 
good of God’s people. So we fear neither 
men nor devils. 

The work in the south of Formosa is 
chiefly amongst the aborigines, and now 
after seeing the whole field there I am mrore 
than ever convinced that we should labour 


amongst the Chinese. Since twelve years of 
age I maintained the same opinion, and 
never saw sufficient grounds to change my 
mind on this subject, viz.—that the christian 
world should give her energies to advan- 
cing races and nauons which will exist 
when scattered tribes are no more. China, 
India, Africa and Japan should call forth 
the energies of the whole christian world. 
Now the Chinese occupy this Island, and 
at present are opening it up, making roads, 
building large forts, &c., and inducing 
hundreds to come from the mainland, 
Whilst the poor, lazy, thriftless aborigines 
have to go to the wall and back again into 
the woods to seek homes. 

I will praise the Lord as long as I live, 
because our work here is amongst the 
Chinese. Let us never forget the millions 
of this old empire. 

During the past year I travelled with our 
helpers proclaiming the glad tidings about 
2000 miles, yave medicines to 3,000 patients 
and extracted 680 teeth. I have only one 
Master to serve, and He has been very 
gracious to me during the past year. Dr. 
‘raser has laboured most earnestly and 
successfully. 

Remember me kindly to Mrs. McLaren 
and all associated with you in Knox College.

SCOTLAND. 

THe Unton or THE REFORMED PREsBY- 
TERIAN SYNOD wiITH THE FREE CHUKCH OF 
ScoTLAND is on the eve of accomplishment. 
It will inall probability be consummated on 
or about the 25th inst., in the Assembly 
Hall of the Free Church, Edinburgh. The 
following statistics of the Reformed Church 
have been published :— 

There are forty-two congregations, includ- 
ing the Mission Church of Green Street, 
Glasgow, and two pa-tors emeriti. The mem- 
bership uumbers 7443; the eldership, 270. 
ihe annual incom amounts to $62,000. 
From the defective nature of the st: tistics of 
the Presbytery of Glasgow, perhaps ten or 
fifteen per ce t. should ve added to this sum. 
Last year the total income was $65,000, and 
this year it mu-t be yreater From lack of 
unifurmity in the returns, the number of 
Sabbath schools and scholars and Bible 
classes cannot be reported. Last year there 
were forty-one Sabbath schovls, 558 Sab- 
bath s hool teachers, 4498 scholars on the 
roll, 3836 in attendance, and 1355 at Bible 
Classes. 
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Tue Moperaror of the Reformed Presby- 
terian Synod at the close of its last session 
expressed the hope that the time was com- 
ing “when not only a sister Church with 
which we have been negotiating in some 
past years, a VUhurch composed of Brethren 
whom we revere and love, but when all the 
Presbyterian Churches in Scotland shall be 
brought into the bonds of union with one 
another, and shall be joined hand in hand 
with the Presbyterian Churches through- 
out the world.” 


Hanpsome Donat on For Misstons.—The 
Rev. Dr. Herdman, Melrose. Convener of 
the Church of Scotland’s Foreign Missions, 
acknowledges receipt of $24000 from Mr. 
James Buist of Lawpark, Fifeshire, for the 
spread of Christ’s Gospel in heathen coun- 
tries. Of this sum, Mr. Buist designs 
$5000 for the new African Mission. ‘The re- 
mainder for India. 

AT a meeting of the managers and ad- 
herents of the new Established Ohurch 
in Pollokshields, Glasgow, held in the 
church on Monday evening, and presided 
over by the Rev. John M‘Leod, minister of 
the parish, the Rev. Thomas B. W. Niven, of 
Linlithgow, was unanimously elected mi- 
nister of the church. Mr Niven has ac- 
cepted the call, and he has given notice of 
his aceeptance thereof to the Linlithgow 
kirk-session. 

PamsLEY ABBEY.—A nother beautiful paint- 
ed window has just been erected in this 
venerable edifice. It is the gift of the 
Dowager Countess of Glasgow, and is intend- 
ed as a memorial of her late husband. 
The window selected by her Ladyship for 
this purpose is in the west gable, over the 
principal entrance, and consists of three very 
high lancet windows, with simple geometric 
tracery filling in the arch head, 

Free Cuurca Commisston.—A meeting 
of the Free Church Commission of As- 
sembly was held recently, and in the 
absence through weakly health of Dr. 
Moody Stuart,, Dr. Elder, Rothesay, presi- 
ded. It was resolved to send a congratula- 
tory letter to Dr. Ingram, Uist, the 
“‘ father of the Free Church,” who is onthe 
verge of his hundredth year, and _ to 
pore Parliament in favour of the Church 

ates Abolition Billand Mr. Newdegate’s Bill 
for the Inspection of Convents, and against 
the Bill of the member for Marylebone 
bearing On the subject of marriage affinity. 
Dr. Wilson reporting on the Sustentation 
Fund, said that next Assembly being the 
end of the third triennial period in which 
the surplus fund had been in operation, the 
Committee intended to recommend the con- 
tinuance of the present mode of distributing 
the fund.

Moopy anpd SANKEY ON TEMPERANCE 
REFoRM. 


There are those who, from a desire to 
avoid polemics, seem afraid to touch the 
Temperance question with a ten foot pole, 
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‘Some excellent people are actually afraid 
to do it, lest they themselves be compro- 
mised: that is to say, they are not total 
abstainers themselves, therefore they think 
they should keep their mouths shut. 
Others, again, ride their hobby to death. 
If the last named err, it must be conceded 
to them that they err on the safe side. St. 
Paul was not a tee-totaler in the common 
acceptation of the term, or he never 
would have advised Timothy to take a 
‘little wine,’’ even for his stomach’s sake. 
Yet Paul reasoned before the Roman 
Governor of righteousnes, temperance, and 


judgment, and we may be sure he did not. 


mince the matter either, for, ‘“ Felix 
trembled.” Everywhere, the American 
evangelists have openly and fearlessly de- 
nounced the evils of intemperance, and 
their own experience affords indisputable 
evidence that the use of intoxicating 
stimulants is not necessary even in cases 
where the powers of mind and body have 
been strained to the very utmost. From 
one of our exchanges we give the following 
brief account of a noon-day meeting at the 
Hippodrome in New York, devoted specially 
to the cause of temperance, and which 
appears to have been an occasion of very 
great interest— 


About 4000 persons were prcsent, and it 
is stated that Messrs. Moody & Sankey 
were surrounded by clergymen of every 
protestant denomination. The service open- 
ed with the singing of the hymn—‘** What a 
friend we have in Jesus’’—and then a 
number of requests for prayer were read 
out by Dr. Hepworth. As soon as Dr. 
Hepworth was through, Mr. Ralph Wells 
suddenly sprung up in the middJe of the 
hall and offered up a prayer which took up 
twenty minutes in its delivery, Mr. Sankey 
sang the eighteenth hymn—‘“ Rescue the 
perishing ”’—and then Mr. Moody said that, 
as the subject of the day was “ Intemper- 
ance,” he wished to make his hearers under- 
stand that there was no hope for the drunk- 
ard except through Christ. A man may 
have a strong wiil, but the tempter is 
stronger than he, and unless he throws 
himself on Christ and asks Him to take 
away the appetite he will never be sure that 
he is saved. 


Thanksgiving for the number of drunk- 
ards who had already been reclaimed was 


then offered, and Mr. Sankey sang the hymn 
‘*Pass me not, O gentle Bavyiour” Dr. 
Reynolds of New England, was then in- 
troduced. He said that he had been a 
practising physician for years, but he had, 
unfortunately, inherited a love of strong 
drink. For twenty years he had drank, 
had delirium tremens, and had suffered the 
torments of the damned. He had tried 
pledges and promises and tapering off, but 
one night he knelt down alongside the sofa 
in his office and begged Jesus Christ to 
take away from him the appetite for strong 
drink. ‘That was two years ago, and not a 
drop of liquor had touched his lips since, 
aud the two years past were years of 
genuine happiness. He did not wake up 
in the morning to suffer the misery of dis- 
appointment and increased degradation, but 
woke up to thank God in joyfulness for 
having consented to save him from himself. 
Dr. Reynolds made an earnest appeal to all 
drinkers present to call on God to help 
them, and they would find all the help they 
wanted. 


A man thirty-two years old, rude in 
speech, but respectably dressed, and bearing 
unmistakable indications of a long course 
of dissipation and accompanying rough 
usage, told how he had been for thirteen 
yearsa drunkard. His wife and children 
were scattered over the country, inmates of 
various charitable institutions, while he, a 
vagrant, slept in the police stations, and 
alternated between the almshouse and the 
penitentiary. He was finally converted to 
the Howard Mission by hearing the children 
sing @ hymn that he and his sister sang 
together in their childhood. His family 
was restored to him and he obtained em- 
ployment so lucrative that he accumulated 
a hundred dollars in a single summer, and 
did not spend it for rum, but deposited in 
the Savings Bank. The story was told so 
pathetically that the audience was affected 
to profuse tears. Several other witnesses 
testified to the strength given them by God 
to suppress their appetite for intoxicating 
liquors, and Mr. Sankey sang with much 
feeling, the temperance hymn: “ A drunk- 
ard reached his cheerless home.”

THE FIRST GENERAL ASSEMBLY of 
the Church of Scotland met in Edin- 
burgh, on the 20th of December 1560, 
‘¢ To consult upon those things which are 
to forward God’s glory, and the weil of 
His Kirk, in this realme.”’ It consisted of 
forty members. Six of these, only, were 
ministers: but they were men of towering 
ability and deep piety, eminently quali- 
fied for the great work given them to do. 
John Knox was one of them, and, from 
year to year, the old hero of the Scottish 
Reformation continued to “ sit and deli- 
berate ” till the time of his death in 1572. 

The Assembly is commonly supposed 
to include a like number of ministers and 
laymen on its roll: but this is not 
an absolute rule. In point of fact the 
General Assembly of the Church of Scot- 
land so far departs from this practice as 
that the clerical element prevails over the 
lay in the proportion of nearly two thirds 
of the former to one third of the latter. 
But in most other assemblies, the Free 
Church, for example, the Irish Presby- 
terian Church, and the Presbyterian 


Churches of the United States, provision 


is made for equality in this respect. 
There was less formality, not to speak 
of pomp and circumstance, in those days 
than now. It is even said that the first 
seven meetings of the General Assembly 
were held without a president or mode- 
rator, and when increasing numbers and 
business led to the appointment, this 
highest official in the church was not in- 
variably a minister. In at least one 
notable instance a layman was raised to 
that dignity.in the person of the cele- 
brated George Buchanan, who was called 
to the Moderator’s Chair in the year 
1567. For a while, it was customary to 
hold two and sometimes three meetings of 
the Assembly in each year. And though 
the time was when the General Assembly 
of the Kirk was suppressed during the 


~<a 


long period of forty years at a stretch, 
Presbyterianism still survived, and, by 
reason of its trials, was thrown into more 
intense and vigorous action than before. 

It is now a long established rule that 
the Assembly of the Established Church 
commences its proceedings on the first 
Thursday after tie fifteenth of May in 
each year, and that of the Free Church 
at the same time. The former is com- 
posed of nearly four hundred represen- 
tatives, and the latter, of nearly five hun- 
dred. The General Assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church of Jreland was first 
constituted in 1840, when the General 
Synod and the Secession Synod became 
united. This Assembly now embraces 
five Synods and thirty-seven Presbyteries, 
having about six hundred ministers on its 
roll. It holds its annual meetings in the 
beginning of June. The General As- 
sembly of the Presbyterian Church of the 
United States was first formed in 1787, 
with four Synods. The northern branch 
of this Church is by far the larg ‘st Pres- 
byterian organization in the worlc , having 
six hundred members in its ‘supreme 
Court, representing thirty-six Syrods and 
one hundred and seventy-three Presby- 
teries, and counting 4706 mini: ters on 
its roll. It meets annually on tiie third 
Thursday of May. 

The United Presbyterian ‘Jhurch, 
which arose in Scotland out of the union 
of the Secession and Relief Churches, in 
1847, instead of an Assembly, is governed 
by a general Synod, composed of all the 
ministers having charges, with an elder 
from each session. ‘The number of con- 
gregations being about five hundred and 
seventy, the constituency of the Su) reme 
Court of this body is much larger than 
that of any of the others above-nimed. 
Its annual meetings are held in Kdin- 
burgh usually about ten days in ac vance 
of the General Assemblies.

Homer AND FOREIGN. 


The following brief summary is sub- 
mitted for the information of congre- 
gations who have not contributed for the 
Mission Funds of the Church, during the 
present ecclesiastical year, with the hope 
that, in view of tne magnitude and im- 
portance of the interests involved, every 
one of them may be induced, even at this 
late hour, to give cheerfully and liberally 
according to their several abilities. 


Home MIssIons. 


The Home Mission Fund of the West- 
ern Section of the Church is applied to 
three purposes :— 

I. The supplementing of stipends in 
charges that are unable to pay the min- 
imum stipend of $600. One hundred and 
jifty congregations received in this way 
sums varying from $100 to $400 each. 

II. Giving aid for the support of or- 
dinances to Mission Stations in the out- 
lying districts where as yet congregations 
have nut been formed. The whole num- 
ber of mi-sion stations, under the super- 
vision of Presbyteries—not including, 
however, Manitoba, the North-West and 
British ‘ olumbia—is about 350. Of 
these, abont 86 are receiving aid, varying 
from $1 t) $4 each Sabbath. 

III. Tue partial maintenance of the 
Manitoba College is also a charge, for the 
present, «n the Home Mission Fund. 
While it is hoped that other means may 
be devise | for maintaining this Institu- 
tion in a state of efficiency at an early 
day, its existence is held to be a necessity 
by those best acquainted with the ecclesi- 
astical wants of that Province. It is es- 
timated that $8000 a year is required for 
College and Missionary purposes in Mani- 
toba an |B. Columbia alone. The amount 
asked by Dr. Cochrane, the Convener, at 
the beginning of the year, for all these 
purpose , was $45,000. 

The mount received up to the Ist 
April w s only $16,500—less than half 


the amount required. As a consequence 
of this, none of the missionaries or minis- 
ters an small salaries have received any- 
thing, as yet, from the fund, for the six 
months ending March the 31st. The dis- 
appointment, and, in many cases, the ac- 
tual suffering thus created is more easily 
imagined than described. 

The mission stations are chiefly sup- 
plied, only in summer, by the students, 
in our Colleges, although there are several 
ordained missionaries labouring through- 
out the year. At this present time it is 
believed that no less than from 95 to 100 
students have gone forth to supply the 
lack of ordinances in remote and thinly 
settled parts of the country that would be 
otherwise wholly destitute of Presbyterian 
services, and, in not a few instances, with- 
out religious ordinances of any kind. 

The attention of Congregations who 
have not yet contributed, and of those 
also who have given ‘* sparingly” for 
this great work, is directed to the fact,

ForEIGN MISSIONS. 


The Foreign Mission Work carried 
on under the direction of the committee 
for the Western Section of the Church 
is limited ¢o two or three efforts that are 
full of encouragement for the future. 


T. Two ordained Missionaries are 
labouring among the Indians of the 
North-West. The Rev. H. McKellar, 
at Prince Albert, on the Saskatchewan, 
among the Orees, and the Rev. Geo. 
Flett, at Fort Pelly. Also among the 
Crees, Mr. John McKay, as missionary 
and Interpreter. 


II. Formosa, China. Rev. G. L. 
McKay went out to this field in 1871, 
and has since laboured with such success 
that now he has a band of ten native 
helpers, and has received thirty-seven 
converts into full communion. Vine 
chapels have been built, almost without 
aid from Canada. 


In 1874 he was joined by Dr. J.B. 
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‘Fraser, who has since been engaged in 
medical and missionary work at Tamsui, 
where he has established an hospital and 
a flourishing mission. 

III. Inp1a. Two ladies from Canada, 
and supported by the Canadian Church, 
thave been for some years successfully 
engaged in mission work here. Their 
work has been confined to the maintenance 
of orphanages and Zenana schools, by 
means of which about two hundred and 
‘fifty Hindoo children are now receiving 
‘instruction. The Rey. J. F. Campbell 
will leave for India in a few months, 
when it is expected that three or four 
missionaries will be sent out. Two have 
-already offered their services. 

Last year, one section ‘of the United 
Church contributed $12,500 in support of 
these foreign missions. Professor Mc- 
Laren, the convener, asks $25,000 this 
year for this most interesting work. 

THE KASTERN Section of the Church, 
comprising the Maritime Provinces. has 
separate Boards for the management of its 
Home and Foreign Missionary operations 
which have long been conducted with 
much energy and success, In respect of 
Foreign Missions, indeed, they have nobly 
led the way. Quarter of a century ago, 
they commenced their mission to the New 
HEBRIDES, which will ever be associated 
with the name of Dr. Geddie, and of Mr. 
and Mrs. Goodwill, and with Mr. and 
Mrs. Gordon, who suffered martyrdom on 
Erromanga, and James D. Gordon, who 
went to supply the place of his murdered 
brother, and who, after labouring nine 
‘years, was called to share his brother’s 
fate. What a different scene’ presents it- 
self now! On Aneityum, Mr. Murray 
reports a population of 1500; Church 
members 600; eight churches, and jifty- 
jive Sabbath Schools. Altogether, the 
Eastern Section of the Church supports 
eleven ministers in Foreign fields, one 
catechist, a superintendent of schools, and 
‘two ladies—all from Canada—besides a 
darge number of native assistants. The 
expenditure on this behalf last year, was 
$25.000. This year $38 000 will be re- 
quired. Jt is confidently believed that 
these Missionary enterprizes, so signally 
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blessed by God, will not be allowed to 
languish for lack of means to carry 
them on.

CORRESPONDENCE,

received from Rev. Dr. Jenkins, of St. Paul’s 
Church, Montreal, may be of interest to 
some of our readers. We take the oppor- 
tunity of stating that the rumour which has 
found its way into print, to the effect that 
Dr. Jenkins had accepted a call to a Scotch 
parish is unfounded, and that there is every 
probability of his return to Canada in time 
to take pdrt in the deliberations of the 
General Assembly at Toronto.—Ep. 


Florence, 21st April, 1876. 


I am here on my way to London and 
Kdinburgh. I am enjoying my visit to 
Italy very much. Rome is grand. Naples, 
beautiful. Pompeii, interesting and in- 
structive. Florence, full of treasures in 
architecture, painting and sculpture. To 
Venice I am proposing to go to-morrow, 
Saturday morning, to spend there Sunday 
and Monday. 

Last Sunday morning, April 16th, I went 
to the Waldensian Church in the Via della 
Vergine in Rome. The Church, which is 
capable of holding 200 persons, was well 
filled. There were people of all classes, 
seemingly—-many of the mechanic and 
servant class, some of the better class, a 
few of the highest. I learned, indeed, that 
one of the elders is an Italian Marquis. 
The communion table was prepared for the 
celebration of the Lord’s Supper. I ob- 
served that every one, on entering the 
Church and going to his seat, remained 
standing for a few moments, the face 
covered with the hand, as if in silent 
prayer. The congregation sat during sing- 
ing, and every one stood at prayer—young 
and old, gentle and simple. The singing 
was sweet and hearty, the people were 
devout, the prayers were earnest, the 
preaching sound and effective. I was glad 
of the opportunity of communion with this 
ancient, faithful, and deeply rv usaahgt 
section of the Church of Christ; an 
accepted the general invitation of the offi- 
ciating minister to all strangers, being 
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christians, to remain and share with them 
the fellowship of God’s people. 

The form of ministering the Lord’s 
Supper was partly liturgical and partly 
extempore, but it was eminently simple. 
The communicants went up and_ stood 
round the table, and the minister gave to 
each, with suitable words, the emblems of 
Christ’s body and blood, having first con- 
muned himself, standing in the presence of 
the people The elders partook with the 
people. As nearly as I could judge, from 
80 to 100 people communed. On the pre- 
vious Lord’s Day, I went to visit the Sunday 
Schools in the same church, and found 
them most efficiently conducted. It wasa 
pleasing sight to see Italian girls and boys, 
maay of them Roman Catholics, turning 
over their Bibles, as the teacher quoted 
now this passage and now that. The 
ease with which they found the places 
to which their attention was directed, would 
have been a credit to the scholars of St. 
Paul’s school. The prophets, the psalms, 
the gospels, the epistles, seemed equally 
familiar to them. ‘he teachers were ener- 
getic beyond anything I have ever elsewhere 
seen. My kind regards to all.

ONTARIO AMD QUEBEG. 


The approaching meeting of the Gen- 
eral Assembly somehow reminds us of a 
stately new-launched ship coming home 
to her moorings, after having made a 
short and successful trial-trip. Now she 
is going to have her compasses adjusted 
and her machinery over-hauled. She is 
to be manned and found in every requi- 
site for active service, and soon we hope 
to hear the seaman’s song-—“‘ a long pull, 


and a strong pull, and a pull altogether,” 


as she spreads her canvas to the breeze 
and takes her new departure. 

When there is so much work to be 
done it may seem needless to particu- 
larize. Certain matters, however, will 
naturally claim precedence. Among these, 
the forms of ecclesiastical polity and pro- 
cedure by which we are to be governed 
in the future will occupy a chief place. 
Not less important will be the arrange- 
ments in connection with the various 
Mission Boards of the church, and the 
questions that will arise in regard to the 
equipment and maintenance of our col- 
leges, and the curriculum of study to be 
prescribed to students for the ministry. 
The amalgamation of the four existing 
Widows’ and Orphans’ Funds will have 
to be considered. In the Committee of 
Assembly which met in Montreal last 
September, and in the various Synods 
which have met since then, all these mat- 
ters have already been discussed in detail, 
so that we may reasonably hope that a 
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great deal will be done during this Assem- 
bly towards laying securely the founda- 
tions of the church of the future. 

Womans’ Missions.—<An influential 
meeting of ladies representing the three 
Presbyterian Congregations of Kingston 
was held recently for the purpose of or- 
ganizing a Womans’ Foreign Missionary 
Society, having for its object the diffusion 
of missionary intelligence and the in- 
crease of interest in missionary opera- 
tions, especially with reference to the 
condition of women and children in 
heathen lands; as well as to furnish 
such aid as may be within its power 
to the missionary schemes of the Pres- 
byterian Church in Canada. Of this 
society Mrs. Machar was chosen Presi- 
dent; Miss Dickson and Miss Machar, 
Secretaries, and Mrs. D. Fraser, Trea- 
surer. A large committee was also 
appointed, which we have no doubt will 
prove to be a working committee. 

A similar Association has been formed 
at Lancaster, in the new Union congre- 
gation, under the presidency of Mrs. 
Donald Ross, and a committee of manage- 
ment of ten ladies who propose to hold 
monthly meetings. 

FemaLE Work ror Inpian MIs- 
sions.—Miss Machar, the Secretary- 
Treasurer of the Juvenile Mission to 
India, suggests, as a practical mode of 
aiding missions, the sending of boxes of 
dadies’ work to Calcutta and Madras. 
*« Flere is a way,” it is observed, ‘in 
which all who have time and skill at com- 


mand, can turn these last to real use in. 


working for Zenana Missions.” 

We have no doubt this proposal will 
commend itself to many ladies, and to 
many of the children, too, and that they 
will gladly turn a few of their leisure 
hours to account in this way. Miss 
Machar goes on to say,— 


We might either send boxes to Edinburgh, 
to be sent on by the Scottish Association, 
or—this year‘at least—our out-going mis- 
sionary, the Rev. J. Fraser Campbell, 
might kindly consent to take charge of a 
box to Madras. The Edinburgh Secretary 
of the Scottish Ladies’ Association furnishes 
the following list of articles which will be 
readily disposed of in India: © 


Tea-pot cosies, not too expensive; child- 
ren’s knitted wool socks, from two to four 
years of age, fine; children’s white dresses, 
neat and simply trimmed, skirts and bodies 
to be left separate; white or plain coloured 
lama or merino dresses, without frills or 
flounces; hem-stitched pocket handker- 
chiefs; needle-cases, lined with flannel; 
dressing cases for travelling, lined with 
Hollen simple carriage-bags; d’oyleys; 
baby-bibs; babies’? caps of white pique or 
lama (not the whole pelisse); sashes and 
sleeve-ties ; home-made lace and trimming; 
neckties, with lace ends; lengths of ribbons ; 
small parcels of haberdashery, say value of 
5s. each; work-baskets; emery cushions; 
cushions with cord and tassels—not made 
up; native shirts and jackets (calico) ; 
dusters in half-dozens; tea-cloths in half- 
dozens. 

It may be added that old worsted work 
patterns, wools and coloured Bible pictures 
are much needed by the Zenana teachers 
for direct use in their work These articles 
would also be most acceptable. 

Any ladies wishing to make such contri- 
butions to this object might send articles 
to any member of the Montreal or Toronto 
Boards of Female Missions, or to the 
Secretary-Treasurer of the Juvenile Mis- 
sion, Kingston. 


INFORMATION FOR THE PEOPLE.— 
The success or failure of all our mission- 
ary undertakings depends very much 
upon the means taken to advertise them. 
It is a fatal mistake to take for granted 
that people know all about such things. 
The fact of the matter is that nothing 
should be taken for granted. It is a 
right belonging to every member of the 
Church that he should know exactly the 
nature and amount of the church’s 
work for which he is asked to contribute, 
and also that he should know to the 
uttermost farthing how the money which 
he and others may have given has been 
expended. The Missionary Association 
of the Presbyterian Congregation at 
Cobourg, through its President, Mr.: 
James M. Douglas, has set a very excel- 
lent example, which we hope will be 
largely followed, namely, that of placing 
in the hands of every member of that 
congregation a printed statement, con- 
taining a concise and clear account of 
the progress and the present position of 
the different foreign missions of the 
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Church. Mr. Douglas will see that we 
have in another column availed ourselves 
of some of the facts and figures contained 
in his pamphlet. 

INDUCTIONS, ORDINATIONS, &0.— 
The Rev. Donald Ross, formerly of 
Dundee, was inducted to the charge of 
the ‘‘Union Church”’ at Lancaster, in 
the Presbytery of Glengarry, on the 
11th April. There was a large attend- 
ance of both the presbytery and the 
people. The congregation, consisting 
partly of members who have withdrawn 
from St. Andrew’s congregation and the 
members of the former Canada Presby- 
terian Church, is numerically strong, 
and we have no doubt, in a very short 
time, under Mr. Ross’ leadership, they 
will become thoroughly furnished and 
equipped in every thing necessary to 
future prosperity and usefulness. The 
stipend promised is $1000 with a manse. 
A ‘‘tea-meeting” was held on the evening 
of the induction day, when addresses 
were delivered by the members of Pres- 
bytery present, and excellent music was 
discoursed by the choir. It has been 
resolved that the erection of a church 
and manse shall be proceeded with 
immediately. The Rev Alex. Young, 
translated from the Presbytery of Mon- 
treal at the same with Mr. Ross, was 
inducted to the charge of Napanee, 
by the Presbytery of Kingston, on the 
25th April. As in former case, so 
here, the new minister’s arrival was 
hailed with evident satisfaction by the 
people who turned out in large numbers 
and accorded him a hearty welcome, and 
the evening was also pleasantly spent in 
listening to excellent addresses interspers- 
ed with good music. Similar demonstra- 
tions of hearty concurrence also attended 
the Rev. J. M. Goodwillie’s induction to 
‘Knox Church, Camlachie, on the 27th 
April. The church was well filled, at 
the induction service, and the congre- 
gational festival which followed: and 
again on the succeeding day where the 
children of the Church were present to 
the number of one hundred and fifty. 
The Rev. Charles Cameron, late of Price- 
ville, has been translated to Roxborough 
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in ‘the Presbytery of Glengarry, where 
he enters upon a large sphere of useful- 
ness under very encouraging circum- 
stances. The ordination and induction 
of Rey. Hector Currie to the pastorate 
of Widder and Ravenswood took place 
on 25th April, when the new minister 
received a most cordial welcome from the 
members of his future charge. The 
Rey. Isaac Campbell of Kilbride has: 
received a unanimous call from the con- 
gregation of Beverly ; the stipend to be 
not less than $800, payable half yearly 
in advance.. The Rev. Thomas Thomson: 
has received a call to Brucefield Union 
Church. The Presbytery of Peterboro 
has sustained a call from Warsaw and 
Dummer to Mr. D McRae. 
CoNnGREGATIONAL REPORTS.—One of 
the mostly neatly got up reports that has. 
come into our hands is that of St. Paul’s 
Church, Peterboro. This charge is 
vacant at present by the retirement of 
the venerable Mr. Roger after a pastorate 
of forty-two years. We observe with 
much satisfaction that the congregatiom 
have provided a retiring aunuity of 
$800 in acknowledgement of Vir. Roger’s. 
faithful and conscientious discharge of 
duty during this lengthened period. 
Mention is made of the sudden death of 
Mr. William Hall, of the many valuable: 
services he had rendered this congre- 
gation in his life-time, and of the gener- 
osity of his heirs in the administration 
of the large fortune he had accumulated. 
The ladies of the congregation are 
honourably mentioned in connection 
with a missionary association recently 
formed, and which they have greatly 
aided by their assistance as collectors 
and otherwise. The missionary contri- 
butions for the year 1875, amounting to: 
$604, appear to have been obtained from 
256 individuals. affording a good illus- 
tration of the old saying, too often over- 
looked, that ‘many littles mak a meikle,”’ 
The total expenditure for the year was. 
$3098.70. The missionary collectors 
visit their districts every month, to receive 
collections and deliver the Recorps, of 
which 120 are circulated. The number 
of scholars on the roll of the Sabbath 
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‘School is 196 ; average attendance, 161 ; 
“staff of teachers, 24; missionary collec- 
‘tions, $122. 

CENTRAL PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH, 
Hamilton: This is one of the largest 
congregations in the church, the number 
-of communicants on the roll being 804, 
cand of pupils in the Sabbath School, 508. 
The total income for 1875 was $13,817.91, 
of which there was expended for congre- 
-gational purposes $11,101.64, and for 
missionary and benevolent purposes, 
$2716.27. The stipend is $3000. The 
serious illness of the pastor, Rev. John 
McColl, made it necessary that he should 
be relieved of his duties for a time. 
‘With accustomed liberality, the congre- 
gation provided the necessary funds to 
defray the expenses of his journey to 
Southern Calitornia, where he has been 
spending the winter, and we rejoice to 
hear that the congregation are now looking 
‘forward hopefully to his return, re-invi- 
gorated for the duties of the pastorate 
cand the Church. 

PRESENTATION. — The Rev. * Dr. 
Cochrane of Brantford has received from 
members of his congregation the present 
-of a very handsome silk cassock and 
pulpit gown. We unite with his friends 
in hoping that the indefatigable convener 
-of the Assembly’s Home Mission Board 
may live to wear out his gown in the 
service of Zion Church. 


MEETINGS OF PRES BYTERIES. 


Wuitsy.—A special meeting of this Pres- 
bytery was held in the second Presbyterian 
Church, Bowmanville, on Tuesday, the 
twenty-second day of March, for the induc- 
tion of the Rev. James, Little, of Quincy, 
Florida, U. S., and other business. Mr. 
Little presented his papers of release from 
the Presbytery of Florida, with accom- 
panying documents which testified to 
‘the high esteem he was held in by his 
brethren, his Bocca and the com- 
munity in general. r. Hogg preached an 
able and appropriate discourse and pre- 
‘sided. Messrs. Rene and Stuart deli- 
~vered charges to the minister and congre- 
gation. In the evening,a mammoth recep- 
tion was given to Mr. Little at a soiree 
provided by the ladies of the congregation, 
sat which addresses were delivered by mem- 


bers of Presbytery and brethren from a dis- 
tance. The whole proceedings were of an 
unusually interesting character, and, it is 
safe to say, that while the Presbytery of 
Florida have been deprived of a much 
esteemed brother and worker, our Church 
and Presbytery have gained a valuable ac- 
quisition to their ranks. 

The Presbytery again met at Oshawa, on 
the eleventh of April. The question of 
Presbyterial visitation was resumed, and 
after lengthened deliberation it was agreed 
«* That the report on the whole as amended 
be adopted and printed; and that copies of 
the same be transmitted to Kirk-Sessions. 
It was also moved in this connection “That 
a pastoral letter from the Moderator be pre- 
pared and transmitted to congreyations.’’ 

The report on the “State of Religion”? 
was received and adopted, and the thanks 
of the Presbytery given to the committee, 
who were instructed to receive delayed re- 
ports and append the information therein 
contained. 

Mr. Laing stated that at the Presbyterial] 
Sabbath School Convention, it was recom- 
mended that the Presbytery take steps to 
stir up 4 missionary spirit among the young, 
when Messrs. Hogg, Rogers, Kdmondson 
and Ratcliff, elder, were appointed a com- 
mittee tu do so. 


Orrawa.—This Presbytery held its last 
regular meeting in Knox Church, Ottawa, 
on the 2nd and 3rd May. The following 
are the principal items of business. 

The call from Pembroke in favour of the 
Rev. W. D. Ballantyne was sustained and 
the induction fixed for Wednesday, the 17th 
May. Rev. R. Campbell to preach and 
preside. Rev. D. J. McLean to address the 
Pastor and Rev. A. Campbell the people. 


The Rev. H. Sinclair accepted a call from 
Ross, and his induction was fixed for the 
18th May. The same parties to conduct it. 


The Rev. J M. McIntyre declined the 
call from Cumberland, Clarence and Na- 
vau. 


Mr. John McMillan gave in a report of 
the present state of the Presbytery Fund, 
and the travelling expenses for the year of 
the members of Presbytery present were 
paid. 

The Rev. Daniel W. Cameron appeared 
before the Presbytery and applied to be re- 
ceived into the church. He presented a 
Presbyterial certificate from the Presbyter 
of Champlain, in the United States, mi 
being regarded satisfactory, it was agreed 
to apply to the ensuing meeting of the Gen- 
eral Assembly for leave to receive him. 
Much sympathy was felt for the Rev. W. 
McKenzie, of Almonte, and family in the 
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serious illness with which Providence had 
visited him. 

The committee on Sabbath Schools gave 
in a report recommending that a conference 
be held on the evening of the first Tuesday 
of August, on the subject of sabbath school 
hymn books and literature ; that parties be 
appointed to open on these subjects and that 
the sabbath school teachers 1n connection 
with the churches of the city be invited to 
attend. Mr. G. Colborne Haney, a gra- 
duate of Princeton Theological Seminary 
appeared before the Presbytery, was ex- 
amined, and the Presbytery agreed to apply 
to the General Assembly for leave to take 
him on trial for license. 

Rey. A. McLaren asked and obtained 
leave of absence for three months in order 
to go to Britain to recruit his health. 

An overture on the use of Hymn Books 
was brought in by Rev. C. J. Cameron 
adopted and ordered to be transmitted to 
the general assembly, in substance praying 
the General Assembly that such measures 
may be taken as will secure the use of one 
authorized Hymn-book for the whole 
church. 

Rev. Messrs. Farries, Gordon, and Ca- 
meron were appointed tu support this over- 
ture. 


QurBEC.—This Presbytery held its last 
meeting in St. Andrew’s Church, Sher- 
brooke on the 29th of March. The following 
items of business were transacted : 

The Rev. W. B Clark of Quebec was 
appointed Moderator for the following six 
months. Reports of a varied but interesting 
character were given by members of depu- 
tations who had visited the following con- 
gregations: Valcartier, Inverness, Leeds 
and St. Sylvester. Circular letiers from 
the Presbyteries of Montreal and Lindsay 
were read, intimating that the former would 
apply at the first meeting of the General 
Assembly for leave to receive as a minister 
of this Church, the Rev. William Hawthorne, 
formerly a minister ofthe United Protestant 
Church of North America; and that the 
latter would apply at the same time for 
leave to receive the Rev. Dugald McGregor, 
formerly a minister of the Congregational 
Church. 

The resignation of Rev. John McAlister, 
minister at Danville, was accepted, and a 
committee was appoimted to draw up a 
suitable minute in reference thereto. 
Windsor Mills, formerly a station in con- 
nection with Melbourne, was granted the 
status of a pastoral charge. 

The former decision of the Presbytery in 
the case of Rev. Thomas Fenwick, ordained 
Missionary at Metis, was reconsidered and 
revised; and Messrs. Wright and McKenzie 


were appointed to visit Metis some time 
in July next, and report. 

A petition was presented by Mr. McMaster, 
of Scotston, in the name of about 35 families, 
the most of them recent settlers from Scot 
land, desiring to be organized as part of a 
congregation in connection with Hampden. 
A petition from Hampden was read to the 
came effect, and both asked to be supplied 
with a missionary during the summer con- 
jointly. The prayer of these petitions was: 
cordially granted. 

Kineston.—This Presbytery held their 
quarterly meeting on the llth and 12th of 
April. Rev. Patrick Gray was granted 
leave of absence for a time by reason of ill- 
health. Arrangements were made for 
giving supply during the summer to every 
portion of their widely-extended mission 
tield. The Missionary Associations of Knox 
and Montreal Colleges have rendered valu- 
able aid in the cultivation of the more 
remote stations within the bounds. They 
are following up this season the work of 
previous summers, and the Presbytery has 
framed an enactment, requirlug reports 
from such fields. The Rev. L. B. Watt, 
of Trenton, resigned his charge and was 
released. A suitable obituary minute was 
adopted in regard to the late Dr. Rufus 
Holden, who tor tweuty-four years was a 
devoted and diligent ruling Elder in the 
session of Jolin Street Church, Belleville. 
He was a warm and liberal friend of the 
Church in all her operations. 

Session records were ordered to be pro- 
duced at the July meeting for examination. 

At adjourned meetings held at Napanee, 
on the 26th, and Mill Point, on the 27th of 
April, Rev. Alexander Young was inducted 
into the charge in the former place, and 
Mr. R. J. Craig was ordained at the latter 
and settled there for a time as ordained 
missionary. 


Hvuron.—The last meeting of the Presby- 
tery was held at Clinton, on llth April. 
There was a large attendance.” In accor- 
dance with the request of the congregations, 
Bluevale and Wingham were separated, to 
form distinct charges. Mr. Hartley’s resig- 
nation of Hast Ashfield was taken up, and 
it was agreed to cite all parties to appear 
for their interests at next meeting. ‘here 
was a large amount of b isiness disposed of, 


GuELPH.—At tne meeting of this Court 
held on the 9th May, the Clerk reported the 
death of the Rev. James A. Thomson, of 
Krin, and the Presbytery subsequently 
adopted a minute in reference thereto, ex- 
pressing the high estimation iu which their 
brother was held as a liligent, earnest, and 
successful pastor.

Mullan reported having preached the pulpit 
of Woolwich vacant by the translation of 
Rev. G. A. Yeomans to Presbytery of 
Hamilton. The Presbytery, in parting with 
their brother, expressed their appreciation 
of his faithful labours in Winterbourne, and 
of his self-denying conduct in leaving a 
warmly attached congregation for the pur- 
pose of enabling the Presbytery to forma 
harmonious union among the presbyterians 
of that locality. Leave of absence was 
granted to Dr. McKay and Mr. Middlemiss, 
who intend visiting Scotland this summer. 


Correction.—Rev. J.S8. Hakin, of Parkhill, has not 
resigned his charge as stated last month. He received 
absence of leave for atime to recruit his health. 
His congregation presented him with the sum of $70. 


Synop oF ToRoNtTO AND KINGSTON. 


The ‘meeting of this Court was held in 
Knox Church, Toronto, on Tuesday, May 
3rd, and two following days. About 75 
ministers and a considerable number of 
elders were present. After an excellent 
sermon by the Rev. William Fraser, of 
Bondhead, retiring Moderator, the Synod 
was constituted. Professor Mackerras was 
unanimously elected Moderator. A large 
amount of routine business was disposed of. 
The principal item of interest was the 
reports of Presbyteries on the state of Re- 
ligion within the bounds. These reports 
were, exceedingly refreshing, as indicating 
that the Lord had been blessing many 
sections of the Church with an outpouring 
of His Spirit’s influences. A discussion 
followed, in which Messrs. Smith, of Galt, 
Roger, of Ashburn, and others, gave a very 
gratifying account of the gracious work 
that had been recently going on in their 
respective districts. 

The case of the Rev. D. J. Macdonnell, 
brought before the Synod by a Dissent and 
‘Complaint, was, from the want of time to 
do justice to its importance, owing to the 
lateness of the period when papers in the 
case came up, referred simpliciter to the 
‘General Assembly. . 


Synop oF MonrTREAL AND OTTAWA. 


This Court met in St. Paul’s Church, 
Montreal, on the 9th May, and continued 
its sittings for two days. The number of 
members in attendance was between 60 and 
70, and the interest of the meeting was 
well sustained. The retiring Moderator, 
Rev. Dr. Taylor, preached an able discourse 
from II Thess, 2nd and 4th, for which he re- 
ceived the thanks of the Synod. It was agreed 
to publish the discourse in pamphlet form. 
The Rev. D. M. Gordon, B. D., of Ottawa, 
was elected Moderator for tle current year 
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and the Rev. James Watson, Huntingdon, 
was appointed Clerk in room of Rev. Alex. 
Young, who has left the bounds of the 
Synod. Several cases of reference and 
appeal were disposed of, one of them, at 
least, in the good old fashioned way of 
‘sending it back to the Presbytery to be 
dealt with according to the laws of the 
Church.” Gratifying reports were received 
on the state of Religion from several of the 
Presbyteries. An exceedingly interesting 
conference was held on the work of French 
Evangelization. A memorial from the 
Board of Managers of Presbyterian College, 
Montreal, calling attention to the boundaries 
suggested for the support of the College was 
discussed and recommended to the favour- 
able consideration of the General Assembly. 
The next meeting was appointed to be 
held in Ottawa on the second Tuesday of 
May, 1877. 


MARITIME PROVINCES. 


The Rev. G. M. Grant, R. McCunn, 
Professor Gregg, of Toronto, and Rev. 


John Campbell, sailed by the Austrian 


from Halifax—the three first named, as 
delegates to the General Assemblies of 
the parent Churches, the latter, on a still 
more enviable errand, to bring his wife 
back with him. It is good to hear of so 
many ministers sailing in the same boat, 
but we hope that that ship got over safely, 

‘The Rev. W. Richardson has been in- 
ducted to Greenock Church, St. Andrew’s 
N. B., with a heartiness on the part of 
the people that augurs well for his future 
happiness and usefulness in that corner 
of the vineyard. The ladies of the Pres- 
byterian sewing Society have presented 
the Church with a splendid pulpit Bible, 
and have also expended a considerable 
sum in repairing the church edifice. 

The Rev. W. Caven, late of Ontario, 
was inducted into the pastoral charge of 
St. Paul’s Church, Fredericton, on the 
19th April. He succeeds the venerable 
Dr. Brooke. The Rey. D. F. Creelman 
proceeds to the Bay of Islands, Newfound- 
land, as a missionary. ‘There is no more 
destitute locality in the Lower Provinces, 
and here we trust that the labours of this 
gentleman may be greatly blessed. 

MEETINGS OF PRESBYTERIES. 


St. Joun.—Ata recent meeting, a call was 
laid on the table from old St. Andrew’s, 
Toronto, in favour of Rev. Dr. Waters of St. 
. c 
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John. Along with the call there was a 
guarantee for a stipend of $2500, payable, 
quarterly in advance. Arrangements were 
made to cite Dr. Waters’ congregation to ap- 
pear for their own interests, and the call in 
the meantime was laid on the table. 

Truro.—This Court met on the 2nd _ ult. 
The call from West Truro to Rev. Mr. Mor- 
rison was decli ed. The Rev. E. Ross’ de- 
mission was accepted. There are now five 
vacancies in the Presbytery. Itwas agreed 
to recommend that the representation to the 
General Assembly be one-fifth instead of one- 
fourth. 

LunEenBuRG AND YaRMOoUTH.—This court 
met at Bridgewater, on Thursday, 20th 
April. There was a good attendance of mem- 
bers. Mr. Thomas Murray, after satisfac- 
tory trials, was licensed to preach the 
Gospel. A call from Riversdale to Mr. 
Murray was sustained, and Mr. Murray ac- 
cepted it. A supplement of $60-—7.e. $30 less 
than last year, was recommended tor the 
Clyde River congregation ; $150 for Chebogue 
and Carleton; and $20) for Riversdale. The 
next meeting was appointed to be held in the 
church, Northfield, on Thursday, the 25th 
day of May, for the ordination of Mr. Mur- 
ray, Mr. Duff to preach, Mr. McNab to ad; 
dress the Minister, and Messrs. McMillan and 
Morrison the people. 

Miramicu1.—The May meeting of the 
Presbytery was held in St. Andrew’s Church, 
Chatham. As to Home Mission business it 
was reported that Rev. Wm. M’Cullogh had 
laboured in the vacant charges of Black 
River and Redbank during the past month, 
and that Rev. Win Fogo was expected daily. 
Both the congregations memorialised the 
Presbytery for moderation in favour of Mr. 
M’Cullogh, the former showing a subscrip- 
tion list of over $500 per annum, and the 
latter of over $600. The growth of these 
charges will be seen when it is remembered 
that both together for some years past paid 
only $400. In addition, Redbank pledges 
itself to have a Manse ready for occupation 
by next fall. It was reported further that 
the Board had allocated two Catechists to 
the Presbytery, one to labour in the bounds 
of Bathurst congregation and the other to 
labour in Metapedia, and a station opposite 
Dalhousie, both in the Province of Quebec. 
In relation to Bathurst there is progress 
avain, for the salary of the pastor was 
largely increased at the time of the late set- 
tlement, and, in addition to that, two out- 
stations, New Bandon and Caraquette, pledge 
themselves to pay $120 towards the salary of 
a ‘ atechist for the summer. 

In the evening a public meeting was held 
of a very interesting character. 


Wauitace.—This Presbytery met on May 
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2nd. The draft act as to the constitution 
of the General Assembly was approved 
without amendment. The following re-- 
solution was agreed to with respect to Mr. 
Naismith. This Presbytery in severing 
the connection between the Rev. C. Naismith 
and the Congregation of Springhill, and in 
taking an affe: tonate farewell of him, beg: 
to record, as they hereby do, their high 
sense of his gifts and talents as an expound- 
er of God’s Wot of his zeal and earnestness 
in the cause of the Church of Christ,. of his: 
diligence and assiduity as a pastor,and of his: 
genial and brotherly disposition as a member’ 
of Court, and it is their fervent prayer that. 
Divine Provideiice may prosper and protect: 
him in whatever portion of the vineyard 
his labours may be assigned. 

The Rev. T. Tallach, on behalf of the 
congregation of Amherst, applied for per- 
mission to use an organ in the ypu lic 
worship of God. When the Presbytery 
resolved, that, having respect to the second 
resolution accompanying the Basis of Union, 
on modes of worship, they considered they 
had no power to deal with the said appli- 
eation, and therefore that it be referred. 
simpliciter as it hereby is, to the General 
Assembly at its approaching meeting. 


NEWFOUNDLAND. 


ABRIDGED FROM REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE. 
* OF PRESBYTERY ON MISSIONS. 


» 

The*Committee had their attention first. 
turned to the Bay of Islands on the western. 
coast. Here there is a prosperous and 
rapidly increasing settlement numbering. 
considerably over one thousand persons. 
The natural resources of this district are so 
great that there is every probability of a 
rapid increase of population, by imuini- 
gration, and of its becoming, ere long, one 
of the most important settlements in the 
island. : 

There is a general expectation that the 
difficulties connected with the settlement 
of the island, arising from certain privileges 
granted by treaty to the French, are about 
to be removed; and should this result be 
secured, an influx cf population from other 

ortions of this island, as well as from Cape 
Bret and Nova Scotia, may be confident- 
ly anticipated; so that the population of 
the western shore, already numbe ing 
10,00Q@, may be doubled or trebled, ere a. 
great many years shall have elapsed. 
The Bay of Islands has special attractions. 
for settlers. 


FAMILIES FROM OTHER PROVINCES. 


During the last few years, lumbering ~ 
operations have been carried on, in the: 
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Bay of Islands, on an extensive scale; and 
among those engaged in this industry are 
a number of families belonging to the 
Presbyterian Church who emigrated from 
Nova Scotia and Cape Breton. Of these 
there are at present 43 families and about 
120 individuals, living within a compass of 
three or four miles. They are most anxi- 
ous to have a Presbyterian minister settled 
- among them and to erect a church. During 
last summer, Mr Hugh Fletcher,a member 
of the Presbyterian Church, was on a visit 
to the locality, and was requested by the 
leading presbyterians to bring their claims 
under the consideration of the Presbytery 
of Newfoundland, and to request that a 
minister be sent, as soon as the summer 
opened, to organize a congregation and 
supply them with the means of grace. 
They are willing to guarantee $400 per 
annum for his support, with the prospect 
of increase. Meantime, they are engaged 
in erecting a school-house, which will also 
serve as a place of worship till a church 
can be built. They appear to be animated 
by an earnest spirit, and to be most anxious 
to adhere to the Church of their fathers. 
Messrs. Tupper and Goldie, proprietors of 
the largest lumbering establishment, belong 
to the Presbyterian Church, and take an 
active part in this movement. 


The Committee consider the claims of 
the presbyterians of the Bay of Islands on 
the sympathy and assistance of the Presby- 
tery to be very pressing, and deserving a 
favourable consideration. ‘Their call for 
help should be at once responded to. The 
Committee would respectfully suggest that 
Presbytery at once decide on opening a 
mission station in the Bay of Islands. 

BAY ST. GEORGE. 

in Bay St: George, on the same coast, 
there are a few presbyterians: and there too, 
there is a prospect of a large population 
being settled, as the natural resources of 
the district are even superior to those of 
Bay of Islands; coal and iron being report- 
ed as abundant, and the locality having 
been selected as the terminus of the pro- 
jected railroad across the island. Bonne 
Bay is another settlement on the Western 
coast, also rapidly increasing in population, 
and with fine natural resources. It is a 
matter of great moment that a mission 
should thus early be established on this 
coast; and from Bay of Islands as a centr , 
missionary operations could be carried on 
according to the spiritual wants of the in- 
creasing population, and the openings 
whieh in, the Providence of God may be 
presented. 


NOTRE DAME BAY, TILT’S COVE, &C. 


The only other locality to which the 
attention of the Committee has been turned 
is the mining region around Notre Dame 
Bay, on the north-east coast. Here, owing 
to the great developement of mining in- 
dustry during the last few years, there is 
also a rapidly increasing population; and 
there is the prospect of a series of mining 
villages and towns springing up around 
these be At present the mining popu- 
lation is concentrated chiefly at Tilt Cove 
and Belt’s Cove, the united population of 
these two settlements being not less than 
1,600 or 1,700. The Committee are of 
opinion that it would be desirable to insti- 
tute inquiries as to the propriety of estab- 
lishing a mission in ti:is quarter, in a field 
which is destined seemingly to be an 1m- 
portant centre of population. There is 
reason to believe that at Belt’s Cove a 
number of presbyterian families are settled ,. 
and that more may follow from Nova 
Scotia. 

There is every reason to hope that, in the 
future, as the population increases, Presby- 
terianism will obtain a footing throughout 
the island, and do its part in the evangel- 
ization of the population. For this end 
there must be zeal and energy displayed in 
taking advantage of each opening which 
the ’rovidence of God may present,—not 
in the spirit of rivalry with other churches, 
or with a view of gaining proselytes; but 
with the simple desire of doing Christ’s 
work, and of winning souls to a Saviour.

DEATHS. 


Wrutiam ©. Menziss, late cashier of the 
Bank of Nova Scotia, Halifax, died at 
Hieres, France, on the 10th April, trom 
congestion of the lungs. He was a son of 
the manse, his father, Dr William Menzies, 
having been for many years the parish 
minister of Maybole, Scotland. His elder 
brother, Rev Peter 8S. Menzies, who was 
also an accomplished and much esteemed 
minister of the Established Church, found 
an early grave in Melbourne, Australia. 
Mr. Menzies began his business career as @ 
bank clerk in Montreal, where he married @ 
daughter of the late John Fisher. He was 
afterwar s appointed a branch agent at 
London, Ont., and, subsequently, became 
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acting manager at Halifax. Last summer, 
on account of failing health, he visited his 
native country, accompanied by his wife. In 
a few weeks after their arrival he was in the 
mysterious Providence of God left a wi- 
dower. His mother-in-law, who had gone 
to Halifax to care for his children, was also 
taken away suddenly; and now, he too is 
gone. Mr. Menzies was beloved and res- 
pected by all who knew him, and the 
memory of his name will long be associated 
with the highest type of christian character 
—a man, ‘diligent in business, fervent in 
spirit, serving the Lord.” He was a life- 
long worker in the sabbath school. 

UANIEL WILKIE.—Quebec has lost one of 
its most highly respected citizens by the 
death of Mr. Wilkie. The deceased was a 
native of Scotland and came to Quebec in 
1826 when he connected himself with edu- 
cational matters under the direction of his 
uncle, the late Rev. 1). Wilkie. He became 
connected with the High School at the time 
of its formation in 1843, and ever since, as 
a teacher, and, ultimately, as Rector of that 
Institution, has rendered important services 
to the cause of Protestant education. He 
was an Hider, and an active member of St. 
Andrew’s Church —the minister’s right 
hand man, in whom he ever found a true 
friend and a wise counsellor. He was one 
of the most genial of men, at the same 
time an unassuming and sincere christian, 
always ready to engage enthusiastically in 
every good work. The church can ill afford 
to lose such men. 

Miss Jouns.—The Halifax Witness of 
19th April, records the death of this young 
lady who, a couple of years ago went out to 
India to assist in Zenana Mission work 
under the auspices of St. Mathew’s Uhurch, 
in Halifax. Owing to exposure, Miss Johns. 
soon after her arrival at Madras, contracted 
a serious illness which necessitated her re- 
turn to this country and which terminated 
fatally on the 26th April. 


Rev. Wittram MoKenziz.—We are deep- 
ly grieved to hear of the death of this 
amiable and accomplished minister who 
has been taken from us in the prime of life 
and in the midst of a career of great use- 
fulness. He died at Almonte on the 7th 
ultimo, of rapid decline.

THE COLLEGES. 


Knox College, Toronto, closed its session 
on the 5th April, when a large audience 
assembled in the spacious and elegant Hall 
of the new College. Principal Snodgrass 
opened the proceedings with prayer, after 
which principal Caven delivered a very able 
and learned address on ‘‘ the immortality 
of the soul.”” The Annual Report respect- 
ing the attendance of students, and the pro- 
gress which they had made, was highly 
satisfactory.

|) HE pPABBATH PCHOOL. 
How To Stupy tHE Lrsson.—The 
last five minutes in the Sabbath-School 
is the best time to begin the study of the 
lesson that is to follow. It is important 
that it should be then read to the class, 
its connection with the preceding lesson 
pointed out, and the mode of treatment 
intended by the teacher indicated in a 
general way, so that when teacher and 
scholars meet again they may be found 
in sympathy. A few minutes of the 
Sabbath evening might be advantageously 
spent in consulting such commentary 
and Bible Dictionary as may be at hand, 
and in reading over the ‘‘ notes on the 
International Lessons”’ prepared for the 
use of teachers, such as are to be found 


in the Sabbath School World, by Dr. Hall, 


and in the Presbyterian at Work, by Dr. 
Duryea. For the New Testament, there 
is no better teacher’s manual than ‘‘Albert 
Barnes’ Notes.’’ Brown’s ‘Critical and 
Explanatory Commentary ” will be found 
useful for the more advanced students, 
But most important of all is it to compare 
scripture with scripture, and in this we 
may be guided by the marginal refer- 
ences in our Bibles, with the assistance 
of Cruden’s Concordance. When by 
such means, the mind has been filled 
with the subject, and the aid of God’s 
Holy Spirit invoked, without which all 
our efforts must be in vain, a systematic 
arrangement of the materials in hand 
begins. It is of great importance, that 
the lesson be expounded and illustrated 
in an easy, natural, and connected form. 
And this is just where the inexperienced 
teacher finds the most difficulty. We 
have somewhere seen the following plaa 
suggested, which has at least the merit 
of being easily remembered, and it will 
also be found applicable to almost every 
variety of subject. It is simply by 
keeping before the mind these five words 
as a key to the subdivision of the lesson ,— 
Wuo; WHERE; WHEN; WHAT; WuHy. 

By way of illustration let this method 
be applied to the lesson for 4th June— 
Acts 5th, 12-26. 

Wuo. What a number of personages are 
introduced to our notice! and each of 
them suggestive of question and answer. 
The Apostles: preeminently Peter,—who 
is a study in himself. The multitude of 
new converts; the sick folk, and them’ 
which were vexed with unclean spirits. The 
High Priest, and the Sadducees. The 
Angel of the Lord, and the Captain of the 
Temple. 

WuereE. In Jerusalem, and in Solomon’s: 
Poreh—that large enclosure, part of the 
original Temple, walled round with huge 
stones and a place of public concourse, like 
the crypt, perhaps, of some of our old 
Cathedrals. The streets. The prison. 

Wuen. Immediately after the day of 
Pentecost, fifty days after the crucifixion, 
ten days after our Lord’s ascension— 
while as yet these wonderful events were 
fresh in the people’s minds. And when they 
must have been deeply impressed with the 
things which they had seen and heard. 

Wuat. The great change that had come 
over the populace. Many of them, a few 
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weeks ago, might have been heard crying out 
crucify Him! crucify Him ! Only yesterday 
some of them mocking said, ‘‘ These men 
are full of new wine; ” to-day, they are at the 
Apostles’ feet, asking, ‘‘ What must we do 
to be saved??? What a scene in the streets 
that day! The poor carried out in their 
beds, the rich, in their luxurious couches, 
“*that the shadow of Peter passing by might 
overshadow some of thei.” 

Notice the indignation of the High Priest 
and of the Sadducees. Why the Sadducees 
more than others? Follow the Apostles to 
the prison, and contrast their miraculous 
escape with that of Paul and Silas at 
Philippi, described in the 16th chapter. 

Wuy. Such references to persons, time, 
place, and other accessories of the lesson, 
are always useful, and may be made inter- 
esting as well, but they do not exhaust the 
subject. In every lesson there is some 
central truth which the scholar is to take 
home with him, and it will usually come in 
naturally under the last division. It does so 
in this case. When called to task for his 
street-preaching, Peter was not slow to give 
the reason Wuy,— We ought to obey God 
rather than men.” 


A meeting of the Presbyterian Sabbath 
School Association of Montreal was held in 
Knox Church School-room, on the evening 
of 9th May. There was a large attendance. 
Principal Mac Vicar delivered an admirable 
address on the importance of Sabbath 
School Work. It was agreed to convene a 
meeting of all the children of the school 
connected with the Association, in the 
month of June, to commemorate the first 
anniversary of the Union of the churches 
with a service of song, and also to bring 
with them their THANK-OFFERINGS in accord- 
ance with the proposal referred to in previous 
numbers of the Recorp. Since last month, 
the following additional schools have 
signified their approval and their intention 
of joining in the effort: Cornwall, St. John’s; 
Kdwardsburgh, Morrisburgh; Winnipeg, 
Manitoba, Ashhurn, Danville, Rockwood, 
West Church, Toronto.

TRINIDAD. 


LeTTER FROM Rev. JoHn Morron. 


San Fernando, 25th Feb. 1876. 
Dear Mr. McGrecor, 


Recent changes in the school law of 
Trinidad make it necessary that all schools 
receiving aid from Government should 
charge fees. This retrograde movement on 


| the part of the government, together with 


some other hindrances thrown in our way, 
has seriously affected the San Fernando 
school, and led us to withdraw it from all 
connection with the Government. For the 
sake of economy we gave up the rented 
house, and enlarged a small building on 
the mission premises to serve as a school- 
room. There is a popular impression in 
the north that, in the tropics,we get over the 
heat of the day by taking a siesta. This is 
a delusion. Could you have looked in on 
us last week you would have found Mr. 
McDonald and me busy at work as car- 
penters all through the heat of the day; for 
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we enlarged the room and fitted it up with 
new furniture without paying anything for 
carpenter’s work. I am no carpenter, only 
an apprentice, but Mr. McDonald is ‘to 
the manor born” and I serve under him. 
For ecclesiastics, carpentry and fishing, I 
believe, are the most honourable positions. 


Estate schools in this quarter, ten in number, 
and has been working with great diligence 
and spirit. 

Since the change in the San Fernando 
School, I have had more to do with teaching 
in it than I quite care for, preaching to the 
people in their own language being, I believe, 
my first duty. A desire to economize in 
the teacher’s salary has led to this; but so 
soon as I can engage a suitable teacher, I 
intend to do so, and trust to the cents and 
dimes of the children of Canada to meet 
the outlay. 

I hoped to report several baptisms by 
this letter, but have postponed them as 
some of the candidates require further 
instruction. There are eight men, two 
women, and five children on one estate 
desiring baptism. Mrs. Morton has under- 
taken the special instruction of the women, 
which has to be carried on in Hindustani. 
Four of the children attend school and read 
well, two of them read Hindoo as well as 
English. By a hittle delay we hope to 
baptize the whole company together and to 
marry the heads of two families. On an- 
other estate,in Mr. Grant’s field, there are 
a number of candidates whose case will be 
carefully considered shortly,and two couples 
ot them are to be married in a few days, 

Having an offer of hard pine lumber and 
boards at $28 per 1000 feet, while the usual 
price is from $35 to $50 per 1000 feet, with 
the advice of brethren, I have begun the 
proposed house at The Mission Village, 
Savannah Grande, believing that I was 
thereby consulting the best interests of our 
church. The undertaking being one of 
considerable weight and responsibility, I 
trust the church will hold the rope with 
firmness and not let us down too suddenly. 

The occupation of The Mission Village 
will mark an important step in the progress 
of our work.

PRESENTATION.—Rev. Dr. James Sellar, 
Aberlour, Moderator of the General Assem- 
bly of the Church of Scotland, has been 
presented in the manse at Aberlour, with 
his portrait in oil by Mr. Morrison, Eigin, 
a handsome waggonette and an épergne— 
the latter of which was subscribed for by 
friends in London. 


Tue Established Church Presbytery of 
Glusgow has consented to the translation 
ofthe Rev. Mr. Jamieson from St. Matthew’s 
to the Tron Church, Edinburgh. 


‘¢ Motuer ’’ Stewart has addressed public - 
meetings in Dunbarton, Dundee, and other 
towns, against. intemperance, and was 
warmly received. 


At the annual meeting of the Edinburgh 
Young Men’s Christian Association, on the 
12th inst, it was reported that 243 new 
members and associates had been admitted 
during the year. 


Free Cuurcu.—In eight years the Free 
Church has added to its roll sixty-one 
new congregations. The estimated expen- 
diture for its Home Missions for the current 
year is about $50,000. In 1867, the amount 
raised for the Sustentation FunD was 
£116,000 sterling, in 1875 it reached 
£153,000. The equal dividend is now £157, 
and it is boldly contemptated to bring it up 
within the current year to £200—very 
nearly one thousand dollars Canada cur- 
rency. 


Tue Free Church has been a Missfonary 
Church from the very commencement of 
its existence. At the PE oHae! nearly all 
the missionaries hitherto maintained by the 
Established Church joined its ranks, and 


for many years as the parish minister of | its people at once undertook their support, 
Inchinnan, which position he resigned in| and £6402 were raised for Foreign Missions 
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in the year 1843-44. But the giving of the 
first year has increased many fold in recent 
years. Last year, the Home contributions 
for India and Africa were £29,914; while, 
in addition, the Ladies’ Society for Female 
Education raised £7547; and the whole 
income, from Home, and from India, and 
Africa, has been £58,884. But even this 
large sum is not all. A large amount of 
money—upwards of £40,000—has recently 
been subscribed for the Mission Buildings. 
Owing to the lengthened illness of Mr. 
Braidwood, only £2258 of this sum came in 
last year. But this contribution must be 
added to the other contributions of the year, 
60 that last year’s income was £61,142. 


The fields of mission labour are in India 
and Africa. 


In India ground was broken in 1830 by 
the now veteran missionary, Dr. Duff. In 
spite of almost every conceivable opposition, 
he commenced a system of education 
hitherto untried in India. He sought to 
impart the highest forms of knowledge, 
including Christian instruction, through 
the means of the English language. His 
efforts were followed by a success that 
amazed even Dr. Duff himself. 


A LETTER from the Rev. Mr. Jolly, Walls, 
was submitted at a meeting of the Shetland 
Free Presbytery, tendering resignation of 
his charge, and intimating his intention of 
accepting the call addressed by the Dunnet 
parish congregation and of joining the Ks. 
tablished Church. His reasons for taking 
this step were, he stated, that it implied no 
abandonment of principle or of duty; that 
the line of policy pursued by the majority 
of the Free Church had gradually diminish- 
ed his attachment to it; and that he 
discerned a leading of Providence in this 
call which he dared not disregard. The 
Presbytery adopted a reply, asserting that 
there is the same distinction of principles 
between the Churches there ever was; and 
with regard to. the last reason, expressing 
regret that the leading of Providence should 
have seemed to Mr. Jolly to be in a line 
very different from what they regarded to 
be the line of duty of a Free Church 
minister. 

Tue Free Synod of Fife resolved to me- 
morialize the General Assembly to take 
steps to vindicate the principles of the 
Church both against the attacks of adver- 
saries from without and the unfaithful 
within. 


Arter the presentation of £355 by the 
congregation of the North Free Church, 
Inverness, to their minister, the Rev. G. 
Mackay, a presentation of £40 was made 
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Kennedy of Dingwall, in recognition of his 
services to the church. 


Unirep PrespyteRIAN.—The Rey. Geo. 
I’. James has received a unanimous call to 
be assistant and successor to Rev. Dr. 
Peddie, Bristo Street Church, Edinburgh. 
and Rev. J.S8. Rae has accepted a call to 
Sunderland. The Rev. W. Thomson, of 
Greenock, has accepted a call to the new 
congregation being formed at Belhaven 
Church, Great Western Road, Glasgow. 
His departure from Greenock, where he has 
ministered for fully twelve years, will be 
regretted by a large and devoted congre- 
gation and by the community of that town. 
The twentieth anniversary of the ordination 
of Rev. W. Blair, of Dunblane, has been 
marked by a handsome presentation from 
his people. The congregation of Erskine 
Church, Stirling, has offered a_ retiring 
allowance of $700 to their minister, Rev. J. 
Steedman, whois in poor health. It appears 
this church had not been *‘preached vacant” 
for over 140 years. Jubilee services were 
held lately in Elgin St. Church, Glasgow, 
to commemorate the fiftieth year of the 
ministry of Rev. David McRae. Mr. Mc- 
Rae, who was born in 1796, is still vigorous 
and healthy. 


IRELAND. 


In the ten years immediately following 
the auspicious period, when, under the 
leadership of the illustrious Cooke, ortho- 
doxy was restored to its lost supremacy, 
the growth of the Church was greater than 
it had been during the century preceding. 
From 1729 to 1829, the Synod added only 
about seventy-three to the number of its 
congregations; from 1830 to 1840, no less 
than eighty-three congregations were erected, 
while during nearly the same period, about 
$535,000 was expended in the erection and 
repairing of their places of worship by one 
hundred and seventy-three of the 264 con- 
gregations then on the roll of the Synod. 

The church’s return to the practice of 
unqualified subscription to our grand old 
Symbol, the Westminster Confession, was 
followed by still more gratifying results. 

In 1835, the act of the mother Church of 
Scotland, passed in 1799, excluding Irish 
Presbyterian ministers from the pulpits of 
the establishment was rescinded, and the 
excluded brethren were cordially readmitted 
to ministerial fellowship. Five years after- 
wards, another, and a still closer ecclesias- 
tical alliance was formed. Jn 1840, the 
Synod of Ulster and the Secession Synod 
were united into the present General As- 
sembly, and the Church was ushered into 


by the same congregation to the Rev. Dr.|a new era of quickened life and energy. 
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Home, Foreign, Jewish, Continental, and 
Oriental mission schemes sprang ‘up, and 
have since been prosecuted with increasing 
zeal. In the foreign mission work of the 
church alone, no ee than $55,000 has 
been expended during the past year. But 
it is to the home field and to home wants 
that the church’s attention is chiefly, and, 
we should say, wisely, turned. 

Besides the Home Mission scheme proper, 
the Orphan S.ciety, the Sabbath School 
Society, and the Bible and Colportage 
Societv, attest the zeal and energy with 
which the Church is labouring for the 
amelioration of Ireland. 

The Orphan Society aims at providing 
for the support and education of all destitute 
orphans throughout the whole church. At 
present, the number provided for is 2,116, 
and the revenue of the Society for the last 
year was $65,000. 

The Sabbath School Society has 962 
schools, 8,694 teachers, and 69,780 scholars 
on the rolls. Its receipts from all sources 
during the past year were about $13,000, 
and its disbursements about $100 less. 

The Bible and Colportage Society employs 
about 50 colporteurs, and during the past 
year put into circulation 1,033,776 pub- 
lications, including copies of the Scriptures, 
and other books of a religious and health- 
ful character. The receipts during the 
past year were amply sufficient to meet the 
expenditure, and left a balance of about 
$2,000 to the credit of the Society. 

On the 24th of March last, the statue of 
the late illustrious Dr. Cooke was placed 
on the pedestal in College Square, Belfast, 
where we trust it will stand for many a 
long year to remind succeeding generations 
of ‘the old man eloquent,” who did so 
much for his church and his country. 


MISSIONARY ITEMS. 


Japan.—A few months since the Empress 
of Japan opened anormal school for girls, 
in Japan, with an appropriate address. The 
position of women in that Empire is rapidly 
changing, through the influence of Western 
ideas. Not the least effective agencies in 
working the change are the schools for girls 
opened at Yokohama and Kobe. 

There are now upwards of one hundred 
missionaries in this country, of whom 44 are 
ordained ministers, 4 medical men, and 52 
female missionaries, 


Cuina.—The object of the China Inland 
Mission, which is evangelical and unsecta- 
rian in its character, embracing members of 
all the leading denominations of Christians, 
is, by the help of God, to carry into the 
hole of the interior of China the glad tid- 


ings of his love in giving his only begotten 
Son to be the Saviour of the world. 

Its present staff consists of one hundred 
and twenty labourers, namely, missionaries 
and their wives, forty-four; seventy male 


native assistants, and six native Bible-- 


women. 

In addition to these the number of mis- 
sionaries belonging to other societiesin China 
is stated to be 436, of whom fully one half 
are females. 


Nose Fisrans.—Under the Rev. George 
Brown, missionary in the Friendly Islands, 
the English Wesieyan Missionary Society 
have commenced a new mission to the Duke 
of York’s Island, New Britain, ete., east of 
New Guinea, to be carried on mainly by 
natives from the missions in Tonga and Fij 
Mr. Brown had selected his agents, six mar- 
ried men and three single men, from a num- 
ber of volunteers, when oflicials of the new 
English Government in Fiji thought it pro- 
per to. interfere.) 

Mr. Layard addressed the teachers, telling 
them that they were British subjects, that 
no one had any right to compel them to go 
anywhere against their will, that they were 


free to go or stay, but that he was not res- | 


ponsibie for their safety. He explained to 
them fully the dangers they were going to 
incur, said that the people were cannibals, 
the climate very unhealthy, food scarce, ete., 
and that they would often be lett for months 
together without Huropean help or protec- 
tion. 

Ameriro, one of the teachers, then stood 
up, and with deep feeling said that they 
knew all these things, the missionaries 
having explained the matter to them. ‘We 
have fully considered this matter in our 
hearts’, he added; ‘no one has pressed us 
in any way; we have given ourselves up to 
do this work: if we die—we die; if we live 
—we live.’ Mr. Layard then read accounts 
to them from the Svdney *“ Morning Herald’” 
of the suffering endured by the London Mis- 
sionary Societies’ teachers, of the death of 
some of them and their wives. But this also 
failed to move them. They then signed a 
paper which distinctly set forth all the perils 
of the undertaking, and stated that they en- 
gaged in it of their own free will and hearty 
desire, ‘ to spread the knowledge of the Gos- 
pel of Christ among the heathen inhabitants 
of those islands.” Mr. Layard said after- 
wards, to a gentleman in Fiji, that it was 
really grand.to hear those men talk. 


The mission is fairly commenced, and, so 
far, everything is hopeful. 
New Guinea.—Upwards of two years ago: 


Miss Baxter, of Dundee, Scotland, presented 
to the London Missionary Society funds for 
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the purchase and equipment ofa steam yacht 
of 85 tons for the purpose of exploring New 
Guinea. The ‘* Kllangowan”’ has nine 
made eight or ten successful trips into the in- 
terior of that magniticient Island, which it 
will be remembered lies immediately north 
from Australia. It is some twelve hundred 
miles in length with a mean breadth of about 
four hundred miles. The missionary ex- 

edition under the Rev Samuel McFarlane 
ie brought to light some interesting facts 
concerning this country and its inhabitants 
which will doubtless lead to further efforts 
in the direction of civilization and Chris- 
tianity. 

The natives occupying the banks of the Fly 
River are represented as very numerous and 
great warriors. They are found clustered in 
large villages, some of the houses being be- 
tween four and five hundred feet long. They 

addle their light canoes so swiftly that the 
‘*H langowan” found it difficult to keep them 
at a safe distance, and the novel expedient 
was resorted to of terrifying them with a sub- 
marine battery of dynamite which, though 
harmless, proved very effectual in inspiring 
a wholesome dread of the white man. One 
result of the expedition is that a way seems 
to have been opened up for establishing 
friendly relations between the natives and 
future explorers because of the humane way 
in which this expedition has been conducted. 
As to their conversion to christianity, Mr. 
McFarlane sees no way of accomplishing 
that except through themselves. Tokidnap 
some of their young men, instruct them, and 
send them back as teachers, appear to him 
the only way of reaching them. 


THe CONVERSION OF THE JEws to Christian- 
ity has a' ready been a subject of considerable 
interest to the Christian world. Opinions 
have greatly varied. Some have no faith 
_in the conversion of this peculiar people, 
while others believe the time will come when 
they will all be brought under the influence 
of the gospel. Just at this time greater in- 
terest than usual is manitested, in some sec- 
tions, in the work among the descendants of 
Abraham. More than £300,000 were contri- 
buted in Great Britain alone the past year 
for this object. In Jerusalem there are 
sixty Jewesses meeting daily to hear the 
Gospel; ministers are now welcomed in 
every house in Jerusalem. Within the last 
sixty years, since the establishment of the 
society, 25,000 people have been converted 
to the Christian religion. 


In the Allgemeine Missions Zeitschrift Dr. 
Grundeman has given a thorough review of 
the foreign missionary work of Protestant 
Christendom. 


medans and Oriental Christians 1,559 mis- 
sion stations, 2,132 missionaries, 420,944 
communicants, 1,537,074 native Christians, 
and 389,059 pupils in schools. The yearly 
outlay for the support of this work amounts 
to a little more than five and a half millions 
of dollars. Those who are acquainted with 
Dr. Grundeman’s researches will not accuse 
him of overstating the results of missionary 
labour. If his figures err, it will be because 
they are too low, rather than too high. Now, 
if we consider that Protestant missions are, 
upon the whole, not 100 years old, and that 
their effective labours do not extend back 
through more than two generations, the re- 
suits already attained are very great. The 
fact that the missionaries have gathered a 
native Christian community of a million and 
a half of souls ought to silence the cavils of 
those who assert that nothing is being ac- 
complished through missionary endeavour. 
In this vast enterprise Great Britain leads 
the way, with 1,060 missionaries, 1,116,227 
native Christians, and a yearly expenditure 
of $3,075,440. Nextc methe United States, 
with 460 missionaries, 183,571 native Chris- 
tians, and an annual ontlay of $1,780,199. 
Germany includingSwitzerland)standsthird 
in rank,with 205 missionaries, 127,414 native 
Christians, and a yearly expenditure of 
$435,000. Holland furnishes 43 missionaries, 
counts up 87,226 native Christians, and an- 
nually expends $93,881. France has 22 
missionaries, 14,00) native Christians, and 
raises $46,300. Scandinavia stands last on 
the list, with 45 mission ries, 8,836 native 
Christians, and an annual outlay . f $8,500. 
These Scandinavian missions are of very 
recent origin, and therefore have as yet 
little to show in the way of the results.—In- 
dependent.

SrconpD GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE 
PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH IN CANADA. 


The General Assembly commenced its 
proceedings in Knox Church, Toronto, 
of which Rey. Dr. Topp is pastor, on 
Thursday, the eighth of June, at 11 0’clock 
a.m. The body of the church was re- 
served for the members of the Court, 
while the public found accommodation in 
the spacious galleries, Although a large 
number of the members did not reach 
the city in time to be present at the 
opening services, the church, which is 
seated for 1200 persons, was well filled 
in every part by an audience evidently 
deeply impressed with the importance of 
the occasion. 

At the hour appointed, the retiring 
moderator, Rev. John Cook, D.D., of 
Quebec, ascended the pulpit, and after 
the usual preliminary services, preached 
an able discourse from Ephesians IV, 
2-13, of which the following is a brief 
out-line. 

** And he gave some, Apostles; and some, 
prophets; some, evangelists; and some, 
pastors and teachers; for the perfecting of 
the saints, for the work of the ministry, for 
the edifying of the body of Christ; till we 
all come in the unity of the faith, and of 
the knowledge of the Son of God, unto a 
perfect man, unto the measure of the stat- 
ure of the fullness of Christ.””? 

Commencing with the statement that 
God has given, for men to study, two books 
—the book of nature and the book of reve- 
lation—reference was made to the ever re- 
sulting discovery of new truths from the 
study of the former—truths, which, though 
they had always existed, were unknown 
before even to the wisest of men, and to the 
opinions held by some who look for some 
such development and discovery of un- 
known truths from the continued study of 
the book of scripture. There are analogies, 
doubtless, points of resemblance, between 
those two great books of God,—such as 
were to be expected in works coming from 
the same divine author. Is this one of them, 


even the capacity of developing new truths 
to the diligent student: and, as from age to 
age, men are ever adding to the truths which 
have been drawn from thestudy of material 
nature, may they also be adding to the 
truths which have been drawn from the re- 
vealed word? | 


It has to be admitted in the first place, 
that the critical and scientific study of the 
divine word have seldom resulted in what 
may be called discovery. They have clear- 
ed away some of the dtfficulties which at- 
tach to books written in ancient times, and 
in languages which have long ceased to be 
spoken. But no great leading truth, unper- 
ceived from the beginning, or which was 
not patent to the apprehension of ordinary 
readers, has by means of them been attain- 
ed: and when something new has been start- 
ed, not unfrequently error has been made 
to take'the place of truth by the application 
of unsound principles of interpretation. In 
the second place, it is to be considered that 
christianity in its doctrines and principles, 
has been revealed plainly and fully to the 
apprehensions of plain men. The corrup- 
tion of man’s nature by sin, the unspeakalhle 
mercy of God in the redemption of the 
world by Jesus Christ, the work of the Holy 
Spirit in renewing and sanctifying the hearts 
of men, the future life, the future judgment, 
the future and righteous retribution,—these 
have been, are, and always will be, the 
great truths of the Gospel. It is not to be 
thought that any amount of study will ever 
evolve from the scripture truths greater than 
these. No such development of christianity 
is to be expected, Nevertheless, there may 
grow out of a more intelligent study of the 
word of God, what shall, in effect, amount 
to discovery, in some degree analogous to 
that which rewards the enquirer into the 
wonders of the material world, and which 
may be fitted to tell powerfully on the con- 
dition of the christian church. No Protes- 
tant doubts that for centuries the church 
did misunderstand and misrepresent certain 
passages. Can it be claimed that we are 
safe from all similar danger? Is it not pos- 
sible that still we may be under misappre- 
hension of some portion of God’s word, on 
which light may yet be made to shine? 


But it is not so much in the discovery and 
development of new truth, as in the new 
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and better application of Christian princi- 
ples to the duties of life, that analogies will 
be found between the progress of science 
and of Christianity. The practical applica- 
tion of scientific principles to distinguish 
modern from ancient science; and in par- 
ticular the science of our own age, and, in 
point of fact, the most magnificent result of 
applied science is the impulse given to the 
perfect application of the powers of nature 
to the puposes of men, Can any such de- 
velopment of Christianity take place, as 
this of science? The answer to this ques- 
tion we take to be the chief point of the ar- 
gument in this discourse. 


The preacher stated his conviction that 
the continued study of the Book of Scripture 
may and will result, not in the discovery of 
new doctrines, but ina greater extension of 
the application of those truths already held 
by the Church to the purposes of Christianity. 
When the general mind of the Church is en- 
lightened in regard to any truth, there fol- 
lows on the whole, to some extent at least, 
a great change of conduct in the right direc- 
tion, which tells at last upon others who are 
less influenced by Christian principle. This 
he illustrated in a variety of ways, and the 
concluslon was arrived at, that there is no 
more reason to believe that a period has been 
put to moral discovery—discoveries of duty 
made by the right application of Christian 
principle, to the affairs of human Society, 
than there is to believe that a period has 
been put to the further application of the 
powers of nature. The Church is not yet 
so enlightened as to need no more light. 
Believers are still far trom having reached 
“the meusure of the stature of the fullness 
of Christ :’’ and, just as the triumphs of 
science give reason to expect progress and 
advancement in its peculiar domain, so do 
the glorious triumphs of Christianity give 
token of more, and greater yet to come. 
What, for example, if the principles of Chris- 
tianity were applied to “the horrors of war?” 
would it not appear to be a duty to put an 
end to war? What if they were applied 
more largely to the duty of temperance ? 
and of education ? May there not grow up 
sounder views in regard to the application of 
wealth, making it directly subservient to 
the law of love, instead of the principle of 
selfishness ? May it not hereafter appear, 
so generally as to constitute anew standard 
of morals, that all power, the power .of 
station, of intellect, of wealth, should be 
used directly to promote the general good, 
and not personal and family aggrandize- 
ment? May it not hereafter appear just as 
wrong and foolish to spend all life in acquir- 
ing wealth, to be spent only in selfish objects, 
asit now appears wise andright? Once let 


the duty of Christian principles be recogniz- 
ed as the general mind of the church, and 
then the change—great as it must needs be on 
society and the world—will come. Chris- 
tians of future days, looking from a higher 
stand-point of morals, will then wonder as 
much how true and genuine Christians 
could act as they now do, as we wonder 
when we look on John Newton converted to 
God and praying in his cabin, yet the captain 
of a slave ship. 

The latter days are the better days. The 
cause of truth, of righteousness, of God, is 
ever advancing. The time is approaching 
when the knowledge of the Lord shall cover 
the whole earth, and when believers shall 
come in the unity of faith, and of the know- 
ledge of the Son of God, unto a perfect man. 
Happy they who help forward this glorious 
consummation ! 


At the conclusion of this discourse, 
which was listened to throughout with 
marked attention, and after the benedic- 
tion had been pronounced, the moderator 
took his place on the platform, and consti- 
tuted the Assembly with prayer. There- 
after the Roll was called. The reading of 
the names of over twelve hundred mem- 
bers, occupied fully one hour, but the 
House submitted with examplary patience 
to the necessary ordeal which in itself was 
calculated to impress one with the extent 
and power of the Church here represented. 
It also suggested a consideration of the 
herculean task that must inevitably de- 
volve upon the officer who should be call- 
ed upon to preside over the deliberations 
of so vast a number of men trained in 
different schools and habituated to a 
diversity of procedures. 


MopERATOR ELECTED. 


The only names proposed for the Mod- 
eratorship of the Assembly were those of 
Rev. Alex. Topp, D.D., of Knox Church, 
Toronto, and the Rev. John McTavish, 
of Woodstock. In respect of these two 
excellent ministers, it might have been 
said, ‘‘how happy should we be with 
either.” The first vote in the Assembly 
was however made unanimous, by the 
withdrawal of Mr. McTavish’s name, 
when Dr. Topp was elected by acclama- 
tion. While the Moderator elect retired 

| to put on the robes of office, the house, 


as usual, abandoned itself to the free in- 
terchange of colloquial congratulations, 
but in a very few minutes the hum of 
voices was hushed as Dr. Topp advanced to 
the chair, and proceeded with characteris- 
tic grace and suavity to acknowledge his 
sense of the compliment which had been 
paid him by his peers, in the bestowment 
of the highest honour which it wag in 
‘the power of the house to confer upon 
him. ‘The Moderator’s address, which 
was couched in very happy terms, refer- 
red to the largeness of the Assembly, as a 
feature of it having few parallels in the 
nistory of Presbyterian Churches, and 
which was due to the exceptional circum- 
stances in which it was found : and also, 
to its peculiar character as being com- 
posed of different bodies, hitherto acting 
separately. With regard to the different 
branches of the Presbyterian family, he 
sald :— 

_ Every one whois accustomed to observe 
what is going on around him must be aware 
that the spirit of union largely predominates. 
Since the union of our scattered forces in 
Canada, negotiations for union between two 
of the sister Churches in England have been 
completed, and the union is fixed to take 
ieee on Tuesday first, and thus there will 
be a united Presbyterian Church rising up, 
pheenix-like, from the ashes of a decayed 
and withered branch of the beginning of this 
century, to burn with brighter flame and to 
shed a clearer and more attractive light for 
the gathering in of those in that land who, in 
the midst of Romanizing tendencies, are in 
love with the simple Gospel, and with Him 
who is the Author of that Gospel. Then, in 
Scotland, the Free Church and the Reform- 
ed Presbyterian Church have just united, 
a harbinger we trust of a larger union: 
and, from the proceedings in Brooklyn, you 
observe that there is a prospect of the 
North and the South shaking hands over 
the dead issues of the past, and, unitedly as 
one noble phalanx, forming an attraction 
for the other branches of the Presbyterian 
Church in the United States. I hope the 
day is not far distant when, with a united 
Presbyterianism in Scotland,and in England, 
and in Ireland, there will! be a federation of 
these Churches, as the earnest of an cecu- 
menical council, a great alliance of Presby- 
terians in all parts of the world, tor Presby- 
terianism is elastic enough to accommodate 
itself, without compromise of principle, to 
every clime and to every race, hke that Gos- 
pel which it holds forth as the source of life 
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and salvation toallnations. The Assembly 
has a peculiar character inso far asit is the 
first Assembly for business. The last, was 
such that little more could be done than 
merely consummating the union; but now 
we proceed to build upon the foundation 
which has been laid, to avail ourselves by 
the blessing of God of the vantage ground 
which God in His ; rovidence has given us 
for the vigorous prosecution of His work in 
the land; and this is to be done by the Pres- 
byterian Church in Canada all the more 
because of this great difference, that the ter- 
ritory over which it extends is vastly increas- 
ed, and the claims of home missionary 
operations are proportionately greater. To 
this work I believe the Assembly will ad- 
dress itself with earnestness, with calm 
judgment, and with devotedness and zeal, 
remembering that, “‘ except the Lord build 
the house, they labour in vain that buildit; 
except the Lord keep the city the watchman 
waketh in vain,” and, in dependence on this 
truth, seeking from Him the wisdom that 
cometh above, and that is profitable to direct. 


Fathers and Brethren,—As we meet to- 
ether from year to year in our Supreme 

ourts, we are reminded of the necessity of 
working while it is called to-day, for the 
night cometh when no man can work. Since 
the negotiations for union commenced, three 
respected elders who were members of the 
Union Committee have been called away, 
viz :—Wm. McDougall, of Lindsay; Mr. 
Craig, M.P.. of Cornwall; and the other 
week, Hon. John Holmes, of Nova Scotia; 
and lately Mr. Gordon, M. P., a devoted 
friend of foreign missions, and a zealous 
defender of the sanctity of the Sabbath, has 
been suddenly removed by death. Among 
the ministers of the Church several have 
been called away who stood high in the es- 
teem of their brethren and in the service of 
the Church. Of these, I take the liberty of 
mentioning the Rev. Dr. Jennings, who for 
thirty-seven years has presided with ability 
and zeal over the same congregation in To- 
ronto,who took a deep interest in educational 
matters and generally in the affairs of the 
Church; the Rev. Mr. Buchan, of Stirling, 
and the Rev. Mr. Macintosh, of Amherst 
Island, and the Rev. Mr. Mackay, of 
Huron, each well advanced in life, and 
who had devotedly served the Lord; 
others were young comparatively in years, 
but laborious and _ faithful men, who 
had earned a good report, the Rev. Mr. 
Travers, of Brockville; the Rev. Mr. Thom- 
son, of Hrin, and the Rev. Mr. Mackenzie, 
of Almonte, so successful in evangelistic 
efforts and in his ministry generally. Not 
long ago a very talented young minister, 
who had just passed through his studies with 
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much credit and honour to himself, and had 
entered on the charge of one of the most 
important congregations, was taken away, to 
the great sorrow of an attached people. I 
refer to the Rev. Mr. Rennelson of Knox 
Church, Hamilton; and now in the same 
city we have been grieved by the intelligence 
yesterday of the death of another of our most 
rising and successful ministers, the Rev. 
John McColl, of Central Church, Hamilton. 
We have thus to deplore the loss to the 
Church of a not few brethren who were full of 
promise. Most of them have left widows 
and children. We commend these to the 
care and sympathy of the Covenant God, and 
whilst we bow to the sovereign disposal of 
the Most High, it is our earnest prayer that 
we may all of us be taught by the Spirit of 
God to redeem the time, to work for Jesus, 
andwhatsoever our hand findeth to do, to do 
with all our might. And may the Lord 
himself so vouchsafe His gracious presence 
from day to day, in answer to prayer, guiding 
in perplexity, giving light in darkness, and 
opening up our way when the door seems to 
be shut, as that while others may be con- 
strained to say, ‘‘ The Lord hath done great 
things for men,” we may all have reason to 
say, ‘The Lord, indeed, hath done great 
things for us, whereof we are glad.” - 


On the motion of Mr. J. K. Smith, se- 


conded by Mr. J. B. Muir, the thanks of the 
Assembly were conveyed to the retiring 
Moderator, Dr. Cook, for his admirable 
conduct in the chair during the past year, 
and for the able‘discourse preached by him 
that day. 


Addresses of congratulation were then 
read from the Synod of the Diocese of To- 
ronto of the Church of itngland, agreed to 
at its last Annual Session; from the Colo- 
nial Committee of the Free Church of Scot- 
Jand; and from the General Assembly of 
the Presbyterian Church of Victoria, Aus- 
tralia. 


THE EVENING SEDERUNT. 
STATE OF RELIGION. 


It had been announced that this sederunt 
would be devoted chiefly to religious exer- 
cises and the reading of the Report on the 
state of religion. At the appointed hour of 
meeting the body of the church was densely 
filled with members. There must have been 
at least 600 present. The galleries were 
also well filled by the general public, among 
whom were a large number of ladies. The 
devotional exercises were conducted by the 


Moderator, Mr. John Scott, N. Bruce, Pro- 
fessor Mowat, of Kingston, and Mr. Sedg- 
wick, of Tatamagouche, N.S. 

The Report above referred to was read by 
Mr. Wardrope, of Guelph. It was an ela- 
borate document, carefully prepared, and 
was listened to throughout with marked 
attention. It is to be hoped that it may find) 
its way in print to every family of the Church 
and that the many excellent suggestions 
contained in it may by the blessing of God) 
be the means of promoting the interests) 
of true and undefiled religion and of extend-, 
ing the causeand Kingdom of the Redeemer 


in the remotest corners of our land. The 
report was founded upon returns from 
356 Kirk-Sessions. It stated that a Sab-' 
bath School existed in connection with 
almost every congregation, and that hopeful 
signs of spiritual life were appéaring in| 
many localities. That intemperance was. 
on the decrease. Under the head of evan- 
gelistic services, attention was called to the 
movements that had taken place in Quebec 
and Montreal, and very notably in Galt, as/ 
well as in other parts of the country. The 
report recommends that a day be appointed 
upon which the general subject of the state 
of religion in the land should be specially 
presented from the pulpit. | 


Mr. McTavish, in moving the adoption 
of the report. took occasion to refer particu- 
larly to the importance of family worship, 
and urged that greater attention be given to 
the matter by ministers, in their pastoral 
dealings with their people. He congratu- 
lated the Assembly on the satisfactory 
nature of the returns which had been re- 
ceived, and on the evidence which they 
afforded that a wide-spead religious wave 
was passing over the Church. 


Mr. J. K. Smith of Galt, expressed his 
thankfulness that such a report had been 
presented,and commented upon the reference 
made to Evangelistic work, in which as is 
well known, he himself has always taken a 
deep interest and an active part. The idea 
occured to him as a good one, that if all his: 
brethren in the ministry who occupied large 
city charges could eal be released from 
their work for a month or two each year, 
and be sent out as Missionaries for that 
length of time to the solitary places—the 
new settlements that are springing up on 
every side—much might be done to advance: 
the cause of Christ, and the ministers them- 
selves would be greatly benefited. 


If there was any thing to be regretted in 
connection with this report, it was only that

the discussion upon it had not been a little 
longer continued.

THE STATUS OF MISSIONARIES AND RETIRED 
MINISTERS. 


This came up by overtures from the 
Synods of Hamilton and London, and from 
the Presbytery of Peterboro. @he question 
involved was whether or not ordained mis- 
sionaries and retired ministers should be 
considered as constituted members of the 
Church courts—entitled to deliberate and 
vote. Mr. Campbell, Montreal, deprecated 
any deviation from the usual practice of the 
parent churches, by which the membership 
of the Assembly would be unnecessarily 
enlarged, and referred to the contrary prac- 
tice in the United States which had been 
found inconvenient and embarrasing. Mr. 
Wallace thought it would be a hardship if 
the names of retired Ministers were str ick 
from the Presbytery Rolls. The Moderator 
stated that in the old Country Ministers 
retiring from their charges altogether were 
aot retained on the roll. Dr. Reid explained 
that the normal mode of retiring in Scotland 
was by the appointment of Colleagues and 
successors in which case the status remained 
unimpaired. The overtures were remitted 
to a special committee to report at a future 
sederunt. 


APPLICATIONS TO RECEIVE MINISTERS. 


A number of applications were read from 
Presbyteries to receive ministers of other 
churches, including one from the Presbytery 
of Hamilton in favour of Mr. Stevenson, a 
prominent minister ofthe Methodist Church. 
After devotional exercises the Assembly ad- 
journed at 10 p.m. 


SreconD Day.—Friday. 


A communication was read from represen- 
tatives of the Reformed Episcopal Church 
in Canada extending the hand of Christian 
fellowship to the Assembly from this “little 
sister,” and placing the occupancy of their 
pulpits on the coming Sabbath at the service 
of the Assembly. <A letter was also read 
from Miss Maggie Smith, Secretary of the 
Toronto Women’s Christian Temperance 
Union, directing the attention of the Assem- 


bly to the importance of total abstinence and 
of adopting measures in that direction. 


CORRESPONDENCE WITH OTHER CHURCHES. 


Principal Snodgrass, convener, reported 
the appointment of delegates to visit the 
Churches of Great Britain and [reland and 
of the United States. He also reported on 
behalf of the delegates who had been ap- 
pointed to represent this Church in the Con- 
ference of the Presbyterian Council held in 
London last summer, which he and also the 
Moderator had the pleasure of attending. 
They had found the proceedings to be of ex- 
ceeding interest, both because of the nature 
and importance of the business transacted, 
and the valuable intercourse with distin- 
guished brethren which the occasion afford- 
ed. ‘There were sixty-four delegates in 
attendance. The result of their delibera- 
tions was an agreement to institute a general 
Alliance of Reformed Churches, to meet, 
ordinarily, once in three years. The first 
meeting had been appointed for the 4th 
July,i876, but in deference to the American 
Churches, who are this year busied with 
their Oentennial Celebrations, it was post- 
poned till next year. The Canadian Church 
will be entitled to send twelve delegates to 
this council. 

The Moderator took ocasion to endorse 
what had fallen from Dr. Snodgrass in this 
behalf, stating his belief that this great 
movement would certainly tend to the wel- 
fare of the Church throughout the world, 
and would especiaily strengthen the cause of 
Missions by presenting to the heathen the 
spectacle of a united Christianity. 


InstRUMENTAL Musio. 


A reference from the Presbytery of Wal- 
lace, N. 8., in the form of an application 
from the congregation of Amherst for per- 
mission to use an organ in public worship, 
suddenly launched the Assembly intoa very 
animated discussion of the whole question of 
instrumental music, in which the substance 
of nearly all the arguments that have been 
led pro and con on this question for many 
years past, were adduced. Itis proper, how- 
ever, to say that these arguments were well 
«boiled down.” It was prudently taken for 
granted that the House was familiar with 
them. 


Mr. Sedgwick, Tatamagouche, supported 
the reference, and stated that one of the 
Resolutions attached to the Basis of Union 
seemed to imply that this congregation, 
which was not in existence at the time of 
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the Union, was debarred from introducing 
instrumental music without express leave 
from the General Assembly. Mr. McTavish 
thought this was the proper time for the 
Assembly to pronounce itself on the whole 
question. Mr. Wilson, Kingston, said that 
the settling ef this one case would settle all, 
and, being a constitutional question, it 
ought to be sent down to Presbyteries. 
Mr. Scott, understood the Resolution quoted 
to mean that the modes of worship practised 
in any cengregation were allowed in any 
other congregation. Principal Caven said 
they must be careful not to interfere hastily 
with the rights of brethren in the Lower 
Provinces. He moved the appointment of 
a committee to consider the principle upon 
which all similar applications should be 
determined. Mr. Forrest, Halifax, con- 
tended that the question had been virtually 
settled, and that the majority of the people 
in these Provinces were favorable to the 
use of instrumental music. 

Mr. Robb, Toronto, took the floor, and 
emphatically declined being a party con- 
senting to any deliverance of this Assembly 
which committed the House to an approval 
of the use of organs in public worship. By 
the resolution in question he understood sim- 
ply that the church would not deal with con- 
gregations using instrumental music in the 
way of discipline. Ifthe Assembly sanc- 
tioned instrumental music by a resolution, 
some members would be cut off from his 
congregation, andit might become a question 
for him what his own relations to the church 
should then be. He moved; that the As- 
sembly proceed to the next business. 


Dr. Snodgrass held that the resolution in 
the Basis contemplated congregational 
liberty in respect of such matters, and 
moved that it be so interpreted. Mr. Mc- 
Tavish on the contrary, contended that “as 
there was no law on the subject, the Assem- 
bly declined to give the leave asked for by 
the congregation of Amherst.”’ 

Mr. McLennan, Peterboro, moved “ that 
the Presbytery be instructed to intimate to 
the congregation of Amherst, that they are 
at liberty to introduce instrumental music 
in public worship, provided such introduc- 
tion does not mar the harmony of the 
congregation.” Mr. McMullen, Woodstock, 
moved in effect “that such deliverance as 
is asked tor is unnecessary ”—the implica- 
tion being that congregations are free. 
Professor McLaren thought they should 
not delegate this matter to congregations. 
They ought to guard the power of the 
Assembly to legislate on the matter at any 
time. He therefore preferred Mr. McMullen’s 
motion, ‘* which committed them to nothing. 

After some discussion Mr. McLennan’s 


amendment was carried by 220 yeas to 47 
nays, and became the judgment of the 
Assembly, against which six ministers and 
five elders entered their dissent at the time, 
and two or three others subsequently 
dissented.

HOME MISSIONS.

Church. That for the Western section 
was read by the Convener, Dr. Cochrane, of 
Brantford, or rather the substance of it, for 
the report is an elaborate document occupy- 
ing 22 pages of closely printed matter, into! 
which is compressed a most valuable; 
amount of information as to the extent of, 
Mission fields and the means taken to over-| 
take the working of them. Dr. McGregor, 
of Halifax, presented the report from the 
Fastern section. As one listened to the 
recital of the efforts which have been made 
during the past year for the propagation of 
the gospel in this vast territory. extending 
from ocean to ocean, five thousand miles, | 
including a habitable area as large, if not lar- 
ger than that of the United States, one could 
not help being impressed with the magnitude: 
and importance of the work to which in the 
providence of God this United Church has) 
been called toengagein. Whata heritage is 
this good land which the Lord our God has)

British CoLtumspia.—Thankful reference 
was made of the labours of Mr. McGregor, 
who in this distant province worthily re- 
presents the Church of Scotland, and 
through whose representations five other 
ministers had been settled in that country, 
so that there was now a Presbytery there.| 
Toward the support of these six ministers 
the Colonial Committee of the Church of 
Scotland had guaranteed the noble grant of, 
#5000 per annum. Our own Missionary, 
Mr. Jamieson, who continues his labours 
at New Westminister, refers to the advisabi-| 
lity—and surely it is a sentiment in which 
we may rejoice—of his being allowed to join} 
with his congregation this new Eres by ity 
and asks that the Church in Canada should 
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ake an annual grant in the interests of 
Presbyterianism in that Province. 
Mantrospa.—The year just closed has been 
ne in which the Presbytery of Manitoba has 
ad great reason for thankfulness on ac- 
count of the interest and liberality manifest- 
ed by the Church at large towards North- 


western Canada. A number of new fields 
have been taken up. Some _ thirty-two 
stations have been supplied, exclusive of the 
two congregations of Winnepeg and Kil- 

onan. The Presbytery are anxious to ob- 
tain the services of at least three additional 
ministers without delay. Itis considered by 
the Committee desirable that the Manitoba 
College should no longer remain a charge on 
ome Mission Fund. 


Lake Supprior Stations.—These have 
been regularly supplied during the year, by 
the services of our missionaries at Prince 
Arthur’s Landing, Fort William, Silver 
‘Islet, Sault Ste. Marie and other places. 
Within the bounds of Presbyteries the 
work has been prosecuted with unremitting 
diligence and gratifying success. In the 
‘Presbytery of Barrie, the Bracebridge mis- 
sion progresses under the care of Mr. Find- 
lay. Mr. Scott pursues his good work in 
‘Penetanguishene and adjoining stations. 
‘But, as yet, we have only one Church in the 
whole district of Muskoka, and oné in con- 
‘templation at Gravenhurst. In the Ottawa 
‘Presbytery, notwithstanding the changes ef- 
fected through settlement and otherwise, we 
have still under our care twelve mission 
fields, and in all the other Presbyteries of 
the Church, Missionary operations are being 
prosecuted wherever openings occur. 
_ Notice is made of the formation of Associa- 
‘tions in Toronto and Montreal for Church 
extension purposes. The growth of Presby- 
terianism in those cities gives abundant 
evidence of what can be accomplished in 
the planting of territorial churches, and 
should encourage all true friends of the 
church to continue their efforts in this di- 
rection. (Though it is not mentioned in the 
‘report we have much satisfaction in stating, 
‘upon the authority of the Chairman of the 
Toronto Association, that since their organ- 
ization, during last winter, this society 
has already upon its own responsibility ac- 
quired sites for four additional churches, 
that it has gathered together the nucleus of 
one additional congregation, and that the 
formation of another is under consideration. 
This for the benefit of our Montreal friends.) 
Acknowledgement was made of the valu- 
able aid afforded the Committee by the 
students of our Colleges insupplying numer- 
ous remote stations that could not otherwise 
have been overtaken. 


Finances:—The total receipts of the 


western committee on behalf of this great 
work, for the year ending 30th April, 1876, 
amount to $28.797; namely, from Presby- 
teries, $22,770; from Foreign Churches, 
$3,191; from Students’ Missionary Associa- 
tion $2,835. (To these should be added at 
least $6000 contributed for strictly Home 
Mission purposes, by the late Synod in con- 
nection with the Church of Scotland, and 
which did not come under the cognizance of 
the Committee.) 

In commenting on the Report Dr. Coch- 
rane alluded to the good feeling which had 
been displayed by the members of the Com- 
mittee, who had worked together so harmon- 
iously that not the slightest symptom had 
ever appeared among them to shew that they 
had not belonged all their lives to one and 
the same Church. The report, he said, af- 
forded evidence also of the kindly feelings 
of the old Country Churches towards the 
Presbyterian Church in Canada. 


Ture Lower Provinces.—The report read 
by Dr. McGregor gave a lucid account of 
the work which had been done in the Lower 
Provinces, and what they designed to do. 
They employed three classes of Missionaries, 
(1) Ordained Missionaries and licentiates. 
(2) Theological Students. (3) Gaelic Cate- 
chists, of whom there were eight labouring 
under the auspices of the Presbyteries. 
Their field, too, was an extensive one and 
difficult to overtake, but the Lord had done 
great things for them whereof they were 
glad. He had revived His work in many 
parts of their borders and they had many 
evidences that that work was indeed pros- 
pering in their hands,and that believers were 
being added to the Church. They in the 
Lower Provinces, represented about one 
third the number of members and adherents 
of the whole church, and so far as ways and 
means were concerned they stood prepared 
to supply a corresponding proportion of the 
money required for the prosecution of this 
Home Mission work. From the financial 
exhibit which he held in his hand it ap- 
peared that the receipts for the year had 
been $6,778 and the expenditure $263 more. 
This did not include the sum of $1,538 
received from the Church of Scotland. 

Dr. Waters in moving the adoption of the 
report, complimented the Conveners on 
their diligence and the great work they had 
accomplished. Mr. Smith, Galt, who 
seconded the motion, expressed the feeling 
of the whole Assembly when he stated that 
there was in the reports which had been read 
such abundant cause for gratitude to the 
King and Head of the church as should lead 
us every one to “thank God and take cour- 
age.” 

When it is considered that thisis the first

effort, roll away the incubus from their 
doors.

far as it went, and leave the general question 
to be discussed ata subsequent mecting. It 
was evident that the attendance of members 
was not obligatory, and it seemed proper 
that those who desired to commune with 
their brethren should have the opportunity 
afforded them of so doing. Mr. McMullen, 
Woodstock, took the same view. 


Mr. Robb, of Toronto, regretted that he 
must oppose what appeared to be the pre- 
vailing opinion of the Assembly. The re- 
solution was a hasty one, and should not be 
adopted without fully considering all the | 
the considerations involved. The experience: 
of the Canada Presbyterian had not been. 
favourable to the continuance of the practice. 
He held that the Sacrament of ths Supper 
was a congregational order, subject always 
to the supervision of the Session. It was 
designed not for the rulers of the Church,,. 
but for the people of God. Was it to be 
confined to members of the Assembly? If 
not, what guarantee was there for the exer- 
cise of proper discipline ? Was the Assem. 
bly to thus sanction open communion ? 

Mr. Campbell, Montreal, explained that 
the Churches of the Lower Provinces had 
usually observed this custom, as wellas the 
Church with which he had formerly been 
connected. Mr. Donaldson reminded the 
House that the first celebration of the Sacra- 
ment was observed by the Head of the | 
Church and his twelve apostles, and that,. 
as to discipline, though the traitor was a | 
communicant the Master did not turn him | 
out. He went of his own accord.. 


After a somewhat protracted discussion 
the motion was carried by an overwhelming: 
majority, and it was decided to observe the 
ordinance at 3 o’clock, on sabbath after- 
noon, the understanding being, that while it. 
was intended chiefly for the members of the 
Assembly, other members of the church,. 
known to be in good standing, would not be 
excluded.

by crowded audiences, and their pulpits 
occupied by delegates to the General As- 
sembly. 


Morning service was conducted in Knox 
Church—which, for the time being, belonged 
as it were to the Assembly—by the Rev. A. 
N. Sommerville, of the Anderston Free 
Church, Glasgow, who now visits Canada, 
in the twofold capacity of a delegate and 
for the purpose of engaging in a series of 
evangelistic services in different portions 
of the Dominion. He is a venerable looking 
man, verging on three-score years and ten, 
whose snow-white locks and ‘benevolent 
cast of countenance invest him with an ir- 
resistable fascination. Seldom, indeed we 
may say never, have we. seen so much 
vigour, animation and power as a preacher, 
combined in a minister of his years. It was 
observed that although he entered the pul- 
pit in his gown he divested himself of this 
impeaiment before he began to expound the 
passage of scripture which he had selected 
as his text. In the course of his remarks 
he referred in pathetic terms to the circum- 
stance of his having occupied that pulpit -

In the afternoon, at three o’clock, a very 
large number of the members of Assembly 
repaired to Knox Church, where arrange- 
ments had been made for the dispensation 
of the Sacrament. There seemed to be 
present between four and five hundred com- 
munieants. It was certainly a season of 
great solemnity. Few words were spoken 
on the occasion. Indeed, the reading of a 
few verses of Scripture, before and after 
the distribution of the elements, along with 
praise and prayer to God, constituted the 
simple Communion service. No words of 
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men could have made it more impressive or 
appropriate. 


Tur SABBATH SCHOOL. 


It had been contemplated to have a 
general gathering of the Sabbath Schools of 
all the city churches on Sabbath afternoon. 
This idea was found to be impracticable. 
A considerable number however of the mem- 
bers of Assembly paid a visit to the Sabbath 
School connected with Knox Church, at 
four o’clock. The children and their 
teachers were found convened in a sp:cious 


and airy “upper room” attached to the 
church. Immediately on their visitors 
being seated, a hymn was sung, and prayer 
offered, when the Rey. Dr. Mutehmore, a 
delegate from the United States, having 
been called upon, addressed the meeting at 
some length. We learned that this Scho] 
is under the superintendance of Mr. (lark, 
and th:t the Hon. John MeMurrich, takes 
charge of a Mission School in connection 
with Knox Church in another part of 
the city, and that both have adopted the 
International Series of Lessons. The Trus- 
tees of the Church are to be commended for 
the very exceilent accommodation they 
have provided for this Sabbath School. The 
basement of Knox church was long its 
Sabbath school-room, and accounted a g.iod 
one at that, but “an upper room” is in- 
finitely better. Let the children have the 
best by all means. 


Kirra Day.—WMonday. 


The General Assembly convened at eleven 
o’clock, and after the usual devotional 
exercises, proceeded to business. 


Brantrorp Lapiss’ CoLLece. 


_A communication was read from the 
directors of this Institution, requesting the 
Assembly to nominate twelve names of 
stockholders, out of which six would be 
chosen as directors for next year. 

Dr. Cochrane stated that the total cost of 
the Institution was $60,000, towards which 
$40,000 had beeen sabscribed. Of the nine 
directors, six were Presbyterians. here 
would be one hundred students during next 
session, of whom sixty were boarders. The 
college asked a continuance of that moral 
support which had been accorded to it in 
past years by the Presbyterian Church.

and it was agreed to hold the papers as read. 
Dr. Snodgrass and Mr. Wilson, Kingston, 
explained the nature of the reference and 
stated that it had come before the Assembiy 
in this form chiefly because all the papers 
connected with it had not been in readiness 
when the Synod last met, and that the time 
at the disposal of the Synod was insufficient 
for the consideration of a subject which pro- 
mised to be of such magnitude and impor- 
tance. 


Mr. David Mitchell and Mr. Macdonnell 
were heard in support of a request that the 
Appellants at the Bar be permitted to 
withdraw their dissent and complaint, in 
order to allow the reference of the Presby- 
tery to come directly before the Assembly. 
After some discussion this was agreed to, and 
the reference was read by the clerk, and 
commented upon by Mr. Robb, Professor 
McLaren and others, when it was agreed to 
hear the parties appointed to state the refer- 
ence. 


Principal Caven, having been first called 
upon, acknowledged the great solemnity of 
the position in which the representatives of 
the Presbytery were placed. While it was 
his desire to study brevity, so far as he was 
able, in presenting the case, he yet thought 
that the time of the Assembly would be 
best saved by reviewing this whole matter 
from its origin until now. And this he did in 
a spirit of candour and fairness, and, withal, 
of christian courtesy, worthy of his dis- 
tinguished ability, calmness and prudence, 
and which commended itself to the .unani- 
mous approval of his audience. He shewed 
that in dealing with this matter the Pres- 
bytery were most desirous to observe two 
great principles. One of them was to main- 
tain God’s truth, and the testimony of the 
church to the important, he might even 
say the fundamental, truth inyolved in the 
discussion of the questiou. The other was, 
that the Presbytery had sought to deal with 
the case in love. We regard to the first, the 
Presbytery had shewn their sincerity in the 
rejection of five successive statements of 
Mr. McDonnell’s position in relation to the 
standards of the church on this point, be- 
cause they found in them something which 
appeared to vitiate his adhesion te the 
doctrines of the church. In the midst of a 
good deal of public obloquy, and some mis- 
conception on the part of brethren, the 
Presbytery had steadily maintained its 
consistency, and refused to express itself 
satisfied, until a statement had been sub- 
mitted, which, it honestly believed, con- 
served God’s truth, and which it could pre- 
sent, as it now did, to this Assembly, in the 
hope that it might be found satisfactory 
as a basis of settlement. 


The statement referred to by Dr. Caven, 
and signed by Mr. Macdonnell, reads as fol- 
lows :—** Notwithstanding difficulties which 
I have regarding the eternity of future 
punishment, I continue my adhesion to that 
doctrine as implied in my assent to the Con- 
Session of Faith formerly given.” Asto the 
other, Dr. Caven held that the Presbytery 
had dealt tenderly with their brother. He 
should never make an antithesis between 
truth and love, as some writers have done. 
No. They were both of God—both Divine. 
If the time should ever come when they 
should all unite in love, it would not be be- 
cause one truth should die out here, and 
another become diminished there, and a 
third be disregarded. They would unite 
not over a cold worthless residuum of 
Theology, but God would bestow His Spirit 
upon them, the spirit that worked in truth 
and love. 


Mr. King, Toronto, also appeared on 
behalf of the Presbytery, and referred in a 
similar strain to the motives by which the 
Presbytery had all along been actuated in 
this matter. The great question now was, had: 
they in Mr. Macdonnell’s last statement a 
prcper basis for the settlement of the case? 
He trusted they had. It appeared to him to: 
cover an honest adhesion to the standards of 
the church. It differed importantly from 

revious statements, and, in connection with 
it, it was to be remembered that Mr. Mac- 
donnell had openly expressed regret for 
having spoken as he did in the sermon 
which gave rise to these proceedings—a 
sermon which Mr. King believed had been 
prejudicial to the interests of true religion to 
a degree they all very deeply deplored. He 
thougut the General Assembly would do 
good service if, by accepting this statement, 
they would bring this vexed question to a 
peaceful settlement. 


Dr. Proudfoot thought that the matter 
was now sufficiently before the Assembly, 
and although he did not wish the House to 
say that they were “satisfied” with the 
statement submitted as a basis of settlement, 
he yet hoped they would find enough in it 
to justify the adoption of a deliverance which 
would obviate further discussion. He sub- 
mitted the following motion :—‘ That the 
General Assembly sustains the reference, 
and recognizing the forbearance, wisdom, 
and Oiddaluess of the Toronto Presbytery 
in dealing with this case, and also Abe: 
very great importance to the fundamental 
doctrine involved in it, in view of the 
nature of the doctrine itself and its vital 
connection with the whole system of reveal- 
ed truth, especially the portions of it relating 
to the supreme desirableness of the remedy, 
and the urgent necessity of its application 1m 
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the present life, and in view of the clearness 
with which it is taught in the Bible and in 
the Confession of Faith, on which the recent 
auspicious union of the Church is based, de- 
clares its acceptance of Mr. Macdonnell’s 
final statement, and, in accepting of this, 
disposes of the whole case.” Mr. J. B. 
Muir, Huntingdon, seconded the motion. 


A brief pause now ensued. For a minute 
or two, the vast assemblage hushed itself 
into silence, as if to afford an opportunity, 
to some man of God, to arise and approach 
the mercy seat of the Most High—to pour out 
the heart’s desire of every one of us for 
heavenly direction: Light: Peace. But, 
ah! that golden moment: how soon it was 
gone! never to return, This Assembly 
must take up its appointed cross, and carry 
it. Why should we be disquieted? The 
Lord reigneth. We shall yet praise Him 
<‘ who is the health of our countenance and 
our God.” 

Professor McLaren rose with a sense of 
deep responsibility to move an amendment. 
He had been at one with the Presbytery of 
Toronto up to the time when this statement 
was accepted or recommended to the ap- 
proval of the General Assembly. And, even 
now, had Mr. MacDonnell endorsed the in- 
terpretation put upon it by Dr. Caven, he 
would not have another word to say. But 
as he had been led to put a different con- 
struction upon the language in which that 
statement was couched from the statements 
which had preceded it,and the circumstances 
in which it was given, he was not prepared 
to take the responsibility of voting for its 
acceptance by the Presbytery. He, and 
some others, consequently declined to vote 
on that occasion. Mr. MacDonnell, it seem- 
ed to him, had an intellectual basis for the 
hope he desired to cherish in regard to 
the duration of future pnnishment, which 
was, substantially, that God’s word did not 
contain any definite revelation upon the 
point at all, and that, consequently, they 
were free to hold whatever view they liked 
upon it. Mr. MacDonnell, himself did not 
seem to regard it as containing anything dif- 
ferent from the previous ones which they had 
rejected. If Mr. MacDonnell would say to 
this Assembly that Principal Caven’s inter- 
pretation was the right one, and that he, 
Mr. McLaren, had misunderstood him, he 
would withdraw his amendment, and the 
matter would then be settled at once. His 
amendment was :—‘ Sustain the reference, 
and find, that having respect to the terms in 
which Mr. MacDonnell’s last statement is 
couched, and to the circumstances of the 
case, that it cannot be regarded as satis- 
factory, and that nothing less will satisfy the 
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Church than that he should declare that, 
notwithstanding any difficulties he may 
have, he believes the doctrines of the 
Westminister Confession of Faith on the 
subject of future punishment, as founded on 
and agreeable to the Word of God, and that 
in his teachings he will faithfully adhere 
thereto, and that the Assembly do now call 
on Mr. MacDonnell to make such a declara- 
tion.” 


The amendment was seconded by Mr. 
Ball. 


Dr. Taylor, of Montreal, did not approve 
of either the motion or the amendment. 


It was evident to all, he thought, 
that Mr. Macdonnell was in a “tight 
place.’ - He had asknowledged regret for 


having preached such a sermon as that 
now referred to. This almost amounted to 
a retraction. He did not like to see a bro- 
ther badgered and driven intoacorner. He 
moved to the effect that “the action of the 
Presbytery be sustained, their faithful de- 
fence of this important article of the Christ- 
tain faith approved, and that the Assembly, 
taking the matter into its own hands, 
declares its willingness to accept Mr. Mac- 
donnell’s final statement, and to drop the 
prosecution of the matter. Atthe same time, 
that the Assembly records its adherence to 
that doctrine of the Confession which has 
been in question, and warns all against 
giving any contrary teaching a place in 
their public ministrations.”’? Mr. Peter 
Melville, B.D., from New Brunswick, se- 
conded the motion. Dr. Mclise of St. John, 
N.B., also supported it. 

Mr. McTavish supported Professor Mc- 
Laren’s amendment. He had endeavoured to 
obtain a basis for the union of the churches 
such as he could honestly accept, and, 
having obtained that, he had sought to bring 
others into the Union who were in a state of 
perplexity. Ifthis statement was held by 
the Assembly to be satisfactory he would 
regard it as a violation of the Union. In 
one of his previous explanations Mr. Mac- 
donnell had stated that God had not revealed 
to us what he would do in the future. In 
this last statement he found no repudiation 
or retractation of these views. He depre- 
ciated acknowledging such modified sub- 
scription to the standards as was implied in 
the acceptance of this statement. There 
was no saying to what it might lead. The 
church now stood on the brink of a pre- 
cipice. He hoped members would pause 
and consider, and that they would be ready 
to show at least an equal respect to his 
views and feelings, and to the feelings of 
those who thought like him, as they were 
seemingly prepared to shew to his brother of 
St. Andrew’s Church, Toronto. Mr. McPher- 
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son, of Stratford, thought there would be 
danger to the chureh if any of the motions 
were adopted. In their endeavours to keep 
a brother in the church they might lose 
two or three dozen equally beloved! While 
the standards of the church mu-t be main- 
tained in their integrity, he believed that 
justice might be satisfied without adopting 
measures that would appear rigid or ex- 
treme. He therefore moved that “ the case 
be remitted to the ‘loronto Presbytery, with 
the hope that when they report to next 
General Assembly, they may be able to 
state that by kind, personal intercourse, 
individually and officially, and by a careful 
and prayerful consideration of the subject, 
all difference of opinion may be removed, 
and the peace and harmony of the church 
secured.” 


A TURNING POINT. 


A crisis was impending. It was now 
brought to a climax by the sudden appear- 
ance of Mr. Macdonnell on the platform. 
His youthful appearance, his self possession, 
the quiet way in which he elbowed his way 
through the crowd, his modest demeanour, 
especially the unexpectedness of his pre- 
sence, which for the moment had the ettect 
of an apparition : the interest that had 
necessarily gathered around the man, added 
to the somewhat excited state of the au- 
dience, would have brought down the house, 
but for the prompt intervention of the 
Moderator, who instantly suppressed any 
public demonstration of the kind. Ag this 
proved a turning point in the debate, we 
quote the words used by Mr. Macdonnell as 
taken down by the reporters. ‘‘ There was 
a time, he said, when he had no difficulty 
about the ordinarily understood view of the 
Church as to the eternity of future punish- 
ment. As they knew pertectly well, he now 
was not exactly in that position: he was not 
fully in accord with the ordinary view 
of the Church. He certainly did not reject 
the Church’s teaching, but so long as he 
entertained these doubts. difficulties or per- 
plexities, he could not apy simply and with- 
out explanation, “‘lam here.” If he was 
asked whether he believed the teaching of 
the Confession of Faith to be founded on and 
agreeable to the Word of God, he could say 
that he did. If he said so, fifty people would 
probably rise and ask what was behind that 
—how he reconciled that with what he had 
said before? He believed the teaching of 
the Confession of Faith to be founded on 
and agreeable to the Word of God—he said 
so atifl, as he had said in every statement 
he had made. When he fell back on the 
Scripture it was because he had found pre- 
Rhee the same difficulty which he had in 


regard to the use of certain wordsin the 
Scriptures when the words were quoted in 
the Confession. He could not understand 
the principle which applied one rule of in- 
terpretation to the Scriptures and another 
to the quotations from Scripture in the Con- 
fession. The Assembly would remember 
the words in which the punishment of the 
wicked was described in the Confession 
“The wicked who know not God and 
obey not the Gospel of Jesus Christ, 
shall be cast into eternal torments, and 
be punished with everlasting destruction 
from the presence of the Lord and the glory 
of His power.” He said he believed that, 
and explained that the words used in the 
Confession on the subject were borrowed 
from scripture,” 


We do not attempt to describe the effect 
produced upon the Assembly by these words. 
It could not be but that they should be 
variously interpreted by parties who held 
strong views in relation to the case uuder 
consideration. It was perhaps fortunate 
that the hour’of adjournment had arrived, 
and that members should have some time 
for calm reflection before resuming what 
now became inevitable, a prolonged and ex~- 
haustive debate.

The Assembly met at 10 o’clock, a.m., 
and after devotional excercises resumed 
consideration of 


THE MACDONNELL CASE. 


Principal Caven rose to explain that 
the statement made by Mr. Macdonnell last 
night had shaken his confidence in the 
interpretation which he had ventured to 
give, and which he had up to that time 
believed to be the correct one. He was 
very sorry for this, as he had thought that 
they had then been in sight of land. His 
brother had brought in a principle of inter- 
pretation which deprived the statment of 
its value. That principle was, as he under- 
stood it, that when a person was in doubt 
regarding the language of the Confession of 
Faith, it was still open to him to fall back 
upon the language of Scripture. This. prin- 
ciple, he held, vitiated his adhesion to the 
subordinate standards of the church. But 
he did not think that the Assembly had ex- 
hausted the means of dealing with the case. 
He suggested that acommittee be appointed 
to converse with him during the year on the: 
point at issue. : 
Mr King also expressed his disappoint- 
ment with the remarks made by Mr. Mac- 
Donnell on the previous evening. In the 
light of these remarks he was no longer able: 
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to take the ground which he had great 
pleasure in taking at an earlier stage of the 
case. When Mr. MacDonnell told the As- 
sembly that he adhered, not to the doctrine 
of the Confession in its well understood sense 
but to the language of the Confession,— 
“that language being almost exclusively 
from Scripture,” he stood precisely where 
he stood when he presented the first state- 
ment of his views to the Presbytery. A few 
words of explanation here passed between 
Principal Caven and Mr. MacDonnell. 

Dr. Cochrane thought that the Assembly 
had arrived at a very grave crisis, and feared 
that the Court was not in a position to vote 
upon any of the motions submitted to it. 

e therefore moved that the motion and 
amendments besubmitted toa Committee of 
the movers and seconders, with such addi- 
tional members as the Moderator may ap- 
point, with instructions to report as early as 
possible. 


“Mr. McMullen, Woodstock, rose to address 
the house in deep distress of soul. On per- 
sonal grounds he would go as far as any one 
to arrive at a satisfactory solution, but in the 
interests of truth and Christianity it was 
their duty not to mince matters. If Mr. 
MacDonnell had only stopped half-way in 
his speech last night, the whole matter 
would no doubt have been terminated. It 
appeared that Mr. MacDonnell’s difficulty is 
not with the Confession of Faith, the lan- 
guage of which he declares he believes with 
all his heart. but with the interpretation of 
Scripture on this doctrine, and seeing that 
he has declared to the Assembly that no 
interpretation of Scripture on this subject 
has a stronger hold on his conviction than 
the one held by the Church, he therefore 
moved the appointment of a Committee to 
confer with Mr. MacDonnell with the view 
of ascertaining the reasons of his doubt, and 
giving him brotherly counsel. 


Professor McKnight who had studied this 
ease dispassionately, at a distance of 1200 
miles from local excitement, thought that 
the Assembly had failed to understand Mr. 
MacDonnell. But then his brother was to 
blame for that, because he had made use of 
phraseology of doubtful meaning. His pos- 
ition was simply that of a man who enter- 
tained grave and serious doubts upon this 
question. One of these was as to the mean- 
ing of Atonios, another as to certain passages 
of Scripture which seemed to favour the 
final restoration, and another, proceeding 
from general views of the divine character. 
But he found that the preponderance of 
evidence was in favour of the general view 
ofthe Chyrch on this subject. Mr. McKnight 
went on to analyze these different attitudes 
jn a masterly manner, and, at the conclusion 
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of an able speech, expressed his satisfaction 
with Dr. Proudfoot’s motion. 


Mr. Middlemiss said there was a very 
important distinction to be drawn betwixt 
difficulties and doubts. He knew well what 
both were. He proceeded to explain at length 
his conception of this distinction. This hedid 
in a logical and satisfactory manner though 
we regret our inability to present the pre- 
cise point of an argument so subtle, and 
involving such nice distinctions, in the 
few sentences to which we are limited. 

Dr. Ure, of Goderich, followed in a vigor- 
ous speech. He remembered the time when 
he was in the same state of difficulty as Mr. 
Macdonnell. But his mind was now at rest 
in regard to the evidence, whatever might 
be the difficulties in his mind at ‘times in 
regard to the truth itself. It should not 
go forth to the public that anything con- 
nected with this matter in the slightest 
manner threatened what might be called 
a theological crisis. ‘lhe difficulties were 
not of the sort which produced genuine 
heresy, nor was Mr. Macdonnell the kind of 
a man of which heretics were manufactured. 
It would be a sad thing to his mind if their 
brother should be silenced by this Assembly 
because he had acknowledged his doubts. 
As to the publication of these doubts, he 
could not apologize for that, but had not 
Mr. Macdonnell admitted that he had been 
unwise in so doing, and expressed his regret? 
He moved, in effect, that Mr. Macdonnell’s 
final statement be accepted and that no fur- 
ther proceedings are necessary. At the 
same time that the Assembly take the op- 
portunity to reaffirm and emphasize the 
necessity of upholding in its integrity the 
doctrine involved in this case, as set forth in 
the standards of this church. 


Mr. Croil, Elder, supported Dr. Ure’s 
view of the case. He did not think that 
Mr. Macdonnell had committed the un- 
pardonable sin. 


Mr. Maclennan, (Peterboro), dwelt at 
considerable length on the negative position 
of Mr. Macdonnell’s mental attitude. The 
question was whether or not the Church 
required of her Ministers such an entire in- 
tellectual uniformity or similarity, not only 
in the main, but in all the minor questions, 
as that it could not tolerate such a position 
as that avowed by Mr. Macdonnell. Mr. 
Smith, Hamilton, agreed with the last 
speaker. If the foundation of these doubts 
were intellectual, or scriptural, the Assem- 
bly should seriously consider it, but if it was 
simply emotional, which he thought it 
was, the case was very different. He hoped 
that the lesson taught by this diseussion, 
that ministers should not deal in public 
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with speculative topics, would not be lost 
on the Assembly. 


Mr. Macdonnell here rose to say that the 
language of Professor McKnight was a 
satisfactory expression of his opinion. The 
announcement was greeted with applause. 
Principal Snodgrass said he would like to 
add his mite to the already large literary 
contribution in the clerk’s hands. by offer- 
ing a motion which sustained the reference 
“found that Mr. Macdonnell had not adopted 
any opinion at variance with the church or 
the teaching of the Confession, and com- 
mended him to the guidance of the Spirit of 
Truth, praying that all those difficulties 
may speedily cease to perplex his mind, and 
charging him not to introduce them into 
his teachings.” This was not a case of 
heresy. He was not prepared to accept the 
assertion that the doctrine involved was a 
JSundamental one. His motion was seconded 
by Mr. Burton, Belleville. 

Principal MacVicar, took the ground that 
Mr. Macdonnell was not in accord with this 
church upon the doctrine in question. This 
departure from the doctrine held by the 
church was an exceedingly serious one. It 
was not to be remedied or atoned for by a 
mere censure. Something more than nega- 
tive teaching was required of our Ministers. 
But Mr. Macdonnell evidently found himself 
in a position in which he was unable to 
teach anything directly and emphatically 
touching this great fundamental doctrine of 
the eternity of future punishment. The ques- 
tion came to this,—was the Assembly pre- 
pared to accept a qualified subscription from 
any of its members? He reminded the As- 
sembly of the answer to the 19th question 
in the Shorter Catechism—which gave 
forth no uncertain sound on this sub- 
ject—he deprecated the use of the 
argument that Mr. Macdonnell might be 
driven from the Church. It was a far more 
serious consideration that this Church 
should be found in any measure drifting 
from the old historic landmarks, and from 
the doctrine found in God’s Word. He 
therefore moved, substantially, (1) ‘that 
Mr. Macdonnell’s final statement is not sat- 
isfactory to this Assembly. (2) That a 
Committee be appointed to confer with him, 
in the hope that they may be able to bring 
in a report as to his views which may be 
satisfactory.” 


Principal Cook spoke at some length on 
the various aspects of the question at large, 
which had presented themselves to different 
minds in diverse circumstances. He sym- 
pathized with Dr. Snodgrass’ motion, but 
was prepared to go somewhat further. Ihe 
substance of his motion was that “the As- 
sembly approves of Mr. Macdonnell’s frank- 


ness and discerns in his state of mind a pro- 
mise of assurance that the Good Spirit 
will in due time lead him to the acknow- 
ledgement of all that is essential in the 
doctrine in question.”’ 


Mr. Laing, Dundas, seconded Dr. Mac- 
Vicar’s motion. He hoped a committee 
would be appointed, and that an honourable 
end to the matter would be found. Mr. 
Wilkins, Stratford, submitted a motion 
which, commending Mr. Macdonnell to the 
guidance of the Spirit of Truth, dismisses 
the cage. 


Mr. Campbell, Montreal, contended that 
during the last few months his brother had 
been gradually approaching the views held 
by the Church, and that as the basis on 
which they united last year implied tolera- 
tion on many points, which were thought 
so important one or two centuries ago as 
to have caused the disruption of the Church, 
he had no fear that this or any other ques- 
tion would seriously disturb our peace and 
harmony. 


Mr. Sedgwick, Nova Scotia, moved an 
amendment in effect ‘declaring Mr. Mac- 
donnell’s statement unsatisfactory. Never- 
theless, containing as it does, ground for 
hope that he will yet be led to the fulness 
of the truth, that the Church feels it can 
allow this matter to take an end in the 
meantime.”’ 


EVENING SEDERUNT. 
HEARING OF DELEGATES. 


It was not an unwelcome interruption, 
even to a debate that had become intensely 
interesting, for the Assembly to have its 
thoughts turned for a little in another direc- 
tion, the more that the men who were to 
hold it by the ears this night, were so well 
qualified to do it. Mr. Sommeryille, the 
same venerable friend who preached to us 
on Sabbath, and Dr. Mutchmore, editor of 
the Presbyterian, and pastor of a large con- 
gregation in Philadelphia, were severally 
introduced, and inthe addresses which they 

ave, rivetted the attention of the house. 

he earnestness, the enthusiasm, the burn- 
ing eloquence of the former will never be 
forgotten by that great convregation—for 
the Church was literally full to the very 
doors, and overflowing. Our American 
brother shone in a somewhat different light, 
but none the less brilliantly. Hach of them 
spoke close upon one hour. The Moderator 
aie addressed them in very happy terms, 
after which was sung the 132nd psalm, and 
then the Assembly adjourned. 
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Sevento Day.— Wednesday. 


Tf any one had said, ‘* what of the night ?” 
the only reply to be given was, “the night 
cometh, also the morning; but no beginning 
of the end of this debate.” 


Mr. Sedgwick, Tatamagouche, supported 
the motion he had previously made. He be- 
lieved they could leave ths matter now to 
Mr. MacDonnell’s ewn heart and conscience. 
In a reasonable time he would tell his 
brethren the conclusions at which he had 
arrived. Dr. Murray, Cavendish, P. E. I,, 
seconded Mr. Sedgwick’s motion. 

Professor Mackerras objected to the refer- 
ence of the question to a Committee. Mr. 
MacDonnell’s views had already been pre- 
sented to the Assembly by himeelf. 

Mr. Thompson, Pictou, took Mr. MacD’s. 
attitude of mind to be exactly what it bad 
been when the sermon was preached. His 
views were opposed to the Church, and ae 
must look at the influence this had had. 
Besides they were establishing a precedent. 

Mr.Whimster, Meaford, submitted another 
motion, seconded by Father Chiniquy, the 
purport ot which was to stay proceedings for 
a year, in the meantime appointing an ad- 
visory Committee to confer with Mr. McD. 

Professor Mowat held strongly that this 
could not be construed into a heresy case. It 
was his brothers’ love of truth which had 
led him to entertain doubts. The Assembly 
should let the matter drop, and not allow it 
to g° forth to the world that a good man, 
and an acceptable preacher, was to be dis- 
ciplined for holding a doubt, while nothing 
was done to men who were stupid and dull, 
and whose preaching was useless. 

Mr. Bennett, St. John, could not conceive 
how they could condemn any man for doubts. 

Mr. Smith, Toronto, depreciated strongly 
the idea that this Assembly was to admit of 
a qualified subscription. The matter should 
be settled now, and better without a com- 
mittee. Mr. McLean, Belleville, held that 
Mr. MacDonneil’s position was to be pro- 
perly characterized as one of peed not 
of antagonism to the received doctrines of 
the church. Mr. Wardrope despaired of 
this matter being settled by an open vote. 
It required the intervention of a Committee. 
The position was a trying one, but how often 
had God’s Church been relieved from 
similar trials and dangers. 


Mr. Inglis did not like the tone of debate 
in that it was too metaphysical. There had 
been very able and acute spee: hes, but this 
was not a body of philosophers, but of plain 
men, and the plain man’s creed was not igang 
He would like to have had that speech of Dr. 
McKnight’s boiled down, and that that of 
Dr. Cook’s had been unspoken. He would 


refer this matter to next Aseembly. Mr. 
McGillivray urged the acceptance of tha 
proposal. Mr. Matheson, Clinton; desired 
to maintain in its integrity the doctrine of 
the Church taught in Scripture. He could 
not comprehend the momentous question of 
eternal punishment, but he felt himself 
called upon to believe the declarations of 
Christ in regard to it simpliciter. 

Mr. Gordon, Ottawa, could not justify a 
preacher of the Gospel going before his 
people, and proclaiming his doubts and per- 
plexities to them from the pulpit. The 
ae soe in this instance had himself ac- 
cnowledged that to be a wrong course and 
expressed regret for having done it. But 
neither did he think that a man should be 
unchurched for entertaining doubts in his 
own mind. He thought a large proportion 
of the blame for publication of this unhappy 
sermon should rest on the public press. 
Mr. McMillan, Mount Forest, supported 
Dr. MacVicar’s motion. 

Professor Campbell, Montreal, also ad- 
hered to Dr. MacVicar’s amendment, and 
explained his position very clearly. He 
addressed himself to the processes of reason- 
ing by which Mr. Macdonnell must have 
been led to his present conclusion. His 
difficulty must have been either an intel- 
lectual, or an emotional, or an exegetical 
one. He thought it was of the last named 
character, and, further, that his was nota 
state of exegetical equilibrium, but that the 
evidence in his mind preponderated in 
favour of the orthodox views. 


EVENING SEDERUNT. 
FRENCH EVANGELIZATION. 


The whole evening was devoted to the 
reading and consideration of the Report on 
French Evangelization, and the house was 


again filled, floor and galleries. Dr. Mac- 
Vicar, the Convener, read the report. It 
was a remarkable document, and_ lost. 


nothing from the effective manner in which 
the learned principal rolled out its sen- 
tences, and the precision with which its 
salient points were emphasized. 

The Board entered npon its duties at the 
commencement of the year amid unwonted 
difficulties, and with a debt of $3.000. It 
looked as though the work must collapse on 
account of its financial difficulties, but that 
disaster had been averted, in the first place 
by faith on the part of those who were at. 
the helm, and, ultimately and completely, 
by the wonderful liberality of the Ministers 
and Congregations of the Church. Twenty- 
six Missionaries were employed by the 
Board. At Stellarton, N.S., 125 French 
people had abjured Romanism: at Islet 
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Brook, N.B., 15 heads of families had done 
- the same; at Point Levi, Que., 40 persons 
had been converted. At Ottawa, a French 
Congregation had been established number- 
ing 120, with 29 communicants. In Mon- 
treal, by the blessing of God on Mr. Chini- 
quy’s labours, no less than 2043 persons 
had come out from the Romish Church, 
and 220 others had been converted through 
the same instrumentality elsewhere. The 
Board had purchased Russell Hall at a cost 
of $20,000. That church was now filled to 
overflowing. There was not room enough to 
take the converts in, and arrangements were 


now in progress for the erection of a second 


church which would be completed in 
August. One hundred of these converts 
cha 
‘municants. A benevolent society had been 
established which had given relief twicé a 
week during the winter to 2000 poor French 
people. There had been bitter persecution 
directed against converts, missionaries and 
directors of this work, but in the midst of 
these persecutions they had been sustained 
by the power and favour of the Lord. The 
receipts for the year’ were $19,504. The 
balance in hand was $3,436. The contri- 
butions for the relief of the poor had been 
“$22,000. 

Dr. MacVicar, in speaking to the report, 
expressed profound gratitude to God for the 
success of this work, in a year marked by a 
financial crisis. The Roman Catholic 
Church was now aware thoroughly that the 
people of Lower Canada were slipping from 
dtheir grasp. Presbyterianism had arisen in 
its might and demanded the total disestab- 
lishment of the Church of Rome in Lower 
Canada. He was glad to say that the Agents 
of the French Mission were just the right 
men for the work. Father Chiniquy alone 
had taken out of the Church of Rome more 
converts in a year, than twenty ordinary 
amen could have done in ten years. He had 
proved himself a veritable warrior in the 
eause of Christ, and wasdoing a great work. 

Mr. Muir, Huntingdom, moved the adop- 
tion of the report,seconded byMr. McTavish. 
Both these gentlemen made able speeches, 
and the motion was carried by acclamation. 

The.Moderator, departing from the usual 
custom of the House, tendered the special 
thanks of the Assembiy to Dr. MacVicar, 
and expressed his own sense of the import- 
ance of the work and the value of the com- 
mittee’s labours. 


Mr. Ourier, formerly a priest ef the 
Romish Church, and one of Mr. Chiniquy’s 
Converts, then addressed the Assembly in 
French. He had §oined the Presbyterian 
Church because he admired its principles 
and system of government. He asked the 


been received into the church as com-. 


Assembly to thank God with him that he 
had found the true light, and that, by faith 
in Christ, he now stood upon a living rock. 
Prof. Campbell interpreted the speaker’s 
remarks as he went on. 

Father Chiniquy also spoke at some 
length of his labours, which “ by the grace 
of God, had been attended by almost in- 
credible success.” He recited the dangers 
and difficulties he had contended with; the 
manifested desire of his fellow-countrymen 
to accept the gospel of Christ; the tyranny 
of the dignitaries of the Romish Church, 
and the remorselessness of its laws. He 
reminded the Assembly that they must 
destroy Rome, or she would destroy them. 
The cnly weapon he advocated was the 
Word of God.

Leave To RETIRE. 


On motion of Dr. Snodgrass, seconded by 
Dr. Taylor, leave was granted to retire from 
the active duties of the ministry to Dr. 
Cook, Quebec, Mr. Livingston, Simcoe, 
and Mr. Fraser, Thorold. The mover and 
seconder testified warmly to the valuable 
services rendered to the Canadian Church 
during the forty years of his ministry by 
the venerable ex-moderator of this church, 
Dr. Cook, who had been like a beacon-light 
on the East Coast for many years. 


THe MacpdoNnNeLL CASE. 


The debate was resumed by Dr. Bain, 
Perth, who said it appeared to him a mys- 
tery in the order of God’s Providence, that at 
this particular time such a cloud had arisen, 
seemingly calculated to mar the harmony 
of the church. He hoped that good would 
yet come of it. One thing was clear. This 
Assembly was determined to vindicate the 
standards of the church. He felt that Mr. 
Macdonnell had transgressed; but he also 
felt that the Assembly would deal with hina 
in forbearance and love, so as to preserve 
to each member the liberty of free enquiry 
according to the Word of God. 

Mr. Scott, N. Bruce, felt that Mr. Mac- 
donnell’s last statement could not be ac- 
cepted and the truth preserved. 
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Explanations here ensued between Mr. 
Macdonnell and Mr. Scott, when Mr. Hall, 
Nissouri, tabled another amendment, which 
urged further prayerful consideration of the 
matter on Mr. Macdonnell, and ‘‘ instructs 
him to report, to the next meeting of As- 
sembly, his position in reference to the 
question.” This was seconded by Dr. Pat- 
terson, N.S. 

Mr. Straith, Paisley, seconded by Dr. 
Fraser, Saugeen, moved in the same direc- 
tion, substituting the hope that, ‘‘ he may be 
able to report himself next year as in full 
accord with the doctrine of the church.” 

The moderator here interposed that he 
thought that it was wasting the time of the 
assembly to bring forward resolutions which 
were almost identical. The point to be kept 
in view was,—‘‘ What was to be done with 
Mr. Macdonnell ? ” 

Dr. Macnish would lke to see this dis- 
cussion divested of so much logic and 
abstract reasoning, and that the assembly 
should remember they were dealing with a 
human being like themselves. Unless they 
could prevent the mind from thinking, and 
the heart from hoping, they could not 

destroy the springs which moved the 
' secret consciences of men. The head 
and front of Mr. Macdonnell’s offending was 
in not keeping his doubts to himself. He 
would’scorn to have recourse to the argu- 
mentum ad misericordiam. 

Mr. Watson, Huntingdon, rose amid loud 
cries of ‘‘ vote” to move the fifteenth and 
last amendment—substantially, “ that the 
matter be now dropped, and that Mr. Mac- 
donnell be only cautioned by the General 
Assembly against unnecessarily disturbing 
the peace of the church.” 


AFTERNOON SEDERUNT. 


‘Not yet, Mr. Moderator!’ spoke up a 
stalwart Nova Scotian, whose sonorous 
voice now for the first time fairly rung 
through the house, and who, shaking his 
tawny beard, as the lion, roused from his 
lair, shakes his main, ere he goes forth to 
seek his prey, took his stand upon the dais, 
with the air of a gladiator prepared for 
mortal combat. This was Mr. George M. 
Grant, who had that morning returned 
from Edinburgh, whither he had been com- 
missioned by the Assembly to go, as the 
Ambassador of the Presbyterian hurch in 
Canada to the Supreme Court of the parent 
churches on the other side of the sea. 

After a few remarks from Elder Brown of 
Yorkville, who said that he hoped this 
church would never be * broad”’ enough to 
endorse any statement throwing doubt upon 
the word of God, Mr. Grant came forward 
and entered upon a resumé of the whole 


case in its various aspects. They all knew, 
he said, that a mere vote on any of these 
fifteen resolutions, was not going to settle 
the question by any means. What was 
want-d was to settle the minds of the public, 
and nothing but an almost unanimous vote 
of the Assembly would do that. The con- 
demnation that had been pronounced against 
their brother, had, he thought, been too 
sweeping and general. They had no evi- 
dence that Mr. Macdonnell habitually 
preached his doubts. This was the first 
instance of which they had heard. He 
could conceive cases in which a minister 
was justified in taking his people into his 
confidence, and telling them what doubts 
troubled him; nowadays, congregations 
were not so far behind their ministers in 
point of intellect and education, The ques- 
tion before them involved two of the fund- 
amental principles of the christian church. 
The first affected the mental and spiritual 
liberty of the individual; the second was 
whether divergence on any point is to be 
tolerated. Was the assembly to adopt the 
principles of Rome? Do we understand Mr. 
Macdonnell’s exact position? Ask him if 
he believes in the doctrine of eternal punish- 
ment as expressed by Christ. He says 
“‘yes.” Ask him again if he accepts all 
that Christ meant by these words, He 
would answer; “yes I do.” ‘Are you 
absolutely sure of what Christ meant?” 
«* Not quite *?—he would say—* but, what- 
ever he meant, I loyally subscribe to.” 
That attitude of mind, it seemed to the 
speaker, did not spring from rationalism, 
but from reverence, and, because of his re- 
verence for the Word of God, he had hesi- 
tation. They ought not to ensnare him 
into doing or saying anything against his 
conscience. Did the liberty to entertain a 
doubt imply a qualified subscription to the 
confession of faith? Then there was not 
one of our ministers who did not give a mo- 
dified subscription. Hven Dr. Candlish had 
said distinctly that while he accepted the 
scripture statement on the six days creation 
of this earth, he could vot accept the inter- 
pretation of the confession that six literal 
days was meant. How many of us do that? 
He cordially supported Dr. Ure’s motion 
for these reasons, among many others. be- 
cause it did not put Macdonnell in a corner 
to be interrogated by any committee, and it 
did not limit him to time in coming toa 
conclusion. The Lord of Light alone could 
rid their brother of his doubts, and it was 
not safe to prescribe a time to the Lord. If 
they left him free, he believed the Lord 
would lead him. 


** Not yet, Mr. Moderator !” said another, 
who now, in turn, became the observed of 


all beholders—of prepossessing appearance, 
with the bloom of mid-day manhood in his 
cheeks, fresh as though he had been borne 
hither from the Emerald Isle on ihe wings 
of this morning. He, too, had been mark- 
edly silent during this leng debate. Wait- 
ing, was it for the last word, or, until he 
should find a foeman worthy of his steel ? 
Now, at all events, he stepped upon the plat- 
form to cross swords with the redoubtable 
combatant who had just sat down, and to 
vindicate his position as a debater of acknow- 
ledged ability. 

Mr. Robb regretted that Mr. Grant seemed 
to overlook the gravity of the question under 
discussion, and the fact that the enemies of 
true religion were in these days making 
their strongest efforts to weaken the Church 
by endeavouring to spread abroad this very 
error, that the punishment of the wicked 
wis only to be everlasting in the sense that 
it might be annihilation, or at any rate not 
of abselutely endless duration. The Church 
of Christ had held to the doctrine of eternal 
punishment through all the ages, in which 
it was true to the Word of the living God 
Atthe present time, the Evangelical Alliance 
regarded this doctrine as so Important that 
it had placed it ameng the seven principles 
upon which that union had been founded. 
They must regard every assault made upon 
truth as evil in itself, evil in its intention, 
and, so far aS man can accomplish it, evil 
in its results. He did not say that Mr. 
MacDonnell had been dishonest in making 
any of the statements which he had made 
before the Presbytery or this Assembly. 
On the contrary he felt himself warranted 
in taking the stand he had taken by the 
supposition that Mr. MacDonnell’s later 
statements were honestly consistent with 
his previous statements, and with the 
doctrine in the sermom which he hed 
preached. He protested against the idea that 
the pulpit was the proper place for a man 
to vive expression tu the troubles by whieh 
his own soul might be afflicted. There 
was a place for “ speeulation,” but the 
pulpit was not the place. Paul was a 
philosopher, but he protested that his 
duty was not to deal in philosophical 

uestions, but in those which bore on 
the glory of God and the sanctification 
of men. The requirements demanded by 
the church of her ministers were two :— 
(1) They must hold _ positively the 
doctrines of the Church, as formulated 
in the Confession of Faith. Mr. Macdonnell 
did not possess that qualification. (2) They 
must be prepared to teach, maintain, and 
defend them. Mr. Macdonnell was not ina 
position to do so. It had been asserted 
that his brother believed the words of 
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Christ, on the subject of future punishment, 
but Mr. Macdonnell did not know what the 
meaning of Christ’s words was, while the 
Church and the Confession were certain. 
As a Minister of the church, under subscrip- 
tion, he ought to be certain on that point. 
There were three and only three positions 
possible in regard to a truth of whichevi- 
dence was given,—it was proved, it was not 
proved, or 1t was disproved. It required a 
strong mind to withstand evidence that was 
“almost irresistible.” A man must either 
believe a truth, or assume an attitude of 
unbelief. The Presbytery said ‘if your 
attitude is that of disbelief, clearly that 
cannot be allowed, and, if it be of non-belief, 
you can neither hold nor preach the doc- 
trine.” When that was put to Mr. Mac- 
donnell, was it not dealing fairly with him? 
It had been said that Mr. Macdonnell’s 
divergence from the standards was shadowy, 
if not trifling. He trusted the Assembly 
would not be driven into accepting a vague 
opinion on a matter affecting a fundamental 
doctrine of the church, upon which it must 
stand or fall. He combatted the relevancy 
of the precedents mentioned by Mr. Grant. 
Whatever difficulties he himself might 
have in regard to the theories of creation, 
they did not effect the Confession of Faith, 
but the truthfulness of God’s Word. He 
read in the fourth commandment, ~** For 
in six days God created the heavens and 
the earth.” Mr. Robb concluded by sup- 
porting the amendment of Dr. MacVicar. 


THE EVENING SEDERUNT. 


THE DEBATE RESUMED. 


The consideration of the Report on 
Foreign Missions was the order of the day 
for this Sederunt. The speakers were seated 
on the platform, ready to pour forth their 
eloquence before an audience the largest 
that had yet assembled within these walls. 
But, on motion to that effect, the rule was 
suspended, and the discussion, now 
evidently drawing to its close, was resumed 
by Mr. ons who had the floor at the hour 
of adjournment. 

Mr. J. F. Campbell, N.S., rose to address 
a house very impatient for the final “ vote.” 
He succeeded, however, in delivering a 
forcible speech. He claimed that some 
allowance should be made for Ministers 
who threw their whole souls into their 
work. Such men, if they were sometimes 
hable to commit great mistakes, as he be- 
lieved had been done in this case, were also 
more likely to do good to the souls of men, 
than others, of whom it might too often be 
said, that they were silent in the presence 
of sin and crime, or who, if they did speak, 
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were woefully unfaithful in their dealings 
with dead souls. 

Mr. Macdonnell then came forward and 
spoke at considerable length. After re- 
ferring to the remarks that had fallen from 
a number of speakers he proceeded to trace 
the historical! outlines of hia mental attitude 
in reference to the doctrine in question, in 
a remarkable clear speech lasting over an 
hour. The following synopsis, taken from 
the Toronto Telegram, may suffice to in- 
dicate the line of thought pervading the 
speech. 

“He said the question with him had not 
been about submitting to the truth of God, 
but it had been and still was, ‘‘ W hat is pre- 
cisely the truth of God on this matter?” His 
difficulty in coming to a conclusion on the 
momentous question of the future punish- 
ment of the wicked did not rest merely on 
the solitary Greek word aionios, but on a 
comparison of certain passages with the 
character of God as revealed in Scripture. 
When he went to the Confession of Faith 
for an interpretation of these passages he 
found none, tor the words in the Confession 
were the words ot Scripture, and that ac- 
counted for his expression, ‘‘ expressed, as 
it almost entirely is, in the language of 
Scripture.” He was not responsible for 
the expression, ‘‘ Throw away the Confes- 
sion.” He was not responsible for advice 
to shorten it, although he was sure it would 
be shortened, but not this year. With re- 
gard to the question of the absolute, uncon- 
conditional endlessness of future punish- 
ment, he thought there were three attitudes 
of mind—first, ‘‘I believe :” second, “JI 
deny :” third, ‘I doubt.” The third posi- 
tion was his, and if they asked him what 
was the amount of his doubts, he simply 
could not say. The difference between 
himself and many other members of the 
Assembly who had doubts was, that he had 
given public utterance to his, while others 
had not, and that was the only reason why 
he had been put on a different footing from 
them. He wanted with all his heart to 
preach the Gospel of Christ. He did want to 
preach the truth, the full truth, and that in 
connection with the |’resbyterian Church 
in Canada. He bowed with absolute, im- 
plicit submission to the Word of God, and 
if that Word said to him in unmistakeable 
terms that the wicked who reject Christ in 
this life will go into hopeless and endless 
misery, then he bowed to that truth, and 
would say. ‘Shall not the Judge of all 
the earth do right?” 


THE Vor. 


The supreme moment had now come. 


The Assembly was ready for the vote. The | 


body of the House was cleared of strangers. 
The galleries, full before, were more densely 
packed. Six of the amendments were with- 
drawn. There remained nine to be voted 
on. Beginning with the last, each was put 
against its predecessor. As the clock 
struck twelve, midnight, Principal Mac- 
Vicar’s amendment was declared to be 
carried over the main motion, yeas 263, 
nays 110, and the Moderator declared it to 
the judgment of the Assembly. It is as 
follows :— 

‘‘ Sustain the reference for judgment; 
find that in the statements made before this 
Assembly, Mr. Macdomnell has declared 
that he does not hold the doctrine of ever- 
lasting punishment in the sense held by 
this Church and formulated in the Confes- 
sion of Faith; nevertheless, that he has 
adopted no doctrinal views contrary to the 
Confession of Faith; therefore resolved, Ist, 
that the above twofold statement is not 
satisfactory to this Assembly; 2nd, that a 
Committee be appointed to confer with Mr. 
Macdonnell, in the hope that they may be 
able to bring in a report as to Mr. Macdon- 
nell’s views, which may be satisfactory to 
this Assembly.” ’ 


AFTER THE STORM. 


We have purposely abstained from record- 
ing the applause which followed the state- 
ments of parties on either side. That such 
there was, however, is true. Such a debate 
as this could not possibly be carried on 
without such popular demonstration of 
feeling. Now it was soft like the sound of 
the muffled drum, again, it was more pro- 
nounced. It rose occasionally to a storm. 
In one instance at least, the observant 
reporters characterized it as “ tremendous.” 
But the announcement of the final vote was 
received with solemn silence, a silence 
almost approaching to embarrassement, 
and that remained unbroken until the 
tremulous voice of the subject of this pro- 
longed debate broke the stillness, 

r. Macdonnell, advancing to the plat- 
form, expressed his submission, to the deci- 
sion of the Assembly, and requested that 
this whole matter be remitted to the Pres- 
Bie of Toronto, to procede regularly by 
libel. 


It is needless to add that the request was 
ruled out of order. Principal Snodgrass 
and ninety-five others entered their dissent 
from the finding of the Assembly, and this 
session was Closed with the benediction. 


Ninth Day.—Friday. 
STATISTICS. 
Mr. Torrance, of Guelph, the Convener, 
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presented the Report, a yoluminous docu- 
ment, which was put into the hands of 
members in printed form, and gave evidence 
’ of the abundant labours of its compiler. 
Owing to the negligence of many congrega- 
tions it was necessarily very incomplete. 
It took cognizance, however, of 51,5013 
families, of 83,434 communicants, and of 
74,989 young people in the sabbath schools 
and Bible classes of the church. It men- 
tioned the building of thirty-five churches 
and twenty-six manses during the past year. 
It also recorded that 11,242 members had 
been received into the communion of the 
church. The contributions, for all pur- 
poses, of the congregations who had made 
returns to the committee, was. close upon 
one million of dollars. 


ORGANIZATION OF THE CHURCH. 


The report of the committee which met 
in Montreal, in September last, was next 
taken into consideration, and effect given to 
certain of its recommendations. ‘The more 
important features of the report, such as 
that referring to the polity of the church, 
were reserved for future action. 


COLLEGES. 


The following statements were made in 
reference to the equipment of the Theolo- 
gical Halls. Knox College, Toronto, has 
two professors, one lecturer, two tutors, and 
a lecturer on elocution. Its estimated an- 
nual expenditure is $11,000. Queen’s Col- 
lege at Kingston has two Theological pro- 
fessors. It requires $2,000 annually, in 
addition to its endowments, to meet its an- 
nual expenditure. The Presbyterian Col- 
lege, Montreal, has two professors, one 
lecturer, one tutor, and a lecturer on elocu- 
tion. The estimated annual expenditure is 
$8,000, of which $6,500 requires to be raised 
by collections from the churches. Morin 
College, Quebec, asks no aid at present from 
the church. The Theological Hall, Halifax, 
has three professors. ‘The salary of one of 
them is guaranteed, for a time, by the 
Church of Scotland. The amount required 
to be raised by collection is $5,000. 


Evening SEDERUNT. 


FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


There was a fair audience, though by no 
means 80 large as on the previous evenings, 
to listen to the reports of. the conveners of 
the Foreign Mission Committees of the 
Eastern and Western divisions respectively. 
The great length to which these reports 
extended was manifestly disproportioned to 
the time at the disposal of the House for 
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their proper consideration; a fact, which, 
taken in connection with their intrinsic 
importance, is suggestive of a remedy for 
the future, either in the direction of conden- 
sation, or in securing more time for their 
discussion. 

Mr. Gordon, Ottawa, moved the adoption 
of the reports, seconded by Dr. Murray, of 
Prince Hdward Island. It was a grand 
thing to find that this young church was 
determined to be a missionary church, not 
only by endeavouring to overtake the 
spiritual wants of its own people, in remotest 
parts of this vast Dominion, but in its de- 
sire to extend its influence to the dark 
masses of heathenism in foreign countries. 
The reports spoke of efforts that had been 
attended with the blessing of God in India, 
and China, and the Isles of the Sea, in ad- 
dition to work among the Aborigines in the 
great North-western territory of our own 
conti ent. The western wing of the Church 
had given $1481] for foreign Missions during 
last year, and the eastern section, no less 
than $13,593. We have already a consider- 
able staft of ordained missionaries, and as- 
sistants male and female, including a num- 
ber ot native teachers and catechists. Others 
had responded to the cail of the committee 
for more la}ourers. Some of them were 
here to-night ready to say to the Assembly, 
—< Here am I: send me!” Surely the 
Church should thank God for such tokens 
of his favour and Go FORWARD. 

‘Mr. Grant, one of our missionaries from 
Trinidai, addressed the Assembly on the 
nature and progress of the work in that 
Island, where three other ordained mission- 
aries of our Church were associated with 
him in proclaiming the gospel of salvation 
to 100,000 Coolies. Already they had 500 
under instruction, of whom 100 had learned 
to read the Bible. Th-y taught the children 
in English, and many of them were familiar 
with our popular hymns. In his own 
Sab ath school he had fifteen Hindoo 
children who could repeat the shorter cate- 
-hism from end to end without a mistake. 

Mr Sommerville, trom Glasgow, gave a 
velightful account of his own visit to India 
the winter be‘ore last, and of the way in 
which he endeavoured—in some instances 
most suc essfully—to bring the peo; le under 
the influence of Christianity. The popnla- 
tion of British India was now about 240,000,- 
000 of whom about 240,000 were Europeans. 
Supposing that every individual Kuropean 
in India was an earnest missionary, it would 
only amount to this, that we should have 
the quarter of a European missionary for 
every million of the heathen ! 


But instead of that being the case, it un- 
fortunately happened that the Europeans: 
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in India were very far from being living 
epistles from which the heathen might read 
and know the grace of the Lord Jesus. The 

odless life of its professors was precisely 
Ale greatest obstacle to the growth of Chris- 
tianity in India. But, in spite of that, the 
day for preaching the Gospel in India was 
not only coming, it had come. What was 
now wanted was men of the rightstamp, not 
only men whose hearts were in the work, but 
*‘ graphic men,’ men of power, men of com- 
Bric npibtallect: He believed from what 
he had seem since coming to Toronto that 
this United Church in Canada was a new 
power that had arisen in the earth, destined 
to eclipse the greatest efforts which all the 
churches of the old world put together had 
as yet put forth. 

Mr. Douglas, of Cobourg, came forward 
to the platform and in a few earnest words, 
modestly but effectively spoken,offered him- 
self to the Assembly as a missionary to India. 
The idea was not a new one with him. Dur- 
ing the nine years of his ministry this 
thought had ever been uppermost in his 
mind. He had been waiting and watching for 
some clear indication that his own heart’s 
desire was in aecordance with the will of God 
in this matter. Now he felt that he had re- 
ceived a call to this field of labour, and he 

laced himself at the disposal of the Assem- 
yee Mr. J. Fraser Campbell, who had 
made a similar offer to the church a year ago, 
stated that in his case the arranzements had 
all been completed. In a very short time he 


would proceed to his destination, it might be. 


at Madras, or it might be at Indore, and he 
was there to-night to say farewell to his 
brethren, and to entreat that their prayers 
and sympathies should follow him whither 
he was going. 

This terminated one of the most interest- 
ing and instructive sessions of the General 


Assembly.

WOMEN’S RIGHTS. 


It is curious to notice how debates some- 
dimes arise in a most unexpected manner, 
from small beginnings, and the réadiness 
with which members spring to their feet on 
the slightest deviation See proposed from 
their preconceived ideas of propriety. An 
instance of this was afforded in connection 
with the report of the Committee on the 
Standing committees of the Church which 
was presented by Dr. Cochrane. 

The name of Miss Machar of Kingston, 
was read as the Secretary-Treasurer of the 
Juvenile Mission to India; whereupon Mr. 
Laing, Dundas, objected stoutly to the 
name of any Jady appearing in the As- 


sembly Records. He maintained it would 
be establishing a precedent wholly unwar- 
ranted by scripture, and the practice of the 
Church. /It was not to be tolerated. 

Mr. Wilson, Kingston, held that Miss 
Machar was not a member of this Court, 
and that on this ground it was ultra vires 
to make the appointment. The Rey. gen- 
tleman was reminded that a few minutes 
previously, at his own suggestion, the name 
of a male member of his own congregation, 
who was not a member of the Assembly, 
had been added to a standing committee 
without being questioned. He acknow- 
ledged the corn. 

Professor MacKerras here made a bee line 
for the Moderator’s desk. ‘“Rax me the 
Bible, Moderator.’?’ While turning over its 
leaves, Mr. Blair, an elderly Minister from 
the West, came to the rescue with the Bible 
at his finger ends, and demolished the op- 
posite statement with copious extracts in 
favour of the appointment. By whom did 
St. Paul send his epistle to the Romans? 
Wasit by Titus, or any man?,No, it was by 
a lady. Paul commended to the early church 
Phoebe,a servant of the church at Cenchrea. 
Ladies ministered unto our Lord fre- 
quently ; among others, Johanna, the wife 
of Chuza, Herod’s steward, and Susannah, 
whose names are recorded by St. Luke. 
Let us beware that we do not despise our 
Phoebes and Susannahs. Tryphena and 
Try phosa “laboured in the Lord.”?, Women 
were found last at the cross and first at the 
grave. 

Dr. Bell and Mr. Gordon, Ottawa, stood 
up for the ladies. Had the Assembly not 
already appointed female missionaries, and 
were their reports not before us? Last 
night the Assembly had distinctly approved 
of the formation of Ladies’ Associations. 
Mr. Grant, desired the Assembly to notice 
that they were as yet without a book of 
forms and that by this action it was pro- 
posed to abolish a constitutional practice 
of one of the uniting churches. If they 
abolished this Secretary-Treasurership they 
abolished the Juvenile Mission Scheme 
altogether. Mr. Laing consentéd to with- 
draw his opposition, provided it was not 
regarded as a precedent. Dr. Snodgrass 
refused to admit that it was not legitimate 
for the Assembly at any time to appoint to 
its offices whomsoever it thought fitted for 
any position, male or female, members of 
Assembly or otherwise. The nomination 
was sustained by acclamation. 


Tue ReEoorp. 


Principal MacVicar presented the report 
of the committee on the Recorp. It shewed 
that the present circulation was 35,490 per 
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month, and that its financial position was 
satisfactory. 


Kveventa Day.—Monday. 


The greater part of this day was occupied 
in considering the report of the committee 
on the organization of the church, and 
chiefly that portion of it which dealt with 
Home Missions. A number of regulations 
were agreed to in this connection. 


Tue MAcDONNELL CASE. 


The Committee appointed to confer with 
Mr. Macdonnell presented the following 


REPORT. ~ 

The Committee beg leave to report to the General 
Assembly that Mr. Macdonnell met with them, and 
stated that while he was desirous to meet the wishes 
of the Assembly in regard to conference with the 
Committee, he respectfully referred them to the 
statement made on Thursday evening before the 
Assembly, as clearly defining his position, and that 
the report of that statement which was published 
in the Mail of the 16th inst. is substantially correct. 

After mature deliberation, the Committee agreed 
to lay before the Assembly the following minute for 
the adoption of the Court :— 

Considering (1) that this General Assembly has 
already declared that the statement of his views 
made by Mr. Macdonnell before it are not satisfac- 
tory ; (2) that on meeting with the Committee ap- 
pointed by the Assembly to confer with him, he 
signified that he has at present no further statement 
to make by which his position towards the doctrine 
in question might be modified ; (3) that the doctrine 
of the eternity or endless duration of the future 
punishment of the wicked, as taught in the Confes- 
sion of Faith, is a doctrine of Scripture which every 
minister of this Church must hold and teach, the 
General Assembly feels under obligation to conti- 
nue its care in this matter. 

But inasmuch as Mr. Macdonnell has expressed 
his regret for having preached the sermon which 
gave occasion to these. proceedings, has intimated 
that his mind is at present in an undecided state as 
regards the doctrine in question, and has engaged 
while seeking further light not to contravene the 
traditions of the Church, the Assembly, in the hope 
that Mr. Macdonnell may find his views in accord 
with the standards on the subject in question, Re- 
solve that further time be given him carefully to 
consider the matter ; and that he be required to re- 
port through his Presbytery in the next General 
Assembly whether he accept the teaching of the 
Church on the subject. 

The Assembly would commend their brother to 
the guidance of the Spirit of Truth, ngpying that, 
with the Divine blessing, upon further study of the 
Word of God all difficulties as to the Scriptural evi- 
dence of the momentous doctrine incurred may 
speedily cease to perplex his mind. 


Mr. Wilson, Kingston, moved the adop- 
tion of the Report. 

** Behold how great a fire a little matter 
kindleth!”? Had the motion been pressed to 
a vote, the case might have been definitely 
settled. But, one of those nice questions, of 
ecclesiastical procedure cropped up which 
virtually re-opened the whole question in- 
volving further discussion of which it was 
impossible to forecast the consequences. A 
“point of order” was raised by Mr. Sedg- 
wick. Had not the Committee travelled 
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beyond their instructions? ae had been 
instructed ** to confer with Mr. Macdonnell, 


and ascertain whether his views were satis- 
factory in regard to the doctrine in question, 
Was it competent for them to frame a deli- 
verance for the adoption of the Assembly? 
The moderator thought he must leave it to 
the Assembly to determine whether the 
Committee had exceeded their powers. 

Dr. Snodgrass contended that the report 
before them embodied matters which had 
not been remitted to the Committee. Mr. 
Robb admitted that this was so. Dr. Mac- 
Vicar suggested that the report be in the 
meantime received, and that when its clauses 
were considered it would be competent for 
the Assembly to reject or amend any part 
of it. 

Mr. Grant said the deliverance submitted 
was to himself bitterly disappointing. While 
he had no objections to receiving the report, 
yet, as the Committee had transcended its 
powers, a little time must be allowed them 
to look at the deliverance, for ‘‘it was a 
marvellous one.” Dr. Caven explained that 
while the Committee had exceeded their 
instructions, they had done so from the 
best of motives, and under the impression 
that they were acting in accordance with 
what had fallen from the moderator when 
the Committee had been named. 

After further discussion it was agreed to 
postpone consideration of the Report until 
the next day, and that in the meantime it 
should be printed and put into the hands of 
members. 


EVENING SEDERUNT. 


JUVENILE Mission To Inpia. 


Mr. Macdonnell, on behalf of Miss Ma- 
char, read the report. This scheme had 
been in operation for nearly a quarter ofa 
century, with yearly increasing usefulness. 
One Zenana school, near Calcutta, was 
entirely supported by the Sabbath School 
children of Montreal. Other Schools were 
in operatlon in India, towards ithe support 
of which about forty Sabbath Schools, 
besides a few individuals, were contributing. 
The total receipts for the year, were $1,165 
the balance on hand, $138. It was stated 
that this had been the only Foreign Mission 
enterprize carried on by the late Synod of 
the Church of Scotland, and that its success 
was mainly to be attributed to Miss Ma- 
char’s diligence and enthusiasm. 


LUMBERMEN’S Mission. 


Mr. Gordon, Convener, explained the 
nature and object of the Mission which was 
for the benefit of the large number of men 
employed in lumbering regions in the val- 
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ley of the Ottawa. These had been visited 
in their back-wood’s shanties, by Ministers 
and Missionaries, and a considerable amount 
of religious literature had been circulated 
among them, They.had shewn their ap- 
preciation of these services by contributing 
of their earnings for the support of the Mis- 
sion. Dr. Caven moved the adoption of 
the report, seconded by Mr. Sedgwick. The 
‘Convener was thanked for his labours, and 
the work commended to the interest of the 
whole church. 


SABBATH SOHOCLS. 


Dr. Reid submitted the report of the Com- 
mittee on Sabbath Schools which recom- 
mended that the Assembly encourage the 
formation of Missionary Associations in 
connection with the schools, and that the 
moderator should send a pastoral letter to 
the churches on the subject. 


DELEGATES TO AND FROM OTHER CHURCHES. 


Mr. Cargin appeared on behalf of the 
Presbyterian Church in Ireland, and as- 
sured the Presbyterian Church in Canada 
of the kindly feeling entertained towards it 
by the church he represented. He explained 
the difficulties which the church in Ireland 
had, at various periods in its history, to 
contend with. e described, eloquently, 
the recent religious revivals in Ireland and 
the impetus that had been given to all their 
missionary and benevolent purposes. He 
claimed for his church that it always had 
been, and now was, the champion of evan- 
Auer truth in that country, and he hoped 
that the church in Canada might strive 
equally among the nations of the earth in 
activity for the promotion of the truth. 


Mr. Grant read a satisfactory account of 
his mission to the Supreme Courts of the 
churches in Scotland. He referred to the 
disposition manifested by the Church of 
Scotland as well as by the Free Church to 
give, most heartily, material as well as moral 
support to the church in Canada, Ap- 
pended to his report was that of the Colo- 
nial Committee of the Church of Scotland, 
in which would be found fully set forth the 
attitude of the parent church in relation to 
the union of the churches in Canada. The 
Report of the delegation to the Presbyterian 
‘Churches in the United States was read by 
Mr. Laing, and commented upon by Mr. 
Croil. Principal Snodgrass presented the 
report of the committee in reference to the 
Presbyterian Couacil, held in London last 
year, and proposed the names of a number 
of members as representatives to attend the 
next meeting of the Council. 


Twetrrag Day.—Tuesday. 
THE MAODONNELL CASE. 


It is a long road that has no turning! 
When the Assembly met this morning it 
was evidently with the determination that 
this matter should speedily come to a final 
issue. The argument had been literally 
exhausted. Everything had been said 
that was necessary to give expression of 
opinion from both sides of the House 
upon all the main points involved. The 
Doctrine of the eternity of future punishment 
had been affirmed and re-affirmed. Subscrip- 
tion to the Confession of Faith had been 
argued from different standpoints and there 
was a fair amount of agreement on that. The 
difference betwixt being perplexed with 
doubts and holding heretical opinions had 
been admitted. The preaching and publish- 
ing of doubts had been very generally if not 
unanimously condemned. The only ques- 
tion that remained was, how the Assembly 
should deal with a brother, who was almost, 
but not altogether, free from doubts as to 
the teaching of Scripture in relation to the 
doctrine of the eternity of future punish- 
ment. 

The Assembly resolved itself into a Com- 
mittee of the whole, and after voting down a 
aes tag to sit with closed doors, proceeded 
to discuss the matter in conference. At the 
close of the afternoon sederunt the house 
rose and reported progress. By this time 
five or six new motions or amendments had 


been tabled. 
EVENING SEDERUNT. 


There was now no doubt but that Dr. 
McVicar’s motion contained in the report of 
the Committee presented yesterday, was 
likely to become the judgment of the 
house, and the argument now norrowed 
itself down to whether the time to be given 
to Mr. Macdonnell for coming to a definite 
conclusion on the matter should be limited 
or otherwise. On the vote being taken the 
motion requiring Mr. Macdonnell to report 
through his Presbytery, to the next General 
Assembly, was finally carried, yeas 127, nays 
64. Against this finding 52 members en- 
tered their dissent. Mr, Macdonnell ex- 
pressed his regret that the Assembly had 
not granted his request made the other 
night, ** that the Presbytery of Toronto be 
instructed to proceed regularly by libel.” 
This proved the signal for an extraordinary 
demonstration from the galleries, which, 
however, subsided, as the clerk with sten- 
torian lungs reminded the Moderator that 
the hour of adjournment had arrived. 
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THIRTEENTH Day.— Wednesday. 


Home Missions. 


Mr. Campbell, Montreal, read the report 
of the Committee, which was discussed 
clause by clause. A request from Mr. 
Jamieson, of British Columbia, to be per- 
mitted to unite his congregation in the 
meantime with the Presbytery recently 
erected there in connection with the Church 
of Scotland, was, after some conversation 
on the subject, agreed to. A discussion 
then ensued as to the best means of liquid- 
ating the debt of some $9,000 that had been 
incurred by the Committee. Mr. Hall 
moved that a special collection be taken up 
for this purpose. Dr. Proudfoot, on the 
other hand, moved that the Treasurer of the 
Western Section be authorized to borrow a 
sum suffeient to meet pressing engage- 
ments. The latter motion prevailed, with 
the understanding that Presbyteries call the 
attention of congregations who had not con- 
tributed to this fund to the necessities of 
the case, and that measures be taken to in- 
troduce a uniform and thorough system of 
collection for Home Missions throughout 
the church. The Eastern Section of the 
church, that is, the Maritime Provinces, 
were understood to have had less difficulty 
than the Western Section in regard to 
funds. The subject of appointing a special 
Agent for the Management of this work 
was deferred and Dr. Cochrane was re- 
appointed Convener of the Western Section. 
It was further resolved that Presbyteries be 
instructed to see that Missionary Associa- 
tions are formed in every congregation, and 
that the following be the stated days for 
taking up collections for the schemes.

required to carry on the work already un- 
dertaken, and that these new appointments 
would involve an increased expenditure of 
at least $6,009, which would make the 
whole amount required for this service 
$32,000 for the current year. 


JOLLEGES. 


This section of the Montreal Committee’s 
report was taken up, and there was read in 
connection therewith a meinorial from the 
Presbyterian College, Montreal, praying that 
the Synod of Montreal and Ottawa be as- 
signed to this College, as the territory from 
which it should derive its support. The 
memorial was supported by Mr. Scrimger 
and Mr. Croil. This brought to their feet 
nearly all the representatives of the Colleges 
then present. On the vote being taken, the 
recommendation of the report was sustained 
restricting the Western boundary of terri- 
tory for the support of Montreal College to 
the line of the Brockville and Ottawa Rail-. 
way. The discussion elicited expressions 
of opinion (1) as to the practicability of by 
and by reducing the number of Theological 
Halls, and (2) of the importance of keeping 
in view the ultimate endowment of our 
Colleges. 


FourtTEENTH Day.—Thursday. 


ORGANIZATION OF THE CHURCH. 


The Assembly resumed consideration of 
the Committee’s report and recommenda- 
tions. The greater part of the day was 
again taken up with discussions on_ the 
support and management of the Theologi- 
cal Colleges, which will remain much on 
the same footing next een as last. It was 
agreed to relieve the Home Mission Fund 
from the support of the Manitoba College, 
and a committee was appointed to take such 
steps as might seem best to procure the 
necessary funds for carrying on that insti- 
tution, and also for defraying the balance 
of debt incurred in the purchase of build- 
ings. 

AGENOY OF THE OHUROB. 


The appointments of Dr. Reid and Dr.. 
McGregor as agents tor the Western and 
Eastern sections of the church respectively 
were confirmed. : 


CONSTITUTION OF TH® ASSEMBLY. 


The Draft Act which had been sent down 
to Presbyteries was found to have received 
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general approval in its main features, by 
the lower courts, and it was now adopted 
ad interim by the Assembly. This fixes 
the representation in the Assembly at one 
fourth the number of the ministers and 
Elders on the rolls of Presbyteries. It is 
understood that Presbyteries may appoint 
Elders to sit in the Assembly, whether they 
have been elected as representative Elders 
by their kirk-sessions cr not, and whether 
resident within the bounds or otherwise. 


ADDRESS TO THE QUEEN, Ke. 


An address to Her Majesty the Queen was 
read by Dr. Topp and adopted by the As- 
sembly ; also, replies to congratulatory 
letters on the Union of the Churches in 
Canada from the Colonial Committee of the 
Free Church of Scotland, the Presbyterian 
Church of Victoria, and the Synod of the 
Church of England in Canada. 


FirrEENtH Day.— Friday. 


The Assembly met at nine o’clock a. M., 
and proceeded to take up the business re- 
maining on the docket. 


CoLLEGE Reports. 


Kwox Cottece.—The Board of Manage- 
ment reported 42 students in- theology ; 
being 10 more than the previous year. 
There were 17 in the preparatory depart- 
ment. Seventy-two students, lodged in the 
college, were prosecuting their studies for 
the ministry. The ordinary income of the 

ear was $8,171; the expenditure $13,931. 

he ordinary expense fund carries a debt of 
$9,531. The endowment fund amounts to 
$6,292; the bursary fund to $3,836. The 
amount subscribed to the building fund is 
$122,000. Every thing connected with the 
college was deemed highly satisfactory, with 
the exception of the ordinary fund, the re- 
medy for which, it was believed, is te be 
sought in, at least, ‘* partial endowment.” 

QuEEN’s CoLLece.—The report stated 
that the number of students was larger last 
year than during any previous session. 69 
had been registered in Arts and Theology. 
Of these 34 profess to have the ministry in 
view; ten being students in divinity. The 
treasurer’s statement shewed a defiency of 
revenue of $3,330. The Library now con- 
tains 11,000 volumes. The report reeom- 
mended the appointment of an additional 
professor in the theological faculty. This 
gave rise to some discussion, and on motion 
of Professor McLaren, seconded by Dr. 
Robb, the report was adopted leaving the 
appointment of an additional professor, 
meanwhile, in abeyance. 

PRESBYTERIAN COLLEGE, MonTREAL.—-The 


come almost unnecessary. 


report of this college indicated centinued 
prosperity in respect of the number of 
students and equipment. The ordinary re- 
venue, however, like that of the other 
colleges, was inadequate to meet the expen- 
diture by the sum ef $3,196, of which $1,153 
was carried from last year. There remains 
a debt of $10,410 on the building fund. The 
Board recommended that Mr. Scrimger be 
re-appointed exegetical lecturer, and that 
Mr. Doudiet be appointed professor of 
French sacred literature in place of Mr. 
Coussirat, resigned. The report of the 
senate shewed that 54 students were in the 
cellege preparing for the ministry. The 
report was adopted with the exception that 
Mr. Doudiet was appeinted lecturer instead 
of professor. 


RECEPTION OF MINISTERS. 


The repert of the committee on the recep- 
tion of ministers from other churches was 
adopted, one name being dropped from the 
list of applicants. Professor Mackerras 
remarked that if so many applications were 
anuually received, the colleges would be- 
Dr, Waters 
thought the doer of the church was new too 
wide open, and that stricter requirements 
should be laid down for the future in eases ~ 
of ministers of other churches seeking ap- 
plication. 


FrRENcH EVANGELIZATION. 


The committee entrusted with the consi- 
deration of the report on this subject, in 
terms thereof, recommended the re-appoint- 
ment of Rev. C. A. Tanner as travelling 
agent, and the appointment of Rev. R. H. 
Warden as an additional agent at a salary 
of $1.600.

believe, immensely strengthened. The 
members of this General Assembly now 
know each other as they could not have 
done otherwise. They have learned to res- 
pect each others sturdy independence of 
character; to appreciate each others can- 
dour, to acknowledge each others power, 
and admire each others acquirements. Such 
a display of forensic eloquence, of logical 
acumen, of learned argument and skill in 
debate, we were not prepared for. So much 
devotion to what appeared to be each man’s 
duty in the sight of God; such generous 
consideration for the sentiments of others; 
and the loyalty of all to the Church and her 
standards, these are features, in what may 
be called, perhaps, an unfortunate debate, 
to be remembered with profound thankful- 
ness. A church that could withstand such 
a shock, in the very first year of its exis- 
tence, will not’soon be destroyed.

A VOICE FROM BROOKLYN. 


Accustomed to think of Brooklyn as a 
suburb of New York, we woke up one 
fine morning, not long ago, to discover our 
mistake, in finding ourselves in a beauti- 
ful city of five hundred thousand inhabi- 
tants. 

We found the General Assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church in the United States 
convened in the Tabernacle Church, of 
which the well known Dr. ‘Talmage is the 
pastor. Itisthe largest protestant church 
in America, being seated for 4200 persons, 
and its internal arrangements leave nothing 
to be desired on the : score of comfort and 
convenience. Its acoustic properties are 
remarkably perfect. The members of 
the Assembly, numbering from five to six 
hundred, occupied a semi-circular area 
immediately in front of the platform : the 
remainder of the floor of the church was 
filled with spectators. A grand sight it 
was, the first look we got of such a sea of 
faces, and a solemn spcctacle was that pre- 
sented on the evening of the first day, 
when full three thousand communicants 
joined together in the sacrament of the 
Lord’s Supper. 


Dr. Morris of Cincinnati, in relinquish- 
ing the Moderator’s chair, and investing 
Dr. Vandyke with the insignia of office 
remarked that this Assembly, from long 
experience, had learned to govern itself. 
However that may be, it was an orderly 
Assembly from beginning to end. Its 
whole tone and temper was eminently con- 
servative. There could be no mistake 
about its holding firmly by the West- 
minster Confession. Its recognition of the 
sanctity of the Sabbath was equally em- 
phatic. It was very much a Missionary 
Assembly—the most of its time being de- 
voted to the consideration of its Home and 
Foreign Missionary Reports. Some of 
the addresses delivered in connection with 


these were master-pieces of eloquence, 
worth going a long way to hear: especial- 
ly that of Dr. Dickson who spoke at great 
length on the Home Mission work of the 
Chureh, and that of the venerable Dr. 
Calhoun, from Mount Lebanon, Syria, 
to whom the Moderator referred happily, 
when he spoke of *‘ the old weather-beaten 
missionary with the glory of Lebanon on 
his hexd, and the excellency of Carmel 
and Sharon on his lips, and who seemed 
as though the glory of the Transfiguration 
Mount would soon break thr ough his skin.” 
And when the relations of this church 
with the General Assembly, South, come to 
be discussed it was plain to be seen how de- 
sirous the Northmen were, not only for 
the establishment of fraternal relations but 
for complete reconciliation and re-union. 
Into this question Dr. Talmage, threw 
his whole soul, and rose to the full height 
of his eloquence. Respecting this, the 
Christian at Work saystruly,- ‘there have 
been few grander scenes in the country 
than when the Rev. Dr. Prime stood up 
amil a consecrated and excited audience 
of six hundred ministers, saying: The 
Southern breezes this morning blow 
sweetly. The long looked-for day seems 
to have come. I read a telegram an- 
nouncing that the South cordially enters 
with us upon fraternal relations.” It was 
received as glorious news, and with rap- 
turous applause. 


There were no doctrinal difficulties to 
settle in this Assembly. There was no 
dirty linen washed in our presence at 
least. If there were any cases of disci- 
pline dealt with, that thing must have 
been done in a corner. We never heard 
of it. Any ‘protests’ that we had cog- 
nizance of were directed against such 
things as those,—again't Chinese pros- 
cription on the Pacific Coasts, against 
Sabbath-breaking under the zegis of Cen- 
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tennial Celebrations, and against retrench- 
ment in expenditure for the missionary 
purposes of the Church. 

Upon the whole, we came away favour- 
ably impressed with what we had seen and 
heard. The speaking wasgood. Hxcept 
in special cases, it was limited to five 
minutes at a time. The Moderator by 
his promptuess, impartiality and courtesy, 
proved himself the right man in the right 
place. 


A TaumMaGEAN WELCOME.— We pre- 
sume Dr. Talmage was perfectly sincere 
when he said ex Cathedra,—— 


<‘ Brooklyn sets her front door of welcome 
open to the General Assembly of the Pres- 
byterian Church of the United States. (Ap- 
plause.) Come in, and sit in our best arm 
chairs, and sleep in our best apartments: 
and stay till you are weary of us! There is 
room in Brooklyn for all. .Come in!— 
Oregon and Pennsylyania, Vermont and 
Alabama, Maine and California. We be- 
lieve in God, the Father Almighty, and in 
the Communion of Saints.” 


Had Dr. Talmage only thought of it, 
in the overflowing goodness of his big 
heart, he would have added,—“‘ Come in, 
too, ye Northmen from Canada; be ye 
warmed and fed,” and the Canadians 
would have counted themselves happy to 
have gone in and admired the interior of 
some of those beautiful brown-stone-front 
Brooklyn-houses, and made the acquaint- 
ance of brother and sister Jonathan. We 
regret the omission the more that we feel 
pretty certain we shall never again have 
a like opportunity of telling our Ameri- 
can cousins how warmly our hearts beat 
toward them. 


Brotuer JONATHAN’S OPINION OF 
THE CANADIAN GENERAL ASSEMBLY.— 
We are glad to find the few words of 
comment we ventured to make last month 
on the toute ensemble of our gathering at 
Toronto corroborated by the testimony 
of one of the leading members of the 
American Assembly, who was_ present 
with us at Toronto, and who delighted 


us all with his eloquence and geniality : 
We refer to Dr. Mutchmore, the well- 
known editor of the Philadelphia “ Pres- 
byterian,’’ who thus records the impres- 
sions left upon his mind by the all-absorb- 
ing debate on ‘ the Macdonnell case :”— 


** There were many things about this de- 
bate that were calculated to impress a Pres- 
byterian from the States : 


1. The faithfulness of this Assembly to 
their convictions of the truth. We have 
never witnessed anything like it. Here is 
an Assembly trying perhaps its most popu- 
lar minister in his own city—with multi- 
tudes of friends and members present, in- 
tensely interested—not only not swerving 
in the presence of popular sympathy for a 
favourite, and one who is beloved by the bre- | 
thren throughout the Church, for Mr. Mac- 
donnell had no enemies that we could dis- 
cover in the Assembly. But while this was 
apparent, the fearlessness of the argument 
against his position was at times like the 
delivery of burning shot from well-charged 
batteries. There was no regard for the man 
when he seemed to stand between the soul 
aud the truth. 


2. There was the best spirit prevailing in 
the Assembly that we have ever witnessed. 
From what we have known of religious con- 
troversies we feared the result; but no bit- 
terness appeared. The spirit of Mr. Mac- 
donnell was Christianlike in his trying or- 
deal, and that of his brethren, as he admit- 
ted, was not only fair from their convictions, 
but fraternal. 


3. There was a wonderful unity in senti- 
ment throughout the trial, although one 
could see sympathy for a friend and brother 
bubbling to the surface; yet underneath 
were the still waters, where devotion to 
God’s truth was clear as crystal. In only 
one or two instances, in the special plead- 
ing which love makes, were any sentiments 
uttered that betrayed the slightest sympathy 
in his doctrinal views. In our judgment, 
no body of Presbyterians live on the earth 
of sounder doctrinal views, or of more fear- 
less courage in their defence. 

Finally, we are happy to say, in honour of 
our common Church, that we have never 
heard so many able speeches delivered with- 
in the compass of four days.” 


French HVANGELIZATION.—lt is in 
order at this time to remind the congre- 
gations that the General Assembly ap. 
pointed the third Sabbath of July for 
taking up the annual collection for the 
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French Mission work of the Church. 
The minutes of the Assembly will be 
“out” immediately, and will embody 
doubtless, the Convener's report, to which 
the special attention of all the members 
of the Church ought to be directed either 
from the pulpits on the Sabbath day, or 
at a week-day meeting called for the pur- 
pose. Our American friend, Dr. Mutch- 
more, who listened to the report as read 
in the Assembly, came to the conclusion, 
that ‘this work among the Canadian 
Catholics is beyond anything he had been 
hitherto willing, from newspaper accounts, 
to believe. If half the number reported 


are coming out from the soul-slavery of 


Rome, it is the greatest movement in this 
direction of the age.” 


THE MemoriaL Funp.— We are sorry 
to say that the contemplated ‘‘ Memorial 
Fund” has “gone up.’ In their report, 
the Committee to whom the consideration 
of this matter was entrusted state that, 
“they do not recommend to the Assem- 
bly the prosecution of the object referred 
to, but rather that it should be urged 
upon all our congregations that the true 
memorial of the Union, in which we re- 
joice, would be in the quickening of the 
Church’s life, and in the intensifying of 
its interest, and enlargement of its libe- 
rality, in regard to all the schemes of the 
Church.” for ourselves, we always 
thought that this might be done, without 
leaving the other undone; but we must 
allow that the Committee are the best 
judges of the situation.

Tue LATE Mr. James BAIRD, OF 
CAMBUSDOON. 


‘¢ The rich and poor meet together : the 
Lord is the maker of them all.’ A short 
time since a leading topic with American 
journalists was the death of Mr. A. T. 
Stewart, of New York, whose wealth was 
computed at something over one hundred 
millions of dollars. His income was pro- 
bably between five and six millions an- 
nually. He was the architect of his own 
fortune ; he amassed his enormous wealth 
by honest trading, and, humanly speak- 
ing, he had a right to do what he pleased 
with it. But it does not seem to have 
occurred to him, that he was under obli- 
gations to dedicate any considerable por- 
tion of his substance to the Lord. Except- 
ing three or four mammoth white marble 
palaces, in one of which he lived while 
on the earth, he has left no monument to 
perpetuate his name. 

Mr. James Baird, who died lately in 
Ayrshire, was believed to be one of the 
wealthiest Commoners in Britain. At 
the time of his death, by his prudence 
and success in business, he had come to 
occupy a prominent position in society, 
and passed away crowned by many works 
of philanthropy. Mr. Baird was for 
many years the head of the great Gart- 
sherrie Iron Company, which extended 
its operations into various parts of the 
country, until they had some fort y-two 
furnaces in full blast, giving employ ment 
to more than 10,000 men and boys, and 
producing a fabulous amount of pig iron. 
Mr. Baird sat for some years in Parlia- 
ment, though he seldom spoke in the 
House. Of late years he gave most of 
his time and attention to the promotion 
of religious education. He was liberal 
in his contributions in aid of schools and 
churches. In 1871, he founded the Baird 
Lectureship in Glasgow University ‘for 
the defence of orthodox teaching, and the 
exposure and refutation of error and 
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unbelief.”” Two years later, he founded 
‘‘the Baird Trust,” to administer a fund 
of $2,500,000 bestowed by him to pro- 
mote the interests of the Uhurch of Scot- 
land—probably the largest monetary gift 
ever made to the cause of Christianity. 
And it is commonly believed, that at the 
time of his death, Mr. Baird had it in 
contemplation to add to this princely gift 
another half million of pounds sterling. 
Here, then, we have the last chapters in 
the lives of two of earth’s millionaires. 
The one inevitable event happened to 
both, at about the same time. The one 
was summoned to give an account of his 
stewardship at sixty-five; the other at 
seventy-four yeais of age. We do not 
mention their names together, for the 
purpose of invidious comparison. It is 
altogether likely, that Mr. Stewart, at 
sixty five years of age intended to give a 
portion of his vast means for philanthro- 
pic purposes. Mr. Baird had not begun 
to give largely till he was advanced in 
life, and his career was arrested while he 
was in the very act of devising liberal 
things. For aught we know, Mr. Stewart, 
had he only lived nine years longer, might 
have eclipsed even Mr. Baird’s generosi- 
ty. What we have most to do with, is the 
lesson which such considerations is fitted 
to convey, and that is, to do all that we 
intend to do, for ths cause of Christ and 
the good of men, BEFORE WE DIg.”’

is concerned. Much of it corresponds to) 


the western part of Nova Scotia, for it is in| 
the eastern part of the sister Province that) 
our strength is found, the counties of Pictou | 
and Colchester being pre-eminent. In this 
Province we have not more than forty-five | 
pastoral charges all told. These are under 
the care of two Presbyteries, viz: St. John, 
and Miramichi. It is an extensive territory | 
that the former occupies,—it stretches up) 
the St. John River to Grand Falls, some 225; 
miles from the city at its mouth, and from) 
Buctouche on the north to St. Andrews on 
the south east, the distance is not much less. | 
The territory of the latter, of which we are 
to speak in this letter, is not quite so Jarge, | 
at least so far as this Province is concerned ; | 
but, when the portion of the Province of} 
Quebec under its care is estimated, it is | 
probably larger. 2 

In N.B., the Presbytery of Miramichi 
extends along the Intercolonial Railway, in 
round numbers, 150 miles. In the Province 
. f Quebec, there is perhaps a greater stretch | 
in length, viz.: from New Carlisle on the | 
north side of the Bay of Chaleur to Mata- 
pedia, where a student Catechist from King- | 
ston is to labour for the summer. . | 

In all this extensive region, not counting 
two whose position with reference to the 
United Church is as yet doubtful, there are 
only fifteen pastoral charges and two Mis- 
sion Circuits, which are this summer to be 
occupied by catechists. One of these mis- 
sion circuits is in Quebec ; the other, in the 
County of Gloucester, is largely inhabited 
by French Canadians. The catechist- 
in the former field will have two prin- | 
cipal stations, one at Escuminac, between | 
which and Dalhousie, there is a breadth of | 
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6 or 7 miles of water, and one at Matapedia 
some 30 miles distant. The catechist in the 
latter field will have two principal stations 
also, New Bandon and Caraquette. The 
Presbyterians in either are few, but they are 
pretty well to do, and are exceedingly nice 
people in a social point of view. 

Just a word as to another part of the 
Presbytery’s territory, and the progress that 
is apparent. For the last four years, Red- 
bank and Black River were an united charge, 
each paying to the minister $200 annually. 
At the beginning of the year both petitioned 
to be made separate charges. At a meet- 
ing of Presbytery held a short time ago, both 
asked for moderation in a call to the same 
brother, and now the one puts on the table 
a subscription list of $637; and the other, 


one of over $550.

_ Upon the success of the present effort 
to wipe out the existing indebtedness 
must depend to a great extent the enter- 
taining of new applications that may come 
before the meeting of the Committee in 
October next.

~ We have to thank Rev, J B. Fraser, 
M.D., of Tamsui, Formosa, for a copy of 
his medical Vission. Hospital report for 
1875, neatly printe! in Hnglish, at the 
office of the ‘China Mail,’’ Hone Kong. 
Dr. Fraser arrived in Formosa in the be- 
ginning of 1875 and has remained at his 
post steadily since that time. The num- 
ber of new patients entered on the 
Hospital registrar during 1875 was 1489, 
of whom 1289 were males, and 208 
females, These people followed 36 dif- 
ferent occupations, the largest number 
being either farmers, labourers, sailors or 
traders. They also represented diverse 
mechanical occupations, including 16 
carpenters, 12 masons, 4 blacksmiths, 3 
tailors, one idol maker, one “professional 
gambler’? and a Buddhist priest. Dr. 
Fraser sums up his report as follows :— 

<< On the whole, we cannot but conclude, 
and we do that with devout gratitude to the 
Great Puysicran, that during the year the 
Hospital has done much to relieve human 
suffering, to give the Chinese a better opin- 
ion of the skilland generosity of the foreign- 
er whom they so universally despise and 
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hate, and to pave the way for the reception 
of the “ Truth as it is in Jesus” which is 
able to save the soul. Religious services are 
held and the Gospel is preached every mern- 
ing and evening, so that those who w7dl hear, 
may. In this way the missionary character 
of the work is fully maintained. The good 
seed is sown from day to day; the results 
will be known when the wheat is gathered 
into the garner.” 

The Hospital derives its chief support 
from the Canadian Church. The annual 
expenditure for medicines and instru- 
ments is about $550. 


New Cuurcu.—The opening of the 
new Church at Claremont, on the 28th 
May last, was a very important event in 
that neighborhood. ‘The Rev. Dr. James 
of Albany, preached no less then three 
times to crowded congregations, It was 
a day that will be long remembered by 
those who took part in its solemnities. 
The church itself is said to be a gem of 
architecture, and cost about $7000. On 
the afternoon and evening of the Vonday 
following there was a congregational 
Soiree, at which Hon. John Me Wurrich 
of Toronto presided. The next evening, 
the Sabbath school people held high fes- 
tival. The pastor of this happy congre- 
gation is the Rev. Wm. Peattie, 


NEWMARKET.—A correspondent in- 
forms us that the ladies of this eongrega- 
tion have presented the Rev. J. R. Bat- 
tisby with a purse of money.

Boaus CALits.—Some young ministers 
and some, even, old enough to know bet- 
ter, seem to have formed the idea, either 
that they have a special propriety in the 
Church Recorp, or that we have nothing 
else to do than to keep their names before 
the public, as ministers who have been 
“called.”’ There is such a thing as traf- 
ficking in calls. This we hold to be quite 
infra dig, and we cannot countenance it. 
The minister who puts himself in the way 
of obtaining a call from a congregation 
and who at the same time has not the re- 
motest intention of accepting it,—well, 
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we shall not say how he should be charac- 
terized ; we only throw out the hint that 
we dont want to become his accomplice, 
and we beg to be exeused from informing 
the public ‘that Mr. So and so has declin- 
ed the call unanimously tendered to him, 
&e. &e.” Don’t let any »ne misunder- 
stand us in this thing. We refer wholly 
and solely to the bogus cull. 


Inpuctions, &c.—Rev. G. M. Clark 
was inducted to the pastoral charge of 
Kemptville, on 6th June. The congre- 
gation promised $900 as stipend with a 
manse. Rev. James Hastie, late of Pres- 
cott was inducted into the St. Andrew’s 
congregation, Lindsay on the 22nd June. 
Rev. D. McDonald, late of Arthur, was 
inducted to Cambray and Fenelon on 27th 
June. The Rev. Robert Chambers, of 
Nairn, has resigned that charge and ac- 
cepted a call to St. Andrew’s Church, 
Whitby. On the eve of his departure 
from Nairn, Mr. Chambers was presented 
with a gold watch as a parting token of 
esteem from his people. 


MEETINGS OF PRESBYTERIKS. 


Monrreat: llth July.—The attendance 
was comparatively small and the business 
mostly of a routine character. The Rev 
Joseph Elliot was elected Moderator for 
the ensuing year. Mr. Campbell, Con- 
vener, read the Home Mission report 
which after having been considered clause 
by clause was adopted. Among its re- 
commendations there was a hint thrown 
out to the newly formed Church Extension 
Association that they might find useful em- 
ployment in securing the site for a church 
in the Kast end of the city. IPf this should 
meet the Chairman’s eye, perhaps he will 
give it a thought as he strolls along the 
beach at his summer retreat, so than when 
our people forgather again this matter may 
be attended to. 

Attention was drawn to the delapidated 
condition of the church and graveyard in 
the village of Rawdon, and a committee was 
appointed to look after the interests of the 
Presbytery generally in this quarter. 

The names of Messrs. Thomas Muir, J. 
Nicholls, and W. Hawthorne were referred 
to the distributing committee. Mr. B. 


Ourier was also placed on the list of proba- | 


tioners with a view to his labouring among 
the French population. Mr. Tanner’s re- 
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signation of the pastorate of St. John’s 
Church was accepted and Professor Camp- 
bell was appointed interim moderator of that 
Kirk-session. Mr. Tanner, it should be 
mentioned, continues his labours as travel- 
ling agent for the French Evangelization 
‘Committee. 


Application was made on behalf of St 
Mark’s Church, Montreal, for moderation 
in a call in favour of the Rev. John Nicholls 
with the understanding that the stipend to 
he offered would be $1000 to begin with. 
The request was granted, and the 25th July, 
appointed for giving it effect. Rev. Mr. 
Jones and a deputation of three members 
appeared before the Presbytery to ask that 
East End Mission be constituted a congre- 
gation, which on the motion of Dr. Taylor, 
was agreed to. Messrs. John A. Stuart, A. 
€. Clark and James Walker were appointed 
interim Elders. 


The Presbytery remitted to its Home Mis- 
#i0nCom mittee to take the necessary steps for 
raising the amount required to defray the 
indebtedness of the General Assembly’s 
Home Mission Fund. 

Messrs. Bennett and Haney, students, 
were examined and duly licenced to preach 
the Gospel, after which the Presbytery ad- 
journed. 


Wuitsy: 4th July. There was a fair at- 
tendance of members and a good deal of 
business transacted. Inter alia, provisional 
arrangements were made for the induction of 
Rev. Robert Chambers of Nairn, to St. An- 
drew’s Church, Whitby, on 25thJuly. Mr. 
Little to preach and preside. Mr. Hogg and 
Mr. Edmondson to address the minister and 
the people respectively. At the request of 
Mr. Calder, the Presbytery agreed to meet 
in the church in Orono to hold a Presby- 
terial visitation there. Messrs. W. M. Henry 
and John H. Ratcliffe presented themselves 
as applicants for licensure. After havin 
been examined in the subjects prescribed a5 
and having delivered their ‘‘trial discourses” 
and answered the usual questions, to the 
satisfaction of the Presbytery, the Moderator 
addressed them in suitable terms and, in 
the name of the Lord Jesus Christ, admitted 
them to the office of the Holy Ministry.

SrratForD: 4th July.—Being the first 
meeting after the General Assembly, Elder’s 
Commissions were called for, and seven 
names were placed upon the roll. Mr. John 
W. Bell, of Listowell, was appointed Mode- 
rator for the year. 

The resignation of Mr. Wilkins’ charge of 
the congregation of St. Andrew’s church, 
Stratford, was taken up. The congregation 
having been duly cited, Messrs. Henry and 
Rutherford appeared as commissioners, and 
were heard. They presented the request of 
the congregation that the matter be deferred 
to next ordinary meeting of Presbytery. Mr. 
Wilkins was also heard and acquiesced in 
the delay. The Presbytery agreed to grant 
the request and resume the subject next 
meeting. ‘he commissioners also presented 
a petition from the congregation, asking the 
sanction of Presbytery to the mortgaging of 
their church property to the extent of $1,000, 
and its sanction was granted. 


Mr. Hall was re-appointed to moderate im 
a call to a minister, at Biddulph, as also to 
carry out a former appointment in relation 
the separation of Biddulph and Fraser 
church. 


A call addressed to Mr. A. A. Drummond, 
from Newcastle, was presented to him, and 
he having signified his willingness to accept 
of the same, the Presbytery agreed to re- 
lease him from his present charge, and ap- 
pointed Mr. Fotheringham to preach and de- 
clare the vacancy on the 20th August. 


An interesting letter from Rev. Allan 
Findlay was read, setting forth the state of 
the cause at Bracebridge and neighborhood, 
and asking the Presbytery to recommend its 
congregations to make a contribution to as- 
sist in completing a church building there, 
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The !’resbytery cordially agreed to make 
the recommendation desired. 


Toronto ;—This Presbytery met on the 
Ath and 5th July, and transacted a large 
amount of business. Mr. Carmichuel of 
King, was appointed Moderator for the next 
twelve months. Mr. Fraser, Dr. Robb, and 
Mr. Makintosh obtained leave of absence 
from their pulpits for two months. An 
application for a moderation was granted to 
the associated congregations of Alton and 
Melville church, Caledon. Messrs. Thomas 
T. Johnstone, John Dobbin West, Wm. 
Frizzell, and James Ballantine were received 
as ministers of our church. Also Mr 
Arch’d. Henderson, in whose behalf a 
commission in due form was read from the 
Mission Board of the Irish Presbyterian 
Church. Dr. Robb, for a Committee pre- 
viously appointed, read a report anent a 
proposed re-arrangement of congregations 
and mission stations in Scarborough and 
Markham. the Presbytery approved of the 
recommendations of the report as suggesting 
the arrangement of the field which should be 
sought by the Presbytery, and appointed a 
Committee to visit Highland Creek, meeting 
at the same time with parties from Cedar 
Grove, and commended to these congrega 
tions the propriety of falling in with the 
suggestions contained in the Committee’s 
report. On applivation made, leave was 
granted to the managers of Central Church 
congregation, Toronto, to mortgage for some 
time the property they have recently pur- 
chased for their church buildings, on the 
understanding that the application made by 
the managers receive the sanction of the 
congregat on. Messrs, Colin Fletcher, M.A., 
John R. Gilchrist, B.A., and Walter Amos 
were taken on public trials for license; and 
after examination and the hearing oftheir 
discourses, they were duly and solemn! 
licensed to preach the gospel. Mr. Cane 
reported having moderated in a call from 
the congregaticns of Shelburne and Prim- 
rose to Mr. J. R. Gilchrist, now a licentiate. 
The call was unanimous, and a promise 
was given of $600 as an annual salary, with 
the likelihood ofa free house ere long. The 
Presbytery, while noticing the irregularity 
in bringing out a call to one who was not 
licensed at the time, agreed in the circum- 
stances to sustain the call, as Mr. Gilchrist 
was licensed now, and putit into his hands 
accordingly. He announced that he would 
take it into careful consideration, and give 
his decision in due time An application 
was handed in from certain persons in and 
about Brockton, praying to be congregated. 
The matter was delayed till next eee 
meeting. Till then also another matter 
was laid over. The present relations of 
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Malton and Knox church, Brampton, were 
agreed to be continued in the meantime. 


Tos MARITIME PROVINCES. 


The best news we have heard from 
this quarter for a long time is, that the 
Intercolonial Railway has at length been 
opened from Quebec to Halifax. Passen- 
ger trains with Pulman cars now leave 
Point Levi daily, at 7.50, reaching Hali- 
fux the following morning at 10.40. 
This is really a very great event in our 
history, and whether it shall pay, com- 
mercially, or not, it will be of immense 
service to the country at large. We shall 
no longer be dependent on Portland for 
access to the sea in winter time. We 
shall not have to wait a week for letters 
from Nova Scotia, as we have been used 
to do. We slfill be able to get a sniff of 
the sea without having the custom house 
officer poking his nose into our innocent 
carpet-bags, and, what is better than all, 
we shall have Prince Edward Island, and 
the North Shore, with its beautiful bays. 
and Halifax with its matchless harbour, 
and the Bay of Fundy with its numer- 
ous attractions—all, within easy reach 
for summer quarters. 


Our maritime friends have been leaving 
us in the dark since Assembly time, and 
and we shall have to fall back upon old 
news. In this category may be placed 
the departure of Rev. R. J. Cameron, 
the pastor of St. Andrew's Church, St. 
John, for Scotland. Nearly the whole 
congregation met in the ‘old Kirk” to 
bid their minister adieu, and many re- — 
grettul words were spoken in reference 
to his departure. The Elders and Trus- 
tees presented Mr. Cameron with an ad- 
dress engrossed on vellum, and handed 
him a purse of gold, and a golden Chron- 
ometer, with chain and pendants ot gold : 
and his own, and his wife's likeness set 
in gold. Next came a golden gilt from 
the Bible Class, numbering twenty-five 
or thirty “in token of esteem which time 
nor distance cannot change.” From all 
this we learn, that \ir. Cameron has 
earned ‘the golden opiniony” of his con- 
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gation during the six years he has min- 
istered to them, and that the Church at 
lirge suffers loss by his leaving. We wish 
dear brother Cameron long life and hap- 
piness in the good land to which he has 
gone, and hope that his late congrega- 
tion will not wear the widow’s weeds too 
long. 

And it has come to be an old story, 
too, about the call from old St. Andrew’s, 
Toronto, to Dr. Waters, of St. John, at 
a stipend of $2.500 a year, It was a 
tempting offer: in itself highly credita- 
ble to those from whom it came, and, in 
the circumstances, equal credit is due to 
Dr. Waters for his conscientious decision 
to remain where he is.

1,391 were added during the year to the 
membership of the Church, averaging 
60 members to each Congregation. 
466 Children and 54 Adults were baptized 
during the year. 

The average over all to each Congregation 
is 123 families, 700 persons, and 271 com- 
municants. The average stipend per Con- 
gregation promised for the year, is $817.00; 
and the average paid is $880.00. The whole 
amount contributed for the Schemes of the 
Church during the year, is $4,106.30, aver- 
aging $228.00 per Congregation. And the 
total for all religious purposes is $34,237.38, 
averaging $13,00 per family, and $6.00 per 
member.

Rev. Jonn McCout, late pastor of the 
Central Church, Hamilton, departed this 
life in that city, on theseventh of June last.

A SuccEssFUL SABBATH SCHOOL. 


The largest, and, so far as could be 
judge from a cursory visit, the most suc- 
cessful sabbath school we have met with 
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in our editorial travels, is that of the 
St. James’ Episcopal Cathedral Church, 
The whole number of scholars 
upon the roll was stated to be 1,100, of 
whom 250 constituted the Infant Class. 
This was accommodated in a large upper, 
airy, room, and, on the occasion of our 
visit, presented a most attractive appear- 
The scholars, ranged in tiers 
rising one above the other, were remark- 
able for their tidy appearance, their close

attention, and good behaviour generally. 


They were just like a dear little regiment 
of well disciplined soldiers, yielding im- 
plicit obedience to the officer in com- 


mand. The teacher was an elderly 


gentleman, kind, thoroughly in earnest, a 


capital story-teller, and a good singer. 
The lesson taught this infant brigade on 
that 11th of June was the International 
Lesson for the day—with special re- 


ference to the memorable answer of Peter 
and the other apostles when brought 


before the council,—* we ought to obey 
God rather than men.” ‘This was aptly 
illustrated by anecdotes suited to the 


capacities of the small people, whose eyes 


fairly twinkled with intelligence and in- 
terest. The exercise was frequently 
varied by singing two or three verses of 
a hymn given out line by line and re- 
peated by the class. 
symptom of drowsiness appearing among 
the little dots, the whole class was made 


to rise by the lifting of a finger, and put 


through a miniature platoon exercise 
which they evidently relished, and ac- 
complished with the utmost precision. 
A few words from the visitors followed. 
‘Then a short extempore prayer by the 
superintendent, taken up and repeated, 
word by word, by. the scholars with 
folded hands and eyes reverently closed 
A concluding hymn, and then, such an 
orderly dismissal! We asked brother 
Harcourt wherein lay the secret of his 
success. His reply was suggestive. ‘I 
am an old hand at this work, and have 
learned the necessity of thoroughly pre- 
paring myself for it during the week.” 
In the other room, the classes were ar- 
ranged and taught in the usual way. But 
there seemed to be more than usual order 


On the slightest 
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and earnestness. 
Vice-Chancellor Blake, and Professor Da- 
niel Wilson, and Miss Wilson, and many 
others, high in station, who account it a 
privilege to be thus engaged for an hour 
and a half every sabbath morning before 
public worship begins. ‘The secret of their 


success, too, was devotion to their work, a 
careful study of the lesson, and a warm 


personal interest in each individual scholar, 
Mr. Gillespie is the superintendent of this 
model sabbath school. 


A delightful meeting of the Sabbath 
Schools of Montreal, was held in St. Paul’s. 
Church there on the last Sabbath of June. 
It was called a Praise-meeting, because 
chiefly occupied by the children in singing 
a number of familiar Hymns,—the 23rd 
psalm to begin with: ‘‘ The old, old story ”; 
‘Safe in the Arms of Jesus’’; ** Hold the 
Fort,” &c. There were present over fifteen 
hundred children from fifteen schools be- 
longing to the Presbyterian Sabbath School 
Association of Montreal. They brought 
with them their ‘‘ thank offerings,” for the 
Union of our Churches and sabbath schools, 
amounting in all to about $250, to be 
divided between the Home and Foreign 
Missions of the Church. After having spent 
a good time together, and listened to several 
short address, they parted with these words 
on their lips,— 

Blest be the tie that binds 

Our hearts in Christian love; 

The fellowship of Christian minds 
Is like to that above.

NEW HEBRIDES MISSION. 
EXRROMANGA. 
HOPEFUL PROSPECTS. 


Upon the principle that it is good for us 
“<to see ourselves as others see us,” we 
make room for a few sentences of a letter 
from the Rev. John Inglis, lately a mission- 
ary of the Reformed Presbyterian Church of 
Scotland, and for many years a fellow-labo- 
rer with our own devoted missionaries in the 
South Sea Islands. We quote from a letter 
published in the Presbyterian Witness, Hali- 
fax, addressed to the Rev. Alex. McLean, of 
Belfast, late Secretary of the Board of 
Foreign Missions of the Church of Scotland 
in the Lower Provinces. 


““Unless we make up our minds for diffi- 
culties, disapointments, and even disasters, 
we ought never to enter the mission field. 
And if ever we arrive at the conclusion 
that our particular field of labour is the 
most difficult, and the most hopeless on the 
face of the earth, we may leave it at once: 
for we shall accomplish nothing more there. 
But there are in reality no such things as 
«« Missions to wrong races,” or “ Missions 


to wrong places,” except when these Missions 
are in the hands of the “Wrong Men.”? Your 
( hurch has no cause to despond. 

Iam happy to say that even were your 
church disposed, which she is not, to walk 
by sight and not by faith, the success which 
the Lord has vouchsafed to your Mission on 
Hrromanga, would fully justify you in going 
forward. JI am well acquainted with the 
Krromanga mission. It is nearly twenty-six 
years since I first landed on Erromanga. So 
far as I know, I was the first missionar 
that landed there after the murder of Wil- 
liams and J.arris; although I take no 
credit to myself for any special merits, or 
any special courage, in doing so; asI landed 
in a Man-of-war’s boat, both at Dillons Bay 
and Bunkill. I was present at the settle- 
ment of Mr. G N. Gordon and his wife. I 
was present with Mr. J. D. Gordon, when 
he first landed on Hrromanga. And it was 
through my influence that Mr. and Mrs. 
Robertson were settled there in 1871. I felt 
certain that the door was opened for the 
sett ement of a missionary at that time and 
that Mr. Robertson was the man suitable for 
the place. And I am glad to think, that 
my expectations have been more than 
realized in the results of that settlement, and 
in the present state of the island. Dillion’s 
Bay and the whole island are in a far more 
encouraging state than they have ever 
been. 


In July last my wife and I spent two nights 
at Dillon’s Bay, one in going north and one 
in returning south; and we were both ex- 
tremely gratified with all that we saw. We 
arrived first on a Monday evening, and stay- 
ed over Tuesday. The Lord’s Supper had 
been dispensed on the previous Sabbath ; the 
natives from Cook’s Bay and other distant 
places had not returned home; and we had 
a short service with them all on Tuesday 
morning. I have seen the heathen on both 
ends of Hrromanga—men, women, and 
children: and, in their heathen state, more 
revolting and disgusting specimens of hu- 
manity, I have nowhere seen in the South 
Seas; but when dressed in European cloth- 
ing, aud their countenance lighted up with 
something ofthe intelligence and benoy olence 
of Christianity, as we saw them that Tues- 
day morning, they looked as if they belonged 
to a different race. 


Then, the mission House, and the whole 
Mission premises, bear unmistakeable evi- 
dence to a vast amount of arduous, but 
well directed labour. Mr. Robertson has 
done his part well; and his gentle and 
heroic wife has proved herself in every way 
a help meet forhim. Our only regret was to 
see them struggling on alone. Hrromanga 
would require at least three missionaries. 
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I beg to congratulate you on the aus- 
picious Union, that, in the good providence 
of God, has been consummated among the 
Presbyterian Churches of the Dominion; 
and I sincerely hope that one of the first 
fruits of that Union, will be a revived in- 
terest in the New Hebrides Mission. Hrro- 
manva is an island especially yours. As 
near as can he ascertained the population is 
about 2500. Of these above 500 have placed 
themselves under Christian instruction; and 
never since [ knew Erromanga, were the 
prospects so encouraging as at present, and 
were other two good missionaries settled on 
the island immediately, the whole popula- 
tion might soon be professedly Christian. 
If 1000 are as many as a parish minister is 
supposed to be able to attend to in Scotland, 
surely 2500 are sufficient for three mission- 
aries on Erromanga, every one of whom, in 
order to live, not to say work, must be “Jack 
of all trades” without, and his wife must be 
<¢ Maid of all work within. While he must 
build his own house, and superintend and 
direct the building of his own Church: ac- 
quire a new language; be a minister, a 
teacher, a doctor, a translator of the Bible, 
and twenty other things besides. In addi- 
tion to this he is expected to write letters 
and reports, that will arouse a sleeping 
church, and sustain among the most indif- 
ferent an unflagging interest in the work of 
his mission. Send us none of your trans- 
cendental men, who are afraid of hiding their 
light under a bushel, or tying up their 
talents in a napkin, by coming out here; al- 
though should you by mistake send us out 
aman who should rival John Williams, 
Jobn Hunt, John Patterson, or David Liv- 
ingstone, there is no fear but the world will 
in due time recognize his merits, as certain- 
ly as if he sat in the chair of Dr. McCosh, 
in Princeton, or stood in the pulpit of Dr. 
Talmage in New York, or were primarius 

rofessor of Theology to the now united 
resbyterian Church in the Dominion.” 


TRINIDAD MISSION. 


Letter from Rev. Thomas Christie. 


Dear Mr. MoGrecor, 


I would like to write an interesting letter 
for the readers of the RecorD, and perhaps 
an account of almost anything out here 
would interest them, but most of the novelty 
has worn off. During the past few weeks 
we have had a prevalence of westerly 
winds which brings the miasma from the 
Mangrove swamps, so that there has been 
a great deal of sickness in this quarter. 
We ourselves have not suffered much, but 
our teachers have suffered considerably. 


I had four sick ones on my hands yesterday. 
Three are better to-day, but I am afraid we 
will lose one, and he one of our best. For 
the past three weeks he has been confined 
to his bed. The doctor has pronounced 
his disease Pneumonia and says he cannot 
recover. His name is Madhoo Sooden. He 
and his wife were the last two I baptized. 
I married them on January 15th, and 
baptized them on the 16th. He had been 
under instruction for several months pre- 
vious and had always impressed me with 
his serious interest. His progress in ac- 
quiring the English languages was so rap:d 
that, when, in December, I was in need of a 
teacher for lixchange school, I gave him 
the position, and he has proved to be a 
very successful teacher. He kept the 
school up well, brought the children to- 
gether on Sabbath for Sabbath School, and 
went regularly to the Hospital to read to 
the sick. When he was first taken sick 
I brought him up to my house, and he has 
been living in a room in my yard, so that. 
I am able to give him more attention than 
I would if he were on the estate. The 
situation of many of the free coolies here 
when they get sick is very pitiful. Whilst 
they are.on the estate, everything in the 
shape of medicine and attendance has to 
be provided for them, but when they leave 
the estate, they, in many cases, have no 
one to help them in a difficulty. As they 
are gathered together from different parts 
of India, few of them have any relations in 
the Island. This man seems very grateful 
for anything we do for him, and all our 
teachers are very kind to him. He is only 
a young christian and he feels this a very 
hard trial to his faith. He was much 
interested in the story of the poor man who 
cried ‘* Lord I believe, help thou my un- 
belief,’ and often he makes this prayer his 
own. Whilst we are very sorry to think of 
losing him, we try to leave it all in the 
hands of our All-wise Master, and our 
prayer is that the death of this one may be 
the means of leading the others to look more 
closely into their own hearts; that their 
piety may be deepened and their usefulness 
increased by death and eternity being 
brought so close to them. 


The other teachers seem to be working 
faithfully and often under many discourage- 
ments. Madhoo Sooden was in the first 
instance brought to consider the subject of 
christianity by conversation with Juraman, 
the teacher in the Esperanza school, and 
the conviction grows upon me that much 
of our most fruitful work will be done by 
our teachers working among the people 
privately. 


The services on Sabbath are usually well 
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attended and although we do not see much 
fruit; yet the leaven is working among the 
people and we hope soon may leaven the 
whole mass. But it is only Almighty 
Power that can accomplish this. The 
country here in many parts seems to be 
becoming Indianized. Already nearly one 
third of the whole population of the 
Island are Hindus, and their number is 
rapidly increasing. Wherever you go you 
meet large numbers of them, whilst there 
are several settlements entirely composed 
of Coolies who are living almost exactly in 
the same way that.they do in India. 

But, extensive as is the field, it is a hopeful 
one. There is the same evil in the heart 
which hinders the work in India, but many 
of the most formidable outward obstacles to 
the work there do not exist here. The 
crossing of the ocean, and the mingling 
among people of other nations, have aroused 
in these Hindoos a seuse of freedom and an 
enquiring spirit which, rightly directed, 
will render them a noble people and which 
must in the end re-act powerfully on India.

REV. K. J. GRANT’S ADDRESS AT 
GALT ON THE TRINIDAD MISSION. 


At the regular weekly meeting of the 
Young People’s Christian Association of 
Knox Church, Galt, held 30th June last, 
Rev. J. K. Smith in the chair; there was a 
large attendance. The ordinary course of 
proceedings was suspended for the purpose 
of hearing an address from Rey. K. J. Grant, 
missionary to the Hindoos of Trinidad. The 
audience listened with profound attention 
and deepest interest, to an address of more 
than an hour’s length, the substance of 
which was the following :— 


«¢ Nine years ago the Church in the Lower 
Provinces, undertook to send the Gospel to 
the Hindoos of Trinidad. At present, three 
ordained missionaries, Messrs. Morton, 
Grant and Christie, with their families, and 
one lay agent, Mr. McDonald, are engaged 
in the work. After the emancipation of the 
slaves in Trinidad, 30 years ago, it was found 
necessary to obtain labourers from abroad. 
A few cargoes of immigrants were brought 
from China, but in a short time immigra- 
tion was confined almost entirely to the 
valley of the Ganges and the central pro- 
vinces of India, so that the body of the 
people now found there speak the Hindus- 
tani language, and it is in this tongue that

the missionaries make known the Gospel. 
These people come indentured for five years. 
The minimum pay for a task, which may be 
performed by an able-bodied man in four or 
five hours, is 25c. In sickness they are 
provided with Hospital accomodation and 
medicine. At the expiration of five years 
they obtain their free papers; if they remain 
five years longer in the colony they are en- 
titled to a free passage back to India. Six 
years ago an ordinance was passed offering 
the labourers, in lieu of a return passage, 10 
acres of crown lands or 5 aeres and £5 steg. 
About 2000 of these lots have been already 
taken up, indicating the tendency of the 
Hindoo to make Trinidad hishome. Atthe 
close of 1874, 3000 arrived from India, and 
at the end of 1875, 1500 more; of these a 
considerable number were old labourers who 
had gone home the previous year, having 
seen their friends they re-enlisted, volun- 
tarily returned to Trinidad, and are now 
serving another five years indenture, which 
indicates that the Hindoo regards his situa- 
tion in Trinidad as more desirable than that 
in his owncountry. Immigration in Trini- 
dad is not slavery. As only one tenth of 
the island is yet under cultivation it is pro- 
bable that at no distant day 100,000 of these 
people may be found in the sugar-cane plan- 
tations of that flourishing island. About 
one tenth of those on the island are Maho- 
metans, haughty in bearing ; rigidly bigoted, 
hating even the name of Jesus. The other 
portion are worshippers of idols, generally 
greatly degraded, yet more teachable than 
the followers of the false Prophet. 


Mr. Grant then went on to show that 
caste—that almost insuperable barrier to 
the presecution of mission work in India, is 
partially relaxed in Trinidad, nevertheless, 
it is so strong, as to render it exceedingly 
difficult for men of the higher castes to em- 
brace Christianity. In connection with 
this he cited a number of illustrations 
which gave a clear view of the degraded con- 
dition of the female sex among heathen 
Reena He also spoke of the religious 
iterature found amongst the people in Trini- 
dad and gave a graphic and eloquent des- 
cription of the contents of one book named 
the Ramayan which treats of Rama the 
seventh incarnation of their god Vishnu. 
In listening to these remarks the auditor 
was compelled to feel that there must have 
been some early traditional knowledge, 
though® vague and obscure, of our grand 
gospel story. He stated that 15 schools are 
in Operation in which nearly 500 children 
are under instruction; that these children 
are taught in English, and that the salaries 
of teachers are largely paid by the proprie- 
tors of estates, who show great cordiality in 
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the work, During the past year these gen- 
tlemen paid above $3000 to our mission. 
The children are apt to learn; about 100 can 
now read the word of God. Religious in- 
struction is given daily in the schools; 
several Sabbath schools are taught and the 
work amongst the young appears to be in a 
most prosperous condition, 

In India, whilst the children of mission 
schools are largely gathered into orphanages 
and supported at the expense of the Church, 
here they live with their parents, and daily 
carry home the lessons of the cleanliness, 
truthfulness and kindness taught them, thus 
exercising a humanizing if not a christian- 
izing influence at home, and preparing the 
way for the missionary to reach the parent. 
He here spoke of Mr. Jacob Crosby, a young 
Chinaman, 19 years of age, five years ander 
instruction, a respectable English scholar, 
a teacher in one of the mission schools, as 
a young man of piety, and earnestly desirous 
of becoming a missionary to his country- 
men in China. He recommended his case 
to the meeting, asking that he be taken to 
Galt and placed under instruction for two 
‘years at the Collegiate Institute, when the 
foreign mission board might then engage 
him. He went on to say that while the 
young were instructed in English, the Gos- 
pel was preached to the aduits in Hindus- 
tani. He pointed out difficulties and dis- 
couragements, and indicated the need of 
prayer on our part for a people who know 
not how to pray for themselves; and yet 
spoke most hopefully, telling of souls con- 
verted who a few years ago had never heard 
the name of Jesus; spoke especially of the 
conversion of four catechists belonging to 
the highest castes—two Brahmin’s and two 
Kshatriyas. The circumstances under 
which they embraced the truth, all indicate 


their thorough devotion to the cause of 


Christ. 


In conclusion, Mr. Grant, spoke of the 
soul-yearning of many for something that 
they did not possess; true, it was a blind 
longing, yet the craving was a reality, and 
urged Christians to do their utmost to put 
them in possession of the only gift that can 
truly meet their wants. 


At the close of the address, the practi- 
cal question submitted, viz :—the education 
of the young Chinaman—was taken up, and 
after a few earnest remarks from the pastor 


of the congregation and several members of 


the Association, on motion of Mr. A. Hen- 
derson,seconded by Mr. E. Brown the follow- 
ing resolution was unanimously adopted— 
‘hat this Association take charge of Mr. 
Jacob Crosby and become responsible for the 
necessary expenses incurred in bringing 
him here and educating him for two years. 
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A subscription list was then prepared and 
a number of the fathers in the church, as 
wellas members of the Association subscrib- 
ed liberally to the object in view. And thus 
terminated an excellent meeting, from which 
Mr. Grant himself took great encourage- 
ment, and which was prevaded with a mis- 
sionary spirit of the right kind, that is 
of a practical kind. 


JUVENILE Mission To INDIA. 


Recent tidings from India tell of various 
changes among the children supported by 
our schools. Jessie Vancouver had been 
removed by her mother who is asick nurse, 
and is now able to supporther. Let us hope 
that the Christian instruction she has re- 
ceived will remain with her and_ bless 
her mother also. Another orphan is learn- 
ing to be an Ayah, in which calling she will 
have the means of teaching little children 
the blessed truths she has herself learned. 
Jane Urquhart has also been removed by 
her relatives. We may hope that the kind 
words and good advice not long ago sent her 
by her Cornwall friends will be a comfort 
and help to her in her new circumstances. 
Of several of the children, Pharos, Anna, 
Multed, Elizabeth, Bessie and others, good 
accounts have been received. Here is the 
translation of a letter recently sent by Eliza- 
beth to her supporters who had sent her a 
letter and a present of money. 


Sealkote, April 25, 1876. 
My dear Supporters 


The letter and present of money you sent 
me through Miss Sanders, my mistress read 
to me, which made me feel very happy. 
From the money my mistress has promised 
to get me a Bible and work-box. My mis- 
tress teaches me the Bible very nicely. For 
the money you have sent me, please accept 
my best thanks. My mistress is ver 
kind to me and always treats me with 
great love and _ forbearance. Every 
Tuesday she hears us repeat texts, hymns 
and psalms. I always pray to God to bless 
you and to give you long life. This is the 
routine of our life. During the hot weather 
our school hours have been changed, so that 
the Moonshee takes from six to nine, a.m,, 
and after breakfast we assemble again in 
the school-room by ten for work, but before 
the work is given out, our mistress has 
worship,which wealways open with a hymn, 
Then she teaches us our catechism. We 
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close school for the day at half past one, and 
at half past five we go for a walk and return 
home at seven, when we have dinner at half- 
past, and then we have prayers and go to 
bed. I feel very thankful to Almighty God 
and yourselves, for all your kindness to me 
and I pray that I may meet you all in 
heaven. 
My mistress and my salaams to you all.

And yet he indulges 
freely in little luxuries, gathers his friends 
sometimes around a well-stored board, in 
convivial enjoyment, and can well afford the 
expense. 

Nothing to give! Yet God, in His provi- 
dence is constant and munificent in His 
benefactions. God never answers to the 
claims of His creatures upon his daily 
benevolence ‘‘I have nothing to give.”

SCOTLAND. 
Meetines oF THE KooLesiasticaL Courts. 


EstTaBLisHeD CuurcH. — The discussions 
which usually follow the reading of the 
Colonial Committee’s annual report, are 
always interesting to Colonists. They have 
been especially so to Canadians for some 
years past, owing to the projected union of 
Presbyteriansin the Dominion. It had been 
understood for some time, that negotiations 
of a tender kind had been going on. Then 
it was announced that an ‘‘ engagement” 
had actually transpired. Would the old 
Mother Churches give theirconsent? Well,

they said to us at that time, ** you are of 
age, judge for yourselves; we have implicit 
confidence in your prudence; you know we 
never sought to dictate to you: do what 
you think will best promote the glory of 
God, and the welfare of Presbyterians in 
Canada, and may God bless you.” Finally, 
this year, our ambassadors went over to tell 
them that we were married on the 15th of 
June was a year. And now we have the 
Assembly’s deliverance,—in effect, that the 
Assembly learns with much interest that 
the long-expected union of the Presbyterian 
Churches in Canada has been consummat- 
ed, and cherishes the hope that before very 
long it may become unanimous, This is as 
much as, in the circumstances, could rea- 
sonably have been expected. We learn that. 
Mr. Grant made a noble speech at Edin- 
burgh, where he carried the House with 
him unmistakably in regard to this matter. _ 
Dr. Jenkins also spoke effectively, dwelling 
more ‘Dio Ey bo on the great work being 
carried on in Canada among the French 
Roman Catholics by Father Chiniquy afd 
those associated with him in ‘*French Evan- 
gelization.””>. Mr. McCunn, who appeared ° 
in the interests of the Presbytery of Pictou, 
explained the difficult position in which the 
ministers whom he represented were placed. 
He said there were some sixteen congrega- 
tions in that part of Nova Scotia who de- 
clined to enter into the Union at present, 
and who would have been broken up into 
fragments had any attempt been made to 
coerce them. The duty of their ministers, — 
therefore, seemed to be plain, that they 
should stand by their péople. They had 
done so; and al/l they now asked from the 
General Assembly was, that their relations 
with the Parent Church might remain as 
theyhad ever been. Of this they also received 
a distinct assurance. Dr. Stevenson of St. 
George’s, moved the adoption of the report, 
with thanks to the delegates who had ad- 
dressed the Court. His motion also ex- 
pressed the hope that the Canadian Union 
might be blessed by God, and made the 
means of promoting the interests of the 
people. 

The Report. on Christian life and work, 
was read by Mr. McMurtrie, in the absence 
of Dr. Charteris, who, we regret to learn, 
was prevented by ill-health from being 
present at the Assembly. The recognition 
of the usefulness of “ lay preachers” in a 
large number of the returns, called forth a 
strong disclaimer from Dr. Wallace, who 
deprecated the expounding of Scripture by 
men who were not duly qualified by previous 
education. 


The Home Mission report, presented by 
Dr. Phin, was full of encouragement. The 
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receipts were some $59,000—an increase of 
$5,000 as compared with the previous year. 
The Foreign Mission report gave interesting 
details of the Church’s Wak in India, and 
the expedition recently despatched to esiab- 
lish a Station in Eastern Africa. 

An overture on the admission of ministers 
of other Presbyterian churches was, after a 
debate, agreed to be sent down to Presby- 
teries, 


Free Cuurcu —Dr. Gregg, of Toronto, 
Dr. Jenkins, Montreal, and itn, Grant, Hali- 
fax, appeared as a deputation from Cana- 
da, and each addressed the Assembly. 
Happy references were made to the Union in 
Canada, and the venerable Mr. Sommer- 
ville, of Glasgow. was appointed a delegate 
to visit this country, and convey the saluta- 
tions of the Free Church to the Presbyte- 
rian Church in Canada. 

Dr. Duff submitted the report on Foreign 
Missions, which narrated the operations that 
are being carried on in all parts of the world 
by the Church. The income for the year 
had been over $278,000. The most remark- 
able event in connection with the work, had 
been the sending forth of the Mission to 
Central Africa. This had already proved a 
source of great gratification. The liberality 
of the Church in support of its Foreign 
Missions had been exceedingly cheering. 

The debate on ‘*the Principles of the 
Free Church” and her present duty in re- 
ference to the Establishment, gave rise to a 
“<field day.” Dr. Begg’s opening speech was 
admitted to be a failure. Indeed, it seems 
that he has lost much of the influence he 
formerly wielded, owing doubtless to the 
“¢ fast and loose”’ policy he has pursued of 
late. Sir Henry Moncreiff had, of course, 
to say some strong things about Erastianism 
and the Civil Courts; and Mr. Nixon made 
himself conspicuous by the extravagance of 
his sentiments and language; but, on the 
whole, the debate was pervaded by a kindly 
feeling, from which the best things are to 
be expected: so says the Weekly Review. 

The Sustentation Fund amounts this year 
to very nearly $832,000—being an increase 
over last year of $13,500. Outof this fund, 
553 ministers received about $950 each, and 
125 received $850. Ministers whose con- 
gregations do not contribute at the annual 
rate of 7s. 6d. per member get no surplus, 
but only the ‘equal dividend,” pure and 
simple, of about $775. 

The union of the Cameronians with the 
Free Church was the great event in this 
Assembly, and was accompanied by most 
enthusiastic demonstrations. The number 
of Ministers in the Reformed Presbyterian 
Church was thirty-seven, of whom thirty- 
six have adhered tothe Union. Thirty-five 


of those, accompanied by thirty-four Elders, 
marched into the Assembly Hall on the 
24th May,and were received with the utmost 
respect and cordiality, and thus another 
link was welded on the chain of Christian 
brotherhood that will ere long bind the 
whole Presbyterian family in one. But the 
disappearance of this band of stern heroic 
men from the roll of churches has about it 
something of the kind of regret with which 
one hears of the removal of some old his- 
toric land-mark. Theirs has been a grand 
history, and one that will be remembered 
as long as Scottish Moor and Glen shall 
last. 


UniteD PrEsBYTERIAN.— This Synod 
closed a busy Session on the 23rd May. 
‘«*The unfermented wine question,” which 
has been disquieting several of the lower 
Courts for some time past, seems to have 
provoked lengthened discussion in the 
Synod, arising out of protests and appeals 
of certain members having conscientious 
scruples against the use of ordinary wine 
in the celebration of the Communion. 
“Giving no judgment” on the Appeal. be- 
fore it, the Synod by a very close vote of 
108 to 106, reeommended to the Kirk-Ses- 
sion ‘‘ to consider whether there is any way 
by which such conscientious scruples might 
be met.” One way, of course, would be to 

rovide two sets of cups. But would that 
ae like Christian Communion? And yet 
what else would appease unruly ruling El- 
ders who go so far as to characterize the 
ordinary Cummunion cup as ‘‘ the cup of 
devils.” Dr. Peddie characterized the per- 
versity exhibited in this matter as ‘‘ weak 
fanaticism.” A proposal to constitute a 
representative Assembly, instead of the 
Synod, having been sent down to Presbyte- 
ries and very generally disapproved, it was 
agreed to suspend further consideration of 
the subject. An overture anent imposition 
of hands by ruling Elders in the ee RRADS 
of Ministers formed the subject of a length- 
ened report, which, regarding the impossibi- 
lity of a whole Presbytery simultaneously 
laying their hands on the head of one man, 
recommended the performance of the rite 
by the Moderator alone, as the representa- 
tive of the others. A very sensible way, it 
seems to us, of getting ria of a manifest ano- 
maly in the usual procedure of Presbytery 
at ordination. The disestablishment and 
disendowment by the Churches of England 
and Scotland received a share of attention 
—Dr. Cairns moving that the report of the 
Committee be approved of, etc. In regard 
to “the Gillespie monument dispute” the 
Synod resolved that “ they heard with sur- 
prise and regret, that Her Majesty’s Board 
of Works had refused permission toa Com- 
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mittee of the Presbytery of Dunfermline to 
erect a tablet in memory of Thomas Gilles- 

ie, the founder of the Relief Church, in 
Mee ate Abbey, with the words in the 
Inscription—** Deposed by the General As- 
sembly.” The Synod regarded that attempt 
to prevent a historical fact in the history of 
Mr. Gillespie from being recorded on the 
tablet as an act of intolerance unworthy the 
Government. 

The Election of Professors for the College 
resulted as follows :—for the Hebrew Chair, 
Mr. James A. Patterson, of Pembroke Col- 
lege, Oxford; for the Chair of Church His- 
tory, Dr. Duff, of Helensburgh ; Dr. John 
Ker, of Glasgow, was unanimously elected 
to the Chair of Practical Training. 

The Missionary Revenue of the Synod for 
1875, amounted to the large sum of $458,800 
—an increase of $118,625 over the income 
of the preceding year. 

This Church has sustained a great loss in 
the death of the Rev. Dr. Eadie, of Glasgow, 
who had attained world-wide fame by his 
invaluab‘e writings. He was never a plat- 
form man, and seldom spoke in Church 
Courts; but few men have done more to ad- 
vance the interests of true religion. Dr. 
Eadie was born in Stirlingshire, in 1813, so 
that he may be said to have gone toan early 
grave, and covered with honour. 

The union of the English Presbyterian 
Church with the United Presbyterian 
Church in England, was formally consum- 
mated at Liverpool, on the 14th June. Dr. 
Anderson, of Morpeth, was chosen first 
Moderator. It was resolved to establish a 
memorial thanksgiving fund. 


IRELAND. 


The General Assembly met in Belfast, on 
the 14th of June, in the May Street Church, 
which has now become almost historically 
associated with its deliberations. Dr. Por- 
ter, the retiring Moderator, preached the 
annual sermon, and afterwards delivered an 
interesting address, in which allusions were 
made to the prosperity of the Church. He 
was able to lay upon the table a subscrip- 
tion list for one-third the entire sum re- 
quired to build sixty or seventy new manses 
for his brethren. Since 1840, the Church 
had established no less than 138 new Con- 
gregations. Besides ten missionaries in In- 
dia, she has two in China, one in Spain, one 
in Belgium, and six labouring in ditterent 
countries among the Jews. She has also 
sent forth during the last thirty-five years 
nearly a hundred ministers to the Colonies 
of the Empire. 

Dr. Meneely was unanimously elected 
Moderator. Among the staples of debate, 
Temperance had a prominent place, aud 
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found an eloquent advocate in the person of 
Professor Smyth, a Presbyterian minister,, 
who has aseat i: the British House of Com- 
mons. The report on ‘the state of Reli- 
gion,” elicited an animated discussion. Mr. 
Macaulay, in a powerful speech came down 
upon ‘‘ professionalism” and ‘‘ sensational- 
ism, or the irreligion of the emotions,” 
which some others are also beginning to 
discover is not the religion of the Gospel of 
Jesus Christ—pure and undefiled. 

The Report on Sabbath Schools stated 
that there were 16,798 schools, 8,563 teach- 
ers, and 68,741 scholars, under the care of 
the Assembly. The Temporalities Fund, de- 
rived from the Commutation of the Regium 
Donum, exeeeds half a million pounds ster- 
ling, a sum large enough to pay each Com- 
muting minister some $340 a year. The 
Sustentation Fund had yielded about $128,- 
700—the voluntary contributions of 547 con- 
gregations—but this was considered far 
from sufficient. The average income of 
Irish Presbyterian ministers from all sour- 
ces, is only about $900. Partial endowment 
and voluntary assessment, somehow, don’t 
seem to agree overly-well together. 

Dr. Jenkins, ot Montreal, and Professor 
Gregg, of Toronto, each addressed the As- 
sembly in very impressive terms, and re- 
ceived the thanks of the Moderator, along 
with an expression of deep sympathy in 
the work of the Presbyterian Church in 
Canada. 

The Report on Foreign Missions was the 
most satistav'tory ever made to the Assem- 
bly. Instrumental music in churches 
created a stormy debate, which ended in 
the Assembly requesting ‘“‘for peace’s sake” 
that the offending harmoniums should be 
removed. $50,000 is to be added to the en- 
dowment of Belfast College. 


MISSIONARY ITEMS. 


JALNA— BetHeL.— When Mr. Narayan 
Sheshadri was in Scotland, he p!eaded ear- 
nestly on behalf of a Christian village which 
he was desirous of forming in connection 
with the mission atJalna. It was to be Be- 
thel, and to be, if possible, a model settle- 
ment. Many were deeply interested in the 
proposal, and considerable sums were sub- 
scribed to enable Mr. Narayan to carry out 
out his plans. The following statement will 
show that he has prosecuted the scheme 
with very encouraging success :— 


‘‘We have gone on steadily with laying 
out our Christian settlement. The great 
works in which our people are engaged at 
present are the church and six model houses. 
As our people don’t mean ‘to occupy the 
latter before the house of God is ready, we 
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hope that it and their dwelling houses will 
be completed simultaneously; which will 
be, I trust, about the close of this or begin- 
ning of next year, The site on which the 
church is being erected is the most conspi- 
cuous spot in the village. It is a gradual 
rising slope, and is to be seen from more 
than fifty villages all around; and when the 
belfry-tower is completed, it will have a 
most imposing appearance in the whole dis- 
trict around Jalna. 

«“We may inform our friends in distant 
countries that the church is not to be an or- 
namental one; but we hope to make it a 
plain, neat and substantial building. We 
are not to have stained windows, or doors, 
or any such things. 

“You will be gratified to hear that the 
whole property and Bethel Fund are now 

laced under trustees. All the Free Church 
of Scotland missionaries in Bombay, with 
myself, are the present trustees; and after 
we pass away, our successors are to be trus- 
tees after us. 

<< The trees I planted at Bethel more than 
a year ago, are coming up with all tropical 
luxuriance, and will begin to bear fruit in 
due season. 

<¢ T hope to send several plans of the vil- 
lage and the church to different parties who 
are interested in ourscheme as soon as they 
are ready.”—JLree Chureh Record. 


THE SUCCESS OF FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


Those who have been crying out so 
loudly concerning the want of success 
in Foreign Missions, do not know what 
they are talking about. The progress 
of the last fifty years should be sufficient 
to silence completely all such persons. 


“$In 1825, in all mission churches there 
were about 40,000 members; excepting those 
in Guiana and the West Indies, not more 
than 6,000 in all other mission churches; 
289 mission stations, 584 missionaries, 394 
native helpers, 50,000 children in mission 
schools. The whole amount contributed 
by the different missionary societies, En- 
wig Continental and American, was a 
ittle over $1,000,000. The receipts of mis- 
sionary, Bible, education and tract societies 
in 1825 were about $2,400,000; and that 
amount includes the proceeds from the 
sales of Bibles and the publications of tract 
societies. Something had been done in the 
line of Bible translations. Dr. Morrison 
had completed his translation of the Scri- 
tures into Chinese. The British and Foreign 
Bible Societiy ‘had aided directly or indi- 
rectly in the printing or distributing of 
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reprints in forty languages or dialects, five 
re-translations; and Bibles, or portions of 
them, in fifty-six new languages or dialects.’ 

‘¢In 1875 there were in the mission chur- 
ches, besides all who had gone to glory, 
five hundred thousand members. The 
number of ordained missionaries is 2,800; 
of native labourers 19,000. There are now in 
mission schools nearly five hundred thou- 
sand children. The average annual con- 
tributions for foreign Missions may be set 
down at $6,000,000. In 1825, the number 
of copies of the Bible, or of portions of the 
Bible, insued by the Bible Society, was 
about 4,000,000 ; in 1875 the number reached 
nearly 130,000,000. ‘The number of versions 
of the sacred Scriptures is now about 300, 
including with the dominant languages the 
various dialects. Fifty years ago there 
were only four foreign missionary societies 
on this continent; now there are eighteen.’, 


Surely the Church has the greatest 
encouragement to continue to pray, give, 
and labour in this cause, and the world 
has reason to rejoice also, since every 
advance in foreign missionary work di- 
rectly increases the commerce, and adds 
to the knowledge of the world, and also 
introduces the arts and industries of 
civilized life, where they have been pre- 
viously unknown.—PreEsBy. BANNER. 


MuisceLLANEA. 


‘¢rHE JUST SHALL LIVE BY FAITH.” 


This great cardinal truth of the 
Christian religion will for ever be asso- 
ciated, in a special manner, with that 
wonderful man who was the instrument, 
in the hands of God, of kindling anew 
the torch of revealed truth in the 
sixteenth century, when it had well-nigh 
been extinguished. 

In the ‘‘ Homes and haunts of Luther,” 
by Dr. Stoughton, we read that a debate 
was arranged between Carlstadt (a friend 
of Luther’s) and one Dr. Eck—a strong 
advocate of the popedom,—on certain 
propositions that had been published by 
the former. This dispute branched into 
a further dispute between Hck and Lu- 
ther. After a week’s controversy on 
Free-will between Hck and Carlstadt, a 
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discussion ensued between Luther and 
Eek. We quote the following from the 
volume to which we have referred :— 
‘‘ When Luther met Eck in debate they 
occupied two pulpits, Luther carrying a 
noseyay in his hand. They continued 
for four days debating upon the supre- 
macy of the Dope, purgatory, indulgences, 
and absolution. When Hck had _ pro- 
pounded his theses as to the Church and 
its visible head, Luther replied :—‘ The 
head of the Church militant is Jesus 
Christ Himself, and nota man. This I 
hold in virtue of God’s own testimony 
Christ, saith the Scriptures, must reign 
till He hath put all enemies under his 
feet. Let us not listen to those who 
would confine Obrist to the Church 
triumphant in Heaven. His reign isa 
reign of faith. We see not our Head, 
yet we have Him.’ With such incisive 
words, Luther, at one stroke, cut through 
sophistries touching the Pope’s headship 
or vice-gerency.”’ 

Some few years before this he had 
visited Rome. Many of our readers are, 
no doubt, familiar with the story of his 
creeping up -Pilate’s Staircase, and the 
results that were fraught with such bles- 
sing, not only to Luther himself, but, 
through him, to the Church of God in 
all lands and all ages to come. We give 
a portion of the striking narrative in 
which Dr. Merle d’Aubiené, in his 
“History of the Reformation,” relates 
this crisis in Luther’s life history :— 

‘“This journey to Rome was most 
important to Luther, not only in regard 
to learning, but in another respect. At 
first he gave himself up to all the vain 
observances which the Church enjoined 
for the expiation of sin. One day, 
wishing to obtain an indulgence promised 
by the “Pope to all who should ascend on 
their knees what is called Pilate’s Stair- 
case, the poor Saxon monk was humbly 
creeping up those steps, which he was 
told had been miraculously transported 
from Jerusalem to Rome. But while he 
was performing this meritorious act, he 
thought he heard a voice of thunder 
crying from the bottom of his heart, as 
at Wittemberg and Bologna, ‘ The just 
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shall live by faith. These words, that 
twice before had struck him like the 
voice of an angel from God, resounded 
unceasingly and powerfully within him. 
He rises in amazement from the steps up 
which he was dragging his body : he 
shudders at himself; he 1s ashamed of 
seeing to what a depth superstition had 
plunged him. He flies from the scene 
of his folly. 

‘-¢Phis proverful text had a mysterious 
influence on the life of Luther. 1t was 
a creative sentence both for the reformer 
and for the Reformation. It was in 
these words God then said, ‘ Let there be 
light and there was light.’ 

“At the very moment when Luther 
uprose from his knees on Pilate’s Stair- 
case, In agitation and amazement at 
those words which Paul had addressed 
fifteen centuries before to the inhabitants 
of that metropolis, Truth—till then a 
melancholy. captive, and fettered in the 
Church—uprose also to fall no more. 

‘We should here listen to what Luther 
himself says on the matter. ‘ Although 
I was a holy and blameless monk, my 
conscience was nevertheless full of trouble 
and anguish. I could not endure those 
words—the righteousness of God. I had 
no love for that holy and just God who 
punishes sinners. I was filled with 
secret anger against Him :—I hated Him, 
because, not content with frightening by 
the law and the miseries of life us wret- 
ched sinners, already ruined by original 
sin, He still further increased our tortures 
by the Gospel.... 

“But when, by the Spirit of God, I 
understood these words —when [I learnt 
how the justification of the sinner pro- 
ceeds from the free mercy of our Lord 
through faith, then I felt born again like 
a new man; I entered through the open 
door into the very paradise of God. 
Henceforward, also, I saw the beloved 
and Holy Scriptures with other eyes. 
I perused the Bible, —I brought together 
a great number of passages that taught 
me the nature of God's work. And as 
previously I had detested with all my 
heart these words,—The righteousness of 
God,—I began from that hour to value 
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them and to love them, as the sweetest 
and most consoling words in the Bible. 
In very truth, this language of St Paul 
was to me the true gate of Paradise.’”’ 


ONE SItEEP SHORT. 


Richard Weaver, the illiterate but 
eloquent exhorter, in one of his addresses 
to his fellow-workingmen, of England, 
gives a piquant paraphrase of the para- 
ble of the Lost Sheep. It begins some- 
what in this fashion : 

‘‘ Here’s a shepherd owns a hundred 
sheep. Well, at night he counts e’em, 
and he makes one short. He goes over 
them again, and makes only ninety nine. 
He goes in to his wife, who is sitting by 
the kitchen fire, waiting for him to come 
to supper— Why, lass, theres ene sheep 
short! Poor thing! it must have got 
over the wall !”’ 

We are often reminded of Weaver’s 
homely phrase, “There’s one sheep short.” 
The pastor looks over his prayer-meeting 
week after week, for Brother A , who 
used to be a foremost man in giving life 
and fervour to the meeting: Brother 
A ’s seat is vacant, and it leaves a 
great gap. He has got so immersed that 
he comes home “ too utterly fagged out 
to go to meeting’’—although he does 
manage to talk business all the evening 
with his neighbours, or to get out to some 
social gathering. His heart piety has 
run down below zero. That’s the real 
trouble. When the Master looks over 
the fleck of his blood-bought followers in 
their gathering for pasturage and prayer 
he finds one sheep short. Perhaps the 
reader Anows something about such a 
stray sheep. : 

The Sunday School Superintendent 
has a heart-ache nearly every Sabbath 
when he surveys his fold. Yonder is a 
neglected class who sit idle, with no one 
to look after them, unless an extra labour- 
er happens to be present. That class is 
getting demoralized, and will soon scatter. 
For some time there has been “ one sheep 
short’’ ‘That absent teacher might not 
like to be called a backsider; but it is 
one of the surest symptoms of something 


in the heart when work for the Lord 
comes to be shirked on slight pretences. 
The sorest discouragements which pastors 
and superintendents feel are caused by 
the wandering sheep. 

Happy the family.in which there is 
not even one sheep short! Sometimes 
there is a wayward boy who never gets 
home to evening prayers. He is off at 
the billiard-saloon or at the theatre. Some- 
times his breath betrays the bottle. 
That empty chair at family worship has 
caused many a heart-ache; prayers hover 
around it, and parental faith still hopes 
to see the wanderer brought back, Hold 
on, father! mother! don’t give up! 
Don’t be harsh, and speak roughly. 
Remember, that toward Jesus himself 
you were once just such a wanderer. He 
came to seek and save you; and your 
patient love and prayers may yet rescue 
your erring boy. 

These are the times for going after the 
wanderers. Hvery church has too many 
of them. Nearly every family has some 
unconverted soul, or some backslider 
from Christ among its circle of kindred. 
What meaneth that bleating which you 
hear ? 

We know of many a home flock where 
there is ‘‘one lamb short.” Jesus the 
Good Shepherd hath taken it to the 
fields of light. That empty crib is sacred 
now ; for beside it faith hath seen Jesus, 
for the first time, through eyes washed 
with tears, Such bereavemcnts do not: 
sunder home flocks. . They often unite 
the household in the Shepherd’s ever- 
lasting fold.—Pres. Banner.

SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 


It is hard to row against the stream. 
The late Mr. Gordon, a representative 
elder of the Church, who also represented 
the constituency of North Ontario in the 
House of Commons at Ottawa, exper- 
ienced this a short time ago when he 
moved for a committee of the whole to 
consider certain resolutions pledging the 
government to ensure, as far as lay in 
their power, the strict observance of the 
Lord’s Day throughout the length and 
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breadth of the land. The following is 


one of the resolutions : 

«© 3. That in the opinion of this House 
there should be an entire closing and 
cessation of labour on all canals, railways 
and other public works which are under the 
control of the Dominion Government, dur- 
ing the twenty-four hours comprehended in 
the Lord’s Day—save and except only such 
services as may be of absolute and unavoid- 
able necessity.” 

Mr. Gordon supported his motion 
manfully, and at considerable length, but 
though the tide was against him, he 
had not reason to regret having called 
attention to the subject. He gota re- 


spectful hearing, and elicited from the: 


Premier an expression of opinion favour- 
able to his own views. The discussion 


will do good.

HymMn WRITERS. 


From GREENLAND’S Icy MounrTAINS ; pre- 
iminently ‘the Missionary Hymn,” was 
written nearly fifty years ago under the fol- 
lowing circumstances :—Sermons on behalf 
of the Society for the propagation of the 
Gospel in Foreign parts were to be preached 
on a certain Sunday in the town of Wrex- 
ham, North Wales. The parish clerk, to 
whom belonged in those times the selection 
of the psalmody, came in very disconsolate 
to the Vicar and told him there was no 
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hymn suitable for such a subject in hiscol- 
lection. The son-in-law of the Vicar hap- 
pened at the time to be visiting him, turning 
to whom the Vicar said; ‘‘ you are a bit of 
of a poet, you see the distress of my clerk: 
I wish you would relieve him by writing a 
hymn for this occasion.”?” The young man 
retired to a corner of the room and in an 
hour and a half produced this hymn which 
was put into print and sung the next Sab- 
bath. Twenty years afterwards the original 
manuscript was found in a lumber room of 
the old vicarage, bearing the author’s name 
‘*REGINALD HEBER.’ Heber became 
Bishop of Calcutta in 1823. He was found 
dead in his bath on the 2nd April, 1826, and 
was then only in his forty-third year—a 
period too short to have developed those 
talents and virtues which, as one of his ad- 
mirers in India remarked, rendered his 
course in life, from the moment he was 
crowned with Academical honours till the 
day of his death, one track of light, the ad- 
miration of Britain and India. 


“ Jusus oF NazaReETH PassetTH Bry.” 


The Rey. E. Payson Hammond gives in 
the Advance the genesis of this popular hymn. 
It was written by a Miss Campbell who was 
present at a powerful revival of religion, 
where R. G. Pardee spoke on the answer 
given to blind Bartimeus as recorded in Luke 
18: 37. Mr. Hammond finding they went 
very well to the tune “Sweet Hour of 
Prayer,” printed them. He tells this inci- 
dent as an illustration of the awakening 
power of the hymn: 

I remember that a gambler came into a 
phe meeting, which crowded a Congre- 
gational church in Lockport, N. Y. While 
we were signing that hymn, and at the close 
of it, though it was the first meeting he had 
attended, he arose and with tears streaming 
down his cheeks, begged the Christians 
to pray for him. Harnest prayer at once 
ascended in his behalf, and it was answered. 


Tue Ninety and Nine.—The history of 
the song which Mr. Sankey sings so often, 
“¢ The Ninety and Nine,” is curious. It ori- 
ginally appeared in the corner of an Ameri- 
can newspaper, from the pen of Miss E. C. 
Clephane. When Mr. Sankey was amon 
the Scottish Highlanders he tried to find 
some hymn peculiarly suited to the pastoral 
tastes of his auditors, who were mainly 
shepherds. He discovered these lines in 
the Rock, an English evangelical newspaper. 
He then adapted them to a wild plaintive 
air, and they soon sang themselves into the 
hearts, not only of rustic Highlanders, but 
of lords and ladies in fastidious London.

Everything that comes from the pen of 
Dr. Patton is instructive, and this bo: k is 
no exception. The mechanical execution is 
highly ereditable to the Canadian press. 
We make the following extract :— 


** George Muller and the Bristol Orphan 
Houses. The wonderful story of M: ller, in 
his connection with the Bristol] Orplaan 
Houses, is before the world. In his last 
annual report, we find Mr. Muller saying: 
“¢ What cannot God do in answer to believ- 
ing, expecting prayer? I have walked, by 
God’s grace, in this happy road for forty- 
five years and six months, out of the forty- 
nine years and eight months during which 
I have been a believer; and on these priaci- 
ples,—‘‘ Trust in the living God and pray- 
er,” this institution has been carried on for 
forty-one years, and without applying to 
any one Il have received, simply in answer 
to believing prayer, the sum of £665,000 
($3,325,000).”? The results from the use of 
this money he gives as follows: 46,400 
persons taught in schools wholly sustained, 
besides tens of thousands in other schools 
assisted; 96.000 Bibles, above 247,000 Tes- 
taments, and 180,000 smaller portions of 
the Scriptures, circulated; above 53,500,- 
000 tracts and books, in various languages, 
distributed ; many missionaries, of late 
years over 170 annually, assisted ; 4,677 
orphans cared for; and five large houses 
built, «ta cost of $575,000, able to accom- 
modate 2,050 orphans. 

THE PRESBYTERIAN QUARTERLY AND 
Princeton Review for July, is an exceed- 
ingly good number, and readable, even 
these Joga s. ‘The formation of our 
Standards,’ by Dr. Bittinger, is not only 
opportune, it is really a valuable article, 
founded on ‘* The Minutes of the Sessions 
of the Westminster Assembly of Divines,” 
recently re-published, and, ES the way, a 
most interesting volume. The Assembly 
of Divines appea:s from accurate calcula- 
tions to have been engaged in their great 
work, which was intended to give peace and 
security to three kirks and kingdoms, for the 
long period of five years, six months, and 
twenty-two days. It numbered from first to 
last about «ne hundred and s venty-five 
members,many of whom it must be admitted 
were notoriously irregular in their attend- 
ance. Bevdlaitis predominance,” says the 
writer,‘‘lies on the surface of these minutes.” 
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Rutherford, Gillespie, and Alexander Hen- 
derson, were the representative men of the 
Northern kingdom, if not the ruling spirits 
of the Assembly, and the last named, with- 
out doubt, the guiding genius of the Scot- 
tish Communion. Although we have here 
only a glance at the details, we are enabled 
to form some estimate of the labours of 
this body of noble, learned, courageous, and 
God-fearing men who, subject to differences, 
and, at times, to sad divisions among them- 
selves, toiled on incessantly : nder grave 
disabilities. ‘* Their work was a grand one 
in its aim and result, and yet was, in some 
sense, a failure. It was done on Hnglish 
soil, and by English hands, and yet was not 
an English product: nor was it ever accept- 
ed by the English people.” But for all that,. 
the Confession of Faith, and the Larger 
and Shorter Catechisms exert a more pow- 
erful influence in the direction of Christian 
teaching and belief than perhaps any other 
Protestant Symbol. There are other first- 
rate articles in the Review, such as ‘ Cal- 
vinism and American Independence,” by 
Mr. Balch; “Christian Apologetics,” by 
Henry B Smith; “ The Decay of the Turk- 
ish Empire’’—well worth a perusal at this 
particular time, end ‘* The Phil sophical 
Method in the Study and Teaching of Hrg- 
lish,” by Professor Hunt, of Princeton.

Go Forwarp !—It is said that when 
the late Bishop Cummins was near his 
end, and was asked what message he had 
to send to the church over which he was 
the senior officer and of which he was the 
founder, he answered,—‘‘ TELL THEM 
TO GO FORWARD AND DO A GRAND 
worK!” ‘Sublime and devout words 
are these !,” says thé Christian at work. 
And so they are. Would God that every 
minister, and every Elder, and Deacon, 
and every other otflce-bearer of the Pres- 
byterian Church in Canada might take 
up the battle-cry, and wave the answer 
back to Heaven ‘‘ By Thy Grace we will ! 
Oh, for more enthusiasm and earnestness, 
in the pulpit and in the pew, in the lec- 
ture room and at the prayer meeting, at 
the family altar, and in the closet! Reli- 
gion is either every thing or it is nothing,” 
said Robert Haldane, when he first vave 
himself to the Lord. ‘If it is every 
thing, then surely no sacrifice I can make 
for it can be too great: if it is nothing, 
then, let me have done with it.” How 
is it with those of us who have made “a 
profession ” of religion. We say ‘ Lord, 
Lord !”” What have we done for our 
Lord and Master ? 


“I gave my life for thee, 

My precious blood I shed, 
That thou might’st ransomed be, 
And quickened from the dead. 

I gave, I gave my life for thee: 
What has thou given for me ? 


Oh! let thy life be given, 
Thy tears that yet remain, 
World fetters all be riven, 
Give me thy joy and pain;

GRAND GIVING. — Generous giving 
ought to be ranked among “ the graces.” 
It is sufficiently rare to be remarkable, 
and, when it does appear, it is beautiful 
to look upon. The Presbyterian Board 
of Missions in the United States was 
lately in need of money, and, in the pres- 
sure of ‘“‘hard times,” did not know where 
to get it, when one day a gentleman un- 
expectedly walked into the Secretary’s 
ofice and handed him a check for ten 
thousand dollars. He explained, by 
saying that he had intended to make a 
bequest of that amount to the Board, and 
had indeed mentioned it in his will: but, 
on reflection, and in view of the fact that 

he money was badly wanted, he had 
concluded to try the pleasure of being 
his own executor to that extent. 


We would be afraid to name the exact 
amount that Dr. McCosh has received 
towards the maintenance and endowment 
of Princeton College since he became 
President, eight years ago ; but we are 
quite safe in saying that it has not fallen 
short of $1,500,000. The Presbyterian 
Church of England is reaping the fruits 
of the interest excited by the late Union, 
in large donations of money given to 
forward the work of the church. Among 
those already announced is the gift of 
$50,000 from Mr. Robert Barbour, of 
Manchester, to found a professorship in 
the Presbyterian Uollege,Queen’s Square, 
London. 


A fine illustration of how this sort of 
thing becomes contagious came to light 
the other day in Toronto, during the sit- 
tings of the Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation. A sum of $20,000 was wanted 
to prosecute a certain department of 
christian work. On the question being 
asked how much of that sum had already 
been subscribed, the answer was $5,095. 
Mr. Hall, of New York, then said his 
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city would add $3,000 to that amount. 
Mr. John McDonald, of Toronto said he 
would be one of ten to subscribe $1 000, 
provided that nine others would do the 
same within ten minutes. The amount 
was subscribed on the spot, am five 
minutes. By this we are reminded of 
the saying attributed to the late Dr. 
Cooke, of Belfast. A missionary meet- 
ing had been held in his church. «Un the 
following morning, as he was pacing down 
the street, he was met by a parishioner to 
whom he gave a glowing description of 
the interest awakened at the meeting. and 
instanced the case of an individual, 
hitherto notorious for his parsimony in 
regard to such matters, who had actually 
been influenced by the eloquence of the 
speakers to contribute a larger amount 
then any other in the assemblage. His 
friend at first appeared incredulous. On 
second thoughts he exclaimed,—‘* Why, 
the man must be mad” “If such be 
the case replied the Doctor,”’ all I have 
to say about it is, that J hope he will bite 
every member of my congregution.” 


To wHom IT may ConceRN.—Ocea- 
sionally it falls to us to take up ‘‘ the 
collection.’” Un a recent Sabbath we 
noticed in envlope on the plate with 
this inscription,—‘‘ D. J. C.’s usual con- 
tribution for six weeks in the country,

to a numerous class of church goers who, 
while enjoying a time of refreshing at 
the sea-coast, or el-ewhere, forget, some- 
times, that the expenses of their own 
congregation are all the while running on. 
A very large sum is annually lost to the 
church, sin ply because very few take so 
conscientious a view of the matter as this 
D.J.C. Do our iriends see the point 
quite clearly ?

Rev. ALEXANDER N. SoMMERVILLE. 


“Was na that a sermon ? yon’s a work- 
man that needeth not be ashamed !”’ So 
said a venerable lady who had seen four- 
score summers and listened to many ex- 
cellent sermons, as she was leaving the 
door of St. Paul’s Church, Montreal, one 
of these terribly hot sabbaths in July last. 
The subject of this well-deserved en- 
comium was the Rev. Alex Sommerville, 
mini-ter of Anderston Tree Church, 
Glasgow, one of the most remarkable 
preachers of the day, whose reputation 
as a laborious and succe-sful evangelist 
is known in many lands. Since the 
rising of our General Assembly, to which 
he came as a delegate from the Free 
Church of Scotland, Mr. S. has visited 
many of the towns and villages of Western 
Canada — everywhere preaching the 
Gospel of the Kingdom with a power and 
The 
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snow-white locks falling upon his should- 
ers give Mr. Sommerville a venerable 
appearance. But bis years are only sixty 
two and a half. On the pulpit stool he 
seems a giant. When he descends into 


the common arena, he is like other men, | 


of medium height, with a _ benignant 
countenanve and a soft tranquil eye. 
But, when warmed with his subject, the 
countenance glows with enthusiasm, the 
eye flashes fire, every muscle of the body 
does duty; he speaks from the heart, 
and, every word he utters, goes to the 
heart So soon as it was known that he 
intended to visit Montreal, arrangements 
were mude to give him a fitting reception. 
A prayer mecting was announced in 
Knox Church on the Saturday evening 
of his arrival; this was well attended, 
and earnest supplication was made that 
the blessing of God might attend his 
ministrations in this city. He officiated 
three times on the Sabbath to large au- 
diences, and twice on the four succeeding 
days. Every appesrance which he made 
served to increase the interest occasioned 
by his visit, and to swell the numbers 
who flocked to listen to him. At the 
fareweil meeting held in the American 
Presbyterian Church the admission was 
by ticket. and so great was the press that 
the large edifice could not nearly contain 
the mu'titude who came to hear him. 
The lecture on this occasion was specially 
intended for young men. The subject 
of discourse was, ‘‘ the fiery furnace,” 
described in the third ch pter of Daniel, 
which was pourtrayed in a manner never 
to be forgotten by those who were pre 
sent. It we were to express a preference 
for any one of Mr. Sommerville’s ad- 
dresses in Montreal, though it is difficult 
to do so, we would name the discourse 
delivered by him in the Coté Street 
Church on the Wednesday evening, from 
these words,— 


Verily, verily, I say unto you, he that 
penne tt on me hath everlasting life. John 
47. 


We do not profess to report what was 
said on thut occasion. but only to jot down 
one or two leading thoughts which may 
help to preserve the recollection of an 


admirable address in the minds of some 
of our readers who had the privilege of 
listening to it. 


Everlasting life! Is such a thing to be 
had? How and where is it to be obtained? 
These are questions of transcendant impor- 
tance, and such as a large claxs of peuple, 
who are ina state of anxiety regarding their 
spiritual condition in the sight of Gud, are 
constantly asking themselves. The text, 
when carefully considered and_ properly 
understood, supplies a satisfactory answer. 


Here are two subjects of self examination 
(1) ** He that believeth on me.” Do you 
believe on Jesus Christ? * Oh, yes!”’ you 
say; ‘at least [ hopeI do. Indeed, I am 
persuaded that Ido. I would not for all I 
possess say aught to the contrary.” Very 
well; are you prepared to take the next 
step in this transaction? (2) ‘‘ Hath ever- 
lasting life’? Have you the assurance that 
you possess everlasting life? “Ah! that is 
another thing,” L fancy I hear you say.” If 
I could say that, my happiness would in- 
deed be complete, but, that is just the point 
upon which I am perplexed. I do wish I 
eould claim for myself this great boon of 
everlasting life, but I do not see how I can 
do so without being chargeable with great 
presumption.” But, dont you percieve, the 
two things are indissolub!y connected in the 
text.” What therefore God hath joined 
together, let not man put a-under.” Believe 
in me, Jesus says, and you have everlasting 
life. If you do wot consciously possess 
everlasting life, why then, you do not be- 
lieve in Jesus Christ. There is no possibi- 
lity of explaining away that logic. Beltef 
in Christ, and everlasting life, are two 
golden links welded together by God, and 
just because men try to separate these links, 
and to place between them something of 
their own, arises the chief difficulty in com- 
ing to a right conclusion on this matter. 
Their Christian experience, their feelings, 
their good works, taeir faith, most needs 
be made connecting links between God’s 
arrangement and that which would satisfy 
them. 


Your salvation is not made dependent 
upon your experiences, your feeliigs, your 
doings; no, not even upon your faith. 
What! does not the text say that everlast- 
ing life comes of believing in Christ? Grant- 
ed. But, here is the point of the argument, 
—youare not to be saved on account of your 
faith in Christ, but it is CHRrist on whom 
you believe that saves you. By way of 
illustration, suppose a man taken ill with 
a grievous malady. Call it neuralgia. He 
is nearly distracted with pain. A friend 
comes to see him; asks what is the matter? 
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<<T’m like to go out of my judgment,”’ says 
the man, ‘with this dreadful neuralgia.” 
His friend procures for him a bottle of ex- 
tract; if he will only take a little, it may 
cure him. He takes the prescribed quan- 
tity; he repeats the dose: by and by, to his 
great relief, and astonishment, he finds a 
complete cure has been effected. Now, 
don’t you see, it was not the taking of the 
extract that cured the man, it was the ex- 
tract which was taken. And so we come to 
understand a little more clearly what faith 
is, and what it can do for us. My faith, be 
it the very best kind of faith, is, after alla 
poor weak thing, and, just because it is my 
faith, it can never save me. If I am to be 
saved it must be by something that is not 
my own. So then faith is the hand that 
takes hold of the atoning sacrifice. By the 
blood of Jesus Christ alone is the remission 
of sins. 

But when should a man begin to realize 
the possession of everlasting life. At the 
moment of his conversion: instantly. He 
that believeth hath—it is not said that he 
shall have, or that he may have, but he has 
it already. And why? manifestly, because 
to believe in Jesus Christ is to have Him in 
you the hope of glory, and, to have him is 
to have everlasting life, for, Christ 7s, him- 
self, the Everlasting Life. 

Some of our readers remember the beau- 
tiful iJlustration with which the discourse 
was closed. ‘Sometimes as I have been 
walking from my own church to my house 
In a distant part of the city, of a bright 
starry night, gazing with admiring wonder 
upon that innumerable host which studs 
the galaxy in our northern skies, and which 
are familiarly known to us as the fixed 
stars, I have given full rein to my imagina- 
tion, and, as I looked at Sirius and Orion 
and Aldebaran and Arcturus, and the 
Pleiades with their sweet influence, the 
thought has often occurred to me,—What, 
if God saw fit so to change the relative 
positions of these shining orbs as that they 
should be grouped together in the form of 
letters and words. And suppose this sen- 
tence thus written across the sky in res- 
plendant letters of stars so that every eye 
could see them,—** VERILY. VERILY.I.say. 
UnTO.You.HE.THAT. BELIEVETH.IN.MS. HATH. 
EVERLASTING.LIFE.” What a commotion it 
would make! All the astronomers in the 
world would be at their wits’-end, and 
people every where would be struck with 
amazement. But, astounding though it 
may seem, God has written that sentence in 
infinitely grander characters than in letters 
of stars. Wherearethey to found? Here, in 
His word. WhatdolI read? These Heavens 
and this earth shall pass away, but THE 
WORD OF THE LORD ENDURETH FOR EVER. 
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CuurcH MEMBERSHIP, DOES IT MEAN 
ANYTHING ? 


It once did. It meant not words but 
deeds, God-ward and man-ward. Now, it 
means with not a few, much less than a 
Benefit Club, or Free Masonry. Look 
at that congregation of two, three, four, 
or five hundred members, many of them 
rich in this world’s goods, many of them 
with time hanging heavily on their hands: 
all of them well-dressed. Theoretically, 
that is a company of Christ’s labourers, 
and the field is the world. What is the 
net result of their work ? Theoretically, 
that is one of Christ’s regiments, and the 
enemy is attacking at every point. How 
many of these enlisted and sworn soldiers 
get wounded in the fight ? Theoretically, 
that is the body of Christ, and every one 
members one of another, In practice, how 
many of them give, even on Communion 
Sabbath, the price of a bonnet or the cost’ 
of a dinner party for their brothers and 
sisters who have become poor ? 


My friends, we de not mean to be in- 
consistent. It must be that we do not 
think about it. But, whatever the cause, 
there is something radically wrong in the 
way we have degraded church-member- 
ship into an empty form. According to 
the mind of Christ. it means business. 
According to our practice, it means some- 
thing so paltry that we might as well call 
it nothing. 


Our Church has about 650 ministers 
and at least 100,000 members—now what 
does a church exist for? Internally, to 
foster christian life, to refine christian 
character and develope it to all its right- 
ful issues; to cultivate the communion 
of saints, to care for the poor and the 
bereaved, to bear the burdens of the 
weak, and reclaim the erring. HExternal- 
ly, to seek and save souls, by preaching 
the good news, to send the message to 
those who have not heard it; to build 
up the Kingdom of Christ at home, and 
to extend it abroad. How some of those 
objects are being Carried out, we cannot 
judge. No statistics can measure the 
highest spiritual work. But, as to others, 
we can judge. The results are tabulated, 
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and the Lord has said “ by their fruits 
ye shall know them.” 

Look then on this picture and un that. 
On the one side is an army with 600 re- 
giments, boasting illustrious memories, 
an invincible general, good officers, 
soldiers from the first races of earth, and 
a complete equipment. What a brave 


army! And it knows it! you can hear 


talk of its ancestors, of its glorious blue 
flag, of its present strength, and of the 
loud call now made upon it to show the 


mettle of its pastors. On the other side 


is a picture of what it has done during 
the past year. To this latter picture [ 
would call attention in three or four 
articles ; not that the canvass is so large, 
but that the Recorp is small. 
CuaptTeR I. Concerning the Poor. 


Those who joined the church at first 


had all things common. They sold 


their possessions and goods and _part- 


ed them to all as every man had 
need. Neither was there any among 
them that lacked. Distribution was made 
by the church unto every man according 
as he had need. 
Antioch heard that there was going to be 
a great dearth throughout all the world, 
they sent relief—every man according to 
his (real) ability, unto the brethren 
which dwelt in Judea. When the church 
was nearly split into two by one of Paul’s 
innovations, the General Assembly at 
Jerusalem after much debate agreed to 
overlook the heresy, but they would not 
overlook the cause of the poor; deciding 
only, testifies Paul, that we should re- 
member the poor, the same, he adds, 
which I also was forward to do. Yes, 
indeed ; no one who reads your letters to 
the Komans and Corinthians, and the 
history you have given us by Luke will 
doubt that. While the poor were thus 
cared for, the bereaved were made a 
special charge, widows’ were susteined 
at the expense of the church, and out of 
the body a certain number were enrolled 
either to act as deaconnesses, or to be 
made a permanent charge on the funds, 
and to enjoy certain privileges by reason 
of their long previous services. 

How is it now? Look at the statistics

When the disciples of 
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of the church. I shall not quote cases. 
Some congregations ‘ have no poor.” 
They have got quite beyond the prophe- 
cy of Jesus who said, the poor ye shall 
always have with you, the poor shall 
never cease out of the land. ()ther con- 
gregations, with hunireds of members, 
give us much as would sustain a widow 
and her three or four orphans. Persons 
in good circumstances once sat in the 
pews. Hard times came, or the bread- 
winner was taken away. For a time. the 
family struggled to keep up their connec- 
tion with the church. Perhaps the ses- 
sion helped once or twice to pay the 
quarter’s rent, but the help was not given 
very freely nor very tenderly ; and s0, 
after a little, widows and orphans fell 
away to swell the number of ‘the lapsed,” 
and gladly the pew was let to some others 
to be kept by them as long as they hap- 
pen to be in good circumstances. Fancy 
any one now selling his possessions and 
goods that the church might give to 
those that lack! He would be considered 
a lunatic. How many congregations 
have built little cottages to house their 
‘decayed’? members! How many of the 
rich give a thousand dollars a year for 
the support of poor widows and orphans! 
No, for is it not better that a christian 
should spend the money on a carriage, or 
otherwise on self, pleading perhaps that 
it is all done to encourage carriage-build- 
ing. “Given to hospitality,’ ‘be not 
forgetful to entertain strangers,” thus 
apostles speak. ‘‘ Entertaining ”’ of course 
means not a share of your ordinary fare, 
and a room in your magnificent mansion; 
but a dinner that fatigues host and guest. 

The church elects elders and deacons, 
and it gives them from fifty to five hun- 
dred dollars (very seldom so much) to 
spend on the poor of the flock. As far 
as the poor are concerned, that’s what 


church-membership means.

“If any man will be my disciple, let 
him take up his cross and come after 


Me.” * Let him take up his cross daily, 
and follow Me.”

New Kincardine, July 27. 


‘«*The work goes on steadily and surely, 
although this is the most trying part of the 
year to the colonists. Weare building our 
schools without funds and with sore effort. 
No loan can be had as yet. The people 
look to me to lead them out safe in every 
extremity. Really I cannot see them in 
distress, if I can at all help. I believe I 
will yet have to risk my salary to get the 
school houses ready for use. We must va- 
cate the old schools, as they are private 
log-barns, needed for harvest. We cannot 
let the schools sink altogether. Just now 
they are the key to success. Jill they are 
built, a church is out of the question. You 
can scarcely realize my almost despairing 
labour, to eke out the patience and enter- 
prise of the colonists, in their present ex- 
tremity. If the crops should escape trost,. 
the colony will be saved, but if not, it will 
probably be scattered. 

Yet a good work is going on. There are 
anxious enquirers. Ihe meetings are full 
and fervent; the congregations willing and 
obedient; and the four schools in active 
operation. Pray fur us as we for you.”

CHILDREN’S MEMORIAL FUND— 
LOWER PROVINCKS. 


Epitor Recorp :—I acknowledge receipt 
in this month’s Record of $337.23, being 
the contributions of fifieen Sabbath Schools, 
and a class, in response to the Montreal 
circular to commemorate the Union by a. 
Special contribution to missions. In other 
words ‘God has done something special for 
us’’ say these Sabbath Schools, ‘‘and we 
would express our gratitude by doing some- 
thing special for his cause.” 

Evidently those who have given intend it 
as a contribution over and above their 
usual gifts. They are not the ones to give 
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jess for support of “the Dayspring” and of 
Trinidad Mission Teachers. 

Better still, the money given was their 
own. The second ccntribution I received 
was from the Fort Massey Sabbath School, 
and a note, from Mr. J. McIntosh, the act- 
ing superintendent, informed me that the 
contributions, with scarcely an exception, 
had been earned by special efforts of the 
hildren themselves, and many ingenious 
and interesting aie of making and saving 
money by the sabbath scholars were men- 
tioned. We learned the same of the St. 
Matthew’s and other collections, so that we 
know that this feature is common to nearly 
all of them. Now, if this spirit and style of 
giving goes round the whole circle, whether 
the sum raised be great or small a blessing 
will go with it. 

And why should it not go round? The 
object is good, the money is very much 
needed, for our Missionary Treasuries are 
empty, both Kast and West, and why should 
not the willing cooperation of our sabbath 
scholars be encouraged ? It must be admit- 
ted it did not originate with the General 
Assembly ! It commenced with warm hearts 
and earnest workers in Montreal, and your 
last number shows how they are following 
up their circular by sending in their cash, 
and why should not other cities, towns and 
villages carry on the enterprise? If only 
afew congreyations here and there move, 
and five tines the number decline, the effect 
will be injurious in many ways which I 
shall not particularize. Ou the otber hand, 
a little promptitude and push on the part of 
Pastors, Superintendents and Teachers, 
might put this matter through during Sep- 
tember and October, and thus the way 
would be left clear for other efforts. 

Ifthe 15 or 16 heard from lave given over 
$300, (I speak of the Maritime Provinves) 
what would the unreported 140 give ? 
Those reporting themseive~ gave at an 
average of over $20 each. Hf others give 
at an average of half that sum, the result 
will be cver $1700 as a whole, out of which, 
@ handsome yift might be imparted to some 
necessitous districts in the Dominion, and 
another to meet some clamant demand 
from our Foreign Missionaries.

KNOX COLLEGE STUDENTS’ MISSIONARY 
SOCIETY. 


This Society consists of all the Students 
connected with Knox College, Toronto, who 
are studying with a view to the ministry of 
the Presbyterian Church in Canada. Its 
objéct is to support the means of grace to 
some of the more neglected outlying dis- 
tricts of Canada. The expenses of the So- 
ciety are defrayed by means of voluntary 
contributions, obtained by the members of 
the Society from its many friends. The 
Society is encouraged by the fact, that, al- 
most every year, some of its fields reach 
such a position as to take their place among 
the regular mission stations of the Church. 
Most of the reports from the fields for the 
past year are very satisfactory, though sume, 
owing chiefiy to the continued depression in 
the lumber trade, are not up to former years, 
financialiy. There were not wanting, how- 
ever, in all the fields, indications that the 
efforts of the Society were blessed for good. 
Last year nine Missionaries were «employed, 
and occupied as niany separate fields. The 
fields are as follows :—(1.) Waubaushene, 
Port Severn, and Sturgeon Bay; (2.) Parry 
Sound; (3.) Manitoulin [sland, (two fields) ; 
(5.) Muskoka; (6.) North Hastings, (two 
fields); (8.) Biytheswood and Leamington ; 
(9.) Manituba. Ju these nine fields the Gos- 
pel was preached at upwards of furty reyu- 
Jar stations, and occasionally at others, to 
an average attendance of 1,600. Bible 
Classes, Sabbath Schools, and Prayer Meet- 
ings, were aiso conducted wherever practi- 
cable.. During the Christmas vacation, ser- 
vices were supplied to three of the fields, 
and during the Session of College, preach- 
ing was given at two er three pointsin the 
city of Toronto. Monthly meetings of the 
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Society are held during the Session for de- 
votional exercises, missionary intelligence, 
and the transaction of business The Re- 
venue for the past year was over $1,000 
The following fields are occupied this sum- 
mer :—il.) North Hastings; (2.) Waubau- 
shene, etc.; (3.) Manitoulin Island, (two); 
(5.) Muskoka, (two); <7.) Blytheswood, ete. 

The nembers of the Society desire to ex- 
press their sincere thanks to its many 
friends who, by their liberality, have ena- 
bled the Society to carry on its work, and 
they would hope and pray that the great 
Head of the Church may still continue to 
blessand prosper it in advancing His cause 
and kingdom in our beloved land.

LADIES’ FRENCH EVANGELIZATION SO- 
CIETY. 


The Ladies’ French Evangelization So- 
ciety, of Montreal, was formed last year, to 
co-operate with the Board of the General 
Assembly, of the Presbyterian Church in 
Canada, in the work of French Canadian 
Missions. It has already rendered efficient 
service to the cause, by aiding in the relief 
of the poor, and in the performance of a 
large amount of visitation among the fami- 
lies of the converts, as well as in conduct- 
ing classes for religious instruction. ‘The 
Society now proposes largely to extend its 
sphere of benevolent exertion; and as its 
members are unable of themselves to pro- 
vide the means necessary for its enlarged 
operations, they call upon all who have at 
heart the temporal and spiritual interests 
of the many converts under the care of the 
Church, to aid them in this good work. The 
Society has already engaged a house in a 
central locality, which is to be known as the 
“French Presbyterian Mission House.” A 
suitable matron and a guardian are about 
to be engaged, who, together with a bible: 
woman, will live on the premises and re- 
ceive all applications for aid in cases of 
poverty or sickness, and furnish all neces- 
sary information in regard to churches, 
schools, ete. They will also keep a register 
of persons in need of employment, and re- 
commend the employment on the premises, 
where practicable, of deserving applicants. 


The Mission House will be visited by the 
members of the Society in rotation, who will 
personally inquire into the circumstances 
of every applicant, and superintend the 
distribution of articles of food, fuel and 
clothing. Others will take charge of bible 
classes, and sewing meetings, or whatever 
other means may be desired, for benefiting 
those among whom the Society labours. It 
is hoped that the “ Reading Room” may be 
opened, and a Circulating Library of in- 
structive and religious French books be es- 
tablished in connection with the Mission. 


The necessity for such a work has been 
made abundantly plain during the past win- 
ter, when but for timely relief many fami- 
lies would have been left entirely destitute, 
or have been driven to make their peace 
with Rome. While among the converts, 
there are many whose Christianity will com- 
pare favorably with that of our English- 
speaking Church members; there are also 
very many whose creed is largely negative, 
consisting in a conviction of the errors of 
the Popish system, and whom it is most 
desirable toattract by all legimate means to 
the circle of genuine religious influence. A 
great deal of want arising from the social 
position of some of the converts, and also 
from the impossibility of their obtaining 
work from French employers, on account 
of their religion,—still continues to exist, 
and may be expected to continue. The 
Mission Churches are not able to take care 
of their poor; nor can the pastors of these 
churches, with their utmost exertions over- 
take a tithe of the cases that are presented 
to them. 

No individual effort could accomplish the 
task which the Society has set before it; 
and nothing but an organization bearing 
intimate relations to the Church could ac- 
complish that task satisfactorily. 

In view of these circumstances, the La- 
dies’ French Evangelization Society invites 
the co-operation of similar associations in 
other localities of the Missionary and Dor- 
cas Societies of the Presbyterian Church 
throughout the Dominion, and of ail who 
are interested in the great work of evange- 
lization now in progress in the city of Mon- 
trea] and its vicinity. Money is needed to 
defray the expenses of the Mission Hui.ge 
and its employées,—to purchase fuel, pro- 
visions, and material, to be made up by 
women in want of employment in the In- 
dustrial rooms, or at their homes, as weil 
as medicine for the sick, and other necessa- 
ries. Contributions of clothing, boots and 
shoes, blankets, quilts, bedding, pieces of 
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cotton or stuff, thread, needles, and other 
- working materials, will be acceptable. From 
friends residing in or near Montreal, dona- 
tions of fuel, flour, bread, vegetables, meat, 
with other provisions, and medical com- 
forts, are earnestly desired.

InpuctTions.— The Rev. Dugald Mc- 
Gregor having accepted a call to North 
Mara and Camden, was inducted thereto 
on 31st July. Mr. McGregor is the first 
fixed pastor of this congregation, which 
has been in existence more than quarter 
of a century. He speaks Gaelic as flu- 
ently as English, and ought therefore to 
be uccounted worthy of double honour, 
and we doubt not that will be accorded 
him by the warm-hearted Highland mem- 
bers of his congregation who are to be 
congratulated in having thus obtained a 
man after their own heart. 

After a somewhat protracted vacancy, 
we are glad to notice that a harmonious 
settlement has also been effected at Whit 
by, where the Rev. Robert Chambers, 
formerly of East Williams, was inducted 
on 25th July. We understand that the 
congregations formerly existing in this 
town, are now by this settlement merged 
into one. Our hope aud trust is, that 
they may discover in their happy expe- 
rience ‘‘how good and how pleasant a 
thing it is for brethren to dwell together 
in unity.’ In other spheres of labour, 
Mr. Chambers has left behind him a good 
record, and we feel sure that his zeal and 
diligence will commend him to the peo- 
ple of Whitby. The induction was fol- 
lowed by a very successful soirée, of 
which advantage was taken to present the 
Rev. Walter RK. Ross, Clerk of the Pres- 
bytery, with a purse of money, in ac- 


knowledgment of important services ren- 
dered to the congregation in his capacity 
of Moderator of the Kirk-session during 
the vacancy. The gift, as it seems to us, 
was greatly enhanced in value by the 
tenor of the address which accompanied 
it, in which grateful mention is made of 
Mr. Ross’ disinterested efforts to harmo- 
nize and conciliate the two elements, of 
which this now large and influential con- 
gregation iscomposed. ‘‘ Blessed are the 
peace-makers,”’ 


' 

Vacant ConaRrecations.—Of these 
there at present a con:iderable number 
in both the Eastern and Western sections 
of the Church. Several of them are 
large congregations that will be looking 
for the ‘ highest talent,’ and are pre- 
pared to offer what, in ordinary parlance, 
is called ‘handsome salaries.’’ But, 
really, when we look over the statistical 
returns and run our eye down the column 
devoted to STIPEND, we hardly know what 
to say about it. Out of 600 ministers, 
there ure not seemingly more than about 
55 who receive more than $1,000 a year 
aS remuneration for their services. 
Highteen receive stipends varying from 
two to three thousand dollars per annum, 
Vive receive from three to four thousand, 
and only one receives $4,000 a year. Ow- 
ing to the imperfect nature of the returns, 
it is difficult to ascertain what the aver- 
age stipend of Canadian ministers really 
is. It must be a good deal less than 
1,000 ; and, this being the case, it must 
follow that a great many ministers are 
very poorly paid indeed. If the largest, 
standing alore in its glory in this list, 
is a small thing to offer to a man of 
the ‘highest talent,’ we ought to be 
ashamed to look at some of the pitiful 
sums that are dignified with the name of 
Stipend. 

Knox Church, Hamilton; Old St. An- 
drews’, Toronto; St. Matthew’s and St. 
viarks, Montreal ; St. Andrew’s, Lachine; 
St. Andrew’s Church, St. John N.B; 
und no doubt a number more, are 1n the 
process of ‘calling’ ministers. Coté 
Street Church, Montreal, has scarcely 
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reached that point, though it has been a 
good while vacant. But they have little 
to complain of in the meantime, having 
for some months past enjoyed the minis- 
trations of the Rev Richard Waterston, 
of the Union Church,’ Glasgow, than 
whom are few better preachers. 


MINISTERIAL HoLipays.—Every year 
increaces the number of ministers who 
obtain leave of absence from their pulpits 
for a menth or more during the hot sum- 
mer months, in order that mind and body 
may be re-tuned and better fitted for the 
efficient discharge of duty. Some have 
gone to the Atlantic sea-board; some 
have come to anchor in the Gulf Ports; 
Lake Superior has attracted some; others 
have ventured across the sea. We don’t 
know how many of the congregations 
pay their minister’s holiday expenses. 
Now and then we have a notice sent us 


like the following :—“ At the close of 


regular weekly meeting, July 28th, the 
John Street, Presbyterian QOhurch, 
of Belleville, placed in their pastor’s 
hands asum of money more than sufficient 
for the purpose, with the request that he 
would visit the Centennial and enjoy a 
full vacation.” ‘That congregation has 
read with practical eye James il. 16, and 
determined not to do likewise. We be- 
lieve it pays a congregation to do this 


sort of thiug, and to do it handsomely. 


MEETINGS OF PRESBYTERIES. 


Quesec.— This Presbytery met within 
Morrin College, ou the 4th of July last. The 
attendance was small; no representative el- 
ders having put in au appearance at all. 


Two resignations of Pastoral charges 
were given in; one by Rev. John McKay, 
of Rivhmond, the other by Rev. T, Brouil- 
Jette, of Valcartier. The chief reason stated 
by Mr. McKay for this step was the design 
of affording an opportunity of making a 
better arrangement of the field, the relations 
of whic bave been modified by the Union. 
Mr. Brouillette’s reasons were : Ist. In- 
adequacy of support, In a great measure 
causel by the leaving of many families for 
other localities, and 2ud, bis desire of better 
facilities for engaging in French Mission 


Work. It was agreed to cite both congre- 
gations to appear for their interests. 


A petition was read from the congrega- 
tion of Lingwick, praying the Presbytery to 
appoint one of their number to moderate 
in a call there at an early day, stating that 
they were prepared to pay a stipend of tour 
hundred dollars to the minisisr to be called. 
The sum offered now being Jess than that 
offered at the last settlement, and the dimi- 
nution being accounted for as due to want 
of unanimity in the congregation, the Pres- 
bytery refused to grant the request. 


The Session Records of congregations 
were ordered to be produced for examina- 
tion at the next meeting. 


Orrawa.—Ist and 2nd August. Mr. 
Bremner was elected Moderator for the next 
six months. A minute was adopted in re- 
ference to the death of Rev. Wilham Me- 
Kenzie, of St. John’s Church, Almonte, of 
which the following are extracts,— 


*¢ We have reason to thank God for giving 
him to us and retaining him among us so 
long Nearly eighteen years he continued 
in the one field in which the Lord called 
him to labour. It was his first and only 
field as an ordained minister, and, during 
that whole time, he exhibited the char- 
acter of a workman not needing to be asha- 
med. For one thing he, was exceedingly 
careful in the preparation of his sermons, 
taking the utmost pains to express clearly 
and attractively the Gospel of Jesus Christ. 
He especially sought to present a personal 
and loving saviour to perishing sinners. 
This he did, not only in the pulpit, but 
wherever an opportunity presented itself. 
Indeed few excelled him in the close, kindly, 
and personal dealing by which he generally 
succeeded in bringing the undecided and 
wavering to an acceptance of the saviour. 
Witit the young he was peculiarly win- 
ning, both im the family and the svibath 
school. 

On the platform, he was always happy. 


Another thing which must not be omitted 


|}i8 the prominent part he took in Evangelie- 


tic work—a work in which he felt unbound- 
ed delight, and in the prosecntion of 
which he appears to have sacrificed his 
bealth and shortened his days, Principally 
through his instrumentality, the plan of »pe- 
cial Hvangelistic services was formed and 
put in operation which has wrought so 
sucessfully in this Presbyterv as well as in 
other sections of our church.” 


Nor can we forget the active part he 
took in the work ofthe Presbytery. His 
frank, genial, manly bearing endeared him 
to all, while his administrative ability and 
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experience made him a most useful mem- 
ber.”’ 

A committee was appointed to prepare a 
circular anent the debt resting on the 
Home Mission fund. The supply of St. 
John’s church 
hands of the session till the 
October. Mr. Hughes was examined and his 
trial discourses beard and these being sis- 
tained he was licensed to preach the Gospel 
and arrangements were made for his ordi- 
nation as a missionary to Alice aud Petta- 
wawa. 

A scheme for conducting missionary 
meetinys was adopted. Power to moderate 
in a call was granted in favour of St John’s 
church, Almonte and Metealf. The various 
mission stations within the bounds were 
put under the care of the minister residing 
nearest to them, and he along with his elder 
was appointed to organize them when 
necessary and dispense sealing ordinances, 


Kixeston: llth and 12th July.—Rev. A. 
Wilson was appointed Moderator for the 
year. An encouraging report was received 
from Mr. Gray, in regard to his health. Mr. 
W.A. Lang, M.A., was, after due examina- 
tion licensed. Session records were enjoined 
to be produced at next meeting. A call 
from Glenvale, Harrowsmith and Wilton, in 
favour ot Mr. Jas. Cormack, was presented 
and accepted. After due examination, he 
was ordained, and inducted into this charge. 
A salary of $500 is promised by the people, 
and a supplement of $200 is sought. 

A Committee was appointed to take into 
consideration the whole matter of Ministe- 
rial support within the bounds. This Com- 
mittee recommended that an effort be made 
to have the salary of the minister at Stor- 
rington and Pittsburgh augmented, and, to 
this end, that a deputation be appointed to 
visit these congregations, 


Mr. Donald Kelso, designated to the Pres- 
byterian Church in Canada by the Colonial 
Committee of the Free Church of Scotland, 
was received as a Licentiate. 

A motion submitted by Mr. Wilson in re- 
lation to Sabbath funerals was adopted. 
Ministers and people were urged to discoun- 
tenance the practice frequently followed of 
holding unnecessary funerals on the Lord’s 
day. 

The Clerk was instructed to correspond 
with the Managers of congregations anent 
the deficiency in the Home Mission Fund, 
and urge them to remit their respective 
amounts. 

A call from the congregations of Roslin 
and Thurlow, in favour of Mr. Donald 
Kelso, Licentiate, was sustained. The peo- 
ple promise $500, with a Manse. 


Almonte was left in the 
middle of 


SavuGeEen: llth and 12th July.—There w g 
presented a call from Tara, Allanford and 
Hisinore congregations, in the Presbytery 
of Bruce, to Mr. Wm. Blain, Carrick. Mr. 
Blain having intimated his acceptance of 
the call, the Presbytery resolved accord- 
ingly : 

On petition, Clifford and Carrick congre- 
gation was formed into two separate charges, 
namely : C ifford and Balaklava, and Mack- 
intosh and Belmore, to take effect after the 
7th August, when Mr. Blain’s connection 
with the congregation would cease. 


A special meeting was appointed to be 
held at Clifford, on the first Thursday in 
September, at 4 o’clock, p.m. 


Wuitsy: 25th July.—In common with 
the other Prsbyteries, that of Whitby took 
prompt action in reference to Dr. Cochrane’s 
circular anent the deficiency in the Home 
Mission Fund, and communicated with its 
Kirk-Sessions in reference thereto. The 
Presbytery then proceeded to the induction 
of the Rev. Robert Chambers to the charge 
of the United congregation at Whitby. 
Mr. Little, of Bowmanville, preached and 
presided. At the conclusion of the solemn 
service, the congregation gave their new 
minister a most cordial welcome. 

The Presbytery agreed to accept Mr Cal- 
der’s resignation of the charge of Kendal, 
and Mr. Little was appointed to preach at 
Orono aud Kendal, and declare the charge 
vacant. 

The Presbytery met again, 23rd August, 
for the induction of Rev. A. A. Drummond, 
of Shakspeare, to the charge of Newcastle. 


GueLpn: llth July.—The Rev. George 
Smellie, of Fergus, was elected Moderator 
for the ensuing year. A motion was pro- 
posed for the appointment of a Committee 
to prepare a programme of missionary 
meetings in congregations throughout the 
bounds, but it was defeated by an amendment 
that «ach congregation be instructed to hold 
such a meeting, and to report to the Pres- 
bytery in March. 

A Committee was appointed to consider - 
the best way of carrying on missionary work 
in the Presbytery, and to report to next 
meeting. An extract was read from the 
minutes of the General Assembly, disjein- 
ing Calvin Church, Rothesay, from the Pres- 
bytery of Sangeen, and uniting it with 
Guelph. Mr. Bently reported on behalf of 
the Committee on German Missions that 
progress was being made towards the erec- 
tion of a new church in Preston. Some 
time was spent in discussion about the 
opening ofa preaching station at Conestoga, 
and the separation of Hawkville from Win- 
terbourne. It was agreed that in the event 
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of Principal Cavan or Professor Maclaren 
visiting the Presbytery with a view of stat- 
ing the claims of Knox College, that they 
would be received gladly, and that oppor- 
tunity for a conference would be given 
them. A uumber of other matters, chiefly of 
local interest, engaged the attention of the 
Court. 


Lonpon.—At its last regular meeting, this 
Presbytery set a good example to other 
Presbyteries in the appointment of one of 
its number as Mission AGEntT for the Pres- 
bytery, at a salary of $1,000 per annum. 
This is what every Presbytery should have. 
Just such a man as Mr. Cuthbertson, who 
will go outand in among the congregations, 
saying, “‘ This one thing I do”—giving in- 
formation—organizing missionary associa- 
tions—encouraging the weak to do what 
they can, and the strong to appreciate their 
priyileges. 

Dr. Proudfoot, after a quarter of a centu- 
ry’s service as Convener of the Presbytery’s 
Home Mission Committee, tendered his re 
signation of office which, in view of the 
appointment referred to, was accepted, not 
however, without paying a just compliment 
to that gentleman for the invaluable services 
which he has rendered to the Presbytery 
and the Church during these long years of 
unceasing activity in their interests. 


Mr. Atchison was Jicensed to preach the 
Gospel in due form, ‘A number of other 
matters ef local interest were also discussed 
and issued. 


Barrie: 25th July.—A call from Cooks- 
town and First Essa, in favourof Mr. Stuart 
Achison, Probationer, was sustained. Sti- 
peud $700. 


Mr. Burnett resigned the charge of Dun- 
troop and Nottawa, for reasons to be stated 
at next ordinary meeting, to which the con- 
gregations are summoned to appear for their 
interests. 


It was agreed to hold a Sabbath-school 
Convention at Barrie during the last week 
of September, and a Committee was ap- 
pointed to make the necessary arrangements. 
Attention was given to the Mission affairs 
of the Presbytery. It was agreed to ask: 
the Assembly’s Home Mission for grants, as 
follows :—Willis Church $25; Townline and 
Ivy, $150, for present use; aud for the ex- 
penses of the ordained missionary, now in 
Muskoka, $50. 

The Clerk was directed to correspond 
with the congregations whose financial 
statements showed them to be in arrears of 
stipend. 


Hvuron.—At last stated meeting of this 
Court, Mr. Barr was elected Moderator for 
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next six months. A call was sustained 
from the congregations of Rodgerville and 
Exeter, in favour of Mr. Hartley, of Dun- 
gannon, and a special meeting appointed to 
dispose of the same on Ist August. Mr. 
Mann, late of Walton, was formally received 
as a minister of this Church. Arrange- 
ments were made for holding missionary 
meetings in the congregations within the 
bounds. 

SrrRaTFORD : 2nd August.—Fourteen min- 
isters and nine elders were present. Mr. W. 
C. Armstrong, by authority from the Gen- 
eral Assembly, was received as a Licentiate. 
The Committee appointed to prepare a min- 
ute in reference to the translation of Mr. 
Drummond to the Presbytery of Whitby, 
with a view to his induction at Newcastle, 
reported, and the Presbytery adopted their 
draft minute. Had Mr. Drummond been 
dead, bis name could not have been men- 
tioned in more flattering terms. The Pres- 
bytery, however, may console themselves 
that their loss will prove a gain to the Pres- 
bytery of Whitby. A Committee reported 
in regard to proposed changes in the rela- 
tions of congregations in N. Hasthope and 
neighborhood, where it appeared matters 
were not quite ripe for a satisfactory adjust- 
ment. 

Fraser church was separated from Bid- 
dulph, and a call from Biddulph to Revd. 
David Mann, signed by 66 members and 60 
adherents, was sustained, presented to Mr. 
Mann, and accepted by him. His induction 
was, appointed to take place on the 15th 
August. 


MARITIME PROVINCES. 


The Rev. John Campbell, of St. An- 
drew’s Church, Halifax, has accepted a 
call to a congregation in the neighbor- 
hood of Glasgow, and departed for his 
destination on the 22nd ultimo. We 
need hardly say Mr. Campbell’s depar- 
ture is deeply regretted by his brethren 
of the Presbytery, as well as by the mem- 
bers of his late congregation, who have 
xood cause to remember his active labours 
among them during these seven years past. 
In his time the beautiful new Church 
and manse of St. Andrew’s were erected 
at a cost of some $4:),000, and he leaves 
the property without a dollar of debt 
upon it. Besides building up his own 
congregation, Mr. Campbell has always 
been a public spirited man,—taking his 
share of outside work along with his 
brother ministers. For some years, he 
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edited the Church of Scotland Recorp 
in the Maritime Provinces, which flour. 
ished under his administration. 

Mr. Campbell is a native of Pictou 
County, and received his education at 
Glisgow University, where he also offi- 
eiated for a time as the City Missionary 
of the Students’ Society ; so that he does 
not go to Scotland a stranger. 

While we do regret the departure of 
such men from our shores, we feel in a 
sense proud to think that so many of the 
sons of Canada have attained to positions 
of honour and usefulness in the old land. 
There are now a considerable number of 
ministers in Scotland who are either na- 
tives of this country or have dwelt 
among us and acquired here their first 
and most valu.ble experience of paro- 
chial work, and, so fur as we know, none 
of them hive brought any discredit upon 
us, while we could point to not a few who 
have come to occupy very important po- 
sitions. We shall expect to hear of a 
Scottish Canadian Association being or- 
ganized shortly, which, besides affording 
occasion of pleasant re-union to its mem- 
bers, may also be attended with advanta- 
geous results to the Canadian Church. 

Rumour has it that another leading 
minister of Halitax has been telegraphed 
for by one. of the City Churches in 
Glasgow, but we must s:y we are glad 
also to learn, that in this instance, the 
tempting offer has been declined. We 
cannot afford to part with the minister of 
St. Matthew's Church just yet. 

By the kindness of the Colonial Com- 
mittee of the General Assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church of Ireland, the 
Revd. Andrew Burrows, of Waterford, 
was lately sent as a missionary te the Ma- 
ritime Provinces. He landed in Halifax 
in the last week in May, and was employ- 
ed in the Presbytery of Truro. Having 
received two calls, ove from ‘“ Fawleizh” 
and the other from the third Convrega- 
tion in Truro town, the latter ca'] was 
preferred, und the induction took place in 
less than two months after Mr. Burrows’ 
arrival. Qne quarters salary was paid 
in the presence of the Presbytery, at the 
rate of $1,200 per annum ; and a manse 


has been commenced, which is to be fin- 
ished with the out-going year, and occu- 
pied January 1, 1877. The induction 
service, presided over by Dr. McCulloch, 


was specially solemn and interesting. 


MEETINGS OF PRESBYTERIES. 


Sr. Jonn.—July llth: the Rev. James 
Bennet was chosen Moderator for the en- 
suing year, and Dr. Brooke on leaving the 
Chair addressed the Court in appropriate 
terms. 


A letter was read from Rev. Dr. Wilson, 
Limerick, Ireland, containing a proposition 
to send outa minister for Glassville and Flo- 
renceville witha grant of fifty pounds sterling 
for two years. The Presbytery agreed to 
accept the offer and to state that four hun- 
dred dollars and upwards would probably 
be raised by the people. Dr. McLise was 
appointed to declare the pulpit of St. An- 
drew’s Church, St. John, vacant. The Rev. 
W. P. Begg ot St. Stephen was appointed 
to dispense the communion to the con gre- 
gationsat Harvey. The Rev.J. K. Bearisto 
sent in his resignation of the charge of 
Hammond River and Saltsprings. Tne letter 
of demission was allowed to lie on the table 
and a deputation was appointed to visit 
these congregations and cite them to appear 
in their interests at next meeting. 


The Rev. J. F. Campbell, misssionary to 
India, addressed the Court on the work of 
foreign missions, after which prayer was 
ottered up that the divine blessing might 
rest upon his undertaking. 


Pictou.—l8 July. The Presbytery met 
in the Hall of United Church, New Glas- 
gow, with a large number of ministers and 
elders present. Commissions from seven 
elders were produced, authorising them to 
represent their respective Kirk-Sessions in 
the higher Church Courts during the cur- 
rent year. (This looks like business). Revs. 
Dr. McGreyor, Halifax : J. G. Cameron, P. 
K. 1.; WilliamgFraser, Bond Head, Ontario; 
R: D. Fraser, Toronto; Donald Ross, 
Lancaster; John Mackay, Quebec; and 
K. J. Grant of Trinidad, being present, 
were invited to sit as corresponding mem- 
bers. 

The Rev. E. A. McCurdy was appointed 
to preach at the Vale Colliery and mode- 
rate in acali toa minister. Arrangements 
were made for supplying vacant congrega- 
tions until the next meeting. The remaining 
business transacted was chief of local inter- 
est. ‘The Court adjourned to meet in the 
same place on the 15th August.

Prince Epwarp Isianp.—25th July. 
There were seventeen ministers and four 
elders present. Commissions were read and 
sustained from six Kirk-Sessions appointing 
elders to represent them in the Church 
Courts. The Rev. Isaac Munrray was 
elected moderator for the current year. 


Rey. Mr. Frame reported his having visit- 
ted Caledonia Cross and adjacent stations 
where he found 125 families anxious to be 
organized into a congregation, and to have 
a church built, and a minister placed over 
them. The Presbytery approved Mr. 
Frame’s diligence, and agreed to sanction 
and recommend the building of a church, 
and that a catechist bein the meantime ap- 
pointed to labour pret people in this 
settlement. Rev. Mr. Laird reported that 
the reconstruction committee had held meet- 
ings at Summerfield, Granville, and in the 
two New Londons, and that while the two 
tormer places were unwilling to be disjoin- 
ed, the two others were unanimously in fa- 
vour of being united into one congregation. 
The report was received, aud preliminary 
steps taken in accordance therewith. 

On motion to that etfect, the Presbytery 
resolved to affirm their conviction, ‘in the 
strongest terms, that the maintenance of the 
present Free School Sy-tem is essential to 
the best interests of this Colony.” A ppvint- 
ments having been then made tor the supply 
of vacant congregations, the Presbytery 
adjourned to meet again on the lst August. 


Watiace: August 1.—The Rev. J. Wat- 
son was appointed Moderator, and Mr. Sedg- 
wick was continued as Clerk fur the current 

ear. 

‘ It was agreed to intimate to the congre- 
gation of Amherst, in terms of the Assem- 
bly’s deliverance, that they were at liberty 
to use instrumental music in public worship. 
Revds. J. Munro, W.S. Darragh, H. B. Me- 
Kay, and W.Grant; and Messrs. J McKen- 
zie, G. Langille, and J.M. Burns, dissented 
from this decision. 


Rev. S. Boyd, a minister of the Reformed 
Presbyterian Church of U.S, applied to 
be admitted as a minister of this Church, 
and presented his credentials, which were 
held to be satisfactory. On motion, his ap- 
plication was granted, and he received the 
right hand of fellowship trom the Modera- 
tor and the other members of Prexbytery. 

Appointments were made for Wentworth 
and Springhill; and other business was 
transacted. 


Truro: 25th July.—-Mr. layton tendered | 


his resignation of the Clerkship, which the 
Presbytery accepted, at the same time re- 


cording their appreciation of the able and’ 
faithful manner in which Mr. Layton had 


discharged the duties of his office. Mr. John 
McMillan was then appointed Clerk. The 
Committee on Sabbath observance reported 
that the order received by the Postmaster to 
make up mails on Sabbath evenings had, 
on the petition of the Presbytery, been can- 
celled. The Committee was continued and 
directed to prepare a petition to the Gov- 
ernment anent the desecration of the Sab- 
bath in connection with the railway, in or- 
der that the same may bé circulated among 
the congregations for signature. At the 
evening sederunt, the Presbytery proceeded 
to the induction of Rev. Andrew Burrows 
to the charge of West Truro, as elsewhere 
noticed. Rey. Mr. Baxter formerly resigned 
his connection with Onslow «ongregation. 


Miramicut: Ist August.—There were 
nine ministers and four elders present. Rey. 
James Anderson was appointed Clerk in 
room of Mr. Fowler, resigned : salary, $100. 
Rev. Wm. McCullogh had been inducted at 
Redbank, on the 8th of June. The brethren 
appointed to hold visitations in several of 
the congregations, reported at length, and 
the Presbytery, after full consideration, ap- 
pointed aceputation of its number to deal 
with the matter in hand, and to devise such 
plans for the more efficient working of the 
congregations as may seem best Rey. Mr. 
MeMaster asked leave to retire from the ac- 
tive duties of his charge at New Mills. 


DEATHS. 
Died, at New Glasgow, Nova Scotia, on 


the 15th July, James McGreaor, aged 76, | 


the eldest son of the iate Rey. Dr. McGre or, 
and the senior Elder of Union Church, New 
Glasgow. He died at his home, and in peace, 
surrounded by his family and friends, hay- 
ing come down to the grave like a shock of 
corn fully ripe. 

Our late brother was no common- place 
man, but truly a man of marked individu- 
ality of character. He was a man of edu- 
cation, of sterling integrity, of high religious 
principle, and of Christian liberality and 
ettort. He was one of the first and strong- 


est pillars of Temperance in the community, 


and, itis believed, the first Sabbath sehool 
teacher in New Glasgow. From some de- 
partments of utefulness, he was constrained 
from ill-health to retire, years agone; but 


the main duties of his Eldership he dis-— 


charged till the last week of his life, in the 
enjeyment of the fullest e nfidence of bis 
brother elders, while his Pastor e er felt 
that in him he had a wise counsellor and a 
true friend. 

His time and talents, however, were cheer- 
fully devoted, as occasion demanded, to the 
whole Church, in whose progress he shewed 
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the deepest interest; and it may be asserted, 
that when his health and capabilities were at 
their best, for about 20 years, he was not 
only among the leading Jaymen of the body, 
but the most active elder in the service of 
the Presbyterian Church of Nova Scotia.

Miss Jean ARMOUR, a native of Kilmar- 
nock, Scotland, and for three & fifty 
years a resident of Montreal, died on the 
first of August, at the advanced age 
of ninety years. Miss Armour, on her 
arrival In Montreal, joined the St. Gabriel 
Church under the pastoral charge of the 
Rev. Mr. Esson. When this congregation was 
divided, she united herself with St. Paul’s 
church, under Dr.Edward Black, and of this 
church she remained a member until 
her death. Our Church in this country has 
had many excellent and devoted memb»ra. 
It may be doubted whether among them 
all, we have had a more earnest consis- 
tent, member within the entire Presby- 
terian communion, than Miss Armour. 
Certainly, as was well stated at her funeral 
by Dr. Jenkins, she has left behind her 
no one member of the Church who could 
be said to excel her in generous & loving 
devotion to the cause of Scottish Presby- 
terianigsm in this land. As she lived, she 
died ; a firm, and peace-giving trust in 
Christ characterized her life, and was 
her joy and the joy of her friends in her 
last moments. 


English papers announce the death of the 
Hon. John Robertson, for many years a 
prominent citizen of Saint John, N.B., and 
a leading member of St. Andrew’s Congre- 
sonen there. He was a warm ailvocate of 

resbyterian Union, anda liberal supporter 
of the Church. tle amassed a large for- 
tune. His death, resulting from gastric 
fever, was sudden, but he had reached the 
patriarchal age of 77.

A DIsornDERLY SCHOOL. 


Let it be understood at the outset, that a 
disorderly Sabbath School is practically no 
Sabbath School at all. A superintende: t 
vught nov to begin his school, or go on with 
his school, until he has erder. Firat. there 
must be quiet. He cannot have quiet by 
ringing his bell, by calling for order, by 
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stamping his feet. He must be quiet him- 
self, and then wait for others to be quiet. 
Example is contagious. If the superinten- 
dent triesto make more noise than hisscho- 
lars, he has a hard task before him. They 
are largely in the majority, and he hasa 
small chance of winning in such a struggle 
with them. If, on the other hand, he tries 
to be more quiet than they are, he has the 
advantage; for even if they do better than 
he can in this direction, he will not feel 
badly about it. The superintendent who 
will never begin school until the room is 
quiet, and who will promptly stop at any 
point in any exercise where there is a sound 
of noise or disorder, will soon have a quiet 
and orderly Sunday School. At the teach- 
ers’ meeting the superintendent can ask the 
co-operation of his teachers in his efforts at 
good order on Sabbaths; but, with or with- 
out their co-work, he ought never to go on 
with his school exercises until silence and 
order prevail.—Free Banner.

(From the Christian Union.) 

What is a Sunday-school Parliament? 

In some respects the title is a misno- 
mer. For this parliament makes no laws, 
has no authority, represents no constitu- 
ency. It is simply a congregation of 
Sunday-school workers, who choose a 
pleasant resting-place for the summer, far 
and free from fashion, where simplicity 
of dress favours health of soul, no less than 
fresh air and simple food favour health of 
body. There they combine their rest. not 
truly with work, but with spiritual and 
intellectual communion, with attrition of 
mind, and with that peculiar sort of com- 
mingled zest and inspiration which comes 
from the interchange of views and expe- 
riences by earnest, diverse, yet accordant 
co-workers. Jor ten days, men and wo- 
men consecrated to Sabbath-school work, 
some professional teachers and preachers, 
some who make this sacred labour their 
recreation. some grown gray in an honored 
and honorable life, some in the flush of 
vigorous and expectant youth, have been 
engaged in those conferences. Ounada, 
New Iingland, New York, the far West, 
have all commingled here. Some solid 
topics have been solidly discussed. 

But the entremets have been quite as 
nutritive, and certainly not less palatable. 
Of these we may certainly put first the 
oriental lectures of A. O. Van Lennep. 
By birth a Turk, by blood an American, 
by parentage and by personal faith an 
earnest Christian, by temperament singu- 
larly broad-minded, his interpretations of 
oriental life and character are marvelous, 
both in interest and instructiveness. He 
has a wardrobe which ought to make his 
fortune, if oriental scenes were popular 
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on the stage. He picks up volunteers, 
whom he trains with rare facility. Hvery 
afternoon he gives a new scene from ori- 
ental life—to-day, social customs; to- 
morrow, an Hastern meal, with turbaned 
and loose-robed guests partaking of it; 
the next day, the forms of worship, Turk- 
ish prayer, Turkish dervishes, the Turk- 
ish muezzin calling to prayers. Neither 
the sermon by Dr. Newton to the children 
nor the stereopticon pictures attracts or 
holds a greater or more interested throng 
than Mr. Van Lennep enacting oriental 
life and character. 

I speak only of single features, but the 
indescribable influence of the social and 
Christian commingling has been the chief 
charm; and when the meetings closed 
last night we all joined with utmost heart- 
iness in the tribute, well earned, to the 
leader and organizer, Rev. W. F. Crafts, 
whose engineering and organizing skill 
has been both tested and approved by this 
ten days’ undenominational conference. 
I write, too, only of what I have seen 
and heard during these last two days of 
tne conference. But from what I learn 
of others I judge that the interest cul- 
minated when, one evening Jast week, Mr. 
Beecher spoke to an audience of 1,200 
or 1,500 in the great tent, on the tralving 
of children. 

So much for the Parliament; what is 
the Parliament House ? 

Wellesley or Wells Island is one of the 
largest of the famous Thousand Islands 
of the St. Lawrence River. Here an asso- 
ciation, organized fur the purpose, have 
purchased a thousand acres, and begun 
the work of preparation for camp-meet- 
ings. ‘‘ Kverything is new,’ they tell 
me apologetically. That is, in truth, its 
highest commendation, We are in the 
midst of nature, most beautiful when un- 
adorned. There is a dock where the 
river steamers land, and where at any 
time you can get a row-boat for a days’ 
fishing, or a party can get a steam yacht 
foran hour’s sail. here is a dining hall 
where you can get plain and simple fare, 
but good enough for plain livers, for $1 
aday. There are half a dozen cottages 
scattered through the grounds; in some 
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one of these you can get a room at 50 
cents a day. The floors are without car- 
pets, the walls are unplastered, the chairs 
wooden, the beds are straw, but the prices 
are low; everything is as yet neat and 
clean, and the company is of the most 
genial and attractive description. Or you 
can rent or purchase a lot and put up a 
tent. And this is evidently the favourite 
way. These tents are scattered in every 
direction through the trees. There are 
no roads but grass roads; no paths but 
such as the feet have made. Some of the 
tents have board floors; a few aristocra- 
tic ones are carpeted. More have no floor 
but the earth, and no carpet but the grass. 
Croquet before the door; the hammock 
by its side; the fishing poles leaning up 
against a neighboring tree, indicate the 
favorite occupations. The village is one 
of the utmost simplicity ; the life is one 
of primitive fashion. And the great tent, 
a little removed from the centre of the 
village, if so amorphous a community can 
be called a village, gives by its exercises, 
morning, afternoon and evening, a gather- 
ing place, and furnishes the temporary 
town with a substitute for library, school, 
church and Sabbath-school. 

The Parliament has adjourned; the 
village remains. It furnishes an audience, 
but does not depend on the audience for 
its inhabitants. fresh air, cool weather, 
simple habits, plain fare, low prices, and 
an out of-door life are the real attractions 
to the camp ground. 

Well, I said to my companion, as I 
came away, if I lived in New York, 
which happily I do not, I should be 
strongly tempted to buy a couple of lots 
with two hundred dollars, build the shell 
of a house with a thousand more, put 
up a tent or two for the older boys, and 
come to Thousand Island Park for my 
summer rest.

CHINA. 
LETTER FROM MR. MCKAY. 
Formosa, Kelung, May 8th, 1876. 
To the Rev. Wm. McLaren, Convener. 


My Dear Brotner,—Thursday, 27th ult., 
Tleft Tameni with four helpers, seven stu- 
dents, and my servant. We went on board 
a smali Chinese Junk bound for this port. 
With fair wind and a calm se , we would 
enter about n on the same day. We had 
neither, however, and after six attempts to 
clear the mouth of the harbour, we found 
ourselves at mid-day abuat where we start- 
ed. The boatinen thereupon set to row, and 
by desperate efforts succer ded in getting out 
to sea. We were all very soon sea-sick, for 
we were tossed about like a tub. The boat- 
men beat against the strong current and 
contrary winds manfully, and about dark 
entered a Junk harbour where we had to re- 
main over wight. Weall weat ashore, and 
walked about a mile to the market town 
Kim-pau-li, where we stood near a large 
temple The people procured a torch- light, 
and as I had my torceps with me, | extracts 
ed 25 teeth, and then we sung and preached 
the Gospel of our RB sen Saviour to upwards 
of 400 people, who listened attentively. 
When leaving, the headman of the village 
sent aman with a Jantern to guide us back 
to the boat. As we had no desire to eat, we 
crept into our old Junk and tried to sleep 
unul break of day, when we again set sail 
against a strong head wind, and towards eve 
entered this harbour. 

Those with me were glad enough, as we 
ate nv food during the two days at sea. Sa- 
turday morning the helpers returned to their 
respective stations, whilst the students re- 
mained to receive instruction. I have been 
here since, preaching every morning and 
evening, teaching the atudents every day— 
and healing poor suffering natives as ocra- 
sion would permit. In one day | attended 
to 60 patients. AsI teach by the wayside, 
I took the students with me on T hursday, 
4th instant, to a place called Paeh-tau-a’, a 
few niles away. The sania hake Kurpass- 
ingly grand. 
dering stream murmuring along; there the 
sloping banks with waving tree-ferns, and 
ever-green firs; and yonder, too, the heavy 
clouds hung over the green-clad peaks, 
whilst the lark’s sweet notes aloft added 
greatly to the enchantment of the scene. 
Fresli, ever-fresh green hills, clap your 
hands and extol your Maker’s praise,—tor 
1 cannot describe y. ur beauty! We were 
not long reaching our destined place, which 


Here by the path was a mean-. 
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is very interesting. There, English miners 
will sink the first shaft ever sunk in Formo- 
sa, for coal, The houses of the miners are 
nearly finished, and I ob-erved a large Chi- 
nese Yamen in course of erection. I :nder- 
~tand the miners came by the last steamer 
to Tamsui. IPf they were earnest Christians 
what good they could accomplish—no man 
on earth could tell. As there was a small 
village there. we entered it, and I extra:ted 
very many teeth; then we sung, preached 
and distributed tracts; then walked back 
by the sea-shore, which was nearly covered 
with sweet clover in blossom. 


Saturday 6th, we went to arother village, 
six mil s from here; it is called Ma-soh. 
Pursuing the same plan, I began by extract- 
ing teeth, and in a short time had a good 
audience e, So we sany, *I’?m not ashamed to 
own my Lord.” Then told of the love of 
Jesus; after which we left, and by the way 
distributed tracts. Yesterday 100 hearers 
sat in this chapel and listened to the gospel 
attentively ; still 1 have not baptized a sin- 
yle individual here yet, so you must not 
judge of the work in Northern Formosa by 
the number admitted by baptism ; if you do, 
you will have a very inaccurate Conception 
of the work hitherto accomplished. The 
Roman Catholic priests admitted immense 
numbers years ago, but to my mind it was 
only blasphemy. There should be no exag- 
geration—no desire to be called great by 
man, in carrying on work in tins benighted 
land. All, all should be done solely to 
please our Master. I think it is pleasing 
to Him if we watch Zion carefully 

There are men who have been regular 
worshippers for nearly four years, and who 
have renounced idolatry and all its abomin- 
ations, and they are not baptized yet. 


When my bones are mingled with the 
dust, my successors w Il never have to say, 
that I planted a Church in Northern For- 
mosa, and paid no attention to the founda- 


tion. ?Tis all f God! still we must do our 
Darke appeal to my worthy _colleagae, 
Rev. Dr. Fraser, (after a years’ residence 


here), whether the foundation of the Chureh 
in “Northern Formosa has ben laid with 
careor no! write thus,because I might have 
adim tted 200 into conmmunion— but I did 
not; and on thataccount you mast not judge 
of the work by the number of communi- 
cants. Perhaps some dear aged Christian 
in Canala will say, “ [extracting teeth is 
not preaching the Gospel.”? I reply, itis! 
It is relieving human misery, and thus it is 
“doing g good.” I recognise only Christ Je- 
sus as my Master; so that if I ¢an in some 
humble means endeavour to follow His 
steps who went about ‘ healing all manner 
of diteagses,” I will rejoice and care little 
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about the world and its judgment Itisa 
glorious thought that we have only to labour 
to please Jesus—not men. 

Dr. Fraser is carrying on an hospital 
work in Tamsui faithfully and successfully, 
and is busy studying the (hinese language. 
Mrs. Fraser is busy and well; the dear little 
girls were well when I saw them last. Give 
my kindest regards to Mrs. McLaren and 
family, and all associated with you in Kuox 
Colleze.

Three of my girls, at their 
own request, professed Christ, and were bap- 
tized, a few weeks ago; and J feel -ure they 
acted with a true sense of the importance 
of the step they were taking, and that 
they are true followers of Jesus. Three 
others re enquiring, and I hope they will 
follow at our next communion. Of the 
three who have been baptized, one was the 
daughter of a religious beggar, or fekhir; 
the other two were Hindoo girls, sent to us 
by the magistrates. The first was sold by 
her father for a hfe of shame, bnt es-aped, 
and cla med the protection of the govern- 
ment official in charge of that ward of the 
city, and soc me here. Three little people 
IT have had baptized, and one was married 
at Chri-tmas to a young catechi-t, and has 
gone to live in a heathen village, about 
twenty miles from this place. She will be 
taken on as a bible-woman very soon, I 
hope. * * Ihave now twenty-eight 
resident children, and fifty one attending 
echo |. They are learning nicely. I expect 
the Government. Inspector to-morrow, I 
ha:e had one or two severe cases of illness, 
especially a girl of fourteen, who had some- 
times to undergo very severe surgical ope: 


rations. She is recovering slowly, but her 
life hangs as by a thread.’ 


The public designation of Rev. James 
Douglas as missionary to India, will take 
place at Cobourg, on the 26th instant. He 
will leave almost immediately thereafter. 
Miss Mary Forrester, daughter of the late 
Rey. Dr. Forrester, of Halifax, has offered 
herself as a missionary to India. She will 
not, however, be prepared to go before next 
year. Similar offers of service from other 
Jadies are now under consideration by the 
Committee of the Western Division. 


Forricn Mission Nores. 


The Teacher in Convag represented by 
Rev. T. M. Christic, in his letter published 
in last RecorD, as sick and probably dying, 
has been restored, and the Trinidad Mis- 
Sionaries are glad and thankful. The doc- 
tor felt persuaded that he would die; but 
many prayers were offtred for his recovery, 
and they have been graciously answered ; 
and Mr. Christie adds in a letter of July 
7th: ‘We hope there are many years of 
christian usefulness before bim.” 


Mr. Morton’s new house at Mission Vil- 
lage is finished, and now occupied. The 
rainy seas -n has been long and discourag- 
ing, travelling impeded, and some depart- 
ments of the mission work greatly hindered. 


The resignation of his position and office 
as a Missionary in Aneityum, by Rev. JD. 
Murray, has been accepted. Mr. Murray 
withdraws from the mission field in conse- 
quence of Mrs. Murray’s illness, and decided 
medical advice. It is probable that here- 
after, one missionary with native aid, will 
suffice for that Island. Mr. Murray has ac- 
cepted a call in New South Wales. He 
proved himself a faithful and Jaborious 
missionary. 


The Teacher for the San Fernando Mis- 
sion School has not vet teen decided, The 
Maritime Province Section of the Commit- 
tee will meet at New Glasgow on the 15th of 
Angust, when the choice will be made. Ap- 
plications have been received from young 
ladies in Ontario and Nova Scotia. 

Rev. J. Grant expected tu sail from Hali- 
fax for San Fernando on the 4th of August, 
and Rev. J. Ff. Campbell from the same port 
for India v7a Great Britain, on thenextday. 
These brethren will value the prayers of the 
Lord’s people. 

The congregation of Rev. J. K. Smith, 
Galt, has resolved to support a converted 
voung Chinaman now in Trinidad, while 
preparing himself at the Collegiate Institute 
for mission work. 
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We notice the death of the Rev. Dr. Nis- 
bet, Missionary of Samoa. Having com- 
menced his missionary labours on Tanna, 
from which he was compelled to retire, he 
ever took the deepest interest in the New

ZEAL OF THE Moravian BRETHREN. 


One of the most remarkable instances af- 
forded us of zeal for Christ’s Kingdom on 
earth is that of the Moravians. Though not 
avery numerous sect, nor possessing a large 
amount of means to carry on their work, 

et they lave prosperous missions to-day in 
Africa, the West Indies, Australia, Thibet, 
Greenland, and on the Coast of Labrador. 
They have carried the Gospel to tribes of 
the earth visited by no other Missionaries, 
and so great is the missionary spirit poured 
out on this Church, that one member in 
forty-five, itis said, becomes a Missionary 
to the heathen. If a zeal like that perva- 
ded the Presbyterian Church in Canada, 


what a noble work might be done for the. 


cause of Christ. Fields white to the har- 
vest are presented on every hand. Our 
French, Home, and Foreign Missions are 
straitened for the want of men and means, 


and yet many are indifferent to the Church’s 
clamantcry. The world around us is busy. 
Our scientific and literary men are fired 
with zeal, and the devil is unceasing in his 
efforts to destroy souls. Look at a large 
portion of the christian church, however, 
and what do you witness? inactivity, sloth 
and apathy. Nay, when wondrous move- 
ments are reported, and instances are given 
when God seems to be working in a remark- 
ble manner, how many are doubting and 
unbelieving, and asking, ‘‘ Can this be so.” 
Oh, if all would imitate the noble example 
set by the little flock of Moravians, how 
much might be done for the advancement 
of Christ’s kingdom on the earth. May the 
time soon come, when it shall be said of 
many within the pale of our Zion, ‘‘the zeal 
of Thine house hath eaten me up.” 


Cuina.—At as early, a period as the 
seventh or eighth century, the missicnary 
spirit of the Christian Church was directed 
toward this vast and interesting fieid Much 
has been done toward the evangelization of 
China, yet how much remains to be accom- 
plished before the millions of perishing 
within her borders shall have received the 
Gospel. In this land, we, as a Church, are 
now interested, and a few solemn facts in re- 
ference to this country may serve to increase 
our interest. In China, there are eighteen 
provinces, nine of which have on an aver- 
age one missionary to a million of people. 
The other nine are without a single Pro- 
testant missionary. It is further estimated 
that every day thirty-three thousand of 
persons throughout the Chinese HKmpire 
pass into eternity, and every month not less 
than one million die, of whom tew, very 
few, can ever have heard the Gospcl. What 
a field is here presented before us demand- 
ing our prayers and contributions! Surely, 
when we reflect upon China’s miliions who 
are going down to destruction without hear- 
ing the gospel, our hearts should be moved 
and our purse-strings unloosed to aid our 
Foreign Mission Committees to send the 
glad tidings to these souls perishing for lack 
of knowledge.

New Hepripes MIssION. 


(From the Australian Witness.) 


MONUMENT TO THE MARTYRS OF EROMANGA. 


A tablet is being prepared in the language 
of the Island of Hromanga, in memory of 
the missionary martyrs there, at the ex- 
pense of a few friends, including a collec- 
tion made at a lecture by the Rev. Dr. Steel, 
delivered on his return from the New He- 
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brides. The following is the inscription in 
English :— 


Sacred to the Memory 


Of Christian Missionaries who died on this 
Island, 
JoHN WILLIAMS, 
JAMES Harris. 
Killed at Dillon’s Bay by the Natives, 
30th November, 1839, 
Grorce N. Gorpon, 
ELuLen C, Gorpon. 
Killed on 20th May, 1861, 
JAMES Macnair, 


Who died at Dillon’s Bay, 16th July, 1870; 
and 
JaMts D. Gordon, 
Killed at Portinia Bay, March 7th, 1872. 


“They hazarded their lives for the name 
ot the Lord Jesus.”—Acts xv. 26. 


“Tt is a faithful saying, and worthy of all 
acceptation, that Christ Jesus came into the 
world to save sinners.”—1l Zim. 1. 15. 


This inscription was sent to the Rev. 
Hugh A. Robertson, of HEromanga, and was 
by him translated into the native language. 
It is to be printed on a tablet of wood to be 
placed in the Church at Dillon’s Bay, so 
that all the natives, who are taught, may be 
able to read it as they meet there from time 
totime. The monuments to the mission- 
aries in the New Hebrides have hitherto 
been at their graves, and the inscriptions in 
English. The rapid growth of tropical 
plants soon hides the stones, and the natives 
cannot read the inscription. Dr. Steel, when 
visiting the Islands observed this, and re- 
solved to place a memorial tablet in the 
Churcn at Eromanga. 


JUVENILE Mission to InD1A. 


The following letter is written by Leah, 
formerly a pupil trained in the Calcutta Or- 
phanage, now the teacher of the senior divi- 
sion of the Dhoba Parah School, supported 
by the Montreal Juvenile Association. It 
is written to that Association to inform them 
of the progress of their School. Leah is 
still quite a young girl. Her letter is writ- 
ten in an excellent hand :— 


ScoTtrisH ORPHANAGE, 
17th March, 1876. 


My Dear Frienps,—Alladie tells ine she 
sent you a little letter about my School last 
quarter. I had been very ill all through 
the rains, aud was away athome. My father 
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thought the change mightdo me good. By 
the blessing of God, I am happy to be able 
to say that I am quite well ayain, and have 
been teaching my classes ever since the 
Christmas holidays. 


We have opened our school this year 
with seventy childr.n, but I have just lost 
one little girl from the second class; her 
name is Kanee; she is only ten years old, 
and has married a man of thirty; this is 
his second wife. She is still to live with her 
mother, but cannot attend school any more, 
as her house is on the road side, and she 
must not be seen walking. I always feel 
very sorry to lose them like this. Kanee’s 
mother is very anxious that a lady should 
go to the house to teach her there; but the 
husband won’t give his consent to Kanee’s 
learning. 


I was so pleased to show my school to 
Mr. J: hn Steel, when he went one day; and 
I think he was pleased too. He heard them 
read and sing, and looked at their fancy 
work. He also wished very much to see 
them on the day that their dolls were to be 
given then. The distribution took place at 
the Orphanage on the same day that we re- 
ceived our prizes. We brought the children 
to the school in carriages, and I was so glad 
to find that they had put on their nice 
bright sarzes, and ever so much jewellery— 
just what I wanted Mr. Steel so very much 
to see. After they received their dolls, they 
sang, ** There is a happy land” in Bengali, 
and went home all looking so bright and 
happy. Iwas also made very happy that 
day—a beautiful English Bible was given to 
me as 4 prize.

SCOTLAND 


It is proposed by members of the Church 
of Scotland to erect a monnment to the late 
Mr. James Baird, in the General Assembly 
Hall. 4¢ 

New Free Cuurcn.—The foundation 
stone of a new Free Church for Dunoon 
has just been laid. The building is esti- 
mated to cost about £10,000, and will seat 
nearly 1000 persons. 

It is announced that the Rev. Dr. Wallace, 
of Old Geyfriars, Edinburgh, has succeeded 
the late Mr. Russel as editor of the Edin- 
burgh Scotsman, at a salary of £2,000 per 
annum. Dr. Wallace has resigned his pas- 
toral charge, and also his protessorship, in 
order to devote his entire time to the im- 
portant duties of his new office. 

LeavE oF ABsENCE.—The Kirkcaldy Es- 
tablished Preshytery have agreed to allow 
the Rev. Mr. Runciman, Leslie, leave of 
absence from his parish for a period of two 
years. It is Mr. Runciman’s intention to 
proceed to New Zealand for the benefit of 
his health. 

Catis.—The Free Church congregation, 
Kelty, have given a call to Rev. William 
Stephen (formerly of Bombay ».—The Uni- 
ted Presbyterian Church.

~ Inpvuctions.—The Rev. Thomas Fraser, 
late of Seafield Church, Portknockie, Banf- 
fshire, has been inducted by the Presbytery 
of Nairn as assistant and successor to the 
Rev. Mr. Macpherson, Cawdor.—The Rey. 
George F. Dewar, lately of Cobinshaw, 
Lanarkshire, has been inducted to the pas- 
torate of Bridge Street U. P. Church, Mus- 
selburgh. 

Rev. Bucnanan Buakg, B..D., has been 
ordained to labour in Bombay as a missio- 
nary, in connection with the late Dr. Wil- 
20n’s8 institution there, and will leave 
Scotland for India in the autumn. 

Awnouo-Inpian Curistian Unton.—This 
association has given an invitati-n to the 
Rev. Dr. H. Sinclair Paterson, Belgrave 
Church, to labour for the forthcoming six 
winter months in India, and to follow the 
evangelising work of the Rev. A. Somerville, 
of Glasgow. The rev.doctor has, however, 
felt it necessary to deeline the invitation. 

EpinsureH.—At a meeting of the Ksta- 
blished Presbytery, there was submitted 
the minute of the private meeting held in 
connection with the question of the procla- 
mation of banns, but the matter was reser- 
ved for further consideration.—On the 


motion of rev. Dr Stevenson, a resolution 
was passed for the appointment of an assis- 
tant and successor to Mr. Fraser, of St. 
John’s Church, at a stipend of £300 per 
annum. 


SOIREE AND PRESENTATION.—A_ soiree 
took place in Meadowtield Church, for the 
purpose of presenting the Rev. A. Walker, 
pastor of the congregation, with a pulpit 
Puan and cassock, also a Bible and psalm 
ck for the Church. The Rev. R. S. 
Horne, Slamannan, in a very appropriate 
speech, made the presentation. 


Rev. Dr. Berru, Strruixc.—The resigna- 

tion of the Rev. Dr. Beith, minister of the 
Free North congregation of Stirling, has 
been accepted by his Presbytery. Dr. Beith 
has now been fifty five years an ordained 
minister, and has earned as an impressive 
preacher a reputation extending far beyond 
the boundaries ef Stirling, where he has 
Jong had an attached flock. He purposes 
residing in Edinburgh. 
CHURCH OF ScoTLAND JEwisn Misston.—An 
interesting missionary meeting was held in 
St. Andrew’s Church, Edinburgh, in con- 
nection with the recent ordination of the 
Rey. William Francis Scott as missionary 
to the Jews at Beyrout. There was a large 
congregation. The Rev. Dr. Stuart, n ini- 
ster of the church, presided, and conducted 
the opening service. Addresses were after- 
wards delivered Ly the Rev. W. Smith, of 
Kirknewton,convener of the Jewish Mission 
Committee of the Churchof Scotland, on 
“The Church’s Duty to her Missionary ; by 
the Rev. James Robertson, of Mayfield, and 
late of Beyrout, on “Our work at Beyrout;” 
and by the Rev. George Wilson, on *Our 
New Missionary.” The Rev. Mr. Gunn, on 
behalf of a deputation from the Edinburgh 
University Missionary Association, of which 
Mr. Scott is now the President, presented 
him with an address from the members. 


PROCLAMATION OF Banns IN Govan Pa- 
RISH CHURCH.—One sabbath lately, ninety- 
three couples were proclaimed for marriage 
in this church, the great majority being 
three times named. After the bells began 
to ring the precentor used to begin his work 
of proclamation, but now the accompanyist

The inscription in question 
sets forth the historical fact, which nobody 
can deny, that Dr. Gillespie had, some 
one hundred and twenty five years ayo, 
been ‘deposed by the General Assembly 
for refusing to take part in the forced settle- 
ment ofa minister at Inverkeithing.”’ Lord 
Henry Lennox has addres-ed meter to 
to the Rev. Dr. Hutton, the leading mem- 
ber of the deputation, in which he explains 
that ‘his original o jection to the inscrip- 
** tion arose from an earnest d sire that 
* strife which had so unfortunately dis-

shed authorities in the Church of Scotland, 


he is of opinion that his object will best 
be attained by the withdrawal of his oppo- 
sition to the proposed inscription.

He 
has some valuable remarks on “ reserved 
power.” When he speaks of money, he looks 
at both sides of the Almighty Dollar—its 
uses and abuses—and he is careful to remind 
us that there is such a thing as unsuccesful 
success.

This is a series of well digested Lectures, 
by the Rector of Port Burwell, Ontario, 
who informs us at the outset that he left the 
Communion of the Church of Rome fifteen 
years ago He is therefore in a position 
to speak from experience and with mature 
judgment upon the themes he discusses. 
The work is divided into three parts; the 
first treating generally of infallibity in re~ 
gard to the Church of Christ, which is con- 
clusively shewn to rest not in any human 
assumption, but in the Bible itself. In the 
second part, he considers the baneful conse- 
quences that have arisen from the dogma of 
infallibility as manifested in the develope- 
ment of Sacerdotalism and Ritualism. In 
the third part, he treats of the Papacy as a 
system which he describes as *‘ a monstrous: 
delusion arising before our eyes and ahve 
ally ensnaring the whole Church,” Under 
this division, the primacy of Peter and the 
assumed supremacy of the Popes of Rome 
are ably considered, and the gradual deve- 
lopment of the papacy is historically set. 
forth.

Rav. Wititam Taytor, D. D., 
MonTREAL. 


Before these lines are read, intelligence 
of the death this eminent Canadian divine 
will have reached the remotest parts of 
the Dominion. But this, does not pre- 
vent us from paying our humble tribute 
to the memory of one who, by the virtues 
of his private life no less than by his 
public ministrations, has been indentified 
with the propagation of Christian faith 
and morals in this land of his adoption, 
for nearly half a century. Dr. Taylor 
died at Portland, inthe state of Maine, 
on the fourth of September in the seventy- 
third year of his age. Few men, at his 
time of life, are so active in mind and 
body as was our departed friend two 
weeks before his death. A calm and 
dignified demeanour made him a man of 
mark in whatever company he was found, 
Endowed by nature with a noble pre- 
sence, he was the picture of contentment 
and health; yet, he carried about with 
him, for many years, the seeds of that 
disease which eventually, and somewhat 
suddenly, terminated his earthly career. 
In the absence of his colleague, Dr. Tay- 
lor had for a number of weeks, during 
the heat of summer, discharged the duties 
pertaining to the pastorate of Erskine 
Church, with no apparent diminution of 
his former power and efficiency. He 
subsequently repaired to the sea-side for a 
season of rest. Little could he have 
dreamed that he was going away from 
friends and relatives to die among stran- 
gers. But, knowing what manner of 
man he was, and the foundation on which 
rested all his hopes for time and eternity, 
and how habitual had become to him the 
life of Faith in the Son of God, the time 
and place of his departure, as well as the 
attendant circumstances, were doubtless 
ef small account. While life lasted he

rejoiced to live and work for his fellow- 
men, and, when the end came, he was 
ready to depart, ‘‘ and to be with Christ ; 
which is far better-” 

Dr. Taylor was a native of Scotland. 
He was licensed to preach the gospel in 
the year 1827, and was ordained to 
the ministry of the Secession Church 
at Peebles, in 1831. On the third of 
June 1833 he landed in Montreal, and on 
the 20th of the same month, the Erskine 
Church congregation was founded. On 
July 21st, Dr. Taylor, dispensed the 
Sacrament of the Lord’s supper to one 
hundred and five communicants. The 
next day a called was presented to him, 
which he accepted. He commenced his 
duties as pastor on the 29th. So he 
ministered to this congregation for forty- 
three years. 


It is needless to enlarge on the diligence 
and success of Dr. Taylor’s ministry. 
The best testimony that can be adduced 
in this regard, is the large, influential, 
and admirably organized congregation 
that gathered round him and that now 
mourns the loss they have sustained by 
his death. Those who came within the 
circle of intimate acquaintanceship with 
him best know his true worth and they will 
ever esteem it a privilege to have known 
one so gentle and unassuming, so genial, 
and so well-informed, so thoroughly in- 
dependent, and, when occasion required, 
so fearless in the maintenance of truth 
and the denunciation of error. 


The funeral obsequies were observed in 
Erskine Church, Montreal, on the 7th Sep- 
tember with becoming solemnity. From the 
time of their arrival in this city till the hour 
appointed for the funeral the remains of the 
deceased minister were laid in front of the 

ulpit where his living voice had so often 
eae, heard. The Church was draped in 
black, and the coffin was profusely decorated 
with exquisite wreaths of immortelles. The 
edifice was filled with friends and ac- 
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quaintances, among whom was a large 
number of ladies. The service was com- 
menced by the Rev. James 8. Black, Dr. 
Taylor’s colleague and successor. The 
venerable Dr. Wilkes of the congregational 
Church, delivered a funeral address, and 
the very Rev. Dean Bond of St. George’s 
Episcopal Church, closed the service with 
prayer. The following ministers acted as 
pall-bearers,—Dr. Douglas, (Methodist,) 
Mr. Wells, (American Presbyterians,) Mr. 
Denovan, (Baptist,) Mr. Dumoulin, (Hpis- 
copalian,) Mr. Stevenson, (Congregation- 
alist,) and Mr. Baxter (Presbyterian.) The 
procession was headed by the protestant 
ministers of the city in a body, and, follow- 
ing them, the kirk-session and managers of 
Erskine Church and a very large number of 
the congregation and citizens from every 
Protestant denomination. 

In the course of his remarks, Dr. Wilkes 
who, in connection with another branch of 
the Church, had been associated with Dr. 
Taylor in Christian work during these three 
and forty years, referred to the pleasant in- 
tercourse, and the unbroken friendship of 
those years and to the faithfulness and 
catholicity of his deceased brother. He 
spoke of him as one of the earliest promoters 
of the Temperance Reformation, and, along 
with himself, as the originator of a Minis- 
isterial Association which has continued to 
this day with the happiest results. Thirty- 
seven years ago, he was also one of those who 
formed the French Canadian Missionary 
Society, in which he took a life-long interest. 

Asa Biblical scholar, Dr. Taylor occupied 
high rank, In his knowledge of Greek and 
Hebrew he was, perhaps, unsurpassed in 
the Dominion. In his younger days he was 
a power on the platform, a skilful debater, 
and always a prominent member of the 
Church Courts. It is impossible to over- 
estimate the good influences that have ac- 
crued to the Presbyterianism of Canada, 
from so noble a life and so accomplished 
and learned a ministry. 

On the sabbath following his death, ap- 
Popa funeral sermons were preached in 

rskine Church, in the forenoon by the Rey. 
Dr. Gibson of Chicago,—Dr. Taylor’s first 
colleague, and in the evening, by Mr. Black, 
the pastor of the congregation. 


CuurcH MEMBERSHIP, DoES IT MEAN 
ANYTHING ? 


CHaP. 11. Concerning Temporalities.— 
Some of my readers may not understand 
what this long word means. They have 
heard of the Temporalities Board, but 


perhaps they have vague ideas even as to 
what is meant by a Board. Let me ex- 
plain : : 

It is a fact, though many excellent 
persons seem never to have graspcd it, 
that a Church cannot—io the nature of 
things—exist or at any rite be keptin 
existence without money. Possibly this 
statement of the fact may be offensive to 
them, and less or more a shock to their 
piety. Is not the Church spiritual? Is 
it not a sin to think that the Holy Spirit 
is to be bought? Is not money the root 
of all evil? Such are the pertinent ques- 
tions they put triumphantly, in reply. 
‘To all which we answer, that when we 
are spirit—only that and nothing more— 
in the land where they neither marry nor 
are given in marriage—we shall probably 
be in a position to discard money utterly. 
But, in the meantime,the heavenly citizen 
is also a citizen of earth and subject to 
its conditions. He might just as honestly 
undertake to keep house without an in- 
come, or conduct the government without 
an exchequer, as to keep up his church 
without money. He cannot build, re- 
pair, paint, light, heat, clean, ornament, 
nor insure the Lord’s house without mo- 
ney. Pastor, assistant, bible women, city 
missionary, secretary, sexton, organist, 
choir, all involve a large expenditure. I 
am now speaking, mark, not of liberality, 
not of giving to others, giving for the 
sake of the heathen, or the poor, or the 
Church generally ; but simply of giving 
to ourselves, of the ordinary revenue our 
Church must have, if it is to exist, and 
to which we must contribute if we are 
members, simply as we would pay any 
other debt. In one word, I am speaking 
of the Temporalities of the Church. 

Very good. What then does Church- 
membership mean in this matter? What 
is the principle on which the members of 
the Church assess themselves to meet 
this ordinary expenditure ? 

First, let us consider the principle on 
which communities—with far less lofty 
pretensions than the Church—act. A 
city, say of five thousand families has to 
raise a revenue of $200,000. Is that done 
by each family paying $40 a year? Why 
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not? One family is benefited about as 
much as another. The policemen pro- 
tect all alike. The drains and—in a 
sense—the jails, the streets and the sew- 
ers, the gas lamps, and the schools are for 
all. ‘The poor citizen may be as influen- 
tial as the rich, he feels that he is inde- 
pendent, he votes as often—perhaps oft- 
ener, and all are equal before the law. 
Why then should not all pay alike ? 

Why? The proposal is so absurd that 
itis not even a good joke. Some fami- 
lies pay taxes of one or two dollars a 
year, others pay one or two thousand. 
They pay according to their wealth, that 
is, aS far as their wealth can be ascer- 
tained, And in ascertaining this, govern- 
ments are often unpleasantly inquisito- 
rial, and the penalties of evasion are for- 
midable. A man with £1,000 a year 
pays ten times as much income tax as a 
man with £100, and he has to Jay bare 
the sources of his income with scrupulous 
accuracy. The city, and the nation go 
on the principle, that where there is com- 
munity of life and interest, rich and poor 
should contribute to the ordinary reve- 
nue, as God hath blessed them. Strange 
as it may seem, the world has thus adopt- 
ed the christian principle. 

Of course the Church is not behind 
the world. A church is built say with 
an hundred pews, and a revenue of $4,- 
000 a year is required. How is the 
amount ordinarily raised? By putting 
a tax of $40 on every pew; calling that 
pew-rent; and appointing a number of 
the most responsible men to collect and 
disburse the taxes. Here you have 
your Temporalities Board, or Trustees. 
The poor widow pays as much ag the 
rich widow, or goes without a pew. The 
mechanic pays as much as the merchant, 
the young clerk as much as the retired 
millionaire. If it be the result, as it 
must in villages and cities where the po- 
pulation is not increasing, that pews gra- 
dually become vacant, and the revenue 
falls short, the Temporalities Board may 
be driven to adopt temporarily an ap- 
proach to the christian principle. More 
commonly, however, they do nothing, or 
run into debt, or appeal aimlessly to the 


people, and thus murmurs originate that 
the pastor is not what he once was, and 
that a change would be desirable. 

We are in the iron age. Society has 
adopted the christian principle, and a 
degraded Church does not seek to rise 
above the worldly or selfish principle. Is 
it wonderful that while Popery—with her 
grand Cathedrals open to all—retains 
Some hold upon the masses, in England 
and Germany, not one mechanic in ten 
ever enters a church. The Church in 
most of our cities is a Club too expen- 
sive for the poor. They must for ever 
compete with purses an hundred times 
longer than theirs, no matter how long 
they have been faithful members of the 
Church, no matter what service they 
may have rendered her. And that, as 
far as the Temporalities are concerned, 
is all that church-membership means.

INTERNATIONAL LESSONS.

STHPHEN’S DEFENCE. 


OotosErR Ist.—Acts vil. 1-50. 
Golden Text: Romans ix. 5. 


I. Parsoss—Stephen.—His character as 
revealed tous: Acts vi. 5, 8,10: and vii. 55. 
The nature of his preaching: the charge 
against him Acts vi. Ll, 13, 14, illustrated 
by his own defence, shows that he was the 
forerunner of St. Paul in warning against 
the abuse of privileges, such as the tem- 
ple, the law, the holy land; or depending on 
such as substitutes for religion. He was 
the first of the seven deacons, and to him 
the word “martyr” is first applied: Acts 
xxil. 20. 

The High Priest and Sanhedrim.—The 
great Ecclesiastical Council of the Jews, 
consisting of seventy judges, all of whom 
had to be fathers of families. The presi- 
dent sat in the middle, and around him in 
a semi-circle, were the other members. One 
of the seventy present on this occasion was 
Si Sena Saul of Tarsus: Acts vii. 28 and 

LU. 

Puiace.—The room in which they met was 
the hall “‘Gazith” or “‘the stone chamber,” 
partly within and partly without the Te m- 

le Court ; or in one of the Courts of the 
Temple open to the sky. “Z'his holy place” 
Acts vi. 13, 14. 


Lhe Scene.—Stephen is on trial. With 
calm dignity the president asks him, “Quil- 
ty or not guilty ?’’ He faces the Court, and 
pleads. 


II. Nature of the Defence.—A Review of 
their own History.—As he touches each suc- 
cessive stage, he quietly brings out that the 
true religion was always spiritual, not local; 
and that their fathers had always rejected 
those whom God had sent. At the same 
time, he shows himself to be a true Jew, 
believing in the divine mission of his people. 

vy. 2-8.—God appeared to Abraham when 
in a heathen land, before the promises or 
the covenant. The Jews believed, too, 
that Abraham’s kindred had rejected him 
for teaching the worship of the true God. 
God blessed Abraham for his faith. He had 
“not so much as to set his foot on” of the 
holy land. He had to buy even asepulchre 
in it: Gen. 23. He was told that 400 years 
would pass away before his seed should in- 
herit it—yet he believed. 


y. 9-19.—God appeared to Joseph, intend- 
ing to deliver his brethren by him ; but their 
fathers rejected Joseph, and sold him for 
thirty pieces of silver. 


STEPHEN’S DEFENCE. 


OoroBER 8th.—Acts vil., 20-30. 
Golden Text: Hebrews x. 9. 


v. 20-36.—God appeared to Moses, and 
made him theruler and deliverer (redeemer) 
of the people; but this Moses they rejected. 
(The deeds of one man are ascribed to those 
who are of the same mind, Rom. 1.32). So 
with this Jesus: Acts ii. 36. All this divine 
economy was previous to the law, or the 
temple, or the possession of the holy land. 


v. 37.—The Pharisees thought that they 
believed in Moses: John ix. 29. Hear then 
the words of Moses: Acts iii. 22; Deut. 
xvili. 15. Moses was a prophet of a unique 
kind. Heredeemed from Egypt, and began 
the Church of Israel: Num. xii. 6-8; Deut. 
xxxiv.10. “ One like unto me,” said Mo- 
ses, ‘would come to redeem from & worse 
bondage, and begin His own Church”: Heb. 
iii. 2-6. “ Hear Him.” 

vy. 38.—Moses was mediator between the 
Angel of the Covenant and the people. 
“ Lively;” only living, not life-giving as 
Christ’s. Deut. xxxiil. 2. 

vy. 39-41.—Another instance of rejection 
by “the fathers” of God’s messenger. 
“Made”? Gods, cannot be Gods: Ex. xxxii, 
4; Num. xiv. 4; Neh. ix.18. Thelaw then 
of which they boasted, had not kept their 
fathers from idolatry. 


v. 42-45.—A summary of God’s dealing 
with them from their wilderness idolatry 
down to the times of Amos. They pretended 
to offer sacrifices to God, but He did not ac-. 
cept them, because they secretly bore about 
the portable shrine of Moloch (Mars), and 
of Remphan or Chiun (Saturn). (Mars 
was worshipped under the figure or fashion 
of a man, and Saturn under that of a star). 
They did this, though they had in the wil- 
derness the shrine that witnessed of Jeho- 
vah, made after a figure or fashion divinel 
appointed,—which shrine they bore wit 
Joshua into the Holy Land. The takin 
possession of the land was not complete til 
the time of David. During all this time, 
“the fathers” had frequently rejected God 
and the saviours He sent them. 


v. 46-50.—Though David asked permis- 
sion (2 Sam. 7.2) to build (Ps. cxxxii. 2-5), 
and Solomon did build God a house, David, 
Solomon, and the prophets repudiate the 
idea that God is confined to any locality: 
(1 Chron. xxix. 11, 14,16; 1 Kings viii. 27; 
Isa. Ixvi. 1-2).

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III. In various details; also in quoting 
from the Septuagint instead of the original ; 
and in the freedom of his citations, Stephen 
had, as St. Jerome says, “regard to the 
meaning, not the words.’ His historical 
method vindicated his own orthodoxy, and 
gained him a hearing. Paul imitated his 
method: Acts xiil. 16-22; Acts xxvi. 22. 
Necessity of it seen Acts xxii. 22. 


IV. Lussons.—l. Value privileges, but do 
not depend on them; 2. Guly faith in the 
living God saves—Faith in the Church, or 
anything outward, is idolatry; 3. The true 
way to reverence our “fathers” is to be 


filled with their spirit. 


OCTOBER 15th.—SrerHen’s Martyrpom.— 
Acts vii. 51-60. 


Golden Text: Phil.i. 20. 


I. Persons and place same as in preceding 
Lessons. Scene at first the same, except 
that there is a sudden change in Stephen’s 
tone. Why? Hither because his judges— 
beginning to see the drift of his defence— 
showed symptoms of impatience, or because 
he was carried away with indignation when 
the murder of the Holy One came up before 
him simply as the last and worst of a long 
catalogue of rebellions against God, and re- 
jections of His sent ones. 


II. v. 51, 52. See parallel passages. 


v. 53. God gave the law; the angels, His 
ministers, announced it; the people received 
it with due reverence; but, with all their 
professions, they did not keep it. 


v. 54-56.—The scene now changes. Hard- 
ly can the reverend judges restrain them- 
selves. Their hearts are “being sawn asun- 
der,”? and they gnash their set teeth at 
him: v. 33. Stephen is calm, but filled 
with holy boldness. He looks up from them 
to the open skies, and amid the ineffable 
splendour of the third heaven, sees Jesus. 
In every other passage, the ascended 
Jesus is said to be seated-at the right hand 
of the Father. Here, it is as if ‘‘He had 
risen from His throne to succour and receive 
Stephen.” **The Son of man”—the name 
used by Jesus before this Council, Matt. 
xxvi. 64, in foretelling His glorification. 

v. 517-60.—The scene shifts rapidly now 
from the Council Chamber to a mob tumul- 
tuously hustling Stephen through the streets 
to one of the gates, Outside the city they 
go about the murder deliberately. The wit- 
nesses strip themselves of their loose outer 

arments, that they may do their work 
thoroughly, and one of the leaders takes 
charge of the clothes: Deut. xvii.5, 7 ; Lev. 
xxiy. 14; 1 Kings xxi. 10, 13. Stephen, 


now free from their hands, kneels down. 
The first volley is thrown. He feels the 
bitterness of death, but calmly offers to Je- 
sus the prayer that He on the Cross made 
to the Father: Luke xxiii. 46. Another 
crash of stones, and summoning his last 
strength, he utters loudly another prayer 
in the spirit of his Lord: Luke xxiii. 34, and 
‘fell asleep.” 


1IT. Lussons.—1. Holy indignation against 
sin is not inconsistent with forgiveness and 
patience towards those that are sinning 
grievously even against ourselves. 

2. Zeal for religion cannot excuse wrong 
doing. Our zeal must be according to know- 
ledge: Rom. x. 2. } 

3. Jesus is ever near and ready to save. 
The eye of faith sees Him. 

4. Jesusis the living God. Dying Stephen 
prayed toHim. So may we. 

5. * The blood of the martyrs is the seed 
of the Church.” “The Church owes Paul 
to the prayers of Stephen.” 

6. Better to fall asleep with Stephen than 
remain awake with his murderers. 


OctoBER 22nd.—Simon THE SoORCERER. — 
Acts vili. 9-25. 


Golden Text: Acts viii. 21. 


This Lesson and the next, give us glimp- 
ses of Philip. Stephen’s death was the sig- 
nal for the Gites of a persecution which 
scattered the infant Church. The disper- 
sion led to the Church’s first missionary 
triumph. Becket, 

v. 9-13.—Philip and Simon are the cen- 
tral figures in these verses. 

Piace.—A city of Samaria, probably Sy- 
char, vill. 5,and John, iv. 5. Philip, after- 
wards called the Evangelist, xxi. 8, was the 
second of the seven deacons. From the fact 
that the first extension of the Church out- 
side Judea, Acts 1-8, and the first victory 
over Jewish prejudices was due to him, it 
would seem that he had the same spiritual 
and enlarged views as Stephen. The two 
days that Christ and His disciples spent at 
Sychar, John iy. 40, may have prepared the 
way for Philip. 

Simon the Sorcerer was there before 
Philip, exercising a strange influence over 
all the people. Such an adversary Paul 
had, xii. 6. Church history relates that 
Simon Magus fell a victim at last to his 
magic arts. Declaring that he would rise 
the third day, he was buried alive. There 
was such a thing as magic, Ex. vil. 11-22. 
Probably not now. 


Simon gees in Philip merely a power over 
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nature, greater than his own. His faith did 
not change his heart, for it was simply a be- 
lief in facts: Jas. 11. 19. 


v. 14-25.—Here the two apostles and the 
magician are the central figures. Z’wo ; Mark 
vi. 7; Acts xiii. 2; xv. 39, 40,etc. It was 
necessary to prove to the Church that the 
believers in Samaria could receive the extra- 
ordinary gifts of the Holy Spirit even as the 
Jews. Philip had not this Apostolic power ; 
though Ananias had, ix. 17. 


“‘ Prayed for them.”—Prayer as necessary 
in the ministry of the Gospel as preaching. 
Simon did not think of praying. He did 
not ask for the Holy Ghost for himself. He 
was ambitious to be great, and thought 
money could buy anything. Pride in the 
Church leads to allsin. Traffic in spiritual 
offices has ever since been called the sin of 
Simony. It means unbelief in the Holy 
Ghost. 


v. 20.—Peter is in the front as usual. 
Thou and thy gold are bound together in the 
bond of iniquity, and shall perish together: 
LiPet. 1, )7348-) Gilt of God,’ Matt. x.)3- 


v. 21.—See Deut. xviii. 1. He sought the 
Gospel with unworthy ends in view: Matt. 
vi. 22. 


v. 22.—* If perhaps.” The suggestion 
that his sin might be unpardonable, Matt. 
xll. 31, was to make him more earnest in 
repenting. Even Peter and John could not 
absolve. They referred him to God. 


v. 24.—Peter had said ‘*‘ Pray God.” Si- 
mon, like Pharoah, Ex. x. 17, who yet 
hardened his heart, says, ‘“‘ Pray ye.”? His 
words show fear of the punishment, not hor- 
ror of his sin. 

Lessons.—l. Adults or infants may be 
baptized, yet remain unpardoned. 

2. To seek to gain influence in the Church 
with our money, is a deadly sin. 

3. We should rather pray God for our- 


selves than rely on the intercession of 
others. 


OorToBeR 29th.—PHILIP AND THE ETHIOPIAN. 
—Acts viii. 26-40. 


Golden Text: Mark xvi. 16. 


Greatly honoured was Philip. He had 
received Samaritans into the Church, and 
was now to open the door to the eunuch and, 
probably the Gentile. Thus the partition 
walls were broken down: Gal. iii. 28. Here 
we have one of the few cases recorded in 
the Bible, of individual conversions. 


vy. 26.—See, for instances of ministration 
of angels in the infant Church, v. 19; x. 3; 
xii. 7; xxvii. 23. A mysterious order Philip 
must have thought it. To leave crowds of 


enquirers in the city to gotothe Desert! He 
is not told why. One stepata time is God’s 
way with us. He is not to take even the 
usual road, but the direct road by Hebron,. 
which was the most desert. God’s particu- 
lar providence overlooks no individual and 
no detail. Philip’s faith and obedience are 
noteworthy. 


v. 27.—The treasurer was probably a pro- 
selyte: Candace, the name not of an indivi- 
dual, but of a dynasty, like Pharaoh. 


v.28.—Reading aloud ; a good way for 
himself, and perhaps also for his charioteer. 
Do we study the Scriptures when travel- 
ling ? 

vy. 29. The Holy Spirit is therefore a per- 
sont). 165 x, 195 203 re 

v. 29-39.— A striking scene. Philip alone 
in the desert; a chariot appearing in the 
distance ; the voice within heard by the 
preacher; his running at full speed till he 
overtakes the chariot; the direct question 
that goes to the root of the matter without 
circumlocution about trifles ; the modest 
answer ; the courteous invitation of the 
great man toa travel-soiled pedestrian, Heb. 
xill. 2; the preaching of Jesus from the 
Old Testament; faith coming by hearing; 
the believer’s consistent desire to be at once 
a member of the Church; the readiness of 
Philip to receive him, though he had lately 
been deceived in Simon; the simple bap- 
tism in the first spring; the miraculous de- 
parture of Philip, 1 Kings xviii. 12; 2 Kings 
11. 16; 2 Cor. xu. 2-4; 1 Thess. iv. 17, con- 
firming the faith of the treasurer; his joy 
notwithstanding the removal of his teacher, 
for he had found Jesus, and in Him the key 
to the Scriptures. Hvery detail has its les- 
son for us. 


vy. 40.—He seems to have fixed his resi- 
dence at Cesarea, xxi. 8-9, and to have had 
a family, like himself, perhaps superior to 
himself, in spiritual gifts: Eph. iv. 11. 


HOW TO GET TO HEAVEN, 


“If I’m a good girl, I shall go to heaven 
some day,” said little Susie, talking to her- 
self. 

«* But you are not good,” said grand-ma, 
who had overheard the words of her little.

MinutTEs or AsSEMBLY.—Copies of 
the Acts and proceedings of the Second 
General Assembly have been sent by 
mail to every minister. Parcels are also 
being sent by express, or otherwise, for 
each Kirk-Session. Should any not re- 
ceive their parcel, they should communi- 
cate with the clerk of the Presbytery, 
or with Dr. Reid, Toronto, from whom 
additional copies may be obtained on ap- 
plication. ‘he Minutes proper occupy 
84 pages. The Appendices cover 263 
additional pages of closely printed matter, 
embodying Reports of the Home and 
Foreign Mission Boards, of the French 
Evangelization Committee, of the various 
Colleges, and of all the other departments 
of the Church’s werk. The Report on 
Statistics extends to no less than 80 
pages. Without having had time to 
examine it closely, we may say that the 
volume is on the whole a very present- 
able one, such as the church may well 
be proud of. It appears to have been 
earefully compiled, and the mechanical 
execution is creditable to the ‘ Presby- 
terian Printing House” at Toronto. It 
is a pity, however, that the published 
minutes of the first General Assembly, 
are not uniform in size with these. Many 
parties would uo doubt wish to bind that 
historic document along with this and 
succeeding issues Could not a small 
edition of the former be reprinted for 
those wishing to preserve them, and who 
would be willing to pay for them ? 

We have transferred to our columns 
the Report on' the State of Religion which 
we commend to the careful perusal of 
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our readers. It is based upon informa- 
tion gathered from every part of the 
Dominion and has thus an interest for 
all.

Under the direction of these mission- 
aries, a large number of native teachers 
and catechists are employed. 


ONTARIO AND QUEBEC. 


Home Misstons.— In a letter ad- 
dressed to the British American Presby- 
tervan, Dr. Cochrane announces his inten- 
tion of resigning the convenership of the 
Home Mission Committee. For so doing 
he gives a sufgcient resson, The work 


has grown to such dimensions that he 
finds it impossible to carry it on efficient- 
ly and at the same time discharge the 
duties connected with his large congre- 
gation. To use his own words, “it needs 
only a cursory perusal of the annual re- 
ports and financial statements submitted 
by the Home Mission Committee to re- 
cent Assemblies to understand something 
of the labour attached to the office from 
year to year. When I entered upon the 
work, the annual expenditure of the 
Church was $14,000. Last year it was 
over $36,000. Our Mission in British 
Columbia was at that time under the 
care of the Foreign Mission Committee. 
The Lake Superior stations had no re- 
gular organization. Manitoba had but 
one Missionary, whereas now, it has its 
30 or 40 stations and 10 laborers; and 
the work in Ontario and Quebec was pro- 
portionately limited.”’ 

That the interests of the church may 
not suffer, however, Dr. Cochrane ex- 
presses his willingness to carry on the 
work till next General Assembly. When 
that times comes we hope the Assembly 
may see its way to the appointment of a 
Superintendent of Missions who shall 
devote all his time and energies to this 
zreat work. 


Home Mission Despr.—Presbyteries 
and Congregations are reminded that the 
special contribution for cancelling the 
debt of $10,000 incurred by the commit- 
tee in carrying on the Home Mission 
work of the church last year, should be 
forwarded to Dr. Reid as soon as pos- 
sible. Although very little money has 
yet been received, it is gratifying to 
know that in most of the Presbyteries, 
active and decided measures have been 
adopted for bring the matter before alk 
the congregations. 


FRENCH [EVANGELIZATION.— In re 
suming operations for the year, the 
Board has already had under considera- 
tion several matters of great importance. 
In the first place, the treasurer has re- 
ceived $10,000 from the executor of the 
catate of the lato Mi r. Hall, of Peterboro, 
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who, although he died before his will was 
executed, had expressed his desire and 
intention to devote a large portion of his 
fortune to objects connected with the 
Church. It is understood that this sum 
will be applied in part payment of Russell 
Hall, Montreal—purchased at the price 
of $20,000. 

THe Rev. C. A. Tannzr, having 
accepted the superintendence of an edu- 
cational institution at Richmond, in the 
Kastern Townships, has resigned the se- 
eretaryship of the Board. 


Tue Rev. R. H. Warpen, of Toron- 
to, succeeds Mr. Tanner as secretary and, 
in virtue of his appointment by the As- 
sembly will act as the general agent of 
the Board, having his headquarters in 
Montreal. His address, until further 
notice, will be 210 St. James Street. 

By authority of Principal Macvicar, 
Convener, it is requested that all com- 
munications and remittances of money 
for the French Evangelization be sent 
to Mr. Warden. 


A New Frenca Cuurcu.—Arrange- 
ments have now been completed for the 
erection of a church in the Western part 
of Montreal, to be seated for six hundred 
persons, and to be ready for occupation 
before the present year expires. The site 
will cost about $5,000, and it is estima- 
ted that a comfortable and suitable edi- 
fice may be erected for $5,000 more. 
This building will be occupied by Mr. 
Chiniquy—Mr. Doudiet and Mr. Ou- 
riére supplying services to the Russell 
Hall Congregation. 

It is understood that the Board have 
agreed to established an agency in the 
old country, for the purpose of informing 
the churches of Great Britain and Ireland 
of the magnitude and importance of the 
work carried on by the Board and of in- 
viting their co-operation. Some of these 
churches have already manifested their 
interest in a practical way. ‘The Hstab- 
lished Church of Scotland having at last 
meeting of its General Assembly renewed 
its annual grant of £200 stg. ‘The Colo- 
nial Committee of the Free Church have 


also sent a grant of £100, and others 
may be expected to follow. 


FATHER CHINIQUY has been spending 
his holidays in the Maritime Provinces. 
But he has not been eating the bread of 
idleness. At Gaspé, and on Prince Ed- 
ward Island, at Pictou, and Truro, and 
Halifax, and many other places, we have 
heard of the good Father preaching and 
lecturing. We have heard some stories, 
too, about brick bats and broken heads, 
which we hope are not true. And we 
have read Mr. Chiniquy’s ‘‘encyclical,”’ 
dated at Summerside, P. H. I., August 
the 15th, the point and tone of which 
may be learned from the concluding sen- 
tences. 


“Though late, it is not too late to repair 
the fatal errors of the past. Let every dis- 
ciple of Christ in Canada, let every British 
man in the Dominion, who glories in the 
name of soldier of Christ, rally around the 
banner of the Great Captain of this salva- 
tion, and go with him to fight the great and 
glorious battle which is just now raging 
between truth and error, light and dark- 
ness; between the Gospel of eternal life 
and popery—that death-knell of all that is 
good, pure and free! and the victory will 
be ours. The great, I dare say, the mar- 
vellous victories of the past twelve months 
are a sure guarantee that the Lord is on 
our side. He fights for us. He will de- 
stroy the enemy—Pharaoh and his chariots 
will go to the bottom of the sea. It is ab- 
solutely necessary this year that we should 
send missionaries to Gaspé and Baie des 
Chaleurs territories, as well as to the Aca- 
dians of Nova Scotia and P. EH. Island. We 
ought to have more than double our young 
missionaries to preach Christ to the poor 
Roman Catholics, who are scattered over 
the 2,500 miles which are between the Man- 
itoba Provinces and Cape Breton. 

‘‘Ror the honour of God—for your own 
personal interests and honour—Protestants 
of the Dominion come and put your hands 
bravely to the conversion of Canada. Do 
not count the costs; for the costs are 
nothing at all if you gain the victory, 
as you are sure of it, by tue great mercy of 
God, if you do your duty in this solemn 
hour. Let those of you who have already 
done something in the past, do twice ag 
much thia year, and let those of you whe 
have never done anything, begin just now 
to remember that they are soldiers of 
Christ to fight and conquer, but that no 
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fight, no conquest, no victory is possible 
without sacrifices not only of money, but 
often of blood and life. 

“Ah! If the three millions of Protestants 
who inhabit Canada would say : 

<‘In the name of God, for the glory of 
Jesus Christ, for the salvation of the im- 
mortal souls which are perishing in the 
dark ways of popery, let us do all in our 
power to convert the French-Canadian ; 
how quickly that glorious work would be ac: 
complished with the helpof Gd! And what 
a glorious day for you Protestants! What 
public rejoicings in your midst, when you 
would see the walls of Babylon falling 
down! What a glorious future for Canada 
when the French-Canadians, instead of 
opposing and paralyzing youin every ef- 
fort made in the way of progress, will sin- 
cerely unite with you to work as friends 
and brothers, under the eyes of God and 
the leadership of Christ, to make our dear 
Canada prosperous, happy and free !

THE ScHEDULE System for taking 
contributions for the schemes of the 
Church is finding favour in the eyes of 
many of the congregations. Nearly 
every congregation in the Presbytery of 
Montreal—outside the city—has adopted 
this method. We see nothing to pre- 
vent the city churches also adopting it. 
Some of them might be surprised to see 
the extent to which their capabilities 
might be developed by the introduction 
and judicious working of this system. 


ORDINATIONS AND InDUCTIONS.— 
-The Rev. Mr. Mann was inducted to the 
charge of Granton, Ont., on the 15th of 
August The Rev. James Gordon, for 
merly of Dorchester, has been translated 
to Cliften, in tle Presbytery of Hamil- 
ton. The Rev. George Crystal, formerly 
ef Silver Hill and Lyndoch, has been 
inducted at West Flamboro. Mr. 
Hughes was ordained by the Presbytcry 


of Ottawa, on 23rd August, and in- 
ducted to the charge of Alice and Peta- 
wawa. Mr. Samuel Acheson, who has: 
been appointed to labour for two years 
in the Windsor Mission District, ap- 
peared before the Presbytery of Peter- 
borough, on the 22nd August, and was 
ordained to the work of the ministry in 
the manner prescribed for the ordination 
of missionaries, The Rev. Mr. Hartley: 
was inducted into the pastoral charge of 
Rogerville and Exeter, on the 30th of 
August, The Rev. Archibald Hender- 
son, late of Atherney, Ireland, was in- 
ducted to the charge of Prescott, by the 
Presbytery of Brockville, on the 5th of 
September. 


New Cuurcues.—The corner stone 
of a new church for the Union Congre- 
gation, at Lancaster Station, was laid 
last mouth in the presence of a large 
concourse of people, and with appro- 
priate ceremonies. The contract for 
building a Presbyterian church at Sault. 
St. Marie has been let. The building 
is to be completed in three months, at a 
cost of $1,200—minus the pews. The 
old Knox College buildings, Toronto, 
are being taken down to give place to a 
handsome Gothic structure, for the use’ 
of the new Central Presbyterian Con- 
gregation (Rev. David Mitchell’s). This 
church, which will be one of finest in 
the northern part of the city, is to be 
seated for 900, and to cost about $20,000. 
A handsome new church is also about to 
be erected at Hlora, at an estimated cost 
of about $10,000, and yet another for 
the congregation at Ashfield—all in the 
Province of Ontario. The congregation 
of St. Andrew’s Church, Clifton, have’ 
wisely decided to build a manse for their 
new minister immediately. The cost 
will be about $2,500. 


FREACH KVANGELIZATION. 


Report of the Missionary Labour of A. 
B. Cruchet, Student in Montreal West, 
for the month ending 31st Aug., 1876. 
During the month I paid a visit to my 

former field, Chrysostome, Chateauguay 

County. I found the work progressing 
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rapidly under Mr. Bouchard’s care. In 
company with him and Mr. Morin I held 
four meetings in three days—attendance: 
35, 30, 35 and 47. The people were so glad 
to see and hear us, that they left their grain 
ripe on the fields and drove, some of them 
twenty miles, to attend our meetings. 
Never before in my life have I seen such 
yearning after truth. All shed tears, many 
found peace, and many others felt deeply 
moved. Even some Catholics, our most 
bitter foes, attended, ard after the meet- 
ings invited us and otherwise treated us 
very politely. Our meetings created a 
real commotion in two or three parishes, 
and changed the spirit and general behavior 
of the people, who were so fanatic and 
wicked four years ago, that three times I 
had decided to abandon the field. What a 
change! At that time there were only 
three Protestant families (French), now 
there are nine. Our converts need a per- 
manent missionary, a school and achurch. 
Fifteen children, all converts, are ready to 
attend the school, and many Catholic chil- 
dren would join them. Mr. Sprague Pettis, 
a wealthy farmer of the place, offers, gratis, 
a large, beautiful and central site, and 
offers to build a church, school and dwel- 
ling for the missionary, all in one building, 
at a cost of $600. I saw the plans and ap- 
prove of them. The people are ready to 
subscribe generously. I am fully con- 
vinced that the field is ripe for a grand ef- 
fort, which would result in the conversion 
of a large number of the best Catholic fa- 
milies of the place (St. Antoine Abbé).

Tue Late Mr. Duxoan MoCo... 


The Presbyterian Church, and more par- 
ticularly the Belmont congregation has sus- 
tained a heavy loss in the death of Mr. 
Duncan McColl, of Westminister, catechist 
and elder, who for over thirty years has 
laboured in the western part of Ontario, at 
first gathering the people together and sup- 
plying them with the means of grace—being 
thus instrumental in laying the foundation 
of several congregations end afterwards de- 
voting a considerabie portion of his time in 
developing and strengthening the weaker 
sections of our church. 

Mr. McColl, although characterized by a 
spirit of liberality towards other evangelical 
denominations, was thoroughly orthodox in 
the doctrines end principles of Presbyterian- 
ism and asa preacher, wis surp*ssed by very 
few of our regularly ordained ministers. He 
will long continue to live in the hearts and 
memories of the people of the West, who 
gratefully remember his self-denying labours 


amongst them, his devoted piety, his faith- 
ful warnings and loving counsels. After a 
long and painful illness “he fell asleep in 
Jesus” on the 12th of April, 1876. 


MANITOBA. 


The Presbytery of Manitoba met by 
adjournment in the City of Winnipeg on 
the 9th of August, for the ordination of 
Mr. J. S. Stewart. The Moderator, the 
Rev. Professor Hart, presided; Dr. 
Black preached and addressed the min- 
ister, and Mr. Robertson, the congrega- 
tion present. Mr. Stewart is stationed 
at Palestine, and proceeded to his field 
at once. The Rev. Mr. Borthwick, for- 
merly of Ottawa, arrived, and has been 
appointed to labour at the Boyne and 
Pembina Mountains. 

Professor Bryce has returned from an 
extensive tour through the “ Prairie 
Province,” and has given a most favour- 
able report of the crops, the general 
prosperity of the country, and its im- 
mense capabilities. 


MARITIME PROVINCES. 


A TruE REVIVAL AT BROADCOVE, 
C. B.—Every one who has once visited 
Cape Breton, is not not likely to forget 
either the beauty of its scenery or the 
warm-hearted hospitality of its people. 
It is a pleasure, therefore, to hear such 
good uews concerning one of its vacant. 
Geelic Congregations, which has had for 
the last two years the services of Mr. 
John McLean, as those contained in a 
Report forwarded by him to the Con- 
vener of the Hastern Section of the H. 
M. Board. 


Mr. McLean writes :—‘‘ The state of re- 
ligion in this congregation is very encour- 
aging. When the services commenced last 
spring, the travelling was so bad that 
horses could vot be taken on the roads. 
But through slush and mud, both old and 
young walked for miles to attend public: 
worship. This interest has not been abat- 
ed. The church is always pretty full in 
every kind of weather, although most of 
the people live from three to eight miles 
away. They appear to come to Church for 
a purpose. Some are very devout, while 
all seem to listen to the Word with atten- 
tion. We have not had a revival in the 
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common acceptation of the term, but we 
have been greatly revived. Young men 
and women manifested a thirst that was as- 
tonishing for the Word ot Life. 


‘¢ Although we have had two Bible-classes 
per week, all summer, and these well at- 
tended, yet, so great was the desire for the 
Word of God, that I have seen about six- 
teen young people, for two or three nights 
in the week for several weeks, assemble in 
a room to talk over the things which be- 
long to their salvation. Those who had 
found peace, encouraged those who had 
not, and all wore such happy countenances 
that the hours thus spent were the hap- 
piest in my life. A number of these made 
an open profession on the 6th of August, 
by commemorating the death of our Lord. 
There were in all thirty new communi- 
cants. An interest is taken in our Sabbath 
School, also, that is seldom seen in a coun- 
try congregation. There are eleven classes 
besides the Bible-class,and the staff of teach- 
ers is as able and earnest, as you can find 
inacity Sabbath schoo} ‘Che regular at- 
tendance is about one hundred, of whom 
from ten to fourteen commit the whole of 
the class lesson to memory. You would 
be delighted to see the ease and accuracy 
with which they repeat it simultaneously,” 


We can always make room fer Re- 
ports like the above. 


Rep Bank, MIRAMICHI.—A manse 
is in course of erection. Sabbath Schools, 
Bible-classes and Prayer Meetings are in 
vigorous operation. There are five 
preaching stations well attended, and 
new members are being added to the 
Church. 


NEWFOUNDLAND. 


The Quarterly Meeting of the Presby- 
tery of Newfoundland was held in Free 
St. Andrew’s Church, on 3rd August. 
The Rev. A. Ross was elected Moderator 
for the ensuing year, and Rev. J. D. 
Patterson, Clerk. 


A communication from the Presbytery of 
Cape Breton was read, inviting the Pies hes 
tery of Newfoundland to join them in an ay 
plication for the formation of a new Synod, 
embracing the churches in Cape Breton and 
Newfoundland. The Presbytery declined to 
accede to this request, mainly on the ground 
that they considered the formation of such 
a Synod unnecessary, and that, if organized, 
members from Newfoundland wewld find 


attendance at its meetings very inconven- 
ient. 

A letter was read from the Rev. Mr. CrExmn- 
MAN, Bay of Islands, announcing his arrivad 
there, and the opening of a Mission Station 
under favourable auspices. The Presbytery 
expressed their gratification at intelligence 
of the opening of this mission under such 
hopeful prospects, and agreed that every en- 
couragement should be extended to the 
Presbyterians of the Bay of Islands, now 
numbering about 130, in their efforts to 
plant a church in that region. 

The propriety of establishing a mission at 
Belt’s Cove was discussed ; in the absence of 
precise information the matter was deferred 
till next meeting. 

A lengthened discussion ensued in relation 
to a petition embodying a complaint of the 
Session of St. Andrew’s Church in reference 
to a proposal for the union of the two con- 
gregations in St. Johns. 


NEW KINCARDINE COLONY, N. B. 


To the Convener of Home Mission Board. 


Rey. and Dear Sir,—By unanimous peti- 
tion of the Colony and request of the Pres- 
bytery, Iam still busy in this charge, which 
is as interesting as it is toilsome. The 
Divine blessing is evidently with us, and ite 
happy results are manifest in many ways 
which are not easily embodied in a report. 

One of the first symptoms of a new 
blessing, was the institution of a school in 
Lower Stonehaven. Great difficulties ap- 
peared at the outset; but they gave way as 
we earnestly pressed on in our duty. A 
house was freely lent and handsomely fitted 
up by the colonists, and opened with an 
evening festival “‘to warm the house.” 
Next morning the teacher was busy, amidst 
her rosy cheeked scholars. The school is 
eminently successful, and arrangements 
are afoot to build a proper and permanent 
school-house forthwith. 

Almost simultaneously, the other three 
districts set about to do likewise. Kintore 
had schools in private houses already, but 
now two proper school-houses are bei 
built for the upper districts of Kintore an 
Stonehaven, while two more are under con- 
tract for the lower districts. Thus we are 
pledged to have four handsome school- 
houses for the colony, If the colonists 
cannot make pensioners of their children, 
they are resolved to make scholars of them. 

When I arrived there were five Elders 
but no Deacons. I have lately ordained 
three additional Elders and six Deaeons. 
This is a ground for special thanksgivi 
as the attempt had repeatedly been mate 
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before, but was delayed once and again, 
owing to the unsettled state of the colony. 

The regular Sabbath Services are con- 
ducted as before; but the meetings are be- 
eoming so large and so crowded, that we 
are forcibly reminded of our need of a 
ehurch, we must “ build the House.” No 
doubt it will tax all our energies, and drain 
our resources in this our “day of small 
things.’’ Yet the Lord’s House must be 
built; for “ among all our joys there is no 
one that more fills our hearts, than the 
blessed continuance of the preaching of 
God’s sacred word among us.” 

We have now six sabbath schools, with 
small libraries attached to them. They 
are a means of much edification and com- 
fort alike to young and old. They are 

enerally under the superintendence of the 

Piaers, and are well attended. We have 
lately presented every family with the 
shorter catechism and the mother’s ca- 
techism, as they are not sold in this vici- 
nity. The diligence of the Elders and 
Deacons of the congregation, calls for 
united thanks to the Head of the Church. 

Our weekly Prayer Meetings are well 
attended. In Lower Stonehaven we meet 
every Tuesday evening, and review one 
book of Sacred Scripture at each meeting. 
We begin each successive meeting by brief- 
ly questioning the young on the previous 
lesson. They answer well, and take part 
in the exercises of prayer and praise, along 
with the older people, whenever we request 
them to do so. 

At Upper Kintore, the Elders conduct a 
Prayer Meeting on Sabbath afternoon when- 
ever there is no preaching there. This 
meeting has been productive of good, and I 
hope to see it flourishing more and more ; 
and that like meetings, may soon be insti- 
puted and blessed in all the districts. 


Since I came, there have been three 
deaths and twelve baptisms here. The de- 
ceased were men, viz: two elderly fathers 
in Israel, and one fine youth of twelve years. 
They are all missed sadly enough by sor- 
rowing friends. Still, the colony is steadily 
inereasing in spite of all its hardships. 
Since it ianded here, nearly three years 
ago, it has had more than fifty births; and 
the young ‘Scottish Americans ” appear 
to be quite as healthy, hardy, and pretty, 
as the *‘ bairns at hame in the auld coun- 
trie.” On the other hand there have been 
only eight deaths in the colony during those 
three years. So that there seems to be no 
likehood that a good race will die out in 
this country. 

A fine feeling of sociality and co-opera- 
tion is now manifest among us. Thus when 
a wish was expressed for the cultivation of 


sacred music, there sprang up classes for 
this purpose in all the districts. In Upper 
Kintore a course of ‘* Penny Readings” has 
been very successful in eliciting. and de- 
veloping literary tastes and talents. 

A good work is silently and steadily going 
on in the colony. The sentiments of piety 
and patriotism are reappearing as in spring- 
tide. The people dearly prize their unity 
of race and religion—a birthright bought 
with blood and defended with blood of 
which the wicked world was not worthy! 

Divisions seem dead, but faith and love 
revived. From loyal brethren beyond the 
colony, scattered in solitary settlements far 
and near, comes many a ery, “‘ come over 
and help us!’ Hitherto we have been 
seldom able to comply; so busy were we 
with internal arrangements. Now however 
we hope to visit our scattered brethren 
around, and organize them into infantile 
congregations, with regular Prayer Meet- 
ings, Sabbath Schools, and Elders. Thus 
may the colony become a pattern and a 
blessing in the Province, exhibiting all the 
glorious lessons of Scotland’s training, in 
their scriptural purity and simplicity.

SAILING OF TWO MISSIONARIES, 


The Maritime section of the General As- 
sembly’s Committee of Foreign Missions 
has met twice within the last month, at 
New Glasgow on the 15th August, and at 
Halifax on the 31st. 


At the first of these meetings, Miss Annie 
Blackadar was unanimously chosen as the 
Teaches of the Mission School at San Fer- 
nando, under the charge of Rev. K. J. 
Grant, and the time of her departure fixed 
for the 2nd of October. 

The time of sailing of Rev. R. D. Grant 
was arranged, and the designation service 
of Bev. J. Campbell fixed for the 31st, so 
that the meeting appointed for that date, 
besides being a designation of the one mis- 
sionary, might be valedictory to both. 


The meeting was held in St. Matthew’s 
Church, Halifax, and proved one of thé 
most solemn, well sustained, and intensely 
impressive of any ever held in this city. 
Dr. Bayne presided, and Rev. T. Duncan, of 
Charlottetown, in a prayer, which carried 
all into the very presence of God, designa- 
ted Mr. Campbell to his work, invoking on 
him and on the brother who had already 
been tried in the foreign field, the Holy 
Spirit as the source of all power and suc- 
cess, and the continued presence of the 
ever-bleased Lord, the God of all grace. 
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Rev. Dr. Burns addressed the missiona- 
ries with great fervour and propriety ; and 
with well chosen words of counsel and of 
encouragement, presented them on behalf 
of the Mission Board with copies of Bag- 
ster’s Bible, of the size known as the Moody 
Bible. 


The speeches of the missionaries were 
admirable in matter and in tone, sustaining 
and increasing the interest till the end; and 
leaving on the large audience a deep sense 
of responsibility in connection with the ad- 
vancement of the Redeemer’s cause. 


The missionaries addressed at least 1,500 
people in the Rink on Sabbath afternoon 
also, and extended to the community gene- 
rally, a portion of the enthusiasm awaken- 
ed among Presbyterians at the St. Matthew’s 
meeting. — 

The collections on these occasions, with 
what was subsequently sent in to Rev. G. 
M. Grant, chiefly from members of St. Mat- 
thew’s Congregation, amounted to $231.78, 
of which a more detailed acknowledgment 
will be found in the lists at the close of the 
RECORD. 


On Monday, 4th Sept., Revd. Mr Grant, 
with wife and children, sailed in the ‘*Beta” 
for St. Thomas’, from which (D.V.) he will 
proceed in a steamer from England to Port 
of Spain; and on Tuesday Mr. Campbell 
sailed in the ‘‘ Hibernian” for St. Jobns, 
Newfoundland, where it was arranged that 
he should remain for two weeks visiting 
the Presbyterian congregations, and thence 
sailing for Liverpool en route for India. 

On both occasions the ministers and 
other christian friends mingled with the 
relations of the missionaries, bidding them 
farewell, anl recommending them to the 
care of the Great Master. 


This is all well, so far as it goes, but 
these devoted men who have so lately left 
us, Claim more than this. They claim the 
affeciionate sympathies and earnest prayers 
of this whole Church. They have sailed 
from the Maritime or Eastern portion of 
our Dominion, but they are the missionaries 
of the Presbyterian Church in Canada, and 
they ask that their hands shall be held up 
by the whole Church. They not only ask 
this, but they entreat the whole body of the 
Lord’s people not to deny them this privi- 
lege. Further, they put forth the same re- 
quest for all their brethren in the New He- 
brides, Trinidad, China and India, not for- 
getting those in the North West. 


Surely this claim will be acknowledged, 
and far as these brethren are known, and 
far beyond where they are personally known, 
that *‘ prayer shall be offered for them by 


the Church without ceasing.” The duty of 
support is important in its place, and not to 
be forgotten, but those who know the two 
herioc brethren who are now on their way 
to their respective posts, are well aware 
that their chief anxiety is, that the Church 
may be a living, loving, working, praying 
Church, bearing them and their work be- 
fore God continually. Let them have know- 
ledge of this by report from home, and by 
the Spirit poured forth from above, and 
they will have small fear about their own 
support. Let the Lord’s people throughout 
this whole dominion regard the work as 
their own aud their Lord’s, and the Mission- 
aries as their agents, and they will accord 
to that work a heartier support in the fu- 
ture than they have given in the past. 


CHRISTIAN LIBERALITY—VARIOUS- 
LY EXPRESSED. 


At the Farewell Meeting in St. Matthews, 
Halifax, Rev. K. J. Grant mentioned the 
following examples of congregational liber- 
ality, the undertakings thus reported being 
additional to ordinary contributions, and in 
most instances by the young people. 

\. In Dr. Baynes Congregation, Pictou, 
the young men have for two years sup- 
ported Lal Behari, native Evangelist, and 
will continue to do so. 

2. In United Church, New Glasgow, the 
young men have offered to support a native 
Evangelist to be selected. 

3. In Fort Massey, Halifax, the Sabbath 
School have undertaken the support of Te- 
laksingh, a recent convert and christian 
worker. 

4, St, James’s and Zion Churches, Char- 
lottetown, wiil in future maintain Joseph 
Annagee, Rev. Mr. Morton’s, Evangelist. 

5. James Church, New. Glasgow, and 
First Presbyterian Church, River John,will 
maintain hereafter, benjamin Balaram, Rey. 
T. Christie’s Evangelist. 

6. The Missionary Society of Galt, has 
undertaken to bring to Ontario, Jacob 
Crossby, a young Chinaman, a christian, 
and to provide for his education to labour 
among his countrymen. 

7. The Congregations of Richmond and 
of Harvey, New Brunswick, have paid over 
$36 each for the support of two coolie boys 
while being trained to be teachers. 

8. James Primrose, Esq., of Pictou, has 
pit a communion service to the San 

ernando Church, value $25.00. 

9. Dr. Geddes, of Yarmouth, has pre- 
sented an organ (value $120), the instru- 
ment being given to Mr. Grant but designed 
to advance the objects of the mission. 
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~ 10. The Sabbath School at Galt, handed 
in $16.00, and a gentleman anonymously 
at Rev, J. K. Smith’s door, added $5. For 
these $21, a large supply of Bibles, Tracts, 
Cards, &c., &c., were purchased for the 
Mission. 

11. From Wm Stewart, Esq., Contractor, 
New Glasgow, N.S., $5.00. From W. P. 
McLaren, Watford, Ont., $4.00. These 
nine dollars were laid out in the purchase 
of three large and most useful maps of Bible 
lands. 

12. Dr. McCulloch’s Congregation, Truro, 
paid over $30.00 a thanksgiving offering 
after communion, to aid the coolies of La 
Fortune Estate, in providing themselves 
with a little chapel. 

13. A Lady in New Glasgow, $20, applied 
as an acknowledgement of the fidelity and 
zealous services of Charles Soudeen, an 
Asiatic, aiding in the work. This sum was 
sent to Rev. H. A. McCurdy, and should 
have been so stated in the August Record 
where it is acknowledged. 


While it is still the day of small things in 
giving to the Lord’s cause, with Christians 
generally, yet there are some whose contri- 
butions shew a high appreciation of the pri- 
vilege of being fellow Jabourers with Christ 
in the evangelization of the world. We 
present the following :— 


1. Rev. K. J. Grant, recently stated that 
an Epi-copal Christian gentleman in Trini- 
dad, had helped the missionaries in their 
work to the extent of $700 during the past 

ear. 

2. Rev. Mr. Christie’s salary is provided 
entirely by a few christian proprietors on 
that island. 

3. When the question was raised at a late 
meeting of the Maritime Board of Foreign 
Missions, shall we send a fourth missionary 
to Trinidad, it appeared that there was a 
field, and a man ready to occupy it, but 
that funds were not forthcoming, a layman 
not at all wealthy, said rather than thata 
call so clear should not be met by a favour- 
abie response, he would provide $400 per 
annum for twoyears. We have a thousand 
men in the Presbyterian Church with 20 
times the wealth. 

4, key J. F. Campbell, on being paid his 
outfit of $200 and $57.70 due for travelling 
expenses in the Maritime Provinces, imme- 
diately paid back the full sum of $257.70 
into the Lord’s Treasury. 

5. We note in the same connection the 
oh reported by Rev. G. M. Grant, of A. 

cLeod, Ksq., of Halifax, of $400 for school 
houses or church for our Scottish brethren 
in New Kincardine. 

The tide may be low but it advances, 


surely and steadily, and soon its progress 
will be rapid and glorious.

j OREIGN Missions. 


LETTER FROM Rev. J. Morton. 
Savanna Grande, August 7, 1876. 


In Mission work we have the usual trials 
of the work of the ministry with a few pe 
culiar to work among heathens. 


NaRoorics. 


Rum that “abomination of desolation” 
meets one in every country, but I have 
never been in a place where it stares one 80 
constantly in the face as in Trinidad. Two 
large distilleries, which manufacture a 
large amount of Rum,are above smuggling, 
but there is not a village of any size in this 
part of the Island, except the mission, 
which has not a distillery where more or 
less smuggling is carried on, with the usual 
effect on the morals of the people. San 
Fernando has 42 licensed places, Jere vil- 
lage four, the Mission ten, and so on through 
all the field. 

Besides rum, however, we have to con- 
tend with opium, and Gauj. or Indian 
Hemp. Opium is the especial curse of the 
Chinese, but Indians, and particularly Ben- 
galees, often fall victims toit. Less demon- 
trative than rum it seems even more dead- 
ening and deadly. 

Gauja grows here freely and is more com- 
mouly used by Hindoos of caste than either 
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rum or opium. It is said to carry a man 
above his sorrows, to transport him into a 
paradise where sweetest strains of music 
and warbling of birds ravish his ears, where 
scenes of splendour and objects of beauty 
meet his enraptured gaze, and his soul is 
filled with indescribable ecstacy. The re- 
action from gauja does not seem so bad as 
that from alcohol or opium, yet if followed 
up its effects are very injurious. Against 
these narcotics we set our faces. Rum we 
disown. That it hasany legitimate connec- 
tion with christianity we utterly deny. 


1 am happy to say that most of our con- 
verts are of advanced and pronounced views 
on this subject. The christians on La 
Fortune Estate, for example, are all total 
abstainers and within the last three months 
they have banished gauja also from their 
eommunity. The men around me here are 
equally decided in their views. They take 
eare that the matter is put strongly and 
decidedly before every person who speaks 
ef becoming a christian. 


OPpposiTIOoN. 


In the history of Missions, it has often 
appeared as if the devil bestirred himself 
when he saw the Gospel being brought to 
the people. A case of this kind occurred 
here lately. I had ten candidates for 
baptism on my list from one estate. One 
of these had been in the habit of drinking 
occasionally, but he had given it up—all were 
attending instruction regularly, and all seem 
promising. But one of our converts, named 
Thomas Vishnoo, who had drifted away 
into carelessness became a _ pronounced 
apostate, declaring that he had tried both 
Hindeoism and Christianity, and found the 
latter false. Some of the people whom 
Salbihari had under regular instruction 
were greatly staggered by his statements, 
and, moving into my quarter, he became a 
stumbling block to some of my candidates. 
Seeing some of the others wavering, one of 
the candidates named Anand, asked to be 
baptized at once. Finding him fully pre- 
pared, he was baptized, and this was the 
eause of fresh excitement. Then the can- 
didate who had formerly been in the habit 
ef drinking became half-crazy. He was full 
ef wild fancies and very quarrelsome, and 
altogether in a bad state of body and mind. 
This was laid to the charge of christianity 
and the excitement ran high. But 1 got 
the sick man into neseital and he is now 
eomparatively well. In argument with my 
eatechist, Vishnoo met defeat and shame 
before his countrymen. Things have since 
somewhat quieted down and most of the 
eandidates are back in their places; still 
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the effect cannot be expected at enee com- 
pletely to pass away. 


LigHT AND SHADE. 


We do not write of every trial and diffi- 
culty that arises, and it is much more 
pleasant to tell of the steadfastness of con- 
verts. But it is right the church should 
know that all our blossoms do not ripen 
into fruit, that occasionally seed sown by 
us in shallow soil withers away when the 
sun arises. These things have their lessons 
for us which we try to read and learn. They 
have lessons for christians at home also, 
and all of us ought to be able to deal with 
them as facts and dispose of them without 
either dismay or perplexity. 

We moved to ihe Mission the second week 
in July, but as the house was scarcely 
finished we are only now beginning to feel — 
settled. We had the school-house at once 
set in order, and a regular Sabbath Service 
established on the 23rd July. On the 24th 
the schoo! was opened and its prospects are 
very encouraging. We have here a geogra- 
phical centre to work from which 1 never 
had before in this field. We have a pro- 
minent position in the eye of Christian, 
Heathen and Mohammedan. Other adyvan- 
tages too we have gained by taking up our 
position here. Thankful for these advan- 
tages we go forth to sow the incorruptible 
seed, never for one moment forgetting that 
our sufficiency and our success are of God.

The effects of this nefarious traffic, which 
has indeed been partially arrested, are still 
felt by the missionaries, and are displayed 
in fearful acts of retaliation on white men 
generally. There have been massacres on 
‘Tanna, and on St. Bartholomew, and these 
have resulted directly or indirectly from the 
deeds of reckless traders. Rev. Dr. Steel, 
of Sydney, has a work on the New Hebrides 
being published in Britain which will help 
to show the rea! state of things, and to con- 
firm public opinion in Britain, already 
setting pretty strongly against the infamous 
trade that has been surreptitiously con- 
ducted in the South Seas to the demoraliza- 
tion and destruction of the poer natives.

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THE FIELD OF MISSIONS. 
(From The Christian at Work.) 
CHINA. 


The present is but a time of preparation 
in China. The people, though mentally ca- 
pable in a high degree, are proud and apa- 
thetic, and are ensiaved by a national con- 
ceit and traditional conservation which 
leads them so to worship their own past and 
present as to make them care little for the 
teachings of “barbarous” strangers. No 
general system of religious belief, whether 

true or false, has ever existed in China; and 
apart from Christianity, no such faith exists 
there at this hour—no “substance of things 
hoped for,” no “evidence of things not 
geen,” which can raise a man above his 
engrossing selfishness and worldliness, so 
as to inspire a sentiment or prompt a deed 
purely heroic, benevolent, or patriotic. 
And yet in the midst of all these discourage- 
ments the good seed is being patiently sown 
which shall yet shake like Lebanon. Away 
in the far South the English Presbyterians 
have been wonderfully successful inTukien, 
they and their American brethren having 
no fewer than about 8,000 converts. Inthe 
North, the American Presbyterians have 
met with fair success in Shantung, there be- 
ing about 1,000 converts. Tientsen and 
Pekin can show a fair return for the work 
expended. There are certainly in China 
over 10,000 baptized Protestant Christians. 
And yet what are these among so many? 


Curistian Lirgrature in Carna.4 


The Punjaub Religious Book Society, 
founded in 1863, has gradually passed from 
very small beginnings and very feeble en- 
deavours, till last year it gave proof of its 
promising vitality by the employment of 
twenty-two colporteurs to disseminate the 
literature it circulates, while two years be- 
fore it had not one such agent. These 
agents, working some of them one month 
and others twelve months, sold during the 
year 14,819 vernacular and 4,079 Englieh 
publications, in all 18,898. Adding Scrip- 
tures, vernacular and English, the total 
gales were 22,022 separate publications. 
The sale of Scriptures, compared with what 
we are accustomed to in Christian lands, 
will doubtless appear small, but in reality 
it has been gratifyingly large, as a compa- 
rison with similar work in lands that admit 
of fair comparison will show. On the other 
hand, the figures indicate the vast import- 
ance of good books as an agency for open- 
ing the mind and exciting intelligent inqui- 
ry in such eountries as the Punjaub. Edu- 
cation is rapidly spreading in India, and 
readers are aaultiplying. the books issued 


by the native presses are in many cases 
very objectionable. The most popular are 
full of incredible adventures; some teach 
trickery ; others are grossly indecent, and 
nearly all are steeped in superstition. Teo 
put in the place of this trash reading leay- 
ened with Christianity, is a work of the 
highest importance. It is an immense ad- 
dition to the working power of Christianity, 
and its value cannot be over-estimated. In 
a few years India will contain more Chris- 
tians than England or the United States. 


South AFRICA. 


At arecent conference in London, at which 
Major Malan presided, he gave, during the 
discussion of Hvangelization work in South 
Africa, some statements of a deeply inter- 
esting character. Referring to his visit to 
South Africa, and to what he had seen of 
evangelization there, he said that the visit 
had considerably modified his views with 
regard to the ability of the natives to spread 
the Gospel among themselves. Indeed, he 
had returned with the conviction that this 
work could not only be best done by the 
natives, but that ultimately it must fall to 
them if it were to be done at all. When 
there, he had a large mission field under his 
charge for two years; he visited between 
fifty and sixty native churches in the upper 
tribes of Southern Africa. These belonged 
principally to the Wesleyan, Presbyterian, 
London, American, and the Church of Eng- 
land Missionary Societies. After the most 
careful observations and inquiry, after be- 
ing almost daily engaged in the work of the 
lord with these native Christians, after 
living and working with them, the Lord had 
opened his eyes to understand that Gop the 
How Ghost in a black man was as powerful 
as Gop the Holy Ghost in a white man. 
This he did not understand when he first 
went there, though he believed even then 
he had as much sympathy with the native 
Christian churches as any man living. He 
thought the poor, depraved African would 
never be fitted for the ministry of Christ ; 
but the Lord had taught him otherwise. 
That which He had cleansed, redeemed, 
sanctified, and was able to energize by the 
Holy Ghost, let no man call common or 
unclean. It seemed impossible for him to 
extol too highly the work of the native 
teachers. One went on a preaching tour, 
which he continued for two years, despite 
opposition and persecution. Another took a 
journey which, for courage, for endurance, 
and for faith in Christ, had hardly ever been 
equalled. He travelled 800 miles from his 
own tribe, propagating the truth wherever 
he went. The native churches of South 
Afriea, in addition to supporting fifty-five 
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evangelists, subscribed $4,000 to send the 
Gospel to those tribes 800 miles away. 
Surely, there is a wond+rful encouragement 
in all this for Christians to liberally aid in 
this glorious work. ihe openness of the 
field, the readiness of the African popula- 
tion to hear and receive the Word of God, 
and the faithfulness, zeal, and earnestness 
of the native teachers, all appeal strongly 


to the sympathies and substantial aid of 


Christians everywhere. 


A VILLAGE CHURCH IN JAPAN. 


I went out to our little church at Hoden 
on the 13th instant, and was much gratified 
by what I saw there, 
about two hundred houses, and perhaps one 
thousand people, all farmers. They are 
very poor, with the exception of the family 
of our Elder, who have some property. 
I took with me one of our candidates 
for the ministry, Mr. Hara, who proved 
himself quite an efficient helper. Our 
coming and the preaching services had 
been made known, and the arrival of the 
sort of men who turn the world upside 
down created a healthy commotion in the 
village. On Saturday night we held a 
preaching service in the house of the dea- 
con of the church, and were listened to by 
one hundred and twenty people, many more 
than could get into the little house. The 
attention was good; the gospel was gladly 
heard. After the service, I and the Elder, 
Mr. Yasukawa, examined the candidates for 
baptism, six in number, of whom I wrote 
some time ago. 

I conducted the examination as carefully 
as possible, questioning them particularly 
as to the followin points, viz., faith in one 
God and in Christ the God-man, our Sa- 
viour; the casting away of idols; observing 
the Sabbath, prayer and reading the Bible ; 
the meaning of baptism. They replied very 
satisfactorily on these and kindred points, 
excepting baptism, the importance of which 
they mistook, considering it absolutely ne- 
cessary to salvation. But after I had ex- 
plained its true meaning and use, they weie 
satisfied. The six are all men, of apparent 
thoughtfulness and decent habits. We con- 
cluded to receive them. On Sabbath, at 1 
P.M., we held service in the Elder’s house, 
where I preached and administered both 
the sacraments. The fifteen members were 
all present, excepting one who is lying very 
sick. The non-communicants seemed to 
be considerably affected bv what they heard 
and saw. The Kider madea most excellent 
prayer after we had partaken of the Lord’s 
Supper. 

In the evening we held service again in 
the deacon’s house; and as I was not feel- 


Hoden is a village of 
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ing very well, Hara preached a Jong sermon 
on the parable of The Great Feast ” As 
on Saturday evening, more than a hundred 
were present, and Hara’s sermon was a very 
appropriate and instructive one. The people 
said that they understood it well, and were 
much pleased. We were well entertained 
by the elder, who has a large house. ‘The 
situation of the church thereis particularly 
gratifying, from the fact that the elder is so 
faithful a man. He is certainly chosen of 
God to feed that little fock. He assembles 
them now three times a week, and being 
able to read the Chinese notes on the Bible, 
instructs them tolerably well. Being a man 
of rank and property, as well as modest and 
wise, he is greatly respected. We believe 
that God wiil own the faithful labonr of his 
servant, Yasukawa, and give prosperity to 
that church. There are three other candi- 
dates for baptism.—Rfev. 0.0. Greeen, in the 
MontTHLy Kecorb. 


MISSIONARY ITEMS. 


The Japanese Government has abolished 
the fifth-day holiday, and ordered that the 
Christian Sunday shall be legally the Ja- 
panese day of rest. 

Nearly forty thousand copies of the 
Bible, in the native dialects, have been 
distributed within a year by the North In- 
dia Society, and three thousand copies of 
the Gospel by John are now in the course 
of preparation for distribution in the Ze- 
nanas, 

The Empress of Japan lately opened the 
Norma! School for girls in Tokio with an 
address. The eagerness for education is 
spreading. New schools are opening, and 
individuals are making educational endow- 
ments. 

The missions to the Chinese in California 
seem to prosper far beyond many more ex- 
pensive ones in other Jands. The mission 
schools have a fair attendance, and about 
forty Chinese have been admitted to church 
membership within a year. The peculiar 
service of these missions will be apparent, 
when it is remembered that most China- 
men go back to their native country. 

Until last year the higher education of 
the Imperial University of Yeddo was con- 
ducted in English, Fren h and German; 
but the difficulty and expense of carrying 
on higher, special, and professional educa- 
tion, in three foreign languages, were such 
that it was determined to employ only one 
foreign language for the purpcse, and Eng 
lish was the language chosen. During the 
year eleven students. choses from the bigh- 
est classes In the university, were sent to 
pursue their studies in foreign countries, and 
a total number of 349 stud<nts are now 
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borne on the books of the college. The 
administrative body consists of thirteen 
Japanese officials, and twenty-six foreigners 
are employed as professors, of whom six 
are Knglish, seven French, five German, 
and eight American. 


REPORT ON THE STATE OF RE 
LIGION.

Presented and Read to the General As- 
sembly, at Toronto, by the Rev. Thomas 
Wardrope. 


Those who are interested in the wonders 
of the natural world eagerly observe the 
growth of the plants, and flowers, and 
fruits, with which God beautifies and en- 
riches the earth. They gay, ‘ Let us get 
up early to the vineyards; let us see if the 
vine flourish, whether the tender grape ap- 

ear, and the pomegranates ad forth.” 

hose who are interested in the greater 
wonders of the spiritual world eagerly 
watch the growth of those ‘‘ plants of 
righteousness ” which God causes to spring 
up, and to bring forth fruit to the praise 
and glory of His grace. By all such it will 
be regarded as a token for good that the 
first General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church in Canada, should have appointed 
@ committee, with especial instructions to 
note and to report upon such indications 
of growth or decay in the Church as may 
call, on the one hand, for heartfelt thanks- 
giving to God, or, on the other, for lowly 
confession of sin and self-abasement in His 
presence. 

In prosecuting the work assigned them, 
and in examining the many documents 
placed in their hands, your committee were 
ever and anon cheered by the occurrence of 
names or words, or casual expressions, re- 
minding them that the Presbyterians of 
the Dominion are now a united body; and 
leading them to cherish the hope that, with 
regard to the union, they might without 
irreverence say, ‘‘ What God hath joined 
together, let not man put asunder.” These 
words, they feel warranted in converting 
into a prayer, and saying, as they look up 
to Him from whom alone the blessing can 
come, ** Amen; So let it be.” 

About the beginning of the year, your 
committee sent to all the sessions of the 
Church, questions on the ‘State of Re- 
ligion;” soliciting from them such infor- 
mation as they might be ableto give. It has 
not heen an easy thing, as the machinery 
of the united Church is not yet in com- 
plete working order, to procure material 
for a full report to this Aseembly. Reports, 


however, have been received from the Sy- 
nods of Montreal and Ottawa, of Toronto 
and Kingston, and of Hamilton and Lon- 
don, showing that (with two, or at the most, 
three exceptions) all the Presbyteries com- 
posing them have sent in reports on the 
state of religion to their respective Synods. 
The Synod of the Maritime Provinces has 
had no meeting since the questions were 
issued. From that Synod, therefore, there 
is noreport. But reports have been for- 
ward:d to your committee from Presbyter- 
ies within the bounds of the Synod, name- 
ly: Halifax, Prince Edward Island, St. 
John, Truro, Wallace and Lunenburg, and 
Yarmouth. Taking a conjunct view of the 
whole, the reports received by your commit- 
tee show that this vitally :mportant sub- 
ject, the state of religion, has engaged the 
attention, more or less earnest, of three 
Synods, twenty-eight Presbyteries, and 
three hundred and fifty-six Kirk-Sessions. 

The information elicited is, in some re- 
aspects, nt so definite as could be desired. 

his was, perhaps, inevitable. It was dif- 
ficult to frame such questions as might, 
even approximately, meet the widely dif- 
ferent cases of so many Sessions and Con- 
gregations. So true is this, that, while, from 
some quarters, the complaint comes that 
the questions are so nearly inquisitorial 
that answers to them cannot reasonably be 
expected ; in another quarter they are thus, 
and that with all fairness and kindness, 
criticised: “It would appear that the re- 
plies received from Sessions are, for the 
most part, very meagre—giving little real 
information and little true insight into their 
spiritual condition.” (1) Perhaps such an- 
swers may be sugyested by the nature of 
the questions. Yet, your committee are of 
opinion that, if any method could be de- 
vised that would draw out fuller replies— 
replies in the form of explanation, or brief 
sketches of what is being done in each 
Congregation, with an outline of the dis- 
conragements met, and the difficulties en- 
countered, and the means used to remove 
or surmount these difficulties, material 
might be supplied from which a fuller re- 
port could be prepared.” (2) 

Yet, the information that has been ob- 
tained, and which is herewith laid before 
the Assembly, is most suggestive. It ear- 
ries us, in thought, to some par's of our 
Jand on which ‘“thowers of blessings ” 
have descended; and to other parts, in 
which God’s heritage is weary, as in a long 
drought. Some are saying, ‘ The Lord 
hath done great things for us, whereof we

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are glad.” Others are saying, ‘* Hath God 
forgotten to be gracious?” With both 
classes, it is believed, the Assembly will 
enter into loving sympathy: Rejoicing 
with them that do rejoice, and weeping 
with them that weep. 


INCREASE DURING THE YEAR. 


This will be brought more fully before 
the Assembly in the “Report on Statis- 
tics ;” yet it cannot but be gratifying, in 
the present connection, to observe that, as 
regards the growth in membership, the ma- 
jority of the reports from congregations 
speak favourably. “In the Presbytery of 
Paris, especially, the increase in member- 
ship during the past year appears to have 
been greatly above the average.” (1) In the 
Presbytery of Hamilton, “the largest num- 
ber received during the year, by any one 
congregation, is 90; the smallest number, 
3.”(2) In some congregations, notably in 
Knox Church, Galt, the number received 
is greatly in excess of the larger of these 
just given. 

FAMILY WORSHIP. 


From the information laid before them, 
your committee thankfully conclude that 
in our Church there is a continually in- 
creasing number of households in which 
family worship is observed. ‘‘ Family wor- 
ship is generally observed, where the head 
of the family is a professing Christian. 
Parents are generally attentive to the duty 
of instructing their children; but seem to 
be, in too many instances, wanting in that 
faith which gots for their early conversion 
to God.’ (3) “ Family worship is reported 
as generally observed by the membership 
of the Church, and, in some cases, by 
those not yet in fellowship.” (4) ‘‘ Family 
worship is generally observed. During the 
past year a considerable number, who for- 
merly neglected it, have begun to pray in 
their families.” (5) But, from some quar- 
ters, we have sorrow{ful complaints of ne- 
glect of this most important duty—this 
most precious privilege. In too many in- 
stances, likewise, your committe have rea- 
son to fear that the instruction of the 
young—their Godly up-bringing—is ne- 
glected, or entrusted to the Sabbath School. 
Along with the complaints referred to, the 
suggestion comes, that a pastoral letter, 
bearing upon the importance of family wor- 
ship and family instruction, “and urging 
ministers to direct the attention of parents

to the observance of these duties, might be 
followed with good results.” (1) 


MEETINGS FOR PRAYER. 


In the congregations of the Church al- 
most, though not altogether, without excep- 
tion, there are weekly meetings for prayer. 
In some there are two or more such meet- 
ings. ‘* These are, in many cases, reported 
to be well or increasingly attended, in one 
instance, to the extent of half the (Sab- 
bath) congregation.” (1) The large major- 
ity of Sessions report that the congrega- 
tional prayer meeting is well attended.” (2) 
This last statement, your committee fear, 
would be far from correct in regard to the 
Church at large. In very many cases the 
very reverse is affirmed and lamented. Yet, 
your committee are persuaded that the 
number of prayer meetings and of those 
attending them is, on the whole, on the in- 
crease. Mention is made, likewise, of an 
increasing number of district prayer meet- 
ings, conducted by elders or other members 
of the Church. It will be well for all at- 
tending such meetings to remember the 
gracious word: ‘“ ere two or three are 
met together in my name, there am I in the 
midst of them.” 


SABBATH SCHOOLS. 


There are few congregations in our 
Church without their Sabbath School or 
Schools. It would seem as if no good rea- 
son could be assigned for there being even 
afew. ‘The teachers are, on the whole, 
encouraged and increasingly helped by the 
members.” (3) But, in this great work, 
much yet remains: to be done—There are 
sympathies to be awakened, resources to be 
developed, efforts to be put forth, in con- 
nection with Sabbath School work, greater 
than have yet been dreamed of. In this 
work there is scope for the purest influence, 
for the most cultivated jatellect, and the 
most ardent devotion. ‘‘ Feed my lambs,” 
is still the injunctioa of the Good Shep- 
herd. ‘Inasmuch as ye have done it unto 
one of the least of these, ye have done it 
unto me.” 


CHRISTIAN LIBERALITY. 


“Tg there any evidence of increased lib- 
erality in the support of gospel ordinances 
at home, and in contributions to the 
schemes of the Church?” To this ques- 
tion we find the following reply, in the re- 
pau of the Synod of Hamilton and London: 

he increase in liberality has been greater 
‘than might have been anticipated—in 
view of the financial crisis through whieh

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Passing from the West 
to the far Hast, we find a corresponding 
“In this there has been a 
steady increase.”(1) So, your committee 
think, it might be said of the Church at 
large. But, with the increasing extent of 
our mission fields, at home and. abroad, 
and the urgent necessity for the more effi- 
cient maintenance of our colleges, the 
claims of Christ on what He hath ete 
given us, must be more fully realized. The 
“Lamb that was slain,’ must be deemed 
and declared by us ‘‘ worthy to receive 
riches.” And this conviction must be 
evinced in our consecration of all that we 
are, and all that we have, to His service and 


glory. 
MEANS USED TO INCREASE THE INTEREST OF 
PEOPLE IN THE OPERATIONS OF THE CHURCH. 


These appear from the reports to be mueh 
the same in all parts of the Dominion. They 
are such as special sermons, addresses at 
missionary meetings, and the circulation of 
the Record and other missionary magazines. 
«The missionary operations of our Church 
are regularly made the subject of a pulpit 
discourse, on the first sabbath of the year, 
when a collection for Foreign Missions is 
made. * * * The congregation (one in 
Newfoundland) has always been distinguish- 
ed for its liberality in its contributions to 
the schemes ofthe Church.” (2) ‘‘Insome 
eongregations monthly missionary prayer 
meetings are held, and missionary intel- 
ligence given; in others, special attention is 
given to this subject in the instructions of 
the Sabbath School; in others, the teaching 
ef the pulpit is frequently brought to bear 
upon it:’ (3) and in others, al] these various 
means are employed. 


HINDRANCES TO THE ADVANCEMENT OF CHRIST'S 
OAUSE, 


The answers to the question on this aub- 
ject lead your committee to suppose that, 
there are not many localities in which there 
are not hindrances pecuiiar to themselves. 
In one of our out-lying congregationa, ‘‘the 
nomadic habits of the people” are referred 
to as a special hindrance; and, in other con- 
gregatious, in various parts of the land, 
temptation to Sabbath-breaking on the great 
thoroughfares and in the lumbering regions. 
The frequency with which intemperance is 

ified as a hindrance to the progress and 
infinence of the Gospel is most suggestive. 
It leads us to think of its terrible power in 
eesnaring and ruining thesoula of mea, and

to long and pray for the time when no such 
thing shall hurt or destroy in all God’s holy 
mountain. It is right to add that, in some 
reports, grateful mention is made of the 
success that has attended special efforts to 
stem the tide of intemperance, ‘ Formerly 
the principal hindrance was the prevalence 
of intemperance; this has, to agreat extent, 
been removed.” (lL) But there are many 
quarters from which no such good news 
comes. Intemperance still slays its thous- 
ands ; and we are still called upon, in humble 
dependance on Divine grace, to use all the 
means in our power to banish it and all ite 
accompanying evils from our land. 


HOPEFUL INDICATIONS AMONG THE YOUNG, 


Of these, many of the reports make grate- 
One pastor writes, “ There 
are many hopeful indications of spiritual 
life, especially among the young men.” An- 
other says, ‘‘ There have been and are hope- 
ful signs. Prayer meetings have been held 
every afternoon and evening, for six weeks. 
Although the services have been of the most 
simple nature, the attendance has steadily 
increased, and the interest has grown deeper 
and wider, till it seemed asif the whole town 
was moved by some unseen power.” <An- 
other writes, ‘“‘ There have been many hope- 
ful indications of spiritual life during the 
past winter; and many, especially among 
the young, have found peace in believing. 
We had a special communion service, in the 
month of February, for the purpose of giving 
these who had found the Saviour an oppor- 
tunity of making profession of their faith. 
On that occasion, forty young communi- 
cants, all on profession, sat down with us at 
the table of the Lord.” (2) Another min- 
ister, of long experience, writes, ‘‘ Almost 
all my young people have been brought to 
Christ, with some of middle age, while the 
Church, generally, is greatly quickened. For 
the first time since I settled here, I feel great- 
ly encouraged. My ministry has been, to 
my great grief, comparatively barren, but 
now the Lord is turning our captivity as the 
streams in the South, and we are like them 
that dream.”’ (3) 


Your committee rejoice to say, that these 
quotations oould be multiplied. From many 
congregations these glad tidings come; and 
and they encourage the hope that, instead of 
the fathers, God will take the children, and 
make them better, more devoted, more suo- 
cessful workers for Christ than their parents 
have ever been.

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EVANGELISTIO SERVICES. 


In answer to the question respecting 
these, your committee have received from 
one quarter, this reply: ‘No special 
evangelistic services; but fellowship meet- 
ings quarterly, at which nine or ten of ‘the 
men’ sp ak on some essential theme: they 
are interesting and profitable.”? These, your 
committee regards as, in a very important 
sense, evangelistic services, although called 
by another name. The mention of them 
will recall to the recollection of many in the 
Assembly the days of power among ‘the 
men’ of Ross-shire, and other parts of the 
North of Scotland. In a congregation in 
the Presbytery of Halifax, ‘ Evangelistic 
services were held for five weeks, every 
night. The services were largely attended. 
A great interest was manifest. At least 60 
or 70 asked for prayer and attended enquiry 
class. Of these, 40 or 50 professed publicly 
to haye experienced a change of heart. The 
results are excellent. No backsliders. All 
still remain warm and interested.” (1) 

In the report from a country congregation 
we are told that, “on the Fast Day, before 
the communion, thirteen adults were bap- 
tized; forty-eight were admitted to Church 
fellowship. Family worship,” it is added, 
“is observed in homes where it had been 
entirely neglected. There is a marked im- 
provement in attendance on public worship. 
Parents, generally, are more concerned than 
formerly about the salvation of their child- 
ren. There is, in all respects, a greater in- 
terest in spiritual things.’’ (2) ‘A special 
work of grace has been going on in the city 
of Quebec during a considerable part of the 
last ecclesiastical year. It began in October 
last, in connection with services conducted 
by the Young Men’s Christian Association, 
assisted by several ministers of thecity. As 
a result, in a great measure, of that work, 
eighty-three have been added to the com- 
munion roll of one of our Churches during 
the present year. The usual weekly prayer 
meeting has been steadily kept up, and 
never before was it so largely attended. The 
contributions to the schemes of the Church 
are nearly fuur times the amount previously 
given.” (3) 

In Knox Church, Galt, special services 
-have been held for about six months. At 
these the attendance has been large, and a 
deep interest manifested. A considerable 
number of non-Church-goers and exceeding- 
ly careless persons have been hopefully con- 
verted, and are regularly attending Church. 
In the Sabbath School, the teachers report 
about two hundred and fifty as professing to

have found the Saviour, and manifesting a 
marked change in their lives. A large 
number of persons are engaged in earnestly 
seeking the salvation of others. Several 
young men have gone out from the congre- 
gation, and labour in other places, with very 
great encouragement. At the last com- 
munion, 104 were added to the membership 
of the Church. (1) 

It is not from one or two quarters only, 
but from many, that such charming intel- 
ligence is received. And the difficulty ex- 
perienced by your committee has been in se- 
lecting a few illustrative cases out of s0 
many. 

In conclusion, your committee, while 
greatly encouraged by the attention given 
vy Sessions, Presbyteries and Synods to the 
all-important subject of the state of religion, 
would venture to recommend, that the As- 
sembly should— 

1. Enjoin on Sessions, Presbyteries, and 
Synods that they give even greater promin- 
ence to this subject in their conferences and 
in their prayers. 

2. Appoint a day on which the subject of 
the revival of religion and of the need, in 
order, thereto, of a copious outpouring of © 
the Holy Spirit, shall be presented from the 
pulpits of all our congregations. 

‘© Q Lord, revive thy work in the midst of 
the years; in the midst of the years make 
known; in wrath remember mercy.”

Oh, merciful God, with what words ot folly 
do thy creatures mock thee—what wonder 
is it that others soon receive impression 
that the claims of public worship can readi- 
ly be set aside for their own personal con- 
venience, and that God may go unhonoured 
and unpraised to gratify ourselves. Oh, 
Christian ! remember that every time you 
are absenting yourself from the house of 
God for frivolous or unsufficient reasons, you 
are provoking others to the same neglect.

OUR 
] HEOLOGICAL POLLEGES. 


Now that these Institutions have en- 
tered upon their work for the Season, we 
may devote a little time and space to the 
taking of stock, and glance briefly at the 
available capacities and resources of each, 
as set forth in the annual reports of their 
several Boards of managers to the last 
General Assembly. 


The Colleges are five in number, viz: 
(1) Queen’s University and College at 
Kingston; (2) Knox College, Toronto; 
(3) The Presbyterian College, Montreal: 
(4) Morrin College, Quebec, and (5) the 
Theological Hall in Maritime Provinces. 


QUEEN’s COLLEGE differs from the 
rest in several particulars. It is the 
oldest. It derives its authority from a 
Royal Charter. It possesses degree-grant- 
ing powers. It combines the faculties of 
Art and Theology, and it is endowed to 
a larger extent than any of the others. 

It was projected by the branch of the 
Church formerly in connection with the 
Church of Scotland not long after the 
formation of the Synod. It was incor- 
porated by Act of Parliament, 1840, and 
obtained its charter in 1841. 


Classes were first opened in a rented 
room in 1841, but it - was not until 1853 
that the property on which the College 
stands was purchased at a cost of $35, 
993 including repairs and enlargements. 
At this time the faculty of Medicine was 
added to those of Arts and Theology, 
and a building that cost $10,000 
was erected for this department. 
Some years later an attempt was made to 
engraft the Faculty of Law also, but it 
did not succeed, and, after a few years, 
the Medical Faculty was also dropped, al- 
though the School of Medicine still sur- 


vives under the name of the Royal Col- 
lege of Physicians aud Surgeons, affiliated 
to Queen’s. The College Buildings, with 
their furniture, including the library f 
10,000 volumes, and the adjoining grounds 
are valued at about $70,000. 

Students—Since itsestablishmentQueen’s 
has educated about one hundred ministers 
for the Presbyterian Church. Sixty nine 
students were registered last year in Arts 
and Theology. Of these 34 professed to 
have the ministry in view—ten being 
students of Divinity. 


Professors.—The present staff consists 
of seven professors—five in Arts, and two 
in Divinity. Their salaries are $2000 
each, the Principal’sis $2,700. 

Revenues.—Its endowments— a bout 
$130,000—yield $8,000 annually. From 
the Church of Scotland it received last 
year $2444; from the ‘lempuralities 
Board $2975 : from donations, fees, Xc., 
$1651; Total $15,070. Its expenditure 
exceeded its income by $3330. 


Knox CoLiece.—This is altogether 
a Theological Institution. Thirty one 
years ago it began in a very humble way 
with two professors and fourteen students. 
Two or three years later, an Academy or 
High school was affiliated with it, and it 
found a temporary domicile from which 
it emigrated to the vice-regal appartments 
formerly occupied by the Lieut-Gov. 
which were purchased and fitted up for 
college work. Quite recently, a grand 
step was taken in advance. It was re- 
solved to erect a college Building that 
would reflect credit on the Presbyterian 
Church. The work was commenced with 
energy and has been so well managed that 
now Knox college is housed in one of the 
finest structures in the Dominion—-a Go- 
thicbuilding 230 feet in length, with wings 
extending 150 feet in depth—having dor- 
mitories and boarding accommodation for 


7) students, elegant class rooms, and 
infeed every requisite accomo lation. The 
entire cost has been $120,000, the whole 
amount having already been subscribed 
for and the greater part of it p id. 

Professors. —There are three divinity 
Professors and one Lecturer, and two 
Classical teachers and one teacher of Mlo- 
cution. 

Students.--Sinee the commencement, 
some fuur hundred young men have re- 
ceived their education for the ministry 
here. The number of Theological stu- 
dents last year was 42 In the prepara- 
tory dep:rtment there were 17, making 
59. Seventy-two, having the ministry in 
view, lodged in the college. 

Finances.—The chief support of this 
institution has hitherto been derived from 
congregational contributions. Its invest- 
ed funds only amounted to $853%, while 
its expenditure last year was $13 931. It 
has however recently received $40,000, 
a welcome addition to its endowment fund 
bequeathed by the late Mr. Hall of leter 
boro, The fact of this college having not 
only existed, but kept pace with the 
growth of the Church, and that it has 
been almost entirely supported during up- 
wards of 30 years by voluntary annual 
contributions, is good evidence that its 
roots are deep iu the affections of the 
people of Outario. 


PRESBYTERIAN CoLL¥Gr, MONTREAL. 
The claims of this college first assumed 
definite form in an overture from the 
Presbytery of Montreal to the Synod of 
the C. P. Church,in !¢64. It did not, 
however, a Cay spiing into exis- 
tence. It had difficulties to contend with. 
and, taking these into account, the suc- 
cess which has thus far attended 1t, has 
exceeded the expectations of its most 
sanguine friends. 

In 1867 the Presbytery reported that 
satisfactory progress bad beeu made in 
preliminary urrangemevts and that $20, 
380) had been subscribed towards endow- 
ment. The Synod thereupon recommen- 
ded (1) that one Professor at a saliry of 
$2000 would be enough to begin with.

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in the meantime, (3) That the Pres. 
bytery be permitted to increase the endow-. 
ment to $30,000. The college did not. 
remain very long, however, in leading 
strings. It soon added another Protes- 
sor, and engaged several lecturers, and set 
about the erection of a Home for itrelf, 
not so large indeed, as was deemed ne- 
cessiry but, in outward appearance aud 
internal arrangements, admirably ad ipted 
to the purpose it was intended to serv>. 
This building, including itssite, its Lib- 
rary of 5000 volumes, and its furniture, 
represents a value of $60,000 The 
nucleus of itsendowment fund, $25,440, 
has been recently supplemented by $15, | 
000 bequeathed by the late Mr. Tall of 
Peter boro, 

The annual expenditure is between 
$8000 and $9000 = ‘The debt on the eol- 
lege buildings is $10,140, 

Graduutes—Y hirty-one graduates have 
already gone out from this college. The 
most of them have been inducted into 
charges. Last year it reported 54 students 
prepuring for the ministry. <A special 
feature in the curriculum, is the attention 
bestowed on the education of French 
students, with a viewto their becoming: 
inissionaries and [vangelists to labour 
among the French speaking Roman Ca- 
tholics in the -Proviuee of Quebee and 
elsewhere. Three of these are now in 
settled charges— one in the Province of 
Quebec, one in Nova Scotia, and one in 
New Brunswick. 

Morrtn Co..Eece, QUEBEC,’ was 
founded by Dr. Morrin, of that city, 
1860, who bequeathed for this purpose a 
sum of $48,000 “ for the instruction of 
youth in the higher branches of learning, 
and especially of young men for the min- 
istry of the Churchof Scotland in Canada,” 
It thus owes its existence to the gener- 
osity and patriotism of one man whose in- 
dividual gift is probably the largest ever 
given for one object to the Presbyterian 
Church in Canada. The college is sin- 
gular in this respect also, that it has 
never asked any money from the Church, 
for its support, and it is needless to add, 
it has never received any. The Col lege 


(2) That no buildings ‘should be erected buildings are commodious and well suited 
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for their purpose. ‘They have good class- 
rooms, a fine convocstion Hall, and a 
tastefully arranged library, containing 
4,000 volumes, They also include three 
residences for Professors. 

The number of Theological Students 
has never been large, but a considerable 
number have annually been enrolled in 
the classical department. [bt has, how- 
ever, given the church six of its ministers, 
and this winter will complete the course 
of two more. 

Niorrin has two professors in Divinity, 
and one of mathematics, besides lecturers 
in science and philosophy, 


Tos TuHeroLtoaicaL HALL IN THE 
Maritime Provinces. Previous to 
1860 each of the branches of the Pres- 
byterian Church in the Lower Pro. 
vinces provided for the education of 
their ministers separately. The then 
Syuod of Nova Scotia (United Presbyter- 
iuns) had their school of the Prophets 
at Truro. The Free Church, had the 
sume at [alifax, while the Kirk sent its 
young men to Edinburgh and Glasgow 
for their education, and, occasionally, an 
odl one to Ribgston, The Union of 
Churches in the above named year brought 
about united action in regard to the edu. 
cation of the ministry. The Arts classes 
were for a time continued at Truro, and 
the two theological Halis were merged in 
one at Ululifax. Ultimately, for the suke 
of greater convenieuce, and in response to 
invitation from the Legislature of Nova 
Scotia, the Pr resbyterians became res- 
ponsible for the support of three Arts 
professors in Dulhousie College. 

The Theological Ilall has now. three 
Professors in Divinity. The salary of one 
of these is in the meantime guaranteed by 
the Church of Scotiand. 


IFinancEes.—T he expenditure incurred 
in support of the Hall last year was 
$7,357 27 The receipts were, from in 
vested funds, $4,195.41, from congrega 
tional collections and individual don- 
ations $3,068 92. Leaving a deficit of 
only $92-°94. The number of students 
attending the Hall was fifteen. 


SuMMARY’ 


The combined resources and equip- 
ment of these five Institutions may be 
summed up, approximately, as follows: 
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Only theological professors and divi- 


nity students are here taken into account. 
There are at least as many classics] pro- 
fessors, and students in preparatory 
classes having the winistry in view, con- 
nected with the colleges. 

It is evident that if by any stretch of 
possibility, these five ‘lheological Insti- 
tutions could be consolidated into one, 
their combined endowments, inconsider- 
able though they are sepirately, would 
suffice for the maintenance of a Theolo- 


gical Faculty on a scale of efficiency 
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equal to any in the old world or in the 
new. 

But, the removal of the Hall from 
Halifax presents a geographical difficulty 
that cannot be ignored. Morrin College, 
by its Act of Incorporation seems to be 
firmly chained to its Rock. Montreal Col- 
lege claims a special fitness in its locality 
for successfully operating upon the over- 
shadowing mass of superstition in the 
midst of which it is situated. Queen’s, 
claims immunity from annihilation be- 
cause of its age and prestige. While Knox, 
is too securely anchored in the great 
Western centre of Presbyterianism to 
brook the idea of migration or absorption. 


PRAYER FOR COLLEGES. 


Never did we need to pray more than 
now that the hearts and minds of hope- 
ful young men may be kept with all 
diligence, from the instruction that 
eauseth to err from the words of know- 
ledge. 

As the Harvest truly is plenteous 
while the labourers are few, let us pray 
with increasing earnestness the Lord of 
the Harvest to send forth more labourers. 
Are our colleges feeding our Theological 
Halls in the proportion they ought ? 
More than half of the graduates of 
Harvard College, for the first sixty years 
of its existence, became ministers of the 
Gospel. Nearly three fourths of the 
graduates of Yale College for the first 
twelve years (1700 to 1712) entered the 
Ministry, and a little less than half 
during the first thirty years. Almost 
one half of the Alumni of the College 
of New Jersey became Ministers during 
the twenty-eight years which preceded 
the American Revolution. Of the eight 
hundred graduates of Middlebury, and 
the nine hundred and sixty of Amherst 


College, nearly one half have devoted 


themselves to the sacred office. Of the 
thirty five thousand graduates from 
American Colleges previous to 1846, as 
many as eight or nine thousand, nearly 
one fourth, were preachers of the Everlast- 
ing Gospel. We fear that the past 
thirty years have not witnessed like pro- 


portion, taking the increase of population 
into account, and that our Provincial 
Colleges may tell a similar tale. There 
is doubtless a close connection between 
a ‘sufficient maintenance and an 
eficient Ministry.” Secular business, 
too, has offered such diversified and 
remunerative channels, and so many 
attractions to the enterprising, that 
parents have perhaps not spoken in their 
families often, nor encouragingly enough, 
respecting the Christian Ministry, nor 
have Pastors been active enough in seek- 
ing out likely lads. When Saul saw any 
strong man, or any valiant man, “‘he took 
him unto him” (1 Sam. 14) 52. Let us 


go and do likewise, that the army of our 
Captain may be re-inforced and the bat- _ 


tle sooner turned tothe gate. While we 
thus watch, Jet us pray. 
Concert for Colleges has accomplished 
much in this direction. Among our 
neighbours, it was once observed on 
Sabbath morning, but, for long, one day 
in the year, the last Thursday iw 
February has been observed in this way. 
Amorgst ourselves, at Jeast in certain 
portions of our United Church, it was 
kept early in November. But we fear, 
with the pressure of other matters, a 
stated appointment has been overlooked 
since this union. Is it presuming too 
much to suggest that the second Sabbath 
in November might be appropriately 
devoted to this purpose? Or, failing 
that, the American day might be 
observed. The published results of its 
observance may well encourage us to join 
in a similar concert. 


The Rev. Theron Baldwin, DD., 
Secretary of the College Society, thus 
speaks of the results after a series of 
years: ‘From 1820 to 1823, inclusive, 
there were revivals in fourteen different 
institutions: in 1824 and 1825, in five 
different colleges; in 1826, in six; in 
1827,in four; in 1828, in five; and in 
1831, in nineteen colleges, resulting in 
the hopeful conversion of between 350 to 
400 students. In one of the colleges, the 
revival commenced on the very day of 
the Concert. In 1832, some few in- 
stitutions were blessed with the effusions 


The Prayer 
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of the Spirit, and also in 1833. A large 
number were blessed with revivals in 
} 1834, and not less than eighteen in 1835. 
It has been estimated that fifteen hun- 
dred students were made the hopeful 
subjects of grace, in thirty six different 
colleges from 1820 to 1835.” We be- 
lieve that the experience of the succeed- 
| ing forty years has yielded similar results, 


_| thouzh we have not the statistics at hand. 


| Highteen fifty-seven and fifty-eight nota- 
't bly so, and Princeton last year. 
| These special seasons of prayer have 
| led many hopeful young men to devote 
‘| themselves to the service of God. Many 
: others, too, who have not felt it to be their 
duty to enter the Ministry, have ex- 
‘} perienced a restraining and purifying in- 
| fluence that has told on their whole 
_ future career. We cannot over-estimate 
the importance of having our future 
Lawyers and Doctors, and Legislators, 
| and Judges and Teachers, brought under 
| the leavening power of the Gospel. Col- 
lege education has to do with the lead- 
ing minds of the community, with those 
who will give a tone to society and stamp 
their impress on their age and country. 
Here is “‘ the hiding of its power.” It 
takes such leading minds at a period 
when they are most susceptible of impres- 
sion, and may be best moulded to truth 
and goodness. It takes them, too, in the 
last period of youth and gives them the 
dast touch of their education, just before 
their entrance on manhood. The oc- 
cupants of these benches, freaky and 
frolicsome though not a few of them may 
be, should command our high respect, our 
deep interest, and our fervent prayers. 
There was much of sententious wisdom 
in the reply of Trebonius, Luther’s early 
Master, when asked to explain his habit 
of respectfully bowing in presence of his 
students, ‘‘ There are among these youth 
[said he] those whom God will one day 
raise to the rank of Burgomasters, Chan- 
cellors, Doctors and Magistrates. 

With reference to our students of 
Theology, though professedly pious, yet 
their piety needs to be nerved and 
nourished. The atmosphere they breathe 
is not always the best for causing the 


soul to ‘‘ prosper and be in health.” 
There is often a deadening, chilling, in- 
fluence in mere professional study. The 
class room, or student’s sanctum, may be 
excellent mental Gymnasia, but are not 
always the best places for ‘‘ exercising 
one’self unto godliness.” Nor are theo- 
logical students free from the besetments 
of intellectual pride and venturesome 
speculation, and the ‘* manifold tempta- 
tions’? of the devil, the world and the 
flesh. ‘‘ For this cause, many are weak 
and sickly among them, and many sleep.”’ 
They need therefore to be fortified by 
the prayers of the faithful. When they 
say ‘‘pray for us,” let our response be 
that of the first President of the ancient 
‘Schools of the Prophets:” God forbid, 
that I should sin against the Lord in 
ceasing to pray for you,” (1 Sam. 12, 23.) 
Let us, in the closet, at the domestic 
altar, in our social prayer meetings, and 
in the gencral concert for prayer ‘guid- 
ing our hands wittingly ” and lifting up 
our hearts with our hands unto God in 
the Heavens, cry with a yet earlier Saint— 
“The God which fed me all my life long 
unto this day, the Angel which redeemed 
me from all evil, Bless the Luds.”

CoRRESPONDENCE. 


BRITISH GUIANA, 

We feel sure our readers will peruse with 
interest the following passages from a pri- 
vate letter just received from the Rey. John 
Rannie, lately Minister of the Presbyterian 
Church in Canada, at Chatham, Ont. It 
was not intended for publication, but it is 
not on that account the less readable. Mr. 
Rannie having received an appointment 
from the Colonial Committee of the Church 
of Scotland to New Amsterdam, Berbice, 
left Canada last Spring, and this letter nar- 
rates what befel him by the way, and his 
first experiences of life in the sunny South: 


THE VOYAGE. 


“IT suppose I ought to begin at the begin- 
ning, and tell you all about our excursion ; 
but indeed I am getting so much of this to 
do, that 1 am growing tired of it. All my 
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acquaintances and friends expect me, in 
writing to them, to give an account of all 
things that have befallen us, as well as a 
full description of the country and its insti- 
tutions. It would be better for me at once 
to write a book and publish it. Well, we 


sailed from the city of Baltimore in one of 


a line of vessels owned by Perot & Co, 
which trade between that city and George- 
town. 
Chesapeake, where we Jay wind-bound for 
nearly a week, we had a very p easant and 
peaceful voyage, lasting altog: ther twenty- 
eight days. Indeed it was almost too peace- 
ful, for we were becalmed f r three or four 
dave in the ‘thorse latitudes,” between 30° 
aud 27°. After the first day there was no 
sea-sickness among us; but notwithstand- 
ing the utmost efforts of the children to 
keep themselves amused, backed by the 
kindness of the Captain, the time began at 
length to hang heavy on our hands. I was 


devoured by a great hunger for news of 


what was going on in the world. I knew 
not what great events in Church and State 
might be transpiring without my having 
any part in them. The weather was de- 
ligbtiul all the way, and we often said that 
it would have been a pleasant excursion i! 
it had not been so prolonged. At last we 
reached Georg-town, at the mouth of the 
Demerara River. I lost no time in making 
myself known to our Minister there, Mr. 
Slater, of St. Andrew’s Church, by whose 
assistance I got my family placed in a 
boarding house, until I should be able to 
make arrangements for their establishment 
here. 


Our ARRIVAL. 


We got ashore on Thursday, and found 
that the weekly steamer for Berbice 
had sailed that morning, and this be ng 
the only public conveyance by which 
such a flock as mine could travel, we were 
compelled toreman. On Sunday I preach- 
ed in the forenoon for Mr. Slater, in St. An- 
diew’s Church, and in the evening for 
Mr. Jardine, in St. Thomas’? Church; for 
you will be glad to hear that we have two 
churches in the capital. Next week I came 
up here alone to see where I should place 
my famuly, and found that there were work- 
men engaged in repairing the Manse. I was 
under great vbligations to a@ young minister, 
the Rev. T. A. Ross, who had come ont to 
the Colony two or three months before me. 
He is the minister of an adjoining parish, 
(St. Catherine’+), on the other side of the 
Berbice River, but he resides in town; there 
is no house in his own parish where he can 
dwell, and besides it is said to be ro un 
healthy, that no white man can safely take 
up his residence there. By Mr. Ross’ heip 


After getting clear of the Bay of 


I was enabled to make some preparation 
for the arrival of my family on the fullow- 
ing week. We got into the Manse in great 
contusion et first, as you may well suppose, 
and we have been getting things put in or- 
der by degrees ever since. There was very 
little help or comfort in any of the parish- 
ioners—most of whom are black p op'e— 
the most miserable and degraded lot of hu- 
man creatures | have ever met. The brand 
of slavery is on them still, and will be for 
a long time to come. Meanwhile I had 
been received by the Pre-bytery of British 
Guiana, and this was the only process of 
induction that was gone through. 


THE ConGREGATION, 


I was not prepared to find, and perhaps you 
are not preparcd tu hear, that in all congrega- 
tions, the vast majurity of the people are 
blacks—a few are coluured—and a very few 
only are whites. Even in Georg: town, the 
nuniber of Eurepeans is only like a single 
drop ina bucket of water. The parish of 
All Saints has its boundaries—New Am- 
sterdam and immediate neighbourhoo {— 
together with adistrict called Baraeara, ly- 
ing at the distance of 80 miles on the Carye 
Creek. To this last mentioned place, Me 
minister goes three times a year. The only 
way of travelling there is by water. The 
country 1s a dead level, and so the streams 
are all navigable toa yreat distance inland. 
The tide goes up to Baraeara, and 80 miles 
beyond. There is an inelieh parish of All- 
Saints ¢ nterminous with the Scoteb; each 
minister having charge of the people who 
adhere to Lim. 

Tne Work. 


I will give you an idea of the work 
I have to do. As joint chaplain of the 
jail and hospital, I have to cfliciate every 
Sabbath morning at one or other of 
these places at 8 o’clock ;.then service in 
the church at Il a.m.; sabbath-school in 
the afternoon ; service in the church again 
inthe evening at 7 p.m. And, besides this, 
Mr. Ross, of St. Catherines, Mr. McGuttie, 
of St Saviours, and J, have to supply the 
place, and do ali the work of Mr. Iluskie, 
of St. Clements, who has gone home with 
leave of absence fur twelve months. And 
thus, on the afternoon of every third Sun- 
day, I have to drive up nine miles to st. 
Clement’s parish church and ctticiate there,. 
besides dong my share of the parochial 
work. But what I object to moat of all is, 
that we are saddled with a great deal of 
work of a kind that does not properly be- 
long toa minister. The public schools of 
this colony are all denominational, that is. 
to sav, connected with one or other of the 
churches that have footing in this country 
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| —and the minister is patron of all the 


‘} schools in the parish belonging to his deno- 


mination. He is in tact, manager—having 
the responsib.lity of engaging and dismiss- 
ing the teachers, receiving every month 
their pay, and distributing it to them; and 
he is ex ected to visit the schools frequent- 
Jy—not le-s than once a month. There are 
six schools in this parish, and you may 
| judge how much time and labour this charge 
involves, ‘Then also we have a great deal 
to do with the poor. Iam amember of the 
Poor Law Board in this town, and there is 
scarcely a day when I have not to attend 
to applications from poor people. 


Tue Poor. 


These are very numerous, and very mise- 
rable; such poverty | bave never seen in any 
place. Every morning they come—some 
seeking certificates of admission to the hos- 
pital; some One thing, some another; and 
much timeis wasted. Every now ard then 
Tam sent for to go and see a sick metmber 
of the church, and when I go, I find that 
the main point is to get some money. ‘This 
is a very disazreeuble experience, to find 
that the minister is expected to put his 
haud into his pocketand help these people. 
How different from. Canada, where, instead 
of b gying from the minister, the members 
of the church were rather disposed to make 
him a present. The expense of living in 
this land is very great; we are more depen- 
dent on servants here than in Canada = In 
this climate, white people caunot with safe- 
ty do manual labour; end though the wages 
of servant girls do not sound high, [we pay 
$5.00 per month), yet they mount up toa 
great deal in the aggregate, for it takes two 
at least to do the work of one. We have 
three, two at five dollars, and a washerwo- 
man at eight dollars per month. 


Tak CLIMATE. 


With regard to the climate, I cannot say 
that I have found it oppressive. Wearrived 
atier tne long rainy season had begun, and 
the rains still continue. There have been 
few days since we came, when it has not 
rained at some polut of the twenty-four 
hours—often at night. The rain-fall of this 
colony 18 very great, usually from 80 to 90 
~anches. When the fall in any season is Jess 
than 50 inches, the sugar crop (the great 
staple of the land) is sbort—sometimes less 
than ahalt. The beat has been wonder- 
fully steady, from 80 to 85° Fahr. during 
the day; and 5 to 10 degrees less by night. 
About this tine we expect the rain to cease ; 
and then comes the dry season, lasting, | 
believe for about three months, which, 
though it be the hottest period of the year, 
as by uo means the most unwholesome, as 


then strong eastern breezes coming from 
the ocean, purify the atmosphere. 

The months of December, January, and 
February, are said to be the pleasantest of 
all the year, the heat being then slightly 
moderate. As to health, I have been quite 
well, not even the shadow of sickness has 
fallen upon me, and what is more, I have 
felt to the full as strong and able for duty 
as if I had been in Canada. But my expe- 
rience has not been that of all the family ; 
several of the children and Mrs. R. have 
been afflicted with fever—a kind of remitt- 
ing fever, very prevalent here, and nore 
common among the Creoles (all natives are 
called Creoles, whatever their shade of co- 
lour may be), than among the Europeans. 
Two of the children were very ill indeed; 
so lil that I was afraid we were going to 
lose our boy; but we thank God that they 
are all restored. One remarkable thing 
about sickness here is, the haste with which 
it marches on to death. 

A Mr. Mackee was sent out to the parish 
of St. Mark’s, (on the westside of the De- 
merara River), and arrived about three 
months before I came. He was only six 
weeks in the Colony when he died. He was 
out doing some parochial work during the 
day, returned to his lodgings, complaining 
of pain in the head, and before midnight he 
was no more. This was the first piece of 
news that met me on my arrival in Case 
town; and very startling intelligence it was. 
He came from Aberdeenshire, and was about 
fifty-six years old. That parish of St. 
Mark’s has been fatal to. many ministers. 
Since 1826, ten ministers have died there, 
usually after a very short incumbency, 
while three others, after spending a sho:t 
time in the parish, have removed and gone 
elsewbere. I doubt if it will be possible to 
fill the vacancy for a long time to come. 
New Amsterdam being near the sea, is not 
so unhealthy. We are all in God’s hands.”

LETTER FRoM Mr. PaRapis. 


Grand Falls, 13th Sept., 1876. 


Dear Mr. Epiror,—I have frequently 
thought of writing to you a few words about 
our work in this locality; but the readera 
of the Reoorb are so accustomed to have 
startling facts brought before their notice 
by the veteran soldier of the Cross (Father 
Chiniquy), that I feared our bumble efforts 
would be passed by unnoticed by many of 
them. I do so to-day.

This poor, infirm woman, who has to 
earn her own living by sewing, knitting, 
etc., has sent me $1.75c, to help to bay 
Testaments for the pooramong the French. 
She collects as she goes along, with a paper 
headed as follows :— 


«‘ AgapiIaA Mission. One cent is all I ask 
from auy one.” 


Would that this might be a stimulus to 
to others to ‘* go and do likewise.” 


2nd. For some months back I have car- 
ried on a werk among both French and 
English ; details of which have been sent 
to the Convener of our Committee. Of late, 
Mons.Bruneau and I have been putting forth 
special efforts in order to have the glorious 
Gospel of Christ spread as rapidly as pos- 
sible among our fellow-countrymen. We 
spend most of our time going to all the 
back settlements to visit even the smallest 
hut built in the woods. No words could 
give you an exact description of their con- 
dition. and so I will not attempt it. Suftice 
it to say, that they are most destitute, espe- 
cially in a spiritual point of view. 

Although not allowed by some to enter 
into their houses and put out even with po- 
kers, yet by others we are in most places 
well received. We read, discuss, and pray 
in some houses, and warm invitations to 
visit them again are given us. 


Many have told us that they understand 
our arguments, and are thereby convinced 
that many of the doctrines taught by the 
Romish Church are erroneous. But they 
say: ‘“‘we leave and take,” aud remain in 
their old path for fear of talk and persecu- 
tion. Krom that, the conclusion 1s, their 
minds are somewhat enlightened, but their 
hearts-aie not yet touched by a live coal 
from off the Hoiy Altar of God. It requires 
an out-pouring of the Holy Spirit into their 
souls to force them, 80 to speak, to accept 
truth. Let us, therefore, pray that such 
may take place, even very soon, that we 
may be encouraged in working for our Mas- 
ter. Details might prove interesting, but 
we will forbear duing 80 this time.

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HOME MISSION FUND. 


To the Editor of the Record : 


My Dear Sir, 


In another part of this number there 
appears, an extract of the minutes of 
the last meeting of the Home Mission 
Committee. There are one or two matters 
that deserve special attention, with a view 
to the success of our operations during 
the present year. 


From every part of the field there are 
encouraging reports from our Mission- 
aries, with the exception perhaps of 
Silver Islet, where, on account of the 
great depression in the mining interests, 
it has been deemed advisable, for at least 
a time, to suspend mission work. Mani- 
toba seeks at once an ordained Minister 
or Missionary for a field that offers $450 
towards the support of a Minister, and 
the Presbytery could readily employ 
many more, had the Committee the men 
and means at its disposal. Sault Ste.- 
Marie has begun the erection of a Church, 
and is anxious for supply during the 
the winter. Unless we can send ina 
labourer at once, all our past efforts in 
that district will suffer. Inthe Muskoka 
district, a most encouraging report 
reaches us from Mr. Findlay the Mis- 
sionary, which I trust will be printed 
in the Recorp. In the Parry Sound and 
Ottawa Valley Districts, missionary 
work is being carried on with unabated 
energy. Indeed there never were more 
encouraging evidences of the success of 
our Missionaries, and the great work that 
is done quietly but not less faithfully, 
through the agency and help of the Home 
Mission Fund. 

The Committee are exceedingly gra- 
tified to find that steps have been taken 
by nearly all the Presbyteries, towards 
liquidating the debt of last year So far 
only $2.500 has reached the Treasurer, 
but we are hopeful that before the month 
closes, the entire $10,000 will be given. 
A working man in one of our Western 
Towns sent me to-day $°.50 with the fol- 
lowing letter which shows the interest 
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that is taken by some of our humble 
members in this effort. 


He says: 
‘Please find $2.50, which apply to 


- “extinguishing the Home Mission debt. 
_ ¢T cheerfully gave four or five times my 


‘‘share in the late tax, as it has been 
“ falsely called, but I now hasten to give 
‘‘ little more. I was not able to give all 


_  T wished at the time the collection was 


é¢‘taken up here. I hope the amount 
‘‘raised will wipe off the debt, which I 
‘feel to be a personal disgrace, but am 
‘< too poor to do much more than feel.” 

I sincerely trust that the Presbyteries 
will be faithful in carrying out the ins- 
truction of the Assembly, and that the 
efforts of congregations who are giving 
beyond what perhaps is their share, may 
not be nullified by the refusal or paltry 
contributions of others. It is deeply to 
be regretted that the generous offer made 
by one of our office-bearers, was not res- 
ponded to by others. Surely there are 
in our church ten men who feel impelled, 
in view of God’s goodness to them in 
worldly affairs, to give $1000 each at 
this juncture in our Home Mission fund | 
We shall need it all before the year 
closes. It is most unsatisfactory to close 
year after year with nothing in the 
treasury, and to be constantly negotiating 
loans at a high rate of interest from the 
banks. 

It is also of the utmost importance that 
the special effort now made should in 
no wise detract from the regular contri- 
butions for the current year. It is to be 
feared that in some cases it may, and 
thus leave us at the end of next March, 
little better than we are. 

At the recent Meeting of the Com- 
mittee, claims for the past six months 
were passed, amounting to nearly $11,000. 
When this is added to our present in- 
debtness of $3,500, it makes a total of 
$19,500. In view of this fact, there is 
a loud call upon congregations to send 
in at once their contributions, both for 
the special fund, and the current ex- 
penses of the year. 

It was with deep regret that the Com- 
mittee felt compelled in revising the 
grants for next year, to reduce the amount 
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by about 25 per cent. So long as the 
church at large fails to give the means to 
support our Missionaries, there is no 
other course open. The Home Mission 
Committee is no more entitled than an 
individual, to go beyond its means, and 
must be guided in administering its. 
trust, by the generous contributions of 
the people—W. Cocurang, D. D. Con-

SAUL’S CON VERSION.

November 5th.—Acts ix., 1-18. 
Golden Text: Ezekiel xxxvi., 26. 


I. Saul.—What do we knowof him? As 
to his father, tribe, birth-place, trade, see 
Phil. i. 5-6; Acts xxii 6; xxi. 28; xxi. 
39; xviii.3. It was the custom of the Jews 
to teach every child some trade. He was 
sent to Jerusalem to be educated; as a 
wealthy Canadian now might send his son 
to Oxford or Edinburgh. Ch. xxii. 3. At 
the martyrdom of Stephen, he was still a 
young man, (vii. 58), between thirty and 
forty years old; probably one of the mem- 
bers of the Cilician Synagogue, who had 
disputed with Stephen, vi. 9. As to his 
personal appearance, see 2 Cor. x. 10. 


v. 1-2.—The narrative is taken up from 
Os Villecow Compare xxil.4> xxvii. 4-114 
He asked for letters from the high-priest, 
written in the name of the Sanhedrim, xxii. 
5. Damascus, a beautiful and the oldest 
existing city in the world [Gen. xiy. 15; xv. 
2], more populous still than any city in Ca- 
nada: distant from Jerusalem nearly 150 
miles. ‘* The way” of salvation xvi. 17, or 
of the Lord xviil. 25.

Saui’s Barty MInistry. 


NoveMBER 12th.—Acts ix., 19-39. 
Golden Text: Gal. i. 23. 

Five distinct epochs in Saul’s lite and min- 
istry are alluded to in this Lesson ; his first 
preaching in Damarcus; his retirement to 
Arabia mentioned by himself, [Gal. i. 16- 
17]; his return to Damascus and flight from 
it. These epochs cover a period of three 
years, (Gal. 1.18], which may mean only 
one year with parts of two others. Then, 
hia ministry in Jerusalem for fifteen days, 
(Gal. i. 18]; and lastly, his return to his 
native City, Tarsus. 

v. 19-21. “‘Straightway.” Had he given 
way to the natural impulses of shame or 
fear, he would have kept quiet for some 
time. but he felt that he must be as bold 
to confess Christ as in his ignorance he had 
been zealous against him. Still he was but 
a novice [1 Tias. 1. 6], and that he might 
strengthen his soul through repentance, 
prayer, study and meditation, he retires to 
those deserts and mountains uf stuny Ara- 
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bia, where Moses, Elijah, and even the 
Lord abode for a time before entering on 
trying work. 

v. 22. An increased power in his preach- 
ing is alluded to. This, and the “ many 
days” of [v. 23], are indirect references 


; to the stay in Arabia, which he mentions 
to the Galatians when giving an account of 


bis life. 

v. 24-25. Compare 2 Cor. xi. 30-33. This 
fact had been known tu few till he mention- 
ed it to the Corinthians. Houses on the 
walis of cities are common in the East. 
Joshua ii. 15. 


v. 26. “Three years” after he had left 
Jerusalem on his murderous errand. ‘The 
disciples’? (for in his modesty he does not 
zo direct to the Apostles) are afraid of him. 
Remember how great the change was; also 
the distance between the two cities; the 
little Communication in those days; and 
that most of the three years had been rpent 
In Arabia. 


v.27. Barnabas, being a native of Cyprus, 
which is near Tarsus, may have known 
Saul previously. Besides, he is **a son of 
consolation,” 1v.36. ‘ Lo the Apostles’”— 
on'y to Peter and James, [Gal. 1. 18-19]. 
On his second visit, he saw John. Gal. 
i. 9. 

v. 29. “To the Grecians”—naturally, for 
he himself was a Jew of Greek speech and 
culture. 

v.30. A heavenly intimation coincided 
with the necessity, [Acts xxii. 17-21]. He 
would not be idle at Tarsus. Probably he 
founded the Churches mentioned in Ch. 
xv. 23,41; and may have been the agent in 
converting his ‘‘kinsmen” mentioned in 
Rom. xvi. 21, and his sister, and sister’s 
son who, twenty years after this, saved his 
life. Acts xxin. 16-22. 


Nov. 19th.—Doroas Restored to Lirzt.—

Golden Text: Psalm exii. 6.

PEATHS. 


Rev. WitiiaM Smart.—Since our last 
issue, this venerable and respected Minis er 
has been gathere: with the fathers. The 
i ention Of his name carries our memories 
a long way back, and links us with a past 
generation. Mr. Smart was edacated for 
the Ministry of the Congregational Caurch 
in England, and was ordained in 1810, with 
the view of goning to the West Indies, but 


prayer ol a pelitlon signed ‘by 80 members ite higher hes ordained that he should 


come to Canada. He arrived at Brockville 
in 1811, and for a number of years he 
itinersted in all the settlements between 
Corn «all and Kingston, a distance of nearly 
100 miles, receiving for his services a very 
slender incomein addition to a small allow- 
ance from Government. In 1840, Mr. Smart, 
with others from the United Synod of 
Upper Canada, connected himeelf with the 
church of Scotland in this couuatry. In 
1344, he connected himself with the Free 


Church party. 
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He has left behind him an 
unsullied reputation, and an honoured 
name as a faithful Minister of the Gospel. 


Mr. Jouy Gisson, professor of- Natural 
Science in the Normal School, Ottawa, died 
in Montreal on the 27th September, aged 
twenty-five. Mr. Gibson was a son of 
the Manse—his father, the Rev. Hamilton 
Gibson, having been now many years a 
Minister of the Kirk in Canada. He was a 
yone man of superior attainments and of 

igh promise, an author of some repute, 
anda scientistof acknowledged ability. He 
was alxo a genial companion, and a true, 
warm-hearted, friend. In the prime of 
manhood he was striken down by typhoid 
fever, leaving his aged father and an affec- 
tionate family circle to mourn, but, not as 
those who have no hope. 


Mr. ARvHIBALD Fereavson died at his re- 
sidence in Montreal, on the ninth of Oc- 
tober, in the 85th year of his age. Mr. 
Ferguson, thougn born in Quebec, prided 
himeelf on his Scottish parentage. He was 
one of the oldest citizens of Montreal, 
having resided here since 1818, and it may 
be added that few have been more highly 
respected. One of the Founders of Mon- 
treal General Hospital, he took a life long 
interest in that Institution, and for many 
years served as its Treasurer. He was 
also Treasurer of the Ministers Widow’s 
and Orphan’s fund of the Scotch Church. 
He was an Elderin St.Paul’s congregation— 


staunch churchman, and one who dis-. 


pensed in his life-time, with a liberal hand, 
the ample means which his prudence and 
Aagacity in business had accumulated. 
More than most men, he brought the elas- 
ticity aud sprightliness of youth to the very 
verge of the grave. His last illness, which 
amav be gaid also to have been his first, was 
-atrended with severe suffering, but he bore 
it wthout a murmur, trusting with child 
like simplicity to his Saviour’s merits. 
‘His end was peace. 


MARITIME PROVINCES. 


The Revd. Thomas Dunean, of Char 
lottet»wn, |. E. Island, has received a 


unanimous call from the congreg ition of 


St. Andrew’s Church, Halifax. 

The Rev. J. Fraser Campbell having 
-been authorized by the Foreign Mission 
Board to spend a fortnight in Newlound- 
land, on his way to India, writes from 
there ‘on September 21st, befure embark- 
ing for Kagland, as follows : — 

‘“<My visit here has Lee. pl_asant,and good 


to the Mission cause has resulted. I spent 
the first Sabbath in St. John’s, preaching 
in our two churches, and addressing a Union 
Sabbath School Gathering in the afternoon 
in the Congregational Church, Mr. Hall’s. 
Qn Monday evening, [ addre-sed an Union 
meeting in Mr. Hall’s church, and on Wed- 
nesday a meeting of ladies who agreed to 
organize a Woman’s Foreign Missionary 
Society. On Friday, I went to Harbour 
Grace, where ou Sabbath I preached twice, 
and addressed the 8S. School. On Monday, 
I addressed the ladies, and had the satisfac- 
tion of getting a Woman’s F. M. Society or- 
ganized there and then. On Tuesday, re- 
turned to St John’s, and on Wednesday 
ufternoon again addressed the ladies who 
are going tu work energetically. On Wed- 
nesday evening, a Farewell Meeting was 
held in Mr. Hall’s church, at which Messrs. 
Hall, Patierson, Harvey and I spoke. The 
collections amount to $260, I think.” 


Kvidently Mr. Campbell worked in 
Newfoundland at his usual rate, and we 
are satisfied that the results of his visit, 
present and “future, will far more than 
repay the time expended. By this date 
he is prob bly on the eve of his departure 
fiom Scotland for Madras. Let our rea- 
ders remember him at the throne of 
Grace. His last request to us was, that 
prayer be made for him. 


The following extract is from a letter 
from oue of our Catechists, in Caledonia, 
P. E. Island, an interesting Mission Sta- 
tion, soon, it is hoped, to be organized 
into a congregation :— 


“<Since the second Sabbath in June I have 
been preaching every Sabbath IN THE OPEN 
AIR, under the friendly shade cf a Jarge 
beech tree, both in Gaelic and English. 
From this out, however, I must utilize rue 
ScHooL Houwsk, speaking in Gaelic in the 
morning, and in English in the afternoon. 

Last Sabbath morning, I addressed the 
people, standing in the ScHouL-HoUSE Poros, 
the old people and feeble, being inside, as 
many a8 the house would hold ; anda much 
arger congregation outside, sitting on what- 
ever they coull provide for themselves. 
Such is the way we dothings in Caledonia.”

PRESBYTERY M ET NGS. 


The Presb«tery of Prince Edward Island 
met in Zion Church, Charlotsetown, on the 
l4th September, and transacted a large 
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amount of business. There were present 
eleven ministers and two elders. Mr. Mc- 
Leod reported that he had preached and 
moderated in a call to Rev. William Scott 
in the congregations of St. Peter’s and 
Brackley Point Roads. The call was signed 
by 120 members and adherents, and was ac- 
companied by a guarantee for a salary of 
$600, with a manse. A number of peti- 
tions relative to the redistribution of con- 
gregations, and other matters of local in- 
terest, were read and disposed of, as was 
also a petition from Mr. Archibald McRae 
complaining of the action of the Kirk-Ses- 
sion of which he is a member. Rev. Mr. 
McRae was appointed to labour at West and 
Clyde Rivers and Brookfield till next meet- 
ing of the Presbytery. It was agreed to 
hold meetings for Presbyterial visitations 
at Cove Head, and also at Tryon and Bon- 
shaw. 


Sr. Joan, N.B., 12th Sept.—T wenty-seven 
Ministers and Elders were present, among 
whom was the Rev. Dr. Inglis, of Brooklyn. 
The business was chiefly of a routine char- 
racter. Rev. Dr. Waters read*a paper con- 
taining some valuable statistics relative to 
Church contributions, 


Rev. K. McKay, who had visited Prince 
William, brought from that parish the fa- 
vorable report that the congregation had 
agreed to raise $550 towards the salary of a 
minister. The Presbytery will add $100, 
and Rev. Wm. Ross is to be inducted to that 
charge. 

At the request of the Rev. Mr. Bearisto, 
who desired to resign his charge of Salt 
Springs and Hammond River, the pastoral 
relations between him and his congregation 
were severed. 


Rev. Dr. Maclise gave an interesting re- 

ort of a visit paid at the instance of the 

resbytery to Woodstock, Grand Falls, and 
New Kincardine. In the latter district, 
there is a fine congregation under the charge 
of the Rey. Peter Melville. 


THE SYNOD OF THE 
PROVINCES. 
This Body met on 3rd Oct., and adjourn- 
ed on the 6th after attending to business with 
unremitting constancy for three days and a 
half. The Synod was opened with an excel- 
lent sermon by Rey. Robert Sedgewick, the 
retiring moderator, on the words “ Other 
men laboured and ye have entered into their 
labours.’? We are indebted to the Rev. Dr. 
McGregor for the following particulars. 


MARITIME 


Rev. Thomas Duncan, of Charlottetown, 
was unimously chosen Moderator, and dis- 
charged the duties of the chair, to the entire 
satisfaction of every body. 

The second evening was devoted to a 
Missionary meeting, when Home, Foreign, 
and French Missions were successively and 
successfully advocated, by Rev. Messrs. 
Morrison, of Bridgewater, McCurdy, of New 
Glasgow, and Dr. Waters, of St. John, N.B. 
Rev. D. F. Creelman spoke specially on the 
claims of Newfoundland (to which place he 
returns) on this Church, and Rev. D. McRae, 
of St. John, spoke with his usual vivacity 
and power on the necessity of high qualifica- 
ions for the ministry of the present day ; and 
consequently for increasing the efficiency and 
attractiveness of our Theological Hall. 

The most im portant matters brought before 
the Synod were in connection with Dalhousie 
College as representing public non-denomin- 
ational Education, and our own theological 
Hall, a3 requiring buildings and additional 
endowments. 


The following is the deliverance of the 
Synod on the first of these questions :— 


“1, That the Synod sustain the action of 
the Board of Superintendence with regard to 
this matter, and express their strong dis- 
approval of the policy of the Government 
and Legislature in increasing the grants to 
the Denominational Colleges, and thereby 
injuriously affecting the interests of Dal- 
housie College. 

2. That the Synod declare as their deliber- 
ate policy that Dalhousie College should be 
sustained in its present, or increased, effi- 
ciency as a public non-sectarian institution, 
and, as such, be supported with all their in- 
fluence, as being the institution which, in 
the circumstances, is best suited to serve the 
interests not merely of one particular body, 
but of the whole Province. 

“<3. But having respect to the sacrifices 
which the carrying out of the above policy 
has entailed upon this Church, the Synod 
instruct the Board of Superintendence to 
confer with the Governors of Dalhousie 
College, with a view to their making mea- 
sures more effectually to protect the interests 
of the College and to relieve this Church, in 
whole, orin part, of the pecuniary obligations 
which they have assumed in this matter.” 

The resolution was adopted unanimously 
and amid much applause. 

It was next decided to make no change in 
the location of the Hall. 

Rey. G, M. Grant then proposed that the 
Synod instruct the Board of Superintend- 
ence to proceed to raise the sum of $100,000 
for the endowment, and full equipment, of 
our Divinity Hall, and the erection of build- 
ings. 
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Mr.Grant indicated reasons why we should 
proceed immediately. Having declared a 
olicy unanimously with regard to Arts 
ducation, and having determined that the 
college should remain in Halifax, let us now 
declare ourselves with equal unanimity and 
earnestness on behalf of our Hall. As re- 
gards Professors, we are on a level with Mon- 
treal and Toronto, but the housing of them 
is disgraceful. We must not wait for ‘‘good 
times.” He complimented the Baptists on 
their fine spirit. What they have under- 
taken we can do. Every day we delay we 
are losing money. He knew of men who are 
ready to give their thousands of dollars. It 
would be easier to raise funds for the Hall 
and the Endowment at the same time, than 
to take hold of either by itself. He spoke 
of the gratitude we should feel for this 
glorious Union of which we have so admir- 
able an illustration to-day. This effort 
would weld us more closely together. It 
would bring students as well as money. 
Dr. Waters seconded the resolution, and 
the Synod after full deliberation decided by 
a vote almost unanimous to adopt the re- 


Waters, Rev. N, McKay and others spoke 
on the subject and a resolution of strong dis- 
approval passed and was ordered to be sent 
to the Minister of Public Works. 

Many matters of interest are omitted in 
this hasty and condensed outline but this 
much must be added, that we have had a 
most enjoyable, refreshing and harmonious 
Session. We havediscussed weighty matters 
with much freedom and independence on the 
opt of members, and though there have 

een slight collisions, almost unavoidable 
where so many speakers interchange views, 
sometimes, so pressed for t:me that their 
condensed words did not fully express all 
they intended, or it may be expressed more ; 
yet the Session closed, as it commenced, in a 
spirit of fraternal affection and union. The 
general feeling was one of gratitude to God 
that we had issued our deliverances with so 
much unanimity. 

The Moderator in a speech every way 
suited to the occasion, closed the proceed- 
ings at 11 o’clock on Friday night, adjourn- 
ing the Synod to meet a year hence in Char- 
lottetown, P. E. Island.

COMMITTEE MEETING. 


The Home Mission Committee for the 
Western Section met in Toronto on the 2nd 
of October and two following days—Dr. 
Cochrane, Convener, The attendance was 
good, and the amount of business transact- 
ed large. The following is a very brief 
summary :— 


The claims of Presbyteries for services 
rendered during the past half year in Sup- 
plemented Congregations and Mission Sta- 
tions were carefully considered. Those 
passed by the Committee and ordered to be 
paid, amounted to $11,075.78, exclusive of 
the payments to Missionaries in British Co- 
lumbia, Manitoba, and Lake Superior. 


Tuunper Bay.—The Sabbath attendance 
and Finances show considerable improve- 
ment. 

At Sitver Istet, the population has so 
decreased that the Committee resolved to 
withdraw in the meanwhile from this Mis- 
gion. 

Sautt Ste. Marie.—The interest has 
been revived under the labours of Mr. J. R. 
McLeod, who has regularly supplied the 
Korah Station also. The Committee re- 
solved to secure, if possible, a labourer for 
this field for the winter months. 

British CoLtumBia.—Rey. R. Jamieson 
has taken no definite action as yet towards 
connecting himself with the Presbytery 
there. 

From MANITOBA continue tocome urgent 
appeals for more labourers. The people of 
Sunnyside offer $450 per annum. The 
Committee agreed to try and send them a 
Missionary. 

Steps were taken in the direction of se- 
curing a guarantee from each group of Sta- 
tions in Manitoba towards the salary of a 
Missionary, and of having Ministers duly 
called and settled as pastors where the sum 
guaranteed reaches $300 per annum. 

Much time was occupied in revising the 
grants to all the Supplemented congrega- 
tions and Mission Stations in the various 
Presbyteries for the year beginning Ist Oc- 
tober. The Committee aimed at reducing 
the grants in the aggregate about 25 per 
cent. lower than last year, owing to the de- 
pressed state of the funds at present. A 
large number of applications for supple 
ments were not granted in the meantime, 
onthe ground that the regulations of the 
Assembly, requiring a minimum contribu- 
tion of $4.50 per communicant, and $7.00 
per family, and an aggregate from the con- 
gregation of $400 per annum, had not been 
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complied with. A resolution was ado; ted 
calling the atten ion of Presbyteries to these 
casex, in the hope that before the April 
meeting, steps would be taken to stimulate 
the liberality of the people in the charges 
referred to, and to bring them up to the 


required munluum.

In this new district the missionary work 


is progressing favorably. <A year ago, the 


Rev. A. Findlay was appointed as an or- 
dained missionary. His place of residence 
is Bracebridge, a thriving village on the 
Muskoka River. 
the Preebytery of Barrie, he gave a very 
fullreport of his labours during the year. 
From this report it appears, that there are 
eight mission groups, with twenty-four 
preaching stations. Several of these are 
only recently organized, and the number of 
adherents and members is net very large. 
The number of communicants in the ais- 
trict is given as282. Mr. Findlay has visit- 
ed all there stations during the year, and 
the ordinance of the Supper has been cele- 
brated at fiiteen different points. There 
has been a considerable increase of member- 
ship at the recent communions, and thirty- 
six children have been reccived into the 
visitle Church by baptism. Three new 
stations have been organized this summer, 
one at Baysvilie, one in Draper Township, 
and anuther at Doe Lake. The number ot 
members gathered at there stations is about 
forty, and the general attendance is encou- 
raging. 

In Church-building, the work progresses 
slowly, owing to the poverty of the disirict. 
Nevertheless, some things are being done. 
A new church is in process of erection at 
bracebridge, which will be opened, it is 
hoped, before the close of the year. A 
church at South Falls, which was ‘com- 
menced several years ago, has been com- 
pleted.

Pct. Carling, all with good hopes of suc- 
cess. The labours of the Students are very 
highly appreciated by the people. There 
have been seven labourers associated with 
Mr. Findlay in the goud work during the 
Jast six months. These are now returned 
to their studies in the several Colleges, and 
this region of forty miles square, is left 
with one solitary missionary to lift up the 
lamp of truth. Mr. Findlay is a true- 
hearted earnest labourer; but how can he 
overtake the labours of a field so exten- 
sive? What we need is one or two more 
ordained missionaries, say one at Graven- 
hurst, and one at Rosseau. And what we 
need is the sympathy and support and lib- 
eral gifts of our people to sustain this 
work. ‘he people are poor, scattered over 
a wide area, and thus unable to sustain or- 
dinancegs, or build churches for themselves. 
without help. All honour to those men 
who have aiready aided these poor brethren 
in this newdistrict. Let them not be weary 
in well doing. 

May the tera pour out on our beloved 
Zion, the spirit of zeal, of loving devotion 
to Christ, and of large-hearted Irberality, 
that so the waste places of our land ma 
become as a garden of the Lord, and th rongh 
the labours of our missionaries many pre- 
cious souls may be gathered to the fold of

Mr. Dovcias’ DEPARTURE FOR INDIA. 


Previous to Mr. Douglas’ departure, the 
Presbytery of Peterborough met at Co- 


 bourgh, and solemnly designated the Mis- 
 sionary to his field of labour, in the pre- 


sence of a large assemblage. There were 
also present on this occasion the Rev. Dr. 
Topp, the Mcderator of the General As- 
sembly, and Professor McLaren, Convener 
of the Foreign Mission Committee. The 
proceedings were most impressive and in- 
teresting. 


We take it as a good omen that Mr. Dou- 
glas sailed from Quebec in the Steamship 
“¢ Moravian,” a name of Missionary renown 
in all the churches. We had the pleasure 
of shaking hands with him, en passant, at 
Montreal, and learned from him a circum- 
stance that will bring joy and thankfulness 
to many. Before leaving Cobourg he re- 
ceived a letter from the Rev. J. K. Lucas, 
@ missionary in India, statieg that the 
United Synod of Lodiana, having learned 


that it was the intention of Mr Douglas and 


Mr. Campbell to sail for India about this 
time, postponed the meeting of their Synod, 
which assembles once in three years only, 
for the space of three weeks, in the hope 
of being able in a bo«y to welcome those 
Canadian brethren as co-labourers in that 
distant land, and conveying to them an 
assurance of their unfeigned delight at their 
coming. This intelligence, while it fills 
their hearts with encouragement, should 
also fill ours with gratitude to God, inspire 
us with hopefulness, and stimulate us to 
unceasing prayer for them, and to giving 
liberally and cheerfully for their support. 
It is expected that they may. reach their 
destination about the middle of December. 


Rev. K J. Grant at Str. THomas. 


This devoted missionary and _ his family 
having left Halifax on the 4th September, 
and having visited Hamilton and Warwick, 
Bermuda, reached St. Thomas on the 12th 
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of that month. The following isan extract 
of a letter just received from Mr. Grant: 


At 4 P.M. we had intelligence of a des- 
tructive hurricane at St. Kitts and Anti- 
gua. At6 the wind began to rise, and at 8 
every precaution was taken to secure 
doors, windows and the lighter out-build- 
ings. 

At ll two guns were fired, the usual 
signal announcing that the barometer indi- 
dicated hurricane weather. Then followed 
the terrific blow till 5 A.M. ou Wednesday. 

None of us slept: roofing was torn up; 
the floors of our Hotel were inch-deep with 
water, ard in fact ours was the only dry 
bed-room in the Hotel. 

I cannot convey any adequate idea of the 
terrific force of the wind. All were anxious 
for the shipping, and there was cause, tor 
not only were boats, lighters, and schooners 
sunk or capsized or thrown on shore more 
or less shattered, but a large class of brigs, 
barques, &c. were driven ashore in the har- 
bour and wrecked, while not a few persons 
perished. 

I have just returned from the funeral of 
Captain Turner. ‘The barque of which he 
was in charge, was driven ashore, and him- 
selt, wife, and four of his men were drowned. 
His body was fouad yesterday and buried 
to-day. 

It is said to have been terrific in Santa 
Cruz, but I have not yet learned any re 
liable details. If we had been twelve hours 
later, we would have been exposed during 
the whole of the storm. It is our first 
experie: ce of a West India hurricane, and 
we feel that we have had a great deliverance, 
and have much cause for gratitude. 


ANNUAL MEETING OF THE NEW 
HEBRIDES MISSION SYNOD. 


The annual meeting of the New Hebrides 
Mission Svnod was held in the island of 
Nguna, at the station occupied bv the Rey. 
P Milne, trom the 8th till the 17th June. 
The Synod was opened by an address from 
the retiring Moderator, the Rev. J. Inglis. 
All the missionaries were present who are 
this year residing on the islands The Rev. 
J.G Patton of Aniwa was absent on leave 
in Victoria. The Rev. J. D. Murray sent 
in his re-ignation, ant remains in New 
South Wales, on account of Mrs. Murray’s 
health. The Rv. H. A’ Koberteon, of 
Erromanga, was unanimously chosen Mo- 
derator for the ensuing year, and the Rev. 
T. Neilson, of Tanna, Clerk of Synod. 

Reports on the state of the Mission in 
their respective stations were given in by 
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all the missionaries. From these reports 
it appeared that the progress of the work 
during the past year had been more than 
than usually eneouraging on Fotuna, 
Erakor, Havannah Harbour, Nguna. The 
Rev. J. Annand, of Efil, Hfate, was ap- 
ointed to succeed Mr. Murray at Analgau- 
ee Aueityum. Mr. Inglis is to leave the 
islands by the Dayspring in December next, 
and return home to carry the Aneityumese 
translation of the Old Testament through 
the Press. In accordance with instructions 
from home, Mr. Inglis is to arrange fora 
temporary vacancy in his station. Mr. In- 
glis is also appointed to represent the New 
Hebrides Mission Synod in the Pan-Pres- 
byterian Council to be held in Edinburgh 
in July, 1877. The Dayspring is to leave 
the islands for Sydney about the end of 
August. The Dayspring is also appointed 
to visit New Zealand next summer. She is 
expected to be at Dunedin in January 
during the meeting of the Synod of Otago 
and Southland. She is subsequently to 
visit the Bluff, Lyttelton, Wellington, and 
Auckland. The Rev. Messrs, Watt, of 
Tanna, and Milne, of Nguna, have been ap- 
ointed to accompany the Dayspring to 
ew Zealand, to bring the claims of the 
New Hebrides Mission before the churches 
by which they are respectively supported, 
and to plead Peels for more Mis- 
sionaries. The Rev. D. McDonald, of 
Havannah Harbour, was authorised to ap- 
ply to the British and Foreign Bible Society, 
to print for him 300 copies of the Gospel 
of Luke in the Efate language. A minute 
was passed by the Synod respecting the 
late lamented Commodore Goodenough, 
recognising his important services on be- 
half of the natives of these islands. A 
letter was also addressed to Sir A. H. Gor- 
don, Governor of Fiji, congratulating him 
on his appointment to that office, thank- 
ing him for his causing so many of the 
deported natives to be returned to their 
own islands at the expense of the Govern- 
ment, assuring him of the real sympathy 
and support of the mission in his efforts to 
protect and benefit the native races; and 
calling his attention to an application that 
has been made by some of the settlers on 
the Group to the French Government to 
take possession of the New Hebrides, a step 
strongly deprecated by the mission. 


The next annual meeting of the Mission 
Synod is to be held at Havannah Harbour, 
at the station occupied by the Rev. D. 
Macdonald, as soon as practicable after 
the return of the Dayspring to the Group 
in 1877. d 
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MISSIONARY ITEMS. 


There are now six Presbyterian churches 
at work in India, three of which are Scotch, 
one Irish, and two American. Along with 
these six we may reckon the Reformed of 
America as a seventh. All these churches 
are Calvinisticin doctrine and Presbyterian 
in polity. The distinctions between them, 
as tar as they are not national, are of such 
slight importance that unless they had 
arisen in the past they could not keep the 
churches separate from each other now. 
For a country like India they have in either 
case no meaning whatever. Impressed 
with this fact, the missionaries of the 
various Presbyterian societies met at Alla- 
habad, near the close of 1875, to forma 
Presbyterian Alliance. In the paper which 
this Conference presented to the churches 
in Hurope and America, it is suggested that 
a step might be taken toward the formation 
of a single Presbyterian church for India, 
if the Presbyterian Alliance were made the 
highest court of appeal in all cases of dis- 
cipline involving native ministers and 
members. Meanwhile the Alliance, as a 
purely advisory body, will exercise great 
influence in harmonizing the interests of 
the seven Presbyterian churches in India. 

THe American Missionary HERALD says, 
—To-day the missionary work is carried on 
in India and Ceylon by 35 missionary socie- 
ties, besides local agencies. In the different 
Presidencies are 500 ordained missionaries, 
occupying more than 400 stations, and over 
2000 sub-stations, the latter chiefly manned 
by native labourers. The statistical tables 
that have been prepared for each decade in 
the last thirty years, show some of the 
gathered fruits of the work. These returns 
taken in India, Ceylon, and Burmah, 
are for the years 1852, 1862, 1872. Placing 
them together we have the following :—

The successes of the last year or two are 
proportionately much greater. The ad- 
ditions to the churches for 1874-75 were 
over 7000, and the relative gain to Christi- 
anity is proportionately larger than to either 
Hindooism or Mohammedanism. Thusthe 
growth in the Madras Presidency of the 
three great religions has been, since 1856— 
Christians, 51 per cent increase; Moham- 
medans, 33; Hindoos, 37. Education in 
India has greatly improved. There has 
been a wonderful increase in the produc- 
tions of the Press. 

These results of missionary labour are 
great and wonderful, but other changes, 
through the pressure of Christian senti-

ment and the power of truth, have taken 
lace. In 1825, the Government abetted 
idolatry, and sought no alliance with Chris- 
tianity. It husbanded the endowments of 
temples and mosques; it supplied funds 
from its treasury for repairing temples and 
roads to sacred places; it taxed pilgrims, 
and endowed schools for the teaching of 
error and superstitution. Then infanticide 
abounded : suttees flourished; bloody rites 
were practised. Then no Christian convert 
could obtain his rights in regard to property. 
These and kindred evils existed. Now all 
is changed. Government protects and aids 
missionary operations; It has cut itself 
loose from all connection with idolatry ; in- 
fanticide is declared a criminal act; suttee 
is prohibited; and cruel rites have been 
forbidden. The Koran and the Ganges 
water are banished from the courts of 
justice. Converts are protected in their 
rights, and the legal validity of widows re- 
marrying is proclaimed. Hindooism is 
losing its hold upon the many, and the 
idea is growing that it must disappear 
under the power of Christianity. There is 
an enlarging circle that has broken with 
Brahmanism, though not yet yielding 
openly to the religion of Jesus. Signs of 
improvement—material, social, intellectual, 
and moral—fill the land. The natives are 
awakening from the sleep of ages; the 
desire for sound knowledge. is growing. 
Caste is relaxing. Stereotype customs that 
have been more powerful than law are 
disappearing. A knowledge of the Bible is 
spreading, its precepts are becoming more 
influential, and the truth is working wonders 
among the Aborigines, who never yield to 
Hindoo or Mohammedan influence, but are 
now accepting joyfully the doctrines of the 
Cross. Christianity has obtained a firm 
footing ; its ambassadors are alive to the 
importance of its dissemination, and are in- 
creasing in numbers and skill. Native 
chur. hes have been planted all over the 
land, and these are becoming more poten- 
tial for good. 


A liinpoo and a New Zealander met upon 
the deck of a missionary ship. They had 
been converted from their heathenism, but 
they could not speak to each other. They 
pointed to tieir Bibles, shook hands, and 
smiled in each other’s faces. At last a 
happy thought occurred to the Hindoo. He 
exclaimed: “ Hallelujah !’? The New Zea- 


lander in delight cried out: “ Amen!” In 
these two words, not found in their own 
tongues, they were able to express their 
thoughts. |

SCOTLAND. 


The Rev. William Knight, of St. Enoch’s 
Church, Dundee, has been appointed to the 
Chair of Moral Philosophy in St. Andrew’s 
University, vacant by the removal of Pro- 
fessor Flint to the Chair of Divinity in 
Edinburgh University. Rev. Dr. Wallace, 
in taking formal leave of the congregation 
of Old Greyfriar’s, Edinburgh, expressed 
the hope that his motives in taking this 
step would not be misjudged by the congre- 
gation, between whom and himself there 
had always subsisted the happiest relation- 
ship. The change from being a minister of 
the Gospel to that of becoming Editor of a 
secular paper, and of Tur Scotsman in 
particular, has given rise to a good deal of 
comment, the more that Dr. Wallace has 
expressed a desire to ignore his orders and 
divest himself entirely of his ecclesiastical 
status. It is feared by many that this bodes 
no good, in so far as any improvement in 
the tone of the Scotsman might have been 
anticipated. ‘To say the least of it, itis a 
very unusual procedure. On this side the 
Atlantic we have somehow: got the idea 
that, “‘once a minister, always a minis- 
ter,” unless indeed he have brought dis- 
grace upon the office and has been degraded 
from the rank. It remains to be seen what 
action the Presbytery of Edinburgh will 
take in this matter. It is currently stated 
that Rev. Dr. Story, of Wosneath, will be 
elected to succeed Dr. Wallace in the Grey- 
friar’s Church. 


Dr. Cairns who has been removed from 
Wallace Green congregation, Berwick, in 
order to become Professor of Systematic 
Theology in the United Presbyterian 
Church Hall, Edinburgh, has been pre- 
sented with a piece of plate, and £500, by 
the congregation, in acknowledgment of 
‘‘his pre-eminent abilities and earnest la- 
bours during a ministry of 31 years. We 
notice also, that it is proposed to present a 
valuable testimonial to another distinguish- 
ed U. P. minister—the Rev. George Gilfil- 
lan, of Dundee. 

Toe Free Cuurce has been somewhat 
exercised by the recent secession of three 
of its ministers, all in the Presbytery of 
Glasgow, who have joined the Established 
Church, ostensibly, for the reason that the 
abrogation of the law of patronage had re- 
moved the chief barrier to the re-union of 
the Churches in Scotland. It is stated that 
at a private meeting of the Free Presbytery, 
it was resolved that the resignations of Rey. 
Messrs. McNaught, Taylor, and McLach- 
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lan, should be accepted, and that no record 
of disapprobation of the conduct of these 
gentlemen in joining the Established Church 


should be minuted. 


IRELAND. 


The Irish Presbyterian Church does not 
appear to have sutfered much harm from 
Disendowment. It rather seems to have 
been quickened into newness of life. It ne- 
yer was in a more healthy and vigorous 
condition than at present. The appeals 
made on behalf of a Sustentation Fund are 
meeting with a satisfactory response. So 
also with the scheme for providing every 
minister with a manse. An increasing in- 


terest is manifested in the maintenance of 


Sabbath schools, and Intemperance, with 
its inseparable companions—poverty and 
crime—is on the decrease.

Church who wield the pens of ready 
writers. for such assis'ance as they know 
we need, and which they can easily give. 

So far from sympathizing with objec- 
tions that have been tuken in some quar- 
ters to our advertizing columns, we rather 
congratulate ourselves in haviag so re- 
spectable a list of names on our cover, 
and thank them every one for their valu- 
able assistance. We have yet to make 
the acquaintance of any periodical like 
our own that is above accepting this sort 
of aid, and we feel an honest pride in 
comparing this department of the REcorpD 
with that of some cther religious jour- 
nals that might be named. 

A very short personal investigation 
would suffice to remove any reasonable 
misgivings on this score, and prove this 
source of revenue to be a necessity of our 
existence.

COLLEGES, NOW, AND THEN. 


In other times the College and the 
Seminary stood not so far apart as they 
do now. Such schools as those of Jeru- 
salem and Alexandria partook of the cha- 
racter of both. Those Monastic Aca- 
demies which owed their origin to the en- 
lighted liberallity of Charlemagne and 
Alfred, forming the germ of our Viodern 
Universities, and relieving the gloom of 
the Dark Ages, were designed ‘chiefly 
for the elevation of the clergy.’ The 
Universities of Prague and Wittenburg 
and Strasburg, of Basle and Lausanne, 
and Geneva, of Oxford and Cambridge 
and St. Andrews, were the birth places of 
the Reformation. Its cradle was rocked 
and tended by men of culture and re- 
finement, learned in all the wisdom of the 
age. Wickliffe and Huss, Renchlin and 
Erasmus, Luther and Melancthon, Bucer 
and Calvin, Tyndale and Bilney, Bucha- 
nan and Knox were all University Men. 

To the same honoured class, too, belong 
Wesley and Whitefield and their noble 
compeers who, two centuries after, 
ushered in a _ second Reformation. 
Nor can we forget that our Modern Mis- 
sionary era, athird Reformation, has been 
associated with the honoured names of 
Claudius Buchanan, and Henry Martyn, 
of Alexander Duff and W. C. Barns, and 
others like minded, who linked the high- 
est academic culture with the higher 
christian life. 

Nor less in America have these lines 
ran parallel, and Literature and Theo- 
logy, with their respective institutions 
been joined together. ‘There, as was 
wont in the old world, the College was 
the child of the church. 


In 1638, but 18 years after the 
mooring to Plymouth Rock of that tiny 


_ Shallop which brought to this Continent 


the seeds of light and liberty, the giants 
of those days, founded Harvard Univer- 
sity. ‘ Dreading to leave an illiterate 
Ministry to the churches, when our minis- 
ters shall lie in the dust,” is the language 
of its pious and patriotic founders, when 
describing their motives. Strangely 
enough, considering its sad ‘ Heclipse of 
Faith ’ which might have suggested the 
substitution of ‘ Ichabod,” old Harvard 
retains its Original Motto: ‘‘ Pro Christo 
et Keclisia,” for Christ and the Church. 


Over a century later (in 1746) the 
“College of New Jersey”? at Princeton, 
was founded by the Synod of New York, 
for the purpose of supplying the Church 
with learned and able Preachers of the 
word. Her Patriot President (Dr. 
Witherspoon) whom American Presby- 
terians this Centennial Year, delight to 
honour, laid her foundations on Calvary, 
when he said: ‘ Cursed be all that learn- 
ing that is contrary to the Cross of 
Christ ; cursed be all that learning that 
ts not coincident with the Cross of 
Christ ; cursed be all that learning that 
is not subservient to the Cross of Christ.” 


Let us be thankful that, although cer- 
tain of our Modern Magi, instead of fol- 
lowing the Star of Bethlethem,walk amid 
sparks of their own kindling, yet, ‘‘ the 
greater lights ’’ revolved around the Sun 
of Righteousness. Let us be specially 
thankful that the colleges in these con- 
federated Provinces, are under such 
wholesome presidential influences. Let 
it be our fervent prayer that their pro- 
fessorial chairs may be ever filled by men 
who will do nothing ‘“ against the truth, 
but for the truth.” Let us jealously guard 
these fountain-heads of secular and sacred 
learning from being poisoned or polluted. 
Out of them are the issues of life. It is 
impossible to calculate the amount of 
evil that may be wrought by one or two 
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giving an uncertain sound on the funda- 
mentals. [Ingenious youth may receive 
a twist which they may never get over. 
The Jesuits in this case drove back 
the advancing tide of Reformation. 
Alive to the influence exerted by those 
who have the mouldisg of the mind when 
in its malleable and formative state, they 
wormed themselves into the colleges, and 
gave a tone and tinge to the higher 
education of the countries where they 
gota foothold. At one time they had 
six hundred colleges under their control 
in almost every nation under Heaven. 
And with what influence? ‘Take Austria 
as an illustration, Once she was almost 
entirely protestant. It is testified that 
not one in thirty of the population ad- 
hered to the papacy, and, for nearly a 
generation, scarcely a man was found to 
enter the Romish Priesthood.” How 
could such a land be ever girdled by a 
‘“‘ cordon ’’ that reduced its once chival- 
rous people to intellectual and spiritual 
vassalage. Ranké informs us that the 
Jesuits ‘ obtained a controlling influence 
in the Universities, and in a single gene- 
ration, Austria was lost to the Hefor- 
mation and regained to the Papal Hierar- 
chy.” Some are now trembling for the 
Ark of God in fatherland, because of the 
admission to prominent positions in cer- 
tain of her colleges, of men of the Liberal 
School, men with rationalistic hearings, 
who are parsimonious enough in the 
hoarding of their own petty pecu- 
liarities, but “liberal” in sacrificing 
what is not their own. but God’s, in 
utter reversal of the Divine mandate : 
buy the Truth, and sell it not.

CHURCH-MEMBERSHIP! DOKS IT 
MEAN ANYTHING? 


Chap. ILI. Concerning Missions.— 
Does church-membership mean anything ? 
Not much as regards the poor, not much 
even as regards what may be called a 
congregation’s household expenses, I have 
sorrowfully said in previnus chapters. 
How is it then with all that external 


work, to carry on which the church as an 
organized body professedly exists ? 

When you become a member of the 
visible church you enlist in an army 
which is cnguged in a holy war under the 
Lord Christ as the Great Commander, 
and you take a prescribed oath to es- 
tablish His Kingdom at home, and ex- 
tend it abroad, so faras in you lies. ‘The 
Church as a whole recognises this obli- 
gation. It calls itself militant, and or- 
ganizes itself for aggression. Just as the 
nation hasa Home, Foreign, a Colonial, 
and other Offices, so the church divides its 
work into various departments generally 
called Schemes. Our own Church has 
its Home, Foreign, and French Canadian 
Missions ; its Education, Widows’ and 
Orphans’, Aged and Infirm: Ministers’ 
Funds. That is its War Department, its 
Civil service, its ambulance, hospital, and 
pension departments. More than one of 
its six schemes is necessarily subdivided. 
Thus, Home Missions includes not only 
the sending of catechists and ministers to 
scattered families and groups in the back- 
woods, or the prairie, by lake and sea- 
shore; but also ‘‘the Supplementing 
Fund” or contributions to the house- 
hold expenses of those congregations, 
which, though organized, are unable to 
keep house on their own scanty incomes; 
and in many cases, city missions also. 
The Education Scheme too is not merely 
to establish ecclesiastical Woolwiches and 
Westpoints in which to train candidates 
for the ministry, but, because of the 
shortcomings of the Civil Governments 
in two or three Provinecs, to provide for 
those candidates their preliminary educa- 
tion in branches the study of which 
developes and braces the human mind. 
That is, in some benighted Provinces, 
the Church has to take in hand general 
as well as technical education. 


All this work, be it noted, falls to the 
Church as matter not of choice but of 
necessity. The Church that neglects it 
loses its raison @’étre Kach member of the 
Church who neglects it is thereby false to 
his oath of allegiance, and unfaithful to 
‘‘ the brotherly covenant.’’ Let us then 
come to the point, and ask to what ex- 
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tent are the members of our Church 
impressed with a sense of this respon- 
sibility of their’s ? 

In answering the question, I shall call 
attention not to special deeds or special 


\ deficiencies, nor seek to elevate any one 


mission above another. In his own way 
the Commissariat Officer is as necessary 
in warfare as the combatant, for “ does 
not an army march on its stomach ?”’ And 
the hospital servant is as honourable as 
the sentinel or scout. We are speaking 
of a great Church ; and any other than 
a broad impartial view of its operations 
as a whole would be unjust. Again, our 
standard or measure must be money. 
Spiritual forces we cannot weigh. And 
money represents now, more completely 
than ever before, all purely human forces, 
and everything that man naturally desires. 
The money that a man sacrifices for a 
cause represents his sacrifice of earth and 
sense for that cause. In modern war, 


not the most populous, not the most cou- 


ragous nation, wins in the long run. The 
richest wins, for it commands the best 
and the biggest battalions. 

* What then is the extent of sacrifice 
made by our members for all the external 
work of the Church? I take the last 
published statistics, and find that on ap 
average each member gives less than one 


dollar a year towards the whole work. 


Of course many give tens, or hundreds of 
dollars, but that implies that tens or 
hundreds of communicants give nothing. 
In no Presbytery save in four or five is 
the average higher, and in these the in- 
crease is due to the efforts of only one or 
two congregations. Thus in Montreal, 
the average rises apparently to three 
dollars, but if you count neither the 
membership nor the contributions of 
Erskine and Coté St. Churches, the rest 
of the Presbytery falls suinmarily to the 
one dollar average. Toronto, minus 
Gould St. Congregation, comes down to 
the same low level. Deduct St. Mat- 
thew’s and Fort Massey Congregations, 
and Halifax Presbytery is no better. 
In St. John Presbytery, without any 
deduction, the average is sixty cents a 
year per member, for all the Schemes of 


the Church put together. This, so far 
as ‘‘ Missions’’ are concerned, is what 
Church membership means ! 

Shall we make comparisons in order to 
show in a more terribly clear light what 
is meant by this state of things! Shall 
we compute what is spent on luxuries 
and frivolities, on articles unnecessary, 
and articles hurtful to ourselves or others ? 
No. We have no space for comparisons, 
we have no heart to make them. ‘ihe 
unfaithfulness to the Lord is too appal- 
ling, the selfishness is too universal and 
absolute for speech. He who was rich, 
for our sakes became poor. The Life was 
made subject to death. The ever Blessed 
became a curse. Holiness became sin 
for us. And we, the redeemed at such a 
price, give to Him, what! Ourselves ? 
lividently not. For he that gives him- 
self, gives his substance. ‘The propor- 
tion of our substance that is given we 
have seen. And thus saith the Lord: 
by their fruits ye shall know them. ; 

Surely there is an explanation. It 
cannot be that the Church is dead. It 
is only want of thought and want of 
heart. Just so. Want of thought! 
That includes lack of system, absence of 
organization ; and so, not one half of the 
members are ever reached, avd they do 
not volunteer. Want of heart! That 
means at the very least a feeble life, 
deficient energy, lack of persistent effort. 
But alas! does not this explanation sim- 


ply explain that with half of our minis- 


ters and members church-membership 
means. nothing ?

CORRESPONDENCE. 


AGED & INFIRM MINISTERS FUND. 


Mr. Epiror.—The treasury of the Aged 
and Infirm Ministers Fund greatly needs, 
I will not say to be replenished, for it has 
never been much over half plenished, but 
to be much more abundantly supplied than 
it has been in times past. 

The expenditure last year exceeded the 
income by upwards of $2000. At this rate, 
the whole capital shall be absorbed in three 
years. [am not anxious that the capital 
should increase very much, but Iam exceed- 
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ingly desirous, both, that it should not be 
reduced, and that the grants be more liberal 
than they are; yet the capital must be re- 
duced, and the grants also, unless the church 
awakes to a sense of her duty towards her 
aged ministers. If ministershad such incomes 
that they could accumulate money,a fund for 
their widows and orphans, or for aged and 
infirm ministers,would not be needed, unless 
to meet very exceptional cases, but till the 
church rises to a much higher degree of 
spirituality, and pours more freely into the 
Lord’s treasury, both funds must be vigor- 
ously supported. The governments of the 
world make some provision for persons dis- 
abled in their service, and surely the church 
. of God should not neglect, or deal with nig- 
gard hand, with those who have expended 
their energies in doing her work. The largest 
grants made at present are only $250,00 a 
year. Some of those persons on the roll 
have no other means of subsistence, and, I 
ask, is it creditable to us as a church, that 
the sum necessary to secure even this pit- 
tance should not be forthcoming? I am 
satisfied that the lack arises from want of 
information, and that if the members of the 
church were only aware of the necessity that 
exists for more liberal aid, it would not be 
wanting. I plead now for a larger income, 
and I do so, not on behalf of the aged and 
infirm ministers alone, but on behalf of con- 
gregations to whom some of them are tryinz 
to minister when they feel not able for the 
work, but because they have no means of re- 
tiring from work they love, and cannot now 

erform in any measure as they would like. 

one of those now on the fund are in charge 
of congregations, but some in charge of con- 
gregations, would willingly give place to 
younger men if they could. It would be for 
the advantage of such congregations, and 
thus of the church as a whole, if old and 
infirm men could retire from charge of con- 
gregations, and work otherwise for the Lord 
as He might enable them. 

Let me also remind the Church, that this 
Fund has no connection with the Widow’s 
Fund, except that the collection for both 
has been, in the Canada Presbyterian 
Church, taking up together. If money is 
sent in for one of these funds, the other gets 
none of it. Ifit is sent for both, it is divid- 
ed. Those sending money should remember 
this fact, and state when sending, whether 
the amount is for both, or, if for one only, 
which it is for.

A’board 8.8. Caspian, 28th Sept. 1876. 


‘‘My admiration was aroused in St. John’s 
by the conduct of two young ladies, of whom 
I must tell you, in hope of its proving a sti- 
mulus and encourageient to some among 
ourselves. When in England, three years 
ago, Mr. Hall was appealing for help towards 
the education and spiritual care of the peo- 
ple of Newfoundland. Among other re- 
sults, the elder of these young ladies offered 
to come out and teach in some neglected 
out-post, where she could labour for Christ. 
Mr. Hall, on enquiry, heard the highest ac- 
counts of her qualities, and of her work in 
connection with her sabbath-school ; and 
accepted her offer ; only, by advice, it was ar- 
ranged that she was to open a sort of model 
or training schoo! in St. Jobns, from which 
teachers less highly qualified could be sent | 
to various out-posts. A younger sister after-. | 
wards offered to join her, just as the work was 
extending so as to betoo much forone. And 
now, here are these young ladies, highly 
educated and accomplished, having left their 
parents and luxurious home in one of the 
western suburbs of London, labouring away 
in Newfoundland, supported by their own 
private means, and contributing besides to 
the expenses of the Christian work with 
which they have connected themselves. I 
doubt not there are those among us who 
would do likewise for India or Formosa. 

The “Caspian” left St. John’s about day- 
light on Friday morning, and so far we have 
had a most pleasant voyage for the season.. 
The three days at first were a little rough, 
but then followed three charming summer- 
like days, and though we have since had a_ 
strong beans it has been pretty smooth. It 
has been sufficiently full of incident too, 
and not only of the lighter kind: as serious 
ones as the beginning and the end of life; 
for we have had a birth and a death. The 
latter was awfully sudden. The man, a. 
steerage psssenger, had been ailing, and was: 
going ‘‘home” hoping to improve in his 
native air; he even felt better that morning, 
but dropped dead while washing himself, 
leaving his stricken widow and her six 
fatherless children to finish their voyage 
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alone. A young Reader or Home Mission- 
ary of the Church of England, read their 
funeral service over him, and we buried him 
in the sea. It is strange how little impres- 
sion, after all, such a thing seems to make 
on those whose fellow.passenger he was a 
few hours before. Still, some good has been 
done, I do believe, by the voice thus ad- 
dressed to us, and by the use made of it in 
rivate conversation and more public ad- 
ress. | 

Last night we had a narrow escape of 
being run down by a ship we met, and which 
put her helm the wrong way and came rush- 
ing down upon us, the wind blowing hard, 
and would presently have hurled herself 
into our side, had not our vigilant and 

rompt officers turned and run from her. 

ow strange it would have been to waken 
up in eternity, as some of us almost certainly 
would have, had she crushed in upon us. 
And yet we are having such narrow escapes 
almost daily, on shore as well as on sea, 
only we are generally as unconscious of 
them, as we sleepers were last night. How 
needful to be on terms of such intimacy with 
God that so suddea a call might find us 
ready to enter the presence of the King, as 
that of a loved and well-known friend—a 
Father. 

On Sabbath we had a service in the fore- 
noon, my friend reading part of the English 
Church service, and I preaching. We were 
both still so sea-sick that it was with diffi- 
culty we could perform the duty we had 
undertaken. On this occasion I succeeded 
in making my sermon short. From the 
same cause neither of us felt equal to hold- 
ing a second service in the steerage, as we 
wished. On Monday, however, besides the 
service at the funeral, and a few words I 
then spoke, we had a service in the cabin in 
the evening, and we have had one every 
evening since, one of us giving the address 
and the other leading in prayer.

FEMALE MISSIONARY CONVENTION 
AT BROOKLYN, U.S. 


The recent Convention of the Women’s 
Union Foreign Missionary Society of the 
U.S8., held in Dr. Storr’s Church at Brook- 
lyn, in October, was an event of no ordinary 
interest,—marking the growth and power to 
which this Society has attained during halfa 


generation, and showing a satisfactory record 
of work already done. 


The Convention was 
attended by about a hundred and sixty de- 
legates, half of these being from New York, 


and Brooklyn, and the remainder from all 


parts of the Union, and even from Canada, 
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one delegate attending asa representative of 
the Kingston Branch ofthe Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society of the Presbyterian 
Church in Canada, in order to carry friend- 
ly greetings from a sister Society, and to 
learn something from the experiences of this 
successful and flourishing organization. 

The venerable president of the Society, 
Mrs. Doremus of New York, was present, 
and her influence was felt throughout; but 
the meetings were presided over by Miss 
Pruyn, who has been labouring for five years 
in Japan, and discharged the duties of 
this office with much ability. On _ the 
first evening the Rev. Dr. Storrs made a 
very powerful introductory speech on the in- 
fiuence and prominence of women in Ame- 
rica. The second evening meeting being 
held in Dr. Inglis’ Church, the pastor pre- 
sided and made a few introductory remarks, 
and addresses were given by the Rev. M. 
Gracey, Mrs. Cronin of London, England, 
Mrs. Wittenmeyer of Philadelphia, and Mrs. 
Johnson of Brooklyn. At the last evening 
Prof. Griffis, of Yokohama College, Japan, 
gave a very able and interesting address, 
describing the past and present of Japan, and 
speaking most hopefully of its future, and of 
the moral revolutions in its social tone— 
especially as regarded the female portion of 
society,—due in a great measure to the 
Christian influences of the Society’s mission- 
aries, Mrs. Pruyn and her collegues. 

Miss Kyle of Athens, Greece, who was 
present, and who,—it may be observed, 
is a Canadian,—gave interesting particulars 
of her schoo] for girls. 

One of the ablest papers read was by Mrs. 
Avery, of Chicago, presenting the claims of 
the Society as an undenominational one, 
A practical object, very warmly advocated 
by Mrs. Pruyn, was the establishment of a 
Sanitarium in the hills in India, for the 
benefit of female missionaries, when suffer- 
ing from the effects of climate or over- 
work. An appeal to those present was 
liberally responded to, and $1,600 was 
subscribed on the spot. 

The encouraging success realized by this 
Society, should greatly siimulate the efforts 
of the women of our own Church, so re- 
cently begun. We should have flourishing 
branches—each comprising numerous aux- 
iliaries at all our central points. Halifax 
and Kingston, as well as Toronto, seem 
pre-occupied by branches of the U.S. Wo- 
man’s Union Missionary Society, and one 
could hardly wish to interfere with its alle- 
giance. But what of Ottawa, Quebec, Lon- 
don and other places, where strong branches 
of our Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society 
should be organized? We hope to hear of 


this in due time. A. M., Kingston.

INTERNATIONAL LESSONS.

THE GENTILES RECEIVED. 


DeroemBER 3rd.—Acts x., 34-38. 
Golden Text: Isaiah Ix., 3. 


The first Gospel sermon preached to Gen- 
tiles. From this point all the vast results 
of Christianity date, as the Jewish economy 
dates from the calling of Abraham. Now 
the old bottles of Judaism were to be broken 
by the new wine of the Spirit. 


There is no more beautiful picture of a 
Congregation or S.S. Class than that given 
in verse 33. If there were always such 
classes, the results of the teaching would 
be as wonderful as in this case. 


I. The introduction of the Sermon. 


vy. 34. He had known this truth before 
from the Scripture, Deut. x., 17: 2 Chron. 
xix. 17: Job xxxiv., 19; but there is an in- 
finite difference between mere head or me- 
mory knowledge, and knowing truth as a 
living fact and force. At Pentecost, he had 
quoted Joel (ii. 17), without really under- 
standing all that was implied in the words 
of the prophet. 


v. 35.—Cornelius himself, who feared 
God and abounded in good works, is here 
described. Such a character and life was 
due to the work of the Spirit of God on his 
heart, but Cornelius still required the Gos- 
pel to be preached to him. 


II. The substance of the Sermon,—peace 
by Jesus Christ. 

v.36.—There is no other source of peace, 
and the offer was made to the Jews first, 
John iv., 22. Now it is made to all, Rom. 
v., Ll: Eph. 11., 17. No barrier, personal or 
national, is to be in the way of any one 
henceforth. The Jew may come as a Jew, 
the Greek as a Greek, the Hindoo as a Hin- 
doo, the negro as a negro, the woman as a 
woman. 

v.37.—** From Galilee,” whence His fame 
first went abroad, Luke iv., 14, 37, 44, and 
xxili., 5. ** After;” see alsoi., 22.

“Greeks ” or uncircumcised Gentiles.— 
Their conversion was before that of Cor-

Jobn xii, 38. 

Il. The action of the Church regarding 
an innovation. 
v. 22.—As Barnabas was a Cyprian, (iv, 
36), and a man of liberal and loving spirit, | 
it was a wise choice to send him to report 
upon, or take action with respect to, what 

the Church had heard. 

Itl. The action of Barnabas, and of Bar- 
nabas and Saul. 


v. 23.—‘* Cleave to the Lord.” 
trary is expressed in Heb. iil., 12. 


v. 25.—Saul had taken leave of Barnabas 
iu Jerusalem, probably not many months 
previously, and Barnabas then knew that 
Saul had been commissioned peculiarly to 
the Gentiles by the Lord.

As long as the followers of Jesus were all 
Jews, they were considered as merely ano- 
ther Jewish sect or party, such as Phari- 
sees, Sadducees, Herodians, Essenes. The 
strict Jews called them Galileans, or Naza- 
renes. They called themselves “disciples,” 
**the faithful,” ‘* believers,” ‘ saints,”’ 
*“ brethren,” ‘those of the way.’? Now 
that they stood out as a body, composed of 
Jews and Gentiles, the Antiochenes gave 
them a characteristic name, probably in- 
tending it as a nick-name. 

IV. The action of the Antiochene Chris- 
tans. 

v. 27.—** Prophets,” teachers male and 
female, whose utterances were so much 
above their own intellectual level, that the 
Church recognized them as specially in- 
spired of the Holy Ghost. The gift was 
bigher than “ speaking with tongues,” 1 
Cor..xiv., 5.

PETER’S RELEASE. 
DecemBer 17th.—Acts xii , 1-17. 
Golden Text: Ps. xxxiv. 7, 

I. The second Persecution in Jerusalem. 

Persons —Herod Agrippal , grands n of 
Herod the Great, who now ruled over Judea, 
Samaria, Galilee, Perea, and Trachonitis, 
or all the dominions of his grandfather. 
He had risen by fawning on the Emperors 
Caligula and Claudius; and he was now 


doing all in his power to court the favour of 
the Jews. 


James, son of Zebedee, and “ son of thun- 
der.”? He was one of the three whom Jesus 
usually had with him on special occasions, 
He was the first Apostle ato was martyred 
(Math. 20, 23). He is the only Apostle 
whose death is mentioned in Scripture. 
His brother John survived all the others. 


Il. Peter in Prison. 


The city was full of zealous Jews, who 
had come up to the great festival at which 
Jesus also had been seized. Herod is as 
punctillious as the members of the Sanhe- 
drim then were, John xviil., 28. During the 
seven days of unleavened bread, Peter lies 
in prison, but his head is sate. There is no 
possibility of escape. Tour soldiers are on 
guard at each watch, and the night is divi- 
ded into four watches. Hach hand of the 
prisoner is chained to a soldier. A third 
watches at the door of the cell or chamber ; 
and a fourth at the outer door of the prison. 
The premises are walled round, and the 
only exit from them is by a great iron gate. 


The Church prays for Peter. Day after 
day passes, : nd thereis no answer. ‘*With- 
out ceasing” they pray. The last night of 
the seven comes. Peter takes off his san- 
dals and his loose outer garment, unfastens 
the girdle that keeps the long tunic or shirt 
close to the body, lies down with the two 
soldiers, and falls fast asleep. At the regu- 
lar hours the guards are changed, and now 
the last watch is set.

Pur, pwn fHURCH. 
ONTARIO AND QUEBEC. 


The Rey. R. H. Warden acknowledges 
receipt, this month, of the handsome sum 
of two hundred pounds sterling, in aid 
of French Evangelization, from the Colo- 
nial Committee of the Church of Scot- 
land, through its respected Convener, the 
Rev. R. BH. Muir, of Dalmeny. This 
liberal grant is indicative of the warm 
interest felt by the Mother Church in 
this department of our work. 

In the same connection it may be men- 
tioned that a new French Presbyterian 
Church has been opened in the City of 
Quebec, to be placed under the pastoral 
care of the Rev. L. Langel—recently of 
the French Protestant Synod, and now a 
minister of the Presbyterian Church in 
Canada. The building is said to be a 
very neat and well-finished one, and, 
with the site it occupies, is valued at 
$10,000. ‘There is a debt of some #2,- 
000 remaining on the property, but we 
are prepared to hear that the Quebecers, 
to whom this enterprise is due, will see 
to it that this does not become a charge 
on the funds of the Board. 


Lapies’ Frencu EK. Socigry.—A 
public meeting of this Society was held 
recently in St. Paul’s Church, Montreal, 
when the first annual report was read, 
and a number of interesting addresses 
connected with the progress of the work 
were delivered. Among the speakers 
were several of the French Missionaries 
who gave details from the outlying dix 
tricts that riveted the attention of the 
meeting. Rev. C. A. Doudiet gave a 
good account of the Russell Hall services 
in Montreal, which appear to be kept up 
with undiminished enthusiasm. 

The Ladies’ Society aims chiefly at 
providing for the temporal wants of “ the 
poor saints” who have been brought into 


the fold, and contributions either in mo- 
ney, or food, or clothing, will be most. 
thankfully received and acknowledged 
by the President, Mrs. Redpath, of Ter- 
race Bank, or, the Secretary, Miss Gordon, 
at the Presbyterian Mission House, 528 
Lagauchetiére street, Montreal. 


Inpuctions, &¢.—It was omitted to 
mention at the proper time that the Rev. 
John Nicholls was inducted to the charge 
of St. Mark’s Church, Montreal, on the 
28th September. We understand that 
the Congregation has so increased since_ 
that date, that an enlargement of the 
building is already being talked of as one 
of the possibilities of a not very distant 
future. 

And we are very glad to notice, that the 
Rev. Thos. Muir, lately connected with 
the Bible Society Depository, in Mont- 
real, was laducted as pastor of the con- 
eregation of Alice, in the Presbytery of 
Oitawa, on the 24th October. The Rev. 
Mungo Fraser, translated from Barrie to 
St. Thomas, was inducted on the 22nd 
ultimo. The Rev. John McDonald, of 
Dorchester, is to be inducted to Wallace- 
town, on the 5th instant. In the Pres- 
bytery of Hamilton, the Rev'd. Isaac 
Campbell and the Rev. James Herald 
have each resigned their charges, owing 
to domestic and personal afflictions which 
command our sincere sympathies. 


MEETINGS OF PRESBYTERIKS. 

QuEBEO, 13th Sept.—The Rev. Peter Lind- 
say was appointed Moderator for the ensu- 
ing six months. The resignations of Rev. 
T. Brouillette, of Valcartier, and Rev. John 
McKay, of Richmond, were accepted. The 
Presbytery in both cases recording its em- 
phatic testimony to the diligence and faith- 
fulness of these brethren, and its sincere 
regret at parting from them. It was resolved 
torecommend that the two stations of Wind- 
sor Mills and Lower Windsor unite with 
Richmond in forming one pastoral charge, 
and that Kingsburgh and Brompton Gore 
form another. 


GLENGARY, 10th October.—In the absence 
of any general rule of the Assembly, it was 
agreed that all Hider’s commissions should 
be held to lapse with the ensuing Synod, 
and that after that date all Elders should

be required to furnish new commissions. 
A suitable minute was adopted in reference 
to Rev. Mr Patterson’s resignation of Mar- 
tintown and Williamstown, 

Arrangements were made for holding 
missionary meetings in all the congrega- 
tions during the winter months. lt was 
agreed to hold the Presbytery meetings 
alternately,at Cornwall and Martintown. A 
union of the St. Andrew’s congregation at 
Williamstown with that formerly belonging 
to the C. P. Church, under Mr. Patterson, 
was formally sanctioned. 


Wuitsy, 3rd October.—Mr. Beattie, Cat- 
echist, read a report of his labours at New- 
tonville, and was granted a certificate to 
enable him to pursue his studies in Knox 
College. ‘The Report of the Committee ap- 

ointed to consider the resignation of Mr. 
Calder, Orono, was read andadopted. The 
report expressed regret that circumstances 
should have arisen to lead to Mr. Calder’s 
resignation, and testified to his faithfulness 
as a minister, and the Presbytery’s uoim- 
paired confidence in him. It also referred 
to the hearty good feeling which had exist- 
ed betwixt him and his congregation gene 
rally. It was agreed that congregations 
hold public missionary meetings at such 
times as may be deemed most suitable by 
the Kirk-Sessions thereof. 


PETERBOROUGH, 3lst Oct’? br.—A call from 
the congregation of Cobourg to the Rev. 
James Ballantine, late of Kingston, Jamai- 
ca, was sustained and accepted. The induc- 
tion was appointed to take place on 15th 
November. Sessions were instructed to hold 
missionary meetings within their bounds at 
such times as might prove most convenient, 
and to urge upon the congregations the ne- 
ccessity for special liberality in support of 
the Home Mission Scheme of the Church. 


Toronto, 7th November.—Dr. Topp made 
a statement respecting the necessity of more 
liberal support from the congregations of 
the Church to the ordinary revenue of the 


. Theological Halls in the western section ot 


the Church. He further stated, that ar- 
rangements had been made for the Profes- 
‘sors and members of the Board to visit and 
address the eighteen Presbyteries upon 
whom the support ot these Colleges devolves. 
The Presbytery thanked Dr. Topp for his 
address, and remitted the matter to a Com- 
mittee. Arrangements were made for the 
ordination ot Mr. Walter Amos, at Aurora, 
on the 8th ultimo. Dr. Topp gave notice 
of an overture to the General Assembly in 
favour of separating the purely Home Mis- 
sion work from the Supp ementary depart- 
ment of the Committee’s work, with a view 
of more efficiently promoting the former, 


and of raising the stipends of all our minis- 
ters in settled charges, to the amount of 
$800. A Commission was read from the 
Colonial Committee of the Free Church of 
Scotland, appointing Mr. Lieper to labour 
in connection with the Presbyterian Church 
in Canada. Mr. Lieper, who comes highly 
recommended, was tormally received and 
welcomed as a minister of the Church, 
Kirk-Sessiohs were recommended to hold 
missionary meetings in their several locali- 
ties, and they were urged to the formation 
of missionary associations. 


Lonpoyn.—At an adjourned meeting of 
this Court, a callfrom St. Andrew’s Church, 
Chatham, was submitted in favour of Rev. 
David Camelon, of St. James’ Church, Lon- 
don A call from Riply, in favour of Kev. 
Mr. Sutherland, of Melbourne, was also 
sustained. Rev. J. A. Murray, on behalf 
of a Committee, reported by presenting a 
minute paying a parting tribute of respect 
to Rev. James Gordon, translated to Clifton. 

Barriz, 10th October:—The Presbytery 
agreed to the translation of Rev. Mungo 
Fraser to St. Thomas, and bade him God 
speed in a very cordial manner. The call 
from Oroto Rev. Smith Hutcheson, of Mul- 
mur, was next dealt with, and arrange- 
ments made for his induction on the 19th 
October. The resignation of the charge of 
Duntroon and Nottawa, by Mr. Burnett, 
was accepted with expressions of regret. 


GuELpH, 14th December.—The report of a 
committee appointed to consider the best 
means of interesting the congregations in 
support of the schemes of the Church was 
read and discussed at considerable length, 
and the Presbytery finally agreed upon a 
number of recommendations to be sent down 
to Kirk-sessions ; among those, were the 
formation of Missionary Associations where 
none exists: the enlisting of sabbath schools 
in the missionary work of the Church, and 
the general duty of imparting missionary 
information to the people. It wasagreed to 
hold a Presbyterial Sabbath School Con- 
ference in Knox Church, Guelph, on the 
evening of 9th January next. 


Bruck, llth October.—IJnter alia. There 
was read an extract minute of a congrega- 
tional meeting held by the congregation of 
St. Andrews’ Church, Paisley, setting forth 
that they were taking steps to call a minis- 
ter in connection with the Presbyterian 
Church in Canada. The Presbytery ap- 
pointed Dr. Bell as interim moderator of 
the session of St. Andrews’ Church, Paisley, 
and empowered him to moderate in a call 
from that congregation should they desire 
it before the next meeting of the Heese 
tery. 
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Huron, 10th and Iith Oct.---A reference 
was taken up from the Session of Duff’s 
Church, McKillop, anent the reception as 
members of the Church, of Mr. William 
Atcheson and wife, under protest against 
hymns and paraphrases being used in the 
services of the Sanctuary. The Presby- 
tery, having considered the reference, in- 
structed the Session to govern itself by the 
laws of the Church on the matter, and at 
the same time cautioned said Session against 
receiving any members under protest. A 
unanimous call from the congregation of 
Wingham, in favour of Mr. McQarrrie, of 
Princeton, was sustained. Mr. Seiveright 
gave notice of an overture to the Synod of 
Hamilton and London, asking the Synod to 
use its influence with the Government of 
Ontario to obtain the repeal of the law im- 
posing penalties on ministers for neglecting 
to register deaths. The subject of Temper- 
ance was taken up, and a strong resolution 
passed, condemnatory of drinking usages, 
and in javour of the Dunkin Act. ‘he 
evening meeting was largely devoted to a 
conference on the state of Religion. It was 
agreed to hold a Presbyterian Sabbath 
School Convention. 


MANITOBA. 


The Presbytery met in Knox Church, 
Winnepeg, on the llth October. There was 
a good attendance of ministers and elders. 
The Rev. Hugh J. Borthwick, formerly of 
Ottawa, was cordially received as a member 
of Presbytery. Mr. D. C. Johnson, lately 
appointed Teacher to the Prince Albert 
Mi-sion, after examination, was solemnly 
ordained to the office of the holy ministry, 
and received from the Presbytery the right 
of fellowship. A call from the Boyne and 
Pembina mountaing, in favour of Mr. J. 8. 
Stewart, was sustained. The people of 
Clear Springs and Caledonia petitioned the 
Presbytery to be organized as Mission Sta- 
tions—and these stations were accordingly 
attached to Springfield and Sunnyside to 
receive fortnightly supply. Mr.J.S. Stewart 
was appointed to proceed West as far as the 
settlements on the Little Saskatchewan, to 
visit the people, and to report to the Pres- 
bytery. Mr. Scott was instructed to pro- 
ceed with the erection of a School-house at 
the Rosseau immediately, and members of 
Presbytery promised aid in defraying the 
expense. Session Records were examined 
and attested, and other matters of local in- 
terest transacted. 


Eprtors Notre.—We should be glad to 
hear from our friends in the Prairie Pro- 
vince more frequently than it has been 
their wont to favour us in this way. 


PEATHS. 


Toe Rev. Patrick GRAY, minister of 
Chalmer’s Church, Kingston, Ontario, died 
on Sabbath, 29th October, in the 57th year 
of his age. 

We do not hesitate to say that the death 
of Mr. Gray has deprived the Presbyterian 
Church in Canada of one of it best minis- 
ters. He was aman of erudition and cul- 
ture, of generous impulses, and of a catholic 
spirit. If his mode+ty prevented him from 
attaining prominence as a platform speaker, 
it was not from the want of exceptional 
aptitude and fitness for extempore speaking. 
When brought foward in this way, few men 
excelled him in the fluency and originality 
of his utterances. He never indulged in 
“common places.” As a pastor and 
preacher, he was a model minister. His. 
sermons always bore marks of careful pre- 
paration, and were distinguished alike for 
their earnestness, their finish, and their 
frechness. Greatly beloved by the mem- 
bers of his own congregation, Mr. Gray was 
universally respected in the City of his. 
habitation, and, indeed, by all who knew 
him. He will be much missed. 

Mr. Gray commenced his_ theological 
studies at Queen’s College, Kingston, in 
1843, and completed his curriculum at Knox 
College, Toronto. He was licensed and 
ordained to the charge of Norval in 1846, 
when he removed to Beckwith and UCar- 
leton Place, where he remained until 1858, 
when he was called to Kingston. 


Mr. Jonn WappEeLL.—A respected Elder 
of the Church, died at Hawkesbury, Ont., 
on the 16th June last, in the eighty-first. 
year of his age. Mr. Waddell was a native 
of Perthshire, Scotland. 


MARITIME PROVINCES. 


We note with peculiar satisfaction that 
the Synod at its recent meeting resolved, 
with practical unanimity, to raise $100, 
000 for the endowment of the Theological 
Hall. Let all the Colleges follow suit, 
aud by placing these Institutions on a 
permanent basis, relieve the churches of 
one of the numerous annual collections 
required from them. 

Rev. Dr. Patterson, of Greenhill, is 
publishing a History of the County of 
Pictou in which we shall look for seme 
valuable eeclesiastical information: and 
the Rev. Geo. M. Grant is preparing a 
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second edition of his magnum opus— 
“Ocean to Ocean.” 

The Rev. Thomas Duncan has accept- 
ed the call from St. Andrew’s Church, 
Halifax. Chalmer’s Church in that city 
is to be congratulated in that it derives 
its support entirely from the voluntary 
contributions of its members. The com- 
mittee in their report, say,—‘‘We have 
no pew-rents: we rely, undoubtingly, on 
the free-will offerings of the people.” 
Happy the people that are in such a 
case! The congregation of Georgetown, 
P.E. I., has given a unanimous call to the 
Rev. John McKinnon of Hopewell. 

The Rev. A. Falconer, of Dartmouth, 
has received an appointment from the U. 
P. Church, of Scotland, to the Scotch 
congregation at Port of Spain, Trinidad. 
The Halifax Presbytery will be sorry to 
lose him. St. Andrew’s Church, St. 
John, N. B., has called the Rev. William 
Mitchell, of Montreal, to be their minister, 
but what if Montreal will not let him go ? 

The Theological Hall was formally 
opened on November Ist. Dr. Burns, 
chairman, gave a brilliant opening address. 
Professor Currie delivered the inaugural, 
taking for the subject of an earnest and 
interesting address ‘* The Ministry of the 
Word.” 


At a meeting in St. Matthew’s Church, 
on friday, Oct. 13th, the Halifax Woman’s 
Foreign Missionary Society was organized. 
The following officers were ata ele — 
President: Mrs. R. F. Burns. Vice-Presi- 
dents: Mrs. C. B. Pitblado and Mrs. G. M.

PRESBYTERY MEETINGS. 


Haurirax, 23rd October.—The Presbytery 
met at Upper Musqudoboit, for the induc- 
tion of Rev. Isaac Simpson. Rev. A. Simp- 
son preached: Rev. L. G. MacNeil address- 


ed the minister, and Rev. J. Rossborough 
the people. The attendance was large. On 
the following day the Presbytery inducted 
the Rev. D. McKinnon into the pastoral 
charge of Little River and Meagher’s Grant. 
Dr. Burns preached ; the minister and peo- 

le were respectively addressed by Rev. 
iahiee McLean and Rev. H. Scott. Mr. 
McLean of Shubenacadi accepted a call from 
Great Village. 

Piorov, 30th October.—The Presbytery 
sustained a call from the congregation of 
Sherbrooke to the Rev. Arch. McLean, ot 
Blythe, Ont. After hearing commissioners 
from Greenhill, who expressed great unwill- 
ingness to part witb their minister, Dr. Pat- 
terson was heard, and the Presbytery re- 
luctantly agreed to accept his resiguation. 
All the members present were at one in ex- 
pressing their sense of the great loss the 
Presbytery will sustain by the removal of Dr. 
Patterson, who has been for twenty-seven 
years a prominent member of the court. 

Miramicuti, 7th November.—There was a 
very large attendance of members. Mr. 
Fowler of Bass River having, on account of 
continued ill-health, pressed the resignation 
of his charge, the Presbytery very reluc- 
tantly consented to loose him trom his 
charge. By Mr. Fowler’s demission the 
Presbytery loses an efficient member, and 
the congregation of Bass River, a faithful] 
pastor and a ripe scholar. 

The resignation by the Rev. John M. 
Allan of the pastorate of St. John’s Church, 
Chatham, was also accepted with like feel- 
ings of regret. Mr. Allan’s labours have 
been very acceptable and successful, and 
he leaves, carrying with him the respect 
and good-will of his Brethren and of 
the congregation. The Rev. John Robert- 
son of Tabusintac tendered the resignation 
of his charge which was ordered to lie on the 
table till next meeting. By these resignations 
three charges have been left vacant. Who 
will offer to fill up the weakened ranks? 
The moderator read the correspondence 
which had taken place with Mr. Brydges 
anent Sabbath desecration by the running of 
trains on the Intercolonial Railway on 
Sabbath days and which was ordered to be 
published in the local newspapers. The 
Presbytery thereafter disposed of a large 
amount of business. 


ACKNOWLEGEMENTS DELAYED. 


The receipts of money for the different 
schemes of the Church, by Rev. Dr. Mac- 
Gregor, duri g th» month of October, must, 
in consequence of his illness, be deferred un- 
til next month. It is neccessary, however, 
that the congregations of the Maritime pro- 
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vinces should remember that the heaviest 
responsibilities in connection with the finan- 
ces of the Church occur towards the close of 
the year. Professors must be paid, the sala- 
ries of missionaries remitted, and heavy dis- 
bursements made to the weaker congrega- 
tions. It is, therefore, desirable that con- 
gregations should promptly forward any 
tunds that may be on hand and that all 
should take their full share in maintaining 
the honour of the Church and in fulfilling 
her engayements.

HOME MISSION COMMITTEE. 


The Committe held its semi-annual meet- 
ings during the session of the Synod in St. 
Matthew’s Church, Halifax. 

The Chairman informed the committee 
that Rev. Dr. Cochrane requested assistance 
from this section towards mission work ip 
Manitoba, the North West, and British 
Columbia. It was agreed to appropriate to 
that purpose the portion oftheS.S Memorial 
offering set apart tor H. M. work, and to add 
to it such other sums as individuals or ses- 
sions might spontaneously contribute. 

The Rev. D. F. Creelman being present, 
read a report of hissummer’s work in Bay of 
Islands, Newfoundland. Mr. Creelman had 
been recalled sue: enly at the instance of 
the Fore:gn Mission Board, which had 
counted on sending him to Trinidad. After 
full consideration of all the circumstances, 
the Home Mission Committee agreed 
unanimously to earnestly request Mr. Creel- 
man to accept an appointment as missionary 
to Bay of Islands, Newfoundland, for the 
winter at least. 

it the next me«ting the Chairman report- 
ed that Mr. Creelman had accepted the call 
of the Committee, and would proceed forth- 
with to Newfoundland. The Committee 
then resolved, understanding that$500 might 
be depended on from the people, and $150 
from the Presbytery of St. John’s, to fix the 
salary at the rate of $800 per annum, hop- 
ing, however, thatthe Presbytery would as- 
sume the whole responsibility in this mat- 
ter of salary. 


MR. CREELMAN’S REPORT. 


Haviang be-n appointed to Jabour in Bay 
of [s.ands on the west coastof Newfoundland, 
during the past summer, [ left Halifax on 
May 6th and arrived there on the 14th. The 


Bay proper is a sheet of water about fifteen 
miles square, but divided into three arms, 
running generally parallel, east and west. 
The southern arm, known as HumberSound, 
is about fifteen miles long and from one to 
three broad. Into the head of this arm flows 
the Humber, a large beautiful river flowing 
near its mouth through mountains of 
marble, from 200 feet to 800 feet high About 
ten miles up that river is a lake, through 
which the river flows, called Deer Pond, 
about 20 miles long and from 1 to 3 broad. 
At the head and foot of this lake along the 
shores of the Humber Sound, settlements 
have been formed, but principally on the 
Sound. The total population is about 
1500. 

The Presbyterians are scattered over an 
extent of 40 miles, the only communication 
being by boats. They are, however, princi- 
pally, with the exception of a large number 
of young men, settled in two coves on the 
south side of the Humber Sound, 2 and 5 
miles respectively from its head. In the 
upper cove, called Corner Brook, a large 
lumbering establishment issituated. With- 
in the last six months our people with 
a little help from other denominations have 
built a school-house in this cove, which is 
nearly finished, and is open to all Protes- 
tants. The Protestants have also aschool- 
house in the other cove, in which our people 
have settled, and in these two school- 
houses I conducted service and Sabbath- 
school regularly on Sabbath mornings and 
afternoons. The attendance was from 20 
to40. Both Sabbath-schools were encourag- 
ing. 

Being directed by the Newfoundland Pres- 
bytery to organize a congregation and build 
a church, if possible, I accordingly under- 
took both. There are about 175 Presby- 
terians, (60 of whom are children under 12 
years of age,) and of them only 9 so far as I 
could learn are members <A few gave me 
their names as applicants for membership, 
and some men, who had not the opportunity 
after intimation was given, I have reason to 
believe would do xo, and so the prospects of 
organizing a congregation and appointing a 
session before the end of the year were very 
encouraging. 

The people, too, entered heartily into 
church-building. About $500 have been 
subscribed for that purpvse, two meetings 
were held, a contract let, site chosen, ar- 
rangements completed, and operations com- 
menced, for erecting a church 20 feet by 36 
feet, and finishing it for November, on the 
outside, and, within, ready for the plaster. 

Speaking generally, mission work was 
progressing steadily and surely. I had 
visited all the people once, and the greater 
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number several times. I had been up the 
river and Jake to its head once, and was pre- 
paring for a second visit, and the probabili- 
ties were that the new church would have 
been opened and a congregation organized 
by the middle of December, when my work 
was suddendly brought to a close by a letter 
from the Rev. Dr. McGregor informing me 
of my re-call. Reluctantly I felt compelled 
to obey, and informed the people next day, 
(Sabbath Sept. 10,) of my intended departure 
on the following Tuesday. They made a 
small collection for me, and put into my 
hands a subscription list amounting to near- 
ly $300. which they have pledged themselves 
to contribute yearly for the support of a 
Presbyterian clergyman. Both collections 
and subscription would have been largely 
increased had even a week’s notice of my de- 
parture been given. 

Being invited bytheNewfoundland people to 
visit St. John’s and Harbour Grace, to solicit 
aid in church-building, I determined to re- 
turn home that way. I arrived in St. John’s 
ov Sept. 23rd, and made known the purpose 
of my visit to the churches on Sabbath 
morning and evening. I asked for $400 or 
$500, expecting to geta part of it in Harbour 
Grace. The citizens of St. John’s of all de- 
nominations responded liberally, and gave 
me $x74.50. Many accompanied their dona- 
tions with the hope that they would be often 
called upon to assist in such a work. Had 
time permitted me to visit Harbour Grace, 
I have no doubt that nearly $1,200 would 
have been realized. The mission is thus 
placed at once on a sound financial basis. 

I deem it of the utmost importauce that 
this mission station should be occupied con- 
tinuously, and have promised our people in 
Bay of Islands that I will plead their cause 
before the authorities here to the best of my 
ability, and so cannot conclude this report 
without expressing the hope that you will 
lose no time in sending some suitable per- 
eon to carry on and complete the work that 
I have been instrumental in beginning.

NEWFOUNDLAND. 


The Quarterly meeting of the Presbytery 
of Newfoundland, was held in St. Andrew’s 
School, on November 2nd, at 7 p.m. The 
Rev. Alex. Ross, Moderator. In connection 
with the station opened in May last at Ba 
of Islands, a report of his summer’s wor 
was read from the Rev. D. F. Creelman. 
Letters bearing upon the same subject from 
Dr. McGregor, Secretary of Home Missions 
were also read. From Mr. Creelman’s re- 


port it appeared that he had been warmly 
welcomed by the people in Bay of Islands, 
and that, so far, '¢ had been greatly en- 
couraged in his ministerial work. Public 
worship had been conducted regularly from 
the date of his arrival—two sabbath schools 
had been opened—and, to crown the good 
work, the Presbyterians had not only re- 


solved to build a church but were actually 


doing so. 

The Presbytery resolved to express its 
great satisfaction with the conduct of Mr. 
Creelman, its gratification at the action of 
the Board in consenting to Mr. Creelman’s 
return to Bay of Islands, and at his decision 
to do so, if permitted by the Board. 

An interesting conversation then took 
place in regard to the propriety of at 
once establishing a mission station at Belt’s 
Cove. 

The Presbytery resolved to express 
its cordial satisfaction at the visit of the 
Rev. J. Fraser Campbell. who spent two 
weeks in Newfoundland on his way to 
India. The interest awakened by Mr. Camp- 
bell’s labours, had led to the formation of a 
< Ladies’. Foreign Mission Association ; ” 
both in St. John’s and Harbour Grace. In 
both places the Presbyterian Ladies weré 
busy collecting money in aid of Foreign 
Mission work ; the Presbytery was gratified 
to learn that, hitherto, their efforts had met 
with encouraging success. 

The recent destruction by fire of Free 
St. Andrew’s Church, having been brought 
before the Court:

BRITISH COLUMBIA. 


The Presbytery of British Columbia met 
in St. Andrew’s Church on Wednesday 
evening for religious exercises, and on 
Thursday morning for the despatch of 
business. The reports from the various 
mission stations were of a very favourable 
and satisfactory character; pointing to 
steady progress and increasing prosperity 
throughout the Church in British Colum- 
bia. Among the items of interest may be 
mentioned the erection of a pretty church 
(which is now about finished) in Nicola 
Valley, and the commencement of another 
in the thriving district of Comox. It is 
expected that the latter will be covered 
in before the beginning of winter. An- 
other matter of interest was the union of 
the congregation of St. Andrew’s, New 
Westminster, with the Presbytery of Bri- 
tish Columbia. Formerly this congregation 
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was in connection with the Presbyterian 
Church of Canada, but in order to unite all 
the Presbyterians of the Province, permis- 
sion was asked and granted to have this 
union effected, and it is now happily con- 
summated. The Presbytery adjourned to 
hold the next ordinary mnveting in the first 
week in May, 1877

J OREIGN JMissions. 


FORMOSA. 


We are permitted to give the following 
extracts from a letter received by professor 
Maclaren from Dr. J. B. Fraser, our medi- 
cal missionary in Formosa. 


Tamsul, Formosa, 22nd June 1876. 


The work in the hospital goes on much 
as usual. The attendance this year has, 
as yet, been little it any larger than last 
year, but I think on tne whole the cases 
have been of greater interest. We have had 
some very successful operations which 
will very much improve our reputation, 
and tend to spread a knowledge of our 
work. About tnree weeks ag» a woman 
whom Mr. MacKay had fallen in with in 
his travels, and advised to come to the 
hospital, presented herself with an immense 
mammary tumor—nou-malignant, 7. e., not 
cancerous. We removed it, when it was 
found to measure 234 inches in circumfer- 
ence, anil weigh 8 lbs 2 0z. The operation 
was perfor ned while the woman was under 
chloroform, and the patient was as much 
surprised as delighted to find it all over 
without her knowing that it had begun. 
The wound left—-ll mches long across the 
breast—will be entire!y healed in a day or 
two, and the woman and her husband will 
go home to be friends of the Church as long 
as they live, in all probability, and it is to be 
hoped, from what they have heard of the 
gospel, disciples of the Great Physician. We 
have also had many cases of operations on 
the eye the details of which would be more 
tedious than interesting. I have much less 
hesitation about undertiking operations 
than [ had last year, and I believe more 
success in treating disease. Thia will help 
to make our hospital work grow, though 
there are, it must be remembered, many 
thin zg which tend to hinderits growth. For 
example,—we make a strict rule of admitt- 
ting no ome ag an in-patient who cannot 
provide himself with food. This is a measure 
of self-defence, as, otherwise, the whole place 
would be besieged and crammed from years 


end to years end with beggars. Many poor 
people have in this way to be sent away, 
bevause to stop work for a week or two, or 
to come into the hospital for a month, 
would be for themselves and their families 
to starve. Then the peop!e who have 
money enough and to spare are nearly all 
either too proud to come and live in the 
barbarian’s hospital or are afraid of incur- 
ring the wrath or ridicule of their heathen 
neighbors. They will come quietly for a 
bottle of medicine and take it at home, 
but there are so many chronic cases that 
require continued treatinent! Then there is 
a very large class of people who have heard 


‘exaggerated reports of our skill and ability, 


who come with some chronic case of years’ 
standing and because the first week’s treat- 
ment produ es no marked improvement, 
immediately conclude that there is no uxe 
in coming back. Then there are a greit 
many diseases arising from the food and 
water which the poor are under the necessity 
(fusing, and the hovels in which they live, 
which can only be curel by a removal of 
the cause which would be a more stupend- 
ous task than that of old Hercules of ancient 
stury. lhen there is, over and above all, 
the indifference of the people about disease, 
which is to me most inexplicable Persons 
will goon from day to day without com- 
plaint, with severe and loathsome diseases, 
as loug as they don’t think them mortal. 
Ihave often been amazed to see a man 
receive with indifference, or even with a 
smile, the announcement that he would be 
blins as iong as he lived, or some such 
painful intelligence. 1 can’t understand it. 
Notwithstanding all these things, though, 
the huspital I believe helps the mission 
work, and [ hope it will be able to do more 
this year then las. There have been 
disturbances lately at some of the stations 
of which I have no doubt “r. MacKay will 
send you 4 full account, as he is acquainted 
with all the circumstances. None of these 
things move us. We know ‘the Lord 
Reigneth,” and we are glad. We are all 
f-eling much more comfortable in our new 
houre this year than we were last, in the 
od one, but, so far, the seasun I think has 
been a couol one. We have a vertical sun 
ow at midday and yet we manage to live 
and work. We were delighted sume time 
ago to see in the Record that there isa 
prospec: of another missionary this year 
f.r Formosa, bt are disappointed that we 
haven’t yet heard of his appointment. I 
was vlad to hear by last mail from home 
that Mr. Ritchie had been with you. You 
would enjoy his visit very much, and he 
would be able to tell you many things about 
Formosa, 
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This letter of course is yours when you get 
it, to do what you please with it. I only hope 
tyou may not publish it.

TRINIDAD. 
Mr. Grant’s ARRIVAL. 


We mentioned in our last the arrival of 
Rev. K. J. Grant, at St. Thomas, on his 
way to Trinidad. We have since learned of 
his arrival at his destination. In a letter 
from San Fernando, of date the{26th Sept., 
1876, he says:— 


** We arrived home on Friday, the 22nd, 
and were very kindly received by the Mis- 
sion families and many other friends. We 
have had much hand-shaking to do with 
Covolies, Chinese, and Creoles, all of whom 
we were very glad to see. We scarcely rea- 
lized that the poor people were so kindly 
disposed toward us. This gladdens our 
hearts very much, and when we recall the 
very deep and kindlv interest manifeste | at 
home in our work, what reason have we to 
thank God and take courage. I never felt 
happier in entering apon my work than 
now, and never have I been so strong o 
work. I[ trust that I will be able to do 
more for the Mission than in days that are 
gone. 


“On Sabbath, though rain fell during the 
whole day, our services were well attended. 
'wenty-five Coolie men and women had 
travelled six miles to service from La For- 
tune Estate. This is the Estate on which 
Teelaksingh, accepted catechist supported 
by Fort Massey congregation, lives. Ihe 
prospects in that quarter are very en- 
couraging. / 

** The school in San Fernando has been 
closed for some time, and the week day 
meetings have been suspended since Mr. 
Morton removed to the Minion" The Sab- 
bath-school and English service have been 
struggling, the Hindustani service very well 
sustained, [ have not yet visited any of 
the country schools. Mr. McDonald has 
hal his hands full. 


**T might say that my Coolie friends were 
glad to find that, instead of having gone 
Saak, I had improved in my Hindostani 
when at home. I kept mv mind daily in 
contact with the language. I often prayed 
in it. 

“The Missionaries had met in Council. 
‘Their proceedings will probably be noticed 


in our next. In the meantime, we are hap- 
py to say that all the mission families are 
well.” 


LETTER FROM Mr. MORTON. 
Savana Grande, Sept, 26th, 1876, 


Rev. and Dear BrotHer,—A few weeks 
ago, John Kautoo, the teacher of Jordan 
Hill School, after the usual Saturday’s les- 
sons were over, expressed his strung inter- 
est in Cedros, and his desire that something 
should be done for the people there. The 


father of one of his school-boys, who is a 


Brahmin, had gone down to Cedros to ini- 
tiate some disciples into the Hindoo faith, 
taking his son with him. The boy, a lad 
of 11 or 12 years, can read both English 
und Hindoo, and he took his books with 
him. Great interest was shown in the boy. 
He was constantly asked to read, and re- 
yrets were expressed by the people that they 
had no school there. The b y’s report of 
things stirred Kautoo’s soul, and hence his 
desire that something should be done for 
Cedros. He does not seem to have thought 
of going himself ; but 1 think he would 
cheerfully go if the way were open, and he 
is the right kind of man to be sent—self- 
reliant, tried and faithful. 

It may be asked, what hinders his gcing? 
Not money! for I think the proprietors of 
Estates would assist; and failing that, the 
friends of Jesus at home would surely pro- 
vide the means to send a converted Hindoo 
to teach and pre-ch in Cedros. The hind- 
rance is this: Kautoo is the right man 
where he is. For 34 years, he has occupied 
his present post successfully, and I cannot 
hastily decide to remove him, more particu- 
larly as I know not how to fill his place. 
A change at Jordan Hill would involve care 
and trouble to me, which I wish to avoid at 
present, as the hands of myself and cate- 
chist are more than full, with the school 
here (which we are carrying on between us 
without a teacher), and with the extension 
of the work all around. The Cedros pro- 
posal is therefore postponed, not dismissed. 

Very shortly after the matter was apoken 
of by Kautoo, [ received a letter from David 
Matabil, Hindustanic Interpret r of Cedros, 
whom I had baptized nearly two years ayo, 
asking baptism for his child. I therefore 
Sita Cedros, baptized his child, travelled 
round the quarter, and preached to the peo- 
ple. I found only three Indian children 
enrolled as scholars, and only one in atten- 
dance. The peop'e know little of Christ- 
ianity ; but on one estate, more than twenty, 
before I parted with them, declared their 
utter disbelief in the gods and goddesses of 
India. This declaration, however, does not 
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pap such a state of readiness to receive 
the Gospel as you might at first be inclined 


to think—for philosophical theorists are, in 
heart, as far from Evangelical Christianity 
as Idolators. Still Cedros is a fine field for 
making the experiment of getting Hindus 
to evangelize and become the pastors of 
their countrymen. 

As it is quite impossible to get along with 
our present school and church accommo- 
dation here, a new building is to be erected 
at once, to be fully reported of when fin- 
ished. 

In what way can the Church at home 
best aid us in the work? By praying ear- 
nestly for the outpouring of God’s dpirit, 
that many may be converted to God’s ser- 
vice, and among them a goodly number of 
intelligent men to become teachers and 
catechists.

NEW HEBRIDES. 


We subjoin a few extracts of a letter from 
Rev. Joseph Annand, dated Nguna, 17th 
June, 1876, addressed to the Secretary of 
the Eastern Board. 

*“You will see by the heading of this sheet 
that we are now at Nguna attending Synod. 
We finish all our business to-day and on 
Monday evening sail homewards.. The past 
ten days has been an exceedingly pleasant 
time to us. After our year of lonely toil 
we really appreciate a few days of social life, 
such as we enjoy at Synod time. All our 
business has been transacted in a kindly man- 
ner. The Synod sent us to Aneityum to oc- 
ey Analganhat. 

hope that you will not be dissappointed 
with us going there. The station at Fila is 
to be broken up and the people assigned to 
Mr. McKenzie’s care. Mr. Robertson is get- 
ting our house for Cook’s Bay, Erromanga. 
We are somewhat sorry to leave our beauti- 
ful place on Iririki which has been pro- 
nounced by all the members of Synod the 
prettiest station in the Mission, but the peo- 
ple there are still as hostile to the gospel as 
ever, 80 we could be the more easily removed: 
also, our people were very few compared with 
those at the Tanna Stations. We begin im- 
mediately to pack up and pull down pre- 
Poet tomoving. The Dayspring returns 
or us as soon as the missionaries are taken 
home. After settling us she goes to Savage 
Island with some teachers and their families. 

The boxes sent have not reached us yet, 
not having come in time for the Dayspring. 
The work on this group is doing well at some 
of the stations, while at others itis still back- 
ward. All of us are hopeful and trying to 
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be faithful to our churches and our Master. 
We still ask the sympathies and prayers of 
the Church. The Synod has passed a min- 
ute congratulating the Canadian Church on 
the Union, and aiso asked me to forward it. 
with an accompanying letter.’ 


MR. McKENZIE’S JOURNAL. 


We have been favoured with a perusal of 
some portions of a private journal of Rev, J. 
W. McKenzie, forwarded to his friends, from 
which we givesome extracts which will serve 
toexhibit missionary life in its lights and 
shades. 


Dec. llth, 1875.—Yesterday, we partook 
of the communion. Felt very dull; spent 
too little time in preparing for it. I fear I 
am neglecting my own vineyard. Oh! for 
somewhat of Brainerd’s devotion and fervour 
of spirit. 

DEATH OF HIS CHILD. 


Feb. 7th, 1876.—OUn Christmas morning 
our dear little boy was taken fromus, You 
may be sure this was a most sore trial to us. 
Oh! it was very very hard to see the little 
dear suffer so, and to be unable to do any- 
thing for him. 

On the Tuesday before his death, he seem- 
ed quite bright, and on Wednesday I said to 
Mr. Annand, that I thonght our little boy 
was not to be taken from us yet. But that 
night he became worse, and on Thursday we 
all knew that death was near. Friday night 
Mrs. Annand sat up with Mrs. M. until about 
midnight, and then I arose and took him on 
my knee. As soon asI saw him I knew that he 
was sinking fast. His breathing grew short- 
er and shorter, and then it would cease for 
a few seconds, when with breathless stillness 
we would wait toseeifit would return. For 
a few minutes we stood over him in this way, 
when he drew up his little hands, opened his 
eyes, and all was over. 

After his spirit had taken flight to the 
better land, he needed no more sympathy 
from us, so Mr. Annand and I got to work 
to make his little coffin. Mrs. A. prepared 
linen forit. Thesame evening a little before 
sun-down we laid him in his little grave. 
Before death his face was much disfigured, 
but, soon afier, it assumed its natural appear- 
ance and looked so sweet. The natives were 
very sympathizing. Mrs. M. wished him 
buried near the house, so in a corner of the 
garden, about a stone’s cast from the house 
we have a little sacred spot. I have planted 
two cocoanut tree: of a few month’s growth, | 
one at the head, and the other at the foot of | 
his grave, and around it I have made a small 
enclosure of mulberry slips, which will before |. 
long conceal it from view. They will form | 
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a pretty hedge, and we preferred this to rail- 
ing. Oh! it was hard, hard, to give him up, 
but now we do not wish him back; we know 
he is happy in the arms of Jesus. Our house 
seems very lonely, but this will only tend to 
make heaven more attractive to us. 


SMALL BUT POWERFUL FOES. 


Feb. 28th, 1876.—Since coming here I have 
had a great deal of manual labour. You 
know we first settled at Pango. Well, just 
when we had finished getting our premises 
put into order there, we found it so 
unhealthy that we movedto Er kor. Here 
I had to set to work to get these premises in 
order. The only building left by Mr. 
Morrison was a house of native wood, wat- 
tied and plastered. I sent toSydney and got 
two rooms and joined them to this house. 
‘Then I had to build a store room, a cook- 
house, a goathouse, and I can’t tell you what 
all I have been doing. A short time ago, I 
was congratulating myself that my manual 
labour would soon be at an end, as all I 
would have to do would be to keep the place 
in repair. We had just got everything about 
us so nice and convenient, and we were look- 
ing forward with pleasure to being able to 
devote our time more fully to our proper 
mission work. ‘To-day. however, we have 
been sorely disappointed. We find that we 
have to get to work and tear to pieces a large 
part of our buildings. The house Mr. Mor- 
rison built is literally alive with a kind of 
ant—a most destructive and avery ugly look- 
ing insect. When we found out ,that they 
were in it, we did our utmost to exterminate 
them, but allin vain. I have almost laid 
myself up altogether in trying to keep them 
down. In fact. one day 1 was scarcely able 
to sit up, having worked so hard the day 
before. 


ENCOURAGEMENT IN WORK. 


But on the other hand, I have much to 
cheer me. Yesterday I had the unspeak- 
able pleasure of opening our new church at 
Eratap. What I saw there was enough to 
reward me for all I have endured since 
leaving you. It was this, to see people who 
@ year ago were as much opposed to the gos- 
pel as it was possible to be, assembling to 
worship God in the house which they them- 
selves have built for His service. It was a 
sight over which ange?s might rejoice. Not 
ayear agothey were beating their drums and 
dancing round them, a lot of painted savages. 
Yesterday, a small drum was beat with slow 
solemn stroke, calling them to the house of 
prayer. Their church is a very neat one; they 
built it themselves. I did not go near it un- 
til it was finished. After service was over, 
they brought me loads of food, cooked on 


Saturday, pudding, yams, taro, fish, sugar- 
cane, cocoanuts, &c. I enjoy the fish very 
much, cooked native style. Eseia, their 
teacher and his wife Liat,are very exemplary. 
I am much pleased with them. You are not 
to infer from what I have written that the 
Kratap people are Christians yet. But few, 
if any of them, have as yet experienced a 
change of heart, but it is delightful to see 
them anxious to learn. I have about a 
dozen of them whom I am instructing witha 
view to Baptism, but their minds are so dark 
that it takes a long time before they can 
comprehend the truth as it is in Jesus. 


SAD DEATH. 


A most painful event occurred here about 
a week or ten days ago. A white settler 
had been drinking very hard for some months 
past. The day before he died, a vessel came in 
and brought him more gin, or liquor of some 
kind. Hedrank, and drank, and drank again, 
until he was beastly drunk, and the follow- 
ing night he was a corpse. He fell intoa 
deep sleep and never awoke on this side of 
eternity. 


VEGETABLE PRODUCTIONS. 


To-day the Eratap people dug their first 
yams. Instead of giving their tirst fruits to 
the Devil as formerly, they sent a present te 
us. One of the yams they sent us was be- 
tween two and three feet long and about 
eighteen inches in circumference. Yams do 
not grow so large on this Island ason Tanna, 
but I like ours better. 


HOUSE BUILDING. 


March 21st.—I have been so busy for the 
last fortnight that I have not been able to 
make any entries in my journal. Iam sur- 
prised how my health is standing the work 
in such a climate as this. I never did so 
much hard work in Nova Scotia as I have 
done here, and I cannot help it. We have 
been living in a little bit of a bedroom for 
over a week. Weare scarcely able to turn 
round in it for we have so many things piled 
in it. The new portion of our house I am 
making of native wood, hence mv hard 
work. If we could haveafforded it, I would 
have ordered it from Sydney, but we have 
enough to do make ends meet with salary. 
In one way or another we have to give a great 
deal to the natives, and as we have not mis- 
sion boxes coming now, every penny we give 
them comes out of our own salary. In one 
thing and another I have laid out over a 
hundred pounds. I also bought a boat and 

aid £30 for it, which no doubt the Foreign 
Mepis Board would have provided had I 
asked them for it, but in the low state of the 
funds I could not do so.

CHINA. 


In 1825, China was virtually locked 
against all approach by the missionary, as 
such, and at that time there was not a 
labourer on its soil.. The ratio of conver- 
sions is now rapidly increasing. Thus the 
native Christians in 1853 numbered 351; 
in 1863, 1974; in 1868, 5743; and in 1875, 
nearly 12,000. A recent list of missionaries, 
published in China, gives thirty different 
organisations at work, and almost 200 or- 
dained evangelists, 99 of whom are from the 
United States. 


POLYNESIA. 


Missions in Polynesia have been remark- 
ably successful. With the exception ofa 
few centres, or islands, like New Guinea, 
the Marquesas, and portions of Fiji, the 
people have been brought under the in- 
fluence, if not the power, of the truth. 
More than 300 Islands of Southern and 
Eastern Polynesia have thrown away idola- 
try, and this within less than fifty years. The 
languages of the islands have been reduced 
to writing. In these tongues the Scriptures 
have been translated, dictionaries and 

rammars have been prepared and printed, 

esides other works for the enlightenment 
and education of the people. Already the 
Sandwich Islands stand out asa Christian 
nation. In them, and in many groups, as 
large a proportion of the inhabitants 1s con- 
nected with the Christian church as in our 
own or: ther lands. As faras we have been 
able to gather up statistics from reports, 
&c., the membership borders on 70,000, 
with fully 300,000 adherents. 


SYRIA. 


The Rev. H. H. Jessup, of the Syria mis- 
sion writes of the outcoming of an entire 
town of five hundred inhabitants, six miles 
from Beyrout, from Maronite darkness to 
Protestantism. A chapel and school-house 
have been hired, and a native preacher and 
teacher established there. A great pro- 
pore of the people attend the services 

eld by the missionaries. Some of the young 
men have established a club to put a stop 
to lying, each member pledging himself to 
speak the truth. 


AFRICA. 


In our cursory survey of the present 
condition of missions in Africa, we find 
that the northern portion is still un- 
touched by the missionary, being wholly 
Mohammedan. The western coast, from 


Morocco to Senegal, is inhabited by Moorish 
tribes. At Senegal, missions begin, and 
along the coast, down to Liberia, we have 
a portion of country mainly under British 
protection. In Gambiaand at Sierra Leone, 
the Wesleyan and Church Missionary So- 
cieties, and the native church have es- 
tablished strong missions; and here are 
found some 14,000 members, 7500 scholars, 
and 52 ministers, native and foreign. 

South of Sierra Leone we reach Liberia, | 
where some 18,000 of Americo-Liberians | 
are found, and a very large number of, | 
natives who are heathens, amounting to at 
least 300,000. In the colony there are 
about 4000 communicants. Along the Gold 
Coast, and taking in the whole of northern 
Guinea, are interesting missions of our own 
Church, of the United Presbyterians of | 
Scotland, the Wesleyans, the Church Mis- 
sionary Society, the Basle, and ,the Baptist 
Societies. One of the missions is wholly 
composed of native preachers under the 
superintendence of a native bishop. There 
are over 7000 communicants connected with 
the ditferent churches, and in the schools 
are 4000 children. The Bible has been 
translated, in whole or in part, into fifteen 
different languages. 

In South Africa the greatest conquests 
have been made. In Cape Colony, Kaffir- 
land, Griqualand, Basutuland, Natal, 
Transvaal region, Namaquas, the Matebele, 
and Bechuana tribes, are 450 foreign 
labourers, and 90 native ministers, with a 
large number of lay agents. There are 
about 40,000 communicants in the churches, 
and over 45,000 children in the schools. 


MADAGASCAR. 


Still more marked has been the religious 
revolution that has taken place in Mada- 
gascar. In 1825 there were very few con- 
verts. The field then had been occupied 
only six years. Now, the whole land is open 
to the missionary ; idolatry is overthrown ; 
and Christianity is proclaimed to be the 
religion of the people. In the churches 
gathered by the London Missionary So- 
ciety, aecording to the last report, are 
63,896. The propagation Society, the Nor- 
wegian Missionary Society, and the Society 
of Friends, are labouring at different centres. 

In the island of Mauritius, and principally 
among the Coolies from Bengal and Southern 
India, the Episcopal Church of England 
is Jabouring, through its two leading in- 
stitutions. The membership reported is 
333. In these two islands—Madagascar 
and Mauritius—are 65 missionaries, 292 
nasive ministers, and 65,000 communicants.

Union 1n Enetanp.—To those who are 
conversant with the signs of the times, 
everything seems to puint towards a sy; eedy 
union between the Established Presbyte- 
rian congregations south of the Tweed, and 
the Presbyterian Church of England. The 
ministers, it is said, are all but unanimous 
in their desire for union. Dr. Cuniming, it 
is thought, may possibly be the only excep- 
tion, and remain the solitary representative 
of the Scotch Kirk in London, if not in 
England. 
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It ig reported that Dr. Cumming’s son, 
who is a minister of the Episcopal Church, 
has made application to be received into 
the Presbyterian fold. 


Tue Free Caurca of Scotland has lost 
mi its foremost Elder by the death of 

ord Ardmillan, who for 22 years occupied 
a seat on the bench of the Court of Session. 
For upwards of half a century his lordship 
had been amember of St. George’s Church, 
Kdinburgh, and an elder since 1841 At 
the Disruption he quitted the Established 
Church along with his pastor, Dr. Candlish, 
and became one of the warmest friends and 
supporters of the Free Church. The Es- 
tablished Church has also lost an old and 
staunch friend by the death of Sir James 
Campbell, of Stracathro, in the 87th year 
of his age. Sir James left a number of le- 
gacies for the schemes of the Church, and 
other philanthropic purposes, amounting 
in all to $50,000. His son, Mr. James A. 
Campbell, who succeeds to the paternal es- 
tates, is one of the leading laymen in the 
Church of Scotland. 


TreMPERANCE.—A large and_ influential 
meeting in connection with the Church of 
Scotland Temperance Association, has been 
held in Glasgow, at which stirring addresses 
were delivered by Dr. John M. Lang, of the 
Barony, Rev. John McLeod, of Govan, and 
other Jeading ministers. The object of this 
Association 18 to unite the membership of 
the Church, whether abstainers or non-ab- 
stainers, in the promotion of the Temper- 
ance cause. The chief difficulty it has to 
encounter at the outset, 1s the absence of 
any definiteness of aim and action. In an- 
swer to the question, ‘“‘ what were they to 
do a3 members of this Association?” Mr. 
McLeod makes the following reply : 

** As ministers they could set themselves 
to preach as to the special character «f this 
vice, in a way they had never hitherto done; 
and with reference to the drinking habits of 
the country, could they not put down their 
induction and ordination dinners? Could 
the General Assembly, instead of bestowing 
its most animated attention on the veriest 
triflee, such as the squashing of a harmo- 
nium, or some “Eels matter, apply the 
whole force and energy of its mind to deal- 
ing with this vast national question ? Could 
they not in all their parishes have temper- 
ance associations, and savings banks for the 
people in which to put the money saved? 
Could they not have working men’s clubs, 
and could they not have their churches 
open, se that those who were being beaten 
and baffled by this vice might not see only 
the flaming saloon, but might hear also the 
church bell and see an open door? And 
could they donothing in the way of legisla- 
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tion? He would not gointo pcints on which 
there might be difference of opinion, but 
the more he read on the subject, the more 
he tended to the opinion that it would be a 
wise thing to throw the moral support of 
the Church’s opinion not merely in the di- 
rection of reducing the number of public- 
houses, but in the way of permissive prohi- 
bitory legislation. 


ENGLAND. 


In compliance with the wishes of Bishops 
of the Episcopal Churches in the United 
States of America, in the Dominion of Ca- 
nada, in the West Indies, and elsewhere, 
the Archbishop of Canterbury has an- 
nounced that the second great Pan-Angli- 
can Synod will be held at feahed Palace, 
London, in the summer of 1878. There is 
every reason to believe that it will be very 
largely attended, A meeting of Bishops and 
Non-conformist ministers was lately held 
at Lambeth Palace, in compliance with a 
memorial addressed to His Grace the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury. There were present 
quite a number of Bishops. Besides seven 
of the Church of England, there were re- 
presentatives of other Churches, among 
whom we observe the names of Dr. Cum- 
ming, Dr. Dykes, and Dr. Donald Fraser, 
of the Presbyterian Church; Dr. Newman 
Hall, Congregationalist ; and Dr. Punshon, 
Methodist. 

The object of the meeting was to afford 
opportunity to Christian ministers of differ- 
ent denominations to confer with the Arch- 
bishop and other bishops respecting the al- 
leged progress of irreligious thought at the 
present time, The meeting was opened by 
the Archbishop with prayer and reading of 
the holy Scriptures, after which his Grace 
addressed those present on the subject which 
had brought them together. The Arch- 
bishop was followed by many speakers. 
The general tone and feeling of the meeting 
was hopeful, and many who had large ex- 
perience of the state of religion throughout 
the kingdom, testified to the real growth of 
vital Christianity, notwithstanding the acti- 
vity of its modern assailants. His Grace, 
in acknowledging a vote of thanks, express- 
ed his sense of the usefuiness of the meet- 
ing, and of the importance of Churchmen 
and Dissenters thus having an opportunity 
of better understanding each other’s views 
on questions of common interest. 

Unitep Strates.—Messrs. Moody and 
Sankey continue their Kvangelistic la- 
bours in Chicago, where the most ample 
arrangements have been made for their 
accommodation. About seven thousand 
persons attended their first meeting, in 
a building erected for their use. The minis- 


ters of nearly all the Evangelical denomin- 
ations in the city take part in the services. 
The interest already manifested gives pro- 
mise of results as wide-spread and gratify- 
ing as have been elsewhere attained ; in- 
deed, the movement seems to gain momen- 
tum as it sweeps along from place to place. 
In view of the special interest now mani- 
fested throughout the country, there is now 
carried on, simultaneously with these gather- 
ings in Chicago, a series of meetings in the 
west and northwest, on a scale never before 
attempted.

MOTHER AND SON. 


It affords us unfeigned pleasure to 
reciprocate, as far as in us lies, the 
patriotic and generous sentiments so well 
put together by our American contem- 
porary in the following sentences, and to 
which we heartily say AMEN !—E£d. 
REcoRD :— 

Americans have made their Centennial 
Fourth a sort ot historical cycloroma. 
Within and around it, in many lights 
and from many points of view, the mate- 
rial, social, and religious progress of the 
finished century has been made to revolve. 
The review gives sufficieat reason for 
thankfulness,and may excuse some reason- 
able degree of national pride. Yet let us 
not forget that for all this progress we are 
largely indebted to the older nations of 
Europe. particularly the one whom we 
once saluted—nay, do still gladly greet 
with the loving name of ‘ Mother Coun- 
try.’ The blood of many peoples is in- 
deed in our veins, But the controlling 
inspiration of our physical energies is the 
sturdy manhood of our Anglo-Saxon sires, 

We are called a ‘‘ new” nation. It is 
true, but in a very qualified sense. We 
are new just as the minor is new when 
he passes his twenty-first year, and be- 
comes legally a man. We are new asa 
nation, just as Colorado, peopled by our 
brothers, sons, and neighbours, is new as 
a State. Forensically, as a separate and 
independent government, we are but one 
hundred years old. Physically, morally, 
intellectually, spiritually—in every sub- 
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} stantial sense, as a people, we are as old 
} as the civilizations of Europe. We are 
{| transplanted Europeans. Chiefly, we are 
Transatlantic Britons. It is, for the 
most part, British pluck, perseverance, 
_ moral force, industry, conscience, faith— 
that have wrought upon this New World 
the grand results which we have devoutly 
commemorated. 

If one would see this illustrated in 
another field, let him walk through the 
British department of the International 
Exhibition. See the vast space covered 
by the exhibits of that Empire. Glance 
up at those banners that overhang the 
busy scene, and paint out, in letters so 
large that he who runs may read, the va- 
rious colonies and dependencies of Great 
Britain and Ireland. There are the Do- 
minion of Canada and the vast British 
Provinces to the north. Yonder is Aus- 
tralia, the sixth continent. There is Cape 
Colony. the southern key of Africa. 
There is India, an empire in itself. We 
need name no further. Hvery continent 
of the globe is looking down upon us from 
yonder bannered arches—Kurope, Asia, 
Africa, America, Oceanica! Beneath are 
the wonderful products of the soil und 
creations of the inhabiters of these do- 
mains, subjects all of that “tight little 
Isle” off the coast of Hurope. Truly, she 
is well called Great Britain ! 

{t is no small matter for gratitude that 
we have our descent from a land and_peo- 
ple whose march across the world and 
ages has been marked by such mighty 
progress. Our unity is read in these kin- 
dred facts. The family features of the 
Mother are traceable by the dullest vision 
in the national lineaments of the Son. In 
justice and love we acknowledge our ob- 
ligations. Thank God, we can do so with 
a heart out of which all hate has long 
ago been cast. We are not, indeed, so far 
carried away by the good fellowship of the 
hour as to wholly forget the unkindness 
and selfishness of the past, especially of 
our late strugele fer national unity. But 
we are too like our mother-land in jus— 
tice, wisdom, aud good temper, to allow 
this to curdle our feelings, or estop the 
hearty prayer that God may long pre- 


serve the old country in power, to bea 
blessing to the world which she so largely 
dominates. 

We have only referred to the fact to 
point with sharper emphasis the warning 
to both Britons and Americans against 
any future marring of the things that 
make for peace. ‘That man is blind or 
stolid who does not look devoutly upon 
the spectacle which to-day looms up be- 
fore the nations. Mother and Son are 
standing, each with one hand outreached 
across the Atlantic for loving embrace, 
while the other sways the sceptre of a 
hemisphere. Standing thus, they girdle 
the globe with their dominion. Surely, 
it is God who has wrought this, that He 
may bind a Zone of Light, Truth, Liber- 
ty, and Religion around the world. Un- 
happy, therefore, be that man who dare 
do aught to alienate these kindred pow- 
ers, or array them against each other. 
Providence has joined Britain and Ame- 
rica for the defence and spread of Chris- 
tian faith, Christian government, and 
Christian civilization. Whom God hath 
joined together, let no man put asunder! 
Let us guard, as the apple of our eye, 
not only the present peace, but the deep 
and ever-deepening fraternity that exists 
between us. 

Americans, we are sure, wi!l not be 
slow to hearken to such counsel. We 
have been shouting the wide land over, 
‘God save the Republic!” We have 
cried as well, ‘“‘ God save the Queen !”
